Proceedings  of  City  Council 


Monday,  January  3,  1983. 

First  meeting  of  the  City  Council  for  the  year  1 983  held 
in  the  City  Council  Chamber,  City  Hall,  at  10  a.m., 
Councillor  IANNELLA,  senior  member,  presiding. 

The  invocation  was  given  by  the  Reverend  Joseph  Va- 
lente,  S.  J.,  of  St.  Brendan's  Church,  Dorchester,  and  the 
meeting  was  opened  with  the  salute  to  the  flag. 


Councillors  Flynn,  O'Neil,  and  Tierney  were  ap- 
pointed by  the  chair  to  escort  to  the  Council  Chamber  the 
Honorable  Kevin  H.  White,  Mayor  of  Boston. 

The  Honorable  Kevin  H.  White,  Mayor  of  Boston  ap- 
peared and  delivered  his  Annual  Address  to  the  City 
Council. 

ANNUAL  MESSAGE  OF  HON.  KEVIN  H.  WHITE, 
MAYOR  OF  BOSTON 

Mr.  President,  my  colleagues  in  government,  distin- 
guished guests,  and  friends. 

One  hundred  and  sixty  years  ago  the  city  fathers  desig- 
nated the  first  Monday  in  January  as  a  sort  of  crossroads 
on  the  calendar,  a  time  for  taking  stock.  Like  most  tradi- 
tions in  Boston,  it  is  an  invitation  to  look  over  our  shoul- 
ders while  simultaneously  peering  beyond  the  horizon. 
For  me,  this  occasion  may  be  an  official  obligation.  It  is 
also  a  personal  pleasure  —  for  the  view  in  both  directions 
in  encouraging. 

Just  one  year  ago,  I  stood  before  this  assembly  and 
talked  of  a  city  in  trouble,  "short  of  money,  dangerously 
short  of  service,  and  desperately  short  of  options."  Speak- 
ing then  in  the  shadow  of  Tregor,  I  tried  to  describe  an 
ordeal  that  was  psychological  as  well  as  financial,  a  time 
of  testing  that  might  yet  be  a  time  of  tragedy. .  .or  triumph. 
We  had  no  way  of  knowing. 

It  was  January  of  1982,  and  the  problems  were  enor- 
mous: 2  '/2  —  massive  layoffs  of  police  and  fire  —  loss  of 
our  bond  rating  —  $30  million  school  deficit  —  and  brutal 
infighting  among  the  Legislature,  the  Council  and  the 
Mayor.  All  this  was  enough  to  Li  ing  any  city  to  its  knees. 

Now,  in  January  of  1983,  a  scant  twelve  months  later, 
the  city  has  moved  out  of  crisis  and  into  opportunity.  In  the 
last  year  we  have  achieved  more  than  in  any  comparable 
period  in  the  last  fifteen. 

Today.  Boston  is  poised  for  flight  —  ready  to  take  off — 
if  we  can  recognize  these  achievements  for  what  they  are. 

We  will  be  limited  only  by  our  singular  capacity  for 
self-doubt  and  skepticism. 

For  we  must  realize  that  the  greatest  threat  to  Boston  is  a 
pessimism,  a  willful  blindness,  born  of  cynicism  and  fa- 
tigue. It  may  rob  us  of  the  vision  needed  to  understand  the 
past,  and  to  realize  a  future  open  to  few  American  cities. 

Remember,  just  one  year  ago  today  the  pessimists  said 
that  submitting  a  new  Tregor  Plan  was  an  exercise  in  futil- 
ity, destined  to  disaster,  they  were  wrong.  We  gambled, 
restitched  the  torn  political  fabric  —  and  won. 

In  February,  it  was  said  that  the  process  of  drawing  the 
new  district  lines  would  start  a  civil  war  in  Boston.  They 


were  wrong  again.  Under  the  capable  leadership  of  Terry 
McDermott  the  process  was  open,  the  lines  were  drawn, 
and  fairness  prevailed. 

Next  it  was  suggested  that  the  city  mired  in  a  legacy  of 
racism  could  never  fight  against  bigotry,  but  last  March, 
with  Bruce  Boiling's  efforts,  this  Council  adopted  the 
toughest,  most  advanced  local  fair  housing  law  in  the 
country. 

By  midsummer  there  were  cries  that  it  would  be  impos- 
sible to  complete  the  cable  process  without  corruption; 
and  in  fact,  a  Boston  newspaper  carried  a  story,  and  I 
quote: 

"There  are  only  two  chances  that  Boston  will  ever  see 
the  $2-a-month  cable  system  —  slim  and  none."  Again 
they  were  wrong.  There  was  not  a  hint  of  scandal  in  the 
award,  and  today  as  I  speak,  cable  is  operating  in  East 
Boston  at  $2-a-month. 

Within  2  Vt  years  the  entire  city  will  be  wired  and  will 
have,  without  question,  the  single  most  effective  home, 
business  and  institutional  cable  network. 

As  the  year  wore  on,  pessimists  continued  to  condemn 
the  schools  to  disgrace  and  neglect  —  at  the  very  time  that 
it  was  clear  that  we  had  chosen  a  good  school  committee 
and  a  great  superintendent.  Judge  Garrity's  historic  "Or- 
der of  Disengagement"  represents  a  momentous  step,  as 
does  the  business  community's  commitment  to  the  Bos- 
ton Compact,  which  is  being  hailed  all  over  the  country. 

The  Boston  Compact  is  a  promise  made  —  and  kept  — 
to  provide  jobs  for  our  high  school  students,  while  those 
in  other  cities  walk  the  streets  in  a  desperate  search,  vic- 
tims of  the  national  economy. 

Up  until  the  closing  days  of  the  year,  undaunted  and 
unashamed,  the  skeptics  said  revaluation  was  both  impos- 
sible and  politically  suicidal,  and  predicted  that  in  the 
end,  we  would  hide  from  it.  We  acted  decisively,  and  re- 
valuation has  been  an  unquestioned  success. 

I've  recited  this  litany  because  I  believe  that  uncon- 
strained pessimism  is  becoming  a  trademark  in  this  town 
that  threatens  to  shake  our  faith  in  ourselves  and  the  confi- 
dence of  others  in  Boston's  future. 

Granted ,  legitimate  and  frequent  criticism  is  an  inevita- 
ble companion  in  public  life,  and  an  indispensable  and 
healthy  element  of  any  democratic  system. 

But  its  degree,  and  virulence  can  blind  us  both  to  our 
progress  and  our  potential,  and  it  comprehends  neither 
our  resilience  nor  our  tenacity. 

It  was  DeTocqueville  who  observed  that  in  an  age  of 
skepticism  men  are  preoccupied  with  the  present  and  lose 
sight  of  the  future.  In  an  age  of  faith  individuals  looked  to 
goals  that  lay  beyond  their  immediate  desire  and  subordi- 
nated individual  need  for  the  common  good. 

Today,  the  most  pressing  challenger  to  the  leadership  of 
this  city  in  every  walk  of  life,  is  to  balance  skepticism  and 
faith.  A  public  failure  to  waken  to  this  fact  will  be  fatal. 
Virtually  alone  among  northern  cities,  Boston  has  already 
entered  the  most  productive  and  progressive  decade  in  her 
history. 

The  evidence  is  inescapable  —  her  development,  spec- 
tacular and  consistent  —  is  no  longer  a  focus  of  local  news 
stories,  yet  it  is  the  subject  of  international  articles. 

Her  foreign  investment  interest  is  higher  that  at  any 
time  since  the  China  trade  of  the  nineteenth  century. 

But  beyond  that,  what  is  truly  striking  is  the  simultane- 
ous opportunity  for  political  and  social  development  in 
our  electoral  process,  in  public  education,  in  housing,  in 
race  relations,  in  communications. 

Make  no  mistake  —  this  opportunity  is  no  accident  of 
history  —  or  freak  of  nature  —  but  rather  the  fruit  of  pub- 
lic policy  —  policy  crafted  by  a  government  which  has 
aggressively  and  consistently  pursued  the  vision  of  pro- 
gressive and  democratic  liberalism  and  a  government  that 
today  has  a  workforce  that  is  young,  energetic,  and  hon- 
orable —  the  most  representative  in  her  history. 
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It  is  a  government  whose  workers  have  shrewdly  man- 
aged the  economic  development  boom  in  Boston. 

It  was  city  workers  who  designed  the  best  cable  system 
in  the  country. 

City  workers  launched  the  fair  housing  initiative. 

City  workers  completed  revaluation  with  awesome  ef- 
fectiveness and  integrity. 

City  workers  guided  Boston  through  her  great  financial 
crisis. 

City  workers  helped  formulate  and  negotiate  the  his- 
toric Boston  Compact. 

City  workers  have,  with  cautious  and  courageous  plan- 
ning, maintained  the  ambiance  and  environmental  bal- 
ance that  makes  the  city  now  so  attractive  to  young 
professionals. 

It  is  a  record  built  with  pride  and  integrity,  and  we  will 
goon  from  here. 

Just  as  we  will  condone  no  abuse  of  the  public  trust,  we 
will  not  be  diverted  or  distracted  by  fabrication,  innu- 
endo, and  politically  motivated  assaults. 

We  will  go  on  from  here. 

Let  me  enumerate  three  specific  initiatives  we  plan  to 
undertake  this  year,  as  we  continue  to  pursue  the  goals  I 
established  in  my  Inaugural  Address  three  years  ago  to- 
day. 

FIRST:  We  will  mount  an  all-out  attack  on  the  problem 
of  housing  and  we  will  work  on  three  fronts  simultane- 
ously. 

One:  we  will  fight  for  as  long  as  it  takes,  to  achieve  a 
balanced  rent  control  policy,  one  that  protects  the  tenant 
and  encourages  further  construction  of  housing  in  the 
neighborhoods.  We  will  settle  for  nothing  less. 

The  massive  loss  of  federal  subsidies  will  not  excuse  us 
from  our  moral  obligations  to  provide  for  the  needs  of  the 
poor  of  this  city. 

Two:  Boston  no  longer  will  be  a  favored  target  for  ar- 
sonists. Already  a  special  investigative  strike  force,  un- 
der the  direction  of  selected  members  of  our  police 
command  staff,  has  been  gathering  evidence  to  expose 
arson-for-profit  conspiracies. 

Joining  this  team  will  be  a  national  expert  in  computer- 
assisted  criminal  investigations. 

Arson  in  Boston  has  become  a  legitimate  focus  of  na- 
tional media  attention.  It  has  not  been  complimentary,  but 
it  has  been  deserved.  Arson  has  been  spreading  fear  and 
eroding  confidence  in  our  neighborhoods. 

Apprehension  and  conviction  will  be  the  number  one 
priority  of  both  police  and  fire  investigative  units.  Their 
efforts  will  admit  of  no  other  choice  by  success  —  and  we 
will  send  a  clear  warning  to  professional  arsonists  that 
Boston  is  no  longer  an  easy  mark  for  the  torch. 

Three:  To  address  the  problem  of  abandonment,  we 
will  establish  the  Boston  Housing  Partnership,  a  new  non- 
profit corporation  modeled  on  the  successful  Private  In- 
dustry Council.  This  partnership  will  collect  the  expertise 
and  resources  from  both  public  and  private  sectors 
needed  to  rehabilitate  quantities  of  abandoned  and  deteri- 
orated properties  in  Boston. 

If  the  completion  of  revaluation  proved  nothing  else, 
statistically  it  proved  that  while  our  taxes  were  going 
down,  the  value  of  homes  in  our  neighborhoods  were 
higher  than  expected.  We  cannot  lose  this  new-found  con- 
fidence in  the  stability  of  our  neighborhoods  to  the  cancer 
of  abandonment. 

Our  second  major  initiative  will  be  to  dramatically  in- 
crease and  improve  basic  city  services  ...  in  a  move  un- 
common in  this  age  of  urban  austerity.  A  move  made 
possible,  in  large  part,  by  revaluation,  which  will  put  an 
end  to  catastrophic  budget  cuts.  Under  Proposition  2  '/i, 
city  services  did  suffer.  The  public  was  denied,  but  they 
will  be  denied  no  longer. 

This  spring  we  will  undertake  a  massive  city-wide 
clean-up  campaign.  It  will  be  based  on  a  process  which 


was  tested  last  fall  and  which  received  both  the  coopera- 
tion of  the  city's  unions  and  virtually  unanimous  neigh- 
borhood approval . 

At  the  same  time,  after  five  months  of  discussion,  de- 
bate, and  design,  we  have  conceived  a  whole  new  profile 
for  the  Boston  Police  Department.  We  will,  early  this 
year,  execute  a  reorganization  plan  which  for  the  first 
time  places  police  deployment  responsibility  at  the  neigh- 
borhood level.  It  is  representative  of  the  most  advanced 
thinking  in  the  field  of  criminology.  The  end  result  will  be 
the  restoration  of  visibility  and  a  sense  of  security  on  the 
street. 

Our  third  main  agenda  item  this  year  will  be  to  reach 
out  to  attract  the  most  significant  industry  in  late  twenti- 
eth-century America  —  the  information  industry. 

Last  fall,  a  prestigious  national  magazine  asserted  that 
five  centers  will  be  at  the  heart  of  the  world  market  for 
telecommunications:  New  York,  California,  London, 
Frankfort,  and  Tokyo.  By  the  midpoint  of  this  decade,  I 
intend  to  add  Boston  to  that  list.  Boston  ought  to  be  one  of 
the  information  industry's  primary  centers  —  its  memory, 
its  conscience,  its  checkpoint  for  imaginative  endeavors. 

In  an  attempt  to  maximize  Boston's  high-tech  competi- 
tive edge,  we  are  already  working  actively  to  make 
Charlestown  Navy  Yard  the  site  of  a  combined  interna- 
tional satellite  teleport  and  major  research  facility,  which 
can  be  the  first  of  its  kind  in  America.  The  outgrowth  of 
this  effort,  I  believe,  will  be  the  transformation  of  this 
city's  economy  for  the  rest  of  the  century. 

As  we  enter  this  new  year  then,  there  is  both  great  for- 
tune and  greater  promise  to  be  grateful  for  in  this  city  — 
more  than  we  sometimes  allow  ourselves  to  acknowl- 
edge. 

My  high  hopes  for  the  coming  year  are  born  of  many 
factors,  not  the  least  of  which  is  the  consistently  high 
quality  of  performance  which  this  City  Council  and 
School  Committee  have  demonstrated  over  the  last  year.  I 
look  forward  to  a  continued  spirit  of  cooperation. 

For  there  is  challenge  enough  in  the  year  ahead  to  call 
forth  the  very  best  that  Boston  and  her  leadership  have  to 
offer. 

My  intention  is  to  be  equal  to  that  challenge,  in  all  its 
dimensions,  so  let  me  close  by  wishing  you  all  a  Happy 
New  Year.

After  further  discussion  with  members  of  the  City 
Council  and  representatives  of  tenant  organizations,  and 
in  the  spirit  of  compromise,  I  submit  herewith  amend- 
ments to  the  ordinance  submitted  on  December  31st. 
These  amendments  better  achieve  a  balanced  rent  and 
eviction  control  policy;  one  that  protects  tenants  and  en- 
courages further  construction  of  housing  in  the  city's 
neighborhoods. 

I  urge  the  City  Council  to  act  expeditiously  and  deci- 
sively in  approving  the  December  31st  ordinance  as 
amended.

REPORT  ON  ORDINANCE  REGULATING  CER- 
TAIN RESIDENTIAL  RENTS,  EVICTIONS  AND 
CONVERSIONS  ("RENTAL  HOUSING  EQUITY 
ORDINANCE") 

Coun.  TIERNEY,  on  behalf  of  the  Committee  of  the 
Whole,  submitted  the  following: 

Report  on  Docket  No.  0199,  message  of  the  Mayor  and 
ordinance  regulating  certain  residential  rents,  evictions 
and  conversions  ("Rental  Housing  Equity  Ordinance") 
(referred  January  3)— recommending  passage  of  the  ordi- 
nance in  the  following  new  draft: 

An  Ordinance  Regulating  Certain  Residential  Rents, 
Evictions  and  Conversions  ("Rental  Housing  Equity 
Ordinance") 

In  the  Year  Nineteen  Hundred  and  Eighty-three 

Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston,  as  follows: 

Chapters  3  and  4  of  the  City  of  Boston  Code,  Ordi- 
nances, Title  10,  are  hereby  amended  by  striking  both  in 
full,  and  by  substituting  a  new  chapter  3  as  follows: 

Whereas,  A  serious  public  emergency  exists  with  re- 
spect to  the  housing  of  a  substantial  number  of  residents  of 
the  City  of  Boston,  particularly  those  who  are  elderly, 
handicapped,  or  who  have  low-  or  moderate-annual  in- 
comes; and 

Whereas,  The  deterioration  and  demolition  of  existing 
housing  is  a  significant  problem  which  has  not  been 
solved  by  the  construction  or  substantial  rehabilitation  of 
housing,  leaving  many  citizens  of  the  city,  particularly 
those  who  are  elderly,  handicapped,  or  have  low-  or  mod- 
erate-annual incomes,  without  sufficient  access  to  safe, 
decent,  and  reasonably  priced  rental  housing  accommo- 
dations; and 

Whereas,  The  imposition  of  controls  upon  rents,  evic- 
tions, and  the  conversion  of  existing  rental  housing  to 
condominium  or  cooperative  ownership  may  restrict  the 
incentives  necessary  to  insure  private  investment  in  the 
modernization  and  rehabilitation  of  existing  housing  and 
trie  construction  of  new,  non-subsidized  housing;  and 

Whereas,  Homeownership  creates  an  interest  in  real 
estate  which  tends  to  contribute  to  the  maintenance  and 
preservation  of  housing  and  to  an  increase  in  real  estate 
taxes  which  has  a  salutary  effect  upon  the  City  of  Boston 
and  its  residents,  and  the  City  Council  should,  therefore, 
encourage  an  increase  in  such  ownership;  and 

Whereas,  At  present  in  the  City  of  Boston,  there  is  con- 
version of  multiple-unit  rental  housing  occupied  by  ten- 
ants to  condominium  or  cooperative  units  occupied  by 
individual  owners  thereof;  and 

Whereas,  Notwithstanding  the  general  good  accom- 
plished by  such  increase  in  homeownership,  many  people 
of  limited  means,  particularly,  but  not  limited  to,  the  el- 
derly and  the  handicapped,  may  have  difficulty  in  obtain- 
ing alternative  rental  housing  at  prices  which  they  can 
afford  when  evicted  for  a  condominium  or  cooperative 
conversion;  and 

Whereas,  The  untoward  effects  of  condominium  and 
cooperative  conversion  evictions  on  tenants  can  ade- 
quately be  mitigated  by  providing  potentially  displaced 
tenants  with  sufficient  time  to  examine  the  housing  mar- 
ket, evaluate  available  housing  alternatives,  formulate  fu- 
ture housing  plans,  and  by  requiring  those  owners  or 
multiple-unit  rental  housing  who  convert  to  condomin- 


iums or  cooperatives  to  provide  meaningful  assistance  to 
such  tenants;  and 

Whereas,  It  is  in  the  interest  of  the  City  of  Boston  and  its 
residents  for  the  City  Council  to  protect  the  mutuality  of 
interest  between  the  city's  tenants  and  landlords  by  con- 
trolling rents  and  evictions  and  conversions  of  existing 
rental  housing  units  to  condominium  or  cooperative  own- 
ership in  a  fashion  which  prevents  arbitrary  and  capri- 
cious increases  in  rents,  evictions  without  just  cause,  and 
displacement  of  tenants  whose  choice  of  housing  accom- 
modations are  limited,  and  to  do  so  in  a  fashion  which  will 
stimulate  investment  in  the  modernization  and  rehabilita- 
tion of  the  city 's  exisitng  stock  of  rental  housing  and  in 
new  rental  housing  construction;  and 

Now,  Therefore,  pursuant  to  the  authority  vested  in  it 
by  law,  including,  without  limitation,  Article  2,  as 
amended,  and  Article  47  of  the  Amendments  to  the  Con- 
stitution of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  and 
chapter  797  of  the  Acts  of  1969,  as  amended  by  chapter 
863  of  the  Acts  of  1970  and  by  chapter  843  of  the  Acts  of 
1971,  be  it  declared  by  the  City  Council  of  the  City  of 
Boston  that  a  substantial  and  critical  shortage  of  safe,  de- 
cent, and  reasonably  priced  rental  housing  units  exists, 
particularly  for  those  who  are  elderly,  handicapped,  or 
who  have  low-  or  moderate-annual  incomes,  because  of 
deterioration  and  demolition  of  existing  housing  and  an 
insufficient  supply  of  new  housing,  and  that  the  ordi- 
nances which  are  now  in  effect  which  were  designed  to 
correct  this  shortage  must  be  revised  and  extended  in  or- 
der for  the  city  to  fulfill  its  responsibility  for  ameliorating 
this  shortage  in  a  fashion  which  balances  the  interests  be- 
tween tenants  and  landlords  fairly  and  equitably. 

And,  also,  pursuant  to  the  same  authority  the  following 
is  declared  to  be  in  the  public  interest: 

Section  1 .  Definitions.  When  used  in  this  ordinance, 

unless  the  context  otherwise  requires,  the  following 

terms  shall  have  the  following  meanings: 

(a)  Administrator:  the  chief  administrative  officer  of 
the  Rent  Equity  Board.  The  administrator  shall  exer- 
cise the  regular  and  customary  functions  of  the  board, 
including  conducting  such  hearings  as  may  be  required 
by  this  ordinance  with  respect  to  rent  grievances,  mak- 
ing such  recommendations  to  the  board  in  accordance 
with  the  terms  of  this  ordinance,  and  hiring  and  dis- 
charging employees  of  the  board. 

(b)  Board:  the  Rent  Equity  Board  established  by  sec- 
tion 2. 

(c)  Capital  improvement:  any  substantial  rehabilita- 
tion, addition,  or  improvement  which  appreciably  adds 
to  the  value  of  the  property  or  prolongs  its  life,  or  both, 
but  not  including  ordinary  repairs  and  maintenance. 

(d)  Class  of  housing  accommodations:  all  housing 
accommodations  within  the  city  or  any  category  of 
such  housing  accommodations  based  upon  size.  age. 
construction,  rent,  location,  or  other  common  charac- 
teristics. 

(e)  Condominium  or  cooperative  conversion  evic- 
tion: eviction  of  a  tenant  by  a  landlord  for  the  purpose  of 
removing  such  tenant  from  a  housing  accommodation 
in  order  to  facilitate  the  initial  sale  and  transfer  of  legal 
title  to  that  housing  accommodation  as  a  condominium 
or  cooperative  unit  to  a  prospective  purchaser  or  an 
eviction  of  a  tenant  or  any  other  person  who  has  pur- 
chased a  housing  accommodation,  a  condominium  or 
cooperative  unit  when  the  tenant  whose  eviction  is 
sought  was  a  resident  of  the  housing  accommodation  at 
the  time  the  master  deed  or  articles  of  organization  for 
the  property  wherein  said  housing  accommodation  is 
located  was  recorded  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of 
chapter  1 83A  or  chapter  1 57  of  the  General  Laws  of  the 
Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts. 

(ft  Condominium  unit:  a  unit  in  a  condominium  as 
the  term  is  defined  in  chapter  183  A  of  the  General  Laws 
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of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts. 

(g)  Controlled  housing  accommodations:  All  hous- 
ing accommodations  as  defined  in  paragraph  (n)  of  this 
section. 

(h)  Consumer  price  index.  The  consumer  price  index 
for  all  urban  consumers  for  the  Boston  SMSA  as  pub- 
lished by  the  United  States  Department  of  Labor,  Bu- 
reau of  Labor  Statistics. 

(i)  Cooperative  unit:  a  unit  in  a  cooperative  as  that 
term  is  defined  in  section  3A  of  chapter  157  of  the  Gen- 
eral Laws  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts. 

(j)  Conversion:  the  initial  sale  or  transfer  of  legal  title 
to  a  housing  accommodation  and  the  recording  of  the 
master  deed  or  articles  of  organization  pursuant  to  the 
provisions  of  chapterJ83A  or  chapter  157  of  the  Gen- 
eral Laws  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts. 

(k)  Decontrolled  housing  accommodation:  a  former 
housing  accommodation  for  which  an  affidavit  has 
been  filed  with  the  board  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of 
paragraph  (n)  (vi)  of  this  section. 

(1)  Elderly  tenant:  a  tenant  who  is  at  least  sixty-two 
years  of  age. 

(m)  Handicapped  tenant:  a  tenant  who  is  physically 
handicapped  as  defined  by  section  1 3A  of  chapter  22  of 
the  General  Laws  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachu- 
setts or  mentally  handicapped  as  defined  by  29  U.S.C. 
section  706  (7)  (b). 

(n)  Housing  accommodation:  any  building,  struc- 
ture, or  part  thereof  or  land  appurtenant  thereto,  or  any 
other  real  or  persona]  property  rented  or  offered  for 
rent  for  living  or  dwelling  purposes,  within  the  city, 
including  without  limitation,  house,  apartments, 
rooming  or  boarding  house  units,  and  other  properties 
used  for  living  or  dwelling  purposes,  together  with  all 
services  connected  with  the  use  or  occupancy  of  such 
property,  but  not  including  the  following: 
(i)  housing  accommodations  which  the  United  States 
or  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  or  any  au- 
thority created  under  the  laws  thereof  either  owns, 
operates,  finances,  subsidizes,  insures  or  insured  the 
mortgage  thereon,  or  regulates  the  individual  rents 
thereof;  provided,  however,  housing  accommmoda- 
tions  subsidized,  but  not  federally  insured  pursuant 
to  sections  202,  22 1  (d),  or  236  of  the  National  Hous- 
ing Act,  as  amended,  shall  be  considered  housing  ac- 
commodations for  the  purposes  of  this  ordinance, 
and  housing  accommodations  federally  insured  pur- 
suant to  section  608  of  the  National  Housing  Act,  as 
amended,  shall  be  considered  housing  accommoda- 
tions for  the  purposes  of  section  10  et.  seq.  of  this 
ordinance;  provided,  further,  housing  accommoda- 
tions the  mortgage  of  which  is  insured  under  section 
221(d)  (3)  of  the  National  Housing  Act,  as  amended, 
and  which  do  not  receive  a  federal  rental  subsidy, 
shall  be  considered  housing  accommodations  for  the 
purposes  of  section  10  et.  seq.  of  this  ordinance; 
(ii)  housing  accommodations  in  any  building  or 
structure  containing  no  more  than  two  dwelling 
units,  or  containing  no  more  than  three  dwelling 
units,  one  of  which  is  occupied  by  the  owner  thereof 
as  his  permanent  residence;  provided,  however,  that 
two  or  more  adjoining  building  or  structures  under 
common  legal  or  beneficial  ownership  shall  consti- 
tute a  single  building  or  structure  for  this  purpose; 
and  provided,  further,  that  no  building  or  structure 
shall  be  considered  occupied  by  the  owner  thereof 
unless  all  beneficial  owners  occupy  one  or  more 
dwelling  therein  as  their  permanent  residence; 
(iii)  housing  accommodations  created  by  conversion 
from  nonhousing  to  housing  use  after  December  3 1 , 
1971,  constructed  after  January  1,  1968,  or  substan- 
tially rehabilitated  so  as  to  constitute  the  equivalent 


of  new  construction  after  December  31,  1971,  shall 
not  be  considered  housing  accommodations  for  the 
purposes  of  this  ordinance;  provided,  however,  hous- 
ing accommodations  substantially  rehabilitated  so  as 
to  constitute  the  equivalent  of  new  construction  from 
nonhousing  to  housing  use  between  December  1, 
1968,  and  December  31,  1971,  shall  be  considered 
accommodations  for  the  purposes  of  sections  6,  9, 
and  10  et.  seq.  of  this  ordinance; 
(iv)  housing  accommodations  in  hotels,  motels, 
inns,  tourist  homes,  and  rooming  or  boarding  houses 
which  are  occupied  in  the  majority  by  transient 
guests  staying  for  a  period  of  fewer  than  fourteen 
consecutive  calendar  days;  provided,  however,  that 
the  exception  of  said  hotels,  motels,  inns,  tourist 
homes,  and  rooming  or  boarding  houses  from  the 
above  definition  may  be  reviewed  at  any  time  by  the 
board;  and 

(v)  except  with  respect  to  a  condominium  or  coopera- 
tive conversion  eviction  for  the  purposes  of  section 
10,  units  of  housing  accommodations  which  become 
vacanat  on  or  after  January  1,  1976,  or  which  are 
vacated  voluntarily  or  pursuant  to  a  court  order  any- 
time thereafter.  For  purposes  of  this  paragraph,  units 
of  housing  accommodations  shall  be  construed  to 
have  been  vacated  when  the  legal  occupant  thereof  is 
a  person  or  persons  other  thant  the  legal  occupant  of 
said  unit  prior  to  January  1,  1976,  except  for  a  spouse 
of  the  legal  occupant,  or  any  children  of  the  legal  oc- 
cupant born  during  the  term  of  legal  occupancy.  The 
owner  of  said  vacated  housing  accommodation  shall 
file  with  the  board  an  affidavit,  under  oath,  declaring 
that  the  occupant  vacated  said  accommodation  vol- 
untarily or  pursuant  to  court  order, 
(o)  Housing  services:  services  or  facilities  provided 
by  a  landlord  or  required  by  law  or  by  the  terms  of  a 
rental  housing  agreement  to  be  provided  by  a  landlord 
to  a  tenant  in  connection  with  the  use  and  occupancy  of 
any  housing  accommodation,  including  without  limita- 
tion, services,  furniture,  furnishings,  and  equipment; 
repairs,  decorating  and  maintenance;  provision  of 
light,  heat,  hot  water,  cold  water,  telephone,  and  eleva- 
tor service;  kitchen,  bath,  and  laundry  facilities  and 
privileges;  use  of  halls,  corridors,  stairs,  common 
rooms,  yards  and  other  common  areas;  maid  service, 
linen  service,  janitorial  service,  removal  of  refuse, 
parking  facilities,  and  any  other  benefit,  privilege,  or 
facility  connected  with  the  use  or  occupancy  of  any 
housing  accommodation.  Housing  services  to  a  hous- 
ing accommodation  shall  include  a  proportionate  share 
of  the  services  provided  to  common  facilities  of  the 
building  in  which  the  housing  accommodation  is  lo- 
cated. 

(p)  Landlord:  the  individual  who  holds  title  to  any 
controlled  housing  accommodation  or  decontrolled 
housing  accommodation  in  any  manner,  including 
without  limitation,  a  partnership,  corporation,  or  trust. 
For  purposes  of  this  ordinance,  the  rights  and  duties  of 
the  landlord  hereunder  shall  be  the  obligation  of  anyone 
who  manages,  controls,  or  customarily  accepts  rent  on 
behalf  or  the  landlord. 

(q)  Low-  or  moderate-income  tenant:  a  tenant  or 
group  of  tenants,  all  of  whom  occupy  the  same  dwelling 
unit,  whose  total  income  for  the  twelve  months  imme- 
diately preceding  the  date  of  any  notice  or  the  exercis- 
ing of  any  right,  whichever  may  occur  later,  is  not  more 
than  eighty  percent  of  the  median  income  for  the  area  as 
set  forth  in  regulations  promulgated  from  time  to  time 
by  the  United  States  Department  of  Housing  and  Urban 
Development  pursuant  to  section  8  of  the  Housing  Act 
of  1937,  as  amended  by  the  Housing  and  Community 
Development  Act  of  1974,  and  calculated  pursuant  to 
said  regulations. 
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(r)  Operating  and  maintenance  expenses:  the  reason- 
able and  necessary  expenses  to  a  landlord  of  providing 
housing  services  to  a  tenant,  including  without  limita- 
tion, maintenance,  repair,  management  fee,  real  estate 
broker's  commission,  insurance,  utilities  included 
within  the  rent,  but  not  including  mortgage  interest  and 
amortization  nor  an  allowance  for  obsolescence  or  de- 
preciation. 

(s)  Rent:  the  consideration,  including  without  limita- 
tion, all  bonuses,  benefits,  gratuities,  or  charges  con- 
tingent or  otherwise,  demanded  or  received  for,  or  in 
connection  with,  the  use  or  occupancy  of  a  housing  ac- 
commodation, for  housing  services,  or  for  the  transfer 
of  a  lease  of  a  housing  accommodation. 

(t)  Rental  housing  agreement:  an  agreement,  oral, 
written,  or  implied,  between  a  landlord  and  a  tenant  for 
the  use  and  occupancy  of  a  housing  accommodation 
and  for  housing  services. 

(u)  Tenant:  a  tenant,  lessee,  sublessee,  or  other  per- 
son, entitled  under  the  terms  of  a  rental  housing  agree- 
ment to  the  use  and  occupancy  of  any  housing 
accommodation. 

Section  2.  Rent  Equity  Board,  (a)  Composition. 
There  shall  be  in  the  city  a  board  known  as  the  Rent 
Equity  Board,  consisting  of  five  residents  of  the  city 
appointed  by  the  mayor,  including  one  tenant  who  owns 
no  housing  accommodations;  one  landlord  who  owns 
or  manages  at  least  twenty  rental  units  in  the  city;  and 
three  members  representing  the  public  interest,  none  of 
whom  own  or  manage  more  than  three  rental  units  in 
the  city.  The  administrator,  with  the  approval  of  the 
mayor,  may  serve  as  a  member  of  the  board.  Members 
of  the  board  shall  be  appointed  for  a  term  expiring  on 
the  first  Monday  of  the  January  following  the  next  bien- 
nial municipal  election  at  which  a  mayor  is  elected .  The 
administrator,  if  a  member  of  the  board,  shall  not  serve 
as  chairperson  of  the  board.  The  board  shall  elect  one  of 
its  members  as  chairperson  to  serve  in  that  capacity  for 
a  term  of  one  year.  Vacancies  shall  be  filled  by  the 
mayor  for  the  unexpired  term. 

(b)  Compensation.  Each  member  of  the  board  shall 
receive  compensation  for  actual  service  in  the  amount 
of  fifteen  dollars  per  hour,  or  part  thereof.  The  adminis- 
trator shall  not  receive  any  additional  compensation  for 
duties  performed  as  a  member  of  the  board,  beyond  the 
administrator's  salary.  Members  of  the  board,  other 
than  the  administrator,  are  hereby  classified  as  special 
municipal  employees  for  the  purpose  of  chapter  268  A 
of  the  General  Laws  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massa- 
chusetts. 

(c)  Powers  and  Duties.  The  board  shall  be  responsi- 
ble for  carrying  out  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance. 
The  board  shall  hire,  with  the  approval  of  the  mayor, 
the  administrator.  The  board  shall  promulgate  such 
policies,  rules,  rulings  and  regulations,  and  shall  issue 
such  orders,  as  will  further  the  provisions  of  this  ordi- 
nance. The  board  shall,  as  provided  in  sections4,  5  and 
7,  establish  and  adjust  the  maximum  rent  for  housing 
accommodations;  shall,  as  provided  in  section  6.  adjust 
the  rent  for  decontrolled  housing  accommodations; 
shall,  as  provided  in  section  9,  grant  or  deny  certifi- 
cates of  eviction;  and  shall  bring  such  proceedings  as 
may  be  necessary  to  enforce  the  provisions  of  this  ordi- 
nance or  to  enforce  any  policy,  rule,  ruling,  regulation, 
or  order  promulgated  or  issued  by  the  board  pursuant  to 
this  ordinance.  The  board  may  refer  any  appropriate 
matter  to  the  assessing,  building,  fire,  or  housing  in- 
spection departments,  or  any  other  appropriate  depart- 
ment, of  the  city,  and  may,  at  the  request  of  any 
landlord,  render  a  binding  advisory  opinion  as  to  the 
permissible  impact  of  a  proposed  capital  improvement 
on  the  rents. 


(d)  Studies,  Information,  Investigations  and  Re- 
ports. The  Board  may  make  such  studies,  conduct  such 
hearings  and  investigations,  and  obtain  such  informa- 
tion as  is  deemed  necessary  in  promulgating  any  regu- 
lation, rule  or  order  pursuant  to  this  ordinance  and  any 
regulations  or  order  promulgated  hereunder.  For  the 
foregoing  purposes,  a  person  may  be  summoned  to  at- 
tend and  testify,  to  produce  documents  and  to  prepare  in 
a  like  manner  as  he  may  be  summoned  to  attend  as  a 
witness  before  a  court  and  before  the  City  Council  un- 
der section  8  of  chapter  233  of  the  General  Laws  of  the 
Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts.  Any  person  who 
rents  or  offers  for  rent  as  broker  or  agents  for  the  rental 
of  any  controlled  housing  accommodation  or  decon- 
trolled housing  accommodation  may  be  required  to  fur- 
nish under  oath  any  information  required  by  the  board 
which  relates  specifically  to  said  housing  accommoda- 
tions, to  produce  records  and  other  documents,  and  to 
make  reports.  Such  persons  shall  have  the  right  to  be 
represented  by  counsel,  and  a  transcript  shall  be  taken 
of  all  testimony  and  such  person  shall  have  the  right  to 
examine  said  transcript  at  reasonable  times  and  places. 
Section  10  of  chapter  233  of  the  General  Laws  of  the 
Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  shall  apply.  The 
board  shall  recommend  adoption  of  such  amendments 
as  may  be  necessary  to  carry  out  the  purposes  of  this 
ordinance. 

Section  3.  Registration.  The  board  may  require  reg- 
istration of  all  controlled  housing  accommodations  on 
forms  approved  by  the  administrator.  Whoever  fails  to 
file  in  a  timely  manner  any  statement  of  information 
required  to  be  filed  under  this  section  shall,  in  addition 
to  all  other  penalties  pursuant  to  section  1 1 ,  be  subject 
to  a  fine  of  up  to  fifty  dollars  per  calendar  day,  or  part 
thereof,  that  such  failure  continues.  No  petition  for  an 
upward  adjustment  of  maximum  rent  shall  be  accepted 
by  the  board  until  all  statements  and  information  re- 
quired to  be  filed  pursuant  to  this  section  have  been 
filed,  and  all  such  petitions  received  prior  to  such  filing 
shall  be  dismissed  by  the  board. 

Section  4.  Maximum  Rent.  The  maxjmum  rent  of  a 
controled  housing  accommodation  shall  be  the  rent 
which  was  established  under  chapter  842  of  the  Acts  of 
1970,  and  section  13(a)  of  chapter  19  of  the  Ordinances 
of  1972.  as  adjusted  by  the  board  pursuant  to  section  3 
of  chapter  15  of  the  Ordinances  of  f975.  whichever  is 
applicable;  provided,  however,  the  maximum  rent  for  a 
rent  controlled  housing  accommodation  in  a  coopera- 
tive shall  be  the  rent  charged  as  of  May  1.  1982.  If  the 
maximum  rent  of  a  controlled  housing  accommodation 
has  not  otherwise  been  established,  it  shall  be  estab- 
lished by  the  board.  Any  maximum  rent  for  a  con- 
trolled housing  accommodation  shall  be  adjusted 
subsequently  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  sec- 
tions 5  and  7. 

Section  5.  Adjustment  of  Maximum  Rent,  (a)  Gen- 
eral Adjustments.  The  board  shall  at  least  annually  de- 
termine whether  the  maximum  rent  established 
pursuant  to  section  4,  should  be  adjusted,  by  percent- 
age or  otherwise,  for  all  controlled  housing  accommo- 
dations, or  any  class  thereof.  If  the  board  does  not  act 
by  the  first  day  of  March,  1983.  in  establishing  a  basis 
for  such  a  determination,  these  housing  accommoda- 
tions which  have  not  received  an  adjustment  since  the 
first  day  of  January,  1982.  and  which  are  in  compliance 
with  the  Article  II  of  the  State  Sanitary  Code,  shall  re- 
ceive an  adjustment  equal  to  the  percentage  increase  in 
the  consumer  price  index  from  the  first  day  of  January, 
1982,  to  the  thirty-first  day  of  December,  1982,  said 
adjustment  to  become  effective  on  the  first  day  of  April, 
1983. 

The  board  may.  by  order  or  regulation  as  provided  in 
section  7.  make  such  other  general  adjustments,  either 
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upward  or  downward,  in  the  maximum  rent  established 
by  section  4  for  all  controlled  housing  accommodations 
or  any  class  thereof  as  may  be  necessary  to  remove 
hardships  or  to  correct  other  inequities,  and  in  so  do- 
ing, shall  observe  the  principle  of  maintaining  maxi- 
mum rents  for  controlled  housing  accommodations  at 
levels  which  will  yield  to  landlords  a  fair  net  operating 
income  from  such  housing  accommodations. 

The  board  shall  cause  a  notice  of  any  such  general 
adjustment  of  maximum  rents  for  controlled  housing 
accommodations  to  be  published  three  times  in  at  least 
one  newspaper  of  general  circulation  in  the  city  at  least 
thirty  days  prior  to  the  effective  date  thereof  and  shall 
send  to  all  landlords  of  controlled  housing  accommoda- 
tions a  copy  of  said  notice  by  first  class  mail. 

Individual  Adjustments.  The  board  shall  by  order  as 
provided  in  section  7,  make  such  individual  adjust- 
ments, either  upward  or  downward,  of  the  maximum 
rent  established  by  section  4,  or  as  adjusted  pursuant  to 
paragraph  (a)  of  this  section,  for  any  controlled  hous- 
ing accommodation  as  may  be  necessary  to  remove 
hardships  or  to  correct  other  inequities,  and  in  so  do- 
ing, shall  observe  the  principle  of  maintaining  maxi- 
mum rents  for  controlled  housing  accommodations 
which  will  yield  to  landlords  a  fair  net  operating  in- 
come from  such  housing  accommodations. 

(c)  Fair  Net  Operating  Income.  In  determining 
whether  the  maximum  rent  for  a  controlled  housing  ac- 
commodation yields  a  fair  net  operating  income,  the 
board  shall  consider,  without  limitation,  the  following 
relevant  factors: 

(i)  increases  or  decreases  in  property  taxes; 

(ii)  unavoidable  increases  or  any  decreases  in  op- 
erating and  maintaining  expenses; 

(iii)  capital  improvement  of  the  controlled  housing 
accommodation; 

(iv)  increases  or  decreases  in  living  space  or  hous- 
ing services;  and 

(v)  substantial  deterioration  of  the  controlled  hous- 
ing accommodation,  other  than  ordinary  wear  and 
tear,  or  failure  to  perform  ordinary  repair,  replace- 
ment or  maintenance. 

(d)  For  the  purpose  of  adjusting  rents  under  the  provi- 
sions of  paragraph  (b)  of  this  section,  the  board  may 
promulgate  a  schedule  of  standard  rental  increases  or 
decreases  for  improvement  or  deterioration  of  specific 
housing  services. 

(e)  Denial  of  Adjustment.  Notwithstanding  any  other 
provisions  of  this  section,  the  board  may  deny  or  refuse 
to  grant  any  upward  adjustment  rent  for  a  controlled 
housing  accommodation,  if,  upon  petition  of  the  ten- 
ant, it  determines  that  the  affected  controlled  housing 
accommodation  does  not  comply  with  Article  II  of  the 
State  Sanitary  Code  or  the  State  Building  Code  or  the 
Boston  Fire  Prevention  Code  or  any  other  applicable 
municipal  code,  ordinance,  or  state  law,  regulating  the 
conditions  of  housing  accommodations.  The  board 
may  refuse  to  make  a  downward  adjustment  of  the  max- 
imum rent  for  a  controlled  housing  accommodation  if  it 
determines  that  the  tenant  is  more  than  sixty  days  in 
arrears  in  tendering  rent  for  such  housing  accommoda- 
tion, unless  such  arrearage  is  due  to  a  withholding  o. 
rent  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  section  127L  of  chap- 
ter 111  or  section  8A  of  chapter  239  of  the  General 
Laws  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts. 

(f)  The  board  may  remove  maximum  rent  levels  es- 
tablished pursuant  to  sections  4,  5,  or  7,  for  any  class  of 
controlled  housing  accommodations  if,  in  its  judgment 
the  need  for  continuing  such  maximum  rental  levels  no 
longer  exists  because  of  sufficient  construction  of  new 
housing  accommodations,  the  rental  levels  for  which 
are  comparable  to  the  rental  levels  of  the  class  of  con- 
trolled housing  accommodations  for  which  the  maxi- 


mum rental  levels  are  to  be  discontinued  or  because  the 
demand  for  housing  accomodations  has  otherwise  been 
met.  Any  maximum  rental  level  removed  pursuant  to 
this  paragraph  shall  be  reimposed  or  adjusted  and  reim- 
posed  upon  a  finding  by  the  board  that  a  substantial 
shortage  of  housing  accommodations  exists  and  that 
such  reimposition  is  necessary  to  serve  the  public  inter- 
est. Any  action  under  this  paragraph  shall  be  subject  to 
the  hearing  and  notice  requirements  of  paragraph  (b)  of  . 
section  7. 

Section  6.  Rent  Grievances  for  Decontrolled  Hous- 
ing Accommodations.  AH  elderly,  handicapped,  or 
low-  or  moderate-income  tenants  of  decontrolled  hous- 
ing accommodations  may  petition  the  board  on  a  form 
approved  by  the  administrator  for  a  downward  adjust- 
ment of  the  rent  for  such  a  housing  accommodation  if 
the  landlord  has  increased  the  rent  for  said  tenant's 
housing  accommodation  by  a  percentage  which  is 
greater  than  the  percentage  increase  in  the  consumer 
price  index  for  the  twelve  months  immediately  preced- 
ing the  date  said  tenant's  petition;  provided,  however, 
the  board  may  establish  a  basis  other  than  the  consumer 
price  index  if  said  index  does  not  adequately  reflect  the 
cost  of  providing  housing  in  the  city  of  Boston .  The  ad- 
ministrator shall  conduct  a  hearing  with  respect  to  all 
such  petitions  filed  and  shall  make  a  recommendation 
to  the  board.  The  board  shall  not  be  bound  by  the  ad- 
ministrator's recommendation  and  shall  evaluate  inde- 
pendently the  evidence  as  presented  to  the 
administrator.  The  board  shall  act  within  a  reasonable 
time  after  receiving  the  administrator's  recommenda- 
tion; provided,  however,  such  action  shall  occur  within 
sixty  calendar  days  after  the  board's  receipt  of  a  peti- 
tion. Until  a  decision  has  been  made  by  the  board  in 
favor  of  the  tenant,  the  tenant  shall  be  obligated  to  ten- 
der such  rent  increase  as  lawfully  required  by  the  land- 
lord; provided,  however,  the  board  shall  order 
repayment.  The  board  may  by  regulation  modify  the 
hearing  procedure  probided  for  in  this  section  to  serve 
the  public  interest. 

Any  such  petition  shall  be  filed  with  the  board  within 
thirty  days  after  the  tenant's  receipt  of  the  landlord's 
notice  of  the  rent  increase;  provided,  however,  the 
board  shall  extend  such  period  for  filing  if  the  tenant 
was  unable  to  file  the  petition  due  to  illness,  absence 
from  the  city,  or  other  good  cause.  The  administrator 
shall  notify  the  landlord  upon  receipt  of  a  petition.  Fail- 
ure on  the  part  of  the  landlord  to  appear  at  a  hearing, 
either  in  person  or  through  counsel,  on  a  tenant's  peti- 
tion pursuant  to  this  section  shall  result  in  an  automatic 
approval  of  said  tenant's  petition. 

Within  forty-five  days  after  the  effective  date  of  this 
ordinance,  annually  on  the  second  day  of  January,  be- 
ginning in  1984,  and  as  part  of  any  notice  of  an  increase 
in  the  rent  for  any  decontrolled  housing  accommoda- 
tion, every  tenant  shall  be  notified  in  writing  of  his  right 
to  file  a  rent  grievance  with  the  board  pursuant  ot  this 
section.  Such  notice  shall  be  in  a  form  which  has  been 
approved  by  the  administrator  and  shall  contain  infor- 
mation respecting  the  conditions  of  eligibility  and  the 
procedure  for  such  rent  grievances.  Notwithstanding 
provisions  of  this  section,  no  landlord  shall 
re  ~eivc  more  than  one  rent  adjustment  in  any  twelve- 
month period.  For  purposes  of  this  section,  a  low-  or 
moderate-income  tenant  is  a  low-  and  moderate-in- 
come person  who  was  a  bona  fide  resident  of  the  City  of 
Boston  on  January  1,  1983. 

Section  7.  Rent  Adjustment  Proceedings  —  Con- 
trolled Housing  Accommodations. 

(a)  Individual  Adjustment  of  Maximum  Rent.  The 
board  shall  consider  an  adjustment  of  rent  for  an  indi- 
vidual controlled  housing  accommodation  upon  receipt 
of  a  petition  for  adjustment  filed  by  the  landlord  or  ten- 
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ant  of  such  housing  accommodation  or  upon  its  own 
initiative.  Such  petiton  shall  be  made  on  a  form  ap- 
proved by  the  administrator.  The  board  shall  notify  the 
landlord  and  tenant  if  the  petition  was  filed  by  the  ten- 
ant, or  the  tenant  and  landlord  if  the  petition  was  filed 
by  the  landlord,  upon  the  receipt  of  such  petition  of  the 
right  of  either  party  to  request  a  hearing  in  writing 
within  fifteen  calendar  days  after  the  receipt  of  such 
notice,  or  the  board  may  schedule  a  hearing  upon  its 
own  initiative.  If  a  hearing  is  requested  in  a  timely  man- 
ner by  either  party,  of  if  the  action  is  undertaken  upon 
the  initiative  of  the  board,  notice  of  the  time  and  place  of 
the  hearing  shall  be  furnished  to  the  landlord  and  the 
tenant  and  the  hearing  shall  be  conducted  before  a  des- 
ignee of  the  board.  The  board  may  consolidate  petitions 
and  actions  taken  under  its  own  initiative  relating  to 
controlled  housing  accommodations  in  the  same  build- 
ing or  development,  and  all  such  petitions  and  action 
may  be  considered  in  a  single  hearing. 

(b)  General  Adjustment  of  Maximum  Rent  by  Regu- 
lation. Upon  it  sown  initiative,  the  board  may  make  a 
general  adjustment  in  addition  to  those  required  by  par- 
agraph (a)  of  section  5,  by  percentage  or  otherwise,  of 
the  rental  levels  for  any  class  of  controlled  housing  ac- 
commodations subject  to  such  conditions,  if  any,  as  the 
board  shall  determine.  Prior  to  making  such  adjust- 
ment, a  public  hearing  shall  be  held  before  at  least  a 
majority  of  the  board.  Notice  of  the  time,  place  and 
purpose  of  such  hearing  shall  be  published  three  times 
in  at  least  one  newspaper  of  general  circulation  in  the 
city,  the  first  such  publ  ication  shall  appear  at  least  thirty 
calendar  days  prior  to  the  scheduled  date  of  said  hear- 
ing. 

(c)  Limitations  on  Petitions  for  Individual  Adjust- 
ment. Notwithstanding  any  other  provisions  of  this  sec- 
tion, the  board  may,  without  holding  a  hearing,  refuse 
to  adjust  the  maximum  rent  for  an  individual  controlled 
housing  accommodation  and  may  dismiss  any  petition 
for  adjustment  if  a  decision  has  been  made  with  respect 
to  the  maximum  rent  for  such  housing  accommodation 
within  the  preceding  twelve  months  or  if  the  board  finds 
that  the  petition  for  adjustment  is  filed  for  the  purposes 
or  for  any  other  purpose  not  intended  by  this  ordinance. 

(d)  Hearings  required  under  paragraph  (a)  shall  be 
conducted  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  section 
1 1  of  chapter  30A  of  the  General  Laws  of  the  Common- 
wealth of  Massachusetts,  except  that  requirements  (7) 
and  (8)  of  said  section  1 1  shall  not  apply  to  such  hear- 
ings. 

Section  8.  Information  to  be  Supplied  in  Connection 
with  Tenant  petitions  and  Board  Initiated  Actions  for 
Adjustment  —  Controlled  Housing  Accommodations. 
Upon  receipt  by  the  board  of  a  tenant  petition  for  ad- 
justment of  maximum  rent  for  a  controlled  housing  ac- 
commodation, or  upon  action  initiated  by  the  board  for 
adjustment  of  maximum  rent  for  such  housing  accom- 
modation, the  landlord  shall  furnish  to  the  administra- 
tor, within  fifteen  days  after  a  written  demand  therefor, 
an  information  statement  on  forms  approved  by  the  ad- 
ministrator. 

Whoever  fails  to  file  in  a  timely  manner  any  informa- 
tion required  to  be  filed  under  this  section  may,  in  addi- 
tion to  all  other  penalties  pursuant  to  section  1 1 ,  be 
subject  to  a  fine  of  up  to  fifty  dollars  per  calendar  day, 
or  part  thereof,  that  such  failure  continues. 

Section  9.  Evictions  —  Controlled  Housing  Accom- 
modations, (a)  No  person  shall  bring  any  action  to  re- 
cover possession  of  a  controlled  housing 
accommodation  unless: 

(i)  the  tenant  has  failed  to  pay  the  rent  to  which  the 
landlord  is  legally  entitled: 

(ii)  the  tenant  has  violated  an  obligation  or  cove- 
nant of  tenancy  other  than  the  obligation  to  surrender 


possession  upon  proper  notice  and  has  failed  to  cure 
such  violation  after  having  received  written  notice 
thereof  from  the  landlord; 

(iii)  the  tenant  is  committing  or  permitting  to  exist 
a  nuisance  in,  or  is  causing  substantial  damage  to,  the 
housing  accommodation,  or  is  creating  substantial 
interference  with  the  comfort,  safety,  or  enjoyment 
of  the  landlord  or  other  occupants  of  the  same  or  any 
adjacent  housing  accommodation; 

(iv)  the  tenant  is  convicted  of  using  or  permitting  a 
housing  accomodation  to  be  used  for  any  illegal  pur- 
pose; 

(v)  the  tenant,  who  had  a  written  rental  housing 
agreement  which  terminated  on  or  after  the  passage 
of  this  ordinance  has  refused,  after  written  request  or 
demand  by  the  landlord  to  execute  a  written  exten- 
sion or  renewal  thereof  for  a  further  term  of  like  dura- 
tion and  in  such  terms  as  are  not  inconsistent  with  or 
violative  of  any  provisions  of  this  ordinance; 

(vi)  the  tenant  has  refused  the  landlord  reasonable 
access  to  the  housing  accommodation  for  the  pur- 
pose of  making  necessary  repairs  or  improvements 
required  by  the  laws  of  the  United  States,  the  Com- 
monwealth of  Massachusetts,  or  any  subdivision 
thereof,  or  for  the  purpose  of  inspection  as  permitted 
or  required  by  the  lease  or  by  law,  or  for  the  purpose 
of  showing  the  housing  accommodation  to  any  pro- 
spective purchaser  or  mortgagee; 

(vii)  the  tenant  holding  at  the  end  of  a  lease  term  is  a 
subtenant  not  approved  by  the  landlord; 

(viii)  the  landlord  seeks  to  recover  possession  in 
good  faith  for  the  use  and  occupancy  of  himself,  or 
his  children,  parents,  brother,  sister,  father-in-law. 
mother-in-law,  son-in-law,  or  daughter-in-law; 

(ix)  the  landlord  seeks  to  recover  possession  to  de- 
molish the  same  in  compliance  with  a  lawful  govern- 
ment order; 

(x)  the  landlord  seeks  to  recover  possession  for 
purposes  of  a  condominium  or  cooperative  conver- 
sion and  such  action  for  recovery  is  brought  in  com- 
pliance with  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance,  or  any 
rule,  regulation  or  order  hereunder  promulgated;  or 
(xi)  the  landlord  seeks  to  recover  possession  for 
any  other  just  cause,  provided  that  his  purpose  is  not 
in  conflict  with  the  provisions  and  purposes  of  this 
ordinance. 

A  landlord  seeking  to  recover  possession  of  a  con- 
trolled housing  accommodation  shall  apply  to  the 
board  for  a  certificate  of  eviction.  Upon  receipt  of  such 
an  application ,  the  board  by  first  class  mail .  shal  1  send  a 
copy  of  the  application  to  the  tenant  of  the  controlled 
housing  accommodation  together  with  a  notification  of 
all  rights  and  procedures  available  pursuant  to  this  sec- 
tion. If  the  board  finds  that  the  facts  attested  to  in  the 
landlord's  petition  are  valid  and  in  compliance  with 
paragraph  (a),  the  certificate  of  eviction  shall  be  issued. 
A  landlord  who  seeks  to  recover  possession  of  a  con- 
trolled housing  accommodation  without  a  certificate  of 
eviction  shall  be  deemed  to  have  violated  this  ordi- 
nance, and  the  board  shall  initiate  a  criminal  prosecu- 
tion for  such  violation. 

Notwithstanding  the  provisions  of  this  paragraph, 
the  United  States,  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachu- 
setts, or  any  agency  or  political  subdivision  thereof 
may  maintain  an  action  or  proceeding  to  recover  pos- 
session of  any  housing  accommodation  operated  by  it 
where  such  action  or  proceeding  is  authorized  by  the 
statute  or  regulation  under  which  such  accommoda- 
tions are  administered. 

The  provisions  of  this  paragraph  shal  be  construed  as 
additional  restrictions  upon  the  right  to  recover  posses- 
sion of  a  controlled  housing  accommodation.  No  provi- 
sion of  this  section  shall  entitle  any  person  to  recover 
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possession  of  such  a  controlled  housing  accommoda- 
tion. Upon  a  decision  of  the  board  concerning  the 
granting  or  withholding  of  a  certificate  of  eviction,  ei- 
ther party  concerned  may  appeal  to  the  District  Court 
Department  of  the  Trial  Courts  for  the  judicial  district 
within  which  the  controlled  housing  accommodation  is 
located  or  to  the  Housing  Court  Department  of  the  Trial 
Courts,  City  of  Boston  Division,  within  thirty  calendar 
days  after  such  decision. 

(b)  No  landlord  of  a  vacancy  decontrolled  housing 
accommodation  occupied  by  an  elderly,  handicapped 
or  low-  or  moderate-income  tenant  shall  seek  to  recover 
possession  of  such  housing  accommodation  without 
first  filing  with  the  board  an  affidavit  signed  under  the 
penalty  of  perjury,  stating  such  eviction  is  sought  for 
one  of  the  reasons  enumerated  in  paragraph  (a)  of  this 
section.  The  landlord  shall  send  a  copy  of  said  affidavit 
to  the  tenant.  The  land  shall  be  required  to  prove  such 
just  cause  in  any  subsequent  summary  process  action. 

Section  10.  Condominium  and  Cooperative  Conver- 
sion Evictions,  (a)  All  condominium  and  cooperative 
conversion  evictions  from  housing  accommodations  as 
defined  in  paragraph  (n)  of  section  1  shall  be  governed 
by  the  eviction  control  provisions  of  section  9 ,  as  modi- 
fied by  the  provisions  of  this  section  10. 

(b)  Presumption.  For  purposes  of  this  ordinance,  any 
action  to  recover  possession  of  a  housing  accommoda- 
tion shall  be  presumed  by  the  board  to  be  a  condomin- 
ium or  cooperative  conversion  eviction  where  any  one 
or  more  of  the  following  has  occurred: 

(i)  any  dwelling  unit  in  any  building  or  structure  in 
which  the  housing  accommodation  is  located  has 
been  sold  as  a  condominium  or  cooperative  unit;  or 

(ii)  a  master  deed  or  articles  of  organization  for  the 
building  or  structure  in  which  the  housing  accommo- 
dation is  located  for  which  recovery  of  possession  is 
sought  has  been  duly  recorded  pursuant  to  the  provi- 
sions of  either  chapter  183 A  or  chapter  157  of  the 
General  Laws  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachu- 
setts; or 

(iii)  a  master  deed  or  articles  of  organization  for 
the  building  or  structure  in  which  the  housing  accom- 
modation is  located  for  which  recovery  of  possession 
is  sought  is  duly  recorded  pursuant  to  the  provisions 
of  chapters  183Aor  157  of  said  General  Laws  within 
one  hundred  and  eighty  days  after  an  action  is 
brought  to  recover  such  possession;  or 

(iv)  any  tenant  of  any  unit  of  housing  accommoda- 
tion in  the  building  or  structure  wherein  the  unit  of 
housing  accommodation  is  located  for  which  recov- 
ery of  possession  is  sought  has  received  any  notice 
required  by  paragraph  (c)  of  this  section;  provided, 
however,  that  a  landlord  may  seek  to  recover  posses- 
sion of  a  housing  accommodation  when  any  of  (i), 
(ii),  (iii),  or  (iv)  occurs  for  the  purposes  other  than  a 
condominium  or  cooperative  conversion  when  the 
landlord  has  filed  with  the  board  an  affidavit  under 
the  penalty  of  perjury,  stating  that  such  eviction  is  not 
for  the  purpose  of  converting  the  housing  accommo- 
dation to  a  condominium  or  a  cooperative  unit. 

(c)  Notices.  No  person  shall  bring  any  action  to  re- 
cover possession  of  a  housing  accommodation  for  the 
purpose  of  a  condominium  or  cooperative  conversion 
until  the  later  of  the  expiration  of  the  rental  housing 
agreement  or  one  year  has  elapsed  after  the  date  the 
tenant  of  such  housing  accommodation  received  a  writ- 
ten notice  of  termination  of  his  tenancy;  provided,  how- 
ever, that  in  the  case  of  a  dwelling  unit  occupied,  in 
whole  or  in  part,  by  any  elderly,  handicapped,  or  low- 
or  moderate-income  tenant  upon  the  date  of  the  notice, 
until  two  years  after  such  date  has  elapsed.  The  burden 
of  proving  qualification  with  resepect  to  age,  handicap, 
and  income  shall  rest  with  the  tenant. 


All  notices  given  pursuant  to  this  section  shall  be  per- 
sonally served  upon  the  tenant  or  mailed  to  the  tenant 
by  certified  mail,  return  receipt  requested,  and  shall 
advise  the  tenant  of  the  rights  and  procedures  available 
under  this  ordinance. 

No  action  to  recover  possession  of  a  housing  accom- 
modation for  condominium  or  cooperative  conversion 
shall  be  effective  unless  a  master  deed  or  articles  of  or- 
ganization for  the  building  or  structure  in  which  the 
housing  accommodation  is  located  has  been  duly  re- 
corded pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  chapter  183A  or 
1 57  of  the  General  Laws  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Mas- 
sachusetts, prior  to  or  within  the  one-year  or  two-year 
time  period  specified  in  this  section  for  notice  to  tenants 
of  such  housing  accommodations.  Except  with  respect 
to  decontrolled  housing  accommodations,  upon  ex- 
piration of  the  notice  period  as  provided  herein,  the 
landlord  must  provide  proof  satisfactory  to  the  board 
that  he  has  complied  with  the  provisions  of  this  ordi- 
nance with  respect  to  recovery  of  a  housing  accommo- 
dation in  order  to  convert  it  to  a  condominium  or  a 
cooperative.  If  the  board  finds  that  the  proof  is  valid  in 
compliance  with  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance,  a  cer- 
tification of  eviction  shall  be  issued. 

If  a  landlord  of  a  decontrolled  housing  accommoda- 
tion seeks  to  recover  possession  of  such  housing  ac- 
commodation for  any  reason  other  than  to  effect  a 
condominium  or  cooperative  conversion  prior  to  the 
expiration  of  the  notice  period  as  provided  in  this  sec- 
tion, and  where  appropriate,  he  has  filed  with  the  board 
the  affidavit  prescribed  by  paragraph  (b)  (iv)  of  this 
section,  no  certificate  of  eviction  shall  be  required. 

Upon  expiration  of  the  notice  period  as  provided  in 
this  section,  no  landlord  of  a  decontrolled  housing  ac- 
commodation shall  be  required  to  obtain  a  certificate  of 
eviction  from  the  board  as  a  prerequisite  to  recovering 
possession  of  such  decontrolled  housing  accommoda- 
tion in  order  to  effect  a  condominium  or  cooperative 
conversion;  provided,  however,  that  such  landlord  shall 
file  with  the  board  an  affidavit,  under  the  penalty  of 
perjury,  that  he  has  complied  with  the  requirements  im- 
posed by  this  section. 

(d)  Rent  and  rental  housing  agreement  protection. 
For  any  tenant  who  receives  or  is  entitled  to  receive  a 
notice  as  provided  in  this  section,  the  landlord  shall  ex- 
tend such  rental  housing  agreement  upon  the  expiration 
thereof.  Such  extension  or  extensions  shall  be  for  a  per- 
iod or  periods  of  one  year  or  fraction  thereof  as  shall 
equal  the  period  of  notice  to  which  such  tenant  is  enti- 
tled pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  this  section.  The  pro- 
visions of  such  rental  housing  agreement  may  not  be 
modified  by  the  landlord  except  to  the  extent  such  mod- 
ification is  required  by  law  and  except  with  respect  to 
the  amount  of  annual  rent,  any  increase  in  which  shall 
not  exceed  an  amount  equial  to  the  sum  which  would 
result  by  multiplying  said  rent  by  the  percentage  in- 
crease in  the  consumer  price  index  during  the  calendar 
year  immediately  prededing  the  date  upon  which  such 
rental  housing  agreement  is  extended. 

(e)  Right  to  purchase  unit.  Any  tenant  who  receives 
or  is  entitled  to  receive  notice  pursuant  to  this  section 
shall  be  given  the  right  to  purchase  thedwelling  unit  he 

lies  at  the  time  such  notice  is  delivered,  for  sub- 
stantially the  same  or  more  favorable  terms  and  condi- 
tions as  are  being  offered  to  prospective  purchasers. 
Such  tenant  may  exercise  a  right  of  first  refusal  to  pur- 
chase such  unit  by  executing  a  purchase  and  sale  agree- 
ment prior  to  the  expiration  of  ninety  days  after  the  date 
of  receiving  a  copy  of  the  purchase  and  sale  agreement 
properly  executed  by  the  person  offering  the  unit  for 
sale. 

(0  Relocation  benefit.  Any  tenant  who  receives  or  is 
entitled  to  receive  a  notice  pursuant  to  this  section,  who 
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chooses  not  to  exercise  the  right  to  purchase  the  unit  he 
occupies  pursuant  to  paragraph  (e)  hereof  shall,  upon 
vacating  said  unit  within  the  appropriate  notice  period 
as  established  by  paragraph  (c)  and  (g)  hereof,  be  paid 
by  the  landlord  a  relocation  expense  allowance  of  seven 
hundred  fifty  dollars;  provided,  however,  that  if  such 
tenant  is  elderly,  handicapped,  or  of  low  or  moderate 
income,  said  relocation  expense  allowance  expense  al- 
lowance shall  be  one  thousand  dollars. 

(g)  Relocation  service  to  elderly,  handicapped,  and 
low-  or  moderate-income  tenants.  Whenever  a  housing 
accommodation  is  converted  to  the  condominium  or 
cooperative  form  of  ownership  and  such  conversion 
results  in  the  displacement  of  an  elderly,  handicapped, 
or  a  low-  or  moderate-income  tenat  and  who  qualified 
as  such  on  the  date  of  the  notice  requir4ed  by  paragraph 
(c)  of  this  section,  the  landlord  shall,  in  addition  to  pay- 
ing the  relocation  expense  allowance  required  by  para- 
graph (0  of  this  section,  assist  said  tenant  in  locating  a 
comparable  housing  accommodation  within  the  city 
which  rents  for  a  sum  which  is  suitable  and  appropriate 
in  relation  to  said  tenant's  financial  condition  and  an- 
nual income.  If  said  tenant  has  resided  in  the  housing 
accommodation  from  which  he  is  being  displaced  for  at 
least  three  years,  the  landlord  shall  make  every  reason- 
able effort  to  locate  such  substitute  housing  accommo- 
dation for  said  tenant  within  the  same  neighborhood  of 
the  city.  If  the  landlord  is  unable  to  locate  such  substi- 
tute housing  accommodation  for  said  tenant  within  the 
period  of  notice  required  by  paragraph  (c)  of  this  sec- 
tion, the  tenant  may  petition  the  board  for  an  extension 
of  the  period  required  by  said  paragraph  (c).  The  board 
may  extend  such  period  of  notice  for  low  or  moderate 
income  tenants  for  up  to  an  additional  period  of  two 
years;  but  shall  extend  such  period  of  notice  for  an  addi- 
tional period  of  two  years  for  elderly  and  handicapped 
tenants. 

(h)  Any  tenant  or  tenants  who  have  received  a  notice 
of  eviction  for  the  purpose  of  a  condominium  or  coop- 
erative conversion  shall  be  refunded  their  prepaid  rent 
and  security  deposits,  in  accordance  with  section  15B 
of  chapter  1 86  of  the  General  Laws  of  the  Common- 
wealth of  Massachusetts. 

Section  1 1 .  Duties  of  the  Board.  Certified  copies  of 
all  policies,  rules,  and  regulations  of  the  board  shall  be 
forwarded  to  the  City  Clerk  who  shall  forward  them 
forthwith  to  the  City  Council. 

Section  12.  Suspicious  Fires.  In  the  event  that  any 
owner  of  property  under  conversion  to  condominiums 
or  cooperatives  suffers  loss  in  three  or  more  such  prop- 
erties because  of  fire,  the  records  of  the  Building  De- 
partment and  the  Assessing  Department  shall  indicate 
such  conditions  by  the  addition  on  the  plats,  maps, 
printouts,  and  records  of  the  city  of  the  words  "loss  by 
fire"  on  the  affected  structures.  Any  fire  in  a  unit  un- 
dergoing conversion  determined  by  the  fire  commis- 
sioner to  be  of  suspicious  origin  shall  be  identified  in 
said  plats,  maps,  printout,  and  records  by  the  addition 
of  the  words  "suspicious  fire." 

Section  13.  Civil  Remedies,  (a)  Any  person  who  de- 
mands, accepts,  receives,  or  retains  any  payment  of 
rent  in  excess  of  the  maximum  lawful  rent,  in  violation 
of  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance,  or  any  rule,  regula- 
tion, or  order  hereunder  promulgated,  shall  be  liable  as 
hereinafter  provided  to  the  person  from  whom  such 
payment  is  demanded,  accepted,  received,  or  retained, 
or  to  the  city  for  reasonable  attorneys'  fees  and  costs  as 
determined  by  the  court,  plus  liquidated  damages  in  the 
amount  of  one  hundred  dollars,  or  not  more  than  three 
times  the  amount  by  which  the  payment  or  payments 
demanded,  accepted,  received,  or  retained  exceed  the 
maximum  rent  which  could  be  lawfully  demanded,  ac- 
cepted, received,  or  retained,  whichever  is  the  greater; 


provided,  however,  that  if  the  defendant  proves  that  the 
violation  was  neither  willful  nor  the  result  of  failure  to 
take  practicable  precautions  against  the  occurrence  of 
the  violation,  the  amount  of  such  liquidated  damages 
shall  be  the  amount  of  the  overcharge  or  overcharges. 

(b)  If  the  person  from  whom  such  payment  is  de- 
manded, accepted,  received,  or  retained  in  violation  of 
the  provisions  of  this  ordinance  or  any  rule,  regulation, 
or  order  hereunder  promulgated,  fails  to  bring  an 
action  under  this  section  within  thirty  calendar  days 
from  the  date  of  the  occurrence  of  the  violation,  the 
board  may  settle  the  claim  arising  out  of  the  violation  or 
bring  such  action  upon  its  own  initiative.  Settlement  by 
the  board  shall  thereafter  bar  any  other  person  from 
bringing  action  for  the  violation  or  violations  with  re- 
gard to  which  a  settlement  has  been  reached.  In  the 
event  the  board  settles  said  claim,  it  shall  be  entitled  to 
retain  the  costs  it  incurred  in  the  settlement  thereof,  and 
the  person  against  whom  the  violation  has  been  com- 
mitted shall  be  entitled  to  the  remainder.  In  the  event  the 
city  initiates  action  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  this 
section,  it  shall  be  entitled  to  receive  attorneys'  fees  and 
costs  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  paragraph  (a)  and  the 
person  against  whom  the  violation  was  committed  shall 
be  awarded  liquidated  damages  pursuant  to  the  provi- 
sions of  said  paragraph  (a). 

(c)  A  judgment  for  damages  or  on  the  merits  in  any 
action  initiated  pursuant  to  this  section  shall  be  a  bar  to 
any  recovery  pursuant  to  this  section  or  in  any  other 
action  against  the  same  defendant  on  account  of  any  vi- 
olation with  respect  to  the  same  person  prior  to  the  initi- 
ation of  the  action  in  which  such  judgment  was 
rendered.  Action  to  recover  liquidated  damages  pursu- 
ant to  the  provisions  of  this  section  shall  not  be  brought 
later  than  one  year  after  the  date  of  violation.  A  single 
action  for  damages  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  this 
section  may  include  all  violations  of  the  provisions  of 
this  section  committed  by  the  same  defendant  against 
the  same  person. 

(d)  The  District  Court  Department  of  the  Trial  Courts 
for  the  judicial  district  within  which  the  housing  ac- 
commodation affected  is  located  and  the  Housing 
Court  Department  of  the  Trial  Courts.  City  of  Boston 
Division,  shall  severally  have  concurrent  original  juris- 
diction over  all  actions  and  complaints  initiated  pursu- 
ant to  this  section. 

Section  14.  Criminal  Penalties,  (a)  It  shall  be  unlaw- 
ful for  any  person  to  demand,  accept,  receive,  or  retain 
any  rent  for  the  use  or  occupancy  of  any  housing  ac- 
commodations in  excess  of  the  maximum  rent  pre- 
scribed therefor  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  this 
ordinance  or  any  rule,  regulation  or  order  hereunder 
promulgated,  or  otherwise  to  do  or  omit  to  do  any 
action  in  violation  or  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance  or 
the  rules,  regulations  or  orders  hereunder  promul- 
gated. It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  by  act  or 
omission  knowingly  to  engage  in  any  conduct  tending 
to  deprive  a  tenant  of,  or  to  prevent  a  tenant  from  exer- 
cising, any  right  conferred  by  thisordinance.  including 
without  limitation,  any  such  conduct  tending  to  deprive 
a  tenant  of  the  peace,  comfort,  or  enjoyment  of  a  hous- 
ing accommodation  in  violation  of  this  ordinance  and 
any  such  conduct  intended  to  result  in  substantial  in- 
convenience or  amounting  to  a  violation  of  privacy, 
harassment,  intimidation,  threat,  or  coercion. 

(b)  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  to  demand, 
accept,  receive,  or  retain  any  payment  which  exceeds 
the  maximum  lawful  rent  for  one  month  as  a  finder's  fee 
or  service  charge  for  the  opportunity  to  examine  or 
lease  any  housing  accommodation;  provided,  however, 
no  finder's  fee  or  service  charge  shall  be  lawful  unless 
the  person  from  whom  the  payment  is  demanded,  ac- 
cepted, received  or  retained  actually  rents  or  leases  the 
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housing  accommodation  with  regard  to  which  payment 
of  said  fee  or  said  charge  has  been  demanded,  accepted, 
received  or  retained. 

Whoever  willfully  violates  any  provision  of  this  or- 
dinance or  any  rule,  regulation  or  order  hereunder 
promulgated  or  whoever  knowingly  makes  any  false 
statement  in  any  testimony  before  the  board  or  whoever 
knowingly  supplies  any  false  information  or  knowingly 
makes  any  false  statement  to,  or  files  a  false  affidavit 
with,  the  board  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not  more 
than  five  hundred  dollars  or  by  imprisonment  for  not 
more  than  ninety  days  or  both;  provided,  however,  that 
in  the  case  of  a  second  or  subsequent  offense,  such  per- 
son shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not  more  than  three 
thousand  dollars  or  by  imprisonment  for  not  more  than 
one  year  or  both. 

(d)  The  District  Court  Department  of  the  Trial 
Courts  for  the  judicial  district  within  which  the  housing 
accommodation  affected  is  located  and  the  Housing 
Cout  Department  of  the  Trial  Courts,  City  of  Boston 
Division,  shall  severally  have  concurrent  jurisdiction 
over  all  such  actions  and  complaints. 

Section  14.  Judicial  Review.  All  decisions  of  the 
board,  except  as  otherwise  provided  in  this  section, 
may  be  appealed  to  the  District  Court  Department  of 
the  Trial  Court  for  the  judicial  district  within  which  the 
rent  or  eviction  controlled  housing  accommodation  is 
located  or  to  the  Housing  Court  Department  of  the  Trial 
Courts,  City  of  Boston  Division,  within  thirty  calendar 
days  after  the  date  of  such  decision;  provided,  however, 
that  this  ordinance  shall  not  be  construed  to  provide  a 
right  of  appeal  of  a  general  adjustment  decision  pursu- 
ant to  section  5(a). 

Section  15.  Injunctions.  The  Superior  Court  De- 
partment of  the  Trial  Courts  and  the  Housing  Court  De- 
partment of  the  Trial  Courts,  City  of  Boston  Division, 
shall  severally  have  jurisdiction  to  restrain  by  injunc- 
tion any  violation  of  this  ordinance  or  any  rule,  regula- 
tion, or  order  hereunder  promulgated. 

Section  16.  Effective  Date  and  Duration.  This  ordi- 
nance shall  become  effective  on  January  15,  1983, and 
shall  remain  in  effect  until  December  31,  1986,  or  until 
a  prior  determination  by  the  mayor  and  City  Council 
that  the  present  rental  housing  emergency  no  longer  ex- 
ists. 

Section  17.  Constitutional  Construction.  The  provi- 
sions of  this  ordinance  are  severable,  and  if  any  of  its 
provisions  shall  be  held  unconstitutional  or  otherwise 
invalid  by  any  court  of  competent  jurisdiction,  the  deci- 
sion of  such  court  shall  not  affect  or  impair  any  of  the 
remaining  provisions. 

Section  18.  Transitional  Provisions 

(a)  Scope.  Chapter  15  of  the  Ordinances  of  1975,  as 
amended,  and  chapter  37  of  the  Ordinances  of  1979,  as 
amended,  expire  on  January  15,  1983.  All  matters 
which  are  pending  before  or  decided  by  the  board,  or 
pending  before  any  court,  or  any  valid  condominium  or 
cooperative  conversion  eviction  notice  or  related  offer, 
or  additional  year  notice  ruling  initiated  under  the  pro- 
visions of  such  expiring  ordinances  or  any  rule,  regula- 
tion or  order  thereunder  promulgated  shall  be  governed 
as  provided  for  in  this  section. 

(b)  Matters  Pending  Before  or  Decided  by  the  Board, 
(i)  All  decisions  rendered  by  the  board  under  the 

provisions  of  chapter  15  of  the  Ordinances  of  1975, 
as  amended,  or  chapter  37  of  the  Ordinances  of  1 979, 
as  amended,  including  without  limitation,  additional 
year  notice  rulings  shall  remain  in  full  force  and  ef- 
fect under  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance, 
(ii)  Notwithstanding  any  provisions  of  this  ordinance 
to  the  contrary,  all  matters  pending  before  the  board 
as  of  the  effective  date  of  this  ordinance  shall  remain 
in  full  force  and  effect  and  shall  be  processed  in  ac- 


cordance with  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance, 
(iii)  The  provisions  of  such  expiring  ordinances  shall 
be  treated  as  remaining  in  force  and  effect  for  the  pur- 
pose of  sustaining  in  court  any  proper  suit,  action  or 
prosecution  with  respect  to  any  right,  liability  or  of- 
fense arising  under  such  ordinances, 
(iv)  All  valid  condominium  or  cooperative  conver- 
sion eviction  notices  or  related  offers  given  pursuant 
to  chapter  37  of  the  Ordinances  of  1979,  as  amended, 
and  the  applicable  regulations  thereunder,  shall  be 
treated  as  remaining  in  full  force  and  effect  under  the 
provisions  of  this  ordinance,  where  such  notices  or 
offers  comply  with  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance, 
except  that,  unless  prior  to  September  1,  1982abind- 
ing  purchase  and  sale  agreement  has  been  executed 
for  the  specific  unit  and  a  deed  has  been  duly  re- 
corded transferring  title  to  such  unit,  if  an  elderly  or 
handicapped  tenant  is  still  in  residence  at  the  expira- 
tion of  such  notice  period  and  has  been  unable  to  relo- 
cate to  comparable  alternative  housing 
accommodations  such  tenant  shall  be  entitled  to  the 
same  protections  under  this  ordinance  as  other  el- 
derly and  handicapped  tenants. 
The  board  may  also  require  the  landlord  to  provide 
the  tenant  with  some  or  all  of  the  relocation  services 
provided  for  in  section  18  (e),  (f)  and  (g)  of  this  ordi- 
nance. 

Section  19.  The  sections  of  this  ordinance  and  refer- 
ences thereto  may  be  renumbered  by  the  Corporation 
Counsel  for  the  purpse  only  of  conforming  it  to  the  City 
of  Boston  Code. 

Section  20.  The  provisions  of  City  of  Boston  Code 
Ordinances,  Title  2,  section  752,  to  the  contrary  not- 
withstanding, this  ordinance  shall  be  published  by  the 
City  Council  in  passing  the  same. 
The  report  was  accepted.

;  and  provided  further,  that  in  the  case  of  a  dwelling 
unit  occupied  in  whole  or  in  part  by  any  elderly  or 
handicapped  tenant,  until  four  years  after  such  date  has 
elapsed.

Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston,  in  accord- 
ance with  the  provisions  of  Massachusetts  General 
Laws  chapter  43B ,  section  1 3 ,  and  any  other  applica- 
ble law,  as  follows: 

Section  1 .  City  of  Boston  Code,  Ordinances,  Title  2,  is 
hereby  amended  by  striking  out  section  452,  as  amended, 
and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  following  new  section 
452: 

For  the  conduct  of  the  affairs  of  the  City  Council  there 
shall  be,  in  addition  to  the  City  Clerk,  a  Staff  Director,  a 
Legal  Counsel,  a  Chief  of  Research,  a  Supervisor  of  Fi- 
nance, a  City  Messenger,  a  Committee  Liaison,  an  As- 
sistant Committee  Liaison,  a  Staff  Administrative 
Assistant,  two  Secretary /Typists,  a  Receptionist,  a  Cou- 
rier, a  Chaplain,  ten  Administrative  Assistants  and  nine 
Secretaries.

Such  salaries  shall ,  except  as  otherwise  provided  by  or- 
dinance, be  in  full  for  all  services  rendered  to  the  City 
Council,  shall  be  apportionable  in  the  event  of  service  for 
only  part  of  the  year,  and  shall  be  subject  to  deduction  for 
any  and  all  sums  due  to  the  city  from  such  officeholder. 

Section  2.  Further,  the  office  of  each  city  councillor 
may  be  assigned  by  the  City  Council  any  of  the  officers 
and  employees  named  in  section  1  above.  Each  said  office 
may  employ  more  than  the  allotted  employees  at  lesser 
salaries,  said  salaries  to  be  determined  by  the  City  Coun- 
cil, so  long  as  the  total  salaries  for  the  employees  of  said 
office  do  not  exceed  the  total  of  the  salaries  allotted  in 
section  1  above  to  those  officer  and  employer  positions 
assigned  to  said  office,  with  the  further  provision  that  the 
President's  office  may  employ  no  more  than  five  employ- 
ees on  its  staff  and  the  office  of  each  other  councillor  may 
employ  no  more  than  four  employees  on  its  staff. 

Section  3.  This  ordinance  shall  take  effect  on  July  1, 
1982. 

Section  4.  Anything  in  section  752  of  chapter  2  of  the 
City  of  Boston  Code,  Ordinances,  to  the  contrary  not- 
withstanding, this  ordinance  shall  be  published  by  the 
action  of  the  City  Council  in  passing  the  same.

On  December  30,  1 982 ,  the  City  Clerk  presented  to  me 
a  proposed  ordinance  to  establish  the  office  of  emergency 
shelter,  passed  by  the  City  Council  on  December  28. 

I  thoroughly  agree  with  your  proposal  to  establish  an 
agency  to  focus  on  the  concerns  of  the  homeless.  I  sin- 
cerely believe  the  issue  of  sheltering  the  homeless  is  one 
of  great  concern,  one  upon  which  we  in  local  government 
should  focus  our  efforts.  I  agree  that  there  should  be  a 
separate  agency  to  coordinate  the  activities  of  city  depart- 
ments and  private  agencies  regarding  the  sheltering  of  the 
homeless,  as  in  the  case  of  the  Commission  on  the  Affairs 
of  the  Elderly  which  functions  so  well  with  regard  to  the 
problems  of  the  elderly.  However,  given  certain  technical 
problems  I  am  unable  to  sign  the  ordinance  as  passed  by 
your  Honorable  Body. 

Due  to  these  technical  problems  which  I  am  advised 
would  make  the  proposed  ordinance  unworkable,  I  am  re- 
turning the  proposed  ordinance,  without  my  signature, 
and  disapproved,  and  I  am  simultaneously  transmitting 
herewith  an  ordinance  which  corrects  certain  technical 
problems  and  establishes  the  Emergency  Shelter  Com- 
mission. I  look  forward  to  signing  this  ordinance  upon  its 
approval  by  your  Honorable  Body. 

I  have  directed  several  departments  to  ready  themselves 
to  assist  this  new  commission,  including  the  Department 
of  Health  and  Hospitals,  which  will  be  represented  di- 
rectly on  the  Commission,  the  Public  Facilities  and  Real 
Property  Departments,  both  of  which  can  assist  with  the 
provision  of  physical  facilities  to  shelter  the  homeless  and 
the  Neighborhood  Development  and  Employment 
Agency,  given  its  role  in  funding  housing,  employment, 
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and  social  service  activities  in  the  neighborhoods  of  the 
city. 

I  urge  your  Honorable  Body  to  act  expeditiously  in  ap- 
proving this  attached  ordinance.

ORDINANCE  ESTABLISHING 
THE  EMERGENCY  SHELTER  COMMISSION 

The  following  was  received: 
In  the  Year  Nineteen  Hundred  and  Eighty-three 
An  Ordinance  Establishing  the  Emergency  Shelter  Com- 
mission. 
Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston,  as  follows: 

City  of  Boston  Code,  Ordinances,  Title  10,  is  hereby 
amended  by  adding  the  following  new  chapter: 
Chapter  5 

Section  200.  Composition  of  Board.  There  shall  be  in 
the  city  a  commission,  known  as  the  Emergency  Shelter 
Commission,  which  shall  be  under  the  charge  of  a  board 
consisting  of  the  director  of  public  facilities  or  his  desig- 
nee, the  commissioner  of  health  and  hospitals  or  his  des- 
ignee, and  three  commissioners,  appointed  by  the  mayor, 
at  least  two  of  whom  shall  be  affiliatedwith  organizations 
which  have  as  a  principal  activity  services  relating  to  the 
sheltering  of  homeless  individuals  and  families.  Each 
commissioner  shall  serve  a  term  of  three  years.  Any  va- 
cancy in  office  of  a  commissioner  shall  be  filled  in  like 
manner  for  the  unexpired  term. 

The  mayor  shall  from  time  to  time  designate  one  of  the 
commissioners  as  chairman  and  another  as  vice-chair- 
man. The  commission  shall  elect  a  secretary  who  need 
not  be  a  member  of  the  commission. 

The  commission  shall  be  authorized  to  hire  a  director 
and  such  other  staff  as  from  time  to  time  is  deemed  neces- 
sary by  the  commission. 

The  commissioners  shall  serve  without  compensation 
and  shall  be  deemed  special  municipal  employees  for  the 
purposes  of  chapter  268A  of  the  General  Law. 

Section  20 1 .  Powers  and  Duties.  The  commission  shall 
in  conjunction  with  appropriate  private  and  public  agen- 
cies or  organizations  compile  and  publish  statistics  on  the 
number  of  homeless  individuals  in  the  city:  shall  work 
with  public  and  private  agencies  or  organizations  which 
function  to  shelter  homeless  persons  and  families  to  coor- 
dinate the  effort  of  such  agencies  or  organizations;  shall 
work  in  conjunction  with  city  departments,  agencies  and 
other  commissions  to  effectuate  the  use  of  vacant  public 
buildings  or  tax-foreclosed  buildings  as  temporary  shel- 
ter for  homeless  individuals  and  families;  shall  submit 
quarterly  written  reports  to  the  mayor  and  city  council 
regarding  the  sheltering  of  homeless  individuals  and  fam- 
ilies, services  provided  by  private  and  public  agencies  or 
organizations  to  homeless  individuals  and  families,  and 
the  development  of  increased  shelter  during  weather  or 
other  emergencies. 

Section  202.  Severability.  The  provisions  of  this  ordi- 
nance are  severable  and  if  any  provision  shall  be  held  to  be 
unconstitutional  or  otherwise  invalid  by  any  court  of 
competent  jurisdiction,  then  such  provision  shall  be  con- 
sidered separately  and  apart  from  the  remaining  provi- 
sions of  this  ordinance,  which  shall  remain  in  full  force 
and  effect. 

Section  203.  Publication.  The  provisions  of  City  of 
Boston  Code,  Ordinances,  Title  2.  section  752.  to  the 
contrary  notwithstanding,  this  ordinance  shall  be  pub- 


lished by  action  of  the  city  council  in  passing  same. 

Coun .  FLYNN  moved  that  the  ordinance  be  passed  un- 
der suspension  of  the  rules.

$  1 ,550,000,  to  be  used  as  a  loan  to  assist  Boston  Shipyard 
Corporation  in  the  acquisition  and  reactivation  of  the 
former  Bethlehem  Steel  Corporation's  Ship  Repair  facil- 
ity in  East  Boston. 

The  UDAG  funding,  which  the  proposed  order  makes 
possible,  will  enable  Boston  Shipyard  Corporation  to  se- 
cure financing  for  the  $7  million  project,  which  also  in- 
cludes S3  million  of  private  lender  financing  and  a  $1 .5 
million  loan  through  the  East  Boston  CDC  from  the  Mas- 
sachusetts Community  Development  Finance  Corpora- 
tion. 

Company  projections  show  that  within  three  years 
year-round  employment  will  total  1 76  workers.  For  these 
new  jobs,  the  company  has  agreed  to  the  hiring  goals  of  50 
percent  Boston  residents  and  25  percent  minorities,  and 
will  cooperate  with  the  community  and  public  agencies  in 
working  toward  these  goals. 

Although  not  having  UDAG  approval,  but  in  order  to 
secure  the  property,  the  company  has  already  invested  $1 
million  in  the  project  through  a  nonrefundable  deposit 
and  is  currently  leasing  the  site.  In  order  to  deliver  the 
remainder  of  the  purchase  price  by  May.  this  application 
for  UDAG  assistance  must  be  filed  by  the  HUD  deadline 
of  January  31.  1983. 

Accompanying  the  proposed  City  Council  order  for  the 
UDAG  are  the  key  elements  of  the  UDAG  application 
which  serve  as  a  summary  for  your  review.  Copies  of  the 
formal  application,  which  is  not  yet  complete,  will  be 
available  as  soon  as  it  is  finalized. 

Because  the  ship  repair  facility  is  an  integral  pan  of  the 
Port  of  Boston  and  its  reactivation  will  not  only  provide 
needed  jobs  but  also  contribute  to  the  continued  revital- 
ization  of  Boston  Harbor.  I  urge  your  approval  of  the  at- 
tached order.

The  Redevelopment  Plan  constitutes  EDIC/Boston's 
final  application  to  the  Massachusetts  Government  Land 
Bank  for  assistance  and  related  costs  of  a  portion  of  the 
Building  1 14  and  certain  adjacent  land.  While  the  Land 
Bank  has  granted  preliminary  approval  to  the  financing 
application,  the  Redevelopment  Plan  must  receive  the  en- 
dorsement of  the  City  Council  prior  to  the  statute  govern- 
ing the  Land  Bank. 

This  plan,  while  developed  specifically  for  the  Land 
Bank,  is  for  essentially  the  same  project  presented  to,  and 
as  approved  by  the  City  Council  in  July,  1982,  in  consid- 
eration of  the  Urban  Development  Action  Grant  applica- 
tion for  the  project.  The  role  of  the  Land  Bank's 
assistance  was  described  in  the  UDAG  application  and 
was  critical  to  achieving  HUD's  approval  of  the  UDAG. 

Accompanying  the  proposed  City  Council  order  are  the 
key  elements  of  the  Redevelopment  Plan  which  serve  as  a 
summary  for  your  review.  A  full  copy  of  the  Redevelop- 
ment Plan  has  been  provided  to  Councillor  Bruce  C.  Boil- 
ing in  his  capacity  as  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on 
Planning,  Development  and  Housing. 

The  proposed  Council  order  also  contains  a  designa- 
tion of  the  property  as  a  "decadent  area,"  pursuant  to 
chapter  212  of  the  Acts  of  1975,  which  will  enable  the 
Land  Bank  to  undertake  its  role  in  assisting  the  project 
using  its  broadest  capabilities. 

I  urge  your  approval  of  the  proposed  Council  order  and 
look  forward  to  the  successful  completion  of  this  most 
important  project.

With  this  letter  I  transmit  a  proposed  City  Council  or- 
der concerning  the  request  of  the  Economic  Development 
and  Industrial  Corporation  of  Boston  (EDIC/Boston)  for 
approval  of  the  Redevelopment  Plan  for  acquisition  and 
the  first  phase  renovation  of  the  Boston  Army  Base  Build- 
ing 1 14  in  South  Boston.  The  project  will  provide  manu- 
facturing space  for  displaced  garment  and  related 
companies  and  effect  the  retention  of  1 ,500  jobs  and  the 
creation  of  an  estimated  300  jobs. 

The  Redevelopment  Plan  dated  October  29,  1982,  con- 
stitutes EDIC/Boston's  Final  application  to  the  Massa- 
chusetts Government  Land  Bank  for  assistance  in  the 
amount  of  a  $1,450,000  loan  for  the  acquisition  and  re- 
lated costs  of  a  portion  of  Building  114  and  certain  adja- 
cent land.  While  the  Land  Bank  has  granted  preliminary 
approval  to  the  application,  their  final  approval  statuto- 
rily cannot  occur  until  the  Redevelopment  Plan  has  re- 
ceived the  approval  of  the  City  Council. 

The  enclosed  summary  of  the  Redevelopment  Plan  de- 
scribes the  project.  A  full  copy  of  the  Redevelopment 
Plan  is  available.  This  is  essentially  the  same  project  pre- 
sented to  and  as  approved  by  the  City  Council  in  July. 
1982,  in  consideration  of  the  Urban  Development  Action 
Grant  application.  The  role,  of  the  Land  Bank's  assist- 
ance was  described  in  the  UDAG  application  and  was  crit- 
ical to  achieving  the  UDAG  award.  Since  that  time  all 
other  financing  commitments  have  been  obtained  for  the 
project's  completion,  with  the  final  approval  of  the  Land 
Bank  assistance  bringing  the  total  financing  package  to 
completion.

Whereas,  The  plight  of  homeless  man  and  woman— 
and  even  children  from  destitue  families  in  our  city— is 
one  demanding  immediate  attention;  and

Whereas,  With  an  increasing  number  of  homeless  on

Whereas,  The  situation,  not  surprisingly,  has  conrtibu- 
ted  to  a  growing  incidence  of  tuberculosis,  a  disease

Section  200.  Composition  of  Board.  There  shall  be  in 
the  city  a  commission,  known  as  the  Emergency  Shelter 
Commission,  which  shall  be  under  the  charge  of  a  board 
consisting  of  the  director  of  public  facilities  or  his  desig- 
nee, the  commissioner  of  health  and  hospitals  or  his  des- 
ignee, and  three  commissioners,  appointed  by  the  mayor, 
at  least  one  of  whom  shall  be  affiliated  with  an  organiza- 
tion or  agency  which,  as  a  principal  activity,  provides 
emergency  shelter  to  homeless  individuals,  and  at  least 
one  of  whom  shall  have  demonstrated  experience  in  as- 
sisting members  of  families  disrupted  by  intrafamily  vio- 
lence. 

Each  commissioner  shall  serve  a  term  of  three  years, 
provided,  however,  that  of  the  members  first  appointed  to 
the  commission  one  shall  be  appointed  to  a  term  of  one 
year,  one  shall  be  appointed  to  a  term  of  two  years,  and 
one  shall  be  appointed  to  a  term  of  three  years.  Thereafter, 
the  mayor  shall  appoint  each  successor  to  a  term  of  three 
years.  Any  vacancy  in  office  of  a  commissioner  shall  be 
filled  in  like  manner  for  the  unexpired  term. 

The  commission  shall  elect  one  of  its  members  as  chair- 
person to  serve  in  that  capacity  for  a  term  of  one  year.

The  commission  shall 
in  conjunction  with  appropriate  private  and  public  agen- 
cies or  organizations  compile  and  publish  statistics  on  the 
number  of  homeless  individuals  in  the  city;  shall  work 
with  public  and  private  agencies  or  organizations  which 
function  to  shelter  homeless  persons  and  families  to  coor- 
dinate the  effort  of  such  agencies  or  organizations;  shall 
work  in  conjunction  with  city  departments,  agencies  and 
other  commissions  to  effectuate  the  use  of  vacant  public 
buildings  or  tax-foreclosed  buildings  as  temporary  shel-

VELOPMENT IN  BOSTON 

Coun.  BOLLING,  on  behalf  of  the  Committee  on  Plan- 
ning, Development  and  Housing,  submitted  the  follow- 
ing:

Redevelopment  Authority  to  devise  an  Urban  Renewal

IntroductionRecommendations 

In  early  October,  1982,  the  Planning,  Development  and 
Housing  Committee  continued  its  study  of  Boston's  hous- 
ing needs  and  investigated  viable  means  to  effectively  ad- 
dress those  needs  through  appropriate  legislative  action. 

A  series  of  community  meetings  were  held  throughout 
Boston  neighborhoods  to  ascertain  community  residents 
views  of  the  housing  concerns  in  their  respective  neigh- 
borhoods. 

Through  these  neighborhood  housing  hearings  and 
through  numerous  meetings  with  community  leaders, 
tenant  representatives,  nonprofit  housing  development 
agencies,  and  others  concerned  with  the  serious  housing 
problems,  the  Committee  has  gained  a  direct  assessment 
of  the  city's  most  immediate  and  crucial  housing  needs. 
The  information  gathered  from  the  hearings  in  conjunc- 
tion with  expert  testimony  from  housing  advocates  pro- 
vide the  infrastructure  upon  which  a  comprehensive 
housing  policy  can  be  constructed. 

In  studying  this  information,  two  very  important  funda- 
mental issues  were  raised  which  must  be  addressed  if  the 
city's  myriad  housing  problems  are  to  be  remedied: 

•  The  city  is  currently  experiencing  a  drastic  short- 
age in  rental  housing,  while  at  the  same  time  experienc- 
ing a  greater  demand  for  rental  housing.  Demands  for 
increased  rent  controls  and  limitations  on  accelerated 
condominium  development  are  serious  issues  for  many 
moderate-  and  low-income  city  dwellers  as  more  and 
more  commercial,  educational,  and  institutional  inter- 
ests vie  for  limited  city  space  while  residential  housing 
construction  and  development  is  minimal;  and 

•  The  city's  increasing  number  of  abandoned  proper- 
ties, especially  structures  with  one- to  six-family  units, 
serve  only  to  deprive  city  residents  of  a  much-needed 
source  of  shelter.  The  city's  unusually  high  abandoned 
property  count  also  has  the  dubious  distinction  of  con- 
tributing overwhelmingly  to  the  city's  nationally  publi- 
cized still  rampant  arson  problem. 

This  Committee  feels  that  the  loss  of  even  one  home  to 
arson  or  neglect  is  intolerable.  The  fact  that  this  problem 
is  further  exacerbated  by  bureaucratic  red  tape  which  hin- 
ders a  comprehensive,  effective,  rehabilitation  effort  is 
unconscionable. 

In  response  to  these  issues,  the  following  legislative  ini- 
tiatives represent  what  the  Committee  on  Planning,  De- 
velopment and  Housing  consider  to  be  the  most  equitable 
approach  to  solving  Boston's  multidimensional  housing 
dilemma: 

•  Link  all  future  commercial  office  development  to  a 
residential  housing  requirement; 

•  Mandates  the  pass  through  of  tax  and  expense 
abatements  or  savings  from  landlords  to  tenants; 

•  Establishes  an  Arson  Prevention  Commission 
which  can  ascertain  data,  perform  analyses,  and  make 
recommendations  to  law  enforcement  agencies  and 
community  based  groups; 

•  Requires  the  City  of  Boston  Building  Commis- 
sioner to  annually  investigate  and  pursue  resolution  of 
code  violations  in  Boston's  abandoned  properties; 

•  Requires  the  CollectorTreasurer  to  both  determine 
the  reasons  for  each  property's  tax  deliquency  and  pre- 
scribe appropriate  remedies; 

•  Requires  the  City  of  Boston  to  assist  the  Massachu- 
setts Land  Court  in  the  foreclosure  of  tax  delinquent 
properties; 


•  Allows  the  Boston  Redevelopment  Authority  to 
seize  abandoned  residential  structures  and  vacant  land, 
and  pass  these  on  to  developers; 

•  Requires  the  recapture  of  abandoned  properties 
which  are  sold  by  the  city  and  not  rehabilitated  within 
eighteen  months; 

•  Establishes  a  Housing  Development  Corporation 
which  can  lever  home  mortgage  and  housing  rehabilita- 
tion financing; 

•  Establishes  institutional  expansion  controls  which 
will  preclude  the  acquisition  of  residential  housing 
stock  by  universities  and  hospitals  without  a  city  per- 
mit. 

This  Committee  believes  that  these  recommendations 
and  the  following  in-depth  analyses  of  the  city's  most  crit- 
ical housing  problems  are  the  most  comprehensive  ap- 
proach to  providing  expanded  housing  opportunities  and 
represent  the  most  substantive  remedies  prescribed  thus 
far  concerning  housing  supply,  housing  abandonment, 
and  associated  problems.  It  is  also  felt  by  this  Committee 
that  the  housing  shortage  in  Boston  can  be  significantly 
abated  by  the  adoption  of  these  initiatives. 
Condominium  Conversion/Rent  Control 

The  Committee  earlier  introduced  a  comprehensive 
Rental  Housing  Equity  Act,  which  reauthorized  current 
rent  controls,  established  a  rent  increase  grievance  proce- 
dure, discouraged  displacement  of  tenants  from  con- 
verted units,  and  conditioned  rent  increases  on 
compliance  with  the  state  sanitary  and  fire  codes.  The 
Committee  is  grateful  the  City  Council  has  so  responsibly 
embraced  and  approved  this  crucial  legislation. 

Even  as  significant  as  these  rent  control  measures  are, 
the  consequences  of  Boston's  rental  housing  shortage  and 
the  value  of  imposing  short-term  solutions  such  as  addi- 
tional rent  controls,  was  hotly  debated  during  Committee 
hearings.  It  was  then,  and  is  now,  this  Committee's  con- 
tention that  if  the  city  had  an  abundant  market  supply  of 
rental  housing  stock,  there  would  be  no  need  for  city  gov- 
ernment to  regulate  rents,  evictions,  and  conversions  as 
the  market  would  absorb  any  reasonable  demand  for 
rental  housing. 

This  Committee  feels  that  in  light  of  no  national  hous- 
ing policy,  federal  cutbacks  in  section  8  subsidies,  spiral- 
ling rents,  and  escalating  housing  and  rehabilitation  costs 
the  city's  efforts  should  be  geared  toward  providing  ex- 
panded housing  opportunities.  There  are  two  ways  this 
can  be  achieved.  One  way  is  to  increase  the  supply  of  new 
housing;  the  other  is  to  preserve  through  rehabilitation 
existing  vacant,  abandoned,  and  underutilized  housing. 
Rental  Housing:  Increasing  the  Supply 

Seventy  percent  of  the  city's  residents  are  tenant  house- 
holds (renters).  By  all  demographic  expectations,  the 
probability  of  a  steady  increase  in  renters  is  very  real  as 
the  cost  of  buying  a  home  spirals  beyond  reach  for  many. 
Because  the  cost  of  suburban  housing  has  also  escalated, 
more  middle-  and  higher-income  residents  who  move 
back  to  Boston  to  take  advantage  of  increasing  city -based 
job  opportunities  are  finding  it  more  economical  to  rent 
rather  than  to  buy. 

These  trends  serve  only  to  tax  already  scare  accommo- 
dations especially  those  that  exist  for  low-  and  moderate- 
income  renters.  The  fact  is:  rental  housing  demands  far 
exceed  the  city's  present  supply.  In  view  of  the  city's  5 
percent  city-wide  housing  vacancy  rate,  the  necessity  is 
that  more  efforts  be  made  to  substantially  increase  the 
supply  of  housing. 

This  Committee  recognizes  a  key  remedy  in  increasing 
supply  is  to  create  supply.  New  policies  must  also  be  de- 
veloped to  assist  bureaucracy  in  making  resources  more 
readily  available  to  neighborhood  groups  and  organiza- 
tions with  a  proven  track  record  in  rehabilitating  aban- 
doned/vacant housing. 
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The  construction  of  new  housing  and  the  rehabilitation 
of  existing  housing  especially  in  the  much-needed  one-  to 
six-family  unit  categories  will  not  happen  unless  the  city 
is  innovative  in  creating  a  collaborative  approach  to  re- 
solving the  problem.  It  is  only  through  a  concerted  effort 
in  which  the  city,  federal,  private  and  neighborhood  sec- 
tors assume  a  shared  responsibility  for  expanded  housing 
opportunities,  that  the  city's  crisis  housing  situation  can 
be  remedied. 

This  Committee  feels  that  to  effectively  strike  a  balance 
between  the  demands  of  commercial  and  residential 
growth,  a  viable  relationship  must  be  created  to  encour- 
age a  policy  which  can  simultaneously  combine  commer- 
cial growth  with  residential  growth. 
Linking  Office  and  Housing  Production:  A  Proposal 

According  to  the  BRA,  25  percent  of  Boston  office 
workers  who  work  in  the  downtown  corridor  are  Boston 
residents.  The  continued  influx  of  office  workers  into  the 
city's  neighborhoods  has  increased  dramatically  as  down- 
town commercial  development  increasingly  become 
available.  This  trend  has  and  will  continue  to  adversely 
affect  the  housing  environment  by  decreasing  already 
scarce  housing  stock  and  the  supply  of  affordable  hous- 
ing. 

It  is,  therefore,  this  Committee's  recommendation  that 
commercial  office  development  be  linked  to  a  mandatory 
residential  housing  construction  requirement  under 
which: 

•  The  BRA  mandates  an  office  developer  to  produce 
one  unit  of  housing  for  every  four  prospective  employ- 
ees, or  approximately  one  unit  of  housing  for  every 
1 ,200  square  feet  of  new  office  construction; 

•  The  withholding  of  Certificates  of  Occupancy  for 
any  office  development  until  a  developer  has  satisfied 
his  mandate  through  new  construction,  rehabilitation 
or  commensurate  contribution  to  the  Boston  housing 
development  or  a  comparable  entity  whose  functions 
are  in  housing  development: 

•  The  reduction  of  a  housing  requirement  if  an  office 
developer  ( 1 )  procures  government  rental  subsidies ;  (2) 
sponsors  a  moderate-income  unit  without  government 
assistance;  and  (3)  sponsors  a  low-income  unit  without 
government  subsidies; 

•If  a  developer  failed  to  construct  or  cause  to  be  con- 
structed his  residential  housing  requirement,  a  com- 
mensurate amount  of  development  capital  must  be 
contributed  to  the  housing  development  corporation. 
The  basis  of  the  formula  which  would  be  used  to  com- 
pute housing  requirements  is  as  follows: 

1 .  Office  use  generates  one  employee  per  225  gross 
square  feet; 

2.  Based  on  available  data,  25  percent  of  all  office 
employees  reside  in  Boston; 

3.  Each  person  will  require  an  average  of  400  square 
feet  of  residential  space; 

4.  Approximately  1.4  working  adults  occupy  each 
residential  unit; 

Therefore,  the  formula  for  computing  housing  require- 
ments is: 

Gross  Sq.  Ft.  of  Proposed  Office  Space  -r  Number  of 
Gross  Sq.  Ft.  of  Office  Space  required  for  one  employee, 
x  percent  of  Office  Employees  Living  in  the  City  -r  the 
number  of  working  adults  occupying  each  household 
equals  Housing  Construction  Units. 

The  number  of  housing  units  may  be  decreased  depend- 
ing on  the  type  of  housing  produced.  For  example,  a  de- 
veloper would  receive  the  following  credits  toward  his 
overall  housing  responsibility: 

•  One  credit  for  construction  of  one  unit  of  market- 
rate  housing 

•  Two  credits  for  construction  of  one  unit  of  govern- 
ment-subsidized rental  housing 

•  Three  credits  for  construction  of  one  moderate-in- 


come housing  unit  not  subsidized  with  government  as- 
sistance 

•  Four  credits  for  construction  of  one  unit  of  low- 
income  housing  units  with  no  government  subsidy. 
The  BRA  would  assess  the  credits  toward  construction 
and  approve  them  when  a  developer  has  satisfied  the  re- 
quirement through  (a)  new  housing  construction  or;  (b) 
an  appropriately  assessed  contribution  to  the  housing  de- 
velopment corporation,  should  the  developer  not  honor 
his  building  requirement  through  actual  construction.  If 
this  mandate  had  been  in  place  prior  to  the  construction  of 
the  Copley  Place  development,  there  would  have  been 
enough  housing  produced  to  reduce  the  displacement 
which  preceded  and  will  follow  the  development.  For  ex- 
ample: 

Copley  Place  Development  Rental  Housing  Computa- 
tion: 
845,000  Sq.  Ft./Office  Space  -=-  225  Sq.  Ft.  required  for 
one  employee  x  .25  Office  Employees  Living  in  the  City 
h-  1 .4  working  adults  per  household,  equals  676  Housing 

Units. 
Total  housing  units  could  decrease  depending  upon  what 
types  or  rental  units  the  developer  chose  to  build. 
This  figure  represents  1  square  foot  of  housing  for 
every  3  sq.  ft.  of  office  development 
Information  contained  in  the  Wall  Street  Journal  (Janu- 
ary  11,  1983)  suggests  that  5.8  million  square  feet  of  of- 
fice space  will  be  completed  in  Boston  by  1986.  If  all  of 
this  commercial  building  fell  under  the  above  mandate, 
4,639  units  of  housing  would  be  added  to  the  city,  repre- 
senting a  2  percent  increase  in  the  housing  supply  by 
1986. 

This  proposal  for  linking  office  construction  with  resi- 
dential development  is  based  on  a  similar  program  cur- 
rently in  force  in  the  City  of  San  Francisco.  In  its  one-year 
tenure,  this  program,  called  the  San  Francisco  Office/ 
Housing  Production  Program  (OHPP),  has  added  2,174 
units  of  housing  to  that  city 's  housing  stock .  Notably,  only 
one  of  the  thirteen  developers  required  to  participate  in 
OHPP.  refused.

Section  100.  Purposes. 

Policy  statement  on  the  purposes  of  the  act. .  .essentially 
to:  (a)  lessen  the  impact  that  new  office  development 
places  on  the  housing  market;  (b)  to  encourage  and  man- 
date a  social  responsibility  by  developers;  (c)  to  promote 
the  public  welfare  and  to  better  the  quality  of  life.

H)  "Qualified  Housing  Developments"  —  all  new 
housing  developments  including  rental  units,  coopera- 
tives, condominiums,  multi-units,  single-family  units 
and  others  which  may  be  provided  for  student  housing. 
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I)  "Substantial  Rehabilitation"  —  that  which  costs  in 
excess  of  $20,000  per  apartment. 

J)  "Vacant  Housing"  —  that  which  requires  substantial 
rehabilitation  and  has  not  been  occupied  for  at  least  a 
year. 
Section  102.  Regulations. 

Requiring  that  no  person  shall  be  allowed  to  construct 
commercial  office  space  in  the  city  unless  they  have  com- 
plied with  the  following  provisions: 
Section  103.  Method  of  Computing  Housing  Require- 
ment. 

The  BRA,  using  the  following  formula,  will  compute 
housing  requirements  for  a  developer  of  commercial  of- 
fice space. 

Gross  Sq.  Ft.  of  Proposed  Office  Space;  Number  of 
Gross  Sq.  Ft.  of  Office  Space  required  for  one  employee, 
time  percent  of  Office  Employees  Living  in  the  City,  the 
Number  of  Working  adults  occupying  each  household:

B.  Three  for  one  if  the  developer  sponsors  a  moderate- 
income  unit  without  government  assistance; 

C.  Four  for  one  if  the  developer  sponsors  a  low-income 
unit  without  government  subsidies. 

In  all  of  the  aforementioned,  the  developer  may  opt  to 
receive  one  credit  per  bedroom  or  multiple  credits  per  af- 
fordable unit,  but  no  combination  of  the  same. 
Section  105.  Means  of  Complying  with  Housing  Re- 
quirements. 

An  office  developer  shall  opt  to  perform  his  require- 
ments through  construction  of  new  units  or  rehabilitation 
of  vacant  units. 

Section  106.  Developer  Who  Sponsors  a  Housing  Devel- 
opment. 

A  developer  must  provide  evidence  of  sponsorship  of 
housing  to  gain  approval  of  housing  credits,  including 
Purchase  Contract,  Option  Agreement,  Control  Agree- 
ments, etc. 

Section  107.  A  Developer  Who  Provides  Financial  As- 
sistance to  the  Project. 

Stipulates  the  exceptions  as  to  how  a  developer  may 
contribute  to  a  housing  development  if  he  is  not  the  spon- 
sor. 

He  MAY  NOT  contribute  solely  to  reduce  the  sale  price 
of  a  housing  accommodation  already  under  construction. 

The  development  must  Be:  (a)  under  the  control  of  the 
developer  prior  to  request  for  credits;  (b)  if  utilzing  HUD 
money,  HUD  must  have  completed  cost  reviews  and  de- 
termined that  project  qualifies  for  FHA  mortgage  insur- 
ance, (c)  financial  assistance  in  this  paragraph  is  limited 
to  the  following:

Section  108.  New  Construction. 

Requires  the  developer  submit  a  letter  from  financial 
intermediaries  which  indicates  why  the  original  contrac- 
tor could  not  complete  the  project  or  any  other  documen- 
tation. 
Section  109.  Rehabilitation  of  Vacant  Buildings. 

Necessitates  the  provision  of  a  specific  rehabilitation 
plan,  and  a  copy  of  proposed  deed  restrictions. 
Section  1 10.  Preliminary  Approval. 

Requires  a  developer  to  deliver  to  the  BRA  all  re- 
quested materials  for  a  preliminary  approval  of  housing 
credits.

This  allows  the  transfer  of  housing  credits  from  one  de- 
veloper to  another  if  one  may  have  abandoned  a  project. 
Section  1 14.  Severability. 

All  provisions  are  not  severable  if  any  one  provision 
shall  be  held  unconstitutional. 

ORDER  FOR  PETITION  FOR  SPECIAL  LAW  FOR

TON REDEVELOPMENT  AUTHORITY  FOR 
THE  CITY  OF  BOSTON 

Ordered,  That  a  petition  to  the  General  Court,  accom- 
panied by  a  bill  for  a  special  law  relating  to  the  City  of 
Boston  to  be  filed  with  an  attested  copy  of  this  order  be, 
and  hereby  is,  approved  under  clause  (1)  of  section  8  of 
article  2,  as  amended,  of  the  Amendments  to  the  Consti- 
tution of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts,  to  the  end 
that  legislation  be  adopted  providing  precisely  as  follows, 
except  for  clerical  or  editorial  changes  of  form  only: 
Section  100.  Purposes. 

The  purposes  of  this  act  are:  (a)  to  balance  the  impact 
the  construction  of  new  office  buildings  creates  upon  the 
demand  for  housing  in  excess  of  the  supply  provided  by 
the  current  housing  market  which  exists  in  the  City  of 
Boston;  (b)  to  assure  that  developers  of  new  office  build- 
ings, as  creators  of  new  jobs,  share  the  responsibility  of 
preserving  the  market  of  housing  in  the  City  of  Boston; 
and  (c)  by  furthering  such  purposes,  to  promote  the  pub- 
lic welfare  and  to  better  the  quality  of  life  in  the  City  of 
Boston. 
Section  101.  Definitions. 

As  used  in  this  act,  unless  a  contrary  intention  clearly 
applies,  the  following  words  shall  have  the  following 
meanings: 

(A)  "Affordable  Housing  Units,"  residential  rental 
units  which  are  to  be  rented  pursuant  to  covenant  for  at 
least  fifteen  years  to  low-  or  moderate-income  persons  or 
households  or  to  be  sold  to  low-  or  moderate-income  per- 
sons or  households,  the  housing  expense  for  which  do  not 
exceed  the  following:  rental  expense  shall  not  exceed  30 
percent  of  gross  monthly  income,  adjusted  for  family 
size;  homeownership  expense,  which  includes  the  ex- 
pense of  mortgage  principal,  interest,  property  tax,  and 
insurance,  or  homeownership  association  dues  shall  not 
exceed  40  percent  of  gross  monthly  income  adjusted  for 
family  size. 

(B)  "City,"  the  City  of  Boston. 

(C)  "Housing  Units,"  the  number  of  bedrooms  in  a 
dwelling  unit.  With  respect  to  housing  which  provides 
shared  living  accommodations  for  multiple  households  in 
board  and  care  facilities  and  congregate  living  facilities 
for  the  elderly  or  disabled,  the  accommodation  for  each 
individual  shall  count  as  one  housing  unit. 

(D)  "HUD,"  the  Department  of  Housing  and  Urban 
Development. 

(E)  "Low-  or  Moderate-Income  Persons  or  House- 
holds," low-income  persons  or  households  are  those 
whose  incomes  are  under  80  percent  of  the  median  in- 
come for  Boston;  moderate-income  persons  or  house- 
holds are  those  whose  incomes  are  between  80  percent 
and  120  percent  of  the  median  income  for  Boston. 
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(F)  "Project  Sponsor,"  a  developer  who  assumes  re- 
sponsibility for  a  residential  project  by  serving  as  an  eq- 
uity or  development  partner. 

(G)  "Neighborhood  Based  Nonprofit  Organization," 
an  organization,  duly  constituted  in  accordance  with 
chapter  180  of  the  General  Laws,  the  majority  of  whose 
membership,  clientele,  or  governing  body  are  residents 
of  the  neighborhood. 

(H)  "Qualified  Housing  Developments,"  all  housing 
developments  in  the  city,  except  for  those  already  under 
construction,  and  subject  to  the  limitations  set  forth 
herein,  including  without  limitation,  rental  units,  cooper- 
ative and  condominium  units,  multi-unit  buildings,  in- 
cluding without  limitation,  residential  hotels; 
single-family  homes  and  housing  for  those  with  special 
needs,  including  without  limitation,  board  and  care  facili- 
ties and  housing  for  students  of  undergraduate  and  gradu- 
ate levels. 

(I)  "Substantial  Rehabilitation,"  rehabilitation  which 
costs  in  excess  of  $20,000  per  dwelling  unit. 

(J)  "Vacant  Housing,"  housing  units  which  require  sub- 
stantial rehabilitation  and  which  have  not  been  occupied 
for  at  least  three  months  prior  to  the  request  for  prelimi- 
nary approval  of  housing  credits,  except  those  units 
owned  and  operated  by  a  government  agency  or  a  neigh- 
borhood-based, nonprofit  organization. 
Section  102.  Regulation. 

No  person  shall  be  designated  or  issued  a  permit  to  con- 
struct commercial  office  space  in  the  city  by  any  agency 
of  the  city,  as  shall  have  authority  to  designate  or  issued 
such  a  permit,  except  in  accordance  with  this  act. 

Section  103.  Method  of  Computing  Housing  Require- 
ment. 

The  Boston  Redevelopment  Authority  shall  use  the  fol- 
lowing formula  for  computing  housing  requirements  for 
developers  of  office  space  seeking  approval:  gross  square 
feet  of  office  space  proposed  for  construction,  divided  by 
the  city-wide  average  of  the  number  of  gross  square  feet  of 
office  space  the  use  of  which  requires  one  employee,  mul- 
tiplied by  the  quotient  of  the  percentage  of  office  employ- 
ees who  reside  in  the  city  divided  by  the  average  number 
of  employed  adults  who  occupy  each  household  in  the 
city. 
Section  104.  Multiple  Credits. 

The  following  multiple  credits  will  be  offered.  1 .  Two 
for  One  Credit:  the  office  developer  shall  be  credited  with 
two  housing  units  for  one  affordable  housing  unit  devel- 
oped for  rental  or  sale  with  the  assistance  of  government 
rental  or  operating  subsidies;  provided,  that  the  office  de- 
veloper makes  a  financial  investment  in  the  construction 
of  said  housing  units.  2.  Three  for  One  Credit:  the  office 
developer  shall  be  credited  with  three  housing  units  for 
one  affordable  housing  unit  developed  for  rental  or  sale  to 
moderate-income  households;  provided,  that  the  officer 
developer  constructs  or  causes  to  be  constructed  said 
housing  units  without  governmental  rental  or  operating 
subsidies.  3.  Four  for  One  Credit:  the  officer  developer 
shall  be  credited  with  four  housing  units  for  one  afforda- 
ble housing  unit  developed  for  low-income  households;

be  constructed  said  housing  units  without  governmental 
rental  or  operating  subsidies.  The  use  of  these  multiple 
credits  is  subject  to  the  following  limitation:  in  housing 
projects  with  multiple  bedroom  units,  the  developer  can 
elect  to  receive  either  one  credit  per  bedroom  or  multiple 
credits  for  each  affordable  dwelling  unit.  Application  of 
both  the  multiple  credits  and  the  credit  for  multiple  bed- 
rooms is  not  permitted.  For  housing  in  board  and  care 
facilities  and  shared  or  congregate  living  accommoda- 
tions, multiple  credits  may  be  applied  for  each  occupant 
qualifying  as  low  income. 

Section  105.  Means  of  Complying  with  Housing  Re- 
quirements. 


Any  office  developer  shall  elect  to  satisfy  the  housing 
requirements  either  by  constructing  or  rehabilitating  new 
affordable  housing  units  or  financing  the  construction  or 
rehabilitaion  of  vacant  buildings  into  affordable  housing 
units  by  tendering  to  the  Housing  Development  Corpora- 
tion the  amount  necessary  to  satisfy  the  housing  require- 
ment as  determined  by  the  Boston  Redevelopment 
Authority. 

Section  106.  Developer  Who  Sponsors  a  Housing  Devel- 
opment. 

An  office  developer  who  is  the  constructor  of  a  housing 
development  from  conception,  must  submit  along  with 
the  request  for  preliminary  approval  of  housing  credits,  a 
purchase  contract  or  option  agreement  documenting  con- 
trol over  the  development  site;  contracts  for  predevelop- 
ment  services,  including  without  limitation,  architectural 
and  engineering  services;  a  letter  of  intent  between  the 
commercial  developer  and  joint  partner;  and  a  rehabilita- 
tion plan. 

Section  107.  A  Developer  Who  Provides  Financial  As- 
sistance to  Project. 

If  an  office  developer  is  not  the  constructor  of  a  housing 
development,  financial  assistance  must  be  provided  to  a 
housing  development;  provided,  that  such  financial  as- 
sistance is  not  used  solely  to  reduce  the  sales  price  of  a 
■  housing  unit  already  under  construction  and  evidence  of 
site  control  is  submitted.  If  the  housing  development  is  a 
project  under  42  U.S.C.  section  1437(f),  that  project  is 
eligible  only  if:  HUD  has  completed  cost  reviews  and  has 
determined  that  project  development  costs  exceed  the 
FHA  statutory  limits  for  FHA  mortgage  insurance;  and 
the  applicant  for  said  section  1437(f)  subsidies  must  pro- 
vide satisfactory  proof  to  the  Boston  Redevelopment  Au- 
thority that  all  potential  sources  of  financing  have  been 
exhausted.  Financial  assistance  provided  by  an  office  de- 
veloper under  this  section  is  limited  to  the  following:  pro- 
viding credit  or  guaranteeing  of  the  loan;  providing 
private  equity  participation  mortgage  financing  for  a 
minimum  of  seven  years  for  affordable  housing;  subsidiz- 
ing debt  service  for  a  minimum  of  seven  years  to  make 
possible  permanent  financing  mortgages;  donating  land 
for  the  construction  of  a  new  building  or  donating  the 
building  to  be  rehabilitated;  or  providing  cash  necessary 
to  meet  part  of  the  development  costs. 
Section  108.  New  Construction. 

Upon  request  for  housing  credits  for  new  construction, 
the  following  must  be  submitted:  letter  from  investment 
sources  indicating  that  the  original  sponsor  of  the  housing 
project  cannot  secure  the  capital  necessary  to  complete 
the  project  from  other  sources;  or  documentation  of  the 
original  sponsor's  attempt  to  raise  debt  capital  from  con- 
ventional and  secondary  lenders;  documentation  of  the 
original  sponsor's  attempt  to  raise  equity  capital  through 
joint  venture  partnerships:  and  memoranda  of  agree- 
ments between  the  original  project  sponsor  and  the  office 
developer. 
Section  109.  Rehabilitation  of  Vacant  Buildings. 

Upon  request  for  housing  credits  for  rehabilitation  of 
vacant  buildings  a  building  specific  rehabilitation  plan 
and  evidence  of  vacancy  and  reasons  thereof  must  be  sub- 
mitted. 
Section  1 10.  Preliminary  Approval. 

The  office  developer  shall  submit  a  request  for  prelimi- 
nary approval  of  housing  credits.  The  developer  shall 
submit  all  information  or  documentation  requested  by  the 
Boston  Redevelopment  Authority.  The  developer  shall 
meet  with  the  Boston  Redevelopment  Authority  to  dis- 
cuss development  plans,  including  without  limitation, 
zoning  and  financial  needs. 
Section  111.  Final  Approval  of  Credits. 

The  Boston  Redevelopment  Authority  shall  issue  final 
approval  of  credit  provided  that  one  of  the  following  has 
occurred:  construction  of  new  housing  development  has 
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begun;  rehabilitation  of  vacant  buildings  has  been  com- 
pleted or  is  under  construction  and  the  office  developer 
has  posted  a  bond  or  a  letter  of  credit  equal  to  5  percent  of 
the  rehabilitation  costs  as  a  protection  against  cost  over- 
runs which  could  jeopardize  completion  of  the  rehabilita- 
tion; or  in  42  U.S. C.  section  1437  (f)  projects,  HUD  has 
issued  an  initial  endorsement. 
Section  112.  Final  Certificate  of  Occupancy. 

A  final  certificate  of  occupancy  for  the  office  building 
shall  be  issued  only  upon  the  final  approval  of  housing 
credits  by  the  Boston  Redevelopment  Authority. 
Section  1 13.  Transfer  of  Approval. 

Preliminary  housing  credit  approval  or  final  housing 
credit  approval  may  be  transferred  to  another  office  de- 
veloper provided  that  the  original  office  developer  has 
abandoned  or  withdrawn  the  office  development  upon 
which  the  Boston  Redevelopment  Authority  has  imposed 
housing  requirements.  Abandonment  or  withdrawal  shall 
be  evidence  by  withdrawal  of  the  building  permit  applica- 
tion, the  office  developer  has  accumulated  more  housing 
credits  than  required  or  potentially  required  for  office  de- 
velopments; and  the  transferee  of  said  housing  credits  has 
obtained  written  approval  of  such  transfer  from  the  Bos- 
ton Redevelopment  Authority. 
Section  114.  Severability. 

The  provisions  of  this  act  are  severable,  and  if  any  of  the 
provisions  shall  be  held  unconstitutional  or  otherwise  in- 
valid by  any  court  of  competent  jurisdiction,  the  decision 
of  such  court  shall  not  affect  or  impair  any  of  the  remain- 
ing provisions. 
Institutional  Expansion  Control. 

Tax-exempt  public  properties,  specifically  hospitals, 
schools,  and  other  nonprofit  entities  comprise  a  substan- 
tial amount  of  privately  owned  property  in  the  city. 

For  several  years  now,  a  number  of  Boston  neighbor- 
hoods that  border  schools,  hospitals  and  other  nonprofit 
institutions  have  had  to  bear  the  brunt  of  rapidly  escalat- 
ing institutional  expansion  which  is  neither  adequately 
controlled  or  licensed.  The  Fenway,  Mission  Hill,  China- 
town, Allston-Brighton,  and  Back  Bay  are  being  increas- 
ingly deprived  of  available  rental  housing  by 
uncontrolled  expansion. 

Beyond  the  convenience  of  purchasing  large  blocks  of 
neighboring  housing,  the  institutions  have  yet  another  in- 
ducement to  buying  these  properties .  Because  of  an  insti- 
tution's  tax-exempt  status,  most  properties  acquired 
through  purchase  are  also  declared  tax-exempt  and  only 
require  a  minimal  in-lieu-oftax  payment  to  the  city.  Many 
of  the  areas  where  supply  of  rental  housing  is  being  de- 
pleted by  uncontrolled  institutional  expansion  are  also  be- 
ing impacted  by  commercial  expansion. 

The  attached  ordinance  establishing  controls  relative  to 
institutional  expansion  was  passed  despite  a  mayoral  veto 
on  Wednesday,  January  26,  1983.  This  ordinance  will 
limit  continued,  unchecked,  unlicensed  institutional 
growth  at  the  expense  of  neighborhood  preservation  by: 
•Requiring  all  buildings  which  are  either  owned  or 
controlled  (i.e.,  25  percent  occupied)  by  a  public 
institution,  to  be  licensed  at  $500  annualy. 
•Making  licensing  contingent  upon  certified  compli- 
ance with  State  Sanitary,  Building  and  Zoning 
Codes. 

•Requiring  licensed  dormitories  to  post  a  20-inch 
sign,  have  a  legal  age  resident  manager,  and  post  its 
license. 
•Requiring  no  public  institution  to  remove  a  residen- 
tial unit  from  the  market  without  a  Rent  Control 
Board-issued  permit. 
•Requiring  board  to  issue  permits  only  if: 

a)  there  is  no  hardship  to  residing  tenants; 

b)  there  is  no  shortage  of  low-  and  moderate-in- 
come housing; 

c)  there  is  no  general  adverse  effect; 

d)  benefits  of  issuance  clearly  outweigh  adverse 
effects. 


•Imposing  a  penalty  for  non-compliance  with  the 
permit  process,  $500  per  violation  and  $200  daily  if 
such  continues  beyond  thirty  days. 
•Requiring  the  Collector- Treasurer  to  annually  pub- 
lish the  in-lieu-oftax  payments  assessed  or  received 
from  properties  owned  by  tax-exempt  public  insti- 
tutions. 

•Requiring  the  Police  Commissioner  to  biannually 
prepare  a  report  about  licensed  dormitories  show- 
ing: a)  the  number  of  incidents  of  noise  and  public 
disorder;  b)  the  number  of  fires;  c)  the  number  of 
incidents  of  uncollected  refuse  complaints;  d)  a 
summary  of  student  arrests  in  the  city;  e)  the  num- 
ber of  crimes  occurring  in  or  attributable  to  stu- 
dents; 

•Requiring  the  Fire  Commissioner  to  annually  in- 
spect and  issue  a  $50  safety  permit  insuring  full 
compliance  with  code. 
Rental  Housing/Tax  Rebate  for  Renters 

Because  of  Proposition  2  Vi ,  many  of  Boston's  residen- 
tial property  owners  have  received  substantial  decreases 
in  their  real  estate  taxes,  thereby  reducing  the  total  gross 
operating  expenses  which  are  used  to  calculate  rent. 
Some  apartment  owners  have  received  up  to  a  50  percent 
reduction  in  their  real  estate  taxes.  Yet,  these  savings  are 
not  passed  on  to  the  renter.  However,  increases  in  real  es- 
tate taxes  historically  have  been  passed  onto  the  renter  in 
the  form  of  higher  rent. 

It  seems  only  fair  and  equitable  to  this  Committee  that 
decreases  in  real  estate  taxes  be  passed  on  in  the  same 
manner  as  increases. 

The  Committee,  therefore,  recommends  the  adoption 
of  the  attached  order  which  will: 

•  Entitle  tenants  of  buildings  with  four  or  more  units 
(approx.  86,000  units)  to  a  proportionate  share  of 
real  estate  tax  reductions. 

•  Require  the  apartment  property  owner  to,  within 
thirty  days  of  receiving  an  annual  tax  bill,  notify 
tenants  of  assessed  taxes ,  prev  iously  paid  taxes  and 
any  amount  of  reduction  forthcoming. 

•  Require  rebate  or  rent  reduction  to  the  tenant  be- 
cause of  reduced  operating  expense  to  the  property 
owner. 

ORDER  FOR  PETITION  FOR  SPECIAL  LAW  TO  EN- 
TITLE TENANTS  IN  CITY  OF  BOSTON  TO  A 
PROPORTIONATE  SHARE  OF  REAL  ESTATE 
TAX  REDUCTIONS 

Ordered,  That  a  petition  to  the  General  Court,  accom- 
panied by  a  bill  for  a  special  law  relating  to  the  City  of 
Boston  to  be  filed  with  an  attested  copy  of  this  order  be, 
and  hereby  is,  approved  under  clause  (1)  of  section  8  of 
article  2,  as  amended,  of  the  Amendments  to  the  Consti- 
tution of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts,  to  the  end 
that  legislation  be  adopted  providing  precisely  as  follows, 
except  for  clerical  or  editorial  changes  of  form  only: 

Section  1 .  The  tenant  of  any  unit  of  housing  accommo- 
dation in  the  City  of  Boston  located  in  any  building  or 
structure  containing  more  than  four  units  of  housing  ac- 
commodations shall  be  entitled  to  a  proportionate  share  of 
the  reduction  in  any  fiscal  year  of  the  real  estate  tax  as- 
sessed on  the  whole  of  the  building  or  structure  in  or  upon 
which  the  housing  accommodation  is  located.  The  ten- 
ant's proportionate  share  of  the  real  estate  tax  reduction 
shall  be  based  upon  the  tenant's  proportionate  share  of 
floor  space  in  the  entire  building  or  structure  in  which  the 
housing  accommodation  is  located.  Two  or  more  adjoin- 
ing buildings  or  structures  under  common  legal  or  benefi- 
cial ownership  shall  constitute  a  single  building  or 
structure  for  the  purposes  of  this  act. 

Section  2.  The  lessor  or  owner  of  any  housing  accom- 
modation occupied  by  a  tenant  who  is  entitled  to  a  propor- 
tionate share  of  a  reduction  in  real  estate  taxes  pursuant  to 
section  1  of  this  act  shall  provide  each  tenant  with  a  writ- 
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ten  notice  which  includes  the  total  current  taxes  assessed 
on  the  property  for  the  current  fiscal  year,  as  well  as  the 
total  taxes  paid  on  the  property  for  the  prior  fiscal  year. 
Such  notice  shall  contain  the  amount  of  the  tenant's  share 
which  may  be  rebated  to  him  or  deducted  from  his  rent. 
This  notice  shall  be  provided  to  the  tenants  within  thirty 
days  of  the  receipt  of  a  tax  bill  in  any  fiscal  year. 

Section  3 .  When  used  in  this  act  the  following  terms 
shall  have  the  following  meanings: 

a)  Tenant:  a  tenant,  subtenant,  lessee,  sublessee  or 
other  person,  entitled  under  the  terms  of  a  rental  hous- 
ing agreement  to  the  use  and  occupancy  of  any  housing 
accommodation. 

b)  Rental  Housing  Agreement:  An  agreement,  oral, 
written  or  implied,  between  a  landlord  and  tenant  for 
use  and  occupancy  of  a  housing  accommodation  and 
for  housing  services. 

c)  Housing  Accommodation:  any  building,  structure 
or  part  thereof  or  land  apurtenant  thereto,  or  any  other 
real  or  personal  property  rented  or  offered  for  rent  for 
living  or  dwelling  purposes,  within  the  city  except  ac- 
commodations in  hotels,  motels,  inns,  tourist  homes, 
and  rooming  or  boarding  houses  which  are  occupied  in 
the  majority  by  transient  guests  for  a  period  of  fewer 
than  fourteen  consecutive  days. 

Abandoned  Property:  Assessing  the  Market  and  Associ- 
ated Problems. 

This  Committee  feels  that  it  is  not  enough  to  simply 
provide  and  insure  ways  of  developing  new  and  affordable 
housing  units  or  to  provide  renter  rebates  to  defray  spiral- 
ing  living  expenses  or  to  effectively  control  and  license 
institutional  expansion. 

Rehabilitation  and  revitalization  of  existing  vacant/a- 
bandoned property  is  also  an  important  component  to 
remedying  the  city's  critical  housing  shortage. 

The  development  of  new  property  in  conjunction  with 
instituting  and  supporting  community  organizations  with 
a  proven  track  record  in  the  area  of  rehabilitation  is  the  key 
to  solving  part  of  the  abandonment  problem  and  returning 
those  properties  to  the  housing  market. 

The  problem  of  abandonment  and  its  accompanying 
blight  and  decay  has  for  too  long  been  one  of  the  city's 
darker  heritages,  casting  the  shadow  of  economic  decline 
on  many  of  Boston's  neighborhoods.  Many  of  these  unin- 
habited, deserted  structures  have  become  fire  traps  add- 
ing substantially  to  the  already  epidemic  city-wide  arson 
problem.  The  presence  of  abandoned/vacant  housing,  be- 
side adding  to  the  arson  problem,  also  adds  to  the  decay  of 
.the  community.  This  condition  further  dampens  commu- 
nity spirit  and  pride  in  Boston's  neighborhoods.  The  es- 
calating arson  problem,  especially,  is  a  situation  that 
necessitates  immediate  and  continuous  action.  Rampant 
arson,  however,  is  probably  the  most  visible  consequence 
of  abandonment.  The  rash  of  fires  in  abandoned  buildings 
is  a  symptom  of  disinvestment  which  serves  only  to  dis- 
courage economic  growth  and  neighborhood  develop- 
ment. 

According  to  the  1980  U.S.  Census,  there  are  over 
5,000  units  of  vacant/abandoned  housing  in  Boston.  The 
Mayor's  Office  of  Housing  has  no  classification  for  an 
additional  5,000  housing  units,  suggesting  that  there  are 
as  many  as  10,000  vacant,  underutilized  housing  units  in 
the  city.  The  immediate  return  of  these  10,000  housing 
units  to  the  rental  market  would  increase  this  housing 
stock  by  as  much  as  6  percent. 

To  give  adequate  and  appropriate  attention  to  the  prob- 
lem of  abandonment,  it  is  also  necesary  to  examine  the 
foreclosure  process  which  fails  to  effectively  discourage 
large-scale  abandonment.  This  process  must  be  exam- 
ined and  streamlined  to  insure  efficient  and  expedient 
methods  to  the  acquisition  and  disposition  of  tax  delin- 
quent vacant,  abandoned  buildings. 

This  Committee  proposes  the  following  legislative 


action  which  would  address  the  city's  distressed  housing 
stock  as  it  relates  to  the  problems  of  arson  as  well  as  to  the 
disposition  and  rehabilitation  of  tax-delinquent  proper- 
ties. 
Abandonment/ Arson 

It  is  no  small  wonder  that  the  City  of  Boston  recently 
won  national  attention  as  a  city  on  fire,  further  pointing  to 
the  city's  distressed  housing  condition  as  the  primary 
cause. 

Several  years  ago,  the  South  End,  and  Fenway  areas  of 
the  city  were  plagued  by  rampant  arson.  Today,  these  ar- 
eas have  been  substantially  rehabilitated  and  of  late  are 
experiencing  a  flourish  of  condominium  development 
giving  rise  to  a  speculation  by  many  of  an  arson-for-profit 
motive. 

Today,  the  city 's  arson  problem  has  traveled  a  new  route 
and  many  contend  there  is  a  different  motive.  In  Rox- 
bury  (especially  the  hard-hit  Highland  Park  area),  Dor- 
chester and  Jamaica  Plain  areas  of  the  city,  neighborhood 
groups  and  citizens  point  to  the  increased  incidents  of  ar- 
son as  a  conspiracy  to  effectively  move  poor  and  minority 
citizens  from  these  areas  which  are  becoming  increas- 
ingly appealing  because  of  their  proximity  to  downtown 
areas,  and  with  the  Southwest  Corridor  Project  nearing 
completion,  these  areas  will  become  even  more  valuable. 

The  rampant  arson  problem  coupled  with  Proposition 
2  Vi  induced  Fire  Department  layoffs  and  the  diminished 
capacity  by  the  Fire  Department  to  conduct  inspections  at 
the  neighborhood  level,  present  an  intolerable  condition. 

In  order  for  the  city  to  address  the  serious  arson  prob- 
lem currently  plaguing  Boston,  an  Arson  Prevention 
Commission  should  be  established  immediately.  This 
commission  would  work  with  community  groups  and  res- 
idents who  have  organized  and  who  have  demonstrated 
their  concerns  about  arson.  The  affixed  ordinance  would 
effect  the  following: 

•  Require  the  Building  Commissioner  to  conduct  an 
annual  inspection  of  all  abandoned  and  uninhab- 
ited buildings  and  code  violations  by  neighbor- 
hood, indexing  the  type  of  property  (i.e.,  single, 
two  family,  etc . )  and  condition  of  property,  and  that 
a  report  be  submitted  to  the  Mayor  and  City  Coun- 
cil no  later  than  May  1  annually. 

•  The  establishment  of  a  nine-member  Arson  Pre- 
vention Commission  comprised  of  the  Fire  Com- 
missioner, the  Mayor's  Housing  Advisor,  the 
Commissioner  of  Inspectional  Services,  Commis- 
sioner of  Public  Facilities,  Police  Commissioner. 
Commissioner  of  Real  Property  and  three  mem- 
bers from  impacted  neighborhoods.  This  commit- 
tee would  convene  monthly  to  analyze  and  evaluate 
substantial  programmatic  initiatives  and  develop 
programs  to  increase  the  public's  awareness  re- 
garding arson.  Quarterly  reports  must  also  be  writ- 
ten and  submitted  to  the  Mayor  and  City  Council. 

•  The  Arson  Prevention  Commission  will  develop 
programmatic  initiatives  and  arson  prevention  pro- 
grams throughout  the  city,  particularly  in  impacted 
areas  and  work  in  conjunction  with  existing  anti- 
arson  groups  to  recommend  funding  where  appro- 
priate. 

•  The  APC  may  utilize  the  services  of  all  city  depart- 
ments and  may  adopt  any  rules  or  regulations 
which  may  further  its  purposes. 

Ordinance  Amending  Certain  Annual  Activity  by  Build- 
ing Commissioner  of  City  of  Boston 

City  of  Boston 
In  the  Year  Nineteen  Hundred  and  Eighty-three 

An  Ordinance 
Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston,  in  accord- 
ance with  the  provisions  of  Massachusetts  General 
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Laws  chapter  43B,  section  13,  and  any  other  applica- 
ble law,  as  follows: 
CBC  Ordinances  Title  9,  section  2,  is  hereby  amended 
by  adding  a  fourth  and  fifth  subclause  which  reads  as  fol- 
lows: 

(4)  to  conduct  annually  an  inspection  of  all  abandoned  and 

uninhabited  buildings  located  in  the  city  and  to  deter- 
mine building  code  violations  contained  therein  and 
shall  pursue  resolutions  of  such  violations  in  accord- 
ance with  the  law. 

(5)  to  submit  to  the  City  Council  no  later  than  May  1  of 

each  year  a  report  documenting  on  a  neighborhood 
basis  the  type  of  property,  the  number  of  parcels,  and 
the  condition  of  the  property  of  all  abandoned  and 
uninhabited  buildings  located  in  the  city  and  the  en- 
cumbrances thereupon. 

Ordinance  to  Establish  the  Arson 
Prevention  Commission 

Section  100.  Composition  of  Board.  There  shall  be  in 
the  city  a  board,  known  as  the  Arson  Prevention  Commis- 
sion, consisting  of  the  fire  commissioner,  the  police  com- 
missioner, the  commissioner  of  inspectional  services,  the 
commissioner  of  public  facilities,  and  the  commissioner 
of  real  property,  serving  in  ex  officio  capacities,  and  four 
commissioners,  who  shall  be  residents  of  the  four  dis- 
tricts established  by  city  of  Boston  code,  Ordinance  of 
1982,  chapter  6  with  the  most  incidents  of  arson  in  the 
twelve  months  preceding  appointment,  appointed  by  the 
Mayor.  Each  commissioner  shall  serve  a  term  of  three 
years.  Any  vacancy  in  office  of  a  commissioner  shall  be 
filled  in  like  manner  for  the  unexpired  term. 

The  commissioners  shall  elect  one  of  its  members  as 
chairman  and  another  as  vice-chairman  to  serve  in  these 
capacities  for  terms  of  one  year.  The  commission  shall 
elect  a  secretary  who  need  not  be  a  member  of  the  com- 
mission. 

The  commissioners  shall  serve  without  compensation, 
and  shall  be  deemed  special  municipal  employees  for  the 
purposes  of  chapter  268A  of  the  General  Laws. 

Section  200.  Powers  and  Duties.  The  comission  shall 
meet  at  least  once  a  month;  shall  investigate  fires  of  suspi- 
cious origin  in  the  city  upon  receipt  of  a  complaint  or  upon 
its  own  initiation;  shall  study  the  problem  of  arson  in  the 
city;  shall  work  with  neighborhood  organizations  to  im- 
plement remedies  arrived  at  by  studying  the  problem  of 
arson  in  the  city;  shall  from  time  to  time,  and  a  least  once 
a  year,  make  written  reports  assessing  incidents  on  a 
neighborhood  basis  and  recommend  means  to  prevent  ar- 
son to  the  Mayor  and  City  Council;  shall  conduct  either 
independently  or  in  conjunction  with  any  appropriate 
agency  such  programs  relating  to  the  prevention  of  arson 
in  the  city  as  the  commission  deems  necessary;  and  shall 
propose  new  programs  for  the  city  and  request  proper  fi- 
nancing for  such  programs  as  the  commission  deems  fea- 
sible in  view  of  the  particular  program  and  the  needs  of  the 
city  in  regard  to  arson  prevention. 

Section  300.  Other  City  Agencies.  The  services  of  all 
city  departments,  agencies  and  other  commissions  shall 
be  made  available  to  the  commission  for  the  purposes  of 
effectuating  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance.  The  head  of 
any  department,  agency  or  other  commission  shall  fur- 
nish information  in  the  possession  of  such  department, 
agency  or  other  commission  when  the  commission  so  re- 
quests and  where  such  information  relates  to  the  duties  of 
the  commission. 

Section  400.  Rules  and  Regulations.  The  commission 
may  promulgate  such  rules  and  regulations  consistent 
with  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance  and  the  laws  of  the 
Commonwealth  as  will  further  the  provisions  of  this  ordi- 
nance. The  commission  shall  adopt  rules  of  procedure  for 
conducting  investigations  and  hearings. 


Section  500.  Severability.  The  provisions  of  this  ordi- 
nance are  severable  and  if  any  provision  shall  be  held  to  be 
unconstitutional  or  otherwise  invalid  by  any  court  of 
competent  jurisdiction,  then  such  provision  shall  be  con- 
sidered separately  and  apart  from  the  remaining  provi- 
sions of  this  ordinance,  which  shall  remain  in  full  force 
and  effect. 

Section  600.  Publication.  The  provisions  of  City  of  Bos- 
ton Code,  Ordinances,  Title  2,  section  752,  to  the  con- 
trary notwithstanding,  this  ordinance  shall  be  published 
by  action  of  the  city  council  in  passing  same. 
Abandonment/Tax  Delinquency. 

Tax-delinquent,  residential  properties  in  Boston  are  the 
result  of  many  factors  ranging  from  gross  negligence  to 
severe  economic  hardship. 

A  recent  survey  by  the  city  Assessing  Department  iden- 
tified over  1 ,300  residential  housing  structures  with  a  tax 
delinquency  greater  than  $6,000.  Disinvestment  in  Bos- 
ton's neighborhoods,  a  zero  demand  for  some  properties, 
and  adverse  economic  conditions  attribute  to  much  of  the 
delinquency,  and  while  some  properties  are  delinquent 
because  of  economic  circumstances  and  may  require  res- 
olution through  city  assistance,  other  properties  need  to 
be  foreclosed  expeditiously  in  order  to  return  these  prop- 
erties to  the  tax  roles. 

Currently,  there  does  not  exist  a  streamlined,  efficient 
expedient  method  to  accelerate  the  foreclosure  of  delin- 
quent properties.  The  present  foreclosure  process  is  cum- 
bersome and  complicated  and  further  exacerbates  the 
acquisition  and  eventual  disposition  of  property  in  tax  ar- 
rears for  rehabilitation. 

This  Committee  feels  that  a  system  should  be  imple- 
mented to  determine  the  reasons  for  tax  delinquency  on 
any  given  Boston  property,  and  that  this  determination  of 
problem  identification  be  facilitated  by  a  system  that  is 
maintained  to  routinely  expedite  the  foreclosure  of  these 
properties.    . 

This  Committee,  therefore,  recommends  a  two-prong 
approach  for  determining  the  reasons  for  tax  delinquency 
and  the  expedient  foreclosure  of  those  properties  for  reha- 
bilitation: 

To  identify  and  determine  the  reasons  for  tax  delin- 
quent properties,  there  should  be  the  following  require- 
ments: 

•  that  the  Mayor,  acting  through  the  Collec- 
tor/Treasurer, annually  conduct  a  survey  of  all  tax- 
delinquent,  Boston  properties  to  determine  the 
reasons  such  delinquencies  exist  and  the  remedies 
that  may  be  offered;  and 

•  that  foreclosure  proceedings  of  tax-delinquent 
property  be  effected  after  two  years  if  it  is  deter- 
mined that  circumstances  warrant  such  action. 

To  expedite  the  foreclosure  of  tax-delinquent  proper- 
ties, the  attached  order  and  petition  for  a  special 
law  will: 

•  require  the  Mayor,  acting  through  the  Col- 
lector/Treasurer, to  request  a  ruling  from 
Massachusetts  Land  Court  to  allow  the  City 
of  Boston  to  perform  its  own  examinations 
to  identify  property  owners;  and 

•  require  the  Boston  Redevelopment  Authority  to 
devise  a  comprehensive  Urban  Renewal  Plan 
which  will  allow  the  seizure  of  properties  which 
are  tax-delinquent  and  abandoned  but  which  may 
be  rehabilitated. 

Ordinance  Amending  Annual  Activities  by  City  of  Bos- 
ton Collector-Treasurer 

City  of  Boston 

In  the  Year  Nineteen  Hundred  Eighty-three 

An  Ordinance 

Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston,  as  follows: 

CBC  Ordinance,  Title  6,  s.  160A  is  hereby  created  by 

adding  a  paragraph  to  read  as  follows: 
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"The  Collector/Treasurer  shall  annually  con- 
duct a  complete  survey  of  all  properties  located  in  the 
City  of  Boston  which  carry  a  tax-delinquent  designa- 
tion and  determine  the  reasons  or  circumstances  for 
such  delinquency  and  further  determine  and  cause  to 
be  executed  those  remedies  the  City  of  Boston  may 
provide." 

Order  for  the  City  of  Boston  to  Assist  the  Land  Court  of 
the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  in  the  Foreclo- 
sure of  Tax  Delinquent  Properties  Located  in  Boston 

Ordered,  That,  to  expedite  the  timely  notification  of 
tax-delinquent  property  owners  during  a  foreclosure 
process  on  said  property,  the  Mayor,  acting  through  the 
Collector/Treasurer  shall  request  of  the  Land  Court  of  the 
Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  a  ruling  for  the  allow- 
ance of  local  property  examinations  by  the  appropriate 
City  of  Boston  personnel. 

Order  for  Petition  for  Special  Law  to  Require  BRA  to  De- 
vise Urban  Renewal  Program  for  City  Neighbor- 
hoods 


Ordered,  That  a  petition  to  the  General  Court,  accom- 
panied by  a  bill  for  a  special  law  relating  to  the  City  of 
Boston  to  be  filed  with  an  attested  copy  of  this  order  be, 
and  hereby  is,  approved  under  clause  (1)  of  section  8  of 
article  2,  as  amended,  of  the  Amendments  to  the  Consti- 
tution of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts,  to  the  end 
that  legislation  be  adopted  providing  precisely  as  follows, 
except  for  clerical  or  editorial  changes  of  form  only: 

Chapter  652  of  the  Acts  of  1960,  as  amended,  is  hereby 
further  amended  by  adding  at  the  end  of  section  12: 

The  Authority  shall  further  prepare  and  from  time  to 
time  amend  a  long-range  Comprehensive  Urban  Renewal 
Program  designed  to  prov  ide  for  the  acquisition  of  tax  de- 
linquent, abandoned,  residential  structures  and  vacant 
lands  which  are  suitable  for  housing  construction  or  reha- 
bilitation, provided,  however,  that  all  such  residential 
structures  and  vacant  lands  acquired  shall  be,  in  a  timely 
manner,  conveyed  to  residential  real  estate  developers  or 
persons  who  shall  by  mandate  of  the  Authority  rehabili- 
tate the  structure  or  land  within  twenty-four  months.  Such 
a  program  shall  specify  the  Urban  Renewal  projects  to  be 
undertaken  in  the  ten  years  following  the  year  in  which 
such  program  is  prepared,  the  estimated  cost  of  each  such 
project,  the  proposed  commencement  and  completion 
dates  thereof,  and  to  the  extent  practicable,  proposed  or 
alternative  sites  therefor. 

Abondonment/Rehabilitation 

In  the  absence  of  a  national  housing  policy  and  federal 
cutbacks  in  subsidies,  coupled  with  rapidly  escalating 
housing  costs  and  high-interest  rates,  many  neighbor- 
hood groups  currently  involved  in  rehabilitation  have 
been  stifled  in  their  efforts  to  provide  additional  housing. 
Economically,  the  rehabilitative  approach  to  housing  has 
proven  to  be  the  least  costly  way  to  expand  housing  oppor- 
tunities. Without  other  sources  of  funding,  there  is  little 
hope  of  continuing  the  success  stories  of  neighborhood- 
based  rehabilitation  programs  like  Jamaica  Plain's  Urban 
Edge,  Living  in  Dorchester,  Inc.,  South  End's  IBA,  Inc., 
the  Greater  Boston  Community  Development,  Inc.  and 
others. 

This  Committee  feels  that  if  the  City  of  Boston  is  ever  to 
recapture  the  vacant  housing  market,  city  monies  must  be 
levered  with  monies  from  the  private  sector  to  provide 
decent,  affordable  housing  to  Boston's  residents.  How- 
ever, it  is  imperative  that  the  city  take  the  lead  in  develop- 
ing a  long-term,  continuous  commitment  to  this  end. 


Recommendation 

The  Committee  proposes  the  establishment  of  an  entity 
which  can  act  as  a  financial  intermediary  in  the  construc- 
tion or  rehabilitation  or  purchase  of  housing.  The  creation 
of  a  housing  development  corporation,  therefore,  would 
be  empowered  to: 

•  Solicit,  accept  and  expend  monies  from  any  source 
for  the  purpose  of: 

1)  housing  rehabilitation 

2)  mortgage  insurance  or  security 

3)  equity  subsidy  for  purchasers 

4)  completing  any  reasonable  purchase  agree- 
ments 

•  Acquire  or  lease  property,  perform  renovations, 
maintain  it  and/or  sell  property 

•  Borrow  money,  accept  debt  and  use  assets  to  secure 
debt. 

•  Purchase,  service,  sell  or  deal  with  mortgages 
used  to  finance  the  rehabilitation  or  acquisition  of 
family  residences. 

The  Housing  Development  Mortgage  Corporation 
Section  100.  Creation  of  Corporation. 
To  consist  of  seven  members  appointed  by  the  Mayor. 
2  employed  in  the  mortgage  lending  industry 
1  employed  in  the  building  and  rehabilitation  in- 
dustry 
1  employed  in  the  real  estate  industry 
1  experienced  in  municipal  government 
1  shall  be  a  person  of  low  income 
The  Mayor  designates  the  chair  and  vice-chair 
A  majority  constitutes  a  quorum 
All  members  shall  be  appointed  to  staggered  time 

Section  101 .  General  Powers  and  Duties 

The  power  to  appoint  and  remove  a  director,  a  clerk,  a 
treasurer  or  other  personnel  deemed  necessary: 

Shall  keep  accurate  accounts  of  receipts  and  expendi- 
tures making  an  annual  report  to  the  Mayor,  City  Council 
and  Clerk; 

Shall  also  record  and  report  land  acquisition  cost, 
mortgages  executed  for  rehabilitation  of  residential  build- 
ings; contracts  for  construction  or  leasing,  etc.; 

Shall  have  one  property  management  authority  of  all  in 
its  possession,  the  authority  to  convey  (sell)  property  at  its 
discretion  with  a  majority  approval. 

Treasurer  shall  give  land  for  performance  of  these 
transactions 

Section  102.  Powers. 

to  sue  or  be  sued: 

to  adopt  bylaws: 

to  enter  into  and  perform  contracts,  leases,  cooperative 
agreements,  or  other  agreements; 

to  receive  and  accept  from  the  city,  state  and  federal 
governments,  gifts,  grants,  loans  or  advances  and  to  re- 
ceive the  same  from  any  source; 

to  lease,  purchase  or  acquire  any  real  or  personal  prop- 
erty and  subsequently  modernize,  renovate,  maintain. 
improve  and  rent  or  sell  for  cash  or  credit: 

to  develop  rules  or  regulations  under  which  the  corpo- 
ration shall  function 

to  borrow  money,  accept,  endorse  and  execute  debt  in- 
struments, which  may  be  secured  by  pledge,  deed,  or  in- 
struments of  trust; 

to  acquire  by  several  means,  any  property,  including  by 
the  exercise  of  the  power  of  eminent  domain; 

to  assess  the  necessity  for  and  character  of  any  debts  or 
expenditures  incurred; 

to  retain  any  officers,  attorneys,  etc.  and  compensate 
them  for  their  services; 

to  peform  all  necessary  incidental  functions  to  manage- 
ment of  the  entity. 
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Section  103.  Purposes. 

To  provide  additional  assistance  to  the  secondary  mort- 
gage market  by  offering  mortgage  liquidity  and  conse- 
quently improving  the  distribution  of  investment  capital 
for  home  mortgage  financing  and  housing  rehabilitation. 

Section  104.  Secondary  Market  Operations. 

The  corporation  will  be  confined  to  mortgages  with  the 
same  purchase  standards  imposed  by  private  institutional 
mortgage  investors.  The  mortgages  purchased  will  fall 
within  the  range  of  market  prices  offered  for  different 
classes.  The  number  of  purchases,  sales  and  the  establish- 
ment of  purchase  prices,  sales  prices  and  charges  are  de- 
termined by  the  corporation  in  such  a  way  as  to  preclude 
excessive  use  of  the  corporation  assets. 

All  loans  made  in  this  secondary  market  operation 
would  no  exceed  90  percent  of  the  unpaid  principal  bal- 
ances, and  shall  bear  an  interest  rate  designated  by  the 
corporation. 

All  loans  would  mature  in  twelve  months. 

The  number  of  lending  activities  and  the  specifica  loan 
ratios,  interest  rates,  maturities  and  charges  are  to  be  de- 
termined by  the  corporation,  with  the  contingency  that  no 
terms  will  require  or  cause  an  excessive  use  of  the  corpo- 
ration facilities. 

All  of  the  above  operations  should  be  fully  self-support- 
ing. 

Section  105.  Purchase  of  Mortgages. 

Empowers  the  corporation  to  purchase,  service,  sell  or 
deal  with  mortgages  which  are  used  to  finance  the  reha- 
bilitation or  acquisition  of: 

(l)two  or  more  family  units  including  cooperative 

apartments  and  condominium  units 
(2)one-  to  four-family  residences  which  are  issued  by 
an  insurance  company 

Section  106.  Liability  of  the  Corporation. 

Equally  liable  as  a  private  corporation; 

Members  are  not  liable  as  private  individuals; 

Assets  of  the  corporation  are  not  subject  to  attachment, 
buy  or  sale  execution. 

If  judgment  is  entered  against  the  Corporation,  a  Supe- 
rior Court  judge  of  the  town  or  city  may  direct  the  Trea- 
surer to  pay. 

Section  107.  Exemption  from  Taxation:  Payment  in  Lieu 
of  Real  Properly  Taxes 
The  entity  shall  be  exempt  from  property  taxes,  better- 
ments or  special  assessments,  yet  shall  pay  in-lieu-of  tax 
payments  which  may  be  assessed  by  the  city. 

Section  108.  Financial  Aid  from  the  City. 

Allows  the  entity  to  receive  monies  which  were  raised 
by  the  City  of  Boston  for  appropriation  to  the  entity. 

Section  109.  Investment  of  Funds. 

Requires  that  all  monies  not  invested  in  mortgages  shall 
be  kept  in  cash  on  hand  or  in  deposit,  or  may  even  be 
invested  in  U.S.  obligations. 

Section  1 10.  Severability. 

Allowing  the  severance  of  any  paragraph  should  any 
jurisdiction  make  a  determination  of  its  invalidity. 

Order  for  Petition  for  Special  Law  Creating  Public  Body 
Corporation  to  Function  as  City  of  Boston  Financial 
Intermediary 

Ordered,  That  a  petition  to  the  General  Court,  accom- 
panied by  a  bill  for  a  special  law  relating  to  the  City  of 
Boston  to  be  filed  with  an  attested  copy  of  this  order  be, 
and  hereby  is,  approved  under  clause  (1)  of  section  8  of 


article  2,  as  amended,  of  the  Amendments  to  the  Consti- 
tution of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts,  to  the  end 
that  legislation  be  adopted  providing  precisely  as  follows, 
except  for  clerical  or  editorial  changes  of  form  only: 

Section  100.  Creation  of  Corporation. 

There  is  hereby  created  a  public  body  corporate  and 
politic  to  be  known  as  the  Housing  Development  Corpo- 
ration in  this  chapter  called  the  corporation,  consisting  of 
nine  members  appointed  by  the  mayor  of  the  city  of  Bos- 
ton, two  of  whom  shall  at  all  time  be  members  of  the  mort- 
gage lending  industry,  at  least  two  members  from  the 
home  building/rehabilitating  industry,  one  from  the  real 
estate  industry  and  one  experienced  in  muncipal  govern- 
ment; and  at  least  three  members  shall  be  persons  of  low- 
to  moderate-income.  The  corporation  shall  designate  one 
of  the  nine  members  as  chairman  and  another  as  vice- 
chairman.  Each  of  the  nine  members  shall  be  sworn  to  the 
faithful  performance  of  his  official  duties  as  a  member  of 
the  corporation.  A  majority  of  the  nine  members  shall 
constitute  a  quorum  for  the  transaction  of  any  business, 
but  the  action  of  a  majority  of  the  entire  membership  shall 
be  required  for  any  transaction.  For  the  purposes  of  sec- 
tion 1 1 A  of  chapter  30A  of  the  General  Laws,  the  corpo- 
ration shall  be  deemed  to  be  an  authority  established  by 
the  general  court  to  serve  a  public  purpose  in  the  Com- 
monwealth of  Massachusetts.  Of  the  members  of  the  cor- 
poration first  appointed,  three  shall  be  appointed  to  serve 
for  one  year  from  the  first  day  of  July  in  the  current  year, 
three  for  two  years  from  said  date  and  three  for  three  years 
from  said  date.  Upon  expiration  of  the  term  of  office  of 
any  such  member,  or  of  any  subsequent  member,  his  suc- 
cessor shall  be  appointed  in  like  manner  for  a  term  of 
three  years.  In  the  event  of  a  vacancy  in  the  office  of  a 
member,  his  successor  shall  be  appointed  in  like  manner 
to  serve  for  the  unexpired  term.  Each  member  shall  con- 
tinue after  the  expiration  of  his  term  of  service  to  hold  his 
office  until  his  successor  is  appointed  and  duly  qualified. 
For  the  purposes  of  chapter  268A  of  the  General  Laws, 
the  members  of  the  corporation  shall  be  deemed  to  be  spe- 
cial municipal  employees. 

Section  101 .  General  Powers  and  Duties. 

The  members  of  the  corporation  may  adopt,  alter  and 
use  a  corporate  seal  for  the  corporation  and  designate  the 
custodian  thereof;  may  from  time  to  time  appoint  at  plea- 
sure remove  a  director,  a  clerk,  a  treasurer  or  such  other 
officers  of  the  corporation  as  they  may  deem  necessary 
and  may  determine  their  duties  and  their  compensation, 
which  shall  be  paid  by  the  corporation;  shall  cause  at  all 
times  accurate  accounts  to  be  kept  of  all  receipts  and  ex- 
penditures of  the  funds  of  the  corporation;  and  shall  make 
both  a  quarterly  report  and  an  annual  report  in  December 
to  the  mayor,  the  city  council  and  the  city  clerk  containing 
an  abstract  of  such  accounts  and  detailed  information  of 
all  receipts  and  expenditures,  including  prices  paid  for 
land  purchased  or  taken,  and  mortgages  executed  for  re- 
habilitation of  residential  buildings  thereon,  contracts  for 
construction  of  facilities  and  for  the  leasing  thereof  and 
such  other  detailed  information  as  may  be  deemed  help- 
ful. The  offices  of  the  treasurer  and  clerk  may  be  held  by 
the  same  person.  The  corporation  may  cause  an  audit  of 
its  books  and  accounts  to  be  made  at  least  once  in  each 
fiscal  year  by  certified  public  accountants  and  the  cost 
thereof  shall  be  treated  as  an  item  of  current  expense.  Ex- 
cept as  otherwise  provided  in  this  act  the  corporation  shall 
have  full  power  to  exercise  care  of  its  property  and  the 
management  of  its  business  or  affairs,  by  deed  or  other 
instrument  any  real  estate  or  other  property  not  needed 
for  its  business  or  affairs,  by  deed  or  other  instrument 
sealed  with  the  corporate  seal,  signed  and  acknowledged 
by  a  majority  of  the  members,  or  in  like  manner  to  autho- 
rized such  sale  and  conveyance  by  any  of  its  officers  or 
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agents.  The  treasurer  shall  give  bond  for  the  faithful  per- 
formance of  his  duties,  with  surety  company  authorized 
to  do  business  in  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  as 
surety,  in  such  sum  as  the  members  may  determine,  the 
premium  therefor  to  be  paid  by  the  corporation.  Chapter 
31  of  the  General  Laws  shall  not  apply  to  any  person  em- 
ployed or  engaged  by  the  corporation  under  this  act. 

Section  102.  Powers. 

The  corporation  is  hereby  authorized:  (a)  to  sue  and  be 
sued  in  its  own  name  and  plead  and  be  impleaded  in  any 
court  of  competent  jurisdiction;  (b)  to  adopt  bylaws  for 
the  regulation  of  its  affairs  and  conduct  of  its  business  and 
to  alter  the  same  at  its  pleasure;  (c)  to  make  and  enter  into 
and  perform  all  contracts,  leases,  cooperative  agree- 
ments or  other  transactions,  upon  such  terms  as  it  may 
deem  appropriate  with  any  agency  or  instrumentality  of 
the  United  States  or  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachu- 
setts, or  any  political  subdivision  thereof,  or  with  any 
person,  firm,  association  or  agency,  agreements  neces- 
sary or  incidental  to  the  performance  of  its  duties  and  the 
execution  of  its  powers  under  this  act;  (d)  to  receive  and 
accept  without  further  authority,  from  any  federal  agency 
or  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  or  the  City  of 
Boston,  gifts,  grants,  loans  or  advances  for  or  in  aid  of 
any  of  its  purposes  for  which  such  grants,  loans,  advances 
and  contributions  may  be  made;  (e)  to  lease,  purchase,  or 
acquire  any  property,  real,  personal,  or  mixed,  or  any  in- 
terest therein  without  further  authority  to  hold,  rent, 
maintain,  modernize,  renovate,  improve,  use  and  operate 
such  property,  and  to  sell,  for  cash  or  credit,  lease,  or 
otherwise  dispose  of  the  same,  at  such  time  and  in  such 
manner  as  and  to  the  extent  it  may  deem  necessary  or  ap- 
propriate; (f)  to  prescribe,  repeal,  amend  or  modify 
rules,  regulations  or  requirements  governing  the  manner 
in  which  its  general  business  may  be  conducted;  (g)  to 
borrow  money,  and,  from  time  to  time,  accept,  execute 
and  issue  bonds,  debentures,  promissory  notes,  bills  of 
exchange,  and  other  obligations  of  the  corporation,  for 
moneys  borrowed  or  in  payments  for  property  acquired  or 
for  any  of  the  other  purposes  of  the  corporation  without 
further  authority,  and  to  secure  the  payment  of  such  obli- 
gations by  mortgage,  pledge,  deed,  indenture,  agree- 
ment, or  other  instrument  of  trust,  or  by  other  lien  upon, 
assignment  of,  or  agreement  without  further  authority,  in 
regard  to  all  or  any  part  of  the  property,  rights  or 
priviledges  of  the  corporation;  (h)  to  acquire  and  hold 
without  further  authority,  by  bequest,  devise,  grant,  gift, 
purchase,  exchange,  lease,  judicial  order  or  decree,  or 
otherwise,  for  any  of  its  objects  and  purposes,  any  prop- 
erty, either  real  or  personal,  or  any  interest  therein;  and, 
without  limiting  the  generality  of  the  foregoing,  to  ac- 
quire by  purchase  or  otherwise,  on  such  terms  and  condi- 
tions and  in  such  manner  as  it  may  deem  proper,  or  by  the 
exercise  of  the  power  of  eminent  domain  in  accordance 
with  the  provisions  of  chapter  79  or  80A  of  the  General 
Laws  insofar  as  such  provisions  may  be  applicable;  (i)  to 
determine  the  necessity  for  and  the  character  and  amount 
of  its  obligations  and  expenditures  and  the  manner  in 
which  they  shall  be  incurred,  allowed,  paid  and  accounted 
for;  (j)  to  select  and  appoint  or  employ  such  officers,  at- 
torneys, employees  and  agents  to  vest  them  with  such 
powers  and  duties,  and  to  fix  and  to  cause  compensation 
to  be  paid  to  them  for  their  services;  (k)  to  do  all  things  as 
are  necessary  or  incidental  to  the  proper  management  of 
its  affairs  and  the  conduct  of  its  business. 

Section  103.  Purposes. 

The  corporation  shall  provide  supplementary  assist- 
ance to  the  secondary  market  for  home  mortgages  to  re- 
habilitate housing  in  the  City  of  Boston  by  providing  a 
degree  of  liquidity  for  mortgage  investments,  thereby  im- 
proving the  distribution  of  investment  capital  available 
for  home  mortgage  financing;  and  to  finance  the  acquisi- 
tion and  rehabilitation  of  housing  in  the  City  of  Boston. 


Section  104.  Secondary  Market  Operation. 

The  corporation  shall  be  confined,  so  far  as  practica- 
ble, to  mortgages  which  are  deemed  by  the  corporation  to 
be  of  such  quality,  type,  and  class  as  to  meet  generally,  the 
purchase  standards  imposed  by  private  institutional  mort- 
gage investors.  In  the  interest  of  assuring  sound  opera- 
tion, the  prices  to  be  paid  by  the  corporation  for 
mortgages  purchased  in  its  secondary  market  operations, 
should  be  established,  from  time  to  time,  within  the  range 
of  market  prices  for  the  particular  class  of  mortgages  in- 
volved, as  determined  by  the  corporation.  The  volume  of 
the  corporation's  purchases  and  sales,  and  the  establish- 
ment of  the  purchase  prices,  sales  prices,  and  charges  or 
fees,  in  its  secondary  market  operation,  should  be  deter- 
mined by  the  corporation  from  time  to  time,  and  such  de- 
terminations should  be  consistent  with  the  objectives  that 
such  purchases  and  sales  should  be  effected  only  at  such 
prices  and  on  such  terms  as  will  reasonably  prevent  exces- 
sive use  of  the  corporation's  assets,  and  that  the  opera- 
tions of  the  corporation  should  be  within  its  income 
derived  from  such  operations  and  that  such  operations 
should  be  fully  self-supporting.  In  the  further  interest  of 
assuring  sound  operation,  any  loan  made  by  the  corpora- 
tion in  its  secondary  market  operations,  and  any  exten- 
sion or  renewal  thereof,  shall  not  exceed  90  percent  of  the 
unpaid  principal  balances  of  the  mortgages  securing  the 
loan,  and  shall  bear  interest  at  a  rate  consistent  with  gen- 
eral loan  policies  established  from  time  to  time  by  the  cor- 
poration. Any  such  loan  shall  mature  in  not  more  than 
twelve  months  and  the  term  of  any  extension  or  renewal 
shall  not  exceed  twelve  months.  The  volume  of  the  corpo- 
ration's lending  activities  and  the  establishment  of  its  loan 
ratios,  interest  rates,  maturities,  and  charges  or  fees,  in  its 
secondary  market  operations,  should  be  determined  by 
the  corporation  from  time  to  time;  and  such  determina- 
tions, in  conjunction  with  determinations  made  under  this 
section,  should  be  consistent  with  the  objectives  that  the 
lending  activities  should  be  conducted  on  such  terms  as 
will  reasonably  prevent  excessive  use  of  the  corporation's 
facilities,  and  that  the  operations  of  the  corporation  under 
this  section  should  be  within  its  income  derived  from  such 
operations  and  that  such  operations  should  be  fully  self- 
supporting. 

Section  105.  Purchase  of  Mortgages. 

The  corporation  may  purchase,  service,  sell,  or  other- 
wise deal  in  any  mortgages  executed  to  finance  the  reha- 
bilitation or  acquisition  and  rehabilitation  of  housing  in 
the  City  of  boston  which:  ( 1 )  cover  more  than  two-family 
residences;  or  (2)  which  cover  one-  to  four-family  resi- 
dences which  are  insured  by  qualified  private  insurers  as 
determined  by  the  corporation. 

Section  106.  Liability  of  the  Corporation. 

The  coporation  shall  be  liable  in  contract  or  in  tort  in 
the  same  manner  as  a  private  corporation.  The  members, 
employees,  officers  and  agents  of  the  corporation  shall 
not  be  liable  as  such  on  its  contracts  or  for  torts  not  com- 
mitted or  direct'y  authorized  by  them.  The  property  or 
funds  of  the  corporation  shall  not  be  subject  to  attachment 
or  to  levy  and  sale  on  execution,  but  if  the  corporation 
refuses  to  pay  judgment  entered  against  it  in  any  court  of 
competent  jurisdiction,  the  superior  court,  sitting  within 
and  for  the  county  in  which  the  corporation  is  situated, 
may,  by  writ  of  mandamus,  direct  the  treasurer  of  such 
agency  to  pay  such  judgment. 

Section  107.  Exemption  from  Taxation;  Payments  in  Lieu 
of  Real  Property  Taxes. 
The  real  estate  and  tangible  personal  property  of  the 
corporation  shall  be  deemed  to  be  public  property  used 
for  essential  public  and  governmental  purposes  and  shall 
be  exempt  from  taxation  and  from  betterments  and  spe- 
cial assessments,  the  city  may  determine  a  sum  to  be  paid 
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the  city  annually  in  any  year  or  period  of  years,  such  sum 
to  be  in  any  year  not  in  excess  of  the  amount  that  would  be 
levied  at  the  then  current  tax  rate  upon  the  average  of  the 
assessed  value  of  such  real  estate,  including  buildings  and 
other  structures,  for  the  three  years  preceding  the  year  of 
acquisition  thereof,  the  valuation  for  each  year  being  re- 
duced by  all  abatements  thereon.  The  City  of  Boston  may, 
however,  agree  with  the  corporation  upon  the  payments  to 
be  made  to  the  city  or  the  corporation  may  make  and  the 
city  may  accept  such  payments,  the  amount  of  which  shall 
not  in  either  case  be  subject  to  the  foregoing  limitation. 
The  last  paragraph  of  section  6  and  all  of  section  7  of  chap- 
ter 59  of  the  General  Laws  shall,  so  far  as  apt,  be  applica- 
ble to  payments  under  this  section. 

Section  108.  Financial  Aid  from  the  City. 

The  City  of  Boston  may  raise  and  appropriate  or  may 
borrow  or  may  agree  with  the  corporation  or  with  the  fed- 
eral government  or  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts 
to  raise  and  appropriate  or  to  borrow,  in  aid  of  the  corpo- 
ration, such  sums  as  may  be  necessary  to  carry  out  the 
purposes  and  powers  of  the  corporation  including,  with- 
out limitation,  defraying  part  of  acquisition  and  operating 
costs. 

Section  109.  Investment  of  Funds. 

Moneys  of  the  corporation  not  invested  in  mortgages  or 
other  security  holdings  or  in  operating  facilities  shall  be 
kept  in  cash  on  hand  or  on  deposit,  or  invested  in  obliga- 
tions of  the  United  Staes  or  guaranteed  thereby,  or  in  obli- 
gations, participations,  or  other  instruments  which  are 
lawful  investments  for  fiduciary,  trust,  or  public  funds. 

Section  1 10.  Severability. 

The  provisions  of  this  act  are  severable;  and  if  any  such 
provision  or  provisions  shall  be  held  invalid  or  unconsti- 
tutional by  any  decision  of  any  court  of  competent  juris- 
diction, such  decision  shall  not  impair  or  otherwise  affect 
any  other  provisions  of  this  act. 

Abandonment/Disposition . 

Properties  returned  to  the  market,  moreover,  must 
carry  a  mandate  for  rehabilitation.  Too  often,  as  this  body 
has  witnessed,  purchased  abandoned  structures  remain 
dormant  and  boarded,  continuing  a  hazard  to  public 
safety.  The  Committee  studied  this  problem  and  con- 
cluded the  Real  Property  Department,  should  henceforth 
require  of  all  deeds  issued,  a  recapture  provision  enabling 
the  agency  to  take  back  a  disposed  property  which  does 
not  meet  stated  provisions  of  sale. 

The  Committee  recommends  adoption  of  the  affixed 
Home  Rule  Petition  which  performs  the  following: 

Requires  the  Real  Property  Commissioner  to  include  a 
reversionary  clause  in  all  conveyance  documents  for  resi- 
dential or  commercial  property  which  may  be  rehabili- 
tated or  developed; 

The  reversionary  clause  would  be  effective  if  a  pur- 
chaser of  city-owned  property  did  not  submit  a  rehabilita- 
tion or  development  plan  to  the  Real  Property 
Department  within  five  months  of  the  purchase.  There 
will  be  one  sixty-day  extension  allowed  with  this  submis- 
sion. 

The  reversionary  clause  would  also  be  effective  if  a  pur- 
chaser of  city-owned  property  had  not  rehabilitated  or  de- 
veloped a  designated  property  within  an  eighteen-month 
period  following  the  purchase. 

Order  for  Petition  for  Special  Law  Allowing  Real  Prop- 
erty Commissioner  to  Include  Reversionary  Claims 
in  All  Deeds  of  Conveyance 
Ordered,  That  a  petition  to  the  General  Court,  accom- 
panied by  a  bill  for  a  special  law  relating  to  the  City  of 
Boston  to  be  filed  with  an  attested  copy  of  this  order  be, 


and  hereby  is,  approved  under  clause  (1)  of  section  8  of 
article  2,  as  amended,  of  the  Amendments  to  the  Consti- 
tution of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts,  to  the  end 
that  legislation  be  adopted  providing  substantially  as  fol- 
lows: 

In  the  City  of  Boston,  every  deed  of  conveyance  given 
by  the  City  of  Boston,  Commissioner  of  Real  Property 
with  respect  to  foreclosed  real  estate  which  in  the  opinion 
of  said  Commissioner  can  be  rehabilitated  for  use  as  a 
commercial  or  residential  structure  shall  be  upon  the  con- 
dition that  the  same  shall  be  stipulated  in  a  written  rehabil- 
itation or  development  plan  within  five  months  of  the  date 
said  deed  is  given  and  shall  be  so  rehabilitated  within 
eighteen  months  of  the  date  said  deed  is  given  and  shall  be 
then  in  compliance  with  the  State  Building  Codes,  the 
Boston  Zoning  Codes  and  the  State  Sanitary  Codes,  all  as 
the  same  are  then  in  effect,  unless  the  Commissioner  for 
good  cause  shown  extends  the  time  by  no  more  than  sixty 
days  and  unless  such  condition  shall  be  met.  Title  to  the 
property  shall  revert  to  the  city  and  the  city  may  enter  and 
possess  the  same  as  of  its  former  estate  provided  however, 
that  in  the  event  the  grantee  has  obtained  a  mortgage  from 
an  institution  subject  to  the  terms  of  section  52  of  chapter 
167,  of  the  General  Laws,  and  has  used  the  proceeds 
thereof  solely  for  the  purpose  of  rehabilitating  said  prem- 
ises in  face  of  default  of  this  condition  and  shall  agree  that 
in  such  case  it  will  execute  and  deliver  a 

that  the  said  institution  shall  dispose  of  such  prop- 
erty in  like  manner  as  foreclosed  real  estate,  and  shall  pay 
over  any  part  of  the  proceeds  of  such  disposition  as  shall 
exceed  the  amount  remaining  to  be  paid  on  account  of 
such  mortgage,  together  with  the  actual  cost  of  such 
sales,  to  the  City  of  Boston. 

Coun.  BOLLING  moved  that  the  foregoing  interim  re- 
port with  orders  and  ordinances  be  laid  on  the  table. 

Having  received  unanimous  conset  to  do  so,  Coun. 
BOLLING  withdrew  his  motion. 

The  interim  report  was  accepted. 

The  various  orders  and  ordinances  contained 
therein  were  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Planning, 
Development  and  Housing.

ORDER  FOR  COORDINATED  CLEANUP  EFFORT 
TO  PREVENT  CHELSEA  CREEK  POLLUTION 
FROM  CONTAMINATING  BELLE  ISLE 
MARSHES 

Coun.  LANGONE  offered  the  following: 
Whereas,  The  Belle  Isle  Creek  Sanctuary  in  the  Orient 
Heights  sector  is  the  last  remaining  marsh  in  the  Boston 
Harbor  area;  and 

Whereas,  This  natural  salt  marsh  is  scheduled  to  be  de- 
veloped by  the  Metropolitan  District  Commission  into  a 
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bird  sanctuary  and  a  recreation  area  for  the  people  of  East 
Boston  and  neighboring  communities;  and 

Whereas,  The  marshlands'  ecologic  life  is  threatened 
by  water  pollution  spillage  from  the  nearby  Chelsea 
Creek  and  pollutants  of  all  kinds  emptied  into  a  stream 
known  as  Sales  Creek  on  the  boundary  of  Orient  Heights, 
Winthrop,  and  Beachmont;  and 

Whereas,  Infusion  of  contaminants  in  the  marsh  areas 
also  pose  a  threat  to  the  safety  of  bathing  beaches,  particu- 
larly Constitution  Beach  in  East  Boston;  and 

Whereas,  The  Boston  Conservation  Commission  has 
done  extensive  work  in  preserving  the  environmental 
quality  of  Belle  Isle  Creek  and  has  been  involved  since 
1977  with  the  Metropolitan  District  Commission  and  the 
Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  Department  of  Envi- 
ronmental Quality  Engineering  on  construction  of  a 
pumping  station  to  alleviate  problems  in  the  area,  and  also 
serve  as  a  flood  control  facility  when  heavy  sea  tides  over- 
flow the  area;  and 

Whereas,  Seepage  from  oil  farms,  Suffolk  Downs  race 
track,  and  Chelsea  Creek  pollution  feeds  through  a  net- 
work of  underground  springs  into  Sales  Creek,  now  at  a 
dangerously  high  level  of  pollution  which  could  overflow 
into  bathing  beaches;  and 

Whereas,  There  is  necessity  for  a  joint  effort  among 
governmental  agencies  to  work  with  environmental 
groups  such  as  the  Friends  of  Belle  Isle  and  with  neigh- 
borhood organizations  to  coordinate  a  cleanup;  and 

Whereas,  The  undertaking  is  one  that  has  important 
goals  for  the  municipalities  concerned;  now,  therefore, 
be  it 

Ordered,  The  Boston  City  Council  authorizes  the 
Committee  on  Urban  Resources  to  take  steps  to  form  a 
coordinating  cleanup  effort  in  the  Belle  Isle  Creek  area 
and  enlist  the  help  of  appropriate  public  agencies  and  in- 
terested groups;  and  be  it  further 

Ordered,  The  Committee  on  Urban  Resources  is  au- 
thorized to  hold  public  hearings  in  the  affected  area  to 
focus  attention  on  the  problem;  and  be  it  further 

Ordered,  That  to  ensure  necessary  funding,  the  com- 
mittee is  authorized  to  enlist  state  agencies  in  the  coordi- 
nated cleanup  effort  to  preserave  the  Belle  Isle  wildlife 
sanctuary  and  safeguard  bathing  beaches  from  pollution; 
and  further. 

Ordered,  That  the  Boston  City  Council  request  his 
Honor,  the  Mayor,  to  assign  the  Boston  Conservation 
Commission  as  well  as  the  Boston  Law  Department  to 
active  roles  in  the  Belle  Isle  pollution  cleanup  effort,  to 
provide  their  professional  services  and  to  pursue  what- 
ever legal  steps  on  behalf  of  the  city  that  become  neces- 
sary to  achieve  the  goals  stated  above.

Coun.  McCORMACK  offered  the  following: 
In  the  Year  Nineteen  Hundred  and  Eighty-three 
An  Ordinance  Amending  the  Ordinance  Regulating  Cer- 
tain Residential  Rent,  Evictions  and  Conversions 
(Rental  Housing  Equity  Ordinance) 
Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston,  in  accord- 
ance with  the  provisions  of  Massachusetts  General 
Laws  chapter  43B,  section  13,  and  any  other  applica- 
ble law,  as  follows: 
City  of  Boston  Code,  Ordinances,  Title  10,  chapter  3, 
is  hereby  amended  by  striking  section  1  (n)  (i)  and  (iii) 
thereof  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  new  subpara- 
graphs (i)  and  (iii): 
(i)  housing  accommodations  which  the  United  States  or 


the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  or  any  authority 
created  under  the  law  thereof  either  owns,  operates,  fi- 
nances, subsidizes,  insures  the  mortgage  thereon,  or 
regulates  the  individual  rents  thereof;  provided,  how- 
ever, housing  accommodations  subsidized  pursuant  to 
sections  202,  221(d),  or  236  of  the  National  Housing 
Act,  as  amended,  shall  be  considered  housing  accom- 
modations for  the  purposes  of  this  ordinance,  and  hous- 
ing accommodations  federally  insured  pursuant  to 
section  608  of  the  National  Housing  Act,  as  amended 
shall  be  considered  housing  accommodations  only  for 
the  purposes  of  section  10  through  20  inclusive  of  this 
ordinance;  provided  further,  however,  housing  accom- 
modations the  mortgage  of  which  is  insured  under  sec- 
tion 221  (d)  (3)  of  the  National  Housing  Act,  as 
amended,  and  which  are  subject  to  market  rate  federal 
financing  but  which  do  not  receive  a  rental  subsidy, 
shall  be  considered  housing  accommodations  only  for 
the  purposes  of  sections  10  through  20  inclusive  of  this 
ordinance; 

(iii)  housing  accommodations  constructed,  created  by 
conversion  from  a  nonhousing  to  a  housing  use ,  or  sub- 
stantially rehabilitated  so  as  to  constitute  the  equivalent 
of  new  construction  after  December  1,  1968,  with  re- 
spect to  conventionally  financed  housing  accommoda- 
tions, and  after  January  1,  1972,  with  respect  to 
housing  accommodations  described  in  paragraph  (n) 
(i)  above;  provided,  however,  conventionally  financed 
housing  accommodations  created  by  conversion  from  a 
nonhousing  to  a  housing  use,  or  substantially  rehabili- 
tated between  December  1,  1968,  and  December  31, 
197 1 ,  so  as  to  constitute  the  equivalent  of  new  construc- 
tion, shall  be  considered  housing  accommodations 
only  for  the  purposes  of  section  9  through  20  inclusive 
of  this  ordinance,  and  shall  be  treated  as  decontrolled 
housing  accommodations  only  for  the  purposes  of  sec- 
tion 6  of  this  ordinace.

ORDINANCE  REQUIRING  EMPLOYERS  TO  LABEL 
TOXIC  AND  HAZARDOUS  SUBSTANCES 
("RIGHT  TO  KNOW"  ORDINANCE) 

Coun.  McCORMACK  offered  the  following: 

Whereas,  Boston  residents  must  know  what  toxic  and 
hazardous  substances  are  present  in  their  neighborhoods 
so  that  they  may  adequately  prepare  themselves  for  any 
emergencies  involving  those  substances  and  may  take 
necessary  precautions  against  exposure;  and 

Whereas.  Workers  in  the  City  of  Boston  must  know 
what  toxic  and  hazardous  substances  are  present  in  their 
workplaces  so  that  they  may  take  measures  to  avoid  the 
serious  health  and  safety  problems  that  can  result  from 
occupational  exposure  to  these  substances;  and 

Whereas,  Boston  fire  fighters  and  other  public  safety 
personnel  must  know  what  toxic  and  hazardous  sub- 
stances are  present  in  the  city  and  exactly  where  they  are 
located  in  order  to  properly  protect  city  residents  and  to 
adequately  shield  themselves  from  the  dangers  of  these 
substances  in  the  event  of  an  emergency;  and 

Whereas,  It  is  the  duty  and  obligation  of  the  City  of 
Boston  to  provide  its  residents,  workers  and  public  safety 
personnel  with  a  means  of  obtaining  this  essential  infor- 
mation about  toxic  and  hazardous  substances  to  which 
they  may  be  exposed;  and 

Whereas,  The  labeling  of  toxic  and  hazardous  sub- 
stances and  the  disclosure  of  information  about  such  sub- 
stances to  Boston  residents  and  workers  and  public 
officials  is  essential  to  the  protection  of  Boston's  public 
health  and  safety;  therefore,  be  it 
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City  of  Boston 
In  the  Year  Nineteen  Hundred  and  Eighty-three 

An  Ordinance  Requiring  Employers  to  Label  Toxic  and 
Hazardous  Substances,  "Right  to  Know"  Ordinance 

Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston,  in  accord- 
ance with  the  provisions  of  Massachusetts  General 
Laws  chapter43B,  section  13,  and  any  other  applica- 
ble law,  as  follows: 

Section  1.  Definitions.  When  used  in  this  ordinance, 
unless  the  context  otherwise  requires,  the  following  terms 
shall  have  the  following  meanings: 

(a)  Substance:  any  element,  entity,  compound,  combi- 
nation, or  any  mixture  thereof,  whether  organic  or  inor- 
ganic. 

(b)  Toxic  or  Hazardous  Substance:  a  substance  which 
because  of  the  toxic  or  hazardous  properties  which  it  ex- 
hibits represents  a  significant  risk  to  the  public  health  and 
safety  as  a  result  of  foreseeable  use,  handling,  accidental 
spill,  exposure  or  contamination  and  which  is  listed  in 
Part  1910,  Subpart  Z  of  Title  29  of  the  Code  of  Federal 
Regulations,  including  tables  Z-l  through  Z-3  thereof;  or 
a  substance  which  is  known  by  an  employer  to  present  a 
significant  risk  of  personal  injury  or  illness  in  a  work- 
place as  the  result  of  foreseeable  use,  handling,  accidental 
spill,  exposure  or  contamination. 

(c)  Work  Area:  any  room  or  defined  space,  whether 
within  or  outside  of  a  building  or  other  structure,  where 
substances  are  used,  manufactured  or  stored  including, 
but  not  limited  to,  areas  where  substances  are  handled, 
mixed,  processed,  packaged,  repackaged,  or  transported 
and  where  employees  or  other  persons  are  likely  to  be 
present. 

(d)  Workplace:  an  establishment  or  business  located 
within  the  City  of  Boston  which  contains  one  or  more 
work  areas. 

(e)  Employer:  any  person,  firm,  corporation,  partner- 
ship, association  or  other  entity  engaged  in  a  business  or 
in  providing  services,  who  or  which  has  employees,  but 
not  including  the  United  States,  the  Commonwealth  of 
Massachusetts,  any  authority  created  under  the  laws 
thereof  or  any  of  its  political  subdivisions  except  the  City 
of  Boston. 

(0  Employee:  any  person  employed  for  hire  by  an  em- 
ployer in  any  lawful  employment,  but  shall  not  include  a 
person  employed  as  a  domestic  worker  or  casual  laborer 
at  the  place  of  residence  of  an  employer. 

(g)  Material  Safety  Data  Sheet:  that  listing  of  informa- 
tion required  by  section  6  of  this  ordinance. 

(h)  C.A.S.  Number:  the  identification  number  as- 
signed to  chemical  substances  by  the  Chemical  Abstract 
Service. 

(i)  Chemical  Name:  the  scientific  designation  of  a  sub- 
stance in  accordance  with  the  nomenclature  system  devel- 
oped by  the  International  Union  of  Pure  and  Applied 
Chemistry  or  the  Chemical  Abstract  Service  Rules  of  No- 
menclature. 

(j)  Common  Name:  any  designation  or  identification, 
trade  name  or  code  name  or  brand  name  or  number  used 
by  an  employer  to  identify  a  substance  other  than  its 
chemical  name. 

(k)  Container:  any  receptacle  or  formed  or  flexible  cov- 
ering for  toxic  or  hazardous  substances  including  but  not 
limited  to:  bag,  barrel,  box,  can,  cylinder,  drum,  carton, 
stationary  or  mobile  storage  tank,  vessel  or  vat. 

(1)  Label:  written,  printed  or  graphic  information  dis- 
played on  or  affixed  to  the  container  of  a  substance. 

(m)  Store:  to  deposit  or  place  a  substance  in  the  City  of 
Boston  for  a  period  of  forty-eight  hours  or  more. 

Section  2.  Exemptions.  Notwithstanding  any  language 
here  to  the  contrary,  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance  shall 
not  apply  to  the  following: 


(a)  consumer  products  or  food  stuffs  packaged  for  dis- 
tribution to,  and  intended  for  use  by,  the  general  public. 
This  shall  include  any  labeled  product  used  or  stored  in  a 
workplace  in  the  same  form,  approximate  volume  or 
amount,  concentration  and  manner  as  it  is  sold  to  and 
used  by  the  general  public,  provided  it  remains  labeled  in 
the  workplace,  and  to  which,  in  the  employer's  knowl- 
edge, employee  exposure  is  not  significantly  different 
from  that  of  the  general  public  during  foreseeable  use  of 
the  substance; 

(b)  ingredients  used  in  the  production  of  food  stuffs 
which  are  regulated  by  the  Food,  Drug  and  Cosmetic  Act, 
as  amended; 

(c)  substances  already  labeled  pursuant  to  the  Federal 
Insecticide,  Fungicide,  and  Rodenticide  Act,  as 
amended,  the  Food,  Drug  and  Cosmetic  Act,  as 
amended,  or  the  Atomic  Energy  Act  of  1954,  as 
amended,  as  long  as  such  products  remain  labeled  in  the 
workplace; 

(d)  toxic  or  hazardous  substances  transported  in  inter- 
state commerce  into  or  through  the  City  of  Boston. 

Section  3.  Labeling  Of  Toxic  and  Hazardous  Sub- 
stances. 

(a)  Any  employer  who  manufactures,  processes,  uses 
or  stores  toxic  or  hazardous  substances  in  a  workplace 
shall  clearly  label  every  container  of  a  toxic  or  hazardous 
substance  with  the  following  information: 

(i)  The  chemical  name  of  the  toxic  or  hazardous  sub- 
stance contained  therein,  however  an  employer  who  has 
registered  the  name  of  a  substance  as  a  trade  secret  pur- 
suant to  section  10  of  this  ordinance  may  choose  not  to 
place  the  chemical  name  on  any  or  all  containers  in  its 
possession,  provided  that  if  such  an  election  is  made  by 
the  employer,  the  container  must  bear  a  code  which 
identifies  the  applicable  material  safety  data  sheet,  and 
the  labeling  provisions  of  subsection  (ii)  hereunder 
must  be  complied  with; 

(ii)  the  category  and  degree  of  hazard  conveyed  through 
the  color  and  number  coding  system  adopted  by  the  Na- 
tional Fire  Protection  Association,  Inc.  as  published  in 
the  1980  edition  of  NFPA  704  entitled  "Standard  Sys- 
tem for  the  Identification  of  the  Fire  Hazards  of  Materi- 
als." A  copy  of  NFPA  704  shall  be  on  file  for  public 
inspection  in  the  office  of  the  City  Clerk  and  at  the  main 
branch  of  the  Boston  Public  Library. 

(b)  Toxic  or  hazardous  substances  used  in  scientific  ex- 
perimentation or  analysis,  or  chemical  research,  or  prod- 
uct development  are  exempt  from  the  labeling 
requirements  of  this  ordinance,  provided  that: 

(i)  quantities  of  such  substances  are  not  greater  than  is 

reasonable  necessary  for  such  purposes; 

(ii)  employees  are  adequately  advised  of  the  toxic  or 

hazardous  properties  of  such  substances;  and 

(iii)  such  substances  are  used  by,  or  directly  under  the 

supervision  of  a  properly  trained  individual  assigned  to 

conduct  research  or  product  development. 

(c)  An  employer  is  not  required  to  label  a  container  of  a 
toxic  or  hazardous  substance  which  is  ten  gallons  or  less 
in  volume,  into  which  toxic  or  hazardous  substances  are 
transferred  from  labeled  containers  and  which  are  in- 
tended only  for  immediate  use  of  the  employee  who  per- 
forms the  transfer. 

Section  4.  Posting  Requirements. 

Every  employer  manufacturing,  processing,  using,  or 
storing  a  toxic  or  hazardous  substance  in  a  workplace 
shall  post  a  sign  in  every  work  area  or  at  the  location  or 
locations  where  notices  to  employees  are  normally  posted 
which  informs  employees  or  the  collective  bargaining 
agents  or  other  designated  representatives  of  employees 
that  they  have  a  right  to  information  from  their  employer 
regarding  the  toxic  or  hazardous  substances  found  in  their 
workplace  and  a  description  of  the  toxic  or  hazardous  ef-

fects  of  the  substances  and  the  circumstances  under  which 
these  effects  may  be  produced. 

Section  5.  Information  to  Employees. 

Each  employer  shall  provide  its  employees  with  infor- 
mation concerning  the  toxic  and  hazardous  substances  to 
which  the  employees  are  exposed.  This  information  shall 
describe  the  nature  of  the  hazard  created  by  the  substance 
and  the  appropriate  work  practices,  protective  measures 
and  emergency  procedures  to  be  employed  to  minimize 
those  hazards.  Such  information  shall  not  be  inconsistent 
with  that  contained  in  the  material  safety  data  sheets. 

Section  6.  Material  Safety  Data  Sheets. 

(a)  Every  employer  manufacturing,  processing,  using 
or  storing  a  toxic  or  hazardous  substance  in  a  workplace 
shall  compile  and  provide  to  the  fire  commissioner  a  ma- 
terial safety  data  sheet  for  every  toxic  or  hazardous  sub- 
stance which  appears  in  a  workplace.  The  material  safety 
data  sheet  shall  set  forth  the  following  information: 

(i)  the  chemical  name,  trade  name,  common  name,  and 
C.  A.S.  number  and  any  other  commonly  used  name  of 
the  substance,  except  as  provided  in  section  10  of  this 
ordinance; 

(ii)  the  routes  of  exposure  to  the  substance,  such  as  in- 
halation, ingestion,  adsorption  or  absorption; 
(iii)  the  symptoms  of  and  the  acute  and  chronic  effects 
of  exposure  to  hazardous  levels  of  the  substance; 
(iv)  the  potential  for  flammability,  explosion  and  reac- 
tivity of  the  substance; 

(v)  appropriate  emergency  treatment  procedure  to  be 
followed  in  the  event  of  exposure  to  hazardous  levels  of 
the  substance; 

(vi)  proper  conditions  for  the  safe  use  and  exposure  to 
the  substance  including  the  need  for  personal  protective 
equipment; 

(vii)  procedures  for  cleanup  of  leaks  and  spills  of  the 
substance  including  emergency  procedures  for  fire  and 
explosion; 

(viii)  any  known  danger,  hazard,  or  risk  resulting  from 
the  use  of  the  substance,  whether  by  itself  or  in  a  combi- 
nation or  mixture;  and 

(ix)  the  name,  address  and  the  current  telephone  num- 
ber of  the  manufacturer  of  the  substance. 

(b)  The  employer  shall  ensure  that  copies  of  material 
safety  data  sheets  for  each  toxic  or  hazardous  substance 
are  located  at  each  workplace  and  are  readily  accessible  to 
employees  and  or  their  representatives  for  examination 
during  all  hours  of  operation. 

(c)  Whenever  an  employer  receives  new  information 
concerning  those  subjects  listed  in  subsection  (a)  of  this 
section,  whether  from  the  manufacturer,  processor  or 
other  supplier  or  from  state  or  federal  agencies,  such  em- 
ployer must  update  the  relevant  material  safety  data  sheet 
and  must  make  new  information  available  to  employees 
and  their  representatives  upon  receipt. 

(d)  The  employer  shall  retain  material  safety  data  sheets 
required  under  subsection  (a)  of  this  section  for  a  period 
of  at  least  one  year  after  the  toxic  or  hazardous  substance 
was  last  used,  processed,  manufactured  or  stored  in  its 
workplace. 

Section  7.  Location  of  Toxic  or  Hazardous  Substances. 

(a)  Every  employer  shall  compile  and  provide  to  the  fire 
commissioner  lists  of  the  work  areas  in  a  workplace 
where  toxic  or  hazardous  substances  are  manufactured, 
processed,  used  or  stored.  The  lists  shall  also  specify,  in 
alphabetical  order  by  chemical  name,  all  toxic  or  hazard- 
ous substances  regularly  present  in  each  work  area.  Each 
list  shall  contain  sufficient  information  to  identify  the 
work  area  by  name  and  location. 

(b)  When  a  toxic  or  hazardous  substance  is  introduced 
to  the  workplace,  the  employer  shall  add  the  toxic  or  haz- 


ardous substance  and  the  date  it  was  introduced  to  the  lists 
it  is  required  to  compile  pursuant  to  subsection  (a)  of  this 
section  before  exposing  an  employee  to  the  substance. 

(c)  The  information  supplied  to  the  fire  commissioner 
pursuant  to  subsections  (a)  and  (b)  of  this  section  shall  not 
be  considered  disclosures  of  trade  secret  information.  An 
employer  shall  specify,  however,  which  information,  if 
any,  contained  on  such  lists  is  trade  secret  information 
and  is  protected  from  improper  use  and  dissemination  un- 
der the  provisions  of  section  10  of  this  ordinance. 

Section  8.  Maintenance  of  Records. 

(a)  The  fire  department  shall  accumulate  and  maintain 
the  following  information  as  received  from  manufactur- 
ers, processors,  users  or  storers  of  toxic  or  hazardous 
substances: 

(i)  material  safety  data  sheets  provided  by  employers  in 
accordance  with  section  6  of  this  ordinance;  and 
(ii)  information  as  to  the  exact  location  of  all  toxic  or 
hazardous  substances  in  a  workplace  provided  by  em- 
ployers in  accordance  with  section  7  of  this  ordinance. 

(b)  With  the  exception  of  information  classified  as  a 
trade  secret  pursuant  to  section  10  of  this  ordinance,  in- 
formation maintained  under  subsection  (a)  of  this  section 
shall  be  of  public  record  and  shall  be  available  for  public 
inspection. 

Section  9.  Inspections  of  Workplaces. 

(a)  The  fire  department  may  conduct  an  inspection  of 
any  workplace  where  toxic  or  hazardous  substances  are 
used,  manufactured,  processed  or  stored.  The  fire  depart- 
ment shall  not  attempt  a  forcible  entry  should  the  em- 
ployer refuse  to  consent  to  such  an  inspection,  but  shall 
seek  a  proper  search  warrant.  Such  inspections  shall  be 
performed  at  least  once  in  each  year  and  shall  be  con- 
ducted for  the  purpose  of  determining: 

(i)  that  toxic  or  hazardous  substances  are  properly  la- 
beled consistent  with  section  3  of  this  ordinance  and 
that  the  correct  information  is  contained  on  the  material 
safety  data  sheets  as  required  by  section  6  of  this  ordi- 
nance; 

(ii)  that  appropriate  safety,  containment  and  cleanup 
equipment  is  readily  available;  and 
(iii)  that  the  location  of  toxic  or  hazardous  substances  is 
consistent  with  the  information  provided  to  the  fire 
commissioner  pursuant  to  section  7  of  this  ordinance. 

(b)  Any  employee,  representative  of  an  employee  or 
resident  of  the  City  of  Boston  who  believes  that  a  violation 
of  this  ordinance  exists  may  request  an  inspection  by  giv- 
ing written  notice  to  the  fire  commissioner  or  his  desig- 
nated representative. 

Section  10.  Trade  Secrets. 

(a)  An  employer  may  withhold  the  chemical  name  of  a 
toxic  or  hazardous  substance  from  the  label  required  by 
section  3  of  this  ordinance  and  the  material  safety  data 
sheet  required  by  section  6  of  this  ordinance  provided 
that: 
(i)  the  employer  can  establish  that  the  identity  of  the 
substance  is  a  trade  secret  by  showing  that  the  substance 
is  a  catalyst  or  other  intermediate  unknown  to  competi- 
tors or  that  the  substance  cannot  be  practically  and  law- 
fully discovered  by  analytical  techniques,  laboratory 
procedures  or  other  means  available  to  any  potential 
competitor; 

(ii)  the  employer  can  establish  that  the  substance  is  not  a 
suspected  or  recognized  carcinogen,  mutagen,  terato- 
gen, or  cause  of  significant  irreversible  damage  to  hu- 
man organs  or  body  systems,  as  demonstrated  through 
human,  animal  or  other  experimental  media; 
(iii)  the  toxic  or  hazardous  substance  is  identified  by  a 
generic  chemical  classification  that  would  provide  suf- 
ficient information  upon  which  a  health  professional 
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could  render  recommendations  for  adequate  safe- 
guards to  prevent  toxic  or  hazardous  exposure  to  the 
substance. 

(iv)  All  other  information  on  the  properties  and  effects 
of  the  substance  required  by  section  6  is  provided; 
(v)  The  material  safety  data  sheet  indicates  which  cate- 
gory of  information  is  being  withheld  on  trade  secret 
grounds; 

(vi)  the  material  safety  data  sheet  for  the  specific  sub- 
stance(s)  in  question  is  posted  in  the  work  area  where 
the  substance  is  used,  manufactured,  or  stored;  and 
(vii)  the  withheld  information  is  provided  on  a  confi- 
dential basis  to  a  treating  physician  who  states  in  writ- 
ing, except  in  an  emergency  situation,  that  a  patient's 
health  problems  may  be  related  to  exposure  to  a  toxic  or 
hazardous  substance.  A  statement  to  this  effect  with  the 
name  and  telephone  number  of  the  person(s)  autho- 
rized to  disclose  the  withheld  information  shall  be  in- 
cluded on  the  materials  safety  data  sheet. 

(b)  An  employer  may  withhold  information  as  a  trade 
secret  if  the  employer  can  establish  that  the  information 
was  withheld  by  the  employer's  supplier  in  accordance 
with  this  section. 

(c)  An  employer  must  provide  the  chemical  name  and 
location  of  all  toxic  or  hazardous  substances,  notwith- 
standing the  status  of  their  identity  as  a  trade  secret  under 
this  section,  to  the  fire  commissioner  as  provided  by  in 
section  7  of  the  ordinance.  The  employer  shall  designate 
which  information  is  considered  trade  secret  information 
to  be  protected  as  such  by  the  fire  commissioner  pursuant 
to  the  provisions  of  this  section  and  section  7  of  this  ordi- 
nance. The  employer  shall  file  a  statement  with  the  fire 
commissioner  that  the  conditions  of  subsection  (a)  i 
through  vii  of  this  section  have  been  met  befoe  the  em- 
ployer may  claim  that  the  identity  of  certain  toxic  or  haz- 
ardous substances  is  a  trade  secret  or  that  the  location  of 
the  substances  would  reveal  trade  secret  information. 

(d)  No  officer,  employee,  agent  or  contractor  of  any 
state  or  local  department,  board  or  commission  shall 
knowingly  and  intentionally  disclose  to  anyone  in  any 
manner  unless  authorized  by  law,  any  trade  secret  infor- 
mation, except  as  is  required  to  administer  or  enforce  the 
provisions  of  this  ordinance  and  to  perform  other  official 
duties. 

(e)  Notwithstanding  any  other  provision  of  this  ordi- 
nance, the  fire  commissioner  or  his  designated  represent- 
ative, is  authorized  to  disclose  trade  secret  information 
when  such  action  is  necessary  to  protect  health,  safety  or 
property  in  an  emergency  situation. 

Section  1 1 .  Penalties. 

Any  employer,  person,  firm,  corporation  or  other  busi- 
ness entity  that  violates  any  provision  of  this  ordinance 
shall  be  fined  not  more  than  $300  for  each  violation. 

Section  12.  Severability.  The  provisions  of  this  ordi- 
nance are  severable  and  if  any  provision  shall  be  held  to  be 
unconstitutional  or  otherwise  invalid  by  any  court  of 
competent  jurisdiction,  then  such  provisions  shall  be  con- 
sidered separate  and  apart  from  the  remaining  provisions 
of  this  ordinance,  which  shall  remain  in  full  force  and 
effect. 

Section  13.  Publication.  The  provisions  of  the  City  of 
Boston  Code,  Ordinances,  Title  2,  section  752,  to  the 
contrary  notwithstanding,  this  ordinance  shall  be  pub- 
lished by  action  of  the  city  council  in  passing  same.

I  transmit  herewith  and  urge  your  Honorable  Body 
adopt  the  enclosed  order  allowing  the  city  to  accept  a  sum 
not  to  exceed  $21,500  from  the  Local  Consumer  Aid 
Fund  of  the  Office  of  the  Attorney  General,  pursuant  to 
chapter  12,  section  1 IG  of  the  General  Laws,  and  to  ex- 
pend such  funds  in  conformity  to  said  General  Laws  and 
its  regulations. 

The  Attorney  General  has  been  authorized  by  the  Leg- 
islature to  assist  the  Mayor's  Office  of  Consumer  Affairs 
and  Licensing  and  other  local  consumer  organizations  fi- 
nancially, in  order  to  coordinate  consumer  protection  ac- 
tivities statewide. 


The  primary  method  in  which  coordination  of  con- 
sumer protection  is  accomplished  is  through  a  systema- 
tized program  of  local  consumer  businesses  in  their 
jurisdiction.  Detailed  records  must  be  kept  of  each  inves- 
tigation and  mediation  effort.  This  information  is  tran- 
scribed locally  into  computer  data  base.  This  enables  all 
local  consumer  organizations,  the  Attorney  General,  and 
various  other  state  and  federal  agencies  to  coordinate  ef- 
forts quickly.  Patterns  of  fraud  are  now  detected  in  a  frac- 
tion of  the  time  it  once  took,  making  con  men  reluctant  to 
venture  into  Boston  or  Massachusetts. 

The  Mayor's  Office  of  Consumer  Affairs  and  Licens- 
ing is  the  local  consumer  organization  for  Boston.  With- 
out the  award  of  $21,500  given  by  Attorney  General 
Bellotti,  the  Mayor's  Office  of  Consumer  Affairs  and  Li- 
censing could  not  participate  in  this  program.  The  cost  of 
computer  reporting  requirements  and  time  spent  coordi- 
nating investigative  efforts  easily  equals  the  award.  The 
citizens  of  Boston  benefit  greatly  from  being  a  part  of  this 
system.  In  addition  to  the  deterrent  effect,  the  program 
guarantees  that  law  enforcement  agencies  move  quickly 
against  those  businesses  defrauding  Bostonians.  The  At- 
torney General  also  provides  legal  assistance  to  City  of 
Boston  investigators  as  part  of  our  participation  in  the  net- 
work. 

Consumer  agencies  have  long  recognized  the  need  for 
cooperation  and  coordination  of  efforts.  The  Local  Con- 
sumer Aid  Fund  and  its  network  guarantee  this.  With 
drastic  cutbacks  at  all  levels  of  government,  coordinated 
consumer  protection  is  needed  now  more  than  ever. 

I  recommend  that  your  Honorable  Body  adopt  this  or- 
der quickly  to  maximize  the  coordination  of  consumer 
protection  in  this  city  and  the  Commonwealth.

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ORDINANCE  AMENDING  ORDINANCE  AMEND- 
ING THE  ANNUAL  ACTIVITIES  BY  THE 
COLLECTOR-TREASURER

The  ordinance  is  amended  by  inserting  at  the  end  the 
following  additional  sections: 

Section  1.  Whenever  used  in  this  and  the  following 
three  sections,  the  following  words  and  phrases  shall  have 
the  following  meanings  unless  the  context  clearly  re- 
quires otherwise; 

(a)  "applicant,"  any  person  or  organization  which  ap- 
plies for  the  right  to  acquire  any  property  from  the  City  of 
Boston  under  the  Residential  Rehabilitation  Project; 

(b)  "community-based  organization."  any  nonprofit 
corporation,  including  Community  Development  Corpo- 
rations, whose  purposes  include  the  rehabilitation  of  resi- 
dential housing  and  which  serves  a  particular 
neighborhood  or  group  of  neighborhoods  in  Boston  and  is 
accountable  to  residents  of  such  neighborhoods  through 
an  elected  board  or  otherwise; 

(c)  "habitable,"  in  a  condition  free  of  any  violation  of 
the  State  Sanitary  Code  which  materially  impairs  the 
health  or  well-being  of  the  occupants  or  the  public; 

(d)  "low  income,"  any  individual  or  household  whose 
income  does  not  exceed  125  percent  of  the  federal  poverty 
guidelines; 

(e)  "moderate  income,"  any  individual  or  household 
whose  income  does  not  exceed  the  federal  moderate  liv- 
ing standard  guidelines; 

(0  "Project,"  the  Residential  Rehabilitation  Project  of 
the  Public  Facilities  Department  established  by  this  ordi- 
nance; 

(g)  "rehabilitation,"  the  improvement  of  residential 
housing  which  is  not  in  habitable  condition  to  a  habitable 
condition,  together  with  such  other  improvements  as  are 
made  to  make  the  property  suitable  as  a  home; 

(h)  "residential,"  any  property  used  as  a  dwelling  for 
people  other  than  a  dwelling  which  is  the  principal  place 
of  residence  of  the  owner  of  the  dwelling. 

Section  2.  Within  ninety  days  after  the  acquisition  of 
tax  title  to  any  parcel  of  residential  property,  the  Collec- 
tor-Treasurer shall  notify  the  Law  Department  and  shall 
provide  to  the  Law  Department  such  information  as  is 
necessary  to  the  preparation  of  a  petition  for  foreclosure 
of  such  tax  title.  If  the  Collector-Treasurer  fails  to  acquire 
tax  title  to  any  parcel  of  residential  property  within  six 
months  after  the  date  on  which  any  tax  was  due  and  pay- 
able and  such  tax  remains  unpaid,  the  Collector-Trea- 
surer shall  provide  written  notice  to  the  City  Council  of 
such  failure  and  shall  accompany  such  notice  with  a  writ- 
ten explanation  of  such  failure. 

Within  thirty  days  of  the  first  date  upon  which  a  petition 
for  foreclosure  of  tax  title  against  any  parcel  of  residential 
property  may  be  filed,  the  Law  Department  shall  file  such 
a  petition  and  shall  thereafter  expedite  the  foreclosure 
proceeding  and  such  proceeding  shall  have  priority  over 
other  matters  pending  in  the  Law  Department  except  mat- 
ters which  are  given  higher  priority  by  statute.  If  the  court 
fails  to  complete  foreclosure  of  tax  title  against  any  parcel 
of  residential  property  within  six  months  of  the  date  when 
the  petition  for  foreclosure  was  filed,  for  any  reason  other 
than  the  redemption  of  such  parcel  by  the  person  holding 
the  right  of  redemption,  the  Law  Department  shall  notify 
the  City  Council  in  writing  of  such  failure  and  shall  ac- 
company such  notice  with  a  written  explanation  of  the 
reasons  for  such  failure. 

Section  3.  Any  parcel  of  residential  property  acquired 
through  the  foreclosure  of  tax  titles  shall  be  transferred 
from  the  Real  Property  Board  to  the  Public  Facilities  De- 
partment for  the  purpose  of  rehabilitation  within  thirty 
days  after  the  completion  of  such  foreclosure.  All  such 
property  shall  be  utilized  for  the  purpose  of  rehabilitation 


unless  the  Public  Facilities  Commission  certifies  that 
such  property  cannot  be  feasibly  rehabilitated  or  reuti- 
lized  as  residential  housing  and  must  be  demolished,  in 
which  case  the  property  may  be  transferred  back  to  the 
Real  Property  Board.  The  Public  Facilities  Department 
shall  publish  a  list  of  all  parcels  which  have  been  transfer- 
red to  the  department  for  rehabilitation  and  shall  update 
such  published  list  promptly  upon  transfer  of  any  addi- 
tional parcel.  Such  list  shall  describe  each  such  parcel  as 
to  location,  number  of  units,  general  condition,  and  such 
other  information  as  is  available  which  may  assist  poten- 
tial applicants  in  evaluating  the  parcel.  The  Public  Facili- 
ties Department  shall  receive  applications  for  any  parcel 
of  residential  property  in  its  control  from  individuals  and 
organizations  and  shall  approve  transfer  of  properties  to 
applicants  under  the  following  procedure: 

(a)  The  department  shall  screen  all  applications  to 
identify  qualified  applicants.  An  individual  applicant 
shall  be  deemed  qualified  if  the  applicant  agrees  to  ac- 
cept the  terms  and  conditions  required  by  the  depart- 
ment to  ensure  timely  rehabilitation  of  the  property 
and  has  demonstrated  his/her  ability  to  carry  out  the 
rehabilitation  of  the  property  for  which  he/she  has  ap- 
plied; provided,  that  in  screening  individual  applicants 
the  department  shall  make  every  effort  to  assist  and 
encourage  low-  moderate-income  applicants  in  dem- 
onstrating or  acquiring  the  ability  to  carry  out  such  re- 
habilitation work.  An  organization  applicant  shall  be 
deemed  qualified  if  the  applicant  agrees  to  accept  the 
terms  and  conditions  required  by  the  department  to  en- 
sure timely  rehabilitation  of  the  property,  is  a  commu- 
nity-based organization,  and  has  demonstrated  its 
ability  to  carry  out  the  rehabilitation  of  the  property  for 
which  it  has  applied  and  its  ability  to  carry  out  the  num- 
ber of  rehabilitation  projects  which  it  proposes  to  un- 
dertake, if  more  than  one. 

(b)  With  respect  to  each  property,  preference  for 
transfer  shall  be  given  in  the  following  order: 

( 1 )  first  preference  shall  be  given  to  qualified  organi- 

zations based  in  the  community  in  which  the 
property  is  located,  and  maximum  efforts  shall 
be  made  to  decentralize  the  rehabilitation  pro- 
gram through  cooperation  with  such  commu- 
nity-based organizations; 

(2)  second  preference  shall  be  given  to  qualified  low- 

and  moderate-income  individual  applicants  for 
a  property;  provided,  that  no  fewer  than  10  per- 
cent of  all  available  units  shall  be  reserved  for 
qualified  low-income  individual  applicants  and 
no  fewer  than  50  percent  of  all  available  units 
shall  be  reserved  for  qualified  low-  and  moder- 
ate-income individual  applicants,  for  a  period 
of  at  least  one  year  following  acquisition,  in  or- 
der to  provide  an  opportunity  to  identify  and  as- 
sist such  qualified  applicants;  and  further 
provided,  that  this  priority  may  be  achieved 
through  transfers  to  community-based  organi- 
zations which  agree  to  implement  this  priority; 

(3)  third  preference  shall  be  given  to  other  qualified 

individual  and  organizational  applicants. 
In  the  event  that  more  than  one  qualified  applicant  with 
the  same  level  of  preference  is  identified  for  any  one  prop- 
erty, the  successful  applicant  shall  be  selected  by  lottery. 
No  residential  property  under  the  control  of  the  depart- 
ment shall  be  subject  to  disposition  by  public  auction  for  a 
period  of  at  least  two  years  following  acquisition  by  the 
department.  Subsequent  to  such  period,  such  properties 
may  be  disposed  of  by  public  auction  only  upon  certifica- 
tion by  the  department  that  it  is  not  feasible  to  achieve  the 
rehabilitation  of  such  property  through  the  transfer  of 
such  property  by  the  department  under  the  provisions  of 
this  ordinance.

Section  4.  The  Housing  Inspection  Department  is 
hereby  authorized  to  establish  a  revolving  fund,  to  be 
known  as  the  Emergency  Repair  Fund,  which  shall  be 
administered  by  the  Housing  Inspection  Board  for  the 
purpose  of  financing  emergency  repairs  to  residential 
housing  under  the  provisions  of  section  127B  of  chapter

repairs  which  are  necessary  to  prevent  the  continued  dete- 
rioration or  abandonment  of  residential  housing.  The  cost 
of  such  repairs  shall  be  charged  to  the  owner  of  the  prop- 
erty as  provided  by  said  section  127B  and,  upon  failure  of 
the  owner  to  pay  such  costs ,  the  debt  shall  be  recovered  by 
the  Collector- Treasurer  through  foreclosure  in  the  man- 
ner provided  by  statute  and  the  foreclosure  shall  be  expe- 
dited by  the  Law  Department  in  the  manner  provided  by 
this  ordinance.  Such  property  shall,  upon  foreclosure,  be 
transferred  to  the  Public  Facilities  Department  for  trans- 
fer in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance. 
The  Emergency  Repair  Fund  shall  consist  of  funds  appro- 
priated for  this  purpose  from  time  to  time  and  funds  allo- 
cated to  this  purpose  under  the  Community  Development 
Block  Grant  program,  together  with  funds  recovered 
through  repayment  by  property  owners  for  repairs  made 
by  the  department  from  moneys  in  the  Emergency  Repair 
Fund.

LAND HOUSE  OF  CORRECTION  BY  COM- 
MONWEALTH OF  MASSACHUSETTS 

Couns.  LANGONE  and  O'NEIL  offered  the  follow- 
ing: 

Whereas,  The  1983  Deer  Island  prison's  population  in 
the  Suffolk  County  House  of  Correction  now  exceeds 
400,  with  the  population  projection  expected  to  reach  ap- 
proximately 600,  an  overwhelming  increase  from  last 
year's  figure  of  275  to  300;  and 

Whereas,  The  mandatory  state  law  sentencing  of  cer- 
tain offenses,  and  the  courts  sentencing  of  offenders  to  the 
House  of  Correction  due  to  the  shortage  of  space  in  the 
various  Massachusetts  correction  institutions  such  as 
Concord,  Walpole,  and  Norfolk,  has  rapidly  increased; 
and 

Whereas,  The  City  of  Boston  pays  the  entire  cost  of 
Suffolk  County  Correction  Institution,  which  increases 
the  cost  of  maintaining  the  correction  institutions  to  an 
annual  estimate  of  $5 ,000  per  prisoner;  and 

Whereas,  The  City  of  Boston  has  been  mandated  to 
make  extensive  renovations  at  Deer  Island,  a  cost  of 
nearly  $6  million,  by  order  of  the  Suffolk  Superior  Court; 
therefore  be  it 

Resolved,  That  the  Boston  City  Council  favors  the  take- 
over of  the  Deer  Island  House  of  Correction  by  the  Com- 
monwealth of  Massachusetts;  further 

Resolved,  That  in  1984,  the  state's  fiscal  budget  in- 
clude money  for  renovation  of  the  Deer  Island  House  of 
Correction,  based  on  the  Suffolk  County  Superior 
Court's  order.

An  Ordinance  Re  Augmented 

Fire  Services  Availability 

Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston,  as  follows: 

Whereas,  The  cost  of  providing  the  availability  of  fire 
protection  to  certain  structures  in  the  city  is  greater  than 
the  cost  of  providing  the  availability  of  fire  protection  to 
the  majority  of  structures,  by  reason  of  their  size,  type  of 
construction,  use,  and  other  relevant  factors;  and 

Whereas ,  The  prov  ision  of  fire  protection  to  such  struc- 
tures requires  the  city  to  employ  additional  fire  fighters, 
deploy  additional  equipment  and  purchase  equipment 
different  in  kind  from  that  required  to  provide  fire  protec- 
tion for  the  majority  of  structures;  and 

Whereas,  The  availability  of  such  additional  fire  serv- 
ices is  being  provided  to  a  small  proportion  of  the  build- 
ings in  the  city; 

Section  1 .  Purpose.  The  purpose  of  this  ordinance  is  to 
assure  the  city's  continued  ability  to  provide  the  availabil- 
ity of  fire  fighting  services  in  excess  of  the  degree  of  such 
services  provided  to  the  general  public  by  imposing  the 
cost  of  making  available  such  extra  services  on  those  to 
whom  such  extra  services  are  made  available. 

Section  2.  City  of  Boston  Code,  Ordinances,  Title  14, 
as  most  recently  amended,  is  hereby  further  amended  by 
striking  section  459,  thereof,  and  inserting  the  following 
section: 

Section  459. 
Definitions.  In  this  ordinance,  the  following  words 

and  phrases  shall  have  the  meanings  given  in  the  fol- 
lowing clauses: 

(1)  "Augmented  fire  services  availability  (AFSA)," 
the  capacity  to  deliver  a  total  fire  flow  in  excess  of 
3.500  gallons  per  minute. 

(2)  "Total  Fire  Flow  (TFF),"  the  total  fire  fighting 
capacity,  expressed  in  gallons  per  minute,  necessary  to 
extinguish  a  fully  involved  fire  in  any  given  structure, 
taking  into  account  fire  suppression  and  detection 
equipment  and  life  risk  as  provided  herein.  Total  fire 
flow  shall  be  determined  by  the  fire  commissioner  ac- 
cording to  the  following  formula: 

TTF  =  (NFF)  x  (1-S)  x  (LRF) 

(3)  "Needed  Fire  Flow  (NFF),"  a  factor,  expressed 
in  gallons  per  minute,  to  be  determined  by  the  fire 
commissioner,  taking  into  account  a  construction  type 
factor,  an  effective  area  factor,  a  use  factor,  an  expo- 
sure factor,  and  a  connecting  passageways  factor. 

(4)  "Supression  Credit  (S),"  a  credit  determined  by 
the  fire  commissioner  to  be  used  in  determining  total 
fire  flow,  taking  into  account  the  existence  of  fire  sup- 
pression and  detection  equipment  in  a  structure. 

(5)  "Life  risk  factor  (LRF),"  a  factor,  to  be  deter- 
mined by  the  fire  commissioner,  taking  into  account 
density  of  occupancy,  hours  of  occupancy,  number  of 
stories,  and  the  existence  of  smoke  removal  equip- 
ment. 

Prior  to  October  first  of  each  year  the  fire  commis- 
sioner shall  determine  which  structures  in  the  city  are  be- 
ing provided  augmented  fire  services  availability.  On  or 
before  October  first  of  each  year,  the  owners  of  all  such 


structures  being  provided  augmented  fire  services  avail- 
ability shall  be  charged  a  fee  by  the  fire  commissioner,  to 
be  determined  by  said  fire  commissioner  as  provided  in 
this  ordinance,  for  the  provision  of  augmented  fire  serv- 
ices availability.  Said  fee  shall  be  based  on  the  cost  of  pro- 
viding augmented  fire  services  availability  and  shall  be 
due  and  payable  in  two  equal  installments;  the  first  install- 
ment due  and  payable  no  later  than  December  first  of  the 
year  in  which  the  charge  is  made,  and  the  second  install- 
ment due  and  payable  no  later  than  June  first  of  the  fol- 
lowing year.  The  fire  commissioner  shall  designate  as  the 
owner  of  the  parcel  charged  the  person  or  entity  who  was 
liable  to  assessment  therefor  on  the  preceding  January 
first  under  the  provisions  of  chapter  59  of  the  General 
Laws.  In  the  case  of  a  condominium,  as  defined  by  sec- 
tion 1  of  chapter  183  A  of  the  General  Laws,  the  fire  com- 
missioner shall  designate  as  the  owner  of  the  parcel 
charged  the  person,  corporation,  trust,  association  or 
other  entity  designated  on  the  master  deed  or  any  amend- 
ments thereto  pursuant  to  section  8(i)  of  chapter  183A  of 
the  General  Laws. 

Upon  payment  of  the  first  installment  of  the  fee,  the 
person  or  entity  paying  such  fee  may  appeal  the  correct- 
ness of  such  fee  by  filing  a  notice  of  appeal  with  the  fire 
commissioner  on  or  before  December  first.  Upon  receiv- 
ing a  notice  of  appeal  the  fire  commissioner  shall  sched- 
ule a  hearing  and  shall  notify  the  person  or  entity 
appealing  of  the  date  of  the  hearing.  The  person  or  entity 
who  filed  the  appeal  shall  be  entitled  to  appear  at  the  hear- 
ing and  present  evidence  challenging  the  correctness  of 
the  fee  charged.  The  fire  commissioner  or  his  designee 
shall  preside  at  said  hearing,  shall  render  a  decision  af- 
firming the  correctness  of  the  charge  or  correcting  said 
charge,  and  shall  so  notify  the  person  or  entity  who  filed 
the  appeal. 

Upon  the  determination  of  an  appeal,  the  fire  commis- 
sioner shall  inform  the  collector-treasurer  of  cases  in 
which  the  corrected  fee  is  greater  than  or  less  than  the 
original  charge.  The  collector-treasurer  shall  issue  a  re- 
vised bill  or  abatement  notice,  as  appropriate,  reflecting 
the  corrected  fee,  and  refunding  the  difference,  if  any, 
between  the  corrected  fee  and  the  amount  already  paid, 
plus  interest  of  8  percent  per  annum  from  the  date  of  pay- 
ment. 

The  filing  of  an  appeal  and  the  pendency  of  any  pro- 
ceedings pursuant  thereto  shall  not  operate  to  stay  the 
payment  of  any  fee  as  otherwise  provided  in  this  ordi- 
nance. 

Estimated  Fee.  The  fire  commissioner  may  estimate 
the  fee  to  be  paid  for  a  particular  structure.  In  such  cases, 
the  estimated  fee  shall  be  charged  to  the  owner  of  a  struc- 
ture subject  to  such  fee  on  or  before  October  first,  and 
shall  be  due  and  payable  in  two  equal  installments  as  here- 
inbefore provided.  The  fire  commissioner  shall  deter- 
mine the  final  fee  on  or  before  February  first  of  the  fiscal 
year  in  which  the  fee  was  charged.  The  collector-trea- 
surer shall  issue  a  revised  bill  or  abatement  notice,  as  ap- 
propriate, reflecting  the  final  fee,  and,  if  no  appeal  is 
pending,  shall  refund  the  difference,  if  any,  between  the 
final  fee  and  the  amount  already  paid,  plus  interest  of  8 
percent  per  annum  from  the  date  of  payment.  The  person 
or  entity  paying  such  fee  may  appeal  the  correctness  of  the 
final  fee  by  filing  a  notice  of  appeal  with  the  fire  commis- 
sioner on  or  before  March  first  of  the  fiscal  year  in  which 
the  fee  was  charged.  Said  appeal  shall  be  decided  as  here- 
inbefore provided. 

Notwithstanding  any  foregoing  provisions  of  this  ordi- 
nance to  the  contrary,  for  the  fiscal  year  beginning  July  1 , 
1982,  and  ending  June  30,  1983  the  fee  provided  for  in 
this  ordinance  shall  be  assessed  as  follows: 

On  or  before  March  1,  1983  the  fire  commissioner 
shall  determine  and  assess  said  fee.

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of  said  fee  shall  be  due  and  payable  no  later  than  April  1 , 
1983.  The  second  installment  of  said  fee  shall  be  due  and 
payable  on  June  30,  1983.  The  person  or  entity  paying 
such  fee  may  appeal  the  correctness  of  the  fee  as  hereinbe- 
fore provided  on  or  before  March31,  1983.  Appeals  shall 
be  decided,  and  a  revised  bill  or  abatement  notice  reflect- 
ing the  corrected  fee,  and  refunds,  where  appropriate, 
shall  be  issued  as  otherwise  provided  in  this  ordinance. 

Fees  that  remain  unpaid  shall  constitute  accounts 
owned  to  the  city  and  shall  be  collected  by  the  collector- 
treasurer  in  accordance  with  applicable  laws.

Gifts  shall  become  trust  property  upon  acceptance  by 
the  Managing  Committee. 
Section  2.2.  Distribution. 

All  distributions,  payments  and  conveyances,  both  of 
principal  and  of  income  shall  be  made  exclusively  by  the 
Trustee  as  provided  for  in  sections  3.2  and  3.3  hereof. 
Section  2.3.  Purposes. 

Except  as  provided  in  section  2.4  hereof,  the  net  in- 
come, together  with  so  much  of  the  principal  as  the  chair- 
man shall  determine,  shall  be  used  to  maintain  an

The 
Managing  Committee  shall  consist  of  the  following  per- 
sons, each  of  whom  shall  hold  office  until  the  appoint- 
ment and  qualification  of  his  successor: 

1.  Commissioner  of  Parks  and  Recreation,  ex  officio 

(Chairman) 

2.  Collector-Treasurer,  ex  officio 

3.  A  member  of  the  City  Council  or  designee  of  the  Citj 

Council. 
Section  3.2.  General  Gifts. 

All  distributions,  payments  and  coin  e\  ances  of  gifts  to 
which  arc  attached  no  special  requests  or  restrictions 
shall  be  made  by  the  Trustee  only  upon  written  approval 
signed  by  two  members  of  the  Managing  Committee  stat- 
ing that  such  approval  shall  constitute  full  and  complete 
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authority  to  the  Trustee  for  the  making  of  the  distribu- 
tions, payments  and  conveyances  therein  called  for. 
Section  3.3.  Special  Gifts. 

All  distributions,  payments  and  conveyances  of  gifts  to 
which  are  attached  special  requests  or  restrictions  shall  be 
made  by  the  Trustee  only  upon  written  approval  signed  by 
the  chairman  stating  that  such  approval  shall  constitute 
full  and  complete  authority  to  the  Trustee  for  the  making 
of  the  distributions,  payments  and  conveyances  therein 
called  for. 

Article  IV 
Powers  of  the  Trustee 
Section  4. 1 .  General. 

Subject  to  section  2 . 2 .  hereof,  the  Trustee  shal  1  have  the 
exclusive  management  and  control  of  the  property  of  this 
trust  and  shall  at  all  times  have  full  power  and  authority  to 
invest  and  reinvest,  to  manage,  hold,  and  dispose  of  the 
trust  property  for  the  purpose  of  preserving  or  enhancing 
the  trust  property,  with  all  the  rights  and  privileges  per- 
taining to  trust  management  which  are  granted  to  a  trustee 
by  the  law  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  unless 
otherwise  restricted  by  the  donor. 
Section  4.2.  Particular  Powers. 

Without  in  any  way  limiting  the  generality  of  the  fore- 
going, the  Trustee  shall  also  have  the  following  powers 
and  authority. 

(a)  To  sell,  exchange,  transfer  or  convey  any  of  the 
trust  property  upon  such  terms  and  conditions,  and  in 
such  manner  and  form  as  he  shall  deem  best,  and  to 
execute,  acknowledge,  deliver  and  record  any  deed, 
contract  or  other  instrument  relating  to  the  trust  prop- 
erty which  he  may  deem  necessary  or  advisable. 

(b)  To  lease  any  real  estate  at  any  time  held  as  a  part  of 
the  trust  property  for  such  term  or  terms  as  the  Trustee 
shall  determine  and  upon  such  provisions  and  condi- 
tions as  he  shall  determine. 

(c)  To  mortgage  any  real  estate  at  any  time  held  as  a 
part  of  the  trust  property  to  such  extent  and  upon  such 
terms  and  conditions  as  he  shall  determine. 

(d)  To  determine  to  what  extent  money  and  other 
property  coming  into  his  possession,  in  order  to  do  jus- 
tice and  equity,  shall  be  deemed  principal  or  income 
and  to  apportion  the  same  between  principal  and  in- 
come to  the  extent  he  determines. 

(e)  To  determine  the  mode  in  which  expenses  inci- 
dental to  the  administration  of  the  trust  shall  be  borne  as 
between  principal  and  income,  and  to  apportion  the 
same  between  principal  and  income. 

(0  To  establish  and  maintain  in  such  manner  and  to 
such  extent  as  he  deems  necessary  or  proper  a  sinking 
fund  or  sinking  funds  for  the  payment  or  reduction  of 
any  mortgage  upon  any  real  estate  held  by  him  hereun- 
der. 

(g)  To  amortize  any  premium  on  any  bonds  held  as  a 
part  of  the  trust  property  or  to  refrain  from  doing  so  as 
he  shall  determine. 

(h)  To  retain  and  hold  any  stock,  bond  or  other  secu- 
rity, any  real  estate  of  any  other  form  of  property  given 
to  him  for  as  long  a  period  as  he  deems  advisable  sub- 
ject to  limitations  imposed  upon  the  gift. 

(i)  To  join  in  any  merger,  consolidation  or  reorgani- 
zation of  any  corporation  or  association  whose  securi- 
ties shall  be  held  as  part  of  the  trust  company;  to  pay 
any  calls  and  assessments  imposed  upon  the  owner  of 
such  securities  as  a  condition  of  participating  therein; 
and  to  consent  to  any  contract,  lease,  mortgage,  pur- 
chase or  sale  of  property,  by  or  between  such  corpora- 
tion and  any  other  corporation  or  person. 

(j)  To  deposit  any  security  with  any  protective  or  re- 
organization committee  and  to  delegate  to  such  com- 
mittee such  power  and  authority  with  relation  thereto  as 
the  Trustee  may  deem  proper,  and  to  agree  to  pay,  and 


to  pay,  out  of  the  property  of  this  trust,  such  portion  of 
the  expenses  and  compensation  of  such  committee  as  he 
may  deem  proper. 

(k)  To  vote  all  stock  and  to  execute  and  deliver  prox- 
ies or  powers  of  attorney  to  such  person  or  persons  as 
the  Trustee  may  deem  proper,  granting  to  such  person 
or  persons  such  power  and  authority  with  relation  to 
any  property  or  securities  at  any  time  held  as  a  part  of 
the  trust  property  as  the  Trustee  deem  proper. 

(1)  To  exercise  all  powers  and  rights  of  subscription  or 
otherwise  which  in  any  manner  arise  out  of  ownership 
of  securities  held  as  part  of  the  trust  property. 

(m)  To  extend  the  time  of  payment  of  any  obligation. 

(n)  To  compromise,  arbitrate  or  otherwise  adjust 
claims  in  favor  of  or  against  the  trust,  including  claims 
for  taxes,  and  to  accept  any  property,  either  in  total  or 
partial  satisfaction  of  any  indebtedness  or  other  obliga- 
tion and,  subject  to  the  provisions  hereof,  to  continue  to 
hold  the  same  for  such  period  of  time  as  the  Trustee  may 
deem  appropriate. 

(o)  To  grant  such  terms  of  credit  as  he  may  deem 
proper,  with  or  without  security,  upon  the  occasion  of 
making  any  sale  or  disposition  of  any  asset  contained  in 
this  trust  and  to  give  and  receive  money  in  order  to  ef- 
fect equality  in  price  upon  the  occasion  of  making  any 
exchange. 

Section  4.3.  Limitations  Upon  Powers. 

The  powers  of  the  Trustees  as  set  forth  in  sections  4. 1 
and  4.2  hereof  shall  be  limited  as  follows: 

(a)  At  least  five  thousand  dollars  ($5,000)  worth  of 
trust  property  shall  be  subject  to  distribution  upon 
twenty-four  hours  notice  in  accordance  with  section  3 
hereof. 

(b)  Except  for  investment  purposes,  the  trust  prop- 
erty shall  be  kept  separate  from  all  other  trust  property 
of  the  city  or  a  subdivision  thereof. 

(c)  The  Trustee  may  sell  or  lease  any  land  or  building 
which  has  become  trust  property  as  provided  for  in  sec- 
tion 2 . 1  hereof  only  upon  three  weeks  prior  notice  to  the 
Boston  City  Council  of  the  intent  to  sell  or  lease  such 
land  or  building,  together  with  a  written  statement  of 
when  and  where  written  details  of  such  proposed  lease 
or  sale  may  be  examined;  and  after  the  aforementioned 
notice  and  statement  has  been  advertised  in  the  City  Re- 
cord once  a  week  for  three  successive  weeks. 

Article  V 

Accounts 
The  Trustee  shall  submit  an  annual  account  of  the  trust 
to  the  Division  of  Public  Charities  of  the  office  of  the  At- 
torney General  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts, 
the  City  Council  or  to  such  other  office  of  said  Common- 
wealth as  shall  be  authorized  to  receive  accounts  of  public 
charities.  Said  account  shall  be  the  result  of  an  indepen- 
dent audit.  The  Trustees  or  the  chairman  shall  submit  to 
the  Council  a  quarterly  account  of  all  gifts  received  by  the 
fund  and  all  distributions,  payments  and  conveyances 
thereof. 

Article  VI 
Dissolution 
The  City  Council  shall  annually  review  the  operations 
of  the  trust  to  determine  whether  the  trust  should  be  dis- 
solved. Said  dissolution  shall  require  a  two-thirds  vote  of 
the  City  Council.  Upon  dissolution  of  the  fund,  the  Man- 
aging Committee  and  Trustee  shall  take  all  steps  neces- 
sary to  assure  the  continued  administration  of  the  assets  of 
the  fund  for  charitable  purposes  similar  to  that  set  forth  in 
1 .2  hereof. 
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Article  VII 
Miscellaneous 
Section  7.1.  Titles  and  Subtitles. 

Titles  of  the  articles  and  titles  and  subtitles  of  the  sec- 
tions are  placed  herein  for  reference  only,  and  in  case  of 
any  conflict,  the  text  of  this  instrument,  other  than  such 
titles  or  subtitles,  shall  be  controlling. 
Section  7.2  Governed  by  Massachusetts  Law. 

This  trust  shall  at  all  times  be  governed,  construed  and 
administered  in  accordance  with  the  laws  of  the  Com- 
monwealth of  Massachusetts.  Specifically,  nothing 
herein  contained  shall  be  read  as  abrogating  the  provi- 
sions of  Article  XLIX  of  the  Massachusetts  Constitution. 
Section  7.3.  Counterpart  Copies. 

This  Declaration  of  Trust  may  be  printed  and  executed 
in  as  many  counterparts  as  deemed  desirable,  each  of 
which  shall  be  an  original  and  entitled  to  record.  At  least 
one  copy  shall  always  be  kept  on  file  and  open  to  public 
inspection  in  the  office  of  the  Boston  City  Clerk. 
Section  7.4.  Recording. 

One  executed  copy  shall  be  recorded  in  the  office  of  the 
Boston  City  Clerk,  the  Division  of  Public  Charities  of  the 
Office  of  the  Attorney  General  of  the  Commonwealth  of 
Massachusetts.  Any  amendment  shall  take  effect  only 
when  so  recorded. 

Article  VUI 
Amendments 

This  trust  may  be  amended  at  any  time  by  the  chairman 
and  a  majority  of  the  City  Council:  provided,  however,  no 
change  made  pursuant  to  this  section  shall  change  in  any 
way  the  purposes  of  this  trust  as  set  forth  in  sections  1 .2 
and  2.3  hereof  as  to  any  property  of  the  trust  acquired 
prior  to  the  change.  Any  amendment  made  pursuant  to 
this  section  shall  be  attached  to  each  original  counterpart 
of  this  instrument  and  shall  be  recorded  as  provided  in 
section  7.4  hereof.

I  transmit  herewith  and  urge  you  adopt  an  ordinance 
which  will  require  permits  prior  to  the  use  of  park  land  for 
"demonstrations,"  as  defined  in  the  ordinance. 

The  ordinance  mandates  mandates  that  such  permits  be 
issued  but  allows  reasonable  time,  place  and  manner  re- 
strictions to  be  placed  thereupon.  Further,  the  ordinance 
requires  that  a  surety  bond  be  filed  with  the  city  to  cover 
the  cost  of  rehabilitation,  and  restoration  of  the  park  land 
which  is  the  subject  of  the  permit. 

Public  safety  concerns  and  an  interest  in  allowing  for 
competing  uses  of  park  land  argues  for  such  an  ordi- 
nance. Therefore,  I  urge  you  to  approve  this  ordinance  as 
quickly  as  possible.

In  the  Year  Nineteen  Hundred  and  Eighty-three 
An  Ordinance  Requiring  Permits  Prior  to  the  Use  of  Park 
Land  for  Demonstrations. 

Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston,  as  follows: 
Section  1.  City  of  Boston  Code,  Ordinances,  Title  14, 
is  hereby  amended  by  inserting  after  section  34 1 ,  the  fol- 
lowing new  section: 
341 A  Permit  For  Use  of  Park  Land  For  Demonstra- 
tions. 

No  person  or  organization  shall  hold  or  sponsor  a 
demonstration,  as  herein  defined,  upon  park  land  un- 
less a  permit  therefor  has  first  been  obtained  from  the 
Commissioner  of  Parks  and  Recreation.  The  Commis- 
sioner shall  honor  all  requests  for  such  permits,  except 
that  the  Commissioner  may  specify  the  time,  place  and 
manner  of  the  demonstration  in  order  to  accommodate 
competing  demands  for  public  use  of  park  land  and  to 
protect  the  public  safety  and  convenience.  The  permit 
shall  require  that  the  permittee  be  responsible  for  resto- 
ration, rehabilitation  and  cleanup  of  the  park  land 
which  is  the  subject  of  the  permit.  The  term  "demon- 
stration" shall  include  demonstrating,  picketing, 
speechmaking,  marching,  holding  of  vigils  and  all 
other  like  forms  of  conduct  which  involve  the  commun- 
ication or  expression  of  view  or  grievances  engaged  in 
by  one  or  more  persons,  the  conduct  of  which  has  the 
effect,  intent  or  propensity  to  attract  a  substantial  crowd 
of  onlookers  or  participants.  The  term  "demonstra- 
tion" shall  not  include  casual  park  land  use  which  does 
not  have  the  intent  and  propensity  to  attract  a  substan- 
tial crowd  of  onlookers  or  participants. 

As  a  condition  of  permit  issuance,  the  Commissioner 
shall  require  in  the  nature  of  a  fee  the  filing  of  a  bond 
with  a  satisfactory  surety  payable  to  the  Department  of 
Parks  and  Recreation  in  an  amount  sufficient,  as  deter- 
mined by  the  Commissioner,  to  cover  costs  of  restora- 
tion, rehabiliation  and  cleanup  of  the  park  land  which  is 
the  subject  of  the  permit.  In  lieu  of  a  bond,  the  permittee 
may  elect  to  deposit  cash  equal  to  the  amount  of  the 
required  bond.

Proposed  Determination:  The  City  of  Boston's  Neigh- 
borhood Development  and  Employment  Agency  deter- 
mines that  the  property  at  One  Arcadia  Street  in  the  Fields 
Corner  section  of  the  City  of  Boston,  which  is  described 
further  in  this  report,  is  a  blighted  structure  which  is  detri- 
mental to  the  health,  safety  and  sound  growth  of  the  Fields 
Corner  section  of  the  City  of  Boston.  This  determination 
is  based  on  the  following  finding: 

The  existing  building  on  the  site,  the  Municipal  Build- 
ing, is  physically  deteriorated,  obsolete,  and  in  need  of 
major  repair,  making  it  improbable  that  the  area  will  be 
redeveloped  by  the  ordinary  operation  of  private  enter- 
prise. 

Location:  The  Municipal  Building  is  located  at  One  Ar- 
cadia Street  in  the  Fields  Corner  section  of  Boston.  The. 
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site  consists  of  a  16,000  gross,  square-foot  structure  on  a 
7,500  square-foot  lot.  The  footprint  of  the  building  is 
4,000  square  feet. 

Description  of  Blight  and  Decadence:  The  Municipal 
Building,  which  once  housed  a  district  police  station  and 
neighborhood  library,  has  been  vacant  for  a  number  of 
years.  Presently,  the  building  stands  in  severely  deterio- 
rated condition  as  a  result  of  this  vacancy  and  as  a  result  of 
a  series  of  fires  which  have  plagued  the  building  over  re- 
cent years. 

The  roof  of  the  structure,  for  example,  is  severely  dete- 
riorated and  in  need  of  extensive  repairs.  Similarly,  as  a 
result  of  extensive  fire  and  water  damage,  many  floors 
and  walls  in  the  building  have  been  seriously  damaged 
and  need  to  be  repaired  and/or  replaced.  The  entire  heat- 
ing, electrical  and  plumbing  systems  will  also  require  re- 
placement. Many  windows  are  missing,  and  major  facade 
renovation  is  needed  at  the  present  time  as  well. 

As  a  result  of  these  and  other  deteriorated  conditions 
the  Municipal  Building  poses  a  serious  threat  to  the  health 
and  safety  of  the  Fields  Corner  community. 

An  order  designating  the  Municipal  Building  located  at 
One  Arcadia  Street  in  Fields  Corner  area  of  Dorchester  as 
decadent  and  blighted  and  approving  the  redevelopment 
of  the  site. 

Whereas,  The  Municipal  Building  located  at  One  Arca- 
dia Street  in  the  Fields  Corner  neighborhood  of  Dorches- 
ter is  presently  vacant  and  severely  deteriorated  as  a  result 
of  several  fires;  and 

Whereas,  As  a  result  of  these  deteriorated  conditions 
the  Municipal  Building  poses  a  serious  threat  to  the  health 
and  safety  of  the  Fields  Corner  residents;  and 

Whereas,  The  proposed  renovation  of  this  building  by 
the  Fields  Corner  Community  Development  Corporation 
will  provide  needed  commercial  and  housing  space;  and 

Whereas,  The  financing  of  this  project  will  be  in  part

An  Ordinance  re  Augmented  Fire  Services  Availability. 

Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston,  as  follows: 

Whereas,  The  cost  of  providing  the  availability  of  fire 
protection  to  certain  structures  in  the  city  is  greater  than 
the  cost  of  providing  the  availability  of  fire  protection  to 
the  majority  of  structures,  by  reason  of  their  size,  type  of 
construction,  use,  and  other  relevant  factors;  and 

Whereas,  The  provision  of  fire  protection  to  such  struc- 
tures requires  the  city  to  employ  additional  fire  fighters, 
deploy  additional  equipment  and  purchase  equipment 
different  in  kind  from  that  required  to  provide  fire  protec- 
tion for  the  majority  of  structures;  and 

Whereas,  The  availability  of  such  additional  fire  serv- 
ices is  being  provided  to  a  small  proportion  of  the  build- 
ings in  the  city;  and 

Whereas,  The  city  has  an  interest  in  maintaining  the 
availability  of  multi-family  residential  housing  at  affor- 
dable rates,  particularly  for  the  elderly,  the  handicapped 
and  those  of  low  and  moderate  income,  the  availability  of 
such  additional  fire  services  to  such  multi-family  rental 
housing  structures  should  not  result  in  the  imposition  of  a 
fee  upon  the  owners  thereof.

Section  1 .  Purpose.  The  purpose  of  this  ordinance  is  to 
assure  the  city's  continued  ability  to  provide  the  avail- 
ability of  fire  fighting  services  in  excess  of  the  degree  of 
such  services  provided  to  the  general  public  by  impos- 
ing the  cost  of  making  available  such  extra  services  on 
those  to  whom  such  extra  services  are  available. 

Section  2.  City  of  Boston  Code,  Ordinances,  Title 
14,  as  most  recently  amended,  is  hereby  further 
amended  by  striking  section  459,  thereof,  and  inserting 
the  following  section: 
Section  459. 

Definitions.  In  this  ordinance,  the  following  words 
and  phrases  shall  have  the  meanings  given  in  the  fol- 
lowing clauses: 

(1)  "Augmented  fire  services  availability, 
(AFSA),"  the  capacity  to  deliver  a  total  fire  flow  in 
excess  of  3,500  gallons  per  minute. 

(2)  "Total  Fire  Flow  (TFF),"  the  total  fire  fighting 
capacity,  expressed  in  gallons  per  minute,  necessary 
to  extinguish  a  fully  involved  fire  in  any  given  struc- 
ture, taking  into  account  fire  suppression  and  detec- 
tion equipment  and  life  risk  as  provided  herein.  Total 
fire  flow  shall  be  determined  by  the  fire  commis- 
sioner according  to  the  following  formula: 

TFF  =  (NFF)  x  (1-S)  x  (LRF) 

(3)  "Needed  Fire  Flow  (NFF),"  a  factor,  ex- 
pressed in  gallons  per  minute,  to  be  determined  by 
the  fire  commissioner,  taking  into  account  a  con- 
struction type  factor,  an  effective  area  factor,  a  use 
factor,  an  exposure  factor,  and  a  connecting  passage- 
ways factor. 

(4)  "Suppression  Credit  (S),"  a  credit  determined 
by  the  fire  commissioner  to  be  used  in  determining 
total  fire  flow,  taking  into  account  the  existence  of 
fire  suppression  and  detection  equipment  in  a  struc- 
ture. 

(5)  "Life  Risk  Factor  (LRF),"  a  factor,  to  be  deter- 
mined by  the  fire  commissioner,  taking  into  account 
density  of  occupancy,  hours  of  occupancy,  number  of 
stories,  and  the  existence  of  smoke  removal  equip- 
ment. 

Prior  to  October  first  of  each  year  the  fire  commis- 
sioner shall  determine  which  structures  in  the  city  are 
being  provided  augmented  fire  services  availabilty.  On 
or  before  October  first  of  each  year,  the  owners  of  all 
such  structures  being  provided  augmented  fire  services 
availability  shall  be  charged  a  fee  by  the  fire  commis- 
sioner, to  be  determined  by  said  fire  commissioner  as 
provided  in  this  ordinance,  for  the  provision  of  aug- 
mented fire  services  availability.  Said  fee  shall  be  based 
on  the  cost  of  providing  augmented  fire  services  avail- 
ability and  shall  be  due  and  payable  in  two  equal  install- 
ments; the  first  installment  due  and  payable  no  later 
than  December  first  of  the  year  in  which  the  charge  is 
made,  and  the  second  installment  due  and  payable  no 
later  than  June  first  of  the  following  year.  The  fire  com- 
missioner shall  designate  as  the  owner  of  the  parcel 
charged  the  person  or  entity  who  was  liable  to  assess- 
ment therefor  on  the  preceding  January  first  under  the 
provisions  of  chapter  59  of  the  General  Laws.  In  the 
case  of  a  condominium,  as  defined  by  section  1  of  chap- 
ter 183A  of  the  General  Laws,  the  fire  commissioner 
shall  designate  as  the  owner  of  the  parcel  charged  the 
person,  corporation,  trust,  association  or  other  entity 
designated  on  the  master  deed  or  any  amendments 
thereto  pursuant  to  section  8(i)  of  chapter  183  A  of  the 
General  Laws. 

Upon  payment  of  the  first  installment  of  the  fee,  the 
person  or  entity  paying  such  fee  may  appeal  the  cor- 
rectness of  such  fee  by  filing  a  notice  of  appeal  with  the 
fire  commissioner  on  or  before  December  first.  Upon 
receiving  a  notice  of  appeal  the  fire  commissioner  shall 
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schedule  a  hearing  and  shall  notify  the  person  or  entity 
appealing  of  the  date  of  the  hearing.  The  person  or  en- 
tity who  filed  the  appeal  shall  be  entitled  to  appear  at  the 
hearing  and  present  evidence  challenging  the  correct- 
ness of  the  fee  charged.  The  fire  commissioner  or  his 
designee  shall  preside  at  said  hearing,  shall  render  a 
decision  affirming  the  correctness  of  the  charge  or  cor- 
recting said  charge,  and  shall  so  notify  the  person  or 
entity  who  filed  the  appeal. 

Upon  the  determination  of  an  appeal,  the  fire  com- 
missioner shall  inform  the  collector-treasurer  of  cases 
in  which  the  corrected  fee  is  greater  than  or  less  than  the 
original  charge.  The  collector-treasurer  shall  issue  a 
revised  bill  or  abatement  notice,  as  appropriate,  re- 
flecting the  corrected  fee,  and  refunding  the  difference, 
if  any,  between  the  corrected  fee  and  the  account  al- 
ready paid,  plus  interest  of  8  percent  per  annum  from 
the  date  of  payment. 

The  filing  of  an  appeal  and  the  pendency  of  any  pro- 
ceedings pursuant  thereto  shall  not  operate  to  stay  the 
payment  of  any  fee  as  otherwise  provided  in  this  ordi- 
nance. 

Estimated  Fee.  The  fire  commissioner  may  estimate 
the  fee  to  be  paid  for  a  particular  structure.  In  such 
cases,  the  estimated  fee  shall  be  charged  to  the  owner  of 
a  structure  subject  to  such  fee  on  or  before  October 
first,  and  shall  be  due  and  payable  in  two  equal  install- 
ments as  hereinbefore  provided.  The  fire  commis- 
sioner shall  determine  the  final  fee  on  or  before 
February  first  of  the  fiscal  year  in  which  the  fee  was 
charged.  The  collector-treasurer  shall  issued  a  revised 
bill  or  abatement  notice,  as  appropriate,  reflecting  the 
final  fee,  and,  if  no  appeal  is  pending,  shall  refund  the 
difference,  if  any,  between  the  final  fee  and  the  amount 
already  paid,  plus  interest  of  8  percent  per  annum  from 
the  date  of  payment.  The  person  or  entity  paying  such 
fee  may  appeal  the  correctness  of  the  final  fee  by  filing  a 
notice  of  appeal  with  the  fire  commissioner  on  or  be- 
fore March  first  of  the  fiscal  year  in  which  the  fee  was 
charged.  Said  appeal  shall  be  decided  as  hereinbefore 
provided. 

Notwithstanding  any  provisions  of  this  ordinance  to  the 
contrary,  for  the  fiscal  year  beginning  July  1.

On  or  before  March  first,  1983,  the  fire  commissioner 
shall  determine  and  assess  said  fee.  The  first  installment 
of  said  fee  shall  be  due  and  payable  no  later  than  April  1 , 
1983.  The  second  installment  of  said  fee  shall  be  due  and 
payable  on  June  30,  1983.

for  said  office,  and  the  preliminary  election  to 
nominate  candidates  therefor  shall  be  dispensed 
with.

Section  2.  The  annual  salary  of  the  chairman  of  said 
board  shall  be  $37,000  and  that  of  each  of  the  other 
two  members,  $35,000,  and  that  of  the  secretary, 
$35,000.

ORDINANCE  CREATING  THE  INSTITUTIONAL 
EXPANSION  BOARD  OF  CITY  OF  BOSTON 

Couns.  IANNELLA  and  BOLLING  offered  the  fol- 
lowing: 

City  of  Boston 
In  the  Year  Nineteen  Hundred  and  Eighty-three 
An  Ordinance  Creating  the  Institutional 
Expansion  Board  of  the  City  of  Boston 
Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston,  in  accord- 
ance with  the  provisions  of  Massachusetts  General 
Laws  chapter  43B,  section  13,  and  any  other  applica- 
ble law,  as  follows: 
Section  1 .  Purposes.  A  seriouspublic  emergency  exists 
in  the  City  of  Boston  with  respect  to  the  housing  of  a  sub- 
stantial number  of  citizens  of  Boston  which  has  been  ac- 
centuated by  the  use  by  tax-exempt  institutions  of 
buildings  having,  or  potentially  having,  a  residential  use. 
Public  oversight  of  such  use,  and  planning  and  research  to 
ameliorate  the  negative  consequences  therefrom,  is  nec- 
essary in  order  to  provide  the  residents  with  a  sufficient 
supply  of  decent,  affordable  housing,  to  strengthen  resi- 
dential neighborhoods,  to  encourage  public  order  and 
preserve  the  city's  tax  base.  Now,  therefore,  pursuant  to 
the  authority  vested  in  it  by  law,  including  without  limita- 
tion, article  2,  as  amended,  and  articles47  and  89  of  the 
Amendments  to  the  Constitution  of  the  Commonwealth  of 
Massachusetts,  be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  the 
City  of  Boston  as  follows: 

Section  2.  That  the  City  of  Boston  Code  Ordinances 
Title  10  be  and  hereby  is,  amended  by  adding  thereto  the 
following: 

Section  800.  Institutional  Expansion  Board, 
(a)  There  shall  be  a  board  within  the  Administrative 
Services  Department  to  be  called  the  Institutional  Ex- 
pansion Board.  The  board  shall  have  nine  members, 
each  appointed  by  the  Mayor,  as  hereinafter  provided. 
Six  shall  be  appointed  from  a  list  of  not  less  than  twelve 
persons  determined  eligible  by  the  City  Council  to  rep- 
resent areas  of  the  city  especially  impacted  by  institu- 
tional uses.  To  the  extent  the  City  Council  shall 
determine  practical,  each  such  shall  be  a  president  or 
nominee  of  civic  associations  of  such  neighborhoods. 
Two  shall  be  appointed  from  a  list  of  not  less  than  four 
residents  of  such  neighborhoods  determined  eligible  by 
the  City  Council;  and  one  shall  be  an  officer  of  a  tax- 
exempt  institution  having  an  office  in  the  City  of  Bos- 
ton. All  members  shall  be  residents  of  the  City  of 
Boston  and  no  member,  or  member's  immediate  fam- 
ily, shall  be  an  employee  of  the  City  of  Boston  or  a  pub- 
lic institution,  except  for  the  institutional 
representative.  Those  persons  who  are  appointed  by 
virtue  of  being  an  officer  of  a  civic  association  as  de- 
scribed above  need  not  hold  such  office  for  the  duration 
of  their  appointment  to  the  board.  As  any  vacancy  oc- 
curs it  shall  be  filled  in  like  manner  as  the  original  ap- 
pointment. In  those  cases  where  the  City  Council  shall 
determine  eligibility,  it  shall  find  eligible  not  less  than 
two  persons  for  each  vacancy  to  be  filled.  During  the 
first  three  years  of  the  effectiveness  of  this  ordinance, 
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civic  associations  in  the  following  neighborhoods  shall 
be  among  those  represented  on  the  board.  Allston- 
Brighton-Audubon  Circle,  Back  Bay-Beacon  Hill, 
Chinatown,  Fenway  and  Mission  Hill. 

(b)  The  board  shall  have  the  following  powers: 

(i)  to  investigate  expansion  by  public  institutions 
and  the  effect  of  such  expansion  on  the  city's  neigh- 
borhoods and  the  supply  of  decent,  affordable  hous- 
ing in  the  city. 

(ii)  to  publish  reports  and  conduct  hearings  on  ex- 
pansion of  public  institutions. 

(iii)  to  advise  other  city  boards  and  departments 
with  respect  to  expansion  by  public  institutions. 

(iv)  to  make  recommendations  for  preventing  ex- 
pansion by  public  institutions  which  results  in  the  re- 
moval of  decent,  affordable  housing  from  the  city's 
housing  market  or  which  adversely  affects  a  neigh- 
borhood of  the  city. 

(c)  The  Board  of  Appeal,  the  Public  Improvement 
Commission,  the  Zoning  Commission,  the  Inspec- 
tional  Services  Department  and  the  Boston  Redevelop- 
ment Authority  shall  give  prompt  notice  to  the  board  of 
each  application  of  a  public  institution  for  a  permit,  li- 
cense or  other  public  approval. 

(d)  The  term  of  the  members  of  the  board  shall  be  as 
follows:  For  those  persons  who  are  initially  appointed 
to  the  board  following  enactment  of  this  ordinance: 

those  six  persons  who  are  appointed  from  a  list  of 
not  less  than  twelve  determined  eligible  by  the  City 
Council,  three  years;  the  remaining  three  persons, 
two  years. 

(e)  The  board  annually  in  May  shall  elect  one  of  its 
members  as  chairman  and  another  as  vice-chairman. 
The  board  shall  also  elect  a  secretary,  who  need  not  be  a 
member  of  the  board.  The  members  of  the  board  shall 
serve  without  compensation,  but  shall  be  reimbursed 
for  necessary  expenses  incurred  in  the  performance  of 
their  duties .  The  board  shall  cause  to  be  made  a  detailed 
record  of  its  proceedings,  which  record  shall  include 
the  vote  of  each  member  participating  in  its  decisions, 
and  the  absence  of  a  member  or  a  member's  failure  to 
vote.  The  board  shall  not  be  subject  to  the  supervision 
or  control  of  the  Director  of  Administrative  Services. 

(0  As  used  in  this  section: 

(i)  "Public  Institution"  shall  mean  any  educa- 
tional, literary,  benevolent,  charitable,  health  or  sci- 
entific organization  eligible  to  hold  property  exempt 
from  taxation  under  M.G.L.  ch.  59,  s.  5,  including 
corporations,  partnerships  and  trusts  controlled  or 
operated  for  the  benefit  of  such  institutions,  but  ex- 
cluding therefrom  religious  organizations  as  defined 
under  M.G.L.  ch.  59,  s.  5,  Clause  1 1 . 
Section  3.  The  provisions  of  CBC  Ord.  2,  s.  752  to  the 
contrary  notwithstanding,  this  ordinance  shall  be  pub- 
lished by  action  of  the  City  Council  in  passing  the  same. 
The  provisions  of  this  ordinance  are  severable  and  the  de- 
cision of  a  court  of  competent  jurisdiction  invalidating 
any  part  or  portion  hereof  or  making  the  same  inoperable 
with  respect  to  any  person  or  class  shall  not  operate  to  stay 
the  effect  of  any  remaining  portion  or  part,  nor  to  any 
other  persons  or  classes.

REPORT  ON  ORDER  INCREASING  PENALTY  FOR 
ILLEGAL  DUMPING  OF  RUBBISH  IN  CITY  OF 
BOSTON 

Coun.  FLYNN,  on  behalf  of  the  Committee  on  Govern- 
ment Regulation,  submitted  the  following: 

Report  on  Docket  No.  0151 .  order  increasing  penalty 
for  illegal  dumping  of  rubbish  in  the  City  of  Boston  (re- 
ferred October  6,  1982)— recommending  passage  of  the 
order  in  the  following  new  draft  and  passage  of  an  accom- 
panying order. 

The  Committee  on  Government  Regulations  has  com- 
pleted the  first  of  a  series  of  neighborhood  public  hearings 
into  the  problem  of  illegal  dumping  of  waste  materials  and 
rubbish  on  sites  throughout  the  city.  The  Committee  has 
before  it  Docket  Nos.  0150,  0151  and  0152,  filed  by 
Councillor  Flynn,  which  proposes  increased  penalties  for 
illegal  dumping.  The  first  hearing  was  conducted  at  the 
Trotter  School  in  Roxbury  on  February  17.  1983.  The 
Committee  heard  extensive  testimony  from  community 
residents  on  the  extensive  practice  of  "midnight  dump- 
ing." Testimony  established  that  on  numerous  sites  in 
Roxbury.  trucks  from  other  parts  of  Boston  and  from  out- 
side the  city  bring  loads  of  rubbish,  chemical  and  indus- 
trial wastes,  and  other  materials  into  empty  lots  during  the 
early  morning  hours  (between  midnight  and  dawn)  and 
unlawfully  dump  them.  Employees  of  the  Public  Works 
and  Health  and  Hospitals  Departments  testified  that  no 
inspectors  were  available  during  those  hours  to  respond 
to  these  violations.  Testimony  established  that  the  Police 
Department  does  not  respond  to  calls  concerning  such  vi- 
olations. All  parties  concurred  that  the  current  penalty, 
fixed  by  state  law.  is  inadequate  to  provide  an  economic 
discouragement  to  illegal  dumping. 

The  Committee  will  continue  to  evaluate  the  city  re- 
sponse and  the  enforcement  responsibility  of  the  several 
departments  which  currently  share  such  responsibility. 
At  this  time,  however,  the  Committee  recommends  im- 
mediate adoption  of  measures  aimed  at  providing  in- 
creased sanctions  for  illegal  dumping,  and  at  making 
some  enforcement  agents  available  during  the  early 
morning  hours  when  most  illegal  dumping  takes  place. 

The  attached  home  rule  petition  would  increase  the 
penalty  for  illegal  dumping  from  the  current  range  of 
$200  to  $1,000,  to  a  new  range  of  $500  to  $3,000:  and 
would  impose  a  jail  sentence  for  repeat  offenders.  It 
would  also  authorize  a  reward  to  persons  helping  to  ap- 
prehend illegal  dumpers,  modeled  on  a  successful  system 
now  in  use  in  New  York  City:  and  would  authorize  im- 
pounding of  trucks  used  in  illegal  dumping  pending  pay- 
ment of  the  fine,  a  method  used  with  considerable  success 
by  New  York  City. 

The  attached  order  would  call  for  immediate  employ- 
ment of  sanitation  or  health  and  hospital  inspectors  out- 
side of  normal  business  hours,  in  order  to  respond  to 
apparent  violations  during  those  hours,  and  would  call  for 
personnel  to  be  employed  from  the  affected  communities 
to  ensure  effective  response. 

Ordered.  That  a  petition  to  the  General  Court,  accom- 
panied by  a  bill  for  a  special  law  relating  to  the  Cits  ol 
Boston  lo  be  filed  with  an  attested  copj  of  this  order  be. 
and  hereby  is.  approved  under  clauses  ( I )  of  section  8  of 
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article  2.  as  amended,  of  the  Amendments  to  the  Consti- 
tution of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts,  to  the  end 
that  legislation  be  adopted  providing  substantially  as  fol- 
lows: 

Section  1.  Section  16  of  chapter  270  of  the  General 
Laws,  as  most  recently  amended  by  chapter  130  of  the 
Acts  of  1982,  is  hereby  further  amended  by  inserting  after 
the  words:  "not  more  than  one  thousand  dollars  for  each 
subsequent  offense'*  in  the  first  sentence  of  said  section, 
the  following  "'provided,  however,  that  in  the  City  of  Bos- 
ton, the  fine  for  the  first  offense  committed  within  a  per- 
iod of  one  year  shall  be  not  less  than  five  hundred  dollars 
nor  more  than  two  thousand  dollars,  and  the  penalty  for 
each  subsequent  offense  committed  within  a  period  of  one 
year  shall  be  a  fine  of  not  less  than  one  thousand  dollars 
nor  more  than  three  thousand  dollars  and  imprisonment 
in  the  House  of  Correction  for  not  less  than  seven  days  nor 
more  than  sixty  days"; 

Section  2.  Said  section  16  is  hereby  further  amended  by 
inserting  after  the  first  sentence  of  the  second  paragraph 
the  following: 

"A  motor  vehicle  used  in  committing  such  an  offense 
within  the  city  of  Boston  may  be  impounded  by  the  en- 
forcing agency  until  all  fines  and  penalties,  together  with 
the  reasonable  costs  of  towing  and  storage,  have  been 
paid." 

Section  3.  Said  section  16  is  hereby  further  amended  by 
inserting  after  the  last  paragraph  the  following: 

"Where  any  information  furnished  by  an  individual 
has,  in  the  opinion  of  the  enforceing  agency  of  the  City  of 
Boston,  led  to  a  conviction  under  this  seciton  within  the 
City  of  Boston,  a  reward  equal  to  25  percent  of  the  fine 
collected  for  such  violation  shall  be  paid  to  the  person 
furnishing  the  information  from  the  proceeds  of  the  fine." 


Whereas,  The  7  to  2  court  decision  further  interpreted 
the  free  trade  protections  of  the  U.S.  Constitution's  Com- 
merce Clause  to  provide  municipal  government  authority 
in  the  mediation  of  economic  equality;  and 

Whereas,  Public  policy  advocates  have  applauded  this 
decision  as  the  promulgation  of  administrative  and/or 
legislative  remedies  for  social  and  economic  inequities  is 
inconsequential  if  a  judiciary  is  incapable  of  affirmation; 
and 

Whereas.  In  the  wake  of  the  decision.  Boston's  labor 
force  will  be  drastically  affected  by  this  hiring  initiative; 
and 

Whereas,  The  City  Council  should  assess  the  impact  of 
the  policy,  the  deficiencies  which  may  preclude  a  suc- 
cessful implementation  of  it,  as  well  as  the  city  govern- 
ment mechanisms  necessary  for  the  enforcement  of  the 
same;  therefore,  be  it 

Ordered,  That,  the  Committee  on  Planning,  Develop- 
ment and  Housing  conduct  hearings,  studies,  meetings, 
etc.  to  determine  the  implications  of  the  Moday,  February

1983,  decision,  held  a  Boston  city  govern- 
ment policy  which  requires  preferential  hiring  by 
contractors  or  developers  of  some  urban  development  and 
public  work  projects;  and 


CALLING  ON  FIRE  DEPARTMENT  TO  REACTI- 
VATE ENGINE  COMPANY  1  IN  SOUTH  BOS- 
TON 

Coun.  FLYNN  offered  the  following: 

Whereas,  The  Boston  Fire  Department  has  closed  three 
of  the  seven  fire  companies  serving  South  Boston  in  the 
past  two  years;  and 

Whereas,  These  reductions  have  left  South  Boston 
without  a  safe  level  of  fire  protection  according  to  Boston 
fire  fighters  who  have  testified  before  the  City  Council 
Committee  on  Public  Safety;  and 

Whereas.  These  fire  fighters  have  testified  that  on  at 
least  nine  occasions  during  January  of  1983  alone,  no  fire 
company  was  available  in  South  Boston  to  meet  addi- 
tional fire  emergencies  while  the  four  South  Boston  com- 
panies were  out  on  call;  and 

Whereas,  As  recently  as  February  13th,  1983,  there 
were  two  separate  fires  in  South  Boston  in  which  no  South 
Boston  fire  company  was  available  for  response  and  in 
which  the  earlies  response  came  from  a  Revere  fire  com- 
pany which  was  temporarily  covering  an  East  Boston  fire 
company;  and 

Whereas,  Boston  fire  fighters  have  testified  that  this  sit- 
uation poses  an  immediate  threat  to  the  lives  and  property 
of  the  residents  of  South  Boston  which  is  intensified  by  the 
aging,  dense,  wood-frame  housing  stock  and  by  the  diffi- 
culty of  reaching  South  Boston  over  the  frequently  ob- 
structed roads  and  bridges  connecting  it  to  other  parts  of 
the  city;  and 

Whereas,  The  overall  reduction  in  the  Fire  Department 
from  2,000  fire  fighters  to  fewer  than  1 ,600  today,  and  the 
closing  of  twenty-one  fire  companies  across  the  city  with 
no  coherent  plan,  has  exposed  other  communities  such  as 
South  End,  East  Boston,  and  Brighton  to  similar  dangers; 
and 
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Whereas,  Boston  fire  fighters  have  urged  the  reopening 
of  Engine  Company  1  at  D  Street  in  South  Boston  as  the 
most  urgent  priority  in  restoring  adequate  protection  in 
South  Boston;  now,  therefore,  be  it 

Ordered,  That  the  City  Council  calls  upon  the  Boston 
Fire  Department  to  immediately  reactivate  Engine  Com- 
pany 1  of  South  Boston  and  to  submit  to  the  Council 
within  fourteen  days  an  evaluation  of  the  adequacy  of  fire 
coverage  in  each  neighborhood  of  the  city. 

Coun.  FLYNN  moved  that  the  order  be  passed  under 
suspension  of  the  rules. 

Coun.  O'NEIL  moved  that  the  order  be  referred  top  the 
Committee  on  Public  Safety.

Whereas,  In  recent  weeks,  facts  have  been  brought  to 
liaght  by  concerned  Boston  fire  fighters  which  show  that 
in  certain  neighborhoods  of  the  City  of  Boston  there  have 
been  numerous  instances  of  extended  periods  of  time 
when  no  fire  company  was  available  in  case  of  an  emer- 
gency; and 

Whereas,  It  is  imperative  that  the  fire  safety  situation  be 
examined  in  neighborhoods  throughout  the  City  of  Bos- 
ton, particularly  in  isolated  areas  such  as  East  Boston;  be 
it  therefore

Whereas,  An  explosion  and  fire  in  a  manhole  appar-

Dear  Mayor  White: 

The  Finance  Commission  has  received  the  proposed 
contract  with  the  Boston  Foundation,  Inc.  for  the  care, 
cleaning,  maintenance,  security  and  operation  of  the 
Parkman  House.  The  contract  is  to  be  in  effect  for  the 
period  July  1,  1982,  through  June  30,  1983,  at  a  cost  of 
$90,000.  The  cost  is  charged  to  your  budget  under  appro- 
priation code  1-01-11-29. 
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We  have  had  a  number  of  disagreements  with  you  in 
recent  years  concerning  the  use,  management  and  cost  of 
operating  the  Parkman  House.  There  have  been  some 
positive  efforts  made  by  your  administration  to  address 
some  of  those  concerns.  First,  under  the  terms  of  the  lease 
of  the  Parkman  House  it  is  now  insured  for  $550,000, 
which  obviously  affords  some  much-needed  protection  to 
such  a  valuable  piece  of  property.  We  were  also  pleased 
that  you  finally  centralized  both  the  administration  and 
cost  of  operating  the  house  under  your  budget.  The  other 
positive  change  is  that  the  full-time  staff  at  33  Beacon 
Street  has  been  reduced  from  four  to  two,  an  administra- 
tor and  a  full-time,  live-in  housekeeper.  In  essence,  the 
Commission  is  satisfied  with  the  financial  and  manage- 
rial improvements. 

The  other  side  of  the  coin,  of  course,  is  the  overall  cost 
to  the  City  of  Boston.  The  fiscal  year  1982  contract  for  the 
care  and  operation  of  the  Parkman  House  was  $62,200. 
There  was  also  a  smaller  contract  for  newspapers,  period- 
icals and  foodstuffs  for  $4,800.  In  addition,  there  was  the 
cost  of  heat,  electricity,  telephone,  an  alarm  system  and 
maintenance  which  was  charged  to  the  Real  Property  De- 
partment budget.  Because  the  costs  were  so  fragmented 
last  year  it  is  difficult  to  compare  the  cost  of  the  two  con- 
tracts although  there  is  certainly  an  increase.  We  were  in- 
formed by  your  office  that  the  added  costs  are  due  to  the 
fact  that  some  furnishings  needed  replacement.  But  other 
than  that  everything  remained  essentially  the  same. 

The  other  aspect  of  the  financial  impact  of  the  Parkman 
House  involves  its  value  as  an  asset  of  the  Parkman  Trust, 
the  uses  of  the  income  of  the  Parkman  Trust  and  the  tax 
status  of  the  property.  The  house  at  33  Beacon  Street  is 
not,  as  you  know,  owned  by  the  City  of  Boston  but  by  the 
Parkman  Trust  and  as  such,  it  has  been  our  position  that  it 
should  generate  as  much  income  as  possible.  The  income 
from  the  Parkman  Trust  is  used  for  the  maintenance  and 
improvements  to  the  parks  in  existence  in  the  City  of  Bos- 
ton since  1 887 .  A  considerable  number  of  parks  meet  that 
requirement.  At  the  present  time  the  city  leases  the 
Parkman  House  for  $9,200  per  year,  a  woefully  inade- 
quate return  on  investment.  The  exact  value  of  the 
Parkman  House  has  always  been  the  subject  of  much 
speculation.  Back  in  1980,  you  had  a  couple  of  appraisals 
done  which  valued  it  at  between  $500,000  and  $525,000. 
We  were  of  the  opinion  at  that  time  that  it  was  higher.  The 
Office  of  Property  Equalization  (OPE)  does  not  have  a 
value  on  it  (or  most  other  exempts,  a  situation  which 
ought  to  be  remedied)  but  the  adjacent  property,  owned  by 
Little,  Brown  and  Co.  is  valued  by  OPE  at  $635,000.  We 
conservatively  estimate,  based  on  an  appraisal  we  con- 
ducted in  1980  and  on  the  increased  property  values  on 
Beacon  Hill,  that  it  is  easily  worth  $700,000. 

There  are  basically  two  ways  to  evaluate  the  financial 
impact  of  the  Parkman  Fund  income.  Under  the  present 
situation,  with  the  city  leasing  the  property,  the  cost  of  the 
lease  comes  directly  from  the  city  budget.  Therefore, 
even  if  the  rent  was  increased  to  a  reasonable  level  based 
on  the  value  of  the  property,  the  increase  in  the  rent  would 
have  to  be  budgeted  and  the  resultant  increase  in  the 
Parkman  Fund  income  essentially  offsets  the  amount  of 
the  rent.  On  the  other  hand,  if  the  Parkman  House  were 
sold,  the  proceeds  of  the  sale  would  add  to  the  balance  of 
the  Parkman  Fund .  Assuming  that  it  sold  for  $700,00,  at  a 
moderate  10  percent  annual  return,  the  Parkman  Fund  in- 
come would  increase  by  $70,000.  The  city  would  also 
benefit  by  having  33  Beacon  Street  back  on  the  tax  rolls  as 
property  taxes  would  be  about  $14,000.  Therefore  a  sale 
of  the  property  benefits  the  city  by  the  net  increase  in  the 
Parkman  Fund  income  ($60,300).  the  added  property 
taxes  ($14,000),  and  of  course,  there  would  be  no  need  of 
the  contract  with  the  Boston  Foundation,  Inc.  ($90,000). 

The  Finance  Commission  has  been  over  this  issue  with 
you  before.  We  are  fully  aware  that  under  the  terms  of  the 
Parkman  will  that  the  Trustee  cannot  sell  the  house  with- 


out your  consent  and  we  are  certainly  aware  that  there  is 
little  likelihood  that  that  will  occur.  We  acknowledge  that 
there  are  some  benefits  which  accrue  to  the  city  by  having 
a  facility  such  as  the  Parkman  House.  There  is  also  some 
baggage,  I  suppose,  due  to  the  fact  that  there  are  those 
who  believe  the  city  shouldn't  finance  such  an  arrange- 
ment. 

There  is  no  doubt  that  the  house  should  be  returning 
more  than  $9,200  annually.  In  reviewing  the  Boston 
Foundation,  Inc.  contract  we  are  only  mildly  troubled  by 
the  increase.  To  be  fair,  it  is  moderate  and  we  are  pleased 
that  the  expenses  are  finally  centralized.  But  the  real  issue 
here  is  whether  or  not  the  City  of  Boston  should  finance 
the  Parkman  House  at  the  expense  of  the  intent  of  Mr. 
George  Parkman  in  his  generous  bequest  to  the  city.  The 
Finance  Commission  has  consistently  maintained  that 
from  a  financial  point  of  view  the  Parkman  House  must  be 
treated  as  an  asset  to  the  city's  largest  trust  fund  and  not- 
withstanding anyone's  subjective  view  on  its  use,  that 
simply  is  not  being  done.

Ordered,  That  a  petition  to  the  General  Court,  accom- 
panied by  a  bill  for  a  special  law  relating  to  the  City  of 
Boston  to  be  filed  with  an  attested  copy  of  this  order  be, 
and  hereby  is,  approved  under  clause  (1)  of  section  8  of 
article  2,  as  amended,  of  the  Amendments  to  the  Consiti- 
tution  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts,  to  the  end 
that  legislation  be  adopted  providing  precisely  as  follows, 
except  for  clerical  or  editorial  changes  of  form  only: 
Section  100.  Purposes. 

The  purposes  of  this  act  are:  (a)  to  balance  the  impact 
the  construction  of  new  office  buildings  creates  upon  the 
demand  for  housing  in  excess  of  the  supply  provided  by 
the  current  housing  market  which  exists  in  the  City  of 
Boston;  (b)  to  assure  that  developers  of  new  office  build- 
ings, as  creators  of  new  jobs,  share  the  responsibility  of 
preserving  the  market  of  housing  in  the  City  of  Boston; 
and  (c)  by  furthering  such  purposes,  to  promote  the  pub- 
lic welfare  and  to  better  the  quality  of  life  in  the  City  of 
Boston. 

Section  101.  Definitions. 

As  used  in  this  act,  unless  a  contrary  intention  clearly 
applies,  the  following  terms  shall  have  the  following 
meanings: 

(A)  "Affordable  Housing  Units,"  residential  rental 
units  which  are  occupied  pursuant  to  covenant  for  at  least 
fifteen  years  by  low-  or  moderate-income  persons  or 
households  or  to  be  sold  to  low-  or  moderate-income  per- 
sons or  households,  the  housing  expenses  for  which  do 
not  exceed  the  following:  rental  expenses  shall  not  exceed 
30  percent  of  gross  monthly  income,  adjusted  for  family 
size;  homeownership  expenses,  which  includes  the  ex- 
pense of  mortgage  principal,  interest,  property  tax  and 
insurance,  or  homeownership  association  dues  shall  not 
exceed  40  percent  of  gross  monthly  income  adjusted  for 
family  size. 

(B)  "City."  the  City  of  Boston. 

(C)  "Housing  Units."  the  number  of  bedrooms  in  a 
dwelling  unit.  With  respect  to  housing  which  provides 
shared  living  accommodations  for  multiple  households  in 
board  and  care  facilities  and  congregate  living  facilities 
for  the  elderly  or  disabled,  the  accommodation  for  each 
individual  shall  count  as  one  housing  unit. 

(D)  "HUD,"  the  Department  of  Housing  and  Urban 
Development. 

(E)  "Low-  or  Moderate-Income  Persons  or  House- 
holds." low-income  persons  or  households  are  those 
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whose  total  annual  incomes  is  not  more  than  80  percent  of 
the  median  income  for  the  area  as  set  forth  in  regulations 
promulgated  from  time  to  time  by  the  United  States  De- 
partment of  Housing  and  Urban  Development  pursuant  to 
section  8  of  the  Housing  Act  of  1937,  as  amended  by  the 
Housing  and  Community  Development  Act  of  1974,  and 
calculated  pursuant  to  said  regulations. 

(F)  "Nonprofit  Organization,"  an  organization,  duly 
constituted  in  accordance  with  chapter  1 80  of  the  General 
Laws. 

(G)  "Qualified  Housing  Developments,"  all  housing 
developments  in  the  city,  except  for  those  already  under 
construction,  and  subject  to  the  limitations  set  forth 
herein,  including  without  limitation:  rental  units,  cooper- 
ative and  condominium  units,  multi-units  buildings,  in- 
cluding without  limitation,  residential  hotels; 
single-family  homes  and  housing  for  those  with  special 
needs. 

(H)  "Substantial  Rehabilitation,"  rehabilitation  which 
costs  in  excess  of  $20,000  per  dwelling  unit. 

(I)  "Vacant  Housing,"  housing  units  which  require  sub- 
stantial rehabilitation,  and  which  have  not  been  occupied 
for  at  least  three  months  prior  to  the  request  for  prelimi- 
nary approval  of  housing  credits,  except  those  units 
owned  and  operated  by  a  government  agency  or  a  non- 
profit organization. 

Section  102.  Regulation. 

No  person  shall  be  designated  or  issued  a  permit  to  con- 
struct office  space  in  the  city  by  any  agency  of  the  city,  as 
shall  have  authority  to  designate  or  issue  such  a  permit, 
except  in  accordance  with  this  act. 

Section  103.  Method  of  Computing  Housing  Require- 
ment. 

The  Boston  Redevelopment  Authority  shall  use  the  fol- 
lowing formula  for  computing  housing  regquirements  for 
developers  seeking  permission  to  construct  office  space 
in  the  City  of  Boston:  gross  square  feet  of  office  space 
proposed  for  construction,  divided  by  the  city- wide  aver- 
age of  the  number  of  gross  square  feet  of  office  the  use  of 
which  requires  one  employee,  multiplied  by  the  quotient 
of  the  percentage  of  office  employees  who  reside  in  the 
city  divided  by  the  average  number  of  employed  adults 
who  occupy  each  household  in  the  city. 

Section  104.  Multiple  Credits. 

The  following  multiple  credits  will  be  offered:  1 .  Two 
for  One  Credit:  the  office  developer  shall  be  credited  with 
two  housing  units  for  each  affordable  housing  unit  devel- 
oped for  rental  or  sale  with  the  assistance  of  governmental 
rental  or  operating  subsidies;  provided,  however,  the  of- 
fice developer  constructs  said  housing  units.  2.  Three  for 
One  Credit:  the  office  developer  shall  be  credited  with 
three  housing  units  for  each  affordable  housing  units  de- 
veloped for  rental  or  sale  to  moderate-income  persons  or 
households;  provided,  however,  the  office  developer  con- 
structs said  housing  units  without  governmental  rental  or 
operating  subsidies.  3.  Four  for  One  Credit:  the  office 
developer  shall  be  credited  with  four  housing  units  for 
each  affordable  housing  unit  developed  for  low-income 
persons  or  households;  provided,  however,  the  office  de- 
veloper constructs  said  housing  units  without  govern- 
mental rental  or  operating  subsidies.  The  use  of  these 
multiple  credits  is  subject  to  the  following  limitation:  in 
housing  projects  with  multiple  bedroom  units,  the  devel- 
oper can  elect  to  receive  either  one  credit  per  bedroom  or 
multiple  credits  for  each  affordable  dwelling  unit.  Appli- 
cation of  both  the  multiple  credits  and  the  credit  for  multi- 
ple bedrooms  shall  not  permitted.  For  housing  in  board 
and  care  facilities  and  shared  or  congregate  living  accom- 
modations, multiple  credits  may  be  applied  for  each  oc- 
cupant qualifying  as  a  low-income  person. 

Section  105.  Means  of  Complying  with  Housing  Re- 
quirements. 

Office  developers  shall  satisfy  the  housing  require- 
ments either  by  constructing  new  affordable  housing 


units  or  rehabilitating  vacant/abandoned  housing  units  or 
financing  the  construction  or  rehabilitation  of  vacant 
buildings  by  tendering  to  the  Housing  Development  Cor- 
poration the  amount  computed  pursuant  to  section  107  of 
this  act  provided,  however,  the  housing  requirement  shall 
not  be  satisfied  by  constructing  or  primarily  rehabilitat- 
ing or  financing  the  construction  or  rehabilitation  of 
housing  units  which  are  to  be  occupied  by  students. 

Section  106.  Developer  Who  Sponsors  a  Housing  De- 
velopment. 

An  office  developer  who  is  the  constructor  of  a  housing 
development,  must  submit  along  with  the  request  for  pre- 
liminary approval  of  housing  credits,  a  purchase  contract 
or  option  agreement  documenting  control  for  predevelop- 
ment  services,  including  without  limitation,  architectural 
and  engineering  services;  a  letter  of  intent  between  the 
commercial  developer  and  all  joint  partners;  and  a  reha- 
bilitation plan. 

Section  107.  A  Developer  Who  Provides  Financial  As- 
sistance to  Project. 

If  an  office  developer  is  not  the  constructor  of  a  housing 
development,  financial  assistance  must  be  provided  to  the 
Housing  Development  Corporation  in  accordance  with 
the  following  formula:  7  percent  of  the  average  cost  of 
constructing  a  housing  unit  in  the  city  during  the  year 
prior  to  the  request  for  preliminary  approval  multiplied 
by  the  housing  requirement  as  computed  pursuant  to  sec- 
tion 103. 

Section  108.  Rehabilitation  of  Vacant  Buildings. 

Upon  request  for  housing  credits  for  rehabilitation  of 
vacant  buildings  a  building  specific  rehabilitation  plan 
and  evidence  of  vacancy  and  reasons  thereof  must  be  sub- 
mitted. 

Section  109.  Preliminary  Approval. 

The  office  developer  shall  submit  a  request  for  prelimi- 
nary approval  of  housing  credits.  The  developer  shall 
submit  all  information  or  documentation  requested  by  the 
Boston  Redevelopment  Authority.  The  developer  shall 
meet  with  the  Boston  Redevelopment  Authority  to  dis- 
cuss development  plans,  including  without  limitation, 
zoning  and  financial  needs. 

Section  1 10.  Final  Approval  of  Credits. 

The  Boston  Redevelopment  Authority  shall  issue  final 
approval  of  credits  provided  that  one  of  the  following  has 
occurred:  construction  of  new  housing  development  has 
begun;  rehabilitation  of  vacant  buildings  has  been  com- 
pleted or  is  under  construction  and  the  office  developer 
has  posted  a  bond  or  letter  of  credit  equal  to  5  percent  of 
the  rehabilitation  costs  as  a  protection  against  cost  over- 
runs which  could  jeopardize  completion  of  the  rehabilita- 
tion; or  in  42  U.S. C.  section  1437  (0  projects,  HUD  has 
issued  an  initial  endorsement. 

Section  111.  Final  Certificate  of  Occupancy. 

A  final  certificate  of  compliance  for  the  office  building 
shall  be  issued  only  upon  the  final  approval  of  housing 
credits  by  the  Boston  Redevelopment  Authority. 

Section  112.  Transfer  of  Approval. 

Preliminary  housing  credit  approval  or  final  housing 
credit  approval  may  be  transferred  to  another  office  de- 
veloper provided  that  the  original  office  developer  has 
abondoned  or  withdrawn  the  office  development  upon 
which  the  Boston  Redevelopment  Authority  has  imposed 
housing  requirements.  Abandonment  or  withdrawal  shall 
be  evidence  by  withdrawal  of  the  building  permit  applica- 
tion, the  office  developer  has  accumulated  more  housing 
credits  than  required  or  potentially  required  for  office  de- 
velopments; and  the  transferee  of  said  housing  credits  has 
obtained  written  approval  of  such  transfer  from  the  Bos- 
ton Housing  Authority. 

Section  1 13.  Criminal  Penalties. 

Whoever  willfully  occupies  commercial  space  in  the 
city  in  violation  of  this  act  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  of 
$  1 ,000  for  each  day  of  such  occupancy. 

Section  1 14.  Severability. 
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The  provisions  of  this  act  are  severable,  and  if  any  of  the 
provisions  shall  be  held  unconstitutional  or  otherwise  in- 
valid by  any  court  of  competent  jurisdiction,  the  decision 
of  such  court  shall  not  affect  or  impair  any  of  the  remain- 
ing provisions.

Ordered,  That  a  petition  to  the  General  Court,  accom- 
panied by  a  bill  for  a  special  law  relating  to  the  City  of 
Boston  to  be  filed  with  an  attested  copy  of  this  order  be, 
and  hereby  is,  approved  under  clause  (1)  of  section  8  of 
article  2,  as  amended,  of  the  Amendments  to  the  Consti- 
tution of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts,  to  the  end 
that  legislation  be  adopted  providing  precisely  as  follows, 
except  for  clerical  or  editorial  changes  of  form  only: 

Section  1 .  The  tenant  of  any  unit  of  housing  accommo- 
dation in  the  City  of  Boston  located  in  any  building  or 
structure  four  or  more  units  of  housing  accommodations 
or  no  more  than  three  units  of  housing  accommodations  if 
none  of  said  units  is  occupied  by  the  owner  of  the  structure 
as  his  permanent  residence  shall  be  entitled  to  a  propor- 
tionate share  of  the  reduction  in  any  fiscal  year  of  the  real 
estate  tax  assessed  on  the  whole  of  the  building  or  struc- 
ture in  or  upon  which  the  housing  accommodation  is  lo- 
cated. The  tenant's  proportionate  share  of  real  estate  tax 
reduction  shall  be  based  upon  the  tenant's  proportionate 
share  of  floor  space  in  the  entire  building  or  structure  in 
which  the  housing  accommodation  is  located.  Two  or 
more  adjoined  buildings  or  structures  under  common  le- 
gal or  beneficial  ownership  shall  consittute  a  single  build- 
ing or  structure  for  the  purposes  of  this  act. 

Section  2.  The  lessor  or  owner  of  any  housing  accom- 
modation occupied  by  a  tenant  who  is  entitled  to  a  propor- 
tionate share  of  a  reduction  in  real  estate  taxes  pursuant  to 
section  1  of  this  act  shall  provide  each  tenant  with  a  writ- 
ten notice  which  includes  the  total  current  taxes  assessed 
on  the  property  for  current  fiscal  year,  as  well  as  the  total 
taxes  paid  on  the  property  for  the  prior  fiscal  year.  Such 
notice  shall  contain  the  amount  of  the  tenant's  share  which 
may  be  rebated  to  him  or  deducted  from  his  rent.  This 
notice  shall  be  provided  to  the  tenants  within  thirty  days  of 
the  receipt  of  a  tax  bill  in  any  fiscal  year. 

Section  3.  When  used  in  this  act  the  following  terms 
shall  have  the  following  meanings: 

a)  Tenant:  a  tenant,  subtenant,  lessee,  sublessee  or 
other  person,  entitled  under  the  terms  of  a  rental  housing 
agreement  to  the  use  and  occupancy  of  any  housing  ac- 
commodation. 

b)  Rental  Housing  Agreement:  an  agreement,  oral, 
written  or  implied,  between  a  landlord  and  tenant  for  use 
and  occupancy  of  a  housing  accommodation  and  for 
housing  services. 

c)  Housing  Accommodation:  any  building,  structure  or 
part  thereof  or  land  appurtenant  thereto,  or  any  other  real 
or  personal  property  rented  or  offered  for  rent  for  living 
or  dwelling  purposes,  within  the  city  except  accommoda- 
tions in  hotels,  motels,  inns,  tourist  homes,  and  rooming

CBC  Ordinance.  Title  9.  Is  hereby  amended  by  insert- 
ing chapter  15. 

Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston,  in  accord- 
ance with  the  provisions  of  Massachusetts  General  Laws 
chapter  43B.  section  13.  and  any  other  applicable  law.  as 
follows: 

Section  450.  Composition  of  Board.  There  shall  be  in 
the  city  a  board,  known  as  the  Arson  Prevention  Commis- 
sion, consisting  of  the  Fire  Commissioner.  Police  Com- 
missioner, the  Commissioner  o(  Inspectional  Services, 
the  Collector- Treasurer,  and  the  Chairman  of  the  Boston 
City  Council  Committee  on  Planning.  Development  and 
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Housing  serving  in  ex  officio  capacities,  and  four  com- 
missioners, who  shall  be  residents  of  the  four  districts  es- 
tablished by  the  City  of  Boston  Code,  Ordinances  of 
1982,  chapter  6,  with  the  most  incidents  of  arson  in  the 
twelve  months  preceding  appointment,  appointed  by  the 
Mayor.  Each  Commissioner  shall  serve  a  term  of  three 
years.  In  so  appointing,  the  priority  shall  be  given  to  per- 
sons who  are  affiliated  with  organizations  which  have  as  a 
principal  activity  services  relating  to  arson  prevention. 
Any  vacancy  in  office  of  a  commissioner  shall  be  filled  in 
like  manner  for  the  unexpired  term. 

The  commission  shall  elect  one  of  its  members  as  chair- 
man and  another  as  vice-chairman  to  serve  in  these  capac- 
ities for  the  terms  of  one  year.  The  commission  shall  elect 
a  secretary  who  need  not  be  a  member  of  the  commission. 
The  commission  shall  serve  without  compensation,  and 
shall  be  deemed  special  municipal  employees  for  the  pur- 
poses of  chapter  268A  of  the  General  Laws. 

Section  45 1 .  Powers  and  Duties.  The  commission  shall 
meet  at  least  once  a  month;  shall  investigate  fires  of  suspi- 
cious origin  in  the  city  upon  receipt  of  a  complaint  or  upon 
its  own  initiation;  shall  study  the  problem  of  arson  in  the 
city;  shall  work  with  neighborhood  organizations  to  im- 
plement remedies  arrived  at  by  studying  the  problem  of 
arson  in  the  city;  shall  from  time  to  time,  and  at  least  once 
a  year,  make  written  reports  assessing  incidents  on  a 
neighborhood  basis  and  recommend  means  to  prevent  ar- 
son to  the  Mayor  and  City  Council;  shall  conduct  either 
independently  or  in  conjunction  with  any  appropriate 
agency  such  programs  relating  to  the  prevention  of  arson 
in  the  city  as  the  commission  deems  necessary;  and  shall 
propose  new  programs  as  the  commission  deems  feasible 
in  view  of  the  particular  program  and  the  needs  of  the  city 
in  regard  to  arson  prevention. 

Section  452.  Other  City  Agencies.  The  services  of  all 
city  departments,  agencies  and  other  commissions  shall 
be  made  available  to  the  commission  for  the  purposes  of 
effectuating  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance.  The  head  of 
any  department,  agency  or  other  commission  shall  fur- 
nish information  in  the  possession  of  such  department, 
agency  or  other  commission  when  the  commission  so  re- 
quests and  where  such  information  relates  to  the  duties  of 
the  commission. 

Section  453.  Rules  and  Regulations.  The  commission 
may  promulgate  such  rules  and  regulations  consistent 
with  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance  and  the  laws  of  the 
Commonwealth  as  shall  further  the  provisions  of  this  or- 
dinance. The  commission  shall  adopt  rules  of  procedure 
for  conducting  investigations  and  hearings. 

Section  454.  Severability.  The  provisions  of  this  ordi- 
nance are  severable  and  if  any  provision  shall  be  held  to  be 
unconstitutional  or  otherwise  invalid  by  any  court  of 
competent  jurisdiction,  then  such  provision  shall  be  con- 
sidered separately  and  apart  from  the  remaining  provi- 
sions of  this  ordinance,  which  shall  remain  in  full  force 
and  effect.

and 

Whereas,  This  deficiency  is  primarily  a  result  of  the 
insufficient  clerical  manpower  at  the  disposal  of  the  Land 
Court;  and 

Whereas,  The  City  of  Boston  is  in  dire  need  of  expedit- 
ing the  foreclosure  of  its  tax  delinquent  properties;  and 

Whereas,  This  objective  could  be  accomplished  if  the 
Land  Court  were  sufficiently  staffed  and/or  supported; 
therefore,  be  it 

Ordered,  That,  to  expedite  the  timely  notification  of 
tax-delinquent  property  owners  during  a  foreclosure 
process  on  said  property,  the  Mayor,  acting  through  the 
Corporation  Counsel  shall  request  of  the  Land  Court  of 
the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  a  ruling  for  the  al- 
lowance of  local  property  examinations  by  the  appropri- 
ate City  of  Boston  personnel.

Whereas,  These  judges  are  expected  to  make  decisions 
on  petitions  to  foreclose  on  thousands  of  tax-delinquent 
properties  throughout  Massachusetts,  among  varied 
Land  Court  duties,  and 

Whereas,  The  lack  of  sufficient  support  has  impeded 
the  Massachusetts  Land  Court  from  exercising  more  ex- 
pedience in  the  disposition  of  tax-delinquent  vacant  prop- 
erties; be  it 
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Resolved,  That  the  Boston  City  Council,  in  meeting  as- 
sembled, requests  the  Governor  of  the  Commonwealth  to 
investigate  the  feasibility  of  increasing  the  number  of 
Land  Court  judges  from  the  current  total  of  three  to  six; 
and  be  it  further 

Resolved,  That  his  Excellency  also  make  provisions  to 
facilitate  the  increase  in  Land  Court  judges  with  appropri- 
ate support  staff  necessary  to  insure  the  expedient  dispo- 
sition of  tax-delinquent  properties  throughout 
Massachusetts.

Report  on  Docket  No.  0326,  order  for  petition  for  spe- 
cial law  creating  a  public  body  corporation  to  function  as 
a  City  of  Boston  financial  intermediary  (referred  Febru- 
ary 2)— recommending  passage  of  the  order  in  the  follow- 
ing new  draft: 

Ordered,  That  a  petition  to  the  General  Court,  accom- 
panied by  a  bill  for  a  special  law  relating  to  the  City  of 
Boston  to  be  filed  with  an  attested  copy  of  this  order  be. 
and  hereby  is,  approved  under  clasuse  ( 1)  of  section  8  of 
article  2,  as  amended,  of  the  Amendments  to  the  Consti- 
tution of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts,  to  the  end 
that  legislation  be  adopted  providing  precisely  as  follows, 
except  for  clerical  or  editorial  changes  of  form  only: 

Section  100.  Creation  of  Corporation. 

There  is  hereby  created  a  public  body  corporate  and 


politic  to  be  known  as  the  Housing  Development  Corpo- 
ration in  this  chapter  called  the  corporation,  consisting  of 
nine  members  appointed  by  the  mayor  of  the  City  of  Bos- 
ton, confirmed  by  the  city  council,  two  of  whom  shall  at 
all  time  be  members  of  the  mortgage  lending  industry,  at 
least  one  member  from  the  home  building/rehabilitating 
industry,  one  from  the  real  estate  industry,  one  experi- 
enced in  municipal  government,  two  from  a  community 
development  corporation  or  nonprofit  residential  real  es- 
tate developer,  and  at  least  two  members  shall  be  persons 
of  low  to  moderate  income.  The  corporation  shall  desig- 
nate one  of  the  nine  members  as  chairman  and  another  as 
vice-chairman.  Each  of  the  nine  members  shall  be  sworn 
to  the  faithful  performance  of  his  official  duties  as  a  mem- 
ber of  the  corporation.  A  majority  of  the  nine  members 
shall  constitute  a  quorum  for  the  transaction  of  any  busi- 
ness, but  the  action  of  a  majority  for  the  entire  member- 
ship shall  be  required  for  any  transaction.  For  the 
purposes  of  section  1 1 A  of  chapter  30 A  of  the  General 
Laws,  the  corporation  shall  be  deemed  to  be  an  authority 
established  by  the  General  Court  to  serve  a  public  pur- 
pose in  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts.  Of  the 
members  of  the  corporation  first  appointed,  three  shall  be 
appointed  to  serve  for  one  year  from  the  first  day  of  July  in 
the  current  year,  three  for  two  years  from  said  date  and 
three  for  three  years  from  said  date.  Upon  expiration  of 
the  term  of  office  of  any  such  member,  or  of  any  subse- 
quent member,  his  successor  shall  be  appointed  in  like 
manner  for  a  term  of  three  years.  In  the  event  of  a  vacancy 
in  the  office  of  a  member,  his  successor  shall  be  appointed 
in  like  manner  to  serve  for  the  unexpired  term.  No  mem- 
ber shall  continue  after  the  expiration  of  his  term  of  serv- 
ice to  hold  his  office  unless  he  is  duly  qualified  and 
reappointed.  For  the  purposes  of  chapter  268 A  of  the 
General  Laws,  the  members  of  the  corporation  shall  be 
deemed  to  be  special  municipal  employees. 

Section  101 .  General  Powers  and  Duties. 

The  members  of  the  corporation  may  adopt,  alter  and 
use  a  corporate  seal  for  the  corporation  and  designate  the 
custodian  thereof;  may  from  time  to  time  appoint  and  at 
pleasure  remove  a  director,  a  clerk,  a  treasurer  or  such 
other  officers  of  the  corporation  as  they  may  deem  neces- 
sary and  may  determine  their  duties  and  their  compensa- 
tion, which  shall  be  paid  by  the  corporation;  shall  cause  at 
all  times  accurate  accounts  to  be  kept  of  all  receipts  and 
expenditures  of  the  funds  of  the  corporation;  and  shall 
make  both  a  quarterly  report  and  an  annual  report  in  De- 
cember to  the  mayor,  the  city  council  and  the  city  clerk 
containing  an  abstract  of  such  accounts  and  detailed  infor- 
mation of  all  receipts  and  expenditures,  including  prices 
paid  for  land  purchased  or  taken,  and  mortgages  executed 
for  rehabilitation  of  residential  buildings  thereon,  con- 
tracts for  construction  of  facilities  and  for  the  leasing 
thereof  and  such  other  detailed  information  as  may  be 
deemed  helpful.  The  offices  of  the  treasurer  and  clerk 
may  be  held  by  the  same  person.  The  corporation  shall 
cause  an  audit  of  its  books  and  accounts  to  be  made  at  least 
once  in  each  fiscal  year  by  certified  public  accountants 
and  the  cost  thereof  shall  be  treated  as  an  item  of  current 
expense.  Except  as  otherwise  provided  in  this  act  the  cor- 
poration shall  have  full  power  to  exercise  care  of  its  prop- 
erty and  the  management  of  its  business  or  affairs,  by 
deed  or  other  instrument  any  real  estate  or  other  property 
not  needed  for  its  business  or  affairs,  by  deed  or  other 
instrument  sealed  with  the  corporate  seal,  signed  and  ac- 
knowledged by  a  majority  of  the  members,  or  in  like  man- 
ner to  authorize  such  sale  and  conveyance  by  any  of  its 
officers  or  agents.  The  treasurer  shall  give  bond  for  the 
faithful  performance  of  his  duties,  with  surety  company 
authorized  to  do  business  in  the  Commonwealth  of  Mas- 
sachusetts as  surety,  in  such  sum  as  the  members  may  de- 
termine, the  premium  therefor  to  be  paid  by  the 
corporation.  Chapter  31  of  the  General  Laws  shall  not 
apply  to  any  person  employed  or  engaged  by  the  corpora- 
tion under  this  act. 
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Section  102.  Powers. 

The  corporation  is  hereby  authorized:  (a)  to  sue  and  be 
sued  in  its  own  name  and  plead  and  to  be  impleaded  in  any 
court  of  competent  jurisdiction;  (b)  to  adopt  bylaws  for 
the  regulation  of  its  affairs  and  conduct  of  its  business  and 
to  alter  the  same  at  its  pleasure;  (c)  to  make  and  enter  into 
and  perform  all  contracts,  leases,  cooperative  agree- 
ments of  other  transactions,  upon  such  terms  as  it  may 
deem  appropriate  with  any  agency  or  instrumentality  of 
the  United  States  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachu- 
setts, or  any  political  subdivision  thereof,  or  with  any 
person,  firm,  association  or  agency,  agreements  neces- 
sary or  incidental  to  the  performance  of  its  duties  and  the 
execution  of  its  powers  under  this  act;  (d)  to  receive  and 
accept,  subject  to  M.G.L.A.  chapter  44,  s.  53A,  from 
any  federal  agency  or  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachu- 
setts or  the  City  of  Boston,  gifts,  grants,  loans  or  ad- 
vances for  or  in  aid  of  any  of  its  purposes  and  for  which 
such  grants,  loans,  advances  and  contributions  may  be 
made;  (e)  to  lease,  purchase,  or  acquire  any  property, 
real,  personal,  or  mixed,  or  any  interest  therein  without 
further  authority  to  hold,  rent,  maintain,  modernize,  ren- 
ovate, improve,  use  and  operate  such  property,  and  to  sell, 
for  cash  or  credit,  lease,  or  otherwise  dispose  of  the  same, 
at  such  time  and  in  such  manner  as  and  to  the  extent  it  may 
deem  necessary  or  appropriate;  (f)  to  prescribe,  repeal, 
amend  or  modify  rules,  regulations  or  requirements  gov- 
erning the  manner  in  which  its  general  business  may  be 
conducted;  (g)  to  borrow  money  in  an  amount  up  to 
$500,000  or  25  percent  of  the  prior  years  income  which- 
ever is  less;  (h)  to  acquire  and  hold  pursuant  to  section 
53A  of  chapter  44  of  the  General  Laws  by  bequest,  de- 
vise, grant,  gift,  purchase,  exchange,  lease,  judicial  or- 
der or  decree,  or  otherwise,  for  any  of  its  objects  and 
purposes,  any  property,  either  real  or  personal,  or  any 
interest  therein;  (i)  To  determine  the  necessity  for  and  the 
character  and  amount  of  its  obligations  and  expenditures 
and  the  manner  in  which  they  shall  be  incurred,  allowed, 
paid  and  accounted  for;  (j)  The  corporation  shall  appoint 
an  executive  director  who  shall  be  the  chief  executive  offi- 
cer of  the  corporation,  who  shall  devote  his  full  time  dur- 
ing business  hours  to  the  duties  of  his  office,  and  who 
shall  receive  such  compensation  as  the  corporation  shall 
determine,  but  such  compensation  shall  not  exceed 
$50,000  and  shall  not  be  reduced  without  his  consent  dur- 
ing his  tenure  of  office.  The  executive  director  shall  em- 
ploy such  other  officers  and  employees  as  are  necessary 
to  the  functioning  of  the  corporation.  Salaries  for  officers 
and  employees  shall  be  set  by  the  corporation .  The  corpo- 
ration may  remove  the  executive  director  for  cause;  (k)  to 
do  all  things  as  are  necessary  or  incidental  to  the  proper 
management  of  its  affairs  and  the  conduct  of  its  business. 
Section  103.  Purposes. 

The  corporation  shall  provide  supplementary  assist- 
ance to  the  secondary  market  for  home  mortgages  to  re- 
habilitate housing  in  the  City  of  Boston  by  providing  a 
degree  of  liquidity  for  mortgage  investments,  thereby  im- 
proving the  distribution  of  investment  capital  available 
for  home  mortgage  financing;  and  to  finance  the  acquisi- 
tion and  rehabilitation  of  housing  in  the  City  of  Boston. 
Priority  shall  be  given  to  low-  or  moderate-income  per- 
sons. For  the  purpose  of  this  section  "low-  or  moderate- 
income  persons"  shall  mean  a  person  or  group  of 
persons,  all  of  whom  occupy  the  same  dwelling  unit, 
whose  total  income  for  the  twelve  months  immediately 
preceding  receipt  of  assistance  pursuant  to  this  statute,  is 
not  more  than  80  percent  of  the  median  income  for  the 
area  as  set  forth  in  regulations  promulgated  from  time  to 
time  by  the  United  States  Department  of  Housing  and  Ur- 
ban Development  pursuant  to  section  8  of  the  Housing  Act 
of  1937,  as  amended  by  the  Housing  and  Community  De- 
velopment Act  of  1974,  and  calculated  pursuant  to  said 
regulations.  The  corporation  shall  cooperate  with  com- 
munity development  corporations  and  nonprofit  residen- 
tial real  estate  developers  to  effect  the  purposes  of  this  act. 


Section  104.  Secondary  Market  Operations. 

The  corporation  shall  be  confined,  so  far  as  practica- 
ble, to  mortgages  which  are  deemed  by  the  corporation  to 
be  of  such  quality,  type,  and  class  as  to  meet  generally,  the 
purchase  standards  imposed  by  private  institutional  mort- 
gage investors.  In  the  interest  of  assuring  sound  opera- 
tion, the  prices  to  be  paid  by  the  corporation  for 
mortgages  purchased  in  its  secondary  market  operations, 
should  be  established,  from  time  to  time,  within  the  range 
of  market  prices  for  the  particular  class  of  mortgages  in- 
volved, as  determined  by  the  corporation.  The  volume  of 
the  corporation's  purchases  and  sales,  and  the  establish- 
ment of  the  purchase  prices,  sale  prices,  and  charges  or 
fees,  in  its  secondary  market  operation,  should  be  deter- 
mined by  the  corporation  from  time  to  time,  and  such  de- 
terminations should  be  consistent  with  the  objectives  that 
such  purchases  and  sales  should  be  effected  only  at  such 
prices  and  on  such  terms  as  will  reasonably  prevent  exces- 
sive use  of  the  corporation's  assets,  and  that  the  opera- 
tions of  the  corporation  should  be  within  its  income 
derived  from  such  operations  and  that  such  operations 
should  be  fully  self-supporting.  In  the  further  interest  of 
assuring  sound  operation  any  loan  made  by  the  corpora- 
tion in  its  secondary  market  operations,  and  any  exten- 
sion or  renewal  thereof,  shall  not  exceed  90  percent  of  the 
unpaid  principal  balances  of  the  mortgages  securing  the 
loan,  and  shall  bear  interest  at  a  rate  consistent  with  gen- 
eral loan  policies  established  from  time  to  time  by  the  cor- 
poration. Any  such  loan  shall  mature  in  not  more  than 
sixty  months  and  the  term  of  any  extension  or  renewal 
shall  not  exceed  twenty-four  months.  The  volume  of  the 
corporaton's  lending  activities  and  the  establishment  of 
its  loan  ratios,  interest  rates,  maturities,  and  charge  or 
fees,  in  its  secondary  market  operations,  should  be  deter- 
mined by  the  corporation  from  time  to  time;  and  such  de- 
terminations, in  conjunction  with  determinations  made 
under  this  section,  should  be  consistent  with  the  objec- 
tives that  the  lending  activities  should  be  conducted  on 
such  terms  as  will  reasonably  prevent  excessive  use  of  the 
corporation's  facilities,  and  that  the  operations  of  the  cor- 
poration under  this  section  should  be  within  its  income 
derived  from  such  operations  and  that  such  operations 
should  be  fully  self-supporting. 

Section  105.  Purchase  of  Mortgages. 

The  corporation  may  purchase,  service,  sell,  or  other- 
wise deal  in  any  mortgages  executed  to  finance  the  reha- 
bilitation or  acquisition  and  rehabilitation  of  housing  in 
the  City  of  Boston  which  cover:  one-  to  six-family  resi- 
dences which  are  insured  by  qualified  private  insurers  as 
determined  by  the  corporation. 

Section  106.  Resale. 

(a)  prior  to  the  sale  of  property  the  purchase  or  rehabili- 
tation of  which  has  been  financed  by  the  corporation,  the 
owner  thereof  shall  notify  the  corporation  of  its  option  to 
purchase  the  property  exercisable  by  notice  given  to  the 
owner  within  sixty  days  after  the  receipt  of  the  notice  at  a 
price  equal  to  the  sum  of: 

(i)  the  original  purchase  price; 

(ii)  the  documented  value  of  additional  capital  im- 
provement; and 

(iii)  ten  percent  per  year  from  the  date  of  purchase  on 
the  sum  of  (i)  and  (ii)  above. 
If  the  corporation  elects  not  to  exercise  its  option  or  fails 
to  notify  the  owner  of  the  exercise  of  its  option  within 
sixty  days  after  receipt  of  the  notice,  the  owner  shall  have 
the  right  to  convey  the  property.  The  option  of  the  corpo- 
ration to  purchase  property  pursuant  to  this  section  shall 
not  apply  to  any  sale  occurring  more  than  five  years  after 
the  date  of  purchase  by  the  owner. 

(b)  If  the  corporation  does  not  exercise  its  option  to  pur- 
chase, the  corporation  shall  be  entitled  to  receive  a  per- 
centage of  the  profit  on  the  sale  of  the  property  set  forth 
below.  For  the  purpose  of  this  section,  "profit"  shall 
mean  the  sale  price  less  the  sum  computed  pursuant  to 
paragraph  (a)  of  this  section 
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Period  —  Percentage: 
0-Year  1 ,  from  the  date  of  purchase,  100  % 
Year  1-Year  2,  from  the  date  of  purchase,  80% 
Year  2-Year  3,  from  the  date  of  purchase,  60  % 
Year  3-Year  4,  from  the  date  of  purchase,  40  % 
Year  4- Year  5,  from  the  date  of  purchase,  20  % 
subsequent  years,  0% 

Section  107.  Liability  of  the  Corporation. 

The  corporation  shall  be  liable  in  contract  or  in  tort  in 
the  same  manner  as  a  private  corporation.  The  members, 
employees,  officers  and  agents  of  the  corporation  shall 
not  be  liable  as  such  on  its  contracts  or  for  torts  not  com- 
mitted or  directly  authorized  by  them.  The  property  or 
funds  of  the  corporation  shall  not  be  subject  to  attachment 
or  to  levy  and  sale  on  execution,  but  if  the  corporation 
refuses  to  pay  judgment  entered  against  it  in  any  court  of 
competent  jurisdiction,  the  superior  court,  sitting  within 
and  for  the  county  in  which  the  corporation  is  situated, 
may,  by  writ  of  mandamus,  direct  the  treasurer  of  such 
agency  to  pay  such  judgment. 

Section  108.  Exemption  from  Taxation:  Payments  in 
Lieu  of  Real  Property  Taxes. 

The  real  estate  and  tangible  personal  property  of  the 
corporation  shall  be  deemed  to  be  public  property  used 
for  essential  public  and  governmental  purposes  and  shall 
be  exempt  from  taxation  and  from  betterments  and  spe- 
cial assessments,  the  city  may  determine  a  sum  to  be  paid 
the  city  annually  in  any  year  or  period  of  years,  such  sum 
to  be  in  any  year  not  in  excess  of  the  amount  that  would  be 
levied  at  the  then  current  tax  rate  upon  the  average  of  the 
assessed  value  of  such  real  estate,  including  buildings  and 
other  structures,  for  the  three  years  preceding  the  year  of 
acquisition  thereof,  the  valuation  for  each  year  being  re- 
duced by  all  abatements  thereon.  The  City  of  Boston  may, 
however,  agree  with  the  corporation  upon  the  payments  to 
be  made  to  the  city  or  the  corporation  may  make  and  the 
city  may  accept  such  payments,  the  amount  of  which  shall 
not  in  either  case  be  subject  to  the  foregoing  limitation. 
The  last  paragraph  of  section  6  and  all  of  section  7  of  chap- 
ter 59  of  the  General  Laws  shall,  so  far  as  apt,  be  applica- 
ble to  payments  under  this  section. 

Section  109.  Financial  Aid  from  the  City. 

The  City  of  Boston  may  raise  and  appropriate  or  may 
borrow  or  may  agree  with  the  corporation  or  with  the  fed- 
eral government  or  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts 
to  raise  and  appropriate  or  to  borrow,  in  aid  of  the  corpo- 
ration, such  sums  as  may  be  necessary  to  carry  out  the 
purposes  and  powers  of  the  corporation  including  without 
limitation,  defraying  part  of  acquisition  and  operating 
costs. 

Section  110.  Investment  of  Funds. 

Moneys  of  the  corporation  not  invested  in  mortgages  or 
other  security  holdings  or  in  operating  facilities  shall  be 
kept  in  cash  on  deposit,  or  invested  in  obligations  of  the 
United  States  or  guaranteed  thereby,  or  in  obligations, 
participations,  or  other  instruments  which  are  lawful  in- 
vestments for  fiduciary,  trust,  or  public  funds. 

Section  111. 

The  corporation  shall  be  subject  to  the  Acts  of  1948. 
chapter  452,  s.  17F  as  amended. 

Section  112.  Severability. 

The  provisions  of  this  act  and  portions  thereof  are  sev- 
erable; and  if  any  such  provision  or  provisions  shall  be 
held  invalid  or  unconstitutional  by  any  decision  of  any 
court  of  competent  jurisdiction,  such  decision  shall  not 
impair  or  otherwise  affect  any  other  provisions  or  por- 
tions thereof  of  this  act.

Ordered,  That  a  petition  to  the  General  Court,  accom- 
panied by  a  bill  for  a  special  law  relating  to  the  City  of 
Boston  to  be  filed  with  an  attested  copy  of  this  order  be, 
and  hereby  is,  approved  under  clasuse  (1)  of  section  8  of 
article  2,  as  amended,  of  the  Amendments  to  the  Consti- 
tution of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts,  to  the  end 
that  legislation  be  adopted  providing  precisely  as  follows, 
except  for  clerical  or  editorial  changes  of  form  only: 

Chapter  434  of  the  Acts  of  1943,  as  amended,  is  hereby 
further  amended  by  inserting  after  section  4  the  follow- 
ing: 
Section  4A. 

In  each  fiscal  year  all  individual  commercial  or  resi- 
dential units  of  foreclosed  real  estate  which  are  sold  or 
otherwise  conveyed  pursuant  to  section  4,  shall  be  sold 
in  accordance  with  the  terms  and  conditions  set  forth  in 
this  section.  The  chairman  shall  require  substantial 
compliance  with  the  terms  and  conditions  set  forth 
herein ,  among  others .  prior  to  the  transfer  of  title  to  the 
aforementioned  real  estate  by  the  City  of  Boston. 
Within  ninety  days  from  the  date  of  sale  of  the  real  es- 
tate the  purchaser  shall, 

1 .  Submit  to  the  chairman  a  detailed  development  or 
rehabilitation  plan  with  cost  estimates  for  rehabilitat- 
ing the  property  or  otherwise  returning  it  to  the  hous- 
ing or  commercial  market.  Such  plan  shall  be  in  a 
form  and  contain  such  information  as  the  chairman 
shall  deem  appropriate. 

2 .  Obtain  adequate  financing  for  the  proposed  reha- 
bilitation or  development  as  set  forth  in  the  required 
plan  and  provide  the  chairman  with  sufficient  evi- 
dence of  such  financing. 

3.  Provide  the  chairman  with  sufficient  evidence  to 
demonstrate  that  the  implementation  of  the  rehabili- 
tation or  development  plan  will  begin  within  forty- 
five  days  of  the  transfer  of  title  to  such  property. 

4.  Complete  the  rehabilitation  or  development  work 
as  set  forth  in  the  plan  within  eighteen  months  of  the 
transfer  of  title  to  the  property. 

5.  Post  security  with  the  chairman  or  his  designee  in 
an  amount  equal  to  25  percent  of  the  estimated  cost  of 
completely  rehabilitating  or  developing  the  property 
as  determined  by  the  chairman.  Security  shall  be  in 
the  form  of  a  performance  bond,  security  agreement, 
escrow  account  or  such  other  security  as  deemed  ad- 
equate by  the  chairman.  Such  security  shall  be  held 
by  and  in  the  name  of  the  City  of  Boston  to  ensure 
compliance  with  the  conditions  set  forth  in  paragraph 
4  of  this  section.  Only  upon  completion  of  at  least  75 
percent  of  the  work  encompassed  in  the  rehabilita- 
tion or  development  plan  within  twelve  months  of  the 
date  of  the  transfer  of  title,  subject  to  a  single  sixty- 
day  extension  for  good  cause  as  determined  by  the 
chairman,  shall  the  security  be  released  or  otherwise 
dissolved.  Failure  to  timely  complete  75  percent  of 
the  work  encompassed  in  the  rehabilitation  or  devel- 
opment plan  shall  result  in  the  forfeiture  of  the  entire 
amount  of  the  25  percent  security  to  the  City  of  Bos- 
ton. Forfeiture  under  this  provision  shall  be  in  the 
sole  discretion  of  the  chairman.  Failure  to  comply 
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with  any  other  term  or  condition  of  the  sale,  aside 
from  timely  completion  of  75  percent  of  the  rehabili- 
tation or  development  work,  shall  not  result  in  the 
forfeiture  of  the  security  required  hereunder. 
Forfeited  funds  under  this  section  shall  be  appropri- 
ated to  the  Housing  Development  Corporation.  The 
terms  and  conditions  set  forth  in  this  section  shall  not 
apply  to  any  transfer  or  conveyance  of  foreclosed  real 
estate  to  the  Boston  Redevelopment  Authority.

City  of  Boston 
In  the  Year  Nineteen  Hundred  and  Eighty-three 
An  Ordinance  Amending  the  Ordinance  Regulating 
Certain  Residential  Rent,  Evictions  and 
Conversions. 
(Rental  Housing  Equity  Ordinance.) 

Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston,  in  accord- 
ance with  the  provisions  of  Massachusetts  General 
Laws  chapter  43B,  section  1 3 ,  and  any  other  applica- 
ble law,  as  follows: 
Section  1.  City  of  Boston  Code,  Ordinances,  Title  10, 

chapter  3,  is  hereby  amended  by  striking  section  1  (n)  (i) 

and  (iii)  thereof  and  inserting  in  its  place  thereof  the  new 

subparagraphs  (i)  and  (iii): 

(i)  housing  accommodations  which  the  United  States 
or  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  or  any  author- 
ity created  under  the  law  thereof  either  owns ,  operates , 
finances,  subsidizes,  insures  or  insured  the  mortgage 
thereon,  or  regulates  the  individual  rents  thereof;  pro- 
vided, however,  housing  accommodations  constructed 
or  rehabilitated  pursuant  to  sections  202,  221(d),  or 
236  of  the  National  Housing  act,  as  amended,  shall  be 
considered  housing  accommodations  for  the  purposes 
of  this  ordinance,  and  housing  accommodations  feder- 
ally insured  pursuant  to  section  608  of  the  National 
Housing  Act,  as  amended,  shall  be  considered  housing 
accommodations  only  for  the  purposes  of  sections  10 
through  20  inclusive  of  this  ordinance;  provided  fur- 
ther, however,  housing  accommodations  the  mortgage 
of  which  is  insured  under  section  221(d)  (3)  of  the  Na- 
tional Housing  Act,  as  amended,  and  which  do  not  re- 
ceive a  federal  rental  subsidy  or  a  below-market  interest 
rate  mortgage  subsidy,  shall  be  considered  housing  ac- 
commodations only  for  the  purposes  of  sections  10 
through  20  inclusive  of  this  ordinance; 

(iii)  housing  accommodations  constructed,  created 
by  conversion  from  a  nonhousing  to  a  housing  one,  or 
in  the  opinion  of  the  board  substantially  rehabilitated  so 
as  to  constitute  the  equivalent  of  new  construction  after 
December  1,  1968,  with  respect  to  conventionally  fi- 
nanced housing  accommodations,  and  after  January  1 , 
1972,  with  respect  to  housing  accommodations  de- 
scribed in  paragraph  (n)  (i)  above;  provided,  however, 
conventionally  financed  housing  accommodations  cre- 
ated by  conversion  from  a  nonhousing  to  a  use,  or  in  the 
opinion  of  the  Board  substantially  rehabilitated  be- 


tween December  1 ,  1968,  and  December  1 ,  1971 ,  so  as 
to  constitute  the  equivalent  of  new  construction,  shall 
be  considered  housing  accommodations  only  for  the 
purposes  of  sections  10  through  20.  inclusive  of  this 
ordinance,  and  shall  be  treated  as  decontrolled  housing 
accommodations  only  for  the  purposes  of  sections  6 
and  9  of  this  ordinance. 

Section  2.  This  ordinance  shall  become  effective  on 
January  15,  1983. 

Section  3.  The  provisions  of  this  ordinance  are  sever- 
able, and  if  any  of  its  provisions  shall  be  held  unconstitu- 
tional or  otherwise  invalid  by  any  court  of  competent 
jurisdiction,  the  decision  of  such  court  shall  not  affect  or 
impair  any  of  the  remaining  provisions. 

Section  4.  The  provisions  of  City  of  Boston  Code  Ordi- 
nances ,  Title  2 ,  section  752 ,  to  the  contrary  notwithstand- 
ing, this  ordinance  shall  be  published  by  the  City  Council 
in  passing  the  same.

Report  on  Docket  No.  03 19,  order  for  petition  for  spe- 
cial law  for  establishment  of  Office  of  Housing  Produc- 
tion Program  at  the  Boston  Redevelopment  Authority  for 
the  City  of  Boston  (referred  today)— recommending  pas- 
sage of  the  order  in  the  following  new  draft: 

Ordered,  That  a  petition  to  the  General  Court,  accom- 
panied by  a  bill  for  a  special  law  relating  to  the  City  of 
Boston  to  be  filed  with  an  attested  copy  of  this  order  be, 
and  hereby  is,  approved  under  clause  (1)  of  section  8  of 
article  2,  as  amended,  of  the  Amendments  to  the  Consti- 
tution of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts,  to  the  end 
that  legislation  be  adopted  providing  precisely  as  follows, 
except  for  clerical  or  editorial  changes  of  form  only: 

Section  100.  Purposes. 

The  purposes  of  this  act  are:  (a)  to  balance  the  construc- 
tion of  new  office  buildings  creates  upon  the  demand  for 
housing  in  excess  of  the  supply  provided  by  the  current 
housing  market  which  exists  in  the  City  of  Boston;  (b)  to 
assure  that  developers  of  new  office  buildings,  as  creators 
of  new  jobs,  share  the  responsibility  of  preserving  the 
housing  market  in  the  City  of  Boston;  and  (c)  by  further- 
ing such  purposes,  to  promote  the  public  welfare  and  to 
better  the  quality  of  life  in  the  City  of  Boston. 

Section  101.  Definitions. 

As  used  in  this  act,  unless  a  contrary  intention  clearly 
applies,  the  following  terms  shall  have  the  following 
meanings: 

(A)  "Affordable  Housing  Units,"  residential  rental 
units  which  are  occupied  pursuant  to  covenant  for  at  least 
fifteen  years  byu  low-  or  moderate-income  persons  or 
households  or  to  be  sold  to  low-  or  moderate-income  per- 
sons or  households,  the  housing  expenses  for  which  do 
not  exceed  the  following:  rental  expenses  shall  not  exceed 
30  percent  of  gross  monthly  income,  adjusted  for  family 
size;  homeownership  expenses,  which  includes  the  ex- 
pense of  mortgage  principal,  interest,  property  tax  and 
insurance,  or  homeownership  association  dues  shall  not 
exceed  40  percent  of  gross  monthly  income  adjusted  for 
family  size. 

(B)  "City,"  the  City  of  Boston. 

(C)  "Housing  Units,"  the  number  of  bedrooms  in  a 
dwelling  unit.  With  respect  to  housing  which  provides 
shared  living  accommodations  for  multiple  households  in 
board  and  care  facilities  and  congregate  living  facilities 
for  the  elderly  or  disabled,  the  accommodation  for  each 
individual  shall  count  as  one  housing  unit. 

(D)  "Low-  or  Moderate-Income  Persons  or  House- 
holds," low -come  persons  or  households  are  those  whose 
total  annual  incomes  is  not  more  than  80  percent  of  the 
median  income  for  the  area  as  set  fourth  in  regulations 
promulgated  from  time  to  time  by  the  United  States  De- 
partment of  Housing  and  Urban  Development  pursuant  to 
section  8  of  the  Housing  Act  of  1937,  as  amended  by  the 
Housing  and  Community  Development  Act  of  1974,  and 
calculated  pursuant  to  said  regulations. 

(E)  "Nonprofit  Organization,"  an  organization,  duly 
constituted  in  accordance  with  chapter  1 80  of  the  General 
Laws. 

(F)  "Housing  Developments,"  all  housing  develop- 
ments in  the  city,  except  for  those  already  under  construc- 
tion, and  subject  to  the  limitations  set  forth  herein. 


including  without  limitation;  rental  units,  cooperative 
and  condominium  units,  multi-units  buildings,  including 
without  limitation,  residential  hotels;  single-family 
homes  and  housing  for  those  with  special  needs. 

(G)  "Substantial  Rehabilitation,"  rehabilitation  which 
costs  in  excess  of  $20,000  per  dwelling  unit. 

(H)  "Vacant  Housing,"  housing  units  which  require 
substantial  rehabilitation,  and  which  have  not  been  occu- 
pied for  at  least  three  months  prior  to  the  request  for  pre- 
liminary approval  of  housing  credits,  except  those  units 
owned  and  operated  by  a  government  agency  or  a  non- 
profit organization. 

Section  102.  Regulation. 

No  person  shall  be  designated  or  issued  a  permit  to  con- 
struct office  space  in  the  city  by  any  agency  of  the  city,  as 
shall  have  authority  to  designate  or  issue  such  a  permit, 
except  in  accordance  with  this  act. 

Section  103.  Method  of  Computing  Housing  Require- 
ment. 

The  Boston  Redevelopment  Authority  shall  use  the  fol- 
lowing formula  for  computing  housing  requirements  for 
developers  seeking  permission  to  construct  office  space 
in  the  City  of  Boston;  gross  square  feet  of  office  space 
proposed  for  construction,  divided  by  the  city-wide  aver- 
age of  the  number  of  gross  square  feet  of  office  space  the 
use  of  which  requires  one  employee,  multiplied  by  the 
quotient  of  the  percentage  of  office  employees  who  reside 
in  the  city  divided  by  the  average  number  of  employed 
adults  who  occupy  each  household  in  the  city. 

Section  104.  Multiple  Credits. 

The  following  multiple  credits  will  be  offered.  1 .  Two 
for  One  Credit:  the  office  developer  shall  be  credited  with 
two  housing  units  for  each  affordable  housing  unit  devel- 
oped for  rental  or  sale  with  the  assistanc  of  government 
rental  or  operating  subsidies;  provided,  however,  the  of- 
fice developer  constructs  said  housing  units.  2.  Three  for 
One  Credit:  the  office  develop  shall  be  credited  with  three 
housing  units  for  each  affordable  housing  units  developed 
for  rental  or  sale  to  moderate-income  persons  or  house- 
holds; provided,  however,  the  office  developer  constructs 
said  housing  units  without  governmental  rental  or  operat- 
ingsubsidies.  3.  Four  for  One  Credit:  the  office  developer 
shall  be  credited  with  four  housing  units  for  each  afforda- 
ble housing  unit  developed  for  low-income  persons  or 
households:  provided,  however,  the  office  developer  con- 
structs said  housing  units  without  governmental  rental  or 
operating  subsidies.  The  use  of  these  multiple  credits  is 
subject  to  the  following  limitation:  in  housing  projects 
with  multiple  bedroom  units,  the  developer  can  elect  to 
receive  either  one  credit  per  bedroom  or  multiple  credits 
for  each  affordable  dwelling  unit.  Application  of  both  the 
multiple  credits  and  the  credit  for  multiple  bedrooms 
shall  not  be  permitted.  For  housing  in  board  and  care  fa- 
cilities and  shared  or  congregate  living  accommodations, 
multiple  credits  may  be  applied  for  each  occupant  quali- 
fying as  a  low  income  person. 

Section  105.  Means  of  Complying  with  Housing  Re- 
quirements. 

Office  developers  shall  satisfy  the  housing  require- 
ments either  by  constructing  new  housing  units  or  reha- 
bilitating vacant  housing  units  or  financing  the 
construction  or  rehabilitation  of  vacant  housing  units  by 
tendering  to  the  Housing  Development  Corporation  the 
amount  computed  pursuant  to  section  107  of  this  act:  pro- 
vided, however,  the  housing  requirement  shall  not  be  sat- 
isfied by  constructing  or  rehabilitating  or  financing  the 
construction  or  rehabilitation  of  housing  units  which  are 
to  be  occupied  primarily  by  students. 

Section  106.  Developer  who  Sponsors  a  Housing  De- 
velopment. 

An  office  developer  who  is  the  constructor  of  a  housing 
development,  must  submit  along  with  the  request  for  pre- 
liminary approval  of  housing  credits,  a  purchase  contract 
or  option  agreement  documenting  control  for  predevelop- 
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ment  services,  including  without  limitation,  architectural 
and  engineering  services;  a  letter  of  intent  between  the 
commercial  developer  and  all  joint  partners;  and  a  reha- 
bilitation plan. 

Section  107.  A  Developer  who  Provides  Financial  As- 
sistance to  Project. 

If  an  officer  developer  is  not  the  constructor  of  a  hous- 
ing development,  financial  assistance  must  be  provided  to 
the  Housing  Development  Corporation  in  accordance 
with  the  following  formula:  7  percent  of  the  average  cost 
of  constructing  a  housing  unit  in  the  city  during  the  year 
prior  to  the  request  for  preliminary  approval  multiplied 
by  the  housing  requirement  as  computed  pursuant  to  sec- 
tion 103  of  this  act. 

Section  108.  Rehabilitation  of  Vacant  Buildings. 

Upon  request  for  housing  credits  for  rehabilitation  of 
vacant  housing  units,  a  specific  rehabilitation  plan  and 
evidence  of  vacancy  and  reasons  thereof  must  be  submit- 
ted. 

Section  109.  Preliminary  Approval. 

The  office  developer  shall  submit  a  request  for  prelimi- 
nary approval  of  housing  credits.  The  developer  shall 
submit  all  information  or  documentation  requested  by  the 
Boston  Redevelopment  Authority.  The  developer  shall 
meet  with  the  Boston  Redevelopment  Authority  to  dis- 
cuss development  plans,  including  without  limitation, 
zoning  and  financing. 

Section  1 10.  Final  Approval  of  Credits. 

The  Boston  Redevelopment  Authority  shall  issue  final 
approval  of  credits  provided  that  one  of  the  following  has 
occurred:  construction  of  new  housing  development  has 
begun;  rehabilitation  of  vacant  housing  has  been  com- 
pleted or  is  under  construction  and  the  officer  developer 
has  posted  a  bond  or  a  letter  of  credit  equal  to  5  percent  of 
the  rehabilitation  costs  as  a  protection  against  cost  over- 
runs which  could  jeopardize  completion  of  the  rehabilita- 
tion; or  receipt  of  the  amount  due  pursuant  to  section  107 
of  this  act  has  been  certified  by  the  Housing  Development 
Corporation. 

Section  111.  Final  Certificate  of  Occupancy. 

A  final  certificate  of  compliance  for  the  office  building 
shall  be  issued  only  upon  the  final  approval  of  housing 
credits  by  the  Boston  Redevelopment  Authority. 

Section  112.  Transfer  of  Approval. 

Preliminary  housing  credit  approval  or  final  housing 
credit  approval  may  be  transferred  to  another  office  de- 
veloper provided  that  the  original  office  developer  has 
abandoned  or  withdrawn  the  office  development  upon 
which  the  Boston  Redevelopment  Authority  has  imposed 
housing  requirements.  Abandonment  or  withdrawal  shall 
be  evidence  by  withdrawal  of  the  building  permit  applica- 
tion, the  office  developer  has  accumulated  more  housing 
credits  than  required  or  potentially  required  for  office  de- 
velopments; and  the  transferee  of  said  housing  credits  has 
obtained  written  approval  of  such  transfer  from  the  Bos- 
ton Redevelopment  Authority. 

Section  113.  Criminal  Penalties. 

An  office  developer  who  willfully  permits  occupancy 
of  office  space  in  the  city  in  violation  of  this  act,  or  with- 
out having  obtained  a  final  certificate  of  compliance  as 
required  by  section  1 1 1  above,  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine 
of  $  1 ,000  for  each  day  of  such  occupancy. 

Further,  any  private  developer  of  housing  accommoda- 
tions either  newly  constructed  or  rehabilitated  for  habita- 
tion for  low-  or  moderate-income  persons,  shall  be 
eligible  for  a  subsidy  on  the  same  basis  as  the  above  for- 
mula and  the  amount  of  housing  space  created  by  the  said 
development. 

Section  114.  Severability. 

The  provisions  of  this  act  are  severable,  and  if  any  of  the 
provisions  shall  be  held  unconstitutional  or  otherwise  in- 
valid by  any  court  of  competent  jurisdiction,  the  decision 
of  such  court  shall  not  affect  or  impair  any  of  the  remain- 
ing provisions.

that  legislation  be  adopted  providing  substantially  as  fol- 
lows: 

Section  1 .  The  tenant  of  any  unit  of  housing  accommo- 
dation in  the  City  of  Boston  located  in  any  building  or 
structure  containing  more  than  two  units  of  housing  ac- 
commodations or  more  than  three  units  of  housing  ac- 
commodations one  of  which  is  owner-occupied  shall  be 
entitled  to  a  proportionate  share  of  the  reduction  in  any 
fiscal  year  of  the  real  estate  tax  assessed  on  the  whole  of 
the  building  or  structure  in  or  upon  which  the  housing 
accommodation  is  located.  The  tenant's  proportionate 
share  of  real  estate  tax  reduction  shall  be  based  upon  the 
tenant's  proportionate  share  of  floor  space  in  the  entire 
building  or  structure  in  which  the  housing  accommoda- 
tion is  located.  Two  or  more  adjoining  buildings  or  struc- 
tures under  common  legal  or  beneficial  ownership  shall 
constitute  a  single  building  or  structure  for  the  purposes 
of  this  act. 

Section  2.  The  lessor  or  owner  of  any  housing  accom- 
modation occupied  by  a  tenant  who  is  entitled  to  a  propor- 
tionate share  of  a  reduction  in  real  estate  taxes  pursuant  to 
section  1  of  this  act  shall  provide  each  tenant  with  a  writ- 
ten notice  which  includes  the  total  current  taxes  assessed 
on  the  property  for  current  fiscal  year,  as  well  as  the  total 
taxes  paid  on  the  property  for  the  prior  fiscal  year.  Such 
notice  shall  contain  the  amount  of  the  tenant's  share  which 
may  be  rebated  to  him  or  deducted  from  his  rent.  This 
notice  shall  be  provided  to  the  tenants  within  thirty  days  of 
the  receipt  of  a  tax  bill  in  any  fiscal  year. 

Section  3.  When  used  in  this  act  the  following  terms 
shall  have  the  following  meanings: 

a)  Tenant:  a  tenant,  subtenant,  lessee,  sublessee  or 
other  person,  entitled  under  the  terms  of  a  rental  housing 
agreement  to  the  use  and  occupancy  of  any  housing  ac- 
commodation. 

b)  Rental  Housing  Agreement:  an  agreement,  oral, 
written  or  implied,  between  a  landlord  and  tenant  for  use 
and  occupancy  of  a  housing  accommodation  and  for 
housing  services. 

c)  Housing  Accommodation:  any  building,  structure  or 
part  thereof  or  land  appurtenant  thereto,  or  any  other  real 
or  personal  property  rented  or  offered  for  rent  for  living 
or  dwelling  purposes,  within  the  city  except  accommoda- 
tions in  hotels,  motels,  inns,  tourist  homes,  and  rooming 
or  boarding  houses  which  are  occupied  in  the  majority  by 
transient  guests  for  a  period  of  fewer  than  fourteen  con- 
secutive days.

SON PREVENTION  COMMISSION  IN  THE

in  the  following  new  draft: 

City  of  Boston 
In  the  Year  Nineteen  Hundred  and  Eighty-three 
An  Ordinance  to  Establish  an  Arson  Prevention  Commis- 
sion. 
Be  in  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston,  in  accord- 
ance with  the  provisions  of  Massachusetts  General 
Laws  chapter  43B ,  section  1 3 ,  and  any  other  applica- 
ble law,  as  follows: 

Section  1.  CBC  Ordinance,  Title  9.  is  hereby 
amended  by  inserting  the  following  new  chapter: 
Chapter  15.  Arson  Prevention  Commission. 
Section  450.  Composition  of  Board.  There  shall  be  in 
the  city  a  board,  known  as  the  Arson  Prevention  Com- 
mission, consisting  of  the  Fire  Commissioner,  the  Po- 
lice Commissioner,  the  Commissioner  of  Inspectional 
Services,  the  Collector-Treasurer,  the  Chairman  of  the 
Boston  City  Council  Committee  which  studies  issues 
regarding  housing,  development  and  planning,  serving 
in  ex  officio  capacities,  and  four  commissioners  ap- 
pointed by  the  Mayor,  who  shall  be  residents  of  the  four 
districts  established  by  the  City  of  Boston  Code,  Ordi- 
nances of  1982,  chapter  6,  with  the  most  incidents  of 
arson  in  the  twelve  months  preceding  appointment. 
Each  commissioner  shall  serve  a  term  of  three  years.  In 
so  appointing,  the  priority  shall  be  give  to  persons  who 
are  affiliated  with  organizations  which  have  as  a  princi- 
pal activity,  services  relating  to  arson  prevention.  Any 
vacancy  in  office  of  a  commissioner  shall  be  filled  in 
like  manner  for  the  unexpired  term. 

The  commission  shall  elect  one  of  its  members  as 
chairman  and  another  as  vice-chairman  to  serve  in 
these  capacities  for  the  terms  of  one  year.  The  commis- 
sion shall  elect  a  secretary  who  need  not  be  a  member  of 
the  commission.  The  commission  shall  serve  without 
compensation,  and  shall  be  deemed  special  municipal 
employees  for  the  purposes  of  chapter  268A  of  the  Gen- 
eral Laws. 

Section  451.  Powers  and  Duties.  The  commission 
shall  meet  at  least  once  a  month;  shall  investigate  fires 
of  suspicious  origin  in  the  city  upon  receipt  of  a  com- 
plaint or  upon  its  own  initiation:  shall  study  the  prob- 
lem of  arson  in  the  city;  shall  work  with  neighborhood 
organizations  to  implement  remedies  arrived  at  by 
studying  the  problem  of  arson  in  the  city;  shall  from 
time  to  time,  and  at  least  once  a  year,  make  written  re- 
ports assessing  incidents  on  a  neighborhood  basis  and 
recommend  means  to  prevent  arson  to  the  Mayor  and 
City  Council;  shall  conduct  either  independently  or  in 
conjunction  with  any  appropriate  agency  such  pro- 


grams relating  to  the  prevention  of  arson  in  the  city  as 
the  commission  deems  necessary;  and  shall  propose 
new  programs  as  the  commission  deems  feasible  in 
view  of  the  particular  program  and  the  needs  of  the  city 
in  regard  to  arson  prevention. 

Section  452.  Other  City  Agencies.  The  services  of 
all  city  departments,  agencies  and  other  commissions 
shall  be  made  available  to  the  commission  for  the  pur- 
poses of  effectuating  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance. 
The  head  of  any  department,  agency  or  other  commis- 
sion shall  furnish  information  in  the  possession  of  such 
department,  agency  or  other  commission  so  requests 
and  where  information  relates  to  the  duties  of  the  com- 
mission. 

Section  453.  Rules  and  Regulations.  The  commis- 
sion may  promulgate  such  rules  and  regulations  con- 
sistent with  the  provisions  of  this  ordianance  and  the 
laws  of  the  commonwealth  as  shall  further  the  provi- 
sions of  this  ordinance.  The  commission  shall  adopt 
rules  of  procedure  for  conducting  investigations  and 
hearings. 

Section  454.  Severability.  The  provisions  of  this 
ordinance  are  severable  and  if  any  provision  shall  be 
held  to  be  unconstitutional  or  otherwise  invalid  by  any 
court  of  competent  jurisdiction,  then  such  provision 
shall  be  considered  separately  and  apart  from  the  re- 
maining provisions  of  this  ordinance,  which  shall  re- 
main in  full  force  and  effect. 

Section  2.  The  provisions  of  City  of  Boston  Code,  Ordi- 
nances, Title  2 ,  section  752 ,  to  the  contrary  notwithstand- 
ing, this  ordinance  shall  be  published  by  action  of  the  City 
Council  in  passing  same.

Report  on  Docket  No.  0326,  order  for  petition  for  spe- 
cial law  creating  a  public  body  corporation  to  function  as 
City  of  Boston  financial  intermediary  (referred  today)— 
recommending  passage  of  the  order  in  the  new  draft. 

Ordered,  That  a  petition  to  the  General  Court,  accom- 
panied by  a  bill  for  a  special  law  relating  to  the  City  of 
Boston  to  be  filed  with  an  attested  copy  of  this  order  be, 
and  hereby  is,  approved  under  clause  (1)  of  section  8  of 
article  2,  as  amended,  of  the  Amendments  to  the  Consti- 
tution of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts,  to  the  end 
that  legislation  be  adopted  providing  precisely  as  follows, 
except  for  clerical  or  editorial  changes  of  form  only: 

Section  100.  Creation  of  Corporation. 

There  is  hereby  created  a  public  body  corporate  and 
politic  to  be  known  as  the  Housing  Development  Corpo- 
ration in  this  act  called  the  corporation,  consisting  of  nine 
members  appointed  by  the  mayor  of  the  city  of  Boston, 
confirmed  by  the  city  council,  two  of  whom  shall  at  all 
times  be  members  of  the  mortgage  lending  industry,  at 
least  one  member  from  the  home  building  (SEC)  rehabili- 
tating industry,  one  from  the  real  estate  industry,  the 
Chairman  of  the  Boston  City  Council  Committee  which 
studies  issues  regaring  housing,  development  and  plan- 
ning serving  in  an  ex  officio  capacity,  two  from  a  commu- 
nity development  corporation  or  nonprofit  residential  real 
estate  developer,  and  two  persons  of  low  to  moderate  in- 
come. The  corporation  shall  designate  one  of  the  nine 
members  as  chairman  and  another  as  vice-chairman. 
Each  of  the  nine  members  shall  be  sworn  to  the  faithful 
performance  of  his  official  duties  as  a  member  of  the  cor- 
poration. A  majority  of  the  nine  members  shall  constitute 
a  quorum  for  the  transaction  of  any  business,  but  the 
action  of  a  majority  for  the  entire  membership  shall  be 
required  for  any  transaction.  For  the  purposes  of  section 
HAof  chapter  30A  of  the  General  Laws,  the  corporation 
shall  be  deemed  to  be  an  authority  by  the  General  Court  to 
serve  a  public  purpose  in  the  Commonwealth  of  Massa- 
chusetts. Of  the  members  of  the  corporation  first  ap- 
pointed, three  shall  be  appointed  to  serve  for  one  year 
from  the  first  day  in  July  in  the  current  year,  three  for  two 
years  from  said  date  and  three  for  three  years  from  said 
date.  Upon  expiration  of  the  term  of  office  of  any  such 
member,  or  of  any  subsequent  member,  his  successor 
shall  be  appointed  in  like  manner  for  a  term  of  three  years. 
In  the  event  of  a  vacancy  in  the  office  of  a  member,  his 
successor  shall  be  appointed  in  like  manner  to  serve  for 
the  unexpired  term.  No  member  shall  continue  after  the 
expiration  of  his  term  of  service  to  hold  his  office  unless 
he  is  duly  qualified  and  reappointed.  For  the  purposes  of 
chapter  268A  of  the  General  Laws,  the  members  of  the 
corporation  shall  be  deemed  to  be  special  municipal  em- 
ployees. 

Section  101 .  General  Powers  and  Duties. 

The  members  of  the  corporation  may  adopt,  alter  and 
use  a  corporate  seal  for  the  corporation  and  designate  the 


custodian  thereof;  may  from  time  to  time  appoint  and  at 
pleasure  remove  a  clerk,  treasurer  or  such  other  officers 
of  the  corporation  as  they  may  deem  necessary  and  may 
determine  their  duties  and  their  compensation,  which 
shall  be  paid  by  the  corporation;  the  corporation  shall  ap- 
point an  executive  director  who  shall  be  the  chief  execu- 
tive officer  of  the  corporation,  who  shall  devote  his  full 
time  during  business  hours  to  the  duties  of  his  office,  and 
who  shall  receive  such  compensation  as  the  corporation 
shall  determine,  but  such  compensation  shall  not  exceed 
$50,000.  The  executive  director  shall  employ  such  other 
officers  and  employees  subject  to  appropriation  as  are 
necessary  to  the  functioning  of  the  corporation;  the  cor- 
poration may  remove  the  executive  director  for  cause; 
shall  cause  at  all  times  accurate  accounts  to  be  kept  of  all 
receipts  and  expenditures  of  the  funds  of  the  corporation; 
and  shall  make  both  a  quarterly  report  and  an  annual  re- 
port in  December  to  the  Mayor,  the  city  council  and  the 
city  clerk  containing  an  abstract  of  such  accounts  and  de- 
tailed information  of  all  receipts  and  expenditures,  in- 
cluding prices  paid  for  land  purchased  or  taken,  and 
mortgages  executed  for  rehabilitation  of  residential  build- 
ings thereon,  contracts  for  construction  of  facilities  and 
for  the  leasing  thereof  and  such  other  detailed  informa- 
tion as  may  be  deemed  helpful.  The  offices  of  the  trea- 
surer and  clerk  may  be  held  by  the  same  person.  The 
corporation  shall  cause  an  audit  of  its  books  and  accounts 
to  be  made  at  least  once  in  each  fiscal  year  by  certified 
public  accountants  and  the  cost  thereof  shall  be  treated  as 
an  item  of  current  expense.  Except  as  otherwise  provided 
in  this  act  the  corporation  shall  have  full  power  to  exercise 
care  of  its  property  and  the  management  of  its  business  or 
affairs,  by  deed  or  other  instrument  any  real  estate  or 
other  property  not  needed  for  its  business  or  affairs,  by 
deed  or  other  instrument  sealed  with  the  corporate  seal, 
signed  and  acknowledged  by  a  majority  of  the  members, 
or  in  like  manner  to  authorize  such  sale  and  conveyance 
by  any  of  its  officers  or  agents.  The  treasurer  shall  give 
bond  for  the  faithful  performance  of  his  duties,  with  sur- 
ety company  authorized  to  do  business  in  the  Common- 
wealth of  Massachusetts  as  surety,  in  such  sum  as  the 
members  may  determine,  the  premium  therefor  to  be  paid 
by  the  corporation.  Chapter  31  of  the  General  Laws  shall 
not  apply  to  any  person  employed  or  engaged  by  the  cor- 
poration under  this  act. 

Section  102.  Powers. 

The  corporation  is  hereby  authorized:  (a)  to  sue  and  be 
sued  in  its  own  name  and  plead  and  to  be  impleaded  in  any 
court  of  competent  jurisdiction;  (b)  to  adopt  bylaws  for 
the  regulation  of  its  affairs  and  conduct  of  its  business  and 
to  alter  the  same  at  its  pleasure;  (c)  to  make  and  enter  into 
and  perform  all  contracts,  leases,  cooperative  agree- 
ments or  other  transactions,  upon  such  terms  as  it  may 
deem  appropriate  with  any  agency  or  instrumentality  of 
the  United  States  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachu- 
setts, or  any  political  subdivision  thereof,  or  with  any 
person,  firm,  association  or  agency,  agreements  neces- 
sary of  incidental  to  the  performance  of  its  duties  and  the 
execution  of  its  powers  under  this  act;  (d)  to  receive  and 
accept,  subject  to  section  53  A  of  chapter  44  of  the  General 
Laws,  from  any  federal  agency  or  the  Commonwealth  of 
Massachusetts  or  the  city  of  Boston,  gifts,  grants,  loans 
or  advances  for  or  in  aid  of  any  of  its  purposes  and  for 
which  such  grants,  loans,  advances  and  contributions 
may  be  made;  (e)  to  lease,  purchase,  or  acquire  any  prop- 
erty, real,  personal,  or  mixed,  or  any  interest  therein 
without  further  authority  to  hold,  rent,  maintain,  mod- 
ernized, renovate,  improve,  use  and  operate  such  prop- 
erty, and  to  sell ,  for  cash  or  credit,  leas,  otherwise  dispose 
of  the  same,  at  such  time  and  in  such  manner  as  and  to  the 
extent  it  may  deem  necessary  or  appropriate;  (f)  to  pre- 
scribe, repeal,  amend  or  modify  rules,  regulations  of  re- 
quirements governing  the  manner  in  which  its  general 
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business  may  be  conducted;  (g)  to  borrow  money  in  an 
amount  up  to  $500,000  or  25  percent  of  the  prior  years 
income  whichever  is  less;  (h)  to  acquire  and  hold  pursuant 
to  section  53A  of  chapter  44  of  the  General  Laws  by  be- 
quest, devise,  grant,  gift,  purchase,  exchange,  lease,  ju- 
dicial order  or  decree,  or  otherwise,  for  any  of  its  objects 
and  purposes,  any  property,  either  real  or  personal,  or 
any  interest  therein;  (i)  to  determine  the  necessity  for  and 
the  character  and  amount  of  its  obligations  and  expendi- 
tures and  the  manner  in  which  they  shall  be  incurred,  al- 
lowed, paid  and  accounted  for;  (j)  to  do  all  things  as  are 
necessary  or  incidental  to  the  proper  management  of  its 
affairs  and  the  conduct  of  its  business;  (k)  to  promote 
technical  and/or  financial  assistance  to  persons  who  are 
seeking  cost  estimat  for  rehabilitation  or  development  of 
housing. 

Section  103.  Purposes. 

The  corporation  shall  provide  supplementary  assist- 
ance to  the  secondary  market  for  home  mortgages  to  re- 
habilitate housing  in  the  City  of  Boston,  thereby 
increasing  investment  capital  available  for  home  mort- 
gage financing;  and  to  finance  the  acquisition  and  reha- 
bilitation of  housing  in  the  City  of  Boston.  In  providing 
such  assistance,  priority  shall  be  given  to  low-  or  moder- 
ate-income persons.  For  the  purpose  of  this  section  "low- 
or  moderate-income  persons"  shall  mean  a  person  or 
group  of  persons,  all  of  whom  occupy  the  same  dwelling 
unit,  whose  total  income  for  the  twelve  months  immedi- 
ately preceding  receipt  of  assistance  pursuant  to  this  act, 
is  not  more  than  80  percent  of  the  median  income  for  the 
area  as  set  forth  in  regulations  promulgated  from  time  to 
time  by  the  United  States  Department  of  Housing  and  Ur- 
ban Development  pursuant  to  section  8  of  the  Housing  Act 
of  1937,  as  amended  by  the  Housing  and  Community  De- 
velopment Act  of  1974,  and  calculated  pursuant  to  said 
regulations.  The  corporation  shall  cooperate  with  com- 
munity development  corporations  and  nonprofit  residen- 
tial real  estate  developers  to  effect  the  purposes  of  this  act. 
In  effectuating  the  purposes  of  this  act,  75  percent  of  the 
corporation's  actions  pursuant  to  section  102,  section 
104,  and  section  105  shall  be  for  the  purpose  of  effecting 
low-  and  middle-income  housing. 

Section  104.  Secondary  Market  Operations. 

The  corporation  shall  be  confined,  so  far  as  practica- 
ble, to  mortgages  which  are  deemed  by  the  corporation  to 
be  of  such  quality,  type,  and  class  as  to  meet  generally,  the 
purchase  standards  imposed  by  private  institutional  mort- 
gage investors.  In  the  interest  of  assuring  sound  opera- 
tion, the  prices  to  be  paid  by  the  corporation  for 
mortgages  purchased  in  its  secondary  market  operations, 
should  be  established,  from  time  to  time,  within  the  range 
of  market  prices  for  the  particular  class  of  mortgages  in- 
volved, as  determined  by  the  corporation.  The  volume  of 
the  corporation's  purchases  and  sales,  and  the  establish- 
ment of  the  purchase  prices,  sale  prices,  and  charges  or 
fees,  in  its  secondary  market  operation,  should  be  deter- 
mined by  the  corporation  from  time  to  time,  and  such  de- 
terminations should  be  consistent  with  the  objectives  that 
such  purchases  and  sales  should  be  effected  only  at  such 
prices  and  on  such  terms  as  will  reasonable  prevent  exces- 
sive use  of  the  corporation's  assets,  and  that  the  opera- 
tions of  the  corporation  should  be  within  its  income 
derived  from  such  operations  and  that  such  operations 
should  be  fully  self-supporting.  In  the  further  interest  of 
assuring  sound  operation  any  loan  made  by  the  corpora- 
tion in  its  secondary  market  operations,  and  any  exten- 
sion or  renewal  thereof,  shall  not  exceed  90  percent  of  the 
unpaid  principal  balances  of  the  mortgages  securing  the 
loan,  and  shall  bear  interest  at  a  rate  consistent  with  gen- 
eral loan  policies  established  from  time  to  time  by  the  cor- 
poration. Any  such  loan  shall  mature  in  not  more  than 
sixty  months  and  the  term  of  any  extension  or  renewal 
shall  not  exceed  twenty-four  months.  The  volume  of  the 


corporation's  lending  activities  and  the  establishment  of 
its  loan  ratios,  maturities,  and  charge  or  fees,  in  its  sec- 
ondary market  operations,  should  be  determined  by  the 
corporation  from  time  to  time;  and  such  determinations, 
in  conjunction  with  determinations  made  under  this  sec- 
tion, should  be  consistent  with  the  objectives  that  the 
lending  activities  should  be  conducted  on  such  terms  as 
will  reasonably  prevent  excessive  use  of  the  corporation's 
facilities,  and  that  the  operation  of  the  corporation  under 
this  section  should  be  within  its  income  derived  from  such 
operations  and  that  such  operations  should  be  fully  self- 
supporting.  Interest  rates  charged  by  the  corporation  in  its 
secondary  market  operation  shall  be  75  percent  of  the  pre- 
vailing interest  rate  in  Boston  by  private  mortgage  inves- 
tors at  the  time  of  the  mortgage  transaction,  subject  to 
amendment  by  ordinance. 

Section  105.  Purchase  of  Mortgages. 

The  corporation  may  purchase,  service,  sell,  or  other- 
wise deal  in  any  mortgages  executed  to  finance  the  reha- 
bilitation or  acquisition  and  rehabilitation  of:  one-  to 
six-family  residences  which  are  insured  by  qualified  pri- 
vate insurers  as  determined  by  the  corporation.  Interest 
rates  charaged  by  the  corporation  in  dealing  with  mort- 
gages pursuant  to  this  section  shall  be  not  more  than  75 
percent  of  the  prevailing  interest  rate  used  in  Boston  by 
private  mortgage  investors  at  the  time  of  the  mortgage 
transaction,  subject  to  amendment  by  ordinance. 

Section  106.  Resale. 

(a)  Prior  to  the  sale  of  property  the  purchase  or  rehabili- 
tation of  which  has  been  finances  by  the  corporation,  the 
owner  thereof  shall  notify  the  corporation  of  its  option  to 
purchase  the  property  exercisable  by  notice  given  to  the 
owner  within  sixty  days  after  the  receipt  of  the  notice  at  a 
price  equal  to  the  sum  of: 

(i)  the  original  purchase  price; 

(ii)  the  documented  value  of  additional  capital  im- 
provement; and 

(iii)  ten  percent  per  year  from  the  date  of  purchase  on 
the  sum  of 

(i)  and  (ii)  above. 
If  the  corporation  elects  not  to  exercise  its  option  or  fails 
to  notify  the  owner  of  the  exercise  of  its  option  within 
sixty  days  after  receipt  of  the  notice,  the  owner  shall  have 
the  right  to  convey  the  property.  The  option  of  the  corpo- 
ration to  purchase  property  pursuant  to  this  section  shall 
not  apply  to  any  sale  occurring  more  than  five  years  after 
the  date  of  purchase  by  the  owner. 

(b)  If  the  corporation  does  not  exercise  its  option  to  pur- 
chase, the  corporation  shall  be  entitled  to  receive  a  per- 
centage of  the  profit  on  the  sale  of  the  property  set  forth 
below.  For  the  purpose  of  this  section,  "profit"  shall 
mean  the  sale  price  less  the  sum  computed  pursuant  to 
paragraph  (a)  of  this  section

subsequent  years,  0 

Section  107.  Liability  of  the  Corporation. 

The  corporation  shall  be  liable  in  contract  or  in  tort  in 
the  same  manner  as  a  private  corporation.  The  members, 
employees,  officers  and  agents  of  the  corporation  shall 
not  be  liable  as  such  on  its  contracts  or  for  torts  not  com- 
mitted or  directly  authorized  by  them.  The  property  or 
funds  of  the  corporation  shall  not  be  subject  to  attachment 
or  to  levy  and  sale  on  execution,  but  if  the  corporation 
refuses  to  pay  judgment  entered  against  it  in  any  court  of 
competent  jurisdiction,  the  superior  court,  sitting  within 
and  for  the  county  in  which  the  corporation  is  situated. 
may,  by  writ  of  mandamus,  direct  the  treasurer  of  such 
agency  to  pay  such  judgment. 
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Section  108.  Exemption  from  Taxation;  Payments  in 
Lieu  of  Real  Property  Taxes. 

The  real  estate  and  tangible  personal  property  of  the 
corporation  shall  be  deemed  to  be  public  property  used 
for  essential  public  and  governmental  purposes  and  shall 
be  exempt  from  taxation  and  from  betterments  and  spe- 
cial assessments,  the  city  may  determine  a  sum  to  be  paid 
the  city  annually  in  any  year  or  period  of  years,  such  sum 
to  be  in  any  year  not  in  excess  of  the  amount  that  would  be 
levied  at  the  then  current  tax  rate  upon  the  average  of  the 
assessed  value  of  such  real  estate,  including  buildings  and 
other  structures,  for  the  three  years  preceding  the  year  of 
acquisition  thereof,  the  valuation  for  each  year  being  re- 
duced by  all  abatements  thereon.  The  City  of  Boston  may, 
however,  agree  with  the  corporation  upon  the  payments  to 
be  made  to  the  city  or  the  corporation  may  make  and  the 
city  may  accept  such  payments,  the  amount  of  which  shall 
not  in  either  case  be  subject  to  the  foregoing  limitation. 
The  last  paragraph  of  section  6  and  all  of  section  7  of  chap- 
ter 59  of  the  General  Laws  shall ,  so  far  as  apt,  be  applica- 
ble to  payments  under  this  section. 

Section  109.  Financial  Aid  from  the  City. 

The  City  of  Boston  may  raise  and  appropriate  or  may 
borrow  or  may  agree  with  the  corporation  or  with  the  fed- 
eral government  or  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts 
to  raise  and  appropriate  or  to  borrow,  in  aid  of  the  corpo- 
ration, such  sums  as  may  be  necessary  to  carry  out  the 
purposes  and  powers  of  the  corporation,  including  with- 
out limitation,  defraying  part  of  acquisition  and  operating 
costs. 

Section  110.  Investment  of  Funds. 

Moneys  of  the  corporation  not  invested  in  mortgages  or 
other  security  holdings  or  in  operating  facilities  shall  be 
kept  in  cash  on  deposit,  or  invested  in  obligations  of  the 
United  States  or  guaranteed  thereby,  or  in  obligations, 
participations,  or  other  instruments  which  are  lawful  for 
fiduciary,  trust,  or  public  funds.  Notwithstanding  any 
provision  of  this  act  or  any  general  or  special  law  to  the 
contrary,  the  chairman,  in  behalf  of  the  city,  may  sell 
without  public  auction  or  may  grant  and  convey,  without 
consideration,  to  the  Boston  Redevelopment  Authority 
and/or  the  Housing  Development  Corporation  any  prop- 
erty acquired  by  the  city  by  foreclosures  of  tax  titles  or 
acquired  under  section  80  of  chapter  60  of  the  General 
Laws. 

Section  111. 

The  Corporation  shall  be  subject  to  the  Acts  of  1948, 
chapter  452,  s.  17F,  as  amended. 

Section  112.  Severability. 

The  provisions  of  this  act  and  portions  thereof  are  sev- 
erable; and  if  any  such  provision  or  provisions  shall  be 
held  invalid  or  unconstitutional  by  any  decision  of  any 
court  of  competent  jurisdiction,  such  decision  shall  not 
impair  or  otherwise  affect  any  other  provisions  of  por- 
tions thereof  of  this  act.

Section  4A. 

In  each  fiscal  year  all  individual  commercial  or  resi- 
dential units  of  foreclosed  real  estate  which  are  sold  or 
otherwise  conveyed  pursuant  to  section  4,  shall  be  sold 
in  accordance  with  the  terms  and  conditions  set  forth  in 
this  section. 

The  chairman  shall  require  compliance  with  the 
terms  and  conditions  set  forth  herein,  among  others, 
prior  to  the  transfer  of  title  to  the  aforementioned  real 
estate  by  the  City  of  Boston. 

Within  ninety  days  after  the  date  of  sale  of  the  real 
estate  the  purchaser  shall, 

1 .  Submit  to  the  chairman  a  detailed  development 
or  rehabilitation  plan  with  cost  estimates  for  rehabili- 
tating the  property  or  otherwise  returning  it  to  the 
commercial  or  residential  market.  Such  plan  shall  be 
in  a  form  and  contain  such  information  as  the  chair- 
man shall  deem  appropriate. 

2.  Obtain  adequate  financing  for  the  proposed  re- 
habilitation or  development  as  set  forth  in  the  re- 
quired plan  and  provide  the  chairman  with  sufficient 
evidence  of  such  financing. 

3.  Provide  the  chairman  with  sufficient  evidence  to 
demonstrate  that  the  implementation  of  the  rehabili- 
tation or  development  plan  will  begin  within  forty- 
five  days  after  the  transfer  of  title  to  such  property. 

4.  Complete  the  rehabilitation  or  development 
work  as  set  forth  in  the  plan  within  eighteen  months 
after  the  transfer  of  title  to  the  property. 

5.  Post  security  with  the  chairman  of  his  designee 
in  an  amount  equal  to  25  percent  of  the  estimated  cost 
of  complete  rehabilitation  or  developing  the  property 
as  determined  by  the  chairman.  Security  shall  be  in 
the  form  of  a  performance  bond,  security  agreement, 
escrow  account  or  such  other  security  as  deemed  ad- 
equate by  the  chairman.  Such  security  shall  be  held 
by  and  in  the  name  of  the  City  of  Boston  to  ensure 
compliance  with  the  conditions  set  forth  in  paragraph 
4  of  this  section.  Only  upon  completion  of  at  least  75 
percent  of  the  work  encompassed  in  the  rehabilita- 
tion or  development  plan  within  twelve  months  of  the 
date  of  the  transfer  of  title,  subject  to  a  single  sixty- 
day  extension  for  good  cause  as  determined  by  the 
chairman,  shall  the  security  be  released  or  otherwise 
dissolved.  Failure  to  timely  complete  75  percent  of 
the  work  encompassed  in  the  rehabilitation  or  devel- 
opment plan  shall  result  in  the  forfeiture  of  the  entire 
amount  of  the  25  percent  security  to  the  City  of  Bos- 
ton.

Dear  Councillors: 

Campaign  financing,  by  its  very  nature,  is  a  sensitive 
undertaking  which  without  proper  controls  can  often  lead 
to  unethical  and/or  illegal  practices. 

In  recent  years,  positive  steps  have  been  taken  on  both 
the  federal  and  state  level  to  assure  that  the  potential  for 
abuse  in  political  fundraising  is  greatly  abated.  Only  on 
the  municipal  level  of  government  has  campaign  financ- 
ing, and  its  inherent  potential  for  abuse,  gone  virtually 
unchecked.  As  the  officer  charged  under  chapter  55  of  the 
General  Laws  with  receiving  the  finance  reports  of  candi- 
dates for  municipal  office  and  their  committees,  I  believe 
the  time  has  come  for  Boston  to  take  the  lead  and  address 
this  problem. 

Your  Honorable  Body  has  shown  leadership  in  dealing 
with  campaign  finances  when  you  enacted  chapter  1 1  of 
the  Ordinances  of  1975  which  established  certain  cam- 
paign spending  limitations,  and  more  recently,  chapter  20 
of  the  Ordinances  of  1982,  which  prohibits  certain  politi- 
cal contributions.  Since  their  enactment,  however,  cer- 
tain aspects  of  both  these  ordinances  have  failed  to  pass 
legal  muster.  In  fact,  over  a  year  ago,  my  predecessor, 
Barry  T.  Hynes,  submitted  to  you  a  proposed  ordinance 
repealing  chapter  20.  While  I  concur  with  his  recommen- 
dation, I  feel  we  have  an  obligation  to  the  citizens  of  Bos- 
ton to  establish  some  form  of  regulations  and  controls  on 
campaign  finances. 

The  issue  is  a  complex  one  and  to  institute  proper  safe- 
guards which  will  obtain  the  necessary  results... without 
infringing  on  any  person's  constitutional  rights  or  unrea- 
sonably impairing  any  candidate's  ability  to  raise  cam- 
paign funds... will  require  careful  research,  con- 
sideration and  debate. 

Accordingly,  I  am  herewith  submitting  a  proposed  or- 
dinance which  would  establish  for  a  limited  time  a  special 
commission  on  campaign  and  political  finance.  Such  a 
commission  would  afford  the  proper  time  to  address  the 
issue  and  provide  input  from  both  the  Executive  and  the 
Council,  the  City  Clerk,  the  Law  Department,  the  Com- 
monwealth's Office  of  Campaign  and  Political  Finance

Whereas,  Serious  questions  have  been  raised  by  the 
City  Clerk,  the  Corporation  Counsel  and  others  as  to  the 
city's  statutory  powers  to  enact  legislation  affecting  cam- 
paign finances;  and 

Whereas,  It  is  the  desire  of  this  city's  government  to 
enact  whatever  measures  are  necessary  and  permissible 
in  order  to  prevent  any  and  all  abuses  which  may  arise 
from  political  fundraising;  now,  therefore, 
Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston  as  follows: 

Section  1 .  There  shall  be  in  the  city  a  commission, 
known  as  the  Special  Commission  on  Campaign  and  Po- 
litical Finance  consisting  of  the  City  Clerk,  ex  officio, 
and  the  Corporation  Counsel,  ex  officio,  or  their  respec- 
tive designees,  one  person  designated  by  the  Director  of 
Campaign  and  Political  Finance,  two  persons  appointed 
by  the  City  Council,  one  of  whom  shall  be  a  member 
thereof  and  serve  ex  officio,  and  two  persons  appointed  by 
the  Mayor,  one  of  whom  shall  be  selected  from  two  candi- 
dates nominated  jointly  by  the  Chairpersons  of  the  Demo- 
cratic and  Republican  City  Committees. 

Section  2.  Said  commission  shall  conduct  studies,  in- 
vestigations and  research  in  matters  affecting  the  financ- 
ing of  political  campaigns  on  the  municipal  level  and  in 
particular  any  and  all  possible  abuses  arising  from  politi- 
cal fundraising,  and  what  legislation  the  city  can  enact, 
either  by  ordinance  or  home  rule  petition,  to  curtail  such 
abuses.  In  the  performance  of  these  duties  the  commis- 
sion may.  at  the  call  of  the  chair,  hold  any  hearings  it 
deems  necessary.  The  commission  shall  issue  a  final  re- 
port to  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  relative  to  its  fundings 
and  recommendation  on  or  before  June  30.  1983. 

Section  3.  Members  of  the  commission  shall  serve 
without  compensation  and  those  not  serving  ex  officio, 
shall  be  classified  as  special  municipal  employees  for  the 
purposes  of  chapter  268A  of  the  General  Laws.  The  com- 
mission shall,  by  majority  vote,  elect  one  of  its  members 
as  chairperson. 

Section  4.  Chapter  20  of  the  Ordinances  of  1981  is 
hereby  repealed. 

Section  5.  This  ordinance  shall  expire  thirty  days  after 
the  submission  of  the  commission's  final  report  to  the 
Mayor  and  City  Council.

ORDINANCE  TO  PROVIDE  FOR  PRESERVA- 
TION   AND    REHABILITATION   OF   ABAN- 
DONED RESIDENTIAL  PROPERTIES 

City  of  Boston 
In  the  Year  Nineteen  Hundred  and  Eighty-three 
An  Ordinance  to  Provide  for  the  Preservation  and  Reha- 
bilitation of  Abandoned  Residential  Properties. 
Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston,  as  follows: 
Section  1 .  It  is  hereby  determined  that  the  problem  of 
housing  abandonment  poses  an  immediate  and  grave 
threat  to  the  safety  and  welfare  of  the  citizens  of  Boston  by 
contributing  to  the  dangerous  increase  in  the  occurrence 
of  arson,  to  the  deterioration  and  blight  of  residential 
communities,  and  to  the  critial  shorage  of  safe,  decent 
and  reasonably  priced  housing  in  Boston.  It  is  hereby  fur- 
ther determined  that  this  problem  is  worsened  by  the  fail- 
ure of  the  city  to  promptly  foreclose  against 
tax-delinquent,  residential  property,  by  the  failure  of  the 
city  to  promote  prompt  rehabilitation  of  vacant  housing, 
and  by  the  failure  of  the  city  to  encourage  increased  occu- 
pancy by  homeowners  in  communities  threatened  by 
housing  abandonment  as  a  means  of  promoting  stabiliza- 
tion and  preservation  of  the  housing  stock  and  discourag- 
ing recurrent  abandonment.  It  is  declared  to  be  the  policy 
of  the  City  of  Boston  that  the  prompt  transfer  of  abandon- 
ment residential  property  to  potential  owner-occupants 
forthe  rehabilitation  of  such  property  is  a  principal  objec- 
tive of  the  city  government  and  that  all  city  departments 
shall  cooperate  in  attaining  this  objective. 

Section  2.  Wheneverused  in  this  ordinance,  the  follow- 
ing words  and  phrases  shall  have  the  following  meanings 
unless  the  context  clearly  requires  otherwise: 

(a)  "applicant,"  any  person  or  organization  which  ap- 
plies for  the  right  to  acquire  any  property  from  the  City  of 
Boston  under  the  Residential  Rehabilitation  Project: 

(b)  "community-based  organization."  any  nonprofit 
corportation.  including  Community  Corporations, 
whose  purposes  include  the  rehabilitation  of  residential 
housing  and  which  serves  a  particular  neighborhood  or 
group  of  neighborhoods  in  Boston  and  is  accountable  to 
residents  of  such  neighborhoods  through  an  elected  board 
or  otherwise; 

(c)  "habitable,"  in  a  condition  free  of  any  violation  of 
the  State  Sanitary  Code  which  materially  impairs  the 
health  or  well-being  of  the  occupants  or  the  public; 

(d)  "low  income."  any  individual  or  household  whose 
income  does  not  exceed  1 25  percent  of  the  federal  povertv 
guidelines; 

(e)  "moderate  income"  any  individual  or  household 
whose  income  does  not  exceed  the  federal,  moderate,  liv- 
ing-standard guidelines; 
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(0  "Project,"  the  Residential  Rehabilitation  Project  of 
the  Public  Facilities  Department  by  this  ordinance; 

(g)  "rehabilitation,"  the  improvement  of  residential 
housing  which  is  not  in  habitable  condition  to  a  habitable 
condition,  together  with  such  other  improvements  as  are 
made  to  make  the  property  suitable  as  a  home: 

(h)  "residential,"  any  property  used  as  a  dwelling  for 
people  other  than  a  dwelling  which  is  the  principal  place 
of  residence  of  the  owner  of  the  dwelling. 

Section  3.  Within  ninety  days  after  the  acquisition  of 
tax  title  to  any  parcel  of  residential  property,  the  Collec- 
tor-Treasurer shall  notify  the  Law  Department  and  shall 
provide  to  the  Law  Department  such  information  as  is 
necessary  to  the  preparation  of  a  petition  for  foreclosure 
of  such  tax  title.  If  the  Collector-Treasurer  fails  to  acquire 
tax  title  to  any  parcel  of  residential  property  within  six 
months  after  the  date  on  which  any  tax  was  due  and  pay- 
able and  such  tax  remains  unpaid,  the  Collector-Trea- 
surer shall  provide  written  notice  to  the  City  Council  of 
such  failure  and  shall  accompany  such  notice  with  a  writ- 
ten explanation  of  such  failure. 

Within  thirty  days  of  the  first  date  upon  which  a  petition 
for  foreclosure  of  tax  title  against  any  parcel  of  residential 
property  may  be  filed,  the  Law  Department  shall  file  such 
a  petition  and  shall  thereafter  expedite  the  foreclosure 
proceeding  and  such  proceeding  shall  have  priority  over 
other  matters  pending  in  the  Law  Department  except  mat- 
ters which  are  given  higher  priority  by  statute.  If  the  court 
fails  to  complete  foreclosure  of  tax  title  against  any  parcel 
of  residential  property  within  six  months  of  the  date  when 
the  petition  for  foreclosure  was  filed,  forany  reason  other 
than  the  redemption  of  such  parcel  by  the  person  holding 
the  right  of  redemption,  the  Law  Department  shall  notify 
the  City  Council  in  writing  of  such  failure  and  shall  ac- 
company such  notice  with  a  written  explanation  of  the 
reasons  for  such  failure. 

Section  4.  There  shall  be  located  in  the  Public  Facilities 
Department  and  subject  to  the  authority  of  the  Public  Fa- 
cilities Commission,  a  Residential  Rehabilitation  Project 
which  shall  be  supervised  by  a  director  appointed  by  the 
Mayor.  The  Project  shall  have  the  duty  of  carrying  out  the 
program  of  rehabilitation  and  reutilization  or  residential 
property  acquired  by  the  city  through  foreclosure  of  tax 
titles  or  otherwise  transferred  to  the  Project  as  provided 
by  this  ordinance. 

Section  5.  Any  parcel  of  residential  property  acquired 
through  the  foreclosure  of  tax  titles  shall  be  transferred 
from  the  Real  Property  Board  to  the  Public  Facilities  De- 
partment for  the  purposes  of  the  Residential  Rehbailita- 
tion  Project  within  thirty  days  after  completion  of  such 
foreclosure.  All  such  property  shall  be  utilized  for  the 
purposes  of  the  Project  unless  the  Public  Facilities  Com- 
mission certifies,  upon  the  recommendation  of  the  direc- 
tor of  the  Project,  that  such  property  cannot  be  feasibly 
rehabilitated  or  reutilized  as  residential  housing  and  must 
be  demolished,  in  which  case  the  property  may  be  trans- 
ferred back  to  the  Real  Property  Board. 

Section  6.  the  Residential  Rehabilitation  Project  shall 
publish  a  list  of  all  parcels  which  have  been  transferred  to 
the  Public  Facilities  Department  for  the  use  of  the  Project 
and  shall  update  such  published  list  promptly  upon  trans- 
fer of  any  additional  parcel.  Such  list  shall  describe  each 
such  parcel  as  to  location,  number  of  units,  general  condi- 
tion, and  such  other  information  as  is  available  to  the  Pro- 
ject which  may  assist  potential  applicants  in  evaluating 
the  parcel. 

Section  7.  Immediately  following  public  notice  that  a 
parcel  or  residential  property  is  held  by  the  Residential 
Rehabilitation  Project,  such  parcel  shall  be  available  for 
immediate  transfer  to  an  eligible  applicant  for  one  dollar 
upon  acceptance  of  the  terms  and  conditions  provided  in 
this  section. 


(a)  In  the  case  of  a  successful  individual  applicant, 
the  conveyance  shall  contain  the  following  terms  and 
conditions:  ( 1)  the  applicant  shall  agree  that  he/she  has 
purchased  the  property  for  the  purpose  of  occupying 
the  property  as  his/her  principal  residence  and  that  he/ 
she  intends  to  promptly  carry  out  any  necessary  reha- 
bilitation required  to  make  the  property  fully  habitable; 
(2)  the  applicant  shall  agree  that  if  he/she  fails  to  com- 
plete such  rehabilitation  work  within  twenty-four 
months  of  the  date  of  the  transfer,  the  property  shall 
revert  to  the  City  of  Boston  and  the  applicant  shall  have 
no  further  right  or  interest  in  the  property;  (3)  the  appli- 
cant shall  agree  that  if  he/she  ceases  to  reside  in  the 
property  within  seven  years  of  the  date  of  transfer,  the 
City  of  Boston  shall  recover  from  the  applicant  the  dif- 
ference between  any  rent  received  by  the  applicant 
from  the  vacated  unit  and  the  actual  cost  to  the  applicant 
of  financing  the  rehabilitation  of  the  unit  and  of  main- 
taining the  property;  (4)  the  applicant  shall  agree  that  if 
he/she  sells  or  otherwise  transfers  the  property  within 
seven  years  of  the  date  of  transfer,  the  City  of  Boston 
shall  recover  from  the  applicant  the  difference  between 
the  proceeds  of  such  sale  or  transfer  and  the  actual  cost 
to  the  applicant  of  the  rehabilitation  of  the  property, 
multiplied  by  a  factor,  the  numerator  of  which  shall  be 
the  difference  between  seven  and  the  number  of  years 
since  the  date  of  transfer  from  the  city,  and  the  denomi- 
nator of  which  shall  be  seven;  (5)  the  applicant  shall 
agree  that  the  rental  prices  charged  for  any  units  in  the 
property  other  than  the  unit  occupied  by  the  applicant 
shall,  for  the  period  of  seven  years,  be  limited  to  that 
level  necessary  to  meet  the  actual  costs  to  the  applicant 
of  the  rehabilitation  of  the  property,  exclusive  of  costs 
subsidized  by  the  Project,  together  with  actual  operat- 
ing and  maintenance  expenses,  property  taxes,  and 
capital  improvements,  and  shall  for  the  purpose  of  en- 
forcing this  restriction  by  subject  to  the  jurisdiction  of 
the  Rent  Board  or  any  successor  authority  established 
by  the  City  of  Boston  to  review  rental  prices  or,  in  the 
absence  of  such  authority,  to  enforcement  by  the  Pro- 
ject. 

(b)  In  the  caseof  a  successful  organization  applicant, 
the  conveyance  shall  contain  the  following  terms  and 
conditions:  (1)  the  applicant  shall  agree  that  it  has  pur- 
chased the  property  for  the  purpose  of  carrying  out  the 
rehabilitation  work  necessary  to  make  the  property 
fully  habitable  and  thereafter  transferring  the  property 
to  individual  applicants  who  agree  to  become  owner- 
occupants  of  such  property;  (2)  the  applicant  shall 
agree  that  if  it  fails  to  complete  such  rehabilitation  work 
within  twenty-four  months  of  the  date  of  transfer,  the 
property  shall  revert  to  the  City  of  Boston  and  the  appli- 
cant shall  have  no  further  right  or  interest  in  the  prop- 
erty; (3)  the  applicant  shall  agree  that  upon  completion 
of  such  rehabilitation  work  or  at  such  earlier  date  as  is 
feasible,  the  applicant  shall  sell  or  transfer  such  prop- 
erty to  individual  applicants  upon  the  same  terms  and 
conditions  as  are  provided  by  subsection  (a)  of  this  sec- 
tion with  respect  to  transfers  by  the  City  of  Boston  to 
such  individual  applicants,  and  shall  in  selecting  appli- 
cants employ  the  same  priorities  and  criteria  as  are  im- 
posed by  section  8  of  this  ordinance  for  transfers  to 
individuals  by  the  Residential  Rehabilitation  Project. 

(c)  In  the  case  of  residential  properties  containing 
more  than  four  units,  the  Project  may  agree  to  transfer 
the  property  to  individual  or  organizational  applicants 
subject  to  all  of  the  terms  and  conditions  required  by 
subsection  (a)  or  (b)  of  this  section,  except  those  requir- 
ing the  occupancy  of  the  property  by  the  owner  to 
whom  the  property  is  ultimately  transferred. 
Section  8.  the  Residential  Rehabilitation  Project  shall 

receive  application  for  any  parcel  in  its  control  from  indi- 
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viduals  and  organizations,  the  Project  shall  approve 
transfer  of  properties  to  applicants  under  the  following 
procedure: 

(a)  The  Project  shall  screen  all  applications  to  iden- 
tify qualified  applicants.  An  individual  applicant  shall 
be  deemed  qualified  if  the  applicant  agreee  to  accept  the 
terms  and  conditions  required  by  section  7  of  this  ordi- 
nance and  has  demonstrated  his/her  ability  to  carry  out 
the  rehabilitation  of  the  property  for  which  he/she  has 
applied;  provided,  that  in  screening  individual  appli- 
cants the  Project  shall  make  every  effort  to  assist  and 
encourage  low-  and  moderate-income  applicants  in 
demonstrating  or  acquiring  the  ability  to  carry  out  such 
rehabilitation  work,  including  the  use  of  technical  as- 
sistance as  provided  by  section  9  of  this  ordinance  and 
rehabilitation  subsidies  as  provided  by  section  10  of  this 
ordinance.  An  organizational  applicant  agrees  to  ac- 
cept the  terms  and  conditions  required  by  section  7  of 
this  ordinance,  is  a  community-based  organization, 
and  has  demonstrated  its  ability  to  carry  out  the  rehabil- 
itation of  the  property  for  which  it  has  applied  and  its 
ability  to  carry  out  the  number  of  rehabilitation  projects 
which  it  proposes  to  undertake,  if  more  than  one. 

(b)  With  respect  to  each  property,  preference  for 
transfer  shall  be  given  in  the  following  order  of  prior- 
ity: 

( 1 )  first  preference  shall  be  given  to  qualified  orga- 
nizations based  in  the  community  in  which  the  prop- 
erty is  located,  and  maximum  efforts  shall  be  made  to 
decentralize  the  administration  of  the  Project 
through  cooperation  with  such  community-based  or- 
ganizations; 

(2)  second  preference  shall  be  given  to  qualified 
low-  and  moderate-income  individual  applicants  for 
a  property;  provided,  that  the  Project  shall  reserve  no 
fewer  than  ten  percent  of  all  available  units  for  quali- 
fied low-income  individuals  applicants  and  no  fewer 
than  fifty  percent  of  all  available  units  for  qualified 
low- and  moderate-income  individual  applicants,  for 
a  period  of  at  least  one  year  following  acquisition,  in 
order  to  provide  an  opportunity  to  identify  and  assist 
such  qualified  applicants;  and  further  provided,  that 
this  priority  may  be  achieved  through  transfers  to 
community-based  organizations  which  agree  to  im- 
plement this  priority; 

(3)  third  preference  shall  be  given  to  other  quali- 
fied individual  and  orgainzational  applicants. 

In  the  event  that  more  than  one  qualified  applicant 
with  the  same  level  of  preference  is  identified  for  any 
one  property,  the  Project  shall  select  the  successful 
applicant  by  lottery. 
Section  9.  The  Project  shall  provide  technical  assist- 
ance to  low-  and  moderate-income  individual  applicants 
ant  to  community-based  organizations  through  its  own  re- 
sources and  by  coordinating  the  efforts  of  other  city  agen- 
cies and  non-governmental  organizations,  in  order  to 
encourage  such  individuals  and  organizations  to  partici- 
pate in  the  rehabilitation  efforts  of  the  Project.  The  Proj- 
ect shall  similarly  provide  technical  assistance  to  success- 
ful applicants  in  order  to  encourage  successful  comple- 
tion of  rehabilitation  activities  and  shall  monitor  the 
progress  of  successful  applicants  in  carrying  out  such  re- 
habilitation .  The  Project  may,  when  it  deems  necessary  to 
achieve  the  purposes  of  the  Project,  waive  item  limita- 
tions imposed  upon  transfer  to  such  applicants  for  the 
completion  of  rehabilitation  work,  where  delays  have  re- 
sulted from  circumstances  beyond  the  control  of  the  appli- 
cant. 

Section  10.  The  Project  shall  approve  long-term,  no- 
interest  loans  to  successful  applicants,  in  an  amount  not  to 
exceed  $7,000  for  any  one  dwelling  unit  or  apartment,  in 


order  to  subsidize  the  rehabilitation  of  property  by  com- 
munity-based organizations  or  low-  and  moderate-in- 
come individuals.  The  amount  of  any  such  loan  shall  be 
based  on  the  difference  between  the  total  cost  of  rehabili- 
tation of  a  unit  and  the  amount  of  loan  funds  for  which  the 
applicant  is  qualified  from  conventional  financing 
sources,  in  order  to  ensure  that  the  maximum  number  of 
low-  and  moderate-income  individuals  are  able  to  partici- 
pate in  the  rehabilitation  effort  and  that  community -based 
organization  are  able  to  carry  out  rehabilitation  work  for 
ultimate  transfer  to  low-  and  moderate-income  individ- 
uals. The  Project  shall  establish  specific  criteria  for  such 
loans  in  consultation  with  representatives  of  local  banks 
and  other  conventional  lenders.  Such  loans  shall  be  re- 
payable to  the  City  of  Boston  upon  resale  of  the  property 
by  the  individual  who  acquires  the  property  from  the 
Project  or  from  a  community-based  organization  partici- 
pating in  the  Project.  The  Project  is  hereby  authorized, 
subject  to  appropriation,  to  expend  the  sum  of  $2  million 
for  such  loan  subsidies  for  the  fiscal  year  beginning  July 
1 ,  1982,  and  to  expend  the  sum  of  $3  million  for  such  loan 
subsidies  for  the  fiscal  year  beginning  July  1 ,  1983,  to  be 
allocated  from  Community  Development  funds  available 
to  the  City  of  Boston  or  from  such  other  sources  as  the 
Mayor  and  City  CouncD  may  subsequently  approve. 

Section  1 1 .  No  residential  property  under  the  control  of 
the  Residential  Rehabilitation  Project  shall  be  subject  to 
disposition  by  public  auction  for  a  period  of  at  least  two 
years  following  acquisition  by  the  Project.  Subsequent  to 
such  period,  such  properties  may  be  disposed  of  by  public 
auction  only  upon  ceretification  by  the  director  of  the 
Project  that  it  si  not  feasible  to  achieve  the  rehabilitation 
of  such  property  through  the  transfer  of  such  property  by 
the  Project  under  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance. 

Section  12.  The  Project  shall  establish  simplified,  uni- 
form application  forms  and  written  guidelines  and  in- 
structions for  the  operation  of  the  program  established  by 
this  ordinance.  In  developing  such  forms,  guidelines  and 
instructions,  the  Project  shall  endeavor  to  meet  the  multi- 
ple objectives  of  this  program,  including  the  desire  to 
achieve  the  rapid  rehabilitation  of  vacant  residential  prop- 
erty, the  desire  to  maximize  the  opportunities  for  afforda- 
ble home  ownership  and  rental  housing  for  low-  and 
moderate-income  families,  and  the  desire  to  simplify  and 
decentralize  administration  of  the  rehabilitation  effort 
through  cooperation  with  community-based  organiza- 
tions. 

Section  13.  The  Housing  Inspection  Department  is 
hereby  authorized  to  establish  a  revolving  fund,  to  be 
known  as  the  Emergency  Repair  Fund,  which  shall  be 
administered  by  the  Housing  Inspection  Board  for  the 
purpose  of  financing  emergency  repairs  to  residential 
housing  under  the  provisions  of  section  127B  of  chapter 
1 1 1  of  the  General  Laws.  Funds  may  be  expended  from 
the  Emergency  Repair  Fund  to  repair  conditions  which 
pose  an  immediate  threat  to  the  health  or  well-being  of  the 
occupants  or  the  public,  when  an  owner  or  residential 
property  has  failed  to  comply  with  an  order  from  the 
Housing  Inspection  Department  to  rented)  such  a  viola- 
tion of  the  State  Sanitary  Code.  Priority  shall  be  given  to 
repairs  which  are  necessarv  to  prevent  the  continued  dete- 
rioration or  abandonment  of  residential  housing.  The  cost 
of  such  repairs  shall  be  charged  to  the  owner  of  the  prop- 
erty as  provided  by  said  section  1 27B  and.  upon  failure  by 
the  owner  to  pay  such  costs,  the  debt  shall  be  recovered  h\ 
the  Collector-Treasurer  through  foreclosure  in  the  man- 
ner provided  by  statute  and  the  foreclosure  shall  be  expe- 
dited by  the  Law  Department  in  the  manner  provided  b> 
section  4  of  this  ordinance.  Such  propcrn  shall,  upon 
foreclosure,  be  transferred  to  the  Residential  Rehabilita- 
tion Project  for  transfer  in  accordance  with  the  prat  lsions 
of  this  ordinance.  The  Emergency  Repair  Fund  shall  con- 
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sist  of  funds  appropriated  for  this  purpose  from  time  to 
time  and  funds  allocated  to  this  purpose  under  the  Com- 
munity Development  Block  Grant  program,  together 
with  funds  recovered  through  repayment  by  property 
owners  for  repairs  made  by  the  department  from  moneys 
in  the  Emergency  Repair  Fund. 

Section  14.  The  Rent  Board  established  by  chapter  19. 
of  the  ordinances  of  1972  is  hereby  empowered  to  exer- 
cise jurisdiction  over  rents  charged  under  agreements 
made  between  the  City  of  Boston  through  the  Residential 
Rehabilitation  Project  of  the  Public  Facilities  Department 
restrictions  on  rents  charged  in  properties  transferred 
through  that  Project.  The  Board  may  hear  complaints  by 
tenants  respecting  violations  of  the  terms  and  conditions 
of  such  agreements  with  respect  to  rent  levels  charged. 
The  jurisdiction  of  the  Board  over  such  properties  shall 
continue  for  a  period  of  seven  years  from  the  date  of  trans- 
fer of  such  properties  by  the  Rehabilitation  Project,  with- 
out regard  to  whether  the  owner  to  whom  such  property 
was  originally  transferred  continues  to  hold  title  to  such 
property.  Nothing  in  this  ordinance  shall  be  deemed  to 
preclude  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Board  over  property  con- 
veyed through  the  Project  where  such  jurisdiction  is  con- 
ferred by  any  other  provision  of  law. 

Section  15.  The  Residential  Rehabilitation  Project, 
Housing  Inspection  Department  and  other  city  agencies 
shall  work  with  the  Boston  Housing  Authority  and  other 
state  and  federal  agencies  involved  in  housing  rehabilita- 
tion to  coordinate  resources  and  maximize  the  pace  or 
rehabilitation  or  residential  housing  in  Boston  and  the  op- 
portunities for  affordable  housing  for  low-  and  moderate- 
income  families,  and  for  that  purpose  may  provide 
supplemental  funding  to  projects  receiving  support  from 
other  agencies.

He  was  respected  in  his  profession  as  a  pro- 
fessional for  his  even  handed  microphone  presence, 
whether  delivering  a  news  broadcast,  sportscast.  public 
address  announcer  for  the  Patriots'  games  or  in  earlv 
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morning  banter  with  long-time  radio  colleague  Jess  Cain; 
and 

Whereas,  Vin  Maloney,  a  man  of  compassion  for  oth- 
ers, was  noted  for  ability  to  convey  the  human  interest  in 
news  story,  as  proven  by  his  UPI  Award  in  1962  for  his 
report  on  Everett  Knowles,  the  boy  whose  severed  arm 
was  reattached  in  a  successful  operation  at  Massachusetts 
General  Hospital;  and 

Whereas,  Mr.  Maloney 's  career,  starting  in  Provi- 
dence,in  1936,  was  centered  in  Boston  from  1937,  begin- 
ning with  WNAC  and  the  old  Yankee  Network  as 
announcer  for  news,  sports  and  an  occasional  Red  Sox 
game;  included  as  the  first  Channel  7  television  news- 
caster, a  period  in  the  1950s  with  WEEI  radio,  news  di- 
rector in  1960  at  WORL,  and  three  years  later  as  WEEI 
news  director;  and  culminated  a  few  years  later  when  he 
joined  WHDH-TV  as  a  newscaster  and  subsequently 
moved  th  WHDH  radio;  and 

Whereas,  He  was  a  graduate  of  Somerville  High  School 
and  Suffolk  University,  served  with  the  Navy  in  World 
War  II  and  later  the  Naval  Reserve  public  relations  group; 
and  was  the  recipient  of  an  honorary  degree  from  Staley 
College  where  he  directed  the  radio  department  from 
1946  to  1951;  and 

Whereas,  Always  interest  in  sports,  he  was  public  ad- 
dress announcer  for  the  New  England  patriots  in  their 
early  games  at  Fenway  Park  and  Schaefer  Stadium  and 
was  founding  member  of  the  Weymouth  Farm  League 
Baseball  Association  helping  give  2,000  youngsters  op- 
portunity to  play  under  adult  supervision;  and 

Whereas,  Vin  Maloney  could  be  counted  on  to  give  a 
helping  hand  to  a  colleague  or  a  youngster  and  showed 
how  to  play  the  game  of  life;  new,  therefore,  be  it

To  the  City  Council. 
Dear  Councillors: 

I  hereby  submit  and  urge  your  approval  of  a  home  rule 
petition  to  modernize  the  procedures  under  which  the  city 
borrows  money.  Although  the  draft  legislation  has  many 
sections,  it  has  two  basic  purposes.  The  first  is  to  enable 
the  city  to  borrow  funds  for  construction  purposes  at  a 
lower  total  cost  to  the  city  than  would  presently  be  possi- 
ble. The  second  is  to  enable  the  city  to  sell  small  denomi- 
nation bonds  and  notes  to  enable  persons  with  limited 
amounts  of  money  to  invest  to  purchase  them  and  benefit 
from  the  tax-exempt  status  of  interest  paid  by  the  city  on 
its  bonds  and  notes.  It  is  important  to  note  that  the  petition 
would  in  no  way  increase  the  amount  of  money  the  city 
may  borrow  or  expand  the  purposes  for  which  the  city 
borrows  money.

Ordered,  That  a  petition  to  the  General  court,  accom- 
panied by  a  bill  for  a  special  law  relating  to  the  City  of 
Boston  to  be  filed  with  an  attested  copy  of  this  order  be, 
and  hereby  is,  approved  under  clause  (1)  of  section  8  of 
article  2,  as  amended,  of  the  Amendments  to  the  Consti- 
tution of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts ,  to  the  end 
that  legislation  be  adopted  providing  precisely  as  follow, 
except  for  clerical  errors  and  editorial  changes  of  form 
only: 

Section  1 .  this  act  may  be  referred  to  and  cited  as 
the"City  of  Boston  Bond  and  Minibond  Procedure  Act  of 
1983." 

Section  2.  For  purposes  of  this  act,  unless  a  different 
meaning  clearly  appears  from  the  context,  the  following 
words  shall  have  the  following  meanings: 

"bond  or  bonds,"  bonds,  loans,  notes,  temporary 
loans,  certificates  of  indebtedness  and  other  obligations 
or  evidences  of  indebtedness  issued  or  incurred  under  au- 
thority of  any  bond  act. 

"bond  act,"  any  provision  of  general  or  special  law 
heretofore  or  hereafter  enacted  authorizing  the  city  to  in- 
cur indebtedness,  borrow  money  and  issue  bonds,  includ- 
ing without  limitation,  and  provision  of  this  act  but 
excluding  chapter  40D  of  the  General  Laws. 

"city,"  the  City  of  Boston. 

"cost,"  when  used  in  reference  to  any  work  or  purpose 
for  which  the  city  is  authorized  to  issue  bonds,  all  or  any 
part  of  the  cost  of  planning,  designing,  acquiring,  con- 
structing, reconstructing,  altering,  remodeling  and  other- 
wise carrying  out  work  or  purpose  including,  without 
limitation,  cost  of  labor,  materials,  machinery  and  equip- 
ment, lands,  structures  and  all  rights  of  any  kind  in  real 
and  personal  property,  cost  of  demolitions  and  reloca- 
tions, cost  of  issuance  and  other  financing  charges  and 
expenses,  reserves  for  debt  service  and  other  capital  and 
current  expenses,  cost  of  architectural,  engineering,  fi- 
nancial, legal  and  consulting  services,  costs  of  plans, 
specifications,  appraisals,  surveys,  inspections,  financial 
and  feasibility  studies,  and  any  other  costs  or  expenses 
authorized  herein  or  in  the  applicable  bond  act  or  neces- 
sary or  incidental  to  the  planning,  acquisition,  construc- 
tion, financing  or  placing  in  operation  of  such  work  or 
purpose;  if  authorized  herein  or  in  the  applicable  bond 
act,  the  term  "cost"  shall  also  include  interest  prior  to, 
during  and  for  a  reasonable  period  of  time  after  comple- 
tion of  such  work  or  purpose. 

"cost  of  issuance,"  any  items  of  expense  payable  or  re- 
imbursable directly  or  indirectly  by  the  city  and  related  to 
the  sale  and  issuance  of  bonds  and  the  investment  of  the 
proceeds  thereof  and  of  revenues  securing  the  same,  in- 
cluding without  limitation,  printing  costs,  filing  and  re- 
cording fees,  fees  and  charges  of  trustees,  depositories, 
authenticating  agents  and  paying  agents,  legal  and  audit- 
ing fees  and  charges,  financial  consultant  fees,  costs  of 
credit  rating,  premiums  for  insurance  of  the  payment  of 
bonds  and  fees  payable  for  letters  or  lines  of  credit  or 
other  credit  facilities  securing  bonds,  fees  and  charges  for 
execution,  transportation  and  safekeeping  of  bonds,  costs 
and  expenses  of  refunding  and  other  costs,  fees  and 
charges  in  connection  with  the  foregoing. 

"facility  revenues,"  rates,  rents,  fees,  charges  and 
other  receipts  and  moneys  held  or  to  be  received  by  or  on 
behalf  of  the  city  from  or  with  respect  to  the  acquisition, 
financing,  operation  and  disposition  of  a  revenue  produc- 
ing facility  and  all  rights  to  receive  the  same  including, 
without  limitation,  rates,  rents,  fees,  charges  and  other 
money  received  for  the  use  or  occupancy  of  the  facility  or 
any  part  thereof  or  any  service  provided  thereby,  repay- 
ment of  loans  in  respect  of  the  facility,  proceeds,  of  bonds 
issued  to  finance  all  or  a  part  of  the  cost  of  the  facility, 
grants,  loans  and  other  contributions  form  any  govern- 
mental unit  for  or  in  respect  of  the  facility,  investment 
earning,  proceeds  of  insurance  and  proceeds  of  the  lease.

therein;  facility  revenues  shall  not  include  any  ad  valorem 
taxes  on  the  real  estate  and  personal  property  comprising 
any  revenue  producing  facility. 

"governmental  unit,"  the  federal  government,  the  com- 
monwealth and  any  board,  bureau,  agency,  authority, 
commission,  corporation,  department,  political  subdivi- 
sion or  other  instrumentality  of  either  thereof.  For  pur- 
poses of  this  act,  the  Boston  Redevelopment  Authority, 
the  Boston  Water  and  Sewer  Commission,  the  Boston 
Housing  Authority,  and  the  Economic  Development  and 
Industrial  Corporation  of  Boston  shall  be  deemed  to  be 
instrumentalities  of  the  commonwealth. 

"principal  amount,"  when  used  in  reference  to  a  bond 
( 1 )  in  the  case  of  any  bond  sold  at  par,  at  a  premium  or  at  a 
discount  which  accrues  immediately  upon  issuance  of 
such  bond,  an  amount  equal  to  the  face  amount  of  such 
bond;  (2)  in  the  case  of  any  bond  sold  at  a  discount  which 
accrues  from  time  to  time  on  and  prior  to  the  maturity  date 
or  redemption  date  of  such  bond,  an  amount  equal  to  the 
net  proceeds  of  such  bond,  determined  by  subtracting  the 
discount  from  the  face  amount  of  the  bond,  plus  the  dis- 
count accrued  to  the  date  as  of  which  the  principal  amount 
is  to  be  determined,  calculated  on  the  basis  of  semi-an- 
nual compounding;  and  (3)  in  the  case  of  a  bond  whose 
face  amount  increases  over  the  life  of  the  bond,  the  face 
amount  of  the  bond  as  of  the  date  as  of  which  the  principal 
amount  is  to  be  determined;  in  determining  the  principal 
amount  of  bonds  to  be  outstanding  at  any  future  date  by 
reason  of  such  accrual  of  discount  or  increase  in  face 
amount,  there  shall  be  subtracted  from  the  amount  of 
principal,  determined  as  hereinabove  provided,  the  prin- 
cipal which  shall  have  become  due  prior  thereto. 

"revenue,"  revenue,  receipts  and  other  money  of  the 
city  received  from  or  on  account  of  the  exercise  of  its  gov- 
ernmental powers  and  all  rights  to  receive  the  same  in- 
cluding, without  limitation  (1)  revenue  as  defined  in 
section  (1)  of  chapter  44  of  the  General  Laws;  (2)  facility 
revenues;  (3)  proceeds  of  bonds;  (4)  investment  earnings; 
(5)  receipts  from  any  tax,  excise  or  fee  heretofore  or  here- 
after imposed  by  any  general  or  special  law  all  or  a  part  of 
the  receipts  from  which  are  payable  or  distributable  to  or 
for  the  account  of  the  city;  and  (6)  receipts,  distributions 
and  reimbursements  received  from  the  commonwealth 
under  chapter  58  of  the  General  Laws  and  under  any  other 
local  reimbursement  or  assistance  program  described  in 
section  25A  of  said  chapter  58  except  such  distributions 
and  reimbursements  as  are  required  by  law  to  be  specifi- 
cally used  for  statutorily  defined  purposes. 

"revenue  producing  facility,"  any  building,  structure, 
equipment,  real  or  personal  property  or  interest  therein, 
activity  or  other  work  or  purpose  for  the  payment  of  all  or 
any  portion  of  the  cost  of  which  the  city  is  authorized  un- 
der a  bond  act  to  incur  indebtedness  and  issue  bonds  and 
from  or  on  account  of  which  the  city  receives  or  expects  to 
receive  facility  revenues. 

"two  thirds  vote,"  the  vote  taken  by  yeas  and  nays  of 
two-thirds  of  all  members  of  the  city  council  of  the  city  in 
every  case  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  mayor. 

Section  3.  (a)  Notwithstanding  chapter  44  of  the  Gen- 
eral Laws  or  the  provisions  of  any  act  or  any  other  general 
or  special  law  or  ordinance  of  the  city  to  the  contrary, 
whenever  the  City  of  Boston  has  authorized  a  debt  to  be 
incurred  under  authority  of  any  bond  act,  any  bonds  is- 
sued by  the  city  to  evidence  such  debt  shall  be  issued  and 
sold  by  the  city  in  accordance  with,  and  subject  to  the 
limitations  of,  this  act.  The  provisions  of  this  act  shall  ap- 
ply to  the  issuance  and  sale  of  all  bonds  issued  by  the  city 
under  authority  of  any  bond  act  heretofore  enacted  and, 
unless  the  applicable  bond  act  expressly  provides  to  the 
contrary,  under  authority  of  any  bond  act  hereafter  en- 
acted. Provision  in  any  bond  act  heretofore  or  hereafter 


enacted  to  the  effect  that  bonds  issued  thereunder  by  the 
city  shall  be  issued  subject  to  or  in  accordance  with  chap- 
ter 44  of  the  General  Laws  shall,  for  all  purposes  of  such 
bond  act,  mean  this  act.  Notwithstanding  the  foregoing, 
nothing  herein  shall  be  construed  as  affecting  the  manner 
of  voting  and  other  procedures  and  limitations  relating  to 
the  authorization  of  indebtedness  of  the  city  by  the  city 
council  and  mayor  provided  in  section  2  of  chapter  486  of 
the  acts  of  1909  as  amended,  chapter  206  of  the  acts  of 
1891  or  in  any  bond  act. 

(b)  Notwithstanding  section  16  of  chapter  44  of  the 
General  Laws  or  any  provision  of  any  bond  act  to  the  con- 
trary, when  the  city  has  authorized  a  debt  to  be  incurred 
under  authority  of  any  bond  act,  the  collector-treasurer  of 
the  city,  at  the  request  of  the  mayor,  shall  issue  bonds  to 
evidence  such  debt  in  accordance  with  this  act  and.  where 
applicable,  the  bond  act.  The  bonds  of  each  issue  shall  be 
dated,  may  bear  interest  at  such  rate  or  rates,  including 
rates  variable  from  time  to  time  as  determined  by  such 
index,  banker's  loan  rate  or  other  method  of  determina- 
tion as  the  collector-treasurer  shall  select,  shall  mature  in 
such  amount  or  amounts  and  at  such  time  or  times,  not 
later  than  the  maximumdate.  if  any.  provided  herein,  and 
may  be  made  redeemable  in  whole  or  in  part  before  matu- 
rity at  the  option  of  the  city  as  provided  in  section  2 1  of 
chapter  44,  or  when  authorized  by  a  two-thirds  vote  prior 
to  issuance  at  the  option  of  the  holder  of  such  debt,  at  such 
price  or  prices  and  under  such  terms  and  conditions  as 
may  be  fixed  by  the  collector-treasurer  with  the  approval 
of  the  mayor  prior  to  the  issue  of  the  bonds.  The  bonds  of 
each  issue  may  be  issued  as  serial  bonds  or  term  bonds  or 
any  combination  thereof  with  such  provision,  if  any,  for 
sinking  funds  for  the  payment  of  bonds  as  the  collector- 
treasurer  may  determine  with  the  approval  of  the  mayor. 
The  collector-treasurer,  with  the  approval  of  the  mayor, 
shall  determine  the  form  of  the  bonds,  and  the  interest 
coupons,  if  any,  to  be  attached  thereto,  and  shall  fix  the 
denomination  or  denominations  of  bonds  and  the  place  or 
places  of  payment  of  the  principal,  premium,  if  any.  and 
interest,  which  may  be  any  bank  or  trust  company  within 
or  without  the  commonwealth. 

(c)  Bonds  of  the  city  issued  for  different  purposes  and 
under  different  authorizations  may  be  consolidated  and 
issued  at  the  same  time  or  from  time  to  time.  The  collec- 
tor-treasurer shall  fix  the  designation  of  such  bonds, 
which  need  not  refer  to  any  one  or  more  of  the  purposes 
for  which  they  are  issued  or  whether  such  bonds  are  sub- 
ject to  section  lOof  chapter  44.  and  shall  maintain  records 
showing  the  portion  of  each  consolidated  issue  allocable 
to  each  authorization,  and  each  such  portion  shall  comply 
with  the  maturity  requirements  applicable  thereto  as  pro- 
vided in  this  act. 

(d)  Bonds  of  the  city  shall  be  signed  by  the  manual  or 
facsimile  signatures  of  the  collector-treasurer  and  city  au- 
ditor and  countersigned  by  the  manual  or  facsimile  signa- 
ture of  the  mayor  and  coupons,  if  any.  appertaining  to 
bonds  shall  bear  the  facsimile  signature  of  the  collector- 
treasurer.  Except  as  provided  in  section  6  of  this  act,  un- 
less provision  is  made  for  the  authentication  of  the  bonds 
of  an  issue  by  the  manual  signature  of  a  trustee  or  other 
authenticating  agent,  each  bond  shall  bear  at  least  one 
manual  signature  of  the  aforementioned  officers  of  the 
city.  Bonds  of  the  city,  other  than  notes,  shall  bear  thereon 
the  seal  of  the  city  ora  facsimile  thereof.  In  case  anv  offi- 
cer whose  signature  or  a  facsimile  of  «  hose  signature 
shall  appear  on  any  bonds  or  coupons  shall  cease  to  be 
such  officer  before  the  delivery  thereof,  such  signature  or 
facsimile  shall  nevertheless  be  valid  and  sufficient  as  if 
such  officer  had  remained  in  office  until  after  such  deliv  - 
ery. 

(e)  Bonds  may  be  issued  by  the  city  in  bearer  or  in  regis- 
tered form,  or  both.  and.  if  notes,  mav  be  made  pav  able  to 
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bearer  or  to  order,  as  the  collector-treasurer  and  city  audi- 
tor, with  the  approval  of  the  mayor,  may  determine,  and 
provision  may  be  made  for  the  registration  of  any  coupon 
bonds  as  to  principal  or  interest  or  both,  for  reconversion 
into  coupon  bonds  at  any  time  prior  to  maturity  of  bonds 
registered  as  to  both  principal  and  interest  and  for  the  in- 
terchange of  registered  and  coupon  bonds.  In  the  discre- 
tion of  the  collector-treasurer  and  city  auditor,  the  city 
may  also  establish  and  maintain  a  system  of  registration 
for  any  bonds  whereby  the  name  of  the  registered  owner, 
the  rights  evidenced  by  the  bonds,  the  transfer  of  the 
bonds  and  such  rights  and  other  similar  matters  are  re- 
corded in  books  or  other  records  maintained  by  or  on  be- 
half of  the  city  and  no  instrument  evidencing  such  bond  or 
rights  need  by  delivered  to  the  registered  owner  by  the 
city.  A  copy  of  the  books  or  other  records  of  the  city  per- 
taining to  any  bond  registered  under  such  registration  sys- 
tem, certified  as  such  by  the  collector-treasurer  or  by  the 
agent  of  the  city  maintaining  such  system,  shall  be  admis- 
sible before  any  court  of  record,  administrative  body  or 
arbitration  panel  without  further  authentication.  The  col- 
lector-treasurer, with  the  approval  of  the  mayor  and  the 
city  auditor,  may  adopt  regulations  with  respect  to  the  op- 
eration of  such  system. 

(0  Notwithstanding  section  1 6  of  chapter  44  of  the  Gen- 
eral Laws  or  any  provision  of  any  bond  act  to  the  contrary, 
bonds  of  the  city  may  be  sold  in  such  manner,  either  at 
public  or  private  sale  and  with  or  without  public  adver- 
tisement prior  to  sale,  for  such  price,  at  premium  or  at 
discount,  at  such  rate  or  rates  of  interest,  or  at  such  dis- 
count in  lieu  of  interest,  as  the  collector-treasurer,  with 
the  approval  of  the  mayor,  may  determine.  Notwithstand- 
ing the  foregoing,  no  bonds  shall  be  sold  at  a  discount 
from  their  face  amount  greater  than  20  percent  unless  au- 
thorized by  a  two-thirds  vote  prior  to  issue  of  the  bonds. 
For  purposes  of  section  10  of  chapter  44  of  the  General 
Laws  or  any  other  calculation  of  authorized  indebtedness 
of  the  city,  the  amount  of  any  indebtedness  authorized  by 
the  city  under  any  order  or  the  city  council  heretofore  or 
hereafter  adopted,  or  in  any  bond  act,  shall  be  deemed  to 
be  the  principal  amount  of  such  indebtedness  as  deter- 
mined in  accordance  with  section  2  of  this  act,  and  the 
collector-treasurer  may,  subject  to  the  limitations  of  this 
section,  issue  bonds  from  time  to  time  under  such  autho- 
rization in  an  aggregate  amount  greater  than  the  amount 
stated  in  such  authorization  provided  the  principal 
amount  of  such  bonds  calculated  on  the  date  of  their  issu- 
ance is  no  greater  than  the  amount  provided  in  the  applica- 
ble authorization.  For  purposes  of  determining  the  net 
indebtedness  of  the  city  outstanding  at  any  time  under  any 
provision  of  law,  the  net  indebtedness  represented  by  all 
bonds  of  the  city  outstanding  shall  be  equal  to  the  sum  of 
the  principal  amounts  of  such  bonds  as  determined  in  ac- 
cordance with  section  2  of  this  act. 

(g)  Pending  delivery  of  any  bonds  duly  authorized  un- 
der and  bond  act,  the  collector-treasurer,  with  the  ap- 
proval of  the  mayor,  mi-y  issue  interim  receipts  of 
temporary  bonds,  with  or  without  coupons  and  in  such 
form  as  the  collector-treasurer  may  determine, 
exchangeable  for  definitive  bonds  when  such  bonds  have 
been  executed  and  are  available  for  delivery.  The  collec- 
tor-treasurer and  city  auditor  may  also  provide  for  the  re- 
placement of  any  bonds  which  have  become  mutilated  or 
shall  have  been  destroyed,  stolen  or  lost. 

(h)  The  collector-treasurer  may,  with  the  approval  of 
the  mayor  and  city  auditor,  purchase  and  invite  offers  to 
purchase  and  bonds  of  the  city  for  the  payment  of  the  prin- 
cipal amount  of  which  amounts  have  been  appropriated 
by  the  city  or  are  held  under  a  trust  or  security  agreement 
securing  such  bonds  provided  no  such  purchase  shall  be 
made  at  a  price  exceeding  par  or,  if  such  bonds  are  then 
subject  to  redemption,  the  redemption  price  thereof  un- 
less authorized  by  a  two-thirds  vote. 


Section  4.  (a)  Notwithstanding  the  provisions  of  any 
bond  act  to  the  contrary,  debts  of  the  city,  except  as  other- 
wise provided  in  this  act,  issued  for  any  work  or  purpose, 
other  than  as  provided  in  section  4  of  chapter  44  of  the 
General  Laws  and  section  6  of  chapter  190  of  the  acts  of 
1982,  shall  be  payable  within  a  period  not  exceeding  the 
greaterof  (1)  the  period,  if  any,  specified  in  the  applicable 
bond  act  or  (2)  the  useful  life  of  the  work  or  purpose  fi- 
nanced by  such  debt ,  as  determined  by  the  city  auditor,  or, 
if  incurred  to  finance  more  than  one  work  or  purpose,  the 
average  useful  life  of  the  works  orpurposes  financed.  The 
determination  of  the  useful  life  of  a  work  or  purpose  by 
the  city  auditor  shall  be  conclusive  evidence  of  such  use- 
ful life.  Notes  of  the  city  issued  under  authority  of  section 
4  of  chapter  44  of  the  General  Laws  and  section  6  of  chap- 
ter 1 90  of  the  acts  of  1 982  shall  be  payable  within  the  peri- 
ods specified  in  said  sections. 

(b)  Notwithstanding  section  19  of  chapter  44  or  any 
other  general  or  special  law  to  the  contrary,  debts  of  the 
city,  except  as  otherwise  provided  in  this  act,  shall  be  pay- 
able by  such  installment  or  installments,  annual  or  other- 
wise, as  will  extinguish  the  same  at  maturity  as  may  be 
determined  by  the  collector-treasurer  with  the  approval  of 
the  city  auditor,  provided  that,  unless  authorized  by  a  two- 
thirds  vote  or  the  applicable  bond  act,  no  debt  of  the  city 
shall  be  incurred  and  bonds  issued  therefore,  other  than 
bonds  ussued  in  accordance  with  section  8  of  this  act,  if 
the  aggregate  amount  of  principal  payable  in  any  future 
year  on  account  of  such  debt  would  be  less  than  the  aggre- 
gate amount  of  principal  payable  in  any  subsequent  year 
on  account  of  such  debt. 

(c)  Notwithstanding  anything  in  section  17  and  17A  of 
chapter  44  of  the  General  Laws  to  the  contrary,  if  the  city 
has  authorized  the  issuance  of  bonds  under  any  bond  act, 
the  collector-treasurer,  with  the  approval  of  the  mayor, 
may  without  further  authority  ussue  notes  in  anticipation 
of  the  receipts  of  the  proceeds  of  sale  of  such  bonds.  Ex- 
cept as  otherwise  provided  in  this  act,  the  maturity  date  of 
such  notes  shall  not  exceed  two  years  from  the  date  of 
issue  of  such  notes  provided  that  notes  issued  for  less  than 
two  years  may  be  refunded  by  the  issue  of  other  notes  ma- 
turing no  later  than  two  years  from  the  date  of  issue  of  the 
original  loan.  The  second  sentence  of  section  17A  of  said 
chapter  44  shall  not  apply  to  the  city. 

Section  6.  Notwithstanding  any  other  provision  of  this 
act  or  any  other  law,  whenever  the  city  has  authorized  the 
issuance  of  bonds  and  the  collector-treasurer  has  deter- 
mined, with  the  approval  of  the  mayor,  to  issue  and  sell  all 
or  a  portion  of  such  bonds  in  denomination  of  less  than 
$5,000  (minibonds),  the  collector-treasurer  may  without 
further  authority  issue  and  sell  such  minibonds  payable  at 
such  time  or  times  and  in  such  manner,  at  par  or  at  dis- 
count, and  upon  such  terms  and  conditions,  not  inconsis- 
tent with  this  act,  as  he  shall  determine.  Each  minibond 
may  provide  that  it  shall  be  redeemed  by  or  on  behalf  of 
the  city  upon  due  presentation  by  an  appropriate  person 
on  any  business  day  at  such  price  as  the  collector-trea- 
surer, with  the  approval  of  the  mayor,  shall  determine  ac- 
cording to  a  schedule  established  with  respect  to  each 
issue  of  minibonds  prior  to  the  issuance  thereof.  Mini- 
bonds  redeemed  by  or  on  behalf  of  the  city  prior  to  matu- 
rity may  be  resold  by  the  collector-treasurer  with  the 
approval  of  the  mayor  and  city  auditor  at  prices  deter- 
mined according  to  such  schedule.  Notwithstanding  the 
foregoing,  no  minibond  shall  mature  more  than  five  years 
after  its  date  and  no  one  sale  to  a  purchaser  of  minbonds, 
other  than  banks  or  other  financial  institutions  underwrit- 
ing the  sale  of  minibonds,  shall  be  in  an  aggregate  princi- 
pal amount  to  a  greater  than  $5,000.  The  city  shall  not 
isSue  minbonds,  except  minibonds  issued  under  authority 
of  section  4  of  chapter  44  of  the  General  La  ws  or  section  6 
of  chapter  190oftheactsof  1982  (minibonds),  if  follow- 
ing their  issuance  the  aggregate  principal  amount  of  all 
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minibonds  outstanding,  excluding  mininotes,  would  ex- 
ceed 10  percent  of  the  aggregate  principal  amount  of  al- 
lbonds  of  the  city  outstanding,  excluding  mininotes  and 
all  other  temporary  loans  in  anticipation  or  revenue  of  the 
city,  calculated  as  of  the  date  of  issue  of  such  minibonds . 
No  more  than  $5  million  principal  amount  of  minibonds, 
other  than  mininotes,  shall  be  issued  and  sold  by  the  city 
in  any  one  fiscal  year.  The  aggregate  principal  amount  of 
mininotes  of  the  city  outstanding  an  any  one  time  shall  not 
exceed  5  percent  of  the  real  and  personal  property  tax  levy 
for  the  immediately  preceding  fiscal  year.  The  collector- 
treasurer,  with  the  approval  of  the  mayor  and  city  auditor, 
may  adopt  regulations  with  respect  to  the  issuance  and 
sale  of  minibonds  and  mininotes.  The  facsimile  signa- 
tures of  the  mayor,  collector-treasurer  and  city  auditor  on 
minibonds  and  mininotes  shall  have  the  same  validity  and 
effect  as  their  signatures  and  no  mininote  need  bear  the 
manual  signature  of  such  officers  or  of  any  trustee  or 
other  authenticating  agent. 

Section  7 .  (a)  Except  as  otherwise  provided  in  section  8 
of  this  act  or  in  the  applicable  bond  act,  all  bonds  of  the 
city  shall  be  general  obligations  of  the  city  for  which  its 
full  faith  and  credit  are  pledged  and  for  the  payment  of 
which  all  taxable  property  in  the  city  shall  be  subject  to  ad 
valorem  taxation  without  limit  as  to  rate  or  amount  except 
as  otherwise  provided  by  law. 

(b)  the  auditor  of  the  city,  in  accordance  with  section  16 
of  chapter  44  of  the  General  Laws,  shall  annually  notify 
the  assessors  of  the  city  of  the  amount  of  debt  and  interest 
charges  matured  and  maturing  during  the  next  fiscal  year 
on  all  debt  of  the  city,  other  than  debt  issued  in  accordance 
with  section  8  of  this  act,  and  what  provision  if  any  has 
been  made  for  the  payment  of  such  debt  and  interest,  and 
said  assessors  shall  include  the  amount  of  such  debt  and 
interest  not  otherwise  provided  for  in  the  tax  levy  of  that 
year  notwithstanding  any  limit  provided  by  law  on  the  to- 
tal taxes  assessable  by  the  city  for  such  year;  provided 
inclusion  of  any  such  amount  in  the  levy  of  any  year  shall 
not  operate  to  increase  the  amount  otherwise  available 
within  any  limits  thereon  to  meet  other  appropriations  of 
the  city.  The  auditor  of  the  city  shall  also  annually  notify 
the  assessors  of  the  amount  required  in  the  next  fiscal  year 
to  pay  the  cost,  not  otherwise  provided  for.  of  the  annual 
audit  of  the  accounts  of  the  city  and  its  related  parties  in 
accordance  with  section  14  of  chapter  190  of  the  acts  of 
1982  and  said  assessors  shall  include  the  amount  of  such 
cost  not  otherwise  provided  for  in  the  tax  levy  of  that  year. 
Such  authority  and  obligations  imposed  on  the  city  audi- 
tor under  section  23  of  chapter  486  of  the  acts  of  1909 
shall  be  applicable  to  all  entities  and  parties  included  in 
the  annual  audit  of  the  accounts  of  the  city  and  its  related 
parties  in  accordance  with  section  14  of  chapter  190  of  the 
acts  of  1982. 

(c)  In  the  discretion  of  the  Collector-treasurer  and 
mayor,  when  authorized  by  a  two-thirds  vote,  bonds  is- 
sued by  the  city  under  authority  of  and  bond  act,  including 
bonds  in  accordance  with  section  8  of  this  act,  may  be 
issued  with  such  terms  as  will  cause  the  interest  thereon  to 
be  subject  to  federal  income  taxation. 

Section  8.  (a)  Notwithstanding  section  7  of  this  act,  in 
the  discretion  of  the  collector-treasurer,  when  authorized 
by  a  two-thirds  vote,  bonds  of  the  city  duly  authorized  in 
accordance  with  law  to  finance  all  or  any  part  of  the  cost 
of  any  revenue-producing  facility  may  be  issued  and  sold 
by  the  city  as  special  obligation  bonds  payable  solely 
from  facility  revenues  pledged  to  their  payment  in  ac- 
cordance with  section  9  of  this  act.  Bonds  of  the  city  is- 
sued in  accordance  with  this  section  shall  not  be  deemed 
to  be  a  pledge  of  the  full  faith  and  credit  of  the  city  or 
payable  out  of  any  receipts  or  real  and  personal  property 
taxes.  Every  such  bond  shall  recite  on  its  face  that  it  is  a 


special  obligation  bond  payable  solely  from  facility  reve- 
nues pledged  for  its  repayment.  Such  bonds  shall  not  at 
any  time  be  included  in  the  debt  of  the  city  for  the  purpose 
of  ascertaining  its  legal  borrowing  capacity. 

(b)  Bonds  of  the  city  issued  in  accordance  with  this  sec- 
tion shall  bear  such  terms  and  conditions  and  shall  be  sold 
in  such  manner,  not  inconsistent  with  this  act,  as  the  col- 
lector-treasurer and  city  auditor  with  the  approval  of  the 
mayor  shall  determine.  Such  bonds  shall  be  payable  in 
such  amounts  and  at  such  time  or  times,  not  excess  of  the 
maximum  period  provided  in  paragraph  (a)  of  section  4 
hereof,  as  the  collector-treasurer  and  city  auditor  with  the 
approval  of  the  mayor  shall  determine. 

(c)  Notwithstanding  sections  17  and  17A  of  chapter  44 
of  the  General  Laws,  if  the  city  has  authorized  the  issu- 
ance of  bonds  in  accordance  with  this  section,  the  collec- 
tor-treasurer and  city  auditor  with  the  approval  of  the 
mayor  may  without  further  authority  issue  notes  in  antici- 
pation of  such  bonds  pursuant  to  paragraph  (c)  of  section 
4  of  this  act.  The  maturity  date  of  any  such  notes  shall  not 
exceed  three  years  from  the  date  of  issue  of  such  notes  or 
six  months  after  the  date  of  completion  of  the  revenue- 
producing  facility,  as  determined  by  the  city  auditor, 
whichever  date  is  later,  provided  that  notes  issued  to  ma- 
ture earlier  than  such  date  may  be  refunded  by  other  notes 
maturing  no  laterthan  three  years  from  the  date  of  issue  of 
the  original  loan  or  six  months  after  the  completion  of  the 
facility,  whichever  date  is  later. 

Section  9 .  (a)  In  the  discretion  of  the  collector-treasurer 
and  mayor,  when  authorized  by  a  two-thirds  vote,  bonds 
of  the  city  issued  under  any  bond  act  may  be  one  or  more 
trust  or  security  agreements  between  the  city  and  a  corpo- 
rate trustee,  which  may  be  any  trust  company  or  bank 
having  the  powers  of  a  trust  company  within  or  without 
the  commonwealth,  or  directly  between  the  city  and  the 
lenders  on  such  bonds.  Any  such  trust  or  security  agree- 
ment shall  be  in  such  form  as  determined  by  the  collector- 
treasurer,  with  the  approval  of  the  mayor,  and  shall  be 
executed  by  the  collector-treasurer  and  city  auditor  and 
countersigned  by  the  mayor. 

(b)  Any  trust  or  security  agreement  directly  or  indi- 
rectly securing  bonds,  other  than  bonds  issued  in  accord- 
ance with  section  8  of  this  act,  may,  in  addition  to  other 
security  provided  by  law,  pledge  or  assign,  and  create  a 
security  interest  in,  all  or  any  part  of  the  revenue  of  the 
city.  A  trust  or  security  agreement  securing  bonds  issued 
in  accordance  with  section  8  of  this  act  may  pledge  or 
assign,  and  create  a  security  interest  in,  all  or  any  part  of 
the  facility  revenues  derived  from  the  revenue  producing 
facilities  financed  by  such  bonds  or  derived  from  any 
other  revenue  producing  facility  of  the  city,  but  shall  not 
otherwise  pledge  or  assign  any  other  revenues  of  the  city. 
Any  trust  or  security  agreement  may  contain  such  provi- 
sions for  protecting  and  enforcing  the  rights,  security  and 
remedies  of  the  lenders  as  may  be  reasonable  and  not  in 
violation  of  law.  including,  without  limitation,  provisions 
defining  defaults  and  providing  for  remedies  in  the  event 
thereof,  which  may  include  the  acceleration  of  maturi- 
ties, and  covenants  setting  forth  the  duties  of,  and  limita- 
tions on,  the  city  in  relation  to  the  custody,  safeguarding, 
investment  and  application  of  moneys,  the  issue  of  addi- 
tional and  refunding  bonds,  the  establishment  of  re- 
serves, the  establishment  of  sinking  funds  for  the 
payment  of  bonds,  and  the  use  of  surplus  bond  proceeds 
and  revenues.  A  trust  or  security  agreement  securing 
bonds  issued  in  accordance  with  section  8  hereof  may  also 
include  covenants  and  provisions  regarding  the  acquisi- 
tion, construction .  operation  and  carrying  out  the  revenue 
producing  facilities  financed  by  such  bonds  or  the  facility 
revenues  from  which  secure  the  same,  the  fixing  and  col- 
lection of  facility  revenues  and  the  making  and  amending 
of  contracts  relating  thereto. 
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(c)  In  the  discretion  of  the  collector-treasurer  and 
mayor  when  authorized  by  a  two-thirds  vote,  bonds  is- 
sued under  any  bond  act  may  be  issued  in  the  form  of  lines 
of  credit  or  other  banking  arrangements  and  under  such 
terms  and  conditions,  not  inconsistent  with  this  act,  and 
under  such  agreements  with  the  purchasers  or  makers 
thereof,  as  the  collector-treasurer,  with  the  approval  of 
the  mayor,  may  determine.  In  addition  to  other  security 
provided  herein  or  otherwise  by  law,  bonds  issued  by  the 
city  under  any  bond  act  may  be  secured,  in  whole  or  in 
part,  by  insurance  or  by  letters  or  lines  of  credit  or  other 
credit  facilities  issued  to  the  city  by  any  bank,  trust  com- 
pany or  other  financial  institution,  within  or  without  the 
commonwealth,  and  the  city  may  pledge  or  assign  any  of 
its  revenue  or  facility  revenues,  as  appropriate,  as  secu- 
rity for  the  reimbursement  by  the  city  to  the  issuers  of 
such  letters  or  lines  of  credit,  insurance  or  credit  facilities 
of  any  payments  made  thereunder. 

(d)  It  shall  be  lawful  for  any  bank  or  trust  company  to 
act  as  a  depository  or  trustee  of  the  proceeds  of  bonds, 
revenue  or  other  moneys  under  any  such  trust  or  security 
agreement  and  to  furnish  such  indemnification  or  to 
pledge  such  securities  and  issue  such  letters  or  lines  of 
credit  or  other  credit  facilities  as  may  be  required  by  the 
city.  All  expenses  incurred  in  carrying  out  the  provisions 
of  such  trust  or  security  agreement  may  be  treated  as  a 
cost  of  issuance  hereunder.  Any  such  trust  or  security 
agreement  may  set  forth  the  rights  and  remedies  of  bond- 
holders and  of  the  trustee  and  may  restrict  the  individual 
right  of  action  by  bondholders.  Any  pledge  of  revenue 
made  by  the  city  under  the  provisions  of  this  act  shall  be 
valid  and  binding  and  shall  be  deemed  continuously  per- 
fected for  the  purpose  of  the  Uniform  Commercial  Code 
and  other  laws  from  the  time  when  such  pledge  is  made. 
The  revenue,  money,  rights  and  proceeds  so  pledged  and 
then  held  or  thereafter  acquired  or  received  by  the  city 
shall  immediately  be  subject  to  the  lien  of  such  pledge 
without  any  physical  delivery  or  segregation  thereof  or 
further  act.  and  lien  of  any  such  pledge  shall  be  valid  and 
binding  against  all  parties  having  claims  of  any  kind  in 
tort,  contrat  or  otherwise  against  the  city,  regarding  of 
whether  such  parties  have  notice  thereof.  Neither  the  trust 
agreement  nor  any  other  agreement  by  which  a  pledge  is 
created  need  be  filed  or  recorded  except  in  the  records  of 
the  city  clerk  and  no  filing  need  be  made  under  the  Uni- 
form Commercial  Code. 

(e)  Any  holder  of  a  bond  issued  by  the  city  under  the 
provisions  of  this  act  or  of  any  of  the  coupons  appertaining 
thereto  and  any  trustee  under  a  trust  or  security  agree- 
ment securing  the  same,  except  to  the  extent  the  rights 
herein  given  may  be  restricted  by  such  trust  agreement, 
may  bring  suit  upon  the  bonds  or  coupons  and  may,  either 
at  law  or  in  equity,  by  suit,  action,  mandamus,  or  other 
proceeding  for  legal  or  equitable  relief,  including,  in  the 
case  of  bonds  issued  in  accordance  with  section  8  of  this 
act,  proceedings  for  the  appointment  of  a  receiver  to  take 
possession  and  control  of  the  revenue-producting  facili- 
ties financed  by  such  bonds  or  the  facility  revenues  from 
which  secure  the  same,  to  operate  and  maintain  the  same, 
to  make  any  necessary  repairs,  renewals  and  replace- 
ments in  respect  thereof  and  to  fix,  revise  and  collect  fees 
and  charges,  protect  and  enforce  any  and  all  rights  under 
the  laws  of  the  commonwealth  or  granted  hereunder  or 
under  such  trust  agreement  or  other  agreement,  and  may 
enforce  and  compel  the  performance  of  all  duties  required 
by  this  act  or  by  such  trust  agreement  to  be  performed  by 
the  city  or  by  any  officer  thereof. 

(0  A  pledge  of  revenue  in  accordance  with  this  act  shall 
constitute  a  sufficient  appropriation  thereof  for  the  pur- 
poses of  any  provision  for  appropriation  for  so  long  as 
such  pledge  shall  be  in  effect  and  such  revenues  may  be 
applied  as  required  by  the  pledge  and  the  trust  or  security 


agreement  evidencing  the  same  without  further  appropri- 
ation . 

Section  10.  Notwithstanding  section  6A  of  chapter  44  . 
of  the  General  Laws  or  section  3  of  chapter  74  of  the  acts 
of  1945,  as  amended,  or  any  other  provision  of  law  to  the 
contrary,  if  the  city  has  an  agreement  with  any  govern- 
mental unit  whereby  said  governmental  unit  has  agreed  to 
provide  to  the  city  a  grant  or  other  aid  of  contribution  to 
defray  all  or  any  part  of  the  cost  of  and  work  or  purpose 
undertaken  by  the  city,  for  the  purpose  of  providing  the 
necessary  funds  to  meet  such  cost  prior  to  receipt  of  such 
grant,  aid  or  contribution,  the  collector-treasurer,  with 
the  approval  of  the  mayor  and  city  auditor,  may  incur  debt 
outside  the  debt  limit  of  the  city  and  issue  notes  therefor  to 
an  amount  not  exceeding  the  amount  of  the  grant,  aid  or 
contribution  as  shown  by  the  agreement.  The  issue  of 
such  notes  shall  be  governed  by  the  provisions  of  this  act 
relating  to  the  issue  of  bonds  other  than  temporary  notes 
as  the  same  may  be  applicable  provided  that  notes  so  is- 
sued, and  renewals  thereof,  shall  mature  no  later  than  the 
expected  date  of  final  receipt  of  such  grant,  aid  or  contri- 
bution, as  determined  by  the  city  auditor,  but  in  no  event 
later  than  five  years  from  their  dates.  The  proceeds  of 
such  grant,  aid  or  contribution  shall  be  applied  to  the  dis- 
charge of  the  loan  without  the  necessity  of  further  appro- 
priation. 

Section  1 1 .  In  addition  to  any  other  authority  provided 
by  law,  if  the  city  has  voted  to  undertake  any  work  or  pur- 
pose authorized  by  law  and  to  incur  debt  to  pay  all  or  any 
part  of  the  cost  thereof,  the  collector-treasurer,  city  audi- 
tor and  mayor,  when  authorized  by  a  two-thirds  vote,  may 
in  lieu  of  issuing  bonds  for  all  or  any  part  of  such  cost 
enter  into  lease,  purchase,  installment  sale,  lease-pur- 
chase, sale  and  leaseback  or  other  similar  agreements 
with  any  person,  public  or  private,  to  acquire  or  other- 
wise carry  out  such  work  or  purpose.  Any  such  agree- 
ment and  the  obligations  of  the  city  thereunder  shall  be 
governed  by  the  provisions  of  this  act  relating  to  bonds  as 
the  same  may  be  applicable  and  shall  be  signed  by  the 
collector-treasurer  and  city  auditor  and  countersigned  by 
the  mayor.  The  maximum  term  of  any  such  agreement, 
and  all  renewals  thereof,  shall  not  exceed  the  maximum 
term  of  the  bonds  that  could  have  been  issue  for  the  appli- 
cable work  or  purpose.  Except  as  provided  in  section  8  of 
this  act  or  in  the  applicable  agreement,  any  agreement 
entered  into  by  the  city  in  accordance  with  this  section 
shall  constitute  a  general  obligation  of  the  city  for  which 
its  full  faith  and  credit  are  pledged  and  rentals  and  other 
payments  to  be  made  by  the  city  thereunder  shall  for  all 
purposes  of  law,  including  without  limitation  chapter  59 
of  the  General  Laws,  be  treated  as  payment  on  a  debt  of 
the  city. 

Section  12.  (a)  Notwithstanding  section  20  of  chapter 
44  of  the  General  Laws ,  the  proceeds  of  sale  of  any  bonds 
of  the  city,  including  premiums  but  excluding  accrued  in- 
terest, shall,  subject  to  any  agreement  securing  the  bonds 
and  except  as  otherwise  provided  in  the  applicable  bond 
act,  be  applied  to  the  work  for  which  authorized,  includ- 
ing without  limitation  payment  of  the  cost  of  such  work  or 
purpose,  costs  of  issuance,  such  reserves  as  may  be  re- 
quired by  any  agreement  securing  such  bonds  and,  if  such 
bonds  are  issued  to  pay  the  cost  of  a  revenue  producing 
facility,  interest  prior  to  and  during  the  acquisition  and 
construction  of  the  revenue  producing  facility  and  for  a 
reasonable  time,  not  in  excess  of  six  months,  thereafter. 
Any  accured  interest  received  upon  the  sale  of  bonds  shall 
be  applied  to  the  first  interest  payable  thereon. 

(b)  Subject  to  any  agreement  securing  bonds  and  except 
as  otherwise  provided  in  the  applicable  bond  act,  if  any 
part  of  the  proceeds  of  sale  of  any  bonds  remains  unex- 
pended after  the  work  or  purpose  for  which  such  bonds 
were  issued  is  completed,  or  if  such  work  or  purpose  is 
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not  completed  and  the  city  by  a  two-thirds  vote  has  voted 
to  abandon  such  work  or  purpose  and  no  liability  remains 
outstanding  and  unpaid  on  account  thereof,  such  pro- 
ceeds may  be  applied  by  the  collector-treasurer  and  city 
auditor,  at  the  direction  of  the  mayor,  to  any  other  work  or 
purpose  for  which  a  loan  has  been  authorized  for  a  term 
equal  to  or  longer  than  the  term  of  such  bonds  or  may  be 
appropriated  by  the  city  to  pay  the  principal,  premium  or 
interest  on  such  bonds  or  on  any  other  debt  of  the  city  or  to 
any  other  purpose  for  which  a  loan  may  be  incurred  for  a 
term  equal  to  ro  longer  than  the  term  of  such  bonds. 

(c)  Subject  to  any  agreement  securing  bonds,  the  col- 
lector-treasurer and  city  auditor,  when  directed  by  the 
mayor,  may  use  for  any  appropriation  to  be  met  by  a  loan 
not  yet  incurred  any  moneys  in  the  city  treasury  raised  by 
a  loan  not  then  required  to  pay  all  or  any  part  of  the  cost  of 
the  work  or  purpose  for  which  borrowed,  the  moneys  so 
used  to  be  replaced  upon  the  issuance  of  the  loan  to  fund 
such  appropriation. 

Section  13.  In  addition  to  authority  otherwise  granted 
by  law,  the  city  may,  when  authorized  by  a  two-thirds  vote 
issue  refunding  bonds  for  the  purpose  of  paying  any  of  its 
bonds  outstanding  under  any  bond  act  at  or  prior  to  matu- 
rity or  upon  acceleration  or  redemption.  Refunding 
bonds  may  be  issued  at  such  times  prior  to  the  maturity  or 
redemption  of  the  refunded  bonds  as  the  collector-trea- 
surer and  mayor  deem  to  be  in  the  best  interest  of  the  city, 
the  refunding  bonds  may  be  issued  in  sufficient  amounts 
to  pay  or  provide  for  the  principal  of  the  bonds  being  re- 
funded, together  with  any  redemption  thereon,  any  inter- 
est accrued  or  to  accrure  to  the  date  of  payment  of  such 
bonds,  the  costs  of  inssuance  of  the  refunding  bonds,  the 
costs  of  redeeming  the  bonds  being  refunded  and  such 
reserves  as  may  be  required  by  any  agreement  securing 
the  refunding  bonds.  The  issue  of  refunding  bonds,  or 
maturities  and  other  details  thereof,  the  security  therefor, 
and  the  rights  of  the  holders  thereof,  and  the  rights,  duties 
and  obligations  of  the  city  in  respect  of  the  same  shall  be 
governed  by  the  provisions  of  this  act  relating  to  the  issue 
of  bonds  other  than  refunding  bonds  insofar  as  the  same 
may  be  applicable;  provided  that  the  refunding  bonds 
shall  be  payable  no  later  than  the  last  date  on  which  any 
portion  of  the  bonds  being  refunded  are  payable  or  within 
the  remaining  useful  life  of  the  work  or  purpose  financed 
by  the  refunded  bonds,  as  determined  by  the  city  auditor, 
whichever  is  later.  Refunding  bonds  issued  in  accordance 
with  this  section  shall  be  subject  to  the  same  limit  of  in- 
debtedness, if  any,  as  the  bonds  refunded  provided  how- 
ever that  upon  the  issuance  of  the  refunding  bonds  the 
bonds  shall  no  longer  be  counted  in  determining  any  limit 
of  indebtedness  of  the  city.  Section  2 1 A  of  chapter  44  of 
the  General  Laws  shall  not  apply  to  the  city. 

Section  14.  Notwithstanding  section  55  of  chapter  44  of 
the  General  Laws  of  any  other  general  or  special  law  to 
the  contrary,  but  subject  to  any  agreement  securing 
bonds,  funds  over  which  the  city  has  exclusive  control, 
including  without  limitation  the  proceeds  of  bonds,  reve- 
nues pledged  for  the  payment  of  bonds  and  other  revenue 
cash  of  the  city,  may  be  invested  by  the  collector-treasurer 
in  any  investments  which  are  legal  investments  for  funds 
of  the  commonwealth  under  chapter  29  or  chapter  32  of 
the  General  Laws.  For  the  purpose  of  providing  for  the 
payment  of  the  principal,  premium  and  interest  due  on 
bonds  of  the  city,  the  city  may  keep  on  deposit  in  any  na- 
tional bank  or  trust  company  in  any  city  or  town .  within  or 
without  the  commonwealth,  where  such  principal,  pre- 
mium or  interest  is  payable,  in  addition  to  any  amounts 
required  to  be  held  on  deposit  therein  under  any  trust  or 
security  agreement  securing  bonds,  a  sum  not  exceeding 
in  the  aggregate  the  amount  of  principal,  premium  and 
interest  due  on  such  bonds  during  the  next  suceeding 
three  months. 


Section  15.  Bonds  of  the  city  issued  under  authority  of

ter be  authorized  to  invest  in  bonds  or  notes  or  other  obli- 
gations of  a  similar  nature  may  properly  and  legally  invest 
funds,  including  capital,  deposits  or  other  funds  in  their 
control  or  belonging  to  them.  Such  bonds  are  hereby 
made  securities  which  may  properly  and  legally  be  de- 
posited with  and  received  by  any  state  or  municipal  offi- 
cer or  any  agency  or  political  subdivision  of  the 
commonwealth  for  any  purpose  for  which  the  deposit  of 
bonds  or  other  obligations  of  the  commonwealth  now  or 
may  hereafter  be  authorized  by  law. 

Section  16.  Bonds  of  the  city  issued  under  authority  of 
any  bond  act,  their  transfer  and  the  income  therefrom, 
including  any  profit  made  on  the  sale  thereof,  shall  be  at 
all  times  free  from  taxation  within  the  commonwealth 
whether  or  not  any  such  bond  shall  so  provide  on  its  face. 

Section  17.  Bonds  of  the  city  may  be  issued  under  any 
bond  act  as  herein  provided  without  the  consent  of  any 
department,  division,  commission  or  agency  of  the  com- 
monwealth and  without  any  other  proceedings  or  the  hap- 
pening or  any  other  conditions  or  things  other  than  those 
consents,  proceedings,  conditions,  or  things  expressly 
required  therefor  herein  or  in  the  applicable  bond  act.  and 
the  validity  of  and  security  for  any  such  bonds  shall  not  be 
affected  by  the  existence  or  non-existence  of  any  such 
consent  or  other  proceedings,  conditions  or  things. 

Section  18.  Section  7ofchapter418  of  the  acts  of  1890. 
chapter  93  of  the  acts  of  1 89 1 ,  chapter  192  of  the  acts  of 
1893.  chapter  163  of  the  acts  of  1896  chapter  471  of  the 
acts  of  1898,  chapter  191  of  the  acts  of  1903.  and  three. 
section  26  of  chapter  486  of  the  acts  of  1 909 .  chapter  52  of 
the  acts  of  1 98 1 ,  chapter  1 74  of  the  acts  of  1 928  and  chap- 
ter 171  of  the  acts  of  1932,  and  all  acts  and  parts  of  acts 
amendatory  of  any  thereof,  are  hereby  repealed. 

Section  19.  The  foregoing  provisions  of  this  act  shall  be 
deemed  to  provide  an  additional  and  alternative  means  for 
the  doing  of  things  authorized  hereby,  and  shall  be  re- 
garded as  supplemental  and  additional  to.  and  not  in  dero- 
gation of.  powers  conferred  upon  the  city  by  other  laws, 
provided  that  if  any  provision  of  this  act  shall  be  contrary 
to  or  conflict  with  any  provision  of  any  other  general  or 
special  law  or  any  ordinance  of  the  city  in  any  circum- 
stances, the  provision  of  this  act  shall  control  in  such  cir- 
cumstances. 

Section  20.  the  provisions  of  this  act  are  severable,  and 
if  any  provision  hereof  shall  be  held  invalid  in  any  circum- 
stances, such  invalidity  shall  not  affect  any  other  pro\  i- 
sions  or  circumstances.  This  act  shall  be  construed  in  all 
respects  so  as  to  meet  all  constitutional  requirements.  In 
carrying  out  the  purposes  and  provisions  of  this  act.  all 
steps  shall  be  taken  which  are  necessary  to  meet  constitu- 
tional requirements  whether  or  not  such  steps  are  re- 
quired by  statute. 

Section  2 1 .  This  act  shall  take  effect  upon  its  passage

REPORT  ON  ORDER  REQUESTING  BRA  FORMU- 
LATE PLAN  FOR  ALLANDALE-HACKENSACK 
AREA  OF  WEST  ROXBURY 

Coun.  FLYNN.  on  behalf  of  the  Committee  on  Govern- 
ment Regulations,  submitted  the  following: 

The  Committee  on  Government  Regulations  convened 
on  March  3,  1983,  to  consider  the  failure  of  the  Boston 
Redevelopment  Authority  to  respond  to  this  Council's  or- 
der that  the  BRA  submit  a  development  plan  for  a  parcel 
of  land  in  West  Roxbury,  which  is  being  considered  by  the 
BRA  for  designation  as  a  "planned  development  area" 
for  a  high-density  condominium  development  opposed 
by  the  community.  Representatives  of  the  Allendale- 
Hackensack  and  Jamaica  Hills  neighborhood  groups  tes- 
tified at  the  hearing  concerning  community  opposition  to 
the  development  proposals,  the  developer's  refusal  to  deal 
in  good  faith  with  the  community,  and  their  inability  to 
secure  satisfaction  from  the  BRA.  The  BRA,  on  instruc- 
tions from  the  Law  Department,  refused  to  attend  or  to 
respond  to  this  Council's  order,  on  the  ground  that  the 
Council  has  no  authority  to  act  in  zoning  matters  under 
chapter  40A  of  the  General  Laws. 

It  has  been  the  position  of  this  Council  that  chapter  40A 
of  the  General  Laws  applies  to  every  city  and  town  and 
gives  this  Council,  as  all  other  city  councils,  the  power  to 
adopt  and  amend  zoning  ordinances.  There  appears  to  be 
no  other  means  by  which  this  Council  can  protect  the  West 
Roxbury  community  and  others  similarly  threatened  by 
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major  land  use  changes  (such  as  the  Brighton  neighbor- 
hood threatened  by  high-rise  development  on  the  site  of 
St.  Sebastian's  School),  except  by  asserting  this  authority 
now.  If  the  Council  does  not  assert  its  legal  authority,  de- 
cisions about  major  land  use  changes  are  made  exclu- 
sively by  Mayoral  appointees  through  the  devices  of 
variances,  conditional  uses  and  planned  development- 
areas,  which  can  exempt  a  developer  from  all  zoning  con- 
straints. 
The  Committee  recommends  the  following  actions: 

(1)  that  the  enclosed  order  submitting  an  amendment  to 
the  zoning  ordinance  to  the  BRA  and  convening  a 
public  hearing  on  the  amendment,  as  required  by 
chapter  40A,  be  adopted.  This  amendment  would 
preserve  the  current  zoning  ordinances,  except  that 
designation  of  a  planned  development  area  would  be 
subject  to  Council  approval. 

(2)  that  the  Council  retain  legal  counsel  to  advise  it  on 
the  proper  procedures  for  adoption  of  a  zoning 
amendment  under  chapter  40A,  which  represents  a 
major  new  responsibility  for  the  Council,  and  to  rep- 
resent the  Council  in  the  anticipated  legal  challenge 
to  the  Council's  authority  under  chapter  40A 

(3)  that  the  Council  authorize  a  summons  to  require  the 
BRA  to  appear  at  the  hearing  on  the  proposed  zoning 
amendment  if  the  BRA  declines  to  carry  out  its  statu- 
tory role  under  chapter  40A  in  reviewing  the  amend- 
ment and  jointly  conducting  the  public  hearing  with 
the  Council. 

Whereas,  The  City  Council  is  empowered  to  adopt  and 
amend  a  zoning  ordinance  for  the  City  of  Boston  under 
the  provisions  of  chapter  40A  of  the  General  Laws;  and 

Whereas,  The  current  zoning  ordinance  empowers  the 
BRA  to  approve  a  "planned  development  area"  which  ex- 
empts a  developer  from  all  other  zoning  restrictions,  and 
such  exemptions  are  being  considered  to  authorize  high- 
density  developments  in  residential  neighborhoods  of 
West  Roxbury  and  Brighton  despite  strong  community 
opposition;  and 

Whereas,  Such  exemptions  from  ordinary  zoning  re- 
quirements can  only  be  authorized,  under  chapter  40A  of 
the  General  Laws,  pursuant  to  a  special  permit  approved 
by  a  city  council  or  other  special  permit  granting  author- 
ity designated  by  the  Council  in  a  zoning  ordinance;  and 

Whereas.  The  appended  amendment  to  the  zoning  or- 
dinance would  preserve  the  current  zoning  ordinance  un- 
der the  authority  of  chapter  40A  of  the  General  Laws  but 
would  subject  a  special  permit  for  a  planned  development 
area  to  review  and  approval  by  the  City  Council;  now, 
therefore  be  it 

Ordered, 

( 1 )  that  the  appended  amendment  to  the  zoning  ordi- 
nance be  submitted  to  the  Boston  Redevelopment  Author- 
ity as  the  planning  board  for  the  City  of  Boston  for  its 
review  as  required  by  section  5  of  chapter  40A  of  the  Gen- 
eral Laws; 

(2)  that  the  Committee  on  Government  Regulations 
convene  a  public  hearingjointly  with  the  Boston  Redevel- 
opment Authority  on  Thursday,  May  5th.  1983.  at  7 
p.m.,  at  which  interested  parties  shall  be  given  an  oppor- 
tunity to  be  heard  on  the  proposed  amendment  as  required 
by  section  5  of  chapter  40A  of  the  General  Laws,  and  that 
notice  of  such  hearing  be  provided  as  required  by  that  stat- 
ute; 

(3)  that  Robert  Ryan,  director  of  the  Boston  Redevelop- 
ment Authority,  be  summonsed  to  appear  at  the  public 
hearing  if  the  Authority  refuses  to  voluntarily  participate 
in  the  proceeding  pursuant  to  chapter  40A  of  the  General 
Laws; 

(4)  that  the  Council  employ  independent  legal  counsel 
to  advise  the  Committee  on  Government  Regulations  in 
the  conduct  of  the  hearing  pursuant  to  chapter  40A  and  to 
represent  the  Council  in  any  legal  proceeding  to  test  the 


authority  of  the  Council  to  act  under  chapter  40A  of  the 
General  Laws. 

(5)  that  the  Committee  on  Government  Regulations  be 
directed  to  conduct  further  neighborhood  and  public 
hearings  into  the  need  for  revision  of  the  Zoning  Code  and 
related  laws  pertaining  to  the  enforcement  of  the  Zoning 
Code. 


Amendment  to  the  Boston  Zoning  Code 

Section  1 .  This  amendment  to  the  Boston  Zoning  Code 
is  adopted  by  the  City  Council  pursuant  to  the  authority 
vested  in  the  Council  be  section  5  of  chapter  40A  of  the 
General  Laws. 

Section  2.  The  Boston  Zoning  Code,  as  enacted  and 
most  recently  amended  by  the  Boston  Zoning  Commis- 
sion on  November  29,  1982,  is  hereby  adopted  as  the  zon- 
ing ordinance  of  the  City  of  Boston  pursuant  to  section  5 
of  chapter  40A  of  the  General  Laws  subject  to  the  further 
provisions  of  this  amendment. 

Section  3.  All  structures  or  uses  commenced  under  a 
building  or  use  permit  issued  prior  to  the  effective  date  of 
this  amendment  under  the  authority  of  the  Boston  Zoning 
Code  as  previously  promulgated  by  the  Boston  Zoning 
Commission  shall  be  deemed  to  be  valid  prior  uses  in  ac- 
cordance with  and  subject  to  the  provisions  of  section  42 
of  the  Boston  Zoning  Code:  provided,  however,  that  no 
approval  of  a  planned  development  area  or  exception  for  a 
planned  development  area  shall  be  valid  if  issued  after  the 
first  publication  of  notice  of  the  public  hearing  on  this 
amendment,  in  accordance  with  section  6  of  chapter  40A 
of  the  General  Laws,  unless  such  approval  is  issued  in 
conformity  with  the  provisions  of  this  amendment. 

Section  4.  Section  3-1 A  of  the  Boston  Zoning  Code  is 
hereby  amended  by  striking  the  second  and  third  para- 
graphs and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  following: 

Planned  Development  Areas.  The  whole  or  any  part  of 
a  subdistrict  may  be  established  asa  planned  development 
area  pursuant  to  a  special  permit  approved  under  the  pro- 
visions of  Article  6  A  of  this  code  if  such  area  contains  not 
less  than  one  acre  and  the  City  Council  has  received  from 
the  Boston  Redevelopment  Authority  a  development 
plan.  or.  if  the  area  contains  not  less  than  five  acres  and  is 
not  located  in  a  residential  zoning  district,  a  master  plan 
for  the  development  of  the  planned  development  area.  Be- 
fore transmittal  to  the  City  Council,  such  development 
plan  or  master  plan  shall  have  been  approved  by  the  Au- 
thority after  a  public  hearing  in  the  neighborhood  in 
which  such  planned  development  area  is  located,  pro- 
vided, however,  that  no  development  plan  or  master  plan 
shall  be  approved  by  said  Authority  unless  said  Authority 
finds  that  such  plan  conforms  to  the  general  plan  for  the 
city  as  a  whole  and  that  nothing  in  such  plan  will  be  injuri- 
ous to  the  neighborhood  or  otherwise  detrimental  to  the 
public  welfare.  A  development  plan  shall  set  forth  the 
proposed  location  and  appearance  of  structures,  open 
spaces  and  landscaping,  proposed  uses  of  the  area,  densi- 
ties, proposed  traffic  circulation,  parking  and  loading  fa- 
cilities, access  to  public  transportation,  proposed 
dimensions  of  structures,  and  may  include  proposed 
building  elevations,  schematic  layout  draw  ings  and  exte- 
rior building  materials,  and  such  other  matters  as  said 
Authority  deems  appropriate  to  its  consideration  of  the 
proposed  development  of  the  area. 

If  the  area  contains  not  less  that  five  acres  and  is  not 
located  in  a  residential  zoning  district,  a  master  plan  ma\ 
be  submitted  setting  forth  onl>  a  statement  of  the  develop- 
ment concept,  including  the  planning  objectives  and 
character  of  the  development,  the  proposed  uses  M  the 
area,  the  range  o(  dimensional  requirements  contem- 
plated for  each  of  the  proposed  uses,  the  proposed  phas- 
ing o\'  construction  o(  the  development  and  such  other 
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items  set  forth  above  as  said  Authority  may  request  in  or- 
der to  make  its  required  finding.  No  work  shall  proceed  in 
any  planned  development  area  established  on  the  basis  of 
an  approved  master  plan  until  a  development  plan  for  the 
area,  or  portion  thereof  in  which  work  is  to  proceed,  con- 
forming to  the  foregoing  requirements  has  been  approved 
by  the  Authority  after  a  public  hearing  in  the  neighbor- 
hood in  which  such  area  is  located. 

No  planned  development  area  shall  be  deemed  to  be 
established  until  and  unless  a  special  permit  for  such 
planned  development  area  has  been  approved  by  the  City 
Council  in  accordance  with  Article  6A  of  this  code. 

Section  5.  The  Boston  Zoning  Code  is  hereby  further 
amended  by  striking  Article  6A  and  inserting  in  place 
thereof  the  following: 

Article  6A 
Special  Permits 

Section  6A-1.  Authorization  for  special  permits  in 
Planned  Development  and  Urban  Renewal  Areas.  As  au- 
thorized by  section  9  of  chapter  40A  of  the  General  Laws, 
and  subject  to  the  provisions  of  section  6A-2,  6A-3  and 
6A-4,  the  City  Council  may,  in  a  specific  case  after  public 
notice  and  hearing,  approve  a  special  permit  exempting  a 
particular  use  from  one  or  more  of  the  restrictions  im- 
posed by  this  code  with  respect  to  density  or  intensity  of 
use,  or  allowing  a  cluster  development  or  planned  unit 
development,  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  said 
section  9  of  chapter  40A  of  the  General  Laws.  No  such 
special  permit  shall  permit  a  density  or  intensity  of  use 
greater  than  that  allowed  by  this  code  for  an  existing  dis- 
trict. Such  special  permit  shall  lapse  and  become  null  and 
void  unless  used  within  two  years  after  the  record  of  said 
Council's  proceeding  pertaining  thereto  is  filed  with  the 
Building  Commissioner. 

Section  6A-2.  Procedure  of  Application.  Each  applica- 
tion for  a  special  permit  shall  be  filed  in  quadruplicate 
with  the  Building  Commissioner,  who  shall  retain  one 
copy  for  his  files  and  transmit  the  other  copies  as  follows: 
one  to  the  Board  of  Appeal,  one  to  the  Boston  Redevelop- 
ment Authority,  and  the  other  to  the  City  Clerk  for  sub- 
mission to  the  City  Council.  Said  Authority  shall,  within 
thirty  days  after  the  date  of  such  transmittal,  file  with  the 
City  Clerk  for  submission  to  the  City  Council  a  report 
with  recommendations,  together  with  material,  maps  or 
plans  to  aid  the  Council  in  judging  the  application  and 
determining  what  conditions  and  safeguards  may  be  nec- 
essary or  appropriate.  The  City  Council  shall  not  hold  a 
hearing  nor  render  a  decision  on  an  application  for  such  a 
special  permit  until  such  report  with  recommendations 
has  been  received  and  considered,  provided  that  if  such 
report  is  received  within  said  thirty  days,  the  City  Council 
may  hold  a  hearing  and  render  its  decision  without  such 
report.  The  City  Council  shall  conduct  a  public  hearing  in 
the  neighborhood  in  which  the  planned  development  or 
urban  renewal  area  is  located  within  sixty-five  days  after 
filing  of  the  application  and  shall  render  its  decision 
within  ninety  days  of  such  public  hearing  in  accordance 
with  section  9  of  chapter  40A  of  the  General  Laws.  The 
City  Council  may  appoint  a  committee  of  the  Council  to 
conduct  the  public  hearing  as  provided  by  said  section. 
No  special  permit  shall  be  approved  except  by  a  two- 
thirds  vote  of  the  City  Council. 

Section  6A-3.  Conditions  Required  for  Special  Permit. 
The  City  Council  shall  approve  a  special  permit  only  if  it 
finds: 

—  (a)  The  special  permit  is  in  harmony  with  the  general 
purpose  and  intent  of  this  code. 

—  (b)  The  special  permit  requested  is  in  conformity 
with  (i)  the  development  plan  for  the  planned  develop- 
ment area  or  (ii)  the  land  and  redevelopment  or  urban  re- 
newal plan,  or  the  low-rent  housing  project  or  housing 
project  for  elderly  persons  of  low  income  for  the  urban 


renewal  area,  and  such  conformity  has  been  certified  by 
the  Boston  Redevelopment  Authority. 

—  (c)  The  special  permit  will  not  adversely  affect  the . 
neighborhood  in  which  the  planned  development  or  urban 
renewal  area  is  located. 

Section  6A-4.  Other  Conditions  Necessary  as  Protec- 
tion. In  approving  a  special  permit,  the  City  Council  may 
attach  such  conditions  and  safeguards  as  it  deems  neces- 
sary to  insure  harmony  with  the  general  purposes  and  in- 
tent of  this  code  and  to  avoid  any  adverse  impact  on  the 
neighborhood  in  which  the  planned  development  or  urban 
renewal  area  is  located.

ING TODAY  RE  TRANSFER  OF  FUNDS  FROM 
ELDERLY  AFFAIRS  COMMISSION 

Coun.  LANGONE  offered  the  following: 

Whereas,  The  Budget  Director  and  the  Director  of  Pol- 
icy Management  have  transferred  from  the  budget  of  the 
Elderly  Affairs  Commission  $227,000  to  various  may- 
oral departments;  and 

Whereas,  This  $227,000  transferred  to  the  reallocation 
fund  account  represents  a  reduction  of  $  1 32 ,600  from  the 
automotive  equipment  account  which  is  for  the  elderly 
van  service  to  transport  elderly  around  the  city  from 
$20,000  from  food  account,  $50,000  from  contractual 
account,  and  $20,000  from  office  supplies;  and 

Whereas ,  The  elderly  in  this  city  have  a  severe  problem 
with  transportation  both  public  and  private  because  of  the 
curtailment  of  the  MBTA  bus  service  and  the  high  cost  of 
private  transportation.  It  means  that  the  existing  elderly 
van  service  is  their  primary  means  of  transportation  to 
hospitals,  clinics,  and  other  essential  places  that  the  el- 
derly have  a  need  to  go;  and 

Whereas,  Some  of  the  money  is  transferred  into  the 
Mayor's  Office  of  Public  Information,  Office  of  Policy 
Management  and  other  mayoral  departments  which  have 
exhausted  their  funds  due  to  the  overstaffing;  and  there- 
for, be  it

Whereas,  The  Boston  Municipal  Research  Bureau  sim- 
ilarly reported  that  the  city  deficit  may  exceed  $27  million 
by  the  end  of  fiscal  year  1983;  and 

Whereas,  Jeff  Conley,  executive  director  of  the  Boston 
Finance  Commission  estimates  that  city  revenues  from 
the  property  tax  will  decrease  by  $24  million  to  $28  mil- 
lion in  fiscal  year  1984;  and 

Whereas,  The  effect  of  a  deficit  of  this  magnitude  going 
into  fiscal  year  1984  would  be  further  reduction  in  basic 
municipal  services  such  as  police  and  fire  protection  and 
public  works;  now,  be  it  therefore

REPORT  ON  THE  CHARLES  STREET  JAIL 

Coun.  O'NEIL,  on  behalf  of  the  Committee  on  Public 
Safety  submitted  the  following: 

As  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Public  Safety  for  the 
Boston  City  Council,  the  following  report  is  submitted  to 
the  full  membership  of  the  Boston  City  Council  for  their 
approval: 

In  October  of  1978,  after  a  battle  had  gone  on  between 
the  Mayor,  and  the  City  Council  since  1973,  a  consent 
decree  was  signed  by  the  Plaintiffs  (the  inmates  of  the 
Charles  Street  Jail)  and  the  Defendants,  the  Mayor,  the 
City  Council,  the  Sheriff,  and  the  Correction  Depart- 
ment. 

The  so-called  Frederick  Moyer  plan  was  adopted  and 
incorporated  into  the  Federal  consent  decree  which  pro- 
vided for  the  addition  of  two  new  dormitories  to  the  exist- 
ing jail  which  would  still  be  used  for  administrative  and 
social  services.  It  would  have  312  beds  for  males  and  fe- 
males. It  would  commence  in  1979,  and  be  constructed  in 
1981 .  However,  on  December  13,  1979,  the  Public  Facil- 
ities Department  unveiled  a  new  plan  for  totally  new  con- 
struction of  a  jail  on  the  southeast  corner  of  the  yard 
consisting  of  one  ten-story,  and  one  eleven-story  tower 
with  the  first  three  stories  to  be  used  as  a  base  for  the  twin 
towers.  It  would  have  266  beds  and  medical,  and  consist 
of  120,000  square  feet  and  cost  about  $100  per  square 
foot. 

The  Public  Facilities  Department  did  not  ask  the  federal 
court's  permission  to  change  the  plans,  nor  did  they  con- 
sult with  Frederick  Moyer.  At  that  meeting,  they  said  that 
they  had  already  spent  $242,000  for  architectual  plan- 
ning. The  City  Council  had  already  appropriated 
$15,400,000  for  the  Moyer  plan  which  was  accepted  by 
all  of  the  parties.  Construction  would  cost  $13,000,000 
and  the  balance  for  architectural  design. 

Then,  in  1982,  the  Public  Facilities  Department,  and 
the  Sheriff  changed  the  plans  because  the  jail  population 
had  increased  in  excess  of  the  capacity  and  projected  that 
it  would  be  400  detainees  in  another  year.  The  cost  of  this 
new  facility  would  be  $35,000,000.  They  are  still  looking 
for  a  joint  facility,  Charles  Street  Jail  and  the  Deer  Island 
House  of  Correction.  Combined,  the  total  would  be  about 
900  inmates.  Originally,  they  wanted  a  joint  facility  for 
600  inmates.  In  1978,  they  were  looking  at  about  six  dif- 
ferent sites,  and  as  Chairman  of  the  Public  Safety  Com- 
mittee, I  held  day  and  night  hearings  all  over  the  city  — 
the  South  End,  Nashua  Street,  Southampton  Street,  in- 
cinerator site,  Charles  River  —  behind  the  Massachusetts 
Rehabilitation  Hospital  —  and  Chardon  Street  in  the  Gov- 
ernment Center.  I,  as  Chairman,  over  the  years,  must 


have  had  at  least  fifteen  hearings  trying  to  relocate  the 
jail  Nobody  (the  public)  wanted  the  jail  located  in  or 
aro  jnd  their  homes. 

1  he  City  Council,  after  hearing  all  kinds  of  citizens  and 
taxpayers  voice  their  opposition  to  building  a  new  jail  in 
their  district,  voted  6-3  not  to  build  a  new  jail  in  any  other 
section  of  the  city  than  the  present  site.  Note:  At  a  recent 
court  hearing,  the  City  Council  was  taken  to  task  for  not 
cooperating.  The  Sheriff  never  got  permission  to  change 
the  original  Moyer  plan.  This  must  be  done  first. 

The  Public  Facilities  Department  has  already  spend 
$900,000  on  plans  and  specifications  without  asking  for 
permission  from  the  City  Council  to  appropriate  any 
monies  for  same. 

As  Chairman  of  the  Committee  that  had  this  problem 
for  quite  a  few  years,  I  now  submit  the  following  recom- 
mendation to  the  court.  Bring  in  Mr.  Frederick  Moyer 
(architect),  who  was  originally  approved  by  the  court; 
and  bring  all  persons  contesting  his  plan  before  the  Coun- 
cil to  explain  their  position.  If  Mr.  Moyer  carmot  come, 
the  Council  bring  before  its  Public  Safety  Committee  a 
qualified,  unbiased  third  party  who  can  testify  to  the  fea- 
sibility or  unfeasibility  of  implementing  the  Moyer  Plan.

Note:  This  jail  situation  has  been  kicked  around  long 
enough,  and  if  we  wentahead  with  the  construction  of  the 
jail  at  the  present  site,  it  would  have  been  completed  by 
now.  and  we  could  have  saved  millions  of  dollars  of  the 
taxpayers'  money. 

Note:  a  copy  of  the  vote  of  the  City  Council,  and  this 
report  will  be  hand  delivered  to  the  Federal  Court  House 
in  Boston,  Mass.

That  this  order  is  inseparable  and  indivisible.

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REPORT  ON  ORDINANCE  RE  CAMPAIGN  FI- 
NANCES 

Coun.  TIERNEY,  on  behalf  of  the  Committee  of  the 
Whole,  submitted  the  following: 

Report  on  Docket  No.  0540,  ordinance  re  campaign 

finances  (referred  today)  —  recommending  passage  of  the 

ordinance  in  the  following  new  draft: 

City  of  Boston 

In  the  Year  Nineteen  Hundred  and  Eighty-three 

An  Ordinance  Establishing  for  a  Limited  Time  a  Special 

Commission  on  Campaign  and  Political  Finance. 
Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston,  as  follows: 

Whereas,  The  financing  of  political  campaigns  on  the 
municipal  level  and  in  particular  the  possible  abuses  aris- 
ing from  political  fund  raising  is  a  complicated  and  sensi- 
tive issue  which  deserves  special  attention;  and 

Whereas,  There  have  been,  from  time  to  time,  various 
proposals  made  to  regulate,  limit  or  prohibit  contribu- 
tions to  candidates  or  their  political  committees  by  certain 
individuals  and  interest  groups;  and 

Whereas,  Serious  questions  have  been  raised  by  the 
City  Clerk,  the  Corporation  Counsel  and  others  as  to  the 
city's  statutory  powers  to  enact  legislation  affecting  cam- 
paign finances;  and 

Whereas,  It  is  the  desire  of  this  city's  government  to 
enact  whatever  measures  are  necessary  and  permissible 
in  order  to  prevent  any  and  all  abuses  which  may  arise 
from  political  fund  raising;  now,  therefore 
Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston,  as  follows: 

Section  1.  There  shall  be  in  the  city  a  commission, 
known  as  the  Special  Commission  on  Campaign  Political 
Finance  consisting  of  the  City  Clerk,  ex  officio,  and  the 
Corporation  Counsel,  ex  officio,  or  their  respective  des- 
ignees, two  persons  appointed  by  the  City  Council,  one  of 
whom  shall  be  a  member  thereof  and  serve  ex  officio,  and 
two  persons  appointed  by  the  Mayor,  one  of  whom  shall 
be  selected  from  two  candidates  nominated  jointly  by  the 
chairpersons  of  the  Democratic  and  Republican  City 
Committees. 

Section  2.  Said  commission  shall  conduct  studies,  in- 
vestigations and  research  in  matters  affecting  the  financ- 
ing of  political  campaigns  on  the  municipal  level  and  in 
particular  any  and  all  possible  abuses  arising  from  politi- 
cal fund  raising,  and  what  legislation  the  city  can  enact, 
either  by  ordinance  or  home  rule  petition,  to  curtail  such 
abuses.  In  the  performance  of  these  duties  the  commis- 
sion may,  at  the  call  of  the  chair,  hold  any  hearings  it 
deems  necessary.  The  commission  shall  issue  a  final  re- 
port to  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  relative  to  its  fundings 
and  recommendations  on  or  before  June  30,  1983. 

Section  3.  That  this  special  commission  shall  have  the 
power  to  summons  witnesses,  books,  records  and  any 
other  relevant  records  to  meetings  on  any  matter  properly 
before  said  commission.  In  the  event  of  default  by  any 
witness  to  attend  said  mee'ing  or  failure  to  produce  and 
record  as  summoned  by  the  commission,  it  shall  them 
posses  the  power  to  proceed  to  the  Superior  Court  for 
compliance  with  the  commission  order. 

This  ordinance  shall  be  considered  inseparable  and  in- 
divisible. 

Section  4.  Members  of  the  commission  shall  serve 
without  compensation  and  those  not  serving  ex  officio, 
shall  be  classified  as  special  municipal  employees  for  the 
purposes  of  chapter  268A  of  the  General  Laws.  The  com- 
mission shall,  by  majority  vote,  elect  one  of  its  members 
as  chairperson. 

Section  5.  Chapter  20  of  the  Ordinances  of  1981  is 
hereby  repealed. 

Section  6.  This  ordinance  shall  expire  thirty  days  after 
the  submission  of  the  commission's  final  report  to  the 
Mayor  and  City  Council. 


Section  7.  Notwithstanding  the  provisions  of  CBC  Ord. 
2,  sec.  752,  this  ordinance  shall  be  published  by  the 
action  of  the  City  Council  in  passing  the  same. 

The  report  was  accepted;  the  ordinance  in  the  new 
draft  was  passed.  Coun.  FLYNN  requested  that  he  be 
recorded  as  voting  in  the  negative  on  this  matter.

Whereas,  A  monument  to  his  memory  stands  on  his 
former  estate  in  Olmsted  Park  between  Francis  Parkman 
Drive  and  Prince  Street,  overlooking  the  west  side  of  Ja- 
maica Pond;  and 

Whereas,  Visitors  to  the  granite  memorial  and  seating 
area,  designed  by  architect  Daniel  Chester  French,  find 
disappointment,  however,  at  the  condition  of  the  grounds 
surrounding  the  monument;  and 

Whereas,  Hundreds  of  glass  and  metal  beverage  con- 
tainers have  been  strewn  around  and  behind  the  edifice, 
most  of  this  debris  deposited  well  before  the  new  "bottle 
return  law"  took  effect;  and 

Whereas,  With  spring  the  ideal  time  for  cleanup,  it 
would  be  appropriate  to  make  this  site  one  of  the  target 
areas  for  such  a  program;  and 

Whereas,  The  Francis  Parkman  Memorial,  erected  in 
1906,  is  listed  in  the  Boston  Municipal  Register  as  one  of 
the  monuments  and  memorials,  belonging  to  the  city,  lo- 
cated on  public  grounds  and  entrusted  to  the  care  and  up- 
keep of  the  Parks  and  Recreation  Department;  now, 
therefore,  be  it 

Ordered,  The  Boston  City  Council  urges  his  Honor,  the 
Mayor,  to  direct  the  attention  of  the  Parks  and  Recreation 
Department  or  any  other  appropriate  city  agency  to 
schedule  a  cleanup  of  the  area  surrounding  the  Francis 
Parkman  Memorial  in  Jamaica  Plain.

HEARING  RE  EFFECTIVE  PROGRAM 
AGAINST  RAPE 

Coun.  HENNIGAN  offered  the  following: 

Whereas,  Growing  attention  to  recent  incidents  of  rape 
in  this  city  and  this  state  show  irrefutably  that  this  type  of 
crime  is  a  serious  one  in  our  society;  and 

Whereas,  Increased  numbers  of  reports  of  rape,  incest 
and  molestings  and  the  revulsion  over  a  series  of  separate 
"gang  rapes"  make  all  the  more  urgent  an  effective  pro- 
gram for  prevention  of  this  crime,  for  assistance  to  vic- 
tims and  for  counseling  in  the  days  after  an  occurrence; 
and 

Whereas,  It  should  be  the  city's  responsibility  to  coor- 
dinate a  comprehensive  approach,  enlisting  the  expertise 
of  public  and  private  agencies  to  help  any  victim;  and 

Whereas,  Ideally,  some  kind  of  special  "hot  line"  tele- 
phone link  should  be  established  to  serve  callers  and 
guide  them  to  the  proper  emergency  or  social  agency  or 
agencies  to  handle  a  situation;  and 

Whereas,  The  logical  approach  to  establishment  of 
such  an  endeavor  is  to  receive  as  much  input  and  ideas 
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from  the  resource  groups  concerned  with  rape  and  rape 
prevention;  now,  therefore,  be  it 

Ordered,  The  chairman  of  the  committee  on  Public 
Safety  is  authorized  to  call  a  public  hearing  and  invite: 

(1)  Concerned  human  services,  social  and  family 
agencies  which  deal  with  problems  of  rape,  and  also 

(2)  Officials  such  as  the  Police  Commissioner  and 
Health  and  Hospitals  Commissioner,  or  their  desig- 
nees 

(3)  Spokespeople  for  women's  groups,  rape  crisis 
centers  and  those  concerned  with  child  abuse  and 
battered  wives 

(4)  Organizations  or  persons,  though  not  specifically 
notified,  to  attend  and  offer  their  testimony  and  sug- 
gestions, for  an  effective  program;  and  be  it  also 

Ordered,  That  participants  offer  suggestions  on  the  fea- 
sibility of  a  "hot  line"  and  ways  of  publicizing  this  pro- 
gram to  the  entire  community. 

Passed  under  suspension  of  the  rules. 


ORDER  FOR  PETITION  FOR  SPECIAL  LAW  RE  PAY- 
MENT OF  TAXES  ON  ESTIMATED  TAX  STATE- 
MENT 

Coun.  TIERNEY  offered  the  following: 

Ordered,  That  a  petition  to  the  General  Court,  accom- 
panied by  a  bill  for  a  special  law  relating  to  the  City  of 
Boston  to  be  filed  with  an  attested  copy  of  this  order  be, 
and  hereby  is,  approved  under  clause  (1)  of  section  8  of 
article  2,  as  amended,  of  the  Amendment  to  the  Constitu- 
tion of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts,  to  the  end 
that  legislation  be  adopted  providing  substantially  as  fol- 
lows: 

In  the  City  of  Boston ,  during  the  fiscal  year  ending  June 
30,  1983,  pending  certification  of  the  tax  rate,  all  mortga- 
gees shall  recognize  an  estimated  tax  statement  as  com- 
puted by  the  Assessing  Department  and  as  issued  by  the 
office  of  the  Collector- Treasurer  and  shall  pay  the  city  the 
full  amount  of  taxes  due  on  or  before  the  date  specified  by 
said  estimated  tax  statement  provided  that  the  mortgagor 
has  paid  said  amount  to  the  mortgagee.  If  the  mortgagor 
has  paid  the  full  amount  of  taxes  due  before  said  date  and  a 
balance  occurs,  then  the  mortgagee  shall  grant  full  discre- 
tionary power  to  the  mortgagor  over  said  balance.  If  said 
balance  is  retained  within  the  tax  escrow  account,  then 
interest  shall  be  paid  by  the  mortgagee  at  least  equal  to  the 
rate  paid  on  regular  savings  or  shares  passbook  accounts, 
and  this  interest  shall  be  compounded  monthly  and  paid 
annually.  If  the  mortgagor  has  not  paid  the  full  amount  of 
taxes  before  said  date,  the  mortgagee  shall  pay  the  city  all 
amounts  which  have  been  paid  to  him  by  the  mortgagor. 
Such  mortgagee  may  make  such  payments  by  presenting 
notes  issued  by  the  city  in  anticipation  of  revenue,  if  the 
Collector-Treasurer  has  agreed  to  accept  such  notes  in 
payment  of  real  and  personal  property  taxes  as  provided 
in  section  4B  of  chapter  44.

article  3,  as  amended,  of  the  Amendments  to  the  Consti- 
tution of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts,  to  the  end 
that  legislation  be  adopted  providing  precisely  as  follows, 
except  for  clerical  or  editorial  changes  of  form  only: 

Section  1 .  Discrimination  in  the  sale  or  rental  of  hous- 
ing on  the  basis  of  the  distinctions  specified  in  the  ordi- 
nance creating  the  Boston  Fair  Housing  Commission 
(BFHC)  is  hereby  declared  to  be  unlawful.  In  any  pro- 
ceeding before  the  BFHC  in  which  the  BFHC  finds  that  a 
respondent  has  engaged  in  any  such  discrimination,  the 
BFHC  is  hereby  empowered  to  issue  and  cause  to  be 
served  on  such  respondent  an  order  requiring  such  re- 
spondent to  cease  and  desist  from  such  discrimination, 
and  further  issue  and  cause  to  be  served  on  such  respon- 
dent an  order  requiring  on  the  part  of  the  respondent  af- 
firmative action  including,  but  not  limited  to,  payment  of 
compensatory  damages  to  the  person  aggrieved  by  such 
discrimination,  payment  of  a  civil  penalty  of  no  more  than 
.510,000,  payment  of  reasonable  attorney's  fees,  or  other 
civil  remedy  as,  in  the  judgment  of  the  BFHC,  will  effec- 
tuate the  purposes  of  the  Boston  ordinance  creating  the 
BFHC. 

Section  2.  Judicial  review  of  BFHC  orders  shall  be  in 
accordance  with  G.L.  c.  30A,  s.  14.  The  Corporation 
Counsel  for  the  City  of  Boston  is  hereby  empowered  to 
file  a  civil  action  in  Superior  Court  to  enforce  any  order  of 
the  BFHC.

COMMITTEE

To  the  City  Council. 
Dear  Councillors: 

Herewith  is  my  response  to  an  order  passed  by  your 
Honorable  Body  on  March  7,  1983,  pertaining  to  Cable 
Television  Public  Access.  The  order  asks: 

"  —  How  was  the  $250,000  spent  in  1982  on  public 
access? 

—  How  much  are  they  going  to  receive  in  1983? 

—  Is  the  Mayor  going  to  submit  an  appropriate  order  to 
the  City  Council? 

—  If  so,  when?" 

In  the  course  of  developing  standards  for  the  construc- 
tion and  operation  of  a  cable  television  system  in  Boston, 
it  was  determined  that  the  assurance  of  both  public  and 
institutional  access  to  cable  channels  could  best  be  ac- 
complished by  a  nonprofit  corporation  operating  inde- 
pendently of  either  the  city  or  the  cable  licensee. 
Consequently,  the  Issuing  Authority  Report  required  un- 
der the  provisions  of  chapter  166A  of  the  Massachusetts 
General  Laws,  urged  applicants  for  Boston's  cable  li- 
cense to  make  a  commitment  to  allocate  channels  and  pro- 
vide funding  to  such  a  corporation  or  to  propose 
alternative  ideas. 

Cablevision  of  Boston,  in  its  application,  proposed  to 
allocate  channels  to  such  a  corporation  and  to  provide 
start-up  funding  and  ongoing  financial  support  in  the 
amount  of  5  percent  of  its  annual  gross  revenues.  These 
commitments,  in  the  form  of  a  contract  entered  into  be- 
tween Cablevision  of  Boston  and  the  nonprofit  Boston 
Community  Access  and  Programming  Foundation,  were 
appended  to  the  Provisional  License  granted  on  March 
25,  1982,  and  are  currently  being  revised. 

The  initial  contract  between  Cablevision  of  Boston  and 
the  Foundation  stipulated  that  Cablevision  would  provide 
the  Foundation  with  $250,000  as  an  advance  against  fu- 
ture revenues  during  the  term  of  the  Provisional  License 


(March  25,  1982,  to  December  15,  1982),  and  up  to 
$500,000  in  advance  during  the  first  year  of  the  Final  Li- 
cense, the  fifteen-year  term  of  which  began  on  December 
15,  1982. 

The  agreement  between  Cablevision  and  the  Founda- 
tion provides  each  of  the  two  parties  with  contractual  rem- 
edies for  breach. 

Because  the  Foundation  is  an  independent  corporation 
which  receives  funding  and  other  benefits  from  the  cable 
licensee  as  the  result  of  a  contract  to  which  the  City  of 
Boston  is  not  a  party,  and  which  operates  and  expends 
funds  in  accordance  with  its  corporate  bylaws  and  proce- 
dures, and  which  is  not  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  city,  I 
am  not  informed  of  the  payment  it  has  received  to  date  or 
of  any  way  in  which  it  has  expended  such  funds.  The 
money  paid  to  Boston  Community  Access  and  Program- 
ming Foundation  by  Cablevision  of  Boston  is  not  tendered 
to  the  city  and  never  becomes  the  property  of  the  city; 
thus,  it  is  not  subject  to  appropriation  by  the  city.

In  response  to  your  request  of  February  9,  1983,  I  am 
pleased  to  provide  the  following  information  on  the 
CARD  designation  process.  CARD  districts  are  proposed 
by  the  city  in  a  CARD  plan  which  must  be  approved  by  the 
Mayor,  City  Council,  and  the  State.  The  area  to  be  desig- 
nated must  be  an  older,  established  commercial  area.  Ac- 
cording to  State  regulations,  the  Plan  must: 
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1.  describe  a  predominantly  commercial  area; 

2.  eliminate,  prevent,  or  avert  blight  and  deterioration; 

3.  Make  adequate  provision  for  citizen  participation 
and  private  sector  involvement  in  the  drafting  and  execu- 
tion of  the  plan; 

4.  be  consistent  with  any  current  master  plan,  urban 
renewal  plan  or  economic  development  plan  operative  in 
part  or  all  of  the  CARD  area; 

5.  designate  an  implementing  agency; 

6.  be  approved  by  the  Mayor,  City  Council,  and  the 
State. 

Since  CARD  designation  has  life  of  only  two  years,  the 
NDEA  does  not  propose  a  new  CARD  area  unless  a  pro- 
ject which  will  use  revenue  bond  financing  is  identified. 
In  order  to  benefit  from  such  financing,  a  project  should 
exceed  $250,000.  For  projects  below  this  threshold,  the 
savings,  resulting  from  the  lower  interest  rate,  is  offset  by 
the  higher  closing  costs  associated  with  revenue  bonds. 
The  major  cost  of  bond  counsel,  which  must  certify  that 
the  interest  on  the  bond  is  tax-exempt  and  the  project  con- 
forms with  IRS  rules  and  regulations. 

The  Forest  Hills,  Egleston  Square,  and  Jamaica  Plain 
business  districts  are  possible  candidates  for  CARD  des- 
ignation if  specific  projects  proposing  to  use  revenue 
bonds  were  identified.  The  NDEA  is  not  aware  of  any 
such  projects  within  the  three  areas,  and  therefore  does 
not  recommend  CARD  designation  at  this  point.  The  new 
State  administration  is  also  taking  a  very  hard  line  on  ex- 
pansion of  the  program,  and  is  not  favorably  disposed  to 
CARD  designation  without  specific  projects  being  identi- 
fied. 

In  July,  1981,  a  CARD  was  considered  for  the  Forest 
Hills  area.  At  that  time,  a  developer  requested  a  CARD 
encompassing  the  Forest  Hills  commercial  district  and 
his  adjacent  project.  This  failed  to  materialize  when  the 
developer  was  unable  to  produce  a  "Letter  of  Intent" 
from  a  lender  which  would  purchase  the  bonds.  Projects 
cannot  be  submitted  to  the  BIDFA  Board  for  initial  ap- 
proval without  such  a  letter.  The  NDEA  will  not  proceed 
with  CARD  plan  designation  unless  project  financing  is 
assured. 

The  Roslindale  Square  CARD  (see  attached  map)  en- 
compasses most  of  the  commercial  area.  We  would  not 
recommend  expansion  of  the  district  since  this  could 
bring  it  into  residential  areas.  Businesses  within  the 
CARD  area  are  eligible  to  use  revenue  bonds  financing  if 
they  choose.  There  are  no  commercial  enterprises  adja- 
cent to  or  in  close  proximity  to  the  existing  CARD  which 
have  expressed  interest  in  the  program.

Your  Honorabe  Body  has  passed  and  presented  to  me  a 
nine-point  housing  package  which  addresses  a  broad 
range  of  issues,  from  administrative  reform  of  city  de- 
partments to  major  initiatives  which  harness  the  benefits 
of  development  for  the  residents  of  Boston.  These  recom 


mendations  are  constructive,  and  we  agree  with  the  inten- 
tions they  embody. 

In  my  State  of  the  City  Address,  I  promised  to  "mount 
an  all-out  attack  on  the  problem  of  housing."  I  agree  that 
housing  is  a  major  issue  for  Boston,  and  that  the  need  for 
affordable  housing  for  low-  and  moderate-income  resi- 
dents is  the  single  most  important  housing  issue  facing 
our  government  in  the  eighties. 

I  am  today  signing  several  elements  of  this  package 
which  address  administrative  reforms  of  city  departments 
and  expanded  protections  for  tenants.  Specifically,  I  am 
signing:  An  Ordinance  Concerning  Tax  Delinquent  Prop- 
erties; An  Ordinance  Concerning  the  Duties  of  the  In- 
spectional  Services  Department;  An  Order  for  the  City  of 
Boston  to  Assist  the  Land  Court  of  the  Commonwealth  of 
Massachusetts  in  the  Foreclosure  of  Tax-Delinquent 
Properties  which  are  Located  in  the  City;  and  An  Ordi- 
nance Amending  the  Ordinance  Regulating  Certain  Resi- 
dential Rents,  Evictions,  and  Conversions. 

I  am  not  signing:  a  home  rule  petition  to  establish  an 
Office/Housing  Production  Program;  a  home  rule  peti- 
tion proposing  to  create  a  Housing  Development  Corpo- 
ration; a  home  rule  petition  to  amend  the  Real  Property 
Department's  auction  procedures;  an  ordinance  to  estab- 
lish an  Arson  Prevention  Commission;  and  a  home  rule 
petition  to  entitle  tenants  in  the  City  of  Boston  to  a  propor- 
tionate share  of  real  estate  tax  reductions. 

Linking  the  benefits  of  downtown  office  development 
to  neighborhood  housing  is  a  policy  which  I  endorse.  In 
order  to  create  a  workable  plan  which  ensures  maximum 
housing  production,  while  encouraging  office  develop- 
ment and  job  creation.  I  am  assembling  an  advisory  group 
to  work  closely  with  city  departments  and  make  recom- 
mendations to  me.  This  panel  will  include  representatives 
of  the  Boston  Housing  Partnership,  the  Joint  Center  for 
Urban  Studies  of  Harvard  and  M.I.T..  and  community 
leaders.  I  invite  all  members  of  the  City  Council  to  join  in 
this  effort. 

As  we  consider  new  directions,  it  is  important  to  re- 
member what  has  already  been  accomplished,  and  what 
efforts  are  now  under  way.  The  key  theme  of  Boston's 
housing  efforts  is  opportunity.  Bostonians  who  wish  to 
rent  should  be  able  to  find  moderately  priced  accommo- 
dations. Young  families  who  aspire  to  homeownership 
should  be  able  to  own  their  own  homes.  The  elderly  and 
handicapped  deserve  comfortable  housing  near  shopping 
and  public  transit.  Most  importantly,  no  Boston  family 
should  be  restricted  by  housing  discrimination. 

We  have  already  taken  important  steps  to  expand  hous- 
ing opportunities  and  choices  for  Boston  residents: 

In  January,  the  City  Council  and  the  Mayor  —  working 
together  —  passed  one  of  the  most  progressive  rent  con- 
trol ordinances  in  the  country,  which  almost  doubled  the 
number  of  tenants  protected  from  arbitrary  rent  in- 
creases, and  greatly  expanded  tenant  rights  in  cases  of 
condominium  and  cooperative  conversions. 

I  have  committed  $1  million  in  CDBG  funds  to  the 
newly  created  Boston  Housing  Partnership,  which  will 
harness  downtown  development  for  the  benefit  of  the 
neighborhoods.  This  independent,  nonprofit  corporation 
representing  government,  banks,  major  corporations, 
foundations,  and  community  groups  vv  ill  combine  private 
and  public  resources  to  generate  500  units  of  rental  hous- 
ing during  the  next  eighteen  months. 

In  an  effort  to  duvet  the  resources  generated  bv  dow  n- 
lovvn  development  to  the  creation  of  affordable  neighbor- 
hood housing,  we  arc  requiring  the  developer  of  the 
Arlington/Hadassah  urban  renewal  parcel  in  Park  Square 
to  contribute  a  minimum  of  SoOO.000  to  the  Partnership. 

I  have  appointed  an  "Abandoned  Houmiic  Coordina- 
tor" to  take  all  necessarv  steps  to  speed  the  rehabilitation 
o(  vacant  buildings  bv  coordinating  the  aciiv  ities  oi  ap- 
propriate departments,  and  to  recommend  administrative 
and  legislative  reforms. 
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The  Assessing  Department  has  approved  abatements 
for  thirty-nine  units  of  housing  under  its  new  RETAP  pro- 
gram to  encourage  the  rehabilitation  of  tax-delinquent, 
abandoned  structures. 

Through  the  Neighborhood  Development  Fund,  the  re- 
payment of  federal  UDAG  funds  will  be  used  to  create 
reasonably  priced  housing  in  the  neighborhoods.  Repay- 
ments from  major  projects  will  produce  approximately  $3 
million  between  now  and  1987  to  capitalize  this  fund. 

Taking  an  overview  of  all  city  housing  programs,  we 
expect  to  renovate  approximately  2,000  abandoned  or  di- 
lapidated units  throughout  Boston  during  the  next  two 
years. 

40  percent  of  our  discretionary  Community  Develop- 
ment Block  Grant  has  gone  to  housing  rehabilitation  since 
1975.  More  than  20,000  homeowners  have  benefited 
from  our  CDBG  programs  —  equivalent  to  four  houses 
for  every  street  in  Boston. 

We  have  also  worked  hard  to  increase  the  available  sup- 
ply of  subsidized  rental  housing:  22,000  newly  con- 
structed or  substantially  rehabilitated  units  since  1970. 

The  city  has  recycled  ten  surplus  schools  as  housing, 
creating  280  new  units,  250  of  which  are  subsidized.  An- 
other nineteen  schools  are  now  slated  for  conversion  to 
more  than  500  units  of  housing. 

The  city  has  just  received  approval  of  a  $645,000 
UDAG  to  renovate  three  vacant  school  sites  in  Mattapan 
and  Franklin  Field. 

With  the  support  of  the  City  Council  we  established  the 
Fair  Housing  Commission  in  1982,  with  broad  new 
powers  to  tackle  housing  discrimination. 

80  percent  of  Boston  homeowners  saw  their  bills  go 
down  after  revaluation  making  Boston's  housing  stock 
more  affordable  and  encouraging  further  rehabilitation. 

In  summary  I  hope  we  will  continue  to  work  together  on 
the  issue  of  housing,  which  is  so  important  to  our  constitu- 
ents.

Dear  Councillor: 

The  City  Council's  December  passage  of  $3.0  million 
in  supplemental  funds  for  the  Boston  Public  School  Sys- 
tem has  provided  the  opportunity  to  restore  a  wide  range 
of  instructional  and  support  programs  for  our  city's 
youth.  Some  questions  have  arisen  in  the  past  few  weeks, 
however,  over  the  application  of  the  appropriation .  On  be- 
half of  the  entire  School  Committee,  I  would  like  again  to 
extend  our  appreciation  for  the  City  Council's  support 
and  provide  a  status  report  on  the  activities  funded 
through  our  supplemental  appropriation. 

The  Boston  Public  Schools  have  benefited  significantly 
and  in  some  very  specific  ways.  Already  135  full-time 
staff  have  been  hired  or  recalled  and  some  eighty-six  part- 
time  coaching  positions  have  been  restored.  As  the  at- 
tached summary  of  the  allocations  show,  the 
programmatic  impact  has  been  considerable,  particularly 
among  our  teaching  staff.  Some  seventy  teachers  have 
been  brought  on  to  restore  a  wide  range  of  programs  and 
reduce  class  sizes:  thirty  regular  education,  seven  Ad- 
vanced Work  Class  Language,  six  Music  and  Art, 
twenty-seven  Special  Education,  and  twenty-one  Ex- 
tended Day  Kindergarten  teachers  and  aides. 


Student  instructional  support  services  have  also  bene- 
fited greatly.  We  have  been  able  to  bring  back  twenty 
swimming  instructors  to  service  fourteen  previously 
closed  pools  throughout  the  city.  Some  eighty-six  part- 
time  coaching  positions  have  been  restored  in  our  middle 
and  high  schools  to  restore  Junior  Varsity,  Intramural, 
and  Varsity  Sports  programs.  Six  uniformed  police  have 
been  recalled  to  increase  student  security  in  our  largest 
schools.  Two  Vocational  Education  cluster  and  guidance 
personnel  have  been  brought  on  along  with  clerical  sup- 
port to  bolster  vocational  programs  and  address  the  needs 
of  State  Audits.  Four  clerks  have  been  hired  to  improve 
Bilingual  Education  record-keeping  and  two  staff  each 
have  been  hired  to  provide  curriculum  development  ex- 
pertise and  technical  support  to  the  school-based  manage- 
ment project.  Low-cost,  per-diem  staff  have  been  brought 
on  to  fill  irregular  day-to-day  needs  in  a  wide  range  of 
instructional  programs  and  thus  provide  classroom  cover- 
age for  our  students.  Finally,  some  twenty  attendance 
staff  are  about  to  be  deployed  in  our  high  and  middle 
schools  to  reduce  student  absenteeism  and  increase  en- 
rollments. 

Much  needed,  but  long-delayed  supplies  and  equip- 
ment, have  also  been  funded  through  the  supplemental 
appropriation.  Communications  equipment  for  building 
security,  school  sports  equipment,  printing  of  new  curric- 
ulum standards  for  the  schools,  kindergarten  transporta- 
tion and  teaching  supplies,  bilingual  testing  materials, 
field  trip  transportation  for  sports  and  the  arts,  and  shop 
and  vocational  educations  supplies  and  equipment  repairs 
have  all  been  made  possible  through  the  supplemental. 

You  can  be  sure  that  the  S3.0  million  supplementary 
appropriation  will  be  a  well-spent  investment  in  our  city's 
youth.  As  you  see,  the  entire  amount  has  been  fully  allo- 
cated to  recalled  staff  and  restored  programs  —  each  im- 
portant components  to  a  stronger  school  system.  The 
benefits  of  these  efforts,  moreover,  will  have  a  lasting  im- 
pact on  the  children  we  serve  with  whom  rests  the  future 
of  the  City  of  Boston .  Together,  with  your  continued  sup- 
port, we  can  achieve  the  transformation  to  a  public  school 
system  that  the  children  of  our  city  deserve  and  of  which 
we  can  all  be  proud.

An  Ordinance  Requiring  Permit  Prior  to  the  Use  of  Park 

Land  for  Demonstrations. 
Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston,  as  follow  s: 
Section  1.  City  of  Boston  Code.  Ordinances.  Title  14. 
is  hereby  amended  by  inserting  after  section  34 1 .  the  fol- 
lowing new  section: 

341 A  Permit  for  Use  of  Park  Land  for  Demonstra- 
tions. 

No  person  or  organization  shall  hold  or  sponsor  a 
demonstration,  as  herein  defined,  upon  park  land  un- 
less a  permit  therefor  has  first  been  obtained  from  the 
Commissioner  of  Parks  and  Recreation.  The  Commis- 
sioner shall  honor  all  requests  for  such  permits,  except 
that  the  Commissioner  ma\  specif)  the  time,  and  place 
and  manner  of  the  demonstration  in  order  to  accommo- 
date competing  demands  for  public  use  of  park  land  and 
to  protect  the  public  safety  and  convenience.  The  per- 
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mit  shall  require  that  the  permittee  be  responsible  for 
restoration,  rehabilitation  and  cleanup  of  the  park  land 
which  is  the  subject  of  the  permit.  The  term  "demon- 
stration" shall  include  demonstrating,  picketing, 
speechmaking,  marching,  holding  of  vigils  and  all 
other  like  forms  of  conduct  which  involve  the  commun- 
ication or  expression  of  views  or  grievances  engaged  in 
by  one  or  more  persons,  the  conduct  of  which  has  the 
effect,  intent  or  propensity  to  attract  a  substantial  crowd 
of  onlookers  or  participants.  The  term  "demonstra- 
tion" shall  not  include  casual  park  land  use  which  does 
not  have  the  intent  and  propensity  to  attract  a  substan- 
tial crowd  of  onlookers  or  participants. 

As  a  condition  of  permit  issuance,  the  Commis- 
sioner shall  require  in  the  nature  of  a  fee  the  filing  of  a 
bond  with  a  satisfactory  surety  payable  to  the  Depart- 
ment of  Parks  and  Recreation  in  an  amount  sufficient, 
as  determined  by  the  Commissioner,  to  cover  costs  of 
restoration,  rehabilitation  and  cleanup  of  the  park  land 
which  is  the  subject  of  the  permit.  In  lieu  of  a  bond,  the 
permittee  may  elect  to  deposit  cash  equal  to  the  amount 
of  the  required  bond.  Any  amount  not  actually  used  to 
restore  or  rehabilitate  the  park  land  shall  be  returned  to 
the  permittee.  Whoever  violates  any  provision  of  this 
section  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  three  hundred  dol- 
lars, and  shall  be  liable  for  the  cost  of  restoration,  reha- 
bilitation and  cleanup  of  the  park  land  used  for  the 
demonstration  and  the  reasonable  costs  of  collection  of 
the  fee. 

Section  2.  City  of  Boston  Code,  Ordinances,  Title  14, 
section  450,  as  most  recently  amended,  is  hereby 
amended  by  inserting  after  clause  (238)  the  following 
clause: 

238a  Park  Land  Demonstration. 
The  fee  for  a  permit  granted  by  the  Commissioner  of 
Parks  and  Recreation  to  demonstrate  shall  be  as  set  forth 
in  section  341  A.

Whereas,  Boston  Latin  Academy,  one  of  the  three  ex- 
amination public  schools  in  the  City  of  Boston,  has  been 
forced  to  operate  for  the  past  two  years  without  chemistry 
or  physics  laboratory  facilities,  a  shortcoming  with  jeop- 
ardizes the  chances  of  the  students  for  acceptance  into  the

Whereas,  The  building  now  used  by  the  Latin  Academy 
on  Ipswich  Street  near  Fenjway  Park  affords  only  a  low- 
ceilingedarea  for  the  school's  "gymnasium";  and

quacies of  the  present  structure,  now  are  uncertain 
whether  the  school  will  be  allowed  by  the  State  Depart- 
ment of  Education  to  remain  there  beyond  the  academic 
year  because  of  the  requirement  that  the  structure  be  used 
for  college-level  education;  and 

Whereas,  Latin  Academy  was  abruptly  relocated  two 
summers  ago  when  an  upper  floor  for  its  ancient  building 
in  Codman  Square,  Dorchester,  was  condemned  as  un- 
safe, just  as  a  new  chemistry  laboratory  was  installed  in 
another  area  of  the  school;  and 

Whereas,  For  almost  three  decades,  Boston  Latin 
Academy  and  its  predecessor,  Girl's  Latin  School,  has 
been  promised  a  permanent  home  near  its  former  quar- 
ters, taken  for  Boston  State  College  at  Huntington  and 
Long  wood  Avenues;  and 

Whereas,  Several  Boston  School  and  Community 
Schools  buildings  were  constructed  over  the  years,  but 
none  were  offered  to  Latin  Academy;  and 

Whereas,  The  series  of  disappointments  has  taken  its 
toll  in  parent  exasperation,  a  decline  in  student  morale 
and  a  movement  of  some  students  to  private  schools  to 
obtain  "hands-on"  laboratory  courses  vital  to  college  ac-

Whereas,  Boston  owes  it  to  its  promising  young  stu- 
dents at  Latin  Academy  to  provide  a  stable  and  challeng- 
ing learning  atmosphere;  now,  therefore,  be  it

Committee  and  Superintendent  Robert  Spillane  to  pro- 
vide adequate  laboratory  facilities  at  Boston  Latin  Acad-

My  reasons  for  disapproval  are  as  follows:  chapter  486 
of  the  Acts  of  1909,  section  9  provides  in  pertinent  part 
that  "All...  members  of  municipal  boards...  shall  be  ap- 
pointed by  the  mayor...."  Said  section  9  makes  it  clear 
that  the  appointment  power  is  strictly  an  executive  func- 
tion. Section  800  of  the  ordinance  runs  afoul  of  said  sec- 
tion 9  to  the  extent  it  restricts  the  power  of  appointment  to 
persons  "determined  eligible"  by  City  Council.  Addi- 
tionally, as  was  stated  in  an  opinion  of  the  Corporation 
Counsel  dated  February  1,  1983,  "...a  court  would  find 
the  singling  out  of  public  ...  institutions  to  be  arbitrary 
and  a  violation  of  the  Equal  Protection  Clause  of  the  Four- 
teenth Amendment  to  the  United  States  Constitution."

I  return  herewith,  approved  in  part  and  disapproved  in 
part,  an  order  passed  by  your  Honorable  Body  on  April  6, 


1 983 ,  concerning  the  expenditure  of  a  supplemental  grant 
received  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  the  Urban  Park  and 
Recreation  Recovery  Act  of  1978  (Title  X,  PL.  95-625).  I 
approve  the  portion  of  the  order  which  authorizes  "the 
Mayor  acting  through  the  Commissioner  of  the  Parks  and 
Recreation  Department  to  expend  the  supplemental  grant 
for  the  stated  purposes."  However,  I  must  disapprove  the 
remaining  provisions  of  this  order. 

My  reason  for  disapproval  is  that  the  provision  prohib- 
iting the  use  of  these  funds  for  administrative  purposes  is 
void.  The  City  Charter  explicitly  limits  the  role  of  the  City 
Council  in  the  appropriation  process  to  adopting,  reduc- 
ing, or  rejecting  an  item.

amount  above  which  city  and  county  contracts  must  be 
formally  advertised.  Formal  advertisement,  including 
notice  in  the  City  Record,  is  now  required  whenever  the 
cost  of  a  contract  amounts  to  or  exceeds  S2.000.  This 
amount  has  not  been  changed  since  1 890  and.  in  terms  of 
constant  dollars.  S2.000  in  1890  would  be  worth  over 
S20.000  today.  The  legislation  which  I  here  propose 
would  increase  the  limit  to  SI 0.000.  This  proposed  revi- 
sion of  the  City  Charter  also  eliminates  the  requirement 
for  filing  duplicate  proposals  with  the  Auditor.  These 
proposed  changes  would  not  apply  to  public  construction 
and  public  works  contracts,  which  are  regulated  by  the 
General  Laws. 

The  current  advertising  and  bidding  procedure  in  the 
City  Charter  takes  approximately  six  weeks  and  entails 
costs  to  the  city  and  costs  to  the  prospective  vendor.  The 
latter,  of  course,  are  added  by  the  prospective  vendor  to 
his  bid  and  therefore  are  paid  by  the  city.  These  changes 
will  reduce  paperwork  and  administrative  processing 
time,  as  well  as  expedite  vendor  payments  in  a  more 
timely  fashion. 

In  contrast,  the  city  for  some  time  has  used  a  non-pub- 
licly  advertised  bidding  procedure  in  connection  with 
contracts  below  S2.000.  This  less  than  formal  procedure 
insures  that  the  city  obtains  a  competitive  price,  but  it 
avoids  the  additional  expense  involved  in  the  formal  pro- 
cedure. Contracts  under  SI 0.000  in  cost  would  now  be 
subject  to  a  similar  procedure,  and  the  cits  can  expect  to 
enjoy  substantial  savings  by  eliminating  the  formal  pro- 
cedure.

Coun.  McDERMOTT,  on  behalf  of  the  Committee  on 
Government  Operations,  submitted  the  following: 

Report  on  Docket  No.  0534,  messageof  the  Mayorand 
order  approving  petition  for  special  law  to  modernize  the 
procedures  under  which  the  city  borrows  money  (referred 
March  30)  —  recommending  passage  of  the  order  in  the 
following  new  draft: 

Ordered.  That  a  petition  to  the  General  Court,  accom- 
panied be  a  bill  for  a  special  law  relating  to  the  City  of 
Boston  to  be  filed  with  an  attested  copy  of  this  order  be, 
and  hereby  is,  approved  under  clause  (1)  of  section  8  of 
article  2,  as  amended,  of  the  Amendments  to  the  Consti- 
tution of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts,  to  the  end 
that  legislation  be  adopted  providing  precisely  as  follows, 
except  for  clerical  errors  and  editorial  changes  of  form 
only: 

Section  1 .  This  act  may  be  referred  to  and  cited  as  the 
"City  of  Boston  Bond  and  Minibond  Procedure  Act  of 
1983." 

Section  2.  For  purposes  of  this  act,  unless  a  different 
meaning  clearly  appears  from  the  context,  the  following 
words  shall  have  the  following  meanings: 

"Bond  "  or  "bonds,"  bonds,  loans,  notes,  temporary 
loans,  certificates  of  indebtedness  and  other  obligations 
or  evidences  of  indebtedness  issued  or  incurred  under  au- 
thority of  any  bond  act. 

"Bond  act,"  any  provision  of  general  or  special  law 
heretofore  or  hereafter  enacted  authorizing  the  city  to  in- 
cur indebtedness,  borrow  money  and  issue  bonds,  includ- 
ing without  limitation  any  provision  of  this  act  but 
excluding  chapter  40D  of  the  General  Laws. 

"City."  the  City  of  Boston. 

"Cost,"  when  used  in  reference  to  any  work  or  purpose 
for  which  the  city  is  authorized  to  issue  bonds,  all  or  any 
part  of  the  cost  of  planning,  designing,  acquiring,  con- 
struction, reconstruction,  altering,  remodeling  and  oth- 
erwise carrying  out  such  work  or  purpose  including, 
without  limitation,  cost  of  labor,  materials,  machinery 
and  equipment,  lands,  structuresandall  rights  of  any  kind 
in  real  and  personal  property,  cost  of  demolitions  and  re- 
locations, cost  of  insurance  and  other  financing  charges 
and  expenses,  reserves  for  debt  service  and  other  capital 
and  current  expenses,  cost  of  artitectual,  engineering,  fi- 
nancial, legal  and  consulting  services,  costs  of  plans, 
specifications,  appraisals,  surveys,  inspections,  financial 
and  feasibility  studies,  and  any  other  costs  or  expenses 
authorized  herein  or  in  the  applicable  bond  act  or  neces- 
sary or  incidental  to  the  planning,  acquisition,  construc- 
tion, financing  or  placing  in  operation  of  such  work  or 
purpose;  if  authorized  herein  or  in  the  applicable  bond 
act,  the  term  "cost"  shall  also  include  interest  prior  to, 
during  and  for  a  reasonable  period  of  time  after  comple- 
tion of  such  work  or  purpose. 

"Cost  of  issuance,"  any  items  of  expense  payable  or 
reimbursable  directly  or  indirectly  by  the  city  and  related 
to  the  sale  and  issuance  of  bonds  and  the  investment  of  the 
proceeds  thereof  and  of  revenues  securing  the  same  in- 
cluding without  limitation  printing  costs,  filing  and  re- 
cording fees,  fees  and  charges  of  trustees,  depositories, 
authenticating  agents  and  paying  agents,  legal  and  audit- 
ing fees  and  charges,  financial  consultant  fees,  costs  of 
credit  ratings,  premiums  for  insurance  of  the  payment  of 
bonds  and  fees  payable  for  letters  of  lines  of  credit  or 
other  credit  facilities  securing  bonds,  discount  payable 
upon  the  sale  of  bonds,  fees  and  charges  for  execution, 


transportation  and  safekeeping  of  bonds,  costs  and  ex- 
penses of  refunding  and  other  costs,  fees  and  charges  in 
connection  with  the  foregoing. 

"Facility  revenues,"  rates,  rents,  fees,  charges  and 
other  receipts  and  money  held  or  to  be  received  by  or  on 
behalf  of  the  city  from  or  with  respect  to  the  acquisition, 
financing,  operation  and  disposition  of  a  revenue-produc- 
ing facility  and  all  rights  to  receive  the  same  including, 
without  limitation,  rates,  rents,  fees,  charges  and  other 
moneys  received  for  the  use  or  occupancy  of  the  facility  or 
any  part  thereof  or  any  service  provided  thereby,  repay- 
ment of  loans  made  in  respect  of  the  facility,  proceeds  of 
bonds  issued  to  finance  all  or  a  part  of  the  cost  of  the  facil- 
ity, grants,  loans  and  other  contributions  from  any  gov- 
ernmental unit  or  any  other  person  for  or  in  respect  of  the 
facility,  investment  earnings,  proceeds  of  insurance  and 
proceeds  of  the  lease,  sale  or  other  disposition  of  the  facil- 
ity or  any  interest  therein;  facility  revenues  shall  not  in- 
clude any  ad  valorem  taxes  on  the  real  estate  and  personal 
property  comprising  any  revenue  producing  facility. 

"Governmental  unit,"  the  federal  government,  the 
commonwealth  and  any  board,  bureau,  agency,  author- 
ity, commission,  corporation,  department,  political  sub- 
division or  other  instrumentality  of  either  thereof.  For 
purposes  of  this  act,  the  Boston  Redevelopment  Author- 
ity, the  Boston  Water  and  Sewer  Commission,  the  Boston 
Housing  Authority  and  the  Economic  Development  and 
Industrial  Corporation  of  Boston  shall  be  deemed  to  be 
instrumentalities  of  the  commonwealth. 

"Principal  amount,"  when  used  in  reference  to  a  bond, 
( 1 )  in  the  case  of  any  bond  sold  at  par,  at  a  premium  or  at  a 
discount  which  accrues  immediately  upon  issuance  of 
such  bond,  an  amount  equal  to  the  face  amount  of  such 
bond;  (2)  in  the  case  of  any  bond  sold  at  a  discount  which 
accrues  from  time  to  time  on  and  prior  to  the  maturity  date 
or  redemption  date  of  such  bond,  an  amount  equal  to  the 
net  proceeds  of  such  bond,  determined  by  subtracting  the 
discount  from  the  face  amount  of  the  bond,  plus  the  dis- 
count accrued  to  the  date  as  of  which  the  principal  amount 
is  to  be  determined,  calculated  on  the  basis  of  semi-an- 
nual compounding;  and  (3)  in  the  case  of  a  bond  whose 
face  amount  increases  over  the  life  of  the  bond,  the  face 
amount  of  the  bond  as  of  the  date  of  which  the  principal 
amount  is  to  be  determined;  in  determining  the  principal 
amount  of  bonds  to  be  outstanding  at  any  future  date  by 
reason  of  such  accrual  of  discount  or  increase  in  face 
amount,  there  shall  be  subtracted  from  the  amount  of 
principal,  determined  as  hereinabove  provided,  the  prin- 
cipal which  shall  have  become  due  prior  thereto. 

"Revenue,"  revenue,  receipts  and  other  moneys  of  the 
city  received  from  or  on  account  of  the  exercise  of  its  po- 
weres  and  all  rights  to  receive  the  same  including  without 
limitation,  (1)  revenue  as  defined  in  section  1  of  chapter 
44  of  the  General  Laws;  (2)  facility  revenues;  (3)  pro- 
ceeds of  bonds;  (4)  investment  earnings;  (5)  receipts  from 
any  tax,  excise  or  fee  heretofore  or  hereafter  imposed  by 
any  general  or  special  law  all  or  a  part  of  the  receipts  from 
which  are  payable  or  distributable  to  or  for  the  account  of 
the  city;  and  (6)  receipts,  distributions  and  reimburse- 
ments received  from  the  commonwealth  under  chapter  58 
of  the  General  Laws  and  under  any  other  local  reimburse- 
ment or  assistance  program  described  in  section  25A  of 
said  chapter  58  except  such  distributions  and  reimburse- 
ments as  are  required  by  law  to  be  specifically  used  for 
statutorily  defined  purposes. 

"Revenue  producing  facility,"  any  building,  structure, 
equipment,  real  or  personal  property  or  interest  therein, 
activity  or  other  work  or  purpose  for  the  payment  of  all  or 
any  portion  of  the  cost  of  which  the  city  is  authorized  un- 
der a  bond  act  to  incur  indebtedness  and  issue  bonds  and 
from  or  on  account  of  which  the  city  receives  or  expects  to 
receive  facility  revenues. 
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"Two-thirds  vote."  the  vote  taken  by  yeas  and  nays  of 
two-thirds  of  all  members  of  the  city  council  of  the  city  in 
every  case  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  mayor. 

Section  3.  (a)  Notwithstanding  chapter  44  of  the  Gen- 
eral Laws  or  the  provisions  of  any  bond  act  or  any  general 
or  special  law  or  ordinance  of  the  city  to  the  contrary, 
whenever  the  City  of  Boston  has  authorized  a  debt  to  be 
incurred  under  authority  of  any  bond  act.  any  bonds  is- 
sued by  the  city  to  evidence  such  debt  shall  be  issued  and 
sold  by  the  city  in  accordance  with,  and  subject  to  the 
limitations  of.  this  act.  The  provisions  of  this  act  shall  ap- 
ply to  the  issuance  and  sale  of  all  bonds  issued  by  the  city 
under  authority  of  any  bond  act  heretofore  enacted  and. 
unless  the  applicable  bond  act  expressly  provides  to  the 
contrary,  under  authority  of  any  bond  act  hereafter  en- 
acted. Provision  in  any  bond  act  heretofore  or  hereafter 
enacted  to  the  effect  that  bonds  issued  thereunder  by  the 
city  shall  be  issued  subject  to  or  in  accordance  w  ith  chap- 
ter 44  of  the  General  Law  s  shall,  for  all  purposes  of  such 
bond  act.  mean  this  act.  Notwithstanding  the  foregoing, 
nothing  herein  shall  be  construed  as  affecting  the  manner

bonds  shall  bear  the  facsimile  signature  of  the  collector- 
treasurer.

original  loan.  The  second  sentence  of  section  17A  of  said 
chapter  44  shall  not  apply  to  the  city. 

Section  5.  Notwithstanding  any  other  provision  of  this 
act  or  any  other  law,  wherever  the  city  has  authorized  the 
issuance  of  bonds  and  the  collector-treasurer  has  deter- 
mined, with  the  approval  of  the  mayor,  to  issue  and  sell  all 
or  a  portion  of  such  bonds  in  denominations  of  less  than 
$5,000  (minibonds),  the  collector-treasurer  may  without 
further  authority  issue  and  sell  such  minibonds  payable  at 
such  time  or  times  and  in  such  manner,  at  par  or  at  dis- 
count, and  upon  such  terms  and  conditions,  not  inconsis- 
tent with  this  act,  as  he  shall  determine.  Each  minibond 
may  provide  that  it  shall  be  redeemed  by  or  on  behalf  of 
the  city  upon  due  presentation  by  an  appropriate  person 
on  any  business  day  at  such  price  as  the  collector-trea- 
surer, with  the  approval  of  the  mayor,  shall  determine  ac- 
cording to  a  schedule  established  with  respect  to  each 
issue  of  minbonds  prior  to  the  issuance  thereof.  Mini- 
bonds  redeemed  by  or  on  behalf  of  the  city  prior  to  matu- 
rity may  be  resold  by  the  collector-treasurer  with  the 
approval  of  the  mayor  and  city  auditor  at  prices  deter- 
mined according  to  such  schedule.  Notwithstanding  the 
foregoing,  no  minibond  shall  mature  more  than  five  years 
after  its  date  and  no  one  sale  to  a  purchaser  or  minibonds, 
other  than  banks  or  other  financial  institutions  underwrit- 
ing the  sale  of  minibonds,  shall  be  in  an  aggregate  princi- 
pal amount  equal  to  or  greater  than  $5,000.  The  city  shall 
not  issue  minibonds,  except  minibonds  issued  under  au- 
thority of  section  4  of  chapter  44  of  the  General  Laws  or 
section  6  of  chapter  190  of  the  acts  of  1982  (mininotes),  if 
following  their  issuance  the  aggregate  principal  amount 
of  all  minibondsoutstanding,  excluding  mininotes,  would 
exceed  10  percent  of  the  aggregate  principal  amount  of  all 
bonds  of  the  city  outstanding,  excluding  mininotes  and  all 
other  temporary  loans  in  anticipation  of  revenue  of  the 
city,  calculated  as  of  the  date  of  issue  of  such  minibonds. 
No  more  than  $5  million  principal  amount  of  minibonds, 
other  than  mininotes.  Shall  be  issued  and  sold  by  the  city 
in  any. one  year.  The  aggregate  "principal  amount  of 
mininotes  of  the  city  outstanding  at  any  one  time -shall  not 
exceed  5  percent  of  the  real  and  personal  property  tax  levy 
for  the  immediately  preceding  fiscal  year.  The  collector- 
treasurer,  with  the  approval  of  the  mayor  and  city  auditor, 
may  adopt  regulations  with  respect  to  the  issuance  and 
sale  of  minibonds  and  mininotes.  The  facsimile  signa- 
tures of  the  mayor,  collector-treasurer  and  city  auditor  on 
mininotes  shall  have  the  same  validity  and  effect  as  their 
manual  signatures  and  no  minibond  or  mininote.  need 
bear  the  manual  signature  of  such  officers  or  any  trustee 
or  other  authenticating  agent. 

Section  6.  (a)  Except  as  otherwise  provided  in  section  8 
of  this  act  or  in  the  applicable  bond  act,  all  bonds-of  the 
city  shall  "be  general" obligations  of.  the  city  for  which"  its 
full  faith  and  credit  are  pledged  and  for  the  payment  of 
which  all  taxable  property  in  the  city  shall  be  subject  to  ad 
valorem  taxation  without  limit  as"  to  rate  or  amount  except 
as  otherwise  provided  by  law. 

(b)  the  auditor  of  the  city,  in  accordance  with  sectioal6 
of  chapter  44  of  the  General  Laws,  shall  annually  notify 
the  assessors  of  the  city  of  the  amount  ofdebtand  interest 
charges  matured  and. maturing  during .the  nex<  fiscal  year 
on  all  debt  of  the  city,  other  thandebt  issued  in  accordance 
with  section  8  of. this  act,  and  what  provision  if  anyhas. 
been.niade  forthe  payment  of  such  debt  and  interest,  and  . 
said  assessors-  shall  inclflde  the  amount  of  such  debt  and 
interest  not  otherwise  provided  for. fn- the  tax  levy  of  that 
year  notwithstanding  any  limit  provided  by  law  on  the  to- 
tal taxes  assessable  by  the  city  fo»  Such  year;  provided 
inclusion  of  any  such  amount  in  the  levy  of  any  year  shall 
not  operate  to  increase  the  amount"  otherwise  available 
within  any  limits  thereon  to  meet  other  appropriations  of 
the  city.  The  auditor  of  the  city  shall  also  annually  notify 
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the  assessors  of  the  amount  required  in  the  next  fiscal  year 
to  pay  the  cost,  not  otherwise  provided  for,  of  the  annual 
audit  of  the  accounts  of  the  city  and  its  related  parties  in 
accordance  with  section  14  of  chapter  190  of  the  acts  of 
1982  and  said  assessors  shall  include  the  amount  of  such 
cost  not  otherwise  provided  for  in  the  tax  levy  of  that  year. 
Such  authority  and  obligations  imposed  on  the  city  audi- 
tor under  section  23  of  chapter  486  of  the  acts  of  1909 
shall  be  applicable  to  all  entities  and  parties  included  in 
the  annual  audit  of  the  accounts  of  the  city  and  its  related 
parties  in  accordance  with  section  14  of  chapter  190  of  the 
acts  of  1982. 

Section  7.  In  the  discretion  of  the  collector-treasurer 
and  mayor,  when  authorized  by  a  two-third  vote,  bonds 
issued  by  the  city  under  authority  of  any  bond  act,  includ- 
ing bonds  issued  in  accordance  with  section  8  of  this  act, 
may  be  issued  with  such  terms  as  will  cause  the  interest 
thereon  to  be  subject  to  federal  income  taxation. 

Section  8.  (a)  Notwithstanding  section  6  of  this  act,  in 
the  discretion  of  the  collector-treasurer,  when  authorized 
by  a  two-thirds  vote,  bonds  of  the  city  duly  authorized  in 
accordance  with  law  to  finance  all  or  any  part  of  the  cost 
of  any  revenue  producing  facility  may  be  issued  and  sold 
by  the  city  as  special  obligation  bonds  payable  solely 
from  facility  revenues  pledged  to  their  payment  in  ac- 
cordance with  section  9  of  this  act.  Bonds  of  the  city  is- 
sued in  accordance  with  this  section  shall  not  be  deemed 
to  be  a  pledge  of  the  full  faith  and  credit  of  the  city  or 
payable  out  of  any  receipts  of  real  and  personal  property 
taxes.  Every  such  bond  shall  recite  on  its  face  that  it  is  a 
special  obligation  bond  payable  solely  from  facility  reve- 
nues pledged  for  its  repayment.  Such  bonds  shall  not  at 
any  time  be  included  in  the  debt  of  the  city  for  the  purpose 
of  ascertaining  its  legal  borrowing  capacity. 

(b)  Bonds  of  the  city  issued  in  accordance  with  this  sec- 
tion shall  bear  such  terms  and  conditions  and  shall  be  sold 
in  such  manner,  not  inconsistent  with  this  act.  as  the  col- 
lector-treasurer and  city  auditor  with  the  approval  of  the 
mayor  shall  determine.  Such  bonds  shall  be  payable  in 
such  amount  or  amounts  and  at  such  time  or  times,  not  in 
excess  of  the  maximum  period  provided  in  paragraph  (a) 
of  section  4  hereof,  as  the  collector-treasurer  and  city  au- 
ditor with  the  approval  of  the  mayor  shall  determine. 

(c)  Notwithstanding  section  17  and  17A  of  chapter  44 
of  the  General  Laws,  if  the  city  has  authorized  the  issu- 
ance of  bonds  in  accordance  with  this  section,  the  collec- 
tor-treasurer and  city  auditor  with  the  approval  of  the 
mayor  may  without  further  authority  issue  notes  in  antici- 
pation of  such  bonds  pursuant  to  paragraph  (c)  of  section 
4  of  this  act.  The  maturity  date  of  any  such  notes  shall  not 
exceed  three  years  from  the  date  of  issue  of  such  notes  or 
six  months  after  the  date  of  completion  of  the  revenue  pro- 
ducing facility,  as  determined  by  the  city  auditor,  which- 
ever date  is  later,  provided  that  notes  issued  to  mature 
earlier  than  such  date  may  be  refunded  by  other  notes  ma- 
turing no  later  than  three  years  from  the  date  of  issue  of  the 
original  loan  or  six  months  after  the  completion  date  of 
the  facility,  whichever  date  is  later. 

Section  9.  (a)  In  the  discretion  of  the  collector-treasurer 
and  mayor,  when  authorized  by  a  two-thirds  vote,  bonds 
of  the  city  issued  under  any  bond  act  may  be  secured  by 
one  or  more  trust  or  security  agreements  between  the  city 
and  a  corporate  trustee,  which  may  be  any  trust  company 
or  bank  having  the  powers  of  a  trust  company  within  or 
without  the  commonwealth,  or  directly  between  the  city 
and  the  lenders  of  such  bonds.  Any  such  trust  or  security 
agreement  shall  be  in  such  form  as  determined  by  the  col- 
lector-treasurer, with  the  approval  of  the  mayor,  and  shall 
be  executed  by  the  collector-treasurer  and  city  auditor 
and  countersigned  by  the  mayor. 

(b)  Any  trust  or  security  agreement  directly  or 
indirectly  securing  bonds,  other  than  bonds  is- 


sued in  accordance  with  section  8  of  this  act,  may, 
in  addition  to  other  security  provided  by  law, 
pledge  or  assign,  and  create  a  security  interest  in, 
all  or  any  part  of  the  revenue  of  the  city.  A  trust  or 
security  agreement  securing  bonds  issued  in  ac- 
cordance with  section  8  of  this  act  may  pledge  or 
assign,  and  create  a  security  interest  in,  all  or  any 
part  of  the  facility  revenues  derived  from  the  reve- 
nue producing  facilities  financed  by  such  bonds  or 
derived  from  any  other  revenue  producing  facility 
of  the  city,  but  shall  not  otherwise  pledge  or  assign 
any  other  revenues  of  the  city.  Any  trust  or  secu- 
rity agreement  may  contain  such  provisions  for 
protecting  and  enforcing  the  rights,  security  and 
remedies  of  the  lenders  as  may  be  reasonable  and 
not  in  violation  of  law,  including,  without  limita- 
tion, provisions  defining  defaults  and  providing 
for  remedies  in  the  event  thereof,  which  may  in- 
clude the  acceleration  of  maturities,  and  cove- 
nants setting  forth  the  duties  of,  and  limitations 
on,  the  city  in  relation  to  the  custody,  safeguard- 
ing, investment  and  application  of  moneys,  the  is- 
sue of  additional  and  refunding  bonds,  the 
establishment  of  reserves,  the  establishment  of 
sinking  funds  for  the  payment  of  bonds,  and  the 
use  of  surplus  bond  proceeds  and  revenues.  A 
trust  or  security  agreement  securing  bonds  issued 
in  accordance  with  section  8  hereof  may  also  in- 
clude covenants  and  provisions  regarding  the  ac- 
quisition, construction,  operation  and  carrying 
out  the  revenue  producing  facilities  financed  by 
such  bonds  or  the  facility  revenues  from  which  se- 
cure the  same,  the  fixing  and  collection  of  facility 
revenues  and  the  making  and  amending  of  con- 
tracts relating  thereto. 

(c)  In  the  discretion  of  the  collector-treasurer 
and  mayor  when  authorized  by  a  two-thirds  vote, 
bonds  issued  under  any  bond  act  may  be  issued  in 
the  form  of  lines  of  credit  or  other  banking  ar- 
rangements and  under  such  terms  and  conditions, 
not  inconsistent  with  this  act.  and  under  such 
agreements  with  the  purchasers  or  makers 
thereof,  as  the  collector-treasurer,  with  the  ap- 
proval of  the  mayor,  may  determine.  In  addition  to 
other  security  provided  herein  or  otherwise  by 
law,  bonds  issued  by  the  city  under  any  bond  act 
may  be  secured,  in  whole  or  in  part,  by  insurance 
or  by  letters  or  lines  or  credit  or  other  credit  facili- 
ties issued  to  the  city  by  any  bank,  trust  company 
or  other  financial  institution,  within  or  without 
the  commonwealth,  and  the  city  may  pledge  or 
assign  any  of  its  revenues  or  facility  revenues,  as 
appropriate,  as  security  for  the  reimbursement  by 
the  city  to  the  issuers  of  such  letters  or  lines  of 
credit,  insurance  or  credit  facilities  or  any  pay- 
ments made  thereunder. 

(d)  It  shall  be  lawful  for  any  bank  or  trust  com- 
pany to  act  as  a  depository  or  trustee  of  the  pro- 
ceeds of  bonds,  revenue  or  other  moneys  under 
any  such  trust  or  security  agreement  and  to  fur- 
nish such  indemnification  or  to  pledge  such  secu- 
rities and  issue  such  letters  or  lines  of  credit  or 
other  credit  facilities  as  may  be  required  by  the 
city.  All  expenses  incurred  in  carrying  out  the  pro- 
visions of  such  trust  or  security  agreement  may  be 
treated  as  a  cost  of  issuance  hereunder.  Any  such 
trust  or  security  agreement  ma)  set  forth  the 
rights  and  remedies  o(  bondholders  and  of  the 
trustee  and  may  restrict  the  individual  right  of 
action  by  bondholders.  Any  pledge  o(  revenue 
made  by  the  city  under  the  prov  isions  of  this  act 
shall  be  valid  and  bindine  and  shall  be  deemed 
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continuously  perfected  for  the  purpose  of  the  Uni- 
form Commercial  Code  and  other  laws  from  the 
time  when  such  pledge  is  made.  The  revenue, 
moneys,  rights  and  proceeds  so  pledged  and  then 
held  or  thereafter  acquired  or  received  by  the  city 
shall  immediately  be  subject  to  the  lien  of  such 
pledge  without  any  physical  delivery  or  segrega- 
tion thereof  or  further  act,  and  the  lien  of  any  such 
pledge  shall  be  valid  and  binding  against  all  par- 
ties having  claims  of  any  kind  in  tort,  contract  or 
otherwise  against  the  city,  regardless  of  whether 
such  parties  have  notice  thereof.  Neither  the  trust 
agreement  nor  any  other  agreement  by  which  a 
pledge  is  created  need  be  filed  or  recorded  except 
in  the  records  of  the  city  clerk  and  no  filing  need 
be  made  under  the  Uniform  Commercial  Code. 

(e)  Any  holder  of  a  bond  issued  by  the  city  un- 
der the  provisions  of  this  act  or  of  any  of  the  cou- 
pons appertaining  thereto  and  any  trustee  under  a 
trust  or  security  agreement  securing  the  same,  ex- 
cept to  the  extent  the  rights  herein  given  be  re- 
stricted by  such  trust  agreement,  may  bring  suit 
upon  the  bonds  or  coupons  and  may,  either  at  law 
or  in  equity,  by  suit,  action,  mandamus,  or  other 
proceeding  for  legal  or  equitable  relief,  includ- 
ing, in  the  case  of  bonds  issued  in  accordance  with 
section  8  of  this  act ,  proceedings  for  the  appoint- 
ment of  a  receiver  to  take  possession  and  control 
of  the  revenue  producing  facilities  financed  by 
such  bonds  or  the  facility  revenues  from  which  se- 
cure the  same,  to  operate  and  maintain  the  same, 
to  make  any  necessary  repairs,  renewals  and  re- 
placements in  respect  thereof  and  to  fix,  revise 
and  collect  fees  and  charges,  protect  and  enforce 
any  and  all  rights  under  the  laws  of  the  common- 
wealth or  granted  hereunder  or  under  such  trust 
agreement  or  other  agreement,  and  may  enforce 
and  compel  the  performance  of  all  duties  required 
by  this  act  or  by  such  trust  agreement  to  be  per- 
formed by  the  city  or  by  any  officer  thereof. 

(0  A  pledge  of  revenue  in  accordance  with  this 
act  shall  constitute  a  sufficient  appropriation 
thereof  for  the  purposes  of  any  provision  for  ap- 
propriation for  so  long  as  such  pledge  shall  be  in 
effect  and,  notwithstanding  section  31C  of  chap- 
ter 486  of  the  acts  of  1909  or  any  other  general  or 
special  law  to  the  contrary,  such  revenues  may  be 
applied  as  required  by  the  pledge  and  the  trust  or 
security  agreement  evidencing  the  same  without 
further  appropriation. 

Section  10.  Notwithstanding  section  6A  of 
chapter  44  of  the  General  Laws  or  section  3  of 
chapter  74  of  the  acts  of  1945,  as  amended  or  any 
other  provision  of  law  to  the  contrary,  if  the  city 
has  an  agreement  with  any  governmental  unit 
whereby  said  governmental  unit  has  agreed  to 
provide  to  the  city  a  grant  or  other  aid  or  contribu- 
tion to  defray  all  or  any  part  of  thecost  of  any  work 
or  purpose  undertaken  by  the  city,  for  the  purpose 
of  providing  the  necessary  funds  to  meet  such  cost 
prior  to  receipt  of  such  grant,  aid  or  contribution, 
the  collector-treasurer,  with  the  approval  of  the 
mayor  and  city  auditor,  may  incurdebt  outside  the 
debt  limit  of  the  city  and  issue  notes  therefor  to  an 
amount  not  exceeding  the  amount  of  the  grant,  aid 
or  contribution  as  shown  by  the  agreement.  The 
issue  of  such  notes  shall  be  governed  by  the  provi- 
sions of  this  act  relating  to  the  issue  of  bonds  other 
than  temporary  notes  as  the  same  may  be  applica- 
ble provided  that  notes  so  issued,  and  renewals 
thereof,  shall  mature  no  later  than  six  months  after 
the  expected  date  of  final  receipt  of  such  grant,  aid 


or  contribution,  as  determined  by  the  city  auditor, 
but  in  no  event  later  than  five  years  from  their 
dates.  The  proceeds  of  such  grant,  aid  or  contri- 
bution shall  be  applied  to  the  discharge  of  the  loan 
without  the  necessity  of  further  appropriation. 
Section  11.  (a)  In  addition  to  any  other  authority  pro- 
vided by  law,  if  the  city  has  voted  to  undertake  any  work 
for  the  payment  of  all  orany  part  of  the  cost  of  which  it  is 
authorized  by  law  to  incur  debt  and  issue  bonds,  in  lieu  of 
issuing  bonds  for  all  or  part  of  such  cost,  the  city,  acting 
by  or  through  the  board,  commission  or  other  officer  of 
the  city  having  the  care,  custody  or  control  of  such  work, 
may.  when  authorized  by  a  two-thirds  vote,  enter  into 
lease,  purchase,  installment  sale,  lease-purchase,  sale 
and  leaseback  or  other  similar  agreements  with  any  per- 
son, public  or  private,  in  order  to  acquire  or  otherwise 
carry  out  such  work.  Any  such  agreement  and  the  obliga- 
tions of  the  city  thereunder  shall  be  governed  by  the  provi- 
sions of  this  act  relating  to  bonds  as  the  same  may  be 
applicable  including,  without  limitation,  the  provisions  of 
section  8  hereof  relative  to  bonds  issued  to  finance  reve- 
nue producing  facilities.  In  addition  to  executing  by  any 
other  person  required  by  law.  any  such  agreement  shall  be 
signed  by  the  collector-treasurer  and  city  auditor  and 
countersigned  by  the  mayor.  Notwithstanding  section  3 
or  section  4  of  chapter  40  of  the  General  Laws,  any  such 
agreement  may  be  for  such  term  and  may  include  such 
provisions,  consistent  with  this  act,  as  the  signing  officers 
may  determine,  provided  that  the  maximum  term  of  any 
such  agreement,  and  all  renewals  thereof,  shall  not  ex- 
ceed the  maximum  term  permitted  by  this  act  for  the 
bonds  that  could  have  been  issued  for  the  applicable 
work.  In  connection  with  any  such  agreement  the  city 
may  also  mortgage,  grant  a  security  interest  in,  or  other- 
wise encumber  any  real  or  personal  property  acquired  by 
the  city  thereunder  or  leased  by  the  city  in  accordance 
with  paragraph  (b)  of  this  section.  The  provisions  of  para- 
graph (e)  of  section  1  ofchapter474of  the  acts  of  1946  as 
amended  shall  not  apply  to  any  such  agreement  or  to  any 
lease  or  sale  of  real  property  in  connection  therewith 
made  in  accordance  with  paragraph  (b)  of  this  section. 
Except  as  provided  in  section  8  of  this  act  or  in  the  appli- 
cable agreement,  any  agreement  entered  into  by  the  city 
in  accordance  with  this  section  shall  constitute  a  general 
obligation  of  the  city  for  which  its  full  faith  and  credit  are 
pledged  and  rentals  and  other  payments  to  be  made  by  the 
city  thereunder  shall  for  all  purposes  of  law,  including 
without  limitation  chapter  59  of  the  General  Laws,  be 
treated  as  payments  on  a  debt  of  the  city. 

(b)  Notwithstanding  sections  3 1 ,  3 1 A  and  3 1 B  of  chap- 
ter 486  of  the  acts  of  1909  or  any  other  general  or  special 
law  to  the  contrary,  in  connection  with  any  agreement  au- 
thorized by  the  city  pursuant  to  this  section,  the  city  may, 
when  authorized  by  a  two-thirds  vote,  lease  to  the  lessor 
or  sellorof  the  work  to  be  provided  under  such  agreement 
for  a  term  not  exceeding  the  term  of  such  agreement,  or 
sell,  transfer  or  otherwise  convey  to  such  person,  in  either 
case  with  or  without  public  auction  and  for  such  consider- 
ation, if  any,  as  may  be  provided  in  such  vote,  any  real 
property  owned  by  the  city,  other  than  parks  and  play- 
grounds, or  any  interest  therein  or  in  the  air  space  above, 
within  or  contiguous  to  such  real  property,  whether  then 
used  for  the  same  municipal  purpose  as  the  work  to  be 
provided  under  such  agreement  or  otherwise  and  whether 
then  improved  or  unimproved,  provided  that  any  such 
agreement  shall  require  thai  upon  expiration  of  such 
agreement  and  all  renewals  thereof  title  to  the  real  prop- 
erty so  leased,  sold,  transferred  or  otherwise  conveyed, 
and  to  all  improvements  thereon,  shall  either  revert  to  the 
city  or  may  be  repurchased  by  the  city  at  its  option  for  a 
price  no  greater  than  the  fair  market  value  of  such  prop- 
erty and  improvements  at  the  date  of  such  expiration  as 
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determined  by  independent  appraisal  of  the  premises. 
Any  lease,  sale,  transferor  conveyance  of  real  property  in 
accordance  with  this  section  may  be  made  by  the  city  sub- 
ject to  the  rights  of  any  lessee  or  other  owner  of  any  inter- 
est in  the  real  property  or,  prior  to  such  lease,  sale, 
transfer  or  conveyance,  the  city  may  acquire  such  interest 
and,  notwithstanding  chapter  474  of  the  acts  of  1946,  as 
amena  1,  terminate  such  rights,  by  purchase,  gift  or  de- 
vise or  by  the  exercise  of  eminent  domain  under  chapter 
79  or  chapter  80A  of  the  General  Laws,  provided  no  right 
or  interest  of  the  federal  government,  the  Common- 
wealth, the  Boston  Redevelopment  Authority  or  the  Bos- 
ton Housing  Authority  shall  be  so  acquired  or  terminated 
without  its  consent. 

Section  12.  (a)  Notwithstanding  section  20  of  chapter 
44  of  the  General  Laws,  the  proceeds  of  sale  of  any  bonds 
of  the  city,  including  premiums  but  excluding  accured  in- 
terest, shall,  subject  to  any  agreement  securing  the  bonds 
and  except  as  otherwise  provided  in  the  applicable  bond 
act,  be  applied  to  the  work  or  purpose  for  which  autho- 
rized, including  without  limitation  payment  of  the  costs 
of  such  work  or  purpose,  costs  of  issuance,  such  reserves 
as  may  be  required  by  any  agreement  securing  such  bonds 
and,  if  such  bonds  are  issued  to  pay  the  cost  of  a  revenue 
producing  facility,  interest  prior  to  and  during  the  acquisi- 
tion and  construction  of  the  revenue  producing  facility 
and  for  a  reasonable  time,  not  in  excess  of  six  months, 
thereafter.  Any  accrued  interest  received  upon  the  sale  of 
bonds  shall  be  applied  to  the  first  interest  payable 
thereon. 

(b)  Subject  to  any  agreement  securing  bonds  and  except 
as  otherwise  provided  in  the  applicable  bond  act.  if  any 
part  of  the  proceeds  of  sale  of  any  bonds  remains  unex- 
pended after  the  work  or  purpose  for  which  such  bonds 
were  issued  is  completed,  or  if  such  work  or  purpose  is 
not  completed  and  the  city  by  a  two-thirds  vote  has  voted 
to  abandon  such  work  or  purpose  and  no  liability  remains 
outstanding  and  unpaid  on  account  thereof,  such  pro- 
ceeds may  be  applied  by  the  collector-treasurer  and  city 
auditor,  at  the  direction  of  the  mayor,  to  any  other  work  or 
purpose  for  which  a  loan  has  been  authorized  for  a  term 
equal  to  or  longer  than  the  term  of  such  bonds  but  only  to 
the  extent  that  the  loan  has  been  incurred  and  provided 
that  the  total  amount  expended  pursuant  to  such  loan  au- 
thorization shall  not  exceed  the  amount  of  the  authoriza- 
tion, or  may  be  appropriated  by  the  city  to  pay  the 
principal,  premium  or  interest  on  such  bonds  or  on  any 
other  debt  of  the  city  or  to  any  other  purpose  for  which  a 
loan  may  be  incurred  fora  term  equal  to  or  longer  than  the 
term  of  such  bonds,  but  may  not  be  applied  or  appropri- 
ated to  any  other  purpose. 

(c)  Subject  to  any  agreement  securing  bonds,  the  col- 
lector-treasurer and  city  auditor,  when  directed  by  the 
mayor,  may  use  for  any  appropriation  to  be  met  by  a  loan 
not  yet  incurred  any  moneys  in  the  city  treasury  raised  by 
a  loan  not  required  to  pay  all  or  any  part  of  the  cost  of  the 
work  or  purpose  for  which  borrowed,  the  moneys  so  used 
to  be  replaced  upon  the  issuance  of  the  loan  to  fund  such 
appropriation. 

Section  13.  In  addition  to  authority  otherwise  granted 
by  law,  the  city  may.  when  authorized  by  a  two-thirds 
vote,  issue  refunding  bonds  for  the  purpose  of  paying  any 
of  its  bonds  outstanding  under  any  bond  act  at  or  prior  to 
maturity  or  upon  acceleration  or  redemption.  Refunding 
bonds  may  be  issued  at  such  times  prior  to  the  maturity  or 
redemption  of  the  refunded  bonds  as  the  collector-trea- 
surer and  mayor  deem  to  be  in  the  best  interest  of  the  city. 
The  refunding  bonds  may  be  issued  in  sufficient  amounts 
to  pay  or  provide  for  the  principal  of  the  bonds  being  re- 
funded, together  with  any  redemption  premium  thereon, 
any  interest  accrued  or  to  accrue  to  the  date  of  payment  of 
such  bonds,  the  costs  of  issuance  of  the  refunding  bonds. 


the  costs  of  redeeming  the  bonds  being  refunded  and  such 
reserves  as  may  be  required  by  any  agreement  securing 
the  refunding  bonds.  The  issue  of  refunding  bonds,  the 
maturity  or  maturities  and  other  details  thereof,  the  secu- 
rity therefor,  and  the  rights  of  the  holders  thereof,  and  the 
rights,  duties  and  obligations  of  the  city  in  respect  of  the 
same  shall  be  governed  by  the  provisions  of  this  act  relat- 
ing to  the  issue  of  bonds  other  than  refunding  bonds  inso- 
far as  the  same  may  be  applicable;  provided  that  the 
refunding  bonds  shall  be  payable  no  later  than  the  last  date 
of  which  any  portion  of  the  bonds  being  refunded  are  pay- 
able or  within  the  remaining  useful  life  of  the  work  or 
purpose  financed  by  the  refunded  bonds,  as  determined 
by  the  city  auditor,  whichever  is  later.  Refunding  bonds 
issued  in  accordance  with  this  section  shall  be  subject  to 
the  same  limit  of  indebtedness,  if  any,  as  the  bonds  re- 
funded provided  however  that  upon  the  issuance  of  the 
refunding  bonds  the  bonds  refunded  shall  no  longer  be 
counted  in  determining  any  limit  of  indebtedness  of  the 
city.  Section  21 A  of  chapter  44  of  the  General  Laws  shall 
not  apply  to  the  city. 

Section  14.  Notwithstanding section55of chapter 44 of 
the  General  Laws  or  any  other  general  or  special  law  to 
the  contrary,  but  subject  to  any  agreement  securing 
bonds,  funds  over  which  the  city  has  exclusive  control, 
including  without  limitation  the  proceeds  of  bonds,  reve- 
nues pledged  for  the  payment  of  bonds  and  other  revenue 
cash  of  the  city,  may  be  invested  by  the  collector-treasurer 
in  any  investments  which  are  legal  investments  for  funds 
of  the  commonwealth  under  chapter  29  or  chapter  32  of 
the  General  Laws.  For  the  purpose  of  providing  for  the 
payment  of  the  principal,  premium  and  interest  due  on 
bonds  of  the  city,  the  city  may  keep  on  deposit  in  any  na- 
tional bank  or  trust  company  in  any  city  or  town,  w  ithin  or 
without  the  commonwealth,  where  such  principal,  pre- 
mium or  interest  is  payable,  in  addition  to  any  amounts 
required  to  be  held  on  deposit  therein  under  any  trust  or 
security  agreement  securing  bonds,  a  sum  not  exceeding 
in  the  aggregate  the  amount  of  principal,  premium  and 
interest  due  on  such  bonds  during  the  next  suceeding 
three  months. 

Section  15.  Bonds  of  the  city  issued  under  authority  of 
any  bond  act  are  hereby  made  securities  in  which  all  in- 
surance companies,  trust  companies,  banking  associa- 
tions, saving  banks,  cooperative  banks,  investment 
companies,  executors,  trustees  and  other  fiduciaries,  and 
all  other  persons  whatsoever  w  ho  are  now  or  may  hereaf- 
ter be  authorized  to  invest  in  bonds  or  notes  or  other  obli- 
gations of  a  similar  nature  may  properly  and  legally  invest 
funds,  including  capital,  deposits  or  other  funds  in  their 
control  or  belonging  to  them.  Such  bonds  are  hereby 
made  securities  which  may  properly  and  legally  be  de- 
posited with  and  received  by  and  state  or  municipal  offi- 
cer or  any  agency  or  political  subdivision  of  the 
Commonwealth  of  any  purpose  for  which  the  deposit  of 
bonds  or  other  obligations  of  the  Commonwealth  now  or 
may  hereafter  be  authorized  by  law.

consent  or  other  proceedings,  conditions  or  things

Whereas,  The  City  Council,  on  December  28,  1982, 
unanimously  passed  an  ordinance  to  regulate  the  expan- 
sion of  nonprofit,  tax-exempt  institutions  in  neighbor- 
hoods throughout  the  City  of  Boston;  and 

Whereas,  On  January  17,  1983.  the  Mayor  vetoed  the 
ordinance  only  to  have  the  veto  overriden  on  January  26. 
thereby  becoming  chapter  39  of  the  Ordinances  of  1982; 
and 

Whereas,  On  April  22,  1983,  in  testimony  before  the 
City  Council's  Committee  on  Government  Regulation. 
Mr.  Michael  Donovan,  administrator  of  the  Rent  Equity 
Board  stated  that  the  board  was  not  enforcing  the  ordi- 
nance based  on  an  opinion  letter  written  on  February  1  by 
then  Corporation  Counsel  Harold  Carroll  stating  that  in 
enacting  the  ordinance  the  city  exceeded  its  authority  in 
attempting  to  regulate  institutional  expansion,  and  the  or- 
dinance violates  the  Fourteenth  Amendment  to  the  United 
States  Constitution;  and 

Whereas,  In  light  of  the  city's  broad  powers  to  regulate 
land  use  through  the  Zoning  Code,  rents,  evictions  and 
displacement  as  the  result  of  condominium  conversion, 
the  city  arguably  has  the  right  to  regulate  institutional  ex- 
pansion; and 

Whereas,  Since  the  housing  market  in  such  neighbor- 
hoods as  the  South  End,  the  Fenway.  Allston-Brighton 
and  Audubon  Circle  has  been  greatly  affected  by  non- 
profit, tax-exempt  institutions  it  is  neither  arbitrary  nor 
capricious  to  regulate  such  institutions  intheir  acquisition 
of  residential  housing;  and 

Whereas.  A  nonprofit  tax-exempt  institution  recently 
purchased  residential  property  for  dormitory  use.  the 
precise  situation  which  the  ordinance  was  enacted  to  ad- 
dress; now.  be  it  therefore 

Ordered.  That  the  Rent  Equity  Board  is  instructed  to 
enforce  chapter  39  of  the  Ordinances  of  1982.  declaring  a 
state  of  emergency  and  establishing  controls  relative  to 
institutional  expansion  in  the  City  of  Boston.

Section  13.  District  Council  Offices.  Other  Council 

Offices. 
Each  person  elected  City  Councillor  representing  a 
district  shall  establish  an  office  in  a  public  building 
within  that  district  and  shall  have  access  to  a  carrel  or 
area  within  City  Hall  to  receive  constituents. 

The  Mayor  shall  designate  in  each  district  an  appro- 
priate space  of  not  less  than  500  square  feet  for  the  fore- 
going purpose,  and  shall  not  change  such  designation 
without  the  concurrence  of  the  City  Council.  To  be  con- 
sidered appropriate,  such  area  shall  be  within  a  public 
building;  in  a  part  of  the  district  convenient  to  citizens; 
accessible  to  disabled  persons;  close  to  public  transpor- 
tation; open  during  regular  business  hours;  and  have 
light,  heat,  power  and  access  to  washing  and  toilet  facil- 
ities. The  area  designated  for  the  district  in  which  the 
City  Hall  is  located  may  be,  but  need  not  be,  within  the 
City  Hall,  but  not  within  the  area  heretofore  used  by  the 
City  Council.  Within  the  area  in  City  Hall  heretofore 
used  by  the  City  Council,  there  shall  be  maintained: 
The  Council  Chamber;  a  committee  room  styled  the 
James  Michael  Curley  Room;  an  appropriate  area  for 
Central  Council  Staff,  documents,  records,  supplies 
and  equipment;  the  Council  President's  Chambers; 
four  offices,  one  each  for  the  persons  elected  City 
Councillors  at  Large;  and  an  area  where  District  Coun- 
cillors shall  not  maintain  an  office  but  where  such 
Councillors  may  receive  and  conference  with  constitu- 
ents. 

Section  2.  Initial  designation  of  areas  and  preparation 
for  use  thereof  shall  be  accomplished  by  December  15, 
1983.

EXTENDING  FACILITIES  TO  STUDENTS  OF 
PAROCHIAL  AND  PRIVATE  SCHOOLS 

Coun.  LANGONE  offered  the  following: 
Whereas,  The  education  of  children  in  the  Boston  Pub- 
lic Schools  can  be  facilitated  by  use  of  computers;  and 


Whereas,  This  current  bond  issue  will  provide  money 
over  three  years  to  train  1 8,000  in  forty  schools  the  art  of 
computer  education;  and 

Whereas,  Under  the  existing  School  Department  plan 
this  computer  education  will  not  be  fully  implemented  for 
the  entire  schools  pupils  in  all  grades  until  1997;  and 

Whereas,  This  would  mean  that  an  entire  generation  of 
school  children  would  miss  the  opportunity  to  have  a 
quality  education  in  the  fullest  sense;  and 

Whereas,  Experience  shows  that  computer  training  in 
education  increases  interest  and  student  attendance;  and 

Whereas,  There  is  a  high  unemployment  among  stu- 
dent dropouts  which  occurs  midway  in  the  high  school 
education  level;  and 

Whereas,  The  funds  would  be  allocated  in  the  present 
bond  issue  of  $1 .5  million  would  be  used  in  three  years  to 
provide  computers,  soft  and  hardwares,  insurance,  super- 
vision, security,  and  supplies;  and 

Whereas,  In  order  to  escalate  this  program  so  that  the 
entire  grammar  school  pupils  in  September  have  a  better 
change  of  receiving  a  quality  education.  It  is  the  intention 
of  the  City  Council  to  purchase  all  the  computers  in  this 
fiscal  year  and  to  intensify  teacher  training  so  that  more 
children  can  receive  this  computer  education  in  the  cur- 
rent group  of  kindergarten  pupils  now  entering  school  at 
the  elementary  level;  and 

Whereas,  This  would  mean  additional  funds  for  teacher 
training  in  July  and  August  of  this  year  because  existing 
programs  would  only  train  250  teachers  out  of  4,000;  and 

Whereas,  The  City  Council  goes  on  record  as  favoring 
computer  education  to  all  our  Boston  school  children  as 
quickly  as  possible;  and 

Further,  That  the  $1 .5  million  for  the  purchase  of  com- 
puters and  the  various  related  services  be  utilized  fully  in 
the  current  1984  fiscal  year;  and 

Further,  That  the  computer  training  be  extended  in  Sep- 
tember of  1984  to  as  many  schools  as  these  funds  will 
allow  for  the  immediate  commencement  of  computer 
training  at  both  the  elementary  and  high  school  level;  and

Ordered,  That  the  facilities  of  the  computer  training  in

has  more  than  doubled  to  7,500  residents;  and 

Whereas,  Tufts/New  England  Medical  Center  has  been 
expanding  into  the  community,  taking  over  rental  hous- 
ing, displacing  the  garment  industry,  where  approxi- 
mately 75  percent  of  Chinese  women  are  employed,  and 
putting  pressure  on  the  restaurant  industry,  which  em- 
ploys approximately  75  percent  of  Chinese  men  accord- 
ing to  the  Chinatown  Planning  Group;  and 

Whereas,  The  Boston  Redevelopment  Authority 
(BRA)  is  opposed  to  Tufts/New  England  Medical  Center 
building  an  eight-story  Health  Science  Building  on  Parcel 
P-5  of  the  South  Cove  Renewal  Area  at  Harrison  Avenue 
and  Harvard  Street  because,  among  other  reasons,  mem- 
bers of  Chinatown  community  have  been  denied  the  op- 
portunity to  participate  in  the  formulation  of  a  Master

I  transmit  and  hereby  request  your  approval  of  a  home- 
rule  petition  which  would  modify  the  existing  law  with 
regard  to  charging  an  Augmented  Fire  Service  Availabil- 
ity Fee. 

The  purpose  for  this  submission  is  to  clarify  and 
strengthen  the  law  with  regard  to  the  fee.  The  new  lan- 
guage is  more  explicit  in  defining  the  methods  by  which 
the  fee  is  to  be  calculated  and  assessed:  it  provides  for 
exemptions  for  residential-rental  property  as  well  as 
houses  of  worship;  it  provides  for  exemption  in  cases  of 
extreme  hardship;  and  it  changes  the  date  of  ownership 
for  purposes  of  establishing  liability  for  the  fee  from  Jan- 
uary 1 .  to  July  1 .  of  any  particular  fiscal  year. 

Revenues  from  this  fee  are  to  be  dedicated  to  the  main- 
tenance of  adequate  fire  fighting  capacity  in  the  city  and 
are  essential  for  its  financial  well-being. 

I  urge  your  speedy  approval  of  this  petition  so  that  it 
may  be  acted  upon  promptly  by  the  Great  and  General 
Court.

(3)  Unless  otherwise  expressly  stated,  the  following 

words  and  phrases  shall  have,  for  the  purpose  of  this 

act.  the  meaning  given  in  the  following  clauses: 

"Ambulatory  occupants."  occupants  of  a  building 
section  who  are  capable  of  unassisted  self-preservation 
in  the  event  of  fire. 

"Ambulatory  subcomponent."  a  factor  of  the  occu- 
pant protection  component  which  measures  the  poten- 
tial ability  of  any  given  building  section  "s  occupants  to 
egress  the  building  without  assistance. 

"Approved."  authorized  or  sanctioned  under  the 
provisions  of  any  ordinance  or  regulation  enacted  pur- 
suant to  the  provisions  of  chapter  802  of  the  Acts  of 
1972  or  chapter  3  14  of  the  Acts  of  1962 

"Augmented  fire  services  a\ailabilit>."  the  capacity 
to  deliver  a  total  fire  flow  in  excess  of  3 .500  gallons  per 
minute,  expressed  as  the  number  of  gallons  per  minute 
of  total  fire  flow  above  3,500  gallons  per  minute  re- 
quired for  a  given  building  section 

"Building  section."  a  structure  or  that  portion 
thereof  which  is  a  self-contained  fire  division. 

"Building  section  height  code."  a  parameter  within 
safety  fire  flow  determined  by  the  number  o(  stones  o( 
the  building  section 

"Combustibility  class."  a  classification  of  the  rela- 
tive combustibility  inherent  in  the  contents  and  proc- 
esses associated  w  ith  the  predominant  use  of  a  building 
section.  The  following  five  combustibility  classifica- 
tions shall  be  use  to  classify  the  combustibility  of  the 
use  of  building  sections  non-combustible,  limited 
combustibility,  combustible,  free  burning  and  rapid 
burning. 
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"Combustible  life  safety  factor,"  a  factor  of  the  fuel 
subcomponent  which  measures  the  risk  to  life,  in  the 
event  of  a  serious  fire,  due  to  the  combustibility  class  of 
the  building  section. 

"Combustible  (Combustibility  classification  3),"  a 
use  classification  signifying  a  use  incorporating  mer- 
chandise, materials,  including  furniture,  stock  or 
equipment  of  moderate  combustibility  and  occupancies 
using  in  excess  of  20  percent  of  the  floor  area  of  the 
building  section  for  storage  of  combustible  materials  or 
material  crated  or  wrapped  in  combustible  containers. 

"Connecting  passageways  component,"  a  measure 
of  the  relative  fire  fighting  capacity  which  might  be  re- 
quired to  prevent  the  spread  of  fire  from  a  given  build- 
ing section  to  a  nearby  or  adjacent  building  section  via  a 
connecting  passageway. 

"Construction  type,"  a  classification  of  the  type  of 
construction  of  a  structure  with  respect  to  its  relative 
fire  resistiveness.  The  following  eight  construction 
types  shall  be  used  to  classify  the  relative  fire  resistive- 
ness of  structures:  fire-resistive,  heavy  timber,  pro- 
tected non-combustible,  unprotected 
non-combustible,  protected  ordinary,  unprotected  or- 
dinary, protected  wood  frame  and  unprotected  wood 
frame. 

"Construction  type  factor,"  a  measure  of  the  relative 
difficulty  of  suppressing  or  containing  a  fire  in  a  build- 
ing section  due  to  its  construction  type. 

"Construction  type  life  safety  factor,"  a  factor  of  the 
fuel  subcomponent  which  measures  the  risk  to  life  in 
the  event  of  a  serious  fire  due  to  the  construction  type  of 
the  building  section. 

"Containment  subcomponent,"  a  subcomponent  of 
the  fire  probability  component  which  measures  the  po- 
tential for  containing  a  fire  based  upon  the  type  of  pro- 
tection provided  to  vertical  openings  and  the  presence 
or  absence  of  smoke  control  equipment  in  a  given 
building  section. 

"Effective  area,"  that  part  of  a  building  section 
through  which  a  fire  might  spread  or  to  which  fire  sup- 
pression or  control  techniques  would  have  to  be  applied 
in  the  event  of  afire. 

"Enclosed  passageway,"  a  passageway  surrounded 
or  enclosed  on  all  four  sides  by  the  type  of  construction 
indicated. 

"  Evacuation  subcomponent ,"  a  subcomponent  of  the 
occupant  protection  component  which  measures  the 
adequacy  of  the  means  of  egress  from  a  given  building 
section. 

"Exposure  component,"  a  measure  of  the  relative 
fire  fighting  capacity  which  will  be  required  to  prevent 
the  spread  of  fire  from  a  given  building  section  to  a 
nearby  or  adjacent  building  section. 

"Fire  division,"  the  area  contained  within  the  inte- 
rior means  of  separation  of  one  part  of  a  floor  area  from 
another  part  together  with  fire-resistive  wall  or  floor 
construction  to  form  a  complete  barrier  between  ad- 
joining or  superimposed  floor  areas  in  the  same  build- 
ing or  structure. 

"Fire  probaility  component,"  a  component  of  the  life 
safety  parameter  which  estimates  the  relative  risk  of  a 
life-threatening  fire  occuring  in  a  given  building  sec- 
tion. 

"Fire  resistive  (Construction  type  1),"  a  totally  non- 
combustible  building  in  which  no  structural  steel  is  ex- 
posed and  all  vertical  openings  are  protected  by 
approved  doors,  and  where  the  fire-resistant  covering 
of  the  steel  is  typically  very  heavy:  poured  concrete, 
brick,  concrete  block,  or  similar  material. 

"Free  burning  (Combustibility  classification  4),"  a 
use  classification  signifying  a  use  incorporating  mer- 
chandise, materials,  including  furniture,  stock  or 
equipment  which  burns  freely  and  constitutes  an  active 
fuel. 


"Fuel  subcomponent,"  a  subcomponent  of  the  fire 
probability  component  which  measures  the  risk  to  life, 
in  the  event  of  a  serious  fire,  associated  with  a  given 
building  section's  use,  construction  type  and  interior 
finish. 

"Gallons  per  minute  (GPM),"  a  unit  of  measure  of 
the  response  required  in  the  event  of  a  fire  to  suppress  or 
contain  said  fire  and  to  protect  life  endangered  by  said 
fire. 

"Hazardous  interior  finish,"  interior  wall  or  ceiling 
finish  of  ply  wood  panelling c  inch  or  less  in  thickness, 
low-density  fireboard,  carpet,  or  foam  plastic,  rigid  or 
flexible. 

"Heavy  timber  (Construction  type  2),"  a  mill-con- 
structed building  in  which  the  load-bearing  walls  or 
columns  are  masonry  or  heavy  timber  and  all  exposed 
wood  members  have  a  minimum  dimension  of  two 
inches,  or  if  steel  or  iron  columns  are  used,  such 
columns  are  protected  by  a  fire-resistant  enclosure. 

"Interior  finish  factor,"  a  factor  of  the  fuel  subcom- 
ponent determined  by  the  presence  of  hazardous  inte- 
rior finish  materials  in  any  given  building  section. 

"Life  safety  parameter,"  a  parameter  which  esti- 
mates the  likelihood  that  no  loss  of  life  would  occur  in 
the  event  of  a  serious  fire  in  a  given  building  section. 

"Limited  combustibility  (Combustibility  classifica- 
tion 2),"  a  use  classification  signifying  a  use  incorpo- 
rating merchandise,  materials,  including  furniture, 
stock  or  equipment  of  low  combustibility,  with  limited 
concentrations  of  combustible  materials,  not  exceeding 
10  percent  of  floor  area. 

"Needed  fire  flow  (NFF),"  a  component  of  total  fire 
flow,  expressed  in  gallons  per  minute,  which  is  a  mea- 
sure of  the  fire  fighting  capacity  required  to  contain  or 
suppress  a  serious  fire  in  a  given  building  section  taking 
into  account  a  construction  type  factor,  an  effective 
area  factor,  a  use  combustibility  factor,  an  exposure 
component,  and  a  connecting  passageways  component 
to  be  determined  as  provided  herein. 

"Non-combustible  (Combustibility  classification 
1),"  a  use  classification  signifying  a  use  incorporating 
merchandise,  materials,  including  furniture,  stock  or 
equipment  of  very  low  or  no  combustibility,  including, 
but  not  limited  to  asbestos,  glass,  clay,  marble,  stone 
and  metal  products,  with  combustible  materials  taking 
up  not  more  than  5  percent  of  the  floor  area  of  the  build- 
ing section. 

"Notification  subcomponent,"  a  subcomponent  of 
the  occupant  protection  component  which  measures 
the  effectiveness,  in  the  event  of  fire,  of  a  given  building 
section's  evacuation  plan  warning  system. 

"Occupancy  density  code,"  a  parameter  within 
safety  fire  flow  which  is  a  measure  of  the  density  of 
occupancy  of  a  given  building  section  taking  into  ac- 
count the  use  and  hours  of  operation  of  the  building  sec- 
tion. 

"Occupant  protection  component,"  a  component  of 
the  life  safety  parameter  which  measures  the  adequacy 
of  a  given  building  section's  means  of  egress  and  the 
ability  of  occupants  to  use  them. 

"Open  passageway,"  a  passageway  open  at  the  top  or 
on  one  or  both  sides. 

"Passageway,"  a  structure  providing  communication 
between  two  otherwise  separate  buildings  which  con- 
tains no  contents  and  which,  if  open,  is  not  more  than 
25  feet  in  width,  and  which,  if  enclosed,  is  not  more 
than  15  feet  in  width. 

"Protected  non-combustible  (Construction  type  3)," 
a  totally  non-combustible  building  in  which  no  struc- 
tural steel  is  exposed,  all  vertical  openings  are  pro- 
tected by  approved  doors,  and  the  fire-resistive 
covering  of  the  steel  is  typically  light:  gypsum  board, 
sprayed,  fire-resistive  covering,  rated  ceilings,  and 
similar  materials. 
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"Protected  ordinary  (Consturction  type  5),"  a  build- 
ing in  which  the  load-bearing  walls  are  masonry, 
columns  are  protected  by  a  fire-resistive  covering  and 
the  undersides  of  all  wood  floors  and  roof  decks  are 
protected  by  a  fire-resistive  covering. 

"Protected  wood  frame  (Construction  type  7),"  a 
building  in  which  the  walls,  floors  and  roof  structure 
are  wood  framing,  and  the  interior  wall  and  ceiling  sur- 
faces of  habitable  spaces  and  the  ceiling  of  the  basement 
are  protected  by  a  fire-resistive  covering. 

"Rapid  burning  (Combustibility  classification  5),"  a 
use  classification  signifying  a  use  incorporating  mer- 
chandise, materials,  including  furniture,  stock  or 
equipment  which  either  burn  with  intensity,  ignite 
spontaneously  and  are  difficult  to  extinguish,  give  off 
flammable  or  explosive  vapors  at  ordinary  tempera- 
tures, or  which  produce  quantities  of  dust  or  finely  di- 
vided debris  subject  to  flash  fire  or  explosion. 

"Safety  fire  flow  (SFF),"  a  component  of  total  fire 
flow,  expressed  in  gallons  per  minute,  which  estimates 
the  required  fire  fighting  capacity  associated  with  en- 
suring the  life  safety  of  occupants  in  the  event  of  a  seri- 
ous fire  in  a  given  building  section. 

"Story,"  a  unit  of  height  of  15  feet  or  fraction  thereof, 
measuring  from  an  upper  surface  of  a  floor  to  the  upper 
surface  of  the  next  higher  floor  or  roof,  including  full 
attics  and  service  floors,  but  excluding  basements. 

"Suppression  subcomponent,"  a  subcomponent  of 
the  fire  probability  component  which  measures  the  po- 
tential effectiveness  of  a  given  building  section's  fire 
suppression  system  as  it  related  to  the  life  safety  of  the 
occupants. 

"Total  fire  flow  (TFF),"  the  total  fire  fighting  capac- 
ity, expressed  in  gallions  per  minute,  necessary  to  sup- 
press or  contain  a  serious  fire  in  a  given  building 
section,  and  to  assure  the  safety  of  the  occupants 
thereof,  and  taking  into  account  fire  suppression  and 
detection  equipment  as  provided  herein.  Total  fire  flow 
shall  be  the  sum  of  the  needed  fire  flow  and  the  safety 
fire  flow  of  a  given  building  section. 

"Unprotected  non-combustible  (Construction  type 
4),"  a  totally  non-combustible  building  in  which  the 
structural  steel  is  exposed  to  the  effects  of  a  fire. 

"Unprotected  ordinary  (Construction  type  6),"  a 
building  in  which  the  load-bearing  walls  are  masonary 
and  in  which  columns,  wood  floors  and  roof  decks  are 
exposed  and  unprotected  from  fire. 

"Unprotected  wood  frame  (Consturction  type  8)."  a 
building  in  which  the  walls,  floors  and  roof  structure 
are  wood  framing  and  in  which  there  is  no  fire-resistive 
covering  protecting  the  wood  frame. 

"Use  combustibility,"  a  measure  of  the  relative  diffi- 
culty of  suppressing  or  containing  a  fire  in  a  building 
section  due  to  the  building  section's  combustibility 
class. 


"Vertical  opening,"  an  opening  through  a  floor  or 
roof,  excepting  courts,  light  wells  and  similar  interior 
shafts  without  roof  which  are  20  feet  or  more  in  both 
horizontal  dimensions.  The  protection  afforded  verti- 
cal opening  enclosures  shall  be  classified  as  follows. 
Type  V- 1 :  Enclosures  have  walls  of  masonry  or  fire- 
resistive  construction  rating  one  hour  or  over,  except 
that  in  fire- resistive  buildings  of  four  or  more  stories . 
the  enclosure  walls  have  two  hours  or  more  fire-re- 
sistance rating,  and  doors  in  said  enclosures  are  an 
automatic  or  self-closing  type  and  have  one  hour  rat- 
ing, except  in  fire-resistive  buildings  of  four  or  more 
stories  where  1  Vs -hours  rated  doors  are  required. 
Type  V-2:  Enclosures  have  walls  as  in  Type  V-l  and 
doors  as  in  Type  V- 1 ,  except  that  elevator  doors  are  of 
metal  or  metal  covered  construction  so  arranged  that 
the  doors  must  be  normally  closed  for  operation  of 
the  elevator. 

Type  V-3:  Enclosure  has  walls  constructed  of  non- 
combustible  materials  rated  less  than  one  hour,  in- 
cluding, but  not  limited  to  metal  lath  and  plaster  or 
gypsum  board  on  metal  studs,  and  doors  in  said  en- 
closures are  of  an  automatic  or  self-closing  type  and 
have  either  3/4-hour  rating  or  are  of  metal  or  metal 
covered  construction  or  wired  glass  construction, 
and  in  which  elevator  doors  are  of  metal  or  metal  cov- 
ered construction  and  are  so  arranged  that  the  doors 
must  normally  be  closed  for  operation  of  the  eleva- 
tor; or  enclosures  or  doors  which  are  rated  between 
one  and  two  hours  in  fire  resistive  buildings  of  four  or 
more  stories. 

Type  V-4:  Unprotected  floor  openings,  or  other  en- 
closures or  doors  not  meeting  minimum  require- 
ments for  Type  V-3  vertical  opening  protection. 
(a)  Where  terms  are  not  defined,  they  shall  have  the 
meanings  given  in  the  regulations  promulgated  pursu- 
ant to  the  provisions  of  chapter  802  of  the  Acts  of  1972. 
and  if  not  defined  therein,  they  shall  have  their  ordinar- 
ily accepted  meanings  or  such  as  the  context  may  imply. 
(4)  Needed  fire  flow  for  a  building  section  shall  be 
determined  according  to  the  following  formula: 
NFF=  18(C) (A05)  (U)(l+x  +  P)  where 
C  =  a  factor  related  to  the  fire-resistiveness  of  the 
construction  type  of  building  section;  A  =  the  effective 
area  of  the  building  section;

The  passageway  subcomponent  values  of  each  individ- 
ual passageway  shall  be  specified  in  Table  5.  provided, 
however,  that  the  sum  of  the  exposure  factor  plus  the 
connecting  passageways  factor  shall  be  limited  to  0.75.

(0  The  maximum  needed  fire  flow  for  any  structure 
shall  be  12,000  gpm.  The  maximum  value  prior  to  the 
application  of  the  use  of  combustibility,  exposure  and 
connecting  passageways  factors  shall  be  as  follows:

(c)  the  life  safety  parameter  value  shall  be  the  sum  of 
one-fifth  of  the  value  of  the  occupant  protection  compo- 
nent and  four-fifths  of  the  value  of  the  fire  probability

(ii)  the  fire  probability  component  of  the  life  safety 
parameter  value  shall  be  assigned  a  value  equal  to  the 
sum  of  1 1  percent  of  the  value  of  the  fuel  subcompo- 
nent, 67  percent  of  the  value  of  the  suppression  sub- 
component and  22  percent  of  the  value  of  the 
containment  subcomponent,  provided,  however,  that  if 
the  value  of  said  fire  probability  component  is  less  than 
0.70.  and  all  of  the  building  section's  vertical  openings 
are  protected  with  types  V-l  or  V-2  protection,  and  the 
value  of  the  fuel  subcomponent  is  greater  than  0.65, 
then  the  fire  probability  component  shall  be  assigned  a 
value  of  0.70. 

The  fuel  subcomponent  of  the  fire  probability  com- 
ponent shall  be  the  arithmetical  product  of  the  values  of 
the  combustibility  life  safety  factor  and  the  construc- 
tion type  life  safety  factor  as  specified  in  Tables  13  and 
14.  respectively,  and  the  interior  finish  factor.  The 
value  of  the  interior  finish  factor  shall  be  0. 10  for  any 
building  section  containing  hazardous  finish  materials 
and  shall  be  0.99  for  any  building  section  containing  no 
hazardous  finish  materials.

The  value  of  the  suppression  subcomponent  of  the 
fire  probability  component  shall  be  determined  by 
multipying  the  percentage  of  building  section  area  cov- 
ered by  a  sprinkler  system  by  0.97  if  the  sprinkler  sys- 
tem values  are  supervised,  or  by  0.95  if  the  sprinkler 
system  values  are  not  supervised.  The  value  of  the  sup- 
pression subcomponent  shall  be  0.00  for  a  building  sec- 
tion with  no  sprinkler  system. 

The  value  of  the  containment  subcomponent  value 
shall  be  determined  in  accordance  with  the  following 
formula:

The  smoke  control  factor  value  shall  be  0.20  for  a 
building  section  with  a  smoke  control  system  and  shall 
be  0.00  for  a  building  section  with  no  smoke  control 
system.

(6)  The  total  fire  flow  for  any  given  structure  whose 
primary  use  is  residential  and  which  contains  no  more 
than  thirty  units  shall  be  3,500  gallons  per  minute. 

(7)  Prior  to  October  first  of  each  year  the  fire  com- 
missioner shall  determine  which  structures  in  the  city 
are  being  provided  augmented  fire  services  availability. 
On  or  before  October  first  of  each  year,  the  owners  of 
all  such  structures  being  provided  augmented  fire  serv- 
ices availability  shall  be  charged  a  fee  by  the  fire  com- 
missioner, to  be  determined  by  said  fire  commissioner 
as  provided  in  this  act,  for  the  provision  of  augmented 
fire  services  availability.  Said  fee  shall  be  based  on  the 
cost  of  providing  augmented  fire  services  availability, 
which  shall  be  determined  as  follows: 

The  fire  commissioner  shal  1  determine  the  number  of 
fire  companies  being  maintained  and  operated  which 
would  not  be  required  if  augmented  fire  services  avail- 
ability were  not  being  provided,  and  shall  determine  the 
cost  thereof,  said  cost  to  include,  without  limiting  the 
generality  of  the  foregoing,  personnel  and  apparatus 
expenses,  including  pension,  insurance,  overtime, 
workmen's  compensation  and  indemnification  ex- 
penses, annual  debt  service  and  administrative  and 
overhead  expenses  attributable  directly  or  indirectly  to 
the  maintenance,  operation  and  support  of  said  fire 
companies.  Said  cost  shall  be  divided  by  the  total  num- 
ber of  gallons  per  minute  of  augmented  fire  services 
availability  being  provided  to  all  structures  in  the  city  to 
determine  the  unit  cost  of  each  such  gallon  per  minute 
of  augmented  fire  services  availability.  The  fee  to  be 
charged  shall  be  determined  by  multipying  said  unit 
cost  by  the  number  of  gallons  per  minute  of  augmented 
fire  service  availability  attributable  to  a  given  building. 

The  fee  shall  be  due  and  payable  in  two  equal  install- 
ments; the  first  installment  due  and  payable  no  later 
than  December  first  of  the  year  in  which  the  charge  is 
made,  and  the  second  installment  due  and  payable  no 
later  than  June  first  of  the  following  year.  The  fire  com- 
missioner shall  designate  as  the  owner  of  the  parcel 
charged  the  owner  of  record  as  of  the  preceding  July 
first.  In  case  of  a  condominium,  as  defined  by  section  1 
of  chapter  183Aof  the  General  Laws,  the  fire  commis- 


sioner shall  designate  as  the  owner  of  the  parcel 
charged  the  person,  corporation,  trust,  association  or 
other  entity  designated  on  the  master  deed  or  any 
amendments  thereto  pursuant  to  section  8(i)  of  chapter 
183  A  of  the  General  Laws. 

(8)  Upon  payment  of  the  first  installment  of  the  fee, 
the  person  or  entity  paying  such  fee  may  appeal  the  cor- 
rectness of  such  fee  by  filing  a  notice  of  appeal  with  the 
fire  commissioner  on  or  before  December  first.  Upon 
receiving  a  notice  of  appeal  the  fire  commissioner  shall 
schedule  a  hearing  and  shall  notify  the  person  or  entity 
appealing  of  the  date  of  the  hearing.  The  person  or  en- 
tity who  filed  the  appeal  shall  be  entitled  to  appear  at  the 
hearing  and  present  evidence  challenging  the  correct- 
ness of  the  fee  charged.  The  fire  commissioner  or  his 
designee  shall  preside  at  said  hearing,  shall  render  a 
decision  affirming  the  correctness  of  the  charge  or  cor- 
recting said  charge,  and  shall  so  notify  the  person  or 
entity  who  filed  the  appeal.  The  decision  of  the  fire 
commissioner  or  his  designee  shall  be  final  subject  to 
judicial  review  as  provided  by  section  14  of  chapter 
30A  of  the  General  Laws. 

Upon  the  determination  of  an  appeal,  the  fire  com- 
missioner shall  inform  the  collector-treasurer  of  cases 
in  which  the  corrected  fee  is  greater  than  or  less  than  the 
original  charge,  The  collector-treasurer  shall  issue  a 
revised  bill  or  abatement  notice,  as  appropriate,  re- 
flecting the  corrected  fee,  and  refunding  the  difference, 
if  any,  between  the  corrected  fee  and  the  amount  al- 
ready paid,  plus  interest  of  eight  percent  per  annum 
from  the  date  of  payment. 

The  filing  of  afl  appeal  and  the  pendency  of  any  pro- 
ceedings pursuant  thereto  shall  not  operate  to  stay  the 
payment  of  any  fee  as  otherwise  provided  in  this  ordi- 
nance. 

(9)  the  fire  commissioner  may  estimate  the  fee  to  be 
paid  for  a  particular  structure.  In  such  cases,  the  esti- 
mated fee  shall  be  charged  to  the  owner  of  a  structure 
subject  to  such  fee  on  or  before  October  first,  and  shall 
be  due  and  payable  in  two  equal  installments  as  herein- 
before provided.  The  fire  commissioner  shall  deter- 
mined the  final  fee  on  or  before  February  fist  of  the 
fiscal  year  in  which  the  fee  was  charged.  The  collector- 
treasurer  shall  issue  a  revised  bill  or  abatement  notice, 
as  appropriate,  reflecting  the  final  fee,  and,  if  no  appeal 
is  pending,  shall  refund  the  difference,  if  any,  between 
the  final  fee  and  the  amount  already  paid,  plus  interest 
of  8  percent  per  annum  from  the  date  of  payment.  The 
person  or  entity  such  fee  may  appeal  the  correctness  of 
the  final  fee  by  filing  a  notice  of  appeal  with  the  fire 
commissioner  or  or  before  March  first  of  the  fiscal  year 
in  which  the  fee  was  charged.  Said  appeal  shall  be  de- 
cided as  hereinbefore  provided. 

(10)  Notwithstanding  any  provisions  of  this  act  to  the 
contrary,  for  the  fiscal  year  beginning  July  1,  1982,  and 
ending  June  30,  1 983,  the  fee  provided  for  in  this  ordi- 
nance shall  be  assessed  as  follows: 

On  or  before  July  1,  1983,  the  fire  commissioner 
shall  determine  and  assess  said  fee.  The  first  install- 
ment of  said  fee  shall  be  due  and  payable  no  later  than 
August  1,  1983.  the  second  installment  of  said  fee  shall 
be  due  and  payable  on  September  30,  1 983 .  The  person 
or  entity  paying  such  fee  may  appeal  the  correctness  of 
the  fee  as  hereinbefore  provided  on  or  before  July  3 1 , 
1983.  Appeals  shall  be  decided,  and  a  revised  bill  or 
abatement  notice  reflecting  the  corrected  fee,  and  re- 
funds, where  appropriate,  shall  be  issued  as  otherwise 
provided  in  this  act. 

(11)  Notwithstanding  any  provisions  of  this  act  to  the 
contrary,  the  owner  of  a  structure  being  provided  aug- 
mented fire  services  availability  shall  not  be  required  to 
pay  that  proportion  of  the  fee  charged  for  augmented 
fire  services  availability  attributable  to  portions  of  said 
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structure  owned  by  said  owner  and  rented  as  residential 
units  to  persons  or  families  living  independently  of 
each  other,  and  in  which  kitchen  facilities  are  provided 
in  each  individual  unit,  or  common  areas  of  said  struc- 
tures, including  parking,  accessory  to  said  residential 
units  only,  nor  shall  said  fee  be  charged  to  the  owner  of 
any  structure  whose  primary  use  is  as  a  house  of  wor- 
ship, nor  shall  said  fee  be  charged  to  the  owner  of  any 
structure  whose  primary  use  is  for  charitable  or  not  for 
profit  purposes,  if,  in  the  judgment  of  the  collector- 
treasurer,  the  payment  of  said  fee  would  jeopardize  the 
ability  of  said  owner  to  continue  the  use  of  said  struc- 
ture for  said  charitable  or  not  for  profit  purposes. 

(12)  The  collector-treasurer  shall  have  all  the  reme- 
dies of  chapter  60  of  the  General  Laws  for  the  enforce- 
ment of  this  act. 

(13)  The  fire  commissioner  and  the  collector-trea- 
surer may  promulgate  rules  and  regulations  for  the  ad- 
ministration of  this  act. 

(14)  Revenue  received  hereunder  shall  be  used  to 
maintain  adequate  levels  of  augmented  fire  service 
availability. 

Section  2.  The  provisions  of  this  act  are  severable  and  if 
any  of  its  provisions  shall  be  held  invalid  in  any  circum- 
stances, such  invalidity  shall  not  affect  any  other  provi- 
sions or  circumstances. 

Section  3.  This  act  shall  take  effect  upon  its  passage.

I  transmit  to  you  a  proposed  City  Coun- 
cil order  concerning  the  request  of  Price  Realty  Limited 
Partnership  for  industrial  revenue  bond  financing  of  their 
proposed  industrial  development  project. 

Price  Realty  Limited  Partnership  proposes  to  construct 
a  20,000  square-foot,  one-story  manufacturing  facility  at 
Alsen-Mapes  Industrial  Park  in  Dorchester,  where  they 
will  lease  a  site  from  EDIC/Boston.  The  factory  will  be 
used  to  house  the  entire  apparel-making  operations  of 
Wicket  Limited,  a  wholly  owned  subsidiary  of  Esquire 
Neckwear,  Inc.  of  Boston.  Currently  employing  fifty- 
eight  workers,  75  percent  of  whom  are  Boston  residents, 
the  company  expects  to  add  approximately  six  more 
workers  through  business  expansion. 

Currently  located  in  Teradyne's  facility  at  1000  Wash- 
ington Street,  Teradyne  is  assisting  the  company's  loca- 
tion to  the  industrial  park  by  lending  $250,000  of 
industrial  revenue  bonds  to  the  company.

The  Boston  Industrial  Development  Financing  Author- 
ity has  reviewed  and  considered  an  industrial  develop- 
ment project  proposed  by  Price  Realty  Limited 
Partnership,  for  use  by  Wicket  Limited.

In  compliance  with  the  1 7F  order  passed  by  City  Coun- 
cil on  May  1 1 ,  1983, 1  submit  the  following: 

1 .  There  were  fifteen  concerts  held  on  the  1982  Con- 
certs on  the  Common  series. 

2.  The  list  of  gross  ticket  sale  revenues  for  each  con- 
cert is  attached. 


3.  The  financial  report  of  the  1982  Concerts  on  the 
Common  is  attached.  Income  totaled  $1 ,326,705  and  the 
expenditures  totaled  $1,313,178,  leaving  a  balance  of 
$13,527. 

4.  WBZ  Fund  for  the  Arts  received  $6,000.  The  Bos- 
ton City  Arts  Grants  received  $7 ,  527 ,  which  is  being  used 
for  grants  to  Boston  community  and  cultural  organiza- 
tions such  as  the  Community  Music  Center  in  the  South 
End,  concerts  presented  by  Music  Serving  the  Elderly 
(M.U.S.E.),  and  the  Kit  Clark  Senior  Center  in  Dorches- 
ter. 

There  is  no  dispute  over  the  condition  of  the  Boston 
Common.  In  fact,  within  the  last  several  weeks  a  major 
restoration  and  reseeding  project  was  successfully  com- 
pleted under  the  supervision  of  the  Parks  and  Recreation 
Department  Engineering  Division.

City  ofBostonCode,  St.  11,  section  351  is  stricken  and 
is  replaced  by  the  following: 

St.  11,  Section  351  —  Library  Department;  Trustees  of 
the  Public  Library.  Appointment,  Compensation, 
etc. 

The  Library  Department  shall  be  under  the  charge  of  a 
board,  known  as  the  Trustees  of  the  Public  Library,  con- 
sisting of  five  trustees  each  appointed  by  the  Mayor  for  a 
term  of  five  years  beginning  with  the  first  day  of  May  in 
the  year  of  appointment.  Whenever  any  vacancy  shall  oc- 
cur in  said  Board  of  Trustees  by  death,  resignation  or  oth- 
erwise, said  vacancy  shall  be  filled  by  appointment,  in  the 
manner  aforesaid,  of  another  trustee  who  shall  hold  office 
for  the  residue  of  the  unexpired  term.

No  person  shall,  except  at  full  retail 
price,  in  or  upon  any  part  of  the  streets,  parks,  public 
grounds,  public  buildings  or  other  public  places  within 
the  city  distribute  any  product  containing  tobacco  or 
non-tobacco  cigarette  products  for  any  commercial 
purpose. 

Section  2.  Any  person  violating  the  provision  of  Ordi- 
nance 14,  section  270A  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  of 
$200. 

Section  3 .  Notwithstanding  the  provisions  of  CBC  Or- 
dinance 2.  section  752,  this  ordinance  shall  be  published 
by  the  action  of  the  City  Council  in  passing  the  same.

111.  Why  did  the  Concerts  raise  only  $13,527? 

Because  popular  music  concerts  of  this  type  can  only 
raise  funds  if  there  is  a  substantial  sponsor.  The  intended 
sponsor,  R.J.  Reynolds,  canceled  just  before  the  concerts 
opened.  This  constituted  a  loss  of  approximately 
$200,000.  Although  Miller  Brewing  Company  became 
the  sponsor  for  the  last  five  concerts  with  a  $50,000  gift, 
this  meant  a  gap  of  $  150,000.  With  that  $  1 5 .000,  the  con- 
certs would  have  raised  $163,000  for  the  arts  and  neigh- 
borhood programs. 

In  1983,  we  are  fortunate  to  have  Miller  Brewing  Com- 
pany as  a  full  sponsor  with  a  substantial  contribution,  and 
we  hope  to  raise  more  funds  for  Boston  arts  and  commu- 
nity organizations. 

In  addition,  this  was  a  new  program.  It  took  time  to 
acquaint  the  audience  with  the  fact  that  the  concerts  have 
reserved,  comforable  seats  in  a  pleasant  and  secure  atmo- 
sphere. The  figures  indicate  that  our  audience  size  grew 
consistently  as  the  series  progressed. 

IV.  Were  the  concerts  well-managed?  Yes. 
WBZ-TV-President  and  General  Manager.  Sy  Yanoff, 

expressed  confidence  that  this  year's  Concerts  on  the 
Common  series  would  produce  much-needed  funds  for 
support  of  local  arts  programs.  "We  ended  the  season 
with  net  proceeds  last  year,  despite  the  loss  of  a  major 
sponsor  and  the  fact  that  first-time  ventures  are  invariably 
less  profitable  due  to  start-up  costs.  We  at  WBZ-TV  feel 
that  the  concert  series  is  well-managed  and  cost-efficient, 
and  that  the  expenses  to  date  have  been  necessary  and  re- 
alistic." 

Tight  management  was  emphasized  and  cost  controls 
were  firmly  established.  All  vendors  were  carefully  cho- 
sen for  professional  qualifications,  experience,  and  effi- 
cient operations. 

V.  Is  there  a  dispute  about  the  condition  of  the  Boston 

Common?  No. 
Work  was  done  in  the  fall  of  1982  to  re-seed  and  rehabil- 
itate the  Common.  Not  all  of  the  work  was  successful. 
Therefore,  Concerts  on  the  Common  just  completed  an 
additional  $4,500  of  work  (from  the  1983  Concerts 
Budget)  under  the  supervision  of  the  Parks  and  Recrea- 
tion Department  to  aerate  the  soil,  perform  deep  seed  im- 
plantation, fertilize,  water,  roll,  and  re-seed.  More 
restoration  work  will  be  done  in  September. 

VI.  Does  the  Concerts  on  the  Common  work  with  the 
abutting  neighborhood  organizations ? 

Yes.  We  meet  with  and  talk  frequently  to  the  Beacon 
Hill  Civic  Association,  the  Friends  of  the  Public  Garden, 
the  Theatre  District  Association,  the  Downtown  Crossing 
Association,  and  the  Tremont-on-the-Common  resi- 
dents. The  concerts  are  strongly  supported  by  the  Theatre 
District  Association  and  the  Downtown  Crossing  Associ- 
ation because  they  make  the  Common  safer  and  bring  res- 
idents and  visitors  into  the  downtown  to  shop,  patronize 
restaurants,  parking  garages,  etc.  Thousands  of  Greater 
Boston  individuals  and  families,  as  well  as  tourists,  en- 
joyed downtown  Boston,  many  for  the  first  time,  and 
thereby  providing  income  and  jobs  for  Boston  residents 
and  businesses. 

In  planning  last  year's  series,  we  met  with  the  Beacon 
Hill  Association  and  the  Friends  of  the  Public  Garden  to 
address  their  concerns  such  as  illegal  parking,  traffic  con- 
trol .  crowd  control ,  pedestrian  traffic  before  and  after  the 
concerts,  cleanup,  and  care  of  the  Common  Based  on 
these  concerns,  the  time  of  the  concerts  (6p.m.),  the  loot- 
i  ion  ol  the  concerts,  and  the  type  of  music,  were  all  chosen 
in  order  to  minimize  the  impact  of  the  concerts  on  Beacon 
Hill  residents.  In  addition,  between  twenu  and  twenty- 
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five  paid  detail  police  were  hired  for  each  concert  (out  of 
concert  revenues),  including  two  motorcycle  officers  as- 
signed exclusively  to  tag  and  tow  illegally  parked  cars  on 
Beacon  Hill,  and  six  officers  assigned  to  direct  key  traffic 
intersections  before  and  after  each  concert.  Our  routine 
cleanup  included  not  only  the  facility,  but  also  the  whole 
area  surrounding  the  facility,  and  consisted  of  a  crew  paid 
by  the  concerts,  with  trash  removal  handled  by  a  private 
contractor. 

VII.  Did  the  Parks  and  Recreation  Department  pay  for 
any  costs  of  the  concert?  No.

ORDINANCE  CREATING  THE  BOSTON  ARTS  LOT- 
TERY COUNCIL 

Coun.  LANGONE  offered  the  following: 
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City  of  Boston 

In  the  Year  Nineteen  Hundred  and  Eighty-three 

An  Ordinance 

Section  1.  Subject  to  the  provisions  of  ch.  10,  s.  35Aof 
the  M.G.L.,  there  shall  be  created  the  Boston  Arts  Lot- 
tery Council  consisting  of  twenty-two  members  who  shall 
be  appointed  by  the  Mayor  for  a  period  of  two-year  terms, 
each  member  limited  to  three  terms. 

Section  2.  The  council  members  shall  have  demon- 
strated scholarship  or  creativity  in,  or  distinguished  serv- 
ice to  the  arts  and  humanities,  and  who  shall  be  broadly 
representative  of  all  fields  of  the  performing  arts,  the  fine 
arts  and  humanities.  One  member  shall  be  appointed 
from  each  ward  of  the  City  of  Boston  and  shall  be  a  resi- 
dent of  that  ward  for  at  least  five  years. 

Section  3.  The  Boston  Arts  lottery  Council  shall  stimu- 
late and  encourage  the  arts  within  the  City  of  Boston  by 
administering  the  distribution  of  the  Arts  Lottery  estab- 
lished under  the  provisions  of  ch.  10,  sec.  35B  as  herein- 
after provided  fairly  to  all  sections  of  Boston  and  by 
providing  guidance,  advice  and  assistance  to  the  local  arts 
councils  established  within  the  City  of  Boston. 

Section  4.  Elected  or  appointive  public  officials  shall 
not  be  eligible  for  membership  on  said  council .  The  coun- 
cil shall  elect  the  chairman  from  among  their  own  mem- 
bership. Upon  expiration  of  the  term  of  office  as  a 
member,  his  or  her  successor  shall  be  appointed  in  like 
manner,  and  shall  serve  until  the  qualification  of  his  suc- 
cessor. Any  vacancy  occuring  for  any  reason  other  than 
the  expiration  of  the  term  shall  be  filled  in  the  same  man- 
ner as  the  original  appointment. 

Section  5.  The  Boston  Arts  Lottery  Council  shall  hold 
public  hearings,  may  enter  into  contracts  with  individ- 
uals, organizations,  and  institutions  for  services  further- 
ing the  objectives  of  the  council's  purpose.  However,  the 
council  shall  advertise  publicly  within  twenty-one  days  in 
a  newspaper  of  city-wide  and/or  local  circulation,  setting 
forth  the  specification  and  terms  of  said  contract. 

The  Council  may  accept  gifts,  grants,  contributions  of 
funds  from  individuals,  foundations,  and  from  federal, 
■  state  and  other  governmental  bodies  for  the  purpose  of 
furthering  the  council  programs;  further 

The  council  may  make  and  sign  any  agreements  and 
may  do  and  perform  any  and  all  acts  pursuant  to  the  pur- 
poses of  ch.  10.  sect.  35A  to  35C. 

Section  6.  The  members  of  the  Boston  Arts  Lottery 
Council  shall  serve  without  compensation  but  shall  be  re- 
imbursed for  their  expenses  actually  and  necessarily  in- 
curred in  the  discharge  of  their  duties. 

Section  7.  The  Boston  Arts  Lottery  Council  shall 
promulgate  necessary  guidelines,  rules  or  regulations  for 
the  use  of  States  Arts  funds  and  for  its  own  neighborhood 
arts  council  operations  and  procedures. 

Section  8.  The  Boston  Arts  Lottery  Council  shall  re- 
ceive applications  twice  annually  on  or  before  April  1  and 
November  1  of  each  year,  and  shall  determine  if  applica- 
tions for  funds  comply  with  said  guidelines. 

The  Boston  Arts  Lottery  Council  shall  certify  to  the 
City  Auditor  and  Collector- Treasurer  the  payment  of 
funds  for  those  applicants  who  are  eligible  upon  receipt  of 
vouchers  itemizing  the  use  of  the  funds. 

Section  9.  The  Boston  Arts  Lottery  Council  shall  con- 
duct an  annual  audit  of  the  expenditures  of  those  funds  and 
file  a  report  to  the  City  Clerk  copies  of  said  report  no  later 
than  three  weeks  after  the  close  of  the  fiscal  year. 

Section  10.  If  any  of  above  section  are  determined  to  be 
not  constitutional  under  the  law,  the  remainder  of  the  pro- 
visions shall  remain  valid. 

Section  1 1 .  The  ordinance  shall  take  effect  upon  pas- 
sage by  the  City  Council.

referred  to  as  a  hearing  officer,  said  hearing  officer  to  be 
the  parking  clerk  or  such  other  person  or  persons  as  the 
parking  elerk  ma)  designate. 

Section  4B.  Add  at  the  end  of  this  section  the  follow  ing: 

That  if  the  hearing  officer  finds  that  the  parking  ticket 
was  lawfully  issued  against  the  vehicle  of  w  hich  the  ow  ner 
has  filed  the  appeal,  the  charge  will  be  onl\  the  amount 
specified  on  the  ticket  tor  w  hatever  the  parking  regulation 
was  \  iolated. 

Further,  this  section  shall  also  appl\  to  an  ow  ner  of  ve- 
hicle which  has  five  or  more  violations  of  a  parking  regu- 
lation occurred  prior  to  the  acceptance  o(  ch.  35 1  of  the 
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Acts  of  1981  by  the  City  of  Boston.

AN  ORDINANCE  RE  STATEMENTS  OF  INTEREST 

BY  CERTAIN  OFFICIALS  AND  EMPLOYEES  OF 

THE  CITY  OF  BOSTON

Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston,  as  follows: 

Section  1 .  Definitions.  As  used  in  this  ordinance,  unless 
the  context  requires  otherewise. 

(a)  "amount"  means  a  category  value,  rather  than  an  ex- 
act dollar  figure,  as  follows:  greater  than  $1 ,000  but  not 
more  than  $2,500;  greater  than  $2,500  but  not  more  than 
$5,000;  greater  than  $5,000  but  not  more  than  $10,000; 
greater  than  $10,000  but  not  more  than  $25,000;  greater 
than  $25,000  but  not  more  than  $50,000;  greater  than 
$50,000  but  not  more  than  $100,000;  greater  than 
$100,000; 

(b)  "business"  means  any  corporation,  partnership, 
sole  proprietorship,  firm,  franchise,  association,  organi- 
zation, holding  company,  joint  stock  company,  receiver- 
ship, business  or  real  estate  trust,  or  any  other  legal  entity 
organized  for  profit,  nonprofit  or  charitable  purposes,  in- 
cluding any  federal,  state,  county,  district  or  municipal 
agency,  authority  or  other  governmental  entity; 

(c)  "business  with  which  he  is  associated"  means  any 
business  in  which  the  reporting  person  or  a  family  mem- 
ber is  an  employee,  an  elected  or  appointed  governmental 
official,  a  general  partner,  proprietor,  officer,  director, 
trustee  or  serves  in  any  managerial  capacity;  and  any 
business  more  than  1  percent  of  any  class  of  outstanding 
equity  of  which  is  benficially  owned  in  the  aggregate  by 
the  reporting  person  and/or  family  members; 

(d)  "candidate"  means  any  individual  who  seeks  nomi- 
nation or  election  to  municipal  office,  as  defined  in  this 
ordinance.  For  the  purposes  of  this  ordinance,  an  individ- 
ual shall  be  deemed  to  be  seeking  nomination  or  election 
to  a  municipal  office  if  he  has(l)  received  a  political  con- 
tribution or  madean  expenditure,  or  has  given  his  consent 
lor  any  other  person  or  committee  to  receive  a  political 
contribution  or  make  an  expenditure,  for  the  purpose  of 
influencing  his  nomination  or  election  to  such  office, 
whether  or  not  the  specific  municipal  office  for  which  he 
will  seek  nomination  or  election  is  known  at  the  time  the 
political  contribution  is  received  or  the  expenditure  is 
made;  or  (2)  taken  action  necessary  under  the  laws  or  or- 
dinances or  the  Commonwealth,  city  or  town  to  qualify 
himself  for  nomination  or  election  to  such  office; 

(e)  "clerk"  means  the  City  Clerk  of  Boston; 

(0  "commission"  means  the  Boston  Ethics  Commis- 
sion established  by  section  4  of  this  ordinance; 

(g)  "equity"  means  any  stock  or  similar  ownership  in- 
terest in  a  business; 

(h)  "Family  member"  means  a  spouse  and  any  depen- 
dent children  residing  in  the  reporting  person's  house- 
hold; 

(i)  "gift"  means  a  payment,  entertainment,  subscrip- 
tion, advance  services  or  anything  of  value,  unless  con- 
sideration of  equal  or  greater  value  is  received.  If  items 
are  furnished  or  services  are  rendered  for  less  than  the  fair 
market  value,  the  difference  between  the  fair  market 
value  and  the  price  paid  shall  be  treated  as  a  gift.  "Gift" 
shall  not  include  a  political  contribution  reported  as  re- 
quired by  law,  a  commercially  reasonable  loan  made  in 
the  ordinary  course  of  business,  anything  of  value  re- 
ceived by  inheritance  or  a  gift  received  from  a  family 
member  or  from  a  relative  within  the  third  degree  or  con- 


sanguinity of  the  reporting  person  or  of  the  reporting  per- 
son's spouse  or  from  the  spouse  of  any  such  relative; 
(j)  "mayor"  means  the  mayor  of  Boston; 
(k)  "  municipal  body"  means  any  agency,  authority, 
board,  bureau,  commission,  council,  department  divi- 
sion, school  department,  or  other  legal  entity  within  the 
government  of  the  city  of  Boston; 

(1)  "Municipal  office"  means  any  one  of  the  following 
positions:  the  mayor;  councillor;  clerk;  treasurer;  collec- 
tor; corporation  counsel;  school  committee  member; 
(m)  "municipal  official"  means: 

(i)  any  individual  holding  a  municipal  office,  as  that 
term  is  defined  in  this  ordinance,  whether  by  election 
or  appointment; 

(ii)  the  executive  or  administrative  head  or  heads, 
whether  elected  or  appointed,  compensated  or  uncom- 
pensated, of  a  municipal  body  or  bodies  with  primary 
executive  authority  for  any  of  the  following:  general 
purpose  administration;  planning,  development  and 
land  use;  public  safety;  education;  inspection  and  li- 
censing; public  works;  or  assessment;  or 

(iii)  the  executive  or  administrative  head  or  heads, 
whether  elected  or  appointed,  compensated  or  uncom- 
pensated, of  a  municipal  body  or  bodies  which  the  com- 
mission may  designate;  or 

(iv)  any  employee  of  a  municipal  body  whose  salary 
equals  or  exceeds  that  of  a  city  employee  in  step  seven 
of  job  level  MM6  and  reports  directly  to  any  of  the  fore- 
going or  who  is  a  head  of  a  major  administrative  unit 
within  a  municipal  body; 

(n)  "person"  means  a  business,  individual,  corpora- 
tion, union,  association,  firm,  partnership,  committee, 
or  other  organization  or  group  of  persons . 

(o)  "political  contribution"  means  a  contribution  of 
money  or  anything  of  value  to  an  individual,  candidate, 
political  committee,  or  person  acting  on  behalf  of  an  indi- 
vidual, candidate,  or  political  committee,  for  the  purpose 
of  influencing  the  nomination  or  election  or  said  individ- 
ual or  candidate,  or  for  the  purpose  of  promoting  or  op- 
posing a  charter  change,  referendum  question,  or  other 
question  submitted  to  the  voters,  and  shall  include  any: 
( 1 )  gift,  subscription,  loan,  advance,  deposit  of  money,  or 
thing  of  value,  except  a  loan  of  money  to  a  candidate  by  a 
national  or  state  bank  made  in  accordance  with  the  appli- 
cable banking  laws  and  regulations,  and  in  the  ordinary 
course  of  business;  (2)  transfer  of  money  or  anything  of 
value  between  political  committees;  (3)  payment,  by  any 
person  other  than  a  candidate  or  political  committee,  or 
compensation  for  the  personal  services  of  another  person 
which  are  rendered  to  such  candidate  or  committee;  (4) 
purchase  from  an  individual,  candidate  or  political  com- 
mittee, whether  through  the  device  of  tickets,  advertise- 
ments, or  otherwise,  for  fund-raising  activities, 
including  testimonials,  held  on  behalf  of  said  individual, 
candidate,  or  policial  committee,  to  the  extent  that  the 
purchase  exceeds  the  actual  cost  of  the  goods  sold  or  serv- 
ices rendered;  (5)  discount  or  rebate  not  available  to  other 
candidates  for  the  same  office  and  to  the  general  public; 
and  (6)  forgiveness  of  indebtedness  of  payment  of  indebt- 
edness by  another  person;  but  shall  not  include  the  ren- 
dering of  services  by  speakers,  editors,  writers,  poll 
watchers,  poll  checkers,  or  others,  nor  the  payment  by 
those  rendering  such  services  of  such  personal  expenses 
as  may  be  incidental  thereto,  nor  the  exercise  of  ordinary 
hospitality; 

(p)  "reporting  person"  means  any  person  required  to 
file  a  statement  of  interest  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of 
section  3  of  this  ordinance. 
Section  2.  Administration. 
The  clerk  shall: 

(a)  on  or  before  March  first  of  each  year  request  from 
the  mayor  a  list  of  the  names  and  positions  of  all  municipal 
officials,  certified  as  to  correctness  and  completeness, 
and  the  mayor  shall  furnish  such  a  list  within  sixty  days. 
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(b)  on  or  before  May  first  of  each  year  make  forms  and 
instructions  for  statements  of  interests  available  to  per- 
sons required  to  file  the  statements  pursuant  to  the  provi- 
sions of  this  ordinance. 

(c)  upon  receipt  of  a  statement  of  interest  filed  pursuant 
to  this  ordinance,  issue  to  the  person  filing  such  statement 
a  receipt  verifying  the  fact  that  a  statement  of  interest  has 
been  filed  and  a  receipted  copy  of  such  statement. 

(d)  make  the  lists  of  municipal  officials  and  statement  of 
interest  filed  with  the  clerk  pursuant  to  this  ordinance 
available  upon  written  request  of  any  individual  for  pub- 
lic inspection  and  copying  during  regular  office  hours  and 
make  copying  facilities  available  free  of  charge  or  at  a 
charge  not  to  exceed  actual  cost;  the  clerk  shall  forward  a 
copy  of  said  request  to  the  individual  whose  statement  has 
been  examined;  provided,  however,  that  such  requests 
from  the  attorney  general,  district  attorney  or  the  State 
Ethics  Commission  shall  be  confidential. 

(e)  compile  and  maintain  an  index  of  all  filed  statements 
of  interest  to  facilitate  public  access  to  the  statements. 

(0  inspect  all  filed  statements  of  interests  in  order  to 
ascertain  whether  any  reporting  person  has  failed  to  file  a 
statement  as  required  by  law  or  has  filed  a  statement 
which  is  deficient  on  its  face.  After  inspection,  the  clerk 
shall  submit  a  report  to  the  commission  which  shall  list  all 
reporting  persons  who  have  filed  a  statement  of  interests 
and  all  reporting  persons  who  have  filed  a  statement  of 
interests  which  is  deficient  on  its  face.  The  clerk  shall  also 
submit  any  further  information  concerning  the  statements 
of  interests  upon  the  request  of  the  commission. 

(g)  notify,  upon  the  instruction  of  the  commission,  each 
delinquent  reporting  person  that  a  statement  of  interests 
has  not  been  filed  or  that  such  statement  which  has  been 
filed  is  deficient.  Such  notice  shall  be  in  writing  and  shall 
state  in  detail  each  deficiency  and  the  penalties  for  failure 
to  file  a  correct  statement  of  interest  pursuant  to  this  ordi- 
nance .  The  clerk  shall  inform  the  commission  if  the  delin- 
quent reporting  person  does  not  file  or  correct  the 
statement  of  interests  within  thirty  days. 

(h)  preserve  all  statements  filed  with  the  clerk  for  six 
years  from  the  date  of  receipt. 
Section  3.  Statement  of  Interests. 

(a)  Every  candidate  shall  file  a  statement  of  interests  for 
the  preceding  calendar  year  with  the  clerk  on  or  before  the 
date  on  which  a  certification  of  nomination  or  nomination 
papers  for  such  candidate  are  submitted  to  the  election 
commission; 

(b)  Every  municipal  official  shall  file  a  statement  of  in- 
terests for  the  preceding  calendar  year  with  the  clerk: 

(1)  on  or  before  June  first  of  each  year  that  such  per- 
son is  a  municipal  official  or  within  thirty  days  after 
becoming  a  municipal  official,  whichever  is  later:  and 
(2)  on  or  before  June  first  of  the  year  after  such  person 
ceases  to  be  a  municipal  official:  provided,  however, 
that  no  former  municipal  official  shall  be  required  to 
file  a  statement  of  interests  for  any  year  in  which  he  was 
a  municipal  official  for  less  than  thirty  days; 

(c)  The  statements  of  interests  shall  be  filed  on  a  form 
prescribed  by  the  clerk  and  shall  be  signed  under  penalty 
of  perjury  by  the  reporting  person; 

Every  reporting  person  shall  disclose,  to  the  best  of  his 

knowledge,  the  following  information  for  himself  and 

every  family  member  for  the  preceding  calendar  year: 

(i)  the  name  and  address  of,  the  nature  of  association 

with,  the  share  of  equity  in.  if  applicable,  and  the 

amount  of  income  if  greater  than  $1 .000  derived  from 

each  business  with  which  he  is  associated: 

(ii)  the  identity  of  all  securities  and  other  investments 
with  a  fair  market  value  of  greater  than  $  1 .000  which 
were  beneficially  owned,  not  otherwise  reportable 
hereunder;  and  the  amount  of  income  if  over  $1,000 
from  any  such  security  which  is  issued  by  a  municipal 
body; 


(iii)  the  name  and  address  of  each  creditor,  lo- 
cated within,  or  doing  business  with  the  City  of 
Boston,  to  whom  more  than  $1 ,000  was  owed  on 
December  31,  and  the  original  amount,  the 
amount  outstanding,  the  terms  of  repayment,  and 
the  general  nature  of  the  security  pledged  for 
each  obligation;  provided,  however,  that  mort- 
gages on  the  person's  primary  residence,  obliga- 
tions arising  out  of  retail  installment 
transactions,  educational  loans,  medical  and 
dental  expenses,  debt  incurred  in  the  ordinary 
course  of  business,  and  any  obligation  to  make 
alimony  or  support  payments  shall  not  be  re- 
ported; provided,  further,  that  such  information 
need  not  be  reported  if  the  creditor  is  a  relative 
within  the  third  degree  of  consanguinity  or  affin- 
ity; 

(iv)  the  name  and  address  of  the  source,  and 
the  cash  value  of  any  reimbursement  for  expense 
aggregating  more  than  $100  in  the  calendar  year 
if  the  source  of  such  reimbursement  is  a  legisla- 
tive agent;  or  if  the  recipient  is  a  public  official 
and  the  source  of  such  reimbursement  is  aperson 
having  a  direct  interest  in  legislation,  legislative 
action,  or  a  matter  before  a  municipal  body;  or  if 
the  recipient  is  a  public  employee  and  the  source 
of  such  reimbursement  is  a  person  having  a  di- 
rect interest  in  a  matter  before  the  municipal 
body  by  which  the  recipient  is  employed; 

(v)  the  name  and  address  of  the  donor,  and  the 
fair  market  value,  if  determinable,  of  any  gifts 
aggregating  more  than  $  1 00  in  the  calendar  year, 
if  the  recipient  is  a  public  official  and  the  source 
of  such  girt(s)  is  aperson  having  a  direct  interest 
in  legislation,  legislative  action,  or  a  matter  be- 
fore a  municipal  body:  or  if  the  recipient  is  a  pub- 
lic employee  and  the  source  of  such  gift(s)  is  a 
person  having  direct  interest  in  a  matter  before 
the  municipafbody  by  which  the  recipient  is  em- 
ployed; 

(vi)  the  description,  as  appearing  on  the  most 
recent  tax  bill,  and  the  amount  of  assessed  value 
of  all  real  property  located  within  the  boundaries 
of  the  City  of  Boston,  in  which  a  direct  or  indirect 
financial  interest  was  held,  which  has  an  as- 
sessed value  greater  than  $1,000:  and.  if  the 
property  was  transferred  during  the  year,  the 
name  and  address  of  the  person  furnishing  con- 
sideration to  the  reporting  person  or  receiving  it 
from  him  in  respect  to  such  transfer: 

(vii)  the  name  and  address  of  the  sources,  and 
the  fair  market  value,  of  any  honoraria  aggregat- 
ing more  than  $100  if  the  source  of  such  hono- 
raria is  a  legislative  agent;  or  if  the  recipient  is  a 
public  official  and  the  source  of  such  honoraria  is 
a  person  having  a  direct  interest  in  legislation, 
legislative  action,  or  a  matter  before  a  municipal 
body;  or  if  the  recipient  is  a  public  employee  and 
the  source  of  such  honoraria  is  a  person  having  a 
direct  interest  in  a  matter  before  the  municipal 
body  by  which  the  recipient  is  employed; 

(viii)  the  name  and  address  of  any  creditor  who 
has  forgiven  an  indebtedness  of  over  S 1 .000.  and 
the  amount  forgiven;  provided,  however,  that  no 
such  information  need  be  reported  if  the  creditor 
is  a  relative  within  the  third  degree  of  consan- 
guinity or  affinity  or  the  reporting  person,  or  the 
spouse  of  such  a  relative; 

(ix)  the  name  and  address  of  am  business  from 
which  the  reporting  person  is  taking  a  leave  o\ 
absence; 
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(x)  the  identity  of  any  equity  in  a  business  with 
which  the  reporting  person's  immediate  family; 
provided,  however,  that  a  member  of  the  report- 
ing person's  family  need  not  report  any  such 
transfer  to  the  reporting  person. 
Section  4.  Boston  Ethics  Commission. 

(a)  There  is  established  a  Boston  Ethics  Commis- 
sion composed  of  three  members; 

(b)  Each  member  shall  be  appointed  by  the 
mayor  and  approved  by  a  majority  vote  of  the  city 
council; 

(c)  Members  shall  be  appointed  to  the  commis- 
sion on  a  rotating  basis.  The  first  year,  three  mem- 
bers shall  be  appointed;  but  the  first  member  shall 
serve  for  one  year;  the  second  member,  for  three 
years,  and  the  third  member,  for  five  years.  There- 
after, each  member  shall  serve  for  a  term  of  five 
years; 

(d)  No  member  shall  be  appointed  to  more  than 
one  full  five-year  term  on  the  commission; 

(e)  Not  less  than  thirty  days  prior  to  making  any 
appointment  to  the  commission  the  mayor  shall  in- 
struct the  clerk  to  give  public  notice  that  a  vacancy 
on  the  commission  exists; 

(f)  No  member  or  employee  of  the  commission 
shall; 

(i)  hold  or  be  a  candidate  for  any  public  office 
while  a  member  or  employee  or  for  one  year 
thereafter; 

(ii)  hold  office  in  any  political  party  or  political 
committee; 

(iii)  participate  in  or  contribute  to  a  political 
campaign  or  any  candidate  for  public  office; 

(iv)  hold  a  position  as  a  municipal  official. 

(g)  Members  of  the  commission  may  be  removed 
by  a  majority  vote  of  the  city  council  and  the  ap- 
proval of  the  mayor  for  substantial  neglect  of  duty, 
inability  to  discharge  the  powers  and  duties  of  of- 
fice, violation  of  subsection  (f)  of  this  section, 
gross  misconduct,  or  conviction  of  a  felony.  The 
city  council  may  overrule  the  mayor  with  a  two- 
thirds  vote. 

(h)  Any  vacancy  occurring  on  the  commission 
shall  be  filled  within  ninety  days  by  the  original 
appointing  authority.  A  person  appointed  to  Till  a 
vacancy  occurring  other  than  by  expiration  of  a 
term  shall  be  appointed  for  the  unexpired  term  of 
the  member  he  succeeds  and  shall  be  eligible  for 
appointment  to  one  full  five  year  term; 

(i)  The  commission  shall  elect  a  chairman  and  a 
vice-chairman.  The  vice-chairman  shall  act  as  a 
chairman  in  the  absence  of  the  chairman  or  in  the 
event  of  a  vacancy  in  that  position; 

(j)  Two  members  of  the  commission  shall  consti- 
tute a  quorum  and  two  affirmative  votes  shall  be 
required  for  any  action  or  recommendation  of  the 
commission.  The  chairman  or  two  members  of  the 
commission  may  call  a  meeting.  Advance  notice  of 
all  meetings  shall  be  given  to  each  member  of  the 
commission  and  to  any  other  person  who  requests 
such  notice; 

(k)  The  members  shall  serve  without  compensa- 
tion, but  shall  be  reimbursed  for  expenses  incurred 
in  the  course  of  their  duties; 

(1)  The  commission  may  hire  legal  counsel,  as  it 
deems  necessary,  to  enforce  the  provisions  of  this 
ordinance; 

(m)  The  powers  and  duties  of  this  commission 
shall  be  to: 

(i)  prescribe  and  publish  rules  and  regulations 
to  carry  out  the  purpose  of  this  ordinance,  in- 
cluding rules  governing  the  conduct  of  proceed- 
ings hereunder; 


(ii)  review  the  report  of  the  clerk  concerning 
whether  any  reporting  person  has  failed  to  file  a 
statement  of  interests  or  has  filed  a  deficient 
statement.  If  a  reporting  person  has  failed  to  file 
a  statement  of  interests,  or  if  any  such  statement 
filed  with  the  clerk  fails  to  conform  with  the  re- 
quirements of  section  3  (d)  of  this  ordinance, 
then  the  commission  shall  instruct  the  clerk  to 
notify  the  delinquent  in  writing.  Such  notice 
shall  state  in  detail  each  deficiency  and  the  penal- 
ties for  failure  to  file  a  correct  statement  of  inter- 
est pursuant  to  this  ordinance. 

(iii)  initiate  a  hearing  and  require  the  attend- 
ance and  testimony  of  the  delinquent  reporting 
person,  if  that  person  fails  to  file  or  correct  the 
statement  of  interests  within  thirty  days.  The  de- 
linquent person  may  forego  a  hearing  before  the 
commission  at  his  or  her  own  discretion,  but 
shall  be  subject  to  a  civil  penalty  pursuant  to  sub- 
section (m)(iv)  of  this  section. 

Any  member  of  the  commission  may  adminis- 
ter oaths  and  any  member  of  the  commission 
may  hear  testimony  or  receive  other  evidence  in 
any  proceeding  before  the  commission. 

All  testimony  in  commission  proceedings 
shall  be  under  oath.  All  parties  have  the  right  to 
call  and  examine  witnesses  and  to  be  represented 
by  counsel.  Before  testifying,  all  witnesses  shall 
be  given  a  copy  of  the  regulations  governing 
commission  proceedings. 

All  proceedings  of  the  commission  carried  out 
pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  this  subsection  shall 
be  public,  unless  the  members  vote  to  go  into  ex- 
ecutive session. 

Within  thirty  days  after  the  end  of  the  proceed- 
ing pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  this  subsection, 
the  commission  shall  meet  in  executive  session 
for  the  purpose  of  reviewing  the  evidence  before 
it.  Within  thirty  days  after  the  completion  of  de- 
liberations, the  commission  shall  publish  its 
findings. 

(iv)  issue  an  order  requiring  the  delinquent  re- 
porting person  to  pay  a  civil  penalty  of  $200  for 
each  violation  against  such  person,  if  the  com- 
mission establishes  in  its  findings  that  a  violation 
of  the  ordinance  has  been  committed,  or  if  the 
delinquent  reporting  person  decides  to  forego  a 
hearing  before  the  commission. 

The  commission  may  file  a  civil  action  in  the 
municipal  court  of  the  city  of  Boston  to  enforce 
such  an  order. 

Any  action  by  the  commission  made  pursuant 
to  this  ordinance  shall  be  subject  to  review  in  the 
municipal  court  of  the  city  of  Boston  upon  the 
petition  of  any  interested  person  filed  twenty-one 
days  after  the  action  for  which  review  is  sought. 
The  court  shall  enter  a  judgment  enforcing,  mod- 
ifying or  setting  aside  the  order  of  the  commis- 
sion or  it  may  remand  the  proceeding  to  the 
commission  for  such  further  action  the  court 
may  direct. 

(v)  notify  the  State  Ethics  Commission,  if  the 
inspection  of  any  statement  of  interest  indicates 
reasonable  cause  for  belief  that  G.L.  chapter 
268A  has  been  violated;  provided,  however,  that 
such  notification  shall  be  confidential. 
Section  5.  This  ordinance  shall  take  effect  on 
January  1,  1984.

ORDINANCE  ESTABLISHING  THE  BAY  VILLAGE 
HISTORIC  DISTRICT  AND  THE  BAY  VILLAGE 
HISTORIC  COMMISSION 

The  following  was  received.

Dear  Councillors: 

I  hereby  transmit  the  final  report  of  the  Bay  Village 
Study  Committee  and  transmit  for  your  consideration  the 
ordinance  establishing  the  Bay  Village  Historic  District 
in  the  city.  The  study  report  presents  the  findings  of  the 
Study  Committee  which  consisted  of  the  Boston  Land- 
marks Commission  (which  by  its  statute  is  the  study  com- 
mittee for  chapter  40C  historic  districts  in  Boston)  with 
the  assistance  of  the  Bay  Village  Community  advisors. 

I  am  persuaded  by  the  report  findings  and  the  over- 
whelming favorable  testimony  presented  at  the  December 
7,  1982,  public  hearing  that  establishment  of  Bay  Village 
as  an  historic  district  will  be  in  the  best  interest  of  the 
neighborhood  and  the  city.  An  historic  district  will  pro- 
vide for  an  orderly,  systematic  design  review  process  in 
order  to  preserve  the  historical  and  architectural  legacies 
of  this  notable,  small  section  of  Boston,  will  protect  the 
intact  character  of  its  nineteenth  and  twentieth  century  ar- 
chitecture, and  will  offer  residents  and  visitors  alike  a  vis- 
ual example  of  its  historical  and  cultural  heritage  which  is 
unlike  any  other  in  Boston. 

The  proposed  ordinance  establishes  a  Bay  Village  His- 
toric District  Commission  that  would  operate  in  the  same 
manner  as  the  city's  other  historic  district  commissions. 
All  five  members  and  three  alternates  would  be  nomi- 
nated from  specified  appropriate  professional  and  neigh- 
borhood organizations  and  would  require  the  Council's 
confirmation  of  mayoral  appointments.  Administra- 
tively, the  unpaid  commission  would  be  placed  within  the 
Environment  Department  of  the  city  and  would  be  staffed 
by  existing  professional  personnel  there. 

I  am  recommending  approval  of  the  order  establishing 
the  Bay  Village  Historic  District  under  chapter  40C.  Gen- 
eral Laws,  and  chapter  772.  Acts  of  1975.  as  amended  by 
your  Honorable  Body.

In  the  Year  Nineteen  Hundred  and  Eighty-three 
An  Ordinance  Establishing  the  Bay  Village  Historic  Dis- 
trict and  the  Bay  Village  Historic  Commission. 


Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston,  as  follows: 
Section  1.  City  of  Boston  Code,  Ordinances,  Title  7,  is 
hereby  amended  by  inserting  the  following  new 
chapter. 

Chapter  4.  Bay  Village  Historic  District. 

The  purpose  of  this  ordinance  is  to  promote  the  educa- 
tional, cultural,  economic  and  general  welfare  of  the  pub- 
lic through  the  preservation  and  protection  of  the 
distinctive  characteristics  of  buildings  and  places  signifi- 
cant in  the  history  of  the  City  of  Boston  that  are  located  in 
the  area  known  as  Bay  Village,  and  through  the  mainte- 
nance and  improvement  of  settings  for  such  buildings  and 
places  and  the  encouragement  of  design  compatible 
therewith. 

There  is  hereby  established  an  historic  district  to  be 
known  as  the  Bay  Village  Historic  District  under  the  pro- 
visions of  the  Historic  District  Act,  General  Laws,  chap- 
ter 40C  and  chapter  772.  Acts  of  1975,  the  boundaries  of 
which  are  as  shown  on  the  map  entitled  "Bay  Village  His- 
toric District"  dated  fall,  1979,  which  accompanies  and 
is  hereby  declared  to  be  part  of  the  ordinance. 
Section  75.  Definitions.  As  used  in  this  ordinance,  the 
following  words  shall  have  the  following  meanings: 

1.  "Exterior  architectural  feature,"  the  architectural 
style  and  general  arrangement  of  such  portion  of  the  exte- 
rior of  a  structure  as  is  designed  to  be  open  to  view  from  a 
public  way,  including  all  elevations  intended  to  be  seen  on 
freestanding  buildings,  and  kind,  color  and  texture  of  the 
building  material  of  such  portion  and  type  of  all  windows, 
doors,  lights,  signs,  and  other  fixtures  appurtenant  to 
such  portion  except  those  exempted  from  review  in  ac- 
cordance with  chapter  40C  of  the  General  Laws  and  this 
ordinance. 

2.  "Structure,"  a  combination  of  materials  assembled 
at  a  fixed  location  to  give  support  or  shelter,  such  as  a 
building,  bridge,  trestle,  tower,  framework,  retaining 
wall.  tank,  tunnel,  tent,  stadium,  reviewing  stand,  plat- 
form, bin.  fence,  sign,  flagpole,  or  the  like.  The  word 
"structure"  shall  be  construed,  where  the  context  allows, 
as  though  followed  by  the  words  "or  part  thereof." 

3.  "Building  Commissioner."  Commissioner  of  In- 
spectional  Services  of  the  City  of  Boston  or  his  assignee. 

4.  "Sign."  A  sign,  marquee,  awning  or  other  exterior 
feature  protruding  from  any  structure. 

5.  "Commission."  the  Bay  Village  Historic  District 
Commission. 
Section  76.  Bay  Village  Historic  District  Commission. 

There  is  hereby  established  an  Historic  District  Com- 
mission, under  the  provisions  of  the  General  Laws,  chap- 
ter 40C,  and  chapter  772.  Acts  1975.  consisting  of  five 
members  and  three  alternate  members  to  be  appointed  by 
the  Mayor  and  confirmed  by  the  City  Council.  When  the 
commission  is  first  established,  one  member  shall  be  ap- 
pointed for  a  term  of  one  year,  two  shall  be  appointed  for  a 
term  of  two  years,  and  two  shall  be  appointed  for  a  term  of 
three  years.  When  the  commission  is  first  established, 
one  alternate  member  shall  be  appointed  for  a  term  of  one 
year,  one  alternate  member  shall  be  appointed  for  a  term 
of  two  years  and  one  alternate  member  shall  be  appointed 
for  a  term  of  three  years.  Successors  to  members  and  to 
alternate  members  shall  be  appointed  for  a  term  of  three 
years,  except  that  members  and  alternate  members  ma) 
be  appointed  during  a  term  to  fill  vacancies  occurring  on 
the  commission  for  the  remaining  portion  of  the  term. 

The  membership  of  the  commission  shall  be  comprised 
of  one  member  from  two  nominees  submitted  by  the  Soci- 
ety for  the  Preservation  of  New  England  Antiquities:  one 
member  from  two  nominees  submitted  h\  the  Boston  So- 
ciety of  Architects;  one  member  from  two  nominees  serv- 
ing on  the  Boston  Landmarks  Commission;  one  member 
from  two  nominess  submitted  b\  the  Greater  Boston  Real 
Estate  Board:  one  member,  a  resident  of  the  Ba)  Village 
Historic  District:  two  alternate  members  from  four  nomi- 
nees who  are  residents  of  the  Bay  Village  Historic  Dis- 
trict; one  alternate  member  from  two  nominees  serving 
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on  the  Boston  Landmarks  Commission. 

The  commission  shall  elect  annually  a  chair  and  vice- 
chair  from  its  own  number  and  a  secretary  from  within  or 
without  its  number. 

Alternate  shall  have  all  powers  and  duties  of  regular 
members  when  called  to  serve  by  the  chair  or  vice-chair 
of  the  commission. 

All  members  and  alternates  shall  serve  without  com- 
pensation. All  members  and  alternates  shall  be  residents 
of  the  City  of  Boston.  It  is  preferred  that  the  majority  of 
membership  be  residents  of  the  Historic  District. 

Without  regard  to  chapter  3 1  of  the  General  Laws  and 
under  the  provisions  of  chapter  772,  Acts  of  1975,  as 
amended,  the  City  of  Boston  Environment  Department 
shall  provide  the  commission  with  an  administrative  staff 
adequate  to  carry  on  the  functions  of  the  commission  as 
provided  for  in  this  ordinance. 

Such  staff  shall  be  employees  of  the  Environment  De- 
partment, and  notwithstanding  the  foregoing,  the  com- 
mission may  contract  directly  for  such  professional  and 
expert  technical  assistance  as  such  business  shall  require. 

For  the  purpose  of  chapter  268A  of  the  General  Laws, 
every  member  of  the  commission,  and  every  person  who 
shall,  on  a  part-time  and  consultative  basis,  perform  any 
professional  services  for  the  commission,  such  as  the 
services  of  architect,  attorney,  engineer,  architectural  his- 
torian, planner,  environmentalist  or  expert  in  construc- 
tion, finance,  real  estate  or  traffic,  shall  be  deemed  to  be  a 
special  municipal  employee. 

The  commission  shall  adopt  bylaws  which  specify  the 
standards  and  criteria  included  in  the  Bay  Village  Historic 
District  Study  Report.  Amendments  to  criteria  may  be 
established  by  amendments  to  the  bylaws  of  the  Commis- 
sion. 
Section  77.  Administration  of  Historic  Districts. 

No  building,  or  property,  or  structure  within  the  his- 
toric district  shall  be  constructed,  demolished,  moved  or 
altered  in  any  way  that  affects  exterior  architectural  fea- 
tures, and  no  building  shall  be  moved  into  the  historic 
district  unless  the  commission  shall  first  have  issued  a 
certificate  of  appropriateness,  a  certificate  of  hardship  or 
a  certificate  of  non-applicability  with  respect  to  such  con- 
struction, demolition,  alteration  or  movement.  The  build- 
ing commissioner  shall  not  issue  a  permit  within  an 
historic  district  unless  one  of  the  certificates  noted  above 
has  first  been  issued  by  the  commission  or  the  proposed 
improvement  is  exempted  from  these  provisions  by  sec- 
tion 78. 
Section  78.  Exemptions  to  Review. 

The  Authority  of  the  Commission  is  not  extended  to  the 
review  of  the  following: 

1.  Temporary  structures  or  signs  subject,  however,  to 
such  conditions  as  to  duration  of  use,  location,  lighting, 
removal  and  similar  matters  as  the  commission  may  rea- 
sonably specify  in  the  standards  and  criteria. 

2.  Decorative  lighting  fixtures  within  entryways. 

3.  Paint  or  stain  or  any  color  not  on  any  masonry  or 
brick  surface. 

4.  Ordinary  maintenance  or  repair  of  an  exterior  archi- 
tectural feature  which  involves  nochange  in  design,  mate- 
rial or  outward  appearance  thereof. 

5.  Construction,  reconstruction,  alteration  or  demoli- 
tion of  any  such  feature  which  the  building  commissioner 
shall  certify  is  required  by  the  public  safety  because  of  an 
unsafe  or  dangerous  condition. 

6.  Rear  elevations  except  on  freestanding  buildings. 

7.  The  Boston  Redevelopment  Authority  shall  adminis- 
ter the  development  of  Urban  Renewal  Parcel  R-7  in  ac- 
cordance with  the  September,  1980,  Developers  Kit  (the 
Guidelines)  for  this  parcel,  whose  guidelines  are  incorpo- 
rated herein  by  reference.  This  exemption  shall  terminate 
upon  completion  of  development,  and  the  completed 
building  and  associated  property  shall  then  be  subject  to 
commission  jurisdiction  in  all  respects. 


Section  79.  Applications  for  Certificates  from  Historic 
District  Commission. 

Any  person  who  is  required  to  obtain  a  certificate  from 
the  commission  shall  file  with  the  commission,  an  appli- 
cation for  a  certificate  of  appropriateness,  a  certificate  of 
non-applicability,  or  a  certificate  of  hardship,  as  the  case 
may  be,  in  such  form  as  the  commission  may  reasonably 
determine,  together  with  such  plans,  elevations,  specifi- 
cations, material  and  other  information,  including,  in  the 
case  of  demolition  or  removal,  a  statement  of  the  pro- 
posed condition  and  appearance  of  the  property  thereaf- 
ter, as  may  be  reasonably  deemed  necessary  by  the 
commission  to  enable  it  to  make  a  determination  on  the 
application. 

Within  eight  days  after  the  filing  for  a  certificate  of  ap- 
propriateness, Saturdays,  Sundays,  and  legal  holidays 
excluded,  the  commission  shall  determine  the  properties 
materially  affected  by  the  application.  Unless  a  public 
hearing  on  such  application  is  waived  in  writing  by  all 
persons  entitled  to  a  notice,  the  commission  shall  require 
its  secretary  to  give,  by  mail,  reasonable  notice  of  a  public 
hearing  before  the  commission  on  such  application  to  the 
applicant,  the  owners  of  all  property  determined  by  the 
commission  to  be  materially  affected  as  they  appear  on 
the  most  recent  real  estate  tax  list,  and  any  persons  filing  a 
written  request  for  notice  of  hearings,  such  requests  to  be 
renewed  yearly  in  December. 

The  commission,  as  soon  as  may  be  convenient  follow- 
ing such  public  hearing,  or  the  waiver  thereof,  but  within 
thirty  days,  Saturdays,  Sundays,  and  legal  holidays  ex- 
cluded, after  the  filing  of  the  application  for  the  certificate 
of  appropriateness,  or  within  such  further  time  as  the  ap- 
plicant may  in  writing  allow,  shall  determine  whether  or 
not  the  construction,  reconstruction,  alteration,  or  demo- 
lition of  the  exterior  architectural  feature  is  consistent 
with  the  purpose  of  this  ordinance  and  whether,  notwith- 
standing that  it  may  be  inappropriate  owing  to  conditions 
especially  affecting  the  structure  involved  but  not  affect- 
ing the  historic  Bay  Village  district  generally,  failure  to 
issue  a  certificate  of  appropriateness  will  involved  a  sub- 
stantial hardship  to  the  applicant  and  such  a  certificate 
may  be  issued  without  substantial  detriment  to  the  public 
welfare  and  without  substantial  derogation  from  the  intent 
and  purposes  of  this  ordinance. 

In  passing  upon  appropriateness,  the  commission  shall 
consider,  in  addition  to  other  pertinent  factors  as  speci- 
fied in  the  standards  and  criteria  section  of  the  bylaws,  the 
historical  and  architectural  value  and  significance,  archi- 
tectural style,  general  design,  arrangement,  texture  and 
material  of  the  exterior  architectural  feature  involved  and 
the  relationship  thereof  to  the  exterior  architectural  fea- 
tures of  other  structures  in  the  immediate  neighborhood. 

II  the  commission  determines  that  a  certificate  of  ap- 
propriateness should  be  granted,  the  secretary  of  the  com- 
mission shall  issue  to  the  applicant  a  certificate  of 
appropriateness.  If  the  commission  fails  to  make  a  deter- 
mination within  the  time  hereinafter  prescribed,  the  sec- 
retary of  the  commission  shall  issue  to  the  applicant  a 
certificate  of  hardship.  If  the  commission  determines  that 
certificate  not  be  issued,  then  the  commission  shall  in- 
clude in  its  records  the  reason  for  such  determination  and 
any  recommendation  it  may  have.  The  secretary  shall 
then,  by  mail,  give  notice  of  such  determination  to  the 
applicant  and  to  every  person  filing  a  written  request  for 
such  notice,  enclosing  with  it  an  attested  copy  of  the  rea- 
sons and  recommendations  as  contained  in  the  records  on 
the  commission. 

Every  person  about  to  apply  to  the  Building  Commis- 
sioner for  a  permit  to  construct  any  structure  in  the  his- 
toric district  or  to  reconstruct,  alter  or  demolish  an 
structure  now  or  hereafter  in  said  district  shall  deposit 
with  the  secretary  of  the  commission  his  application  for 
such  permit  together  with  such  plans,  specifications  and 
other  materials  as  the  commission  may  from  time  to  time 
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prescribed.  Within  eight  days  thereafter,  Saturdays,  Sun- 
days, and  legal  holidays  excluded,  the  commission  shall 
consider  such  application,  plans,  specifications  and  other 
materials  and  determine  whether  any  exterior  architec- 
tural feature  is  involved.  If  it  is  so  determined  that  no  exte- 
rior architectural  feature  is  involved,  the  secretary  of  the 
commission  shall  endorse  on  the  application  a  certificate 
of  non-applicability  and  return  the  application,  plans, 
specifications  and  other  material  to  the  applicant. 
Section  80.  Appeals. 

Under  the  provisions  of  the  General  Laws,  chapter 
40C,  section  12A,  any  applicant  aggrieved  by  a  determi- 
nation of  the  commission,  may,  within  twenty  days  after 
the  filing  of  the  notice  of  such  determination  or  such  find- 
ing with  the  City  Clerk,  appeal  to  the  Superior  Court  for 
Suffolk  County.  The  court  shall  hear  all  pertinent  evi- 
dence and  shall  annul  the  determination  of  the  commis- 
sion if  it  finds  the  decision  of  the  commission  to  be 
unsupported  by  the  evidence,  or  to  exceed  the  authority  of 
the  commission,  or  may  remand  the  case  for  further 
action  by  the  commission,  or  make  such  other  decree  as 
justice  and  equity  may  require.  The  remedy  provided  by 
this  section  shall  be  exclusive;  but  the  parties  shall  have 
all  rights  of  appeal  and  exception  as  in  other  equity  cases. 
Costs  shall  not  be  allowed  against  the  commission  unless 
it  shall  appear  to  the  court  that  the  commission  acted  with 
gross  negligence,  in  bad  faith  or  with  malice  in  the  matter 
from  which  the  appeal  was  taken.  Costs  shall  not  be  al- 
lowed against  the  party  appealing  from  such  determina- 
tion of  the  commission  unless  it  shall  appear  to  the  court 
that  the  appellant  acted  in  bad  faith  or  with  malice  in  mak- 
ing the  appeal  to  the  court. 
Section  81 .  Enforcement. 

Whoever,  without  the  certificate  required  by  and  effec- 
tive in  accordance  with  this  act,  shall  undertake  any  con- 
struction, reconstruction,  restoration,  exterior 
execution,  exterior  replacement  or  alteration  or  demoli- 
tion with  respect  to  any  exterior  architectural  feature  in 
Bay  Village  Historic  District  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  of 
not  less  than  $50  nor  more  than  $500,  and  whoever,  after 
having  received  from  the  commission  appropriate  notice 
to  desist,  shall,  in  violation  of  this  act.  permit  any  exterior 
architectural  feature  in  the  historic  district  to  continue  to 
exist  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not  less  than  $50  nor 
more  than  $500.  A  separate  offense  shall  occur  every  day 
during  any  portion  of  which  any  such  violation  shall  tran- 
spire. 

Upon  petition  of  the  commission,  the  Superior  Court 
for  Suffolk  County  may  restrain  any  construction,  recon- 
struction, restoration,  exterior  replacement,  alteration, 
or  demolition  in  violation  of  this  act  any  may  order  the 
removal  in  whole  or  in  part  of  any  exterior  architectural 
feature  permitted  to  exist  in  violation  of  this  act  and  may 
order  such  restoration  or  reconstruction  as  may  be  neces- 
sary or  desirable  to  redress  any  alterations  or  demolition 
undertaken  in  violation  of  this  act. 
Section  82.  Fees. 

The  fee  that  shall  accompany  an  application  for  a  certif- 
icate of  appropriateness  from  the  Bay  Village  Historic 
District  Commission  shall  be  set  by  ordinance. 
Section  83.  Other  Functions  of  Commission. 

The  commission  shall  adopt  rules  and  regulations  for 
the  conduct  of  its  business,  not  inconsistent  with  chapter 
40C  of  the  General  Laws,  or  with  the  purpose  of  this  ordi- 
nance. The  commission  with  the  approval  of  the  Mayor 
and  City  Council  may  receive  and  accept  appropriations, 
grants  and  gifts  for  the  furthering  of  the  purposes  ot  this 
ordinance.  It  may  establish  an  historic  marker  program, 
publish  guides,  maps  and  other  appropriate  publications 
to  illustrate  historical  and  architectural  resources  of  the 
historic  district.  The  commission  may  propose  changes 
in  the  Bay  Village  Historic  District  boundaries  and  addi- 
tional historic  districts  as  it  deems  appropriate,  subject  to 
the  General  Laws,  chapter  40C  and  to  chapter  772.  Acts 
of  1975.  as  amended. 


Section  84.  Severability. 

In  case  any  section,  paragraph  or  part  of  this  ordinance 
be  for  any  reason  declared  invalid  or  unconstitutional  by 
any  court  of  last  resort,  every  other  section,  paragraph  or 
part  shall  continue  in  full  force  and  effect. 
Section  2.  The  Commissioner  shall  notify,  by  mail,  all 
property  owners  in  the  historic  district  of  the  estab- 
lishment of  the  district.  After  passage  of  this  ordi- 
nance, and  prior  to  establishment  of  the  Bay  Village 
Historic  District  Commission,  the  Boston  Land- 
marks Commission  may  assume  the  powers  and  re- 
sponsibilities of  the  commission. 
Section  3.  This  ordinance  shall  take  effect  thirty  days  fol- 
lowing approval  by  the  Mayor. 
Referred  to  the  Committee  on  Planning,  Develop- 
ment and  Housing.

Ordered,  That  under  the  provisions  of  section  17F  of 
chapter  452  of  the  Acts  of  1948,  as  amended,  and  under 
any  other  applicable  provision  of  law,  his  Honor,  the 
Mayor,  be,  and  hereby  is,  requested  to  obtain  and  deliver 
to  the  City  Council,  within  one  week  of  receipt  hereof  the 
following  information: 

That  the  Administrative  Services  Department  submit  to 
the  City  Council  the  following  information  relative  to  the 
use  of  Video  Display  Terminals  (VDTs)  in  all  city  depart- 
ments:

ORDINANCE  ESTABLISHING  A  BRIDGE  INFRA- 
STRUCTURE ACCOUNT  IN  CITY  OF  BOSTON 

Coun.  FLYNN  offered  the  following: 

Whereas,  Boston  has  responsibility  for  fifty  bridges, 
the  maintenance  and  safety  of  which  the  public  takes  for 
granted;  and 

Whereas,  Nationwide  maintenance  of  bridges  has  been 
long-neglected  with  the  consequence  of  a  tremendous 
backlog  of  work;  and 

Whereas,  Many  bridges  in  the  City  of  Boston  such  as 
the  Chelsea  Street  Bridge,  the  Northern  Avenue  Bridge, 
the  Summer  Street  Bridge,  and  the  Columbia  Road 
Bridge,  either  need  structural  work  or  have  been  under- 
going such  work  for  a  very  long  period  of  time;  and 

Whereas,  Timely  repairs,  in  addition  to  averting  a  pos- 
sible tragedy,  can  enhance  the  life  of  a  structure  and  avoid 
the  millions  of  dollars  necessary  to  replace  a  bridge;  and 

Whereas,  In  light  of  these  facts,  it  is  appropriate  that  the 
city  establish  a  special  fund  in  the  budget  which  would  be 
used  exclusively  for  repair  and  upkeep  of  bridges  or  for 
design  and  architectural  work  enabling  the  city  to  apply 
for  federal  funds  for  city  bridge  reconstruction;  be  it 
therefore 

Ordained,  By  the  Boston  City  Council  as  follows: 

Section  1 .  On  or  before  the  commencement  of  fiscal 
year  1985,  a  special  fund  shall  be  established  in  the  city 
budget  to  be  known  as  the  Bridge  Infrastructure  Account 
to  be  administered  by  the  Commissioner  of  Public  Works. 

Section  2.  There  shall  annually  be  appropriated  to  the 
Bridge  Infrasturcture  Account  a  minimum  sum  of 
$1,000,000  or  such  minimum  sum  as  the  Council  and 
Mayor  from  time  to  time  shall  establish  by  ordinance. 

Section  3.  The  funds  of  the  account  shall  be  expended 
for  repair  and  maintenance  of  bridges  as  the  Commis- 
sioner of  Public  Works  shall  determine  and  for  architec- 
tural and  planning  costs  necessary  for  submission  of 
applications  for  federal  or  state  bridge  reconstruction 
funds.

Whereas,  The  Lewis  Chemical  Company  facility  in  the 
Hyde  Park  section  of  the  City  of  Boston  has  been  the  site 
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of  two  fires  since  April  22,  one  on  that  date  and  the  second 
on  May  25;  and 

Whereas,  The  Lewis  Chemical  Company  over  a  period 
of  years  has  been  cited  by  the  Massachusetts  Department 
of  Environmental  Quality  Engineering  (DEQE)  for  nu- 
merous violations  of  regulations  and  poor  management 
and  engineering  practices,  including  leakage  from  stor- 
age tanks,  spillage  of  wastes  and  solvents,  atmospheric 
pollution  and  improper  storage  of  hazardous  waste;  and 

Whereas,  Both  the  Superior  Court  and  the  DEQE  have 
ordered  the  facility  closed,  yet  until  the  fire  and  explosion 
of  May  25  it  remained  open;  and 

Whereas,  The  Boston  Fire  Commissioner  ordered  the 
plant  temporarily  closed  following  the  fire  of  May  25;  and 

Whereas,  At  a  public  hearing  of  the  City  Council's 
Committee  on  Government  Regulations  on  June  3 ,  1 983 , 
the  Fire  Marshal  of  the  City  of  Boston  testified  that  under 
revised  regulations  hazardous  materials  and  flammable 
materials  can  no  longer  be  stored  at  the  same  site,  making 
Lewis  Chemical  ineligible  for  a  license  to  operate;  and 

Whereas,  The  director  of  Environmental  Affairs  or  the 
Department  of  Health  and  Hospitals  testified  that  the 
Lewis  Chemical  plant  posed  a  hazard  to  public  health  in 
the  area;  and 

Whereas,  Many  neighborhood  residents  testified  con- 
cerning violations  and  dangerous  conditions  they  have 
observed  at  the  facility;  and 

Whereas,  The  Committee  on  Licenses  of  the  City  of 
Boston,  consisting  of  the  Fire  Commissioner,  the  Com- 
missioner of  Inspectional  Services  and  the  Traffic  and 
Parking  Commissioner,  having  jurisdiction  over  licenses 
to  store  flammable  materials,  will  hold  a  hearing  within 
the  next  few  weeks  to  decide  on  the  continued  operation  of 
the  Lewis  Chemical  Hyde  Park  facility;  be  it  therefore 

Ordered,  That  the  Boston  City  Council  hereby  request, 
in  the  light  of  the  foregoing,  that  the  Committee  on  Li- 
censes deny  any  appeal  by  Lewis  Chemical  of  the  Fire

HP/V  PLATES  OR  CITY  HP/V  STICKERS

In  the  Year  Nineteen  Hundred  and  Eighty-three 

An  Ordinance  Regulating  Specially  Designated  Parking 

Areas  for  Holders  of  HP/V  Plates  or  City  HP/V  Stickers. 

Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston,  as  follows: 

Whereas,  The  designation  of  special  parking  areas  for 
disabled  veterans  and  persons  who  have  a  functional  mo- 
bility is  not  a  privilege,  but  a  necessity  to  afford  such  indi- 
viduals access  to  use  of  public  or  private  facilities  located 
in  the  City  of  Boston;  and 

Whereas,  Such  designation  of  special  parking  areas  is 
mandated  by  the  Commonwealth  of  Masschusetts  De- 
partment of  Public  Safety's  Rules  and  Regulations  of  the 
Architectural  Barriers  Board;  and 

Whereas,  The  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  en- 
acted St.  1981  c.  644,  amending  section  2 1  of  chapter  40 
of  the  General  Laws  which  authorizes  municipalities  to 
regulate  parking  areas  for  motor  vehicles  owned  and  op- 
erated by  holders  of  HP/V  designation  in  order  to  prevent 
the  misuse  of  such  areas  by  the  general  public;  now,  there- 
fore, be  it  further 


Ordained,  By  the  City  of  Boston,  pursuant  to  authority 
vested  in  it  by  law,  as  follows: 

Section  1 .  City  of  Boston  Code,  Ordinances,  Title  6,  is 
hereby  amended  by  inserting  after  chapter  10  the  follow- 
ing new  chapter,  to  be  designated  chapter  1 1 . 

Section  200.  Purpose,  the  purpose  of  this  chapter  is 
to  ensure  Boston  residents  who  are  disabled  veterans  or 
handicapped,  have  access  to  public  and  private  facili- 
ties and  services;  to  provide  regulations  for  the  desig- 
nation, enforcement  and  penalty  for  misuse  of  parking 
areas  designated  as  reserved  for  disabled  veterans  or 
handicapped  persons;  and  to  establish  a  temporary 
identification  system  for  use  of  parking  areas  desig- 
nated as  reserved  for  disabled  veterans  or  handicapped 
persons. 
Section  201.  Scope. 

(A)  This  chapter  shall  apply  to  any  person  or  body 
that  has  lawful  control  of  a  public  or  private  way  or  en- 
closed property  used  as  off-street  parking  areas  for 
businesses,  shopping  malls,  theatres,  auditoriums, 
sporting  or  recreational  facilities,  cultural  centers,  res- 
idential dwellings,  or  for  any  other  place  where  the 
public  has  a  right  of  access  as  invitees  or  licensees. 

(B)  Such  persons  or  bodies  shall  designate  parking 
areas  as  reserved  for  motor  vehicles  owned  and  oper- 
ated by  a  disabled  veteran  or  a  handicapped  person 
whose  vehicle  bears  the  HP/V  distinguishing  license 
plate  authorized  by  section  2  of  chapter90  of  the  Genral 
Laws  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  or  the 
temporary  identification  authorized  by  the  provisions 
of  this  chapter. 

(C)  Such  persons  or  bodies  shall  assure  that  said 
spaces  conform  with  the  size,  width  and  location  re- 
quirements as  set  forth  in  section  21,  clause  13A  of 
chapter  40  of  the  General  Laws  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Massachusetts. 

(D)  Such  persons  or  bodies  shall  display  signs  which 
state  that  HP/V  parking  regulations  shall  be  enforced. 

(E)  Parking  spaces  designated  as  reserved  under  the 
provisions  of  this  chapter  shall  be  identified  by  the  use 
of  above-grade  signs  with  white  lettering  against  a  blue 
background  and  shall  bear  the  words  "HP/V  PARK- 
ING ONLY:  Special  Identification  Required.  Unau- 
thorized Vehicles  May  be  Ticketed  or  Removed  at 
Owner's  Expense."  Complaints  shall  be  referred  to  the 
Commission  on  the  Handicapped  for  enforcement. 

(F)  The  Department  of  Traffic  and  Parking  may  deny 
or  revoke  licenses  granted  pursuant  to  section  56  of 
chapter  148  of  the  General  Laws  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Massachusetts  to  licensees  of  open-air  parking 
spaces  not  in  compliance  with  the  provisions  of  this 
chapter. 

(G)  The  Department  of  Traffic  and  Parking  shall  be 
authorized  to  remove  or  select  an  independent  contrac- 
tor to  remove  motor  vehicles  obstructing  any  curb  ramp 
designated  for  use  by  disabled  veterans  or  handicapped 
persons  or  obstructing  any  parking  spaces  reserved  for 
a  motor  vehicle  owned  and  operated  by  a  disabled  vet- 
eran or  handicapped  persons  whose  vehicle  bears  the 
distinguishing  license  plate  authorized  by  section  2  of 
chapter  90  of  the  General  Laws  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Massachusetts  or  who  is  in  possession  of  the  tempo- 
rary identification  authorized  by  the  provisions  of  this 
chapter. 

(H)  There  shall  be  two  forms  of  motor  vehicle  identi- 
fication for  the  purposes  of  this  chapter.  The  HP/V  dis- 
tinguishing license  plate  authorized  section  2  of  chapter 
90  of  the  General  Laws  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Mas- 
sachusetts and  the  temporary  identification  authorized 
by  the  provisions  of  this  chapter. 

Section  202  Identification  Card; 

The  Commission  on  the  Handicapped  in  cooperation 
with  the  Department  of  Traffic  and  Parking  shall  issue  a 
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temporary  identification  card  certifying  the  right  of  the 
holder  to  use  parking  spaces  designated  as  reserved  for 
disabled  veterans  or  handicapped  persons  in  the  follow- 
ing circumstances:  disabled  veterans  or  handicapped 
persons  who  have  applied  for  but  not  yet  received  the 
distinguishing  license  plate  authorized  by  section  2  of 
chapter  90  of  the  General  Laws  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Massachusetts;  disabled  veterans  or  handicapped 
persons  whose  motor  vehicle  is  out  of  service  and  who 
are  using  a  motor  vehicle  not  bearing  said  distinguish- 
ing license  plate;  disabled  veterans  or  handicapped  per- 
sons who  have  an  out-of-state  HP/V  license  plate;  and 
individuals  who  have  acquired  a  temporary  disability 
of  a  severe  nature  and  who  can  provide  medical  docu- 
mentation of  same.  A  separate  dashboard  card  shall  be 
issued  to  those  who  transport  persons  who  are  blind 
which  will  allow  fifteen-minute  parking  in  HP/V  desig- 
nated areas.  Said  cards  shall  be  valid  for  a  maximum  of 
ninety  days  and  shall  be  distinctive  so  as  to  disallow 
fraud,  and  shall  be  numbered  and  tracked  by  a  compre- 
hensive record-keeping  process.  Any  person  who  im- 
properly uses  a  motor  vehicle  with  a  HP/  distinguishing 
plate  or  temporary  identification  authorized  by  the  pro- 
visions of  this  chapter  shall  be  subject  to  a  fine  of  $200. 
If  a  person  receives  a  parking  violation  while  properly 
using  a  HP/V  distinguishing  plate  or  temporary  identi- 
fication authorized  by  the  provisions  of  this  chapter, 
said  violation  shall  be  dismissed  if,  prior  to  twenty-one 
days  evidence  demonstrating  to  use  handicapped  park- 
ing rights  at  the  time  of  receiving  the  ticket. 
Section  2.  City  of  Boston  Code,  Ordinances,  Title  6, 
chapter  10  is  hereby  amended  by  inserting  after  section 
171  the  following  new  section  17 1  A:  A  fine  of  one  hun- 
dred dollars  shall  be  imposed  upon  the  registered  owner 
of  a  vehicle  parking  illegally  within  specially  designated 
HP/V  spaces,  or  in  such  a  manner  as  to  obstruct  any  curb 
ramp  designed  for  use  by  handicapped  persons. 

Section  3.  Notwithstanding  the  provisions  of  City  of 
Boston  Code,  Ordinances,  Title  2,  section  752,  to  the 
contrary  notwithstanding,  this  chapter  shall  be  published 
by  the  action  of  the  City  Council  in  passing  the  same

REPORT  ON  PUBLIC  HEARING  RE  POSSIBLE  VIO- 
LATIONS AT  LEWIS  CHEMICAL  PLANT  IN 
HYDE  PARK 

Coun.  FLYNN.  on  behalf  of  the  Committee  on  Govern- 
ment Regulations,  submitted  the  following: 

Report  on  Docket  No.  072 1 ,  order  that  Committee  on 
Government  Regulations  hold  a  public  hearing  re  possi- 
ble violations  at  the  Lewis  Chemical  plant  in  Hyde  Park 
(referred  May  11): 

Following  a  public  hearing  conducted  by  the  Commit- 
tee on  Government  Regulations  on  Friday,  June  3,  1983, 
at  the  Hyde  Park  Municipal  Building  in  the  Hyde  Park 
section  of  the  City  of  Boston,  pursuant  to  Docket  No. 
0721  (Order  for  a  Public  Hearing  Concerning  the  Lewis 
Chemical  Company),  the  Committee  reports  that  the  fa- 
cility ought  to  be  closed  and  recommends  that  the  City 
Council  adopt  an  order  urging  the  Committee  on  Li- 
censes to  revoke  those  licenses  held  by  Lewis  Chemical 
over  which  the  Committee  on  Licenses  has  jurisdiction. 

The  recent  background  of  the  Lewis  Chemical  contro- 
versy has  been  one  of  continued  violations  of  environ- 
mental regulations,  poor  management  and  poor 
engineering  practices.  Since  1981  alone,  Lewis  Chemi- 
cal has  been  cited  by  the  Massachusetts  Department  of 


Environmental  Quality  Engineering  (DEQfc)  for  having 
leaking  containers,  being  the  source  of  air  pollutants, 
spillage  of  waste  oil  and  solvents  into  the  Neponset  River, 
improper  storage  of  hazardous  material,  inadequate  re- 
cords, unguarded  gates  and  other  violations. 

On  April  22 ,  1983 ,  a  fire  broke  out  at  the  plant.  The  fire 
was  not  detected  by  any  fire  suppression  or  fire  warning 
system  Lewis  may  have  had.  A  neighborhood  resident  re- 
ported the  fire  to  the  Boston  Fire  Department.  On  May 
25,  1983,  there  was  an  explosion  and  two-alarm  fire  at  the 
plant.  At  that  time,  the  Fire  Commissioner  ordered  the 
plant  to  be  temporarily  closed. 

At  the  hearing  on  June  3 .  testimony  was  heard  from  the 
Fire  Marshal  of  the  City  of  Boston,  who  indicated  that 
under  revised  licensing  regulations,  prohibiting  flamma- 
ble materials  to  be  stored  with  hazardous  materials. 
Lewis  chemical  would  be  unlikely  to  obtain  a  license .  Tes- 
timony was  also  heard  from  the  director  of  Environmental 
Affairs  of  the  Department  of  Health  and  Hospitals  who 
said  that  the  Lewis  Chemical  facility  was  a  danger  to  the 
public  health  of  area  residents.  Community  residents  tes- 
tified on  their  experiences  with  living  in  close  proximity 
to  the  plant,  including  the  odors  and  fumes  which  ema- 
nated from  the  facility. 

At  the  end  of  the  hearing,  the  Committee  voted  unani- 
mously to  recommend  that  the  Lewis  Chemical  plant  be 
closed  permanently,  and  that  such  recommendation  be 
sent  to  the  Committee  on  Licenses  which  has  jurisdition 
over  licensing  the  storage  of  flammable  material  in  the 
City  of  Boston.  The  Committee  consists  of  the  Fire  Com- 
missioner, the  Commissioner  of  Inspectional  Services 
and  the  Commissioner  of  Traffic  and  Parking.

REPORT  ON  ORDINANCE  REQUIRING  EMPLOY- 
ERS TO  LABEL  AND  DISCLOSE  TOXIC  AND 
HAZARDOUS  SUBSTANCES 

Coun.  McCORMACK.  on  behalf  of  the  Committee  on 
Human  Services,  submitted  the  following: 

Report  on  Docket  No.  0330.  ordinance  requiring  em- 
ployers to  label  toxic  and  hazardous  substances  (so-called 
"Right  to  Know  Ordinance")  (referred  February  2)  — 
recommending  passage  of  the  ordinance  in  the  following 
new  draft: 

City  of  Boston 
In  the  Year  Nineteen  Hundred  and  Eighty-three 
An  Ordinance  Requiring  Employers  to  Label  and  Dis- 
close Toxic  and  Hazardous  Substances. 
Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston,  as  follows: 

Whereas,  The  proliferation  of  chemicals  in  the  work- 
place and  in  the  environment  pose  a  significant  health  risk 
and  safety  hazard  to  the  people  who  work  and  reside  in 
Boston;  and 

Whereas,  It  is  the  basic  right  of  all  Boston  residents  and 
workers  to  know  the  characteristics  and  health  effects  of 
the  toxic  and  hazardous  substances  to  which  they  may  be 
exposed:  and 

Whereas.  It  is  essential  that  fire  and  other  public  safety 
personnel  be  provided  detailed  information  about  toxic  or 
hazardous  materials  found  in  Boston  in  order  to  plan  for 
and  to  respond  to  emergencies:  and 

Whereas,  A  policy  of  identifying  toxic  and  hazardous 
substances  in  the  workplace  facilitates  the  prevention  of 
harm  to  workers  and  residents  from  toxic  or  hazardous 
substances; 

Now  therefore,  pursuant  to  the  authority  vested  in  H  b\ 
law.  including  without  limitation.  Article  2  of  the  Amend- 
ments to  the  Constitution  of  the  Commonwealth,  be  it  or- 
dained by  the  City  Council  of  Boston  as  follow  s 
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Section  1,  Definitions.  When  used  in  this  ordinance, 
unless  the  context  otherwise  requires,  the  following  terms 
shall  have  the  following  meanings: 

(a)  C.A.S.  Number:  the  identification  number  as- 
signed to  chemical  substances  by  the  Chemical  Abstract 
Service. 

(b)  Chemical  Name:  the  scientific  designation  of  a  sub- 
stance in  accordance  with  the  nomenclature  system  devel- 
oped by  the  International  Union  of  Pure  and  Applied 
Chemistry  or  the  Chemical  Abstract  Service  Rules  of  No- 
menclature. 

(c)  Common  Name:  any  designation  or  identification, 
trade  name  or  code  name  or  brand  name  or  number  used 
by  an  employer  to  identify  a  substance  other  than  be 
chemical  name. 

(d)  Container:  any  receptacle  or  formed  or  flexible  cov- 
ering for  the  storage  or  transport  of  hazardous  substance 
including  but  not  limited  to:  bag,  barrel,  box,  can,  cylin- 
der, drum,  carton,  stationary  or  mobile  storage  tank,  ves- 
sel or  vat. 

(e)  Employee:  any  person  employed  for  hire  by  an  em- 
ployer in  any  lawful  employment,  but  shall  not  include  a 
person  employed  as  a  domestic  worker  or  casual  laborer 
at  the  place  of  residence  of  an  employer. 

(f)  Employer:  any  person,  firm,  corporation,  partner- 
ship, association  or  other  entity  engaged  in  a  business  or 
in  providing  services,  who  or  which  has  employees,  but 
not  including  the  United  States,  the  Commonwealth  of 
Massachusetts  or  any  authority  created  under  the  laws 
thereof  or  any  of  its  political  subdivisions  except  the  city 
of  Boston. 

(g)  Label:  written,  printed  or  graphic  information  dis- 
played or  affixed  to  the  container  of  a  substance. 

(h)  Material  Safety  Data  Sheet:  the  written  document 
containing  the  information  required  by  section  6  of  this 
ordinance. 

(i)  Research  Laboratory:  a  specially  designated  area 
used  for  primarily  for  research,  development,  non-rou- 
tine or  experimentation  activity  but  not  involved  in  the 
production  or  manufacture  of  good  for  commercial  sale, 
in  which  toxic  or  hazardous  substances  are  used  by  or  un- 
der the  direct  supervision  of  a  person  specially  trained  or 
otherwise  suitably  qualified  to  understand  the  toxic  and 
hazardous  qualities  of  such  substances,  and  the  personal 
protective  features  to  be  followed  in  the  use  or  handling  of 
such  substances. 

(j)  Store:  to  deposit  or  place  a  substance  in  the  city  of 
Boston  for  a  period  of  forty-eight  hours  or  more. 

(k)  Substance:  any  element,  entity,  compound,  combi- 
nation, or  any  mixture  thereof,  whether  organic  or  inor- 
ganic. 

(1)  Toxic  or  Hazardous  Substance:  A  substance  which 
because  of  its  toxic  or  hazardous  properties  represents  a 
significant  risk  to  the  public  health  and  safety  as  a  result  of 
foreseeable  use,  handling,  accidental  spill,  exposure  or 
contamination  and  which  is  listed  in  Part  1910,  Subpart  Z 
of  Title  29  of  the  Code  of  Federal  Regulations,  including 
tables  Z-l  through  Z-3  thereof;  or  a  substance  which  is 
known  by  an  employer  to  present  a  significant  risk  of  per- 
sonal injury  or  illness  in  a  workplace  as  the  result  of  fore- 
seeable use,  handling,  accidental  spill,  exposure  or 
contamination. 

(m)  Work  Area:  any  room  or  defined  space,  whether 
within  oroutsidea  building  or  other  structure,  where  sub- 
stances are  used,  manufactured  or  stored  including,  but 
not  limited  to,  areas  where  substances  are  handled, 
mixed,  processed,  packaged,  repackaged,  or  transported 
and  where  employees  or  other  persons  are  likely  to  be 
present. 

(n)  Workplace:  an  establishment  or  business  located 
within  the  city  of  Boston  which  contains  one  or  more 
work  areas. 


Section  2.  Exemptions.  Notwithstanding  any  lan- 
guage here  to  the  contrary,  the  provisions  of  this  ordi- 
nance shall  not  apply  to  the  following: 

(a)  consumer  products  or  food  stuffs  packaged  for  dis- 
tribution to,  and  intended  for  use  by  the  general  public 
and  substances  packaged  and  offered  for  sale  at  retail 
stores.  This  shall  include  any  labeled  product  used  or 
stored  in  a  workplace  in  the  same  form,  approximate  vol- 
ume or  weight,  concentration  and  manner  as  it  is  sold  to 
and  used  by  the  general  public,  provided  it  remains  la- 
beled in  the  workplace. 

Section  3.  Labeling  of  Toxic  and  Hazardous  Sub- 
stances. 

(a)  any  employer  who  manufactures,  processes,  uses  or 
stores  toxic  or  hazardous  substances  in  a  workplace  shall 
clearly  label  every  container  of  a  toxic  or  hazardous  sub- 
stance with  the  following  information: 

(i)  the  chemical  name  of  the  toxic  or  hazardous  sub- 
stance contained  therein,  however  an  employer  who 
has  registered  the  name  of  a  substance  as  a  trade  se- 
cret pursuant  to  section  10  of  this  ordinance  may 
choose  not  to  place  the  chemical  name  on  any  or  all 
containers  in  its  possession,  provided  that  if  such  an 
election  is  made  by  the  employer,  the  container  must 
bear  a  code  which  identifies  the  applicable  material 
safety  data  sheet,  and  the  labeling  provisions  of  sub- 
section (ii)  hereunder  must  be  complied  with; 
(ii)  the  category  and  degree  of  hazard  conveyed 
through  the  color  and  number  coding  system  adopted 
by  the  National  Fire  Protection  Association,  Inc.  as 
published  in  the  1980  edition  of  NFPA  704  entitled 
"Standard  System  for  the  Identification  of  the  Fire 
Hazards  of  Materials."  A  copy  of  NFPA  704  shall  be 
on  file  for  public  inspection  in  the  office  of  the  City 
Clerk  and  at  the  main  branch  of  the  Boston  Public 
Library. 

(b)  The  fire  commissioner  may,  by  regulation,  exempt 
from  the  labeling  requirements  of  this  ordinance  contain- 
ers containing  only  small  amounts  of  certain  toxic  or  haz- 
ardous substances. 

Section  4.  Posting  Requirements. 

Every  employer  manufacturing,  processing,  using,  or, 
storing  a  toxic  or  hazardous  substance  in  a  workplace 
shall  post  a  sign  in  every  work  area  or  at  the  location  or 
locations  where  notices  to  employees  are  normally  posted 
which  informs  employees  of  the  collective  bargaining 
agents  or  other  designated  representatives  of  employees 
that  they  have  a  right  to  information  from  their  employer 
regarding  the  toxic  or  hazardous  substances  found  in  their 
workplace  and  a  description  of  the  toxic  or  hazardous  ef- 
fects of  the  substances  and  the  circumstances  under  which 
these  effects  may  be  produced. 

Section  5.  Information  to  Employees. 

Each  employer  shall  provide  its  employees  with  infor- 
mation concerning  the  toxic  and  hazardous  substances  to 
which  the  employees  are  exposed.  This  information  shall 
describe  the  nature  of  the  hazard  created  by  the  substance 
and  the  appropriate  work  practices,  protective  measures 
and  emergency  procedures  to  be  employed  to  minimize 
those  hazards.  Such  information  shall  not  be  inconsistent 
with  that  contained  in  the  material  data  safety  sheets. 

Section  6.  Material  Safety  Data  Sheets. 

(a)  Every  employer  manufacturing,  processing,  using 
or  storing  a  toxic  or  hazardous  substance  in  a  workplace 
shall  compile  and  provide  to  the  fire  commissioner  a  ma- 
terial safety  data  sheet  for  every  toxic  or  hazardous  sub- 
stance which  appears  in  a  workplace.  The  material  safety 
data  sheet  shall  set  forth  the  following  information: 

(i)  the  chemical  name,  trade  name,  common  name, 
and  C.A.S.  number  and  any  other  commonly  used 
name  of  the  substance,  except  as  provided  in  section 
10  of  this  ordinance; 
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(ii)  the  routes  of  exposure  to  the  substance,  such  as 
inhalation,  ingestion,  adsorption  or  absorption; 
(iii)  the  symptoms  of  and  the  acute  and  chronic  ef- 
fects of  exposure  to  hazardous  levels  of  the  sub- 
stance; 

(iv)  the  potential  for  flammability,  explosion  and  re- 
activity of  the  substance; 

(v)  appropriate  emergency  treatment  procedure  to  be 
followed  in  the  event  of  exposure  to  hazardous  levels 
of  the  substance; 

(vi)  proper  conditions  for  the  safe  use  and  exposure 
to  the  substance  including  the  need  for  personal  pro- 
tective equipment; 

(vii)  procedures  for  cleanup  of  leaks  and  spills  of  the 
substance  including  emergency  procedures  for  fire 
and  explosion; 

(viii)  any  known  danger,  hazard,  or  risk  resulting 
from  the  use  of  the  substance,  whether  by  itself  or  in  a 
combination  or  mixture;  and 
(ix)  the  name,  address  and  the  current  telephone 
number  of  the  manufacturer  of  the  substance. 

(b)  The  employer  shall  ensure  that  copies  of  material 
safety  data  sheets  for  each  toxic  or  hazardous  substance 
are  located  at  each  workplace  and  are  readily  accessible  to 
employees  and  or  their  representatives  for  examination 
during  all  hours  of  operation. 

(c)  Whenever  an  employer  receives  new  information 
concerning  those  subjects  listed  in  subsection  (a)  of  this 
section,  whether  from  the  manufacturer,  processor  or 
other  supplier  or  from  state  or  federal  agencies,  such  em- 
ployer must  update  the  relevant  material  safety  data  sheet 
and  must  make  such  new  information  available  to  em- 
ployees and  their  representatives  upon  receipt. 

(d)  The  employer  shall  retain  material  safety  data  sheets 
required  under  subsection  (a)  of  this  section  for  a  period 
of  at  least  one  year  after  the  toxic  or  hazardous  substance 
was  last  used,  processed,  manufactured  or  stored  in  its 
workplace. 

Section  7.  Location  of  Toxic  or  Hazardous  Substances. 
.  (a)  Every  employer  shall  compile  and  provide  to  the  fire 
commissioner  lists  of  the  work  areas  in  a  workplace 
where  toxic  or  hazardous  substances  are  manufactured, 
processed,  used  or  stored.  The  lists  shall  also  specify,  in 
alphabetical  order  by  chemical  name,  all  toxic  or  hazard- 
ous substances  regularly  present  in  each  work  area.  Each 
list  shall  contain  sufficient  information  to  identify  the 
work  area  by  name  and  location. 

(b)  When  a  toxic  or  hazardous  substance  is  introduced 
to  the  workplace,  the  employer  shall  add  the  toxic  or  haz- 
ardous substance  and  the  date  it  was  introduced  to  the  lists 
it  is  required  to  compile  pursuant  to  subsection  (a)  of  this 
section  before  exposing  an  employee  to  the  substance. 

(c)  the  information  supplied  to  the  fire  commissioner 
pursuant  to  subsections  (a)  and  (b)  of  this  section  shall  not 
be  considered  disclosures  of  trade  secret  information.  An 
employer  shall  specify,  however,  which  information,  if 
any,  contained  on  such  lists  is  trade  secret  information 
and  is  protected  from  improper  use  and  dissemination  un- 
der the  provisions  of  section  10  of  this  ordinance. 

Section  8.  Maintenance  ot  Records, 
(a)  The  Fire  Department  shall  accumulate  and  maintain 
the  following  information  as  received  from  manufactur- 
ers, processors,  users  or  storers  of  toxic  or  hazardous 
substances: 

(i)  Material  Safety  Data  Sheets  provided  by  employ- 
ers in  accordance  with  section  6  of  this  ordinance: 
and 

(ii)  information  as  to  the  exact  location  of  all  toxic  or 
hazardous  substances  in  a  workplace  provided  by 
employers  in  accordance  with  section  7  of  this  ordi- 
nance. 


(b)  With  the  exception  of  information  classified  as  a 
trade  secret  pursuant  to  section  10  of  this  ordinance,  in- 
formation maintained  under  subsection  (a)  of  this  section 
shall  be  of  public  record  and  shall  be  available  for  public 
inspection. 

Section  9.  Inspections  of  Workplaces. 

(a)  The  Fire  Department  may  conduct  an  inspection  of 
any  workplace  where  toxic  or  hazardous  substances  are 
used,  manufactured  processed  or  stored.  The  Fire  De- 
partment shall  not  attempt  a  forcible  entry  should  the  em- 
ployer refuse  to  consent  to  such  an  inspection,  but  shall 
seek  a  proper  search  warrant.  Such  inspections  may  be 
conducted  for  the  purpose  of  determining: 

(i)  that  toxic  or  hazardous  substances  are  properly 
labeled  consistent  with  section  3  of  this  ordinance 
and  that  the  correct  information  is  contained  on  the 
material  safety  datasheets  as  required  by  section  6  of 
this  ordinance; 

(ii)  that  appropriate  safety,  containment  and  cleanup 
equipment  is  readily  available;  and 
(iii)  that  the  location  of  toxic  or  hazardous  substances 
is  consistant  with  the  information  provided  to  the  fire 
commissioner  pursuant  to  section  7  of  this  ordi- 
nance. 

(b)  Any  employee,  representative  of  an  employee  or 
resident  of  the  city  of  Boston  who  believes  that  a  violation 
of  this  ordinance  exists  may  request  an  inspection  by  giv- 
ing written  notice  to  the  fire  commissioner  or  his  desig- 
nated representative. 

Section  10.  Trade  Secrets. 

(a)  An  employer  may  withhold  the  chemical  name  of  a 
toxic  or  hazardous  substance  from  the  label  required  by 
section  3  of  this  ordinance  and  the  material  safety  data 
sheet  required  by  section  6  of  this  ordinance  provided 
that: 

(i)  the  employer  can  establish  that  the  identity  of  the 
substance  is  a  trade  secret  by  showing  that  the  sub- 
stance is  a  catalyst  or  other  intermediate  unkown  to 
competitors  or  that  the  substance  cannot  be  practi- 
cally and  lawfully  discovered  by  analytical  tech- 
niques, laboratory  procedures  or  other  means 
available  to  any  potential  competitor; 
(ii)  the  employer  can  establish  that  the  substance  is 
not  a  suspected  or  recognized  carcinogen,  mutagen, 
teratogen,  or  cause  of  significant  irreversible  dam- 
age to  human  organs  or  body  systems,  as  demon- 
strated through  human,  animal  or  other  experimental 
media; 

(iii)  the  toxic  or  hazardous  substance  is  identified  by 
a  generic  chemical  classification  that  would  provide 
sufficient  information  upon  which  a  health  profes- 
sional could  render  recommendations  for  adequate 
safeguards  to  prevent  toxic  or  hazardous  exposure  to 
the  substance; 

(iv)  All  other  information  on  the  properties  and  ef- 
fects of  the  substance  required  by  section  6  is  pro- 
vided; 

(v)  the  material  safety  data  sheet  indicates  which  cat- 
egory of  information  is  being  withheld  on  trade  se- 
cret grounds; 

(vi)  the  material  safety  data  sheet  for  the  specific  sub- 
stance(s)  in  question  is  posted  in  the  work  area  where 
the  substance  is  used,  manufactured,  or  stored;  and 
(vii)  the  withheld  information  is  provided  on  a  confi- 
dential basis  to  a  treating  physician  who  states  in 
writing,  except  in  an  emergency  situation,  that  a  pa- 
tient's health  problems  may  be  related  to  exposure  to 
a  toxic  or  hazardous  substance.  A  statement  to  this 
effect  with  the  name  and  telephone  number  ci  the 
person(s)  authorized  to  disclose  the  withheld  infor- 
mation shall  bo  included  on  the  materials  safety  data 
sheet . 
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(b)  An  employer  may  withhold  information  as  a  trade 
secret  if  the  employer  can  establish  that  the  information 
was  withheld  by  the  employer's  supplier  in  accordance 
with  this  section. 

(c)  An  employer  must  provide  the  chemical  name  and 
location  of  all  toxic  or  hazardous  substances,  notwith- 
standing the  status  of  their  identity  as  a  trade  secret  under 
this  section,  to  the  fire  commissioner  as  provided  by  in 
section  7  of  the  ordinance.  The  employer  shall  designate 
which  information  is  considered  trade  secret  information 
to  be  protected  as  such  by  the  fire  commissioner  pursuant 
to  the  provisions  of  this  section  and  section  7  of  this  ordi- 
nance. The  employer  shall  file  a  statement  with  the  fire 
commissioner  that  the  conditions  of  subsection  (a)  i 
through  vii  of  this  section  have  been  met  before  the  em- 
ployer may  claim  that  the  identity  of  certain  toxic  or  haz- 
ardous substances  is  a  trade  secret  or  that  the  location  of 
the  substances  would  reveal  trade  secret  information. 

(d)  No  officer,  employee,  agent  or  contractor  of  any 
state  or  local  department,  board  or  commission  shall 
knowingly  and  intentionally  disclose  to  anyone  in  any 
manner  unless  authorized  by  law,  and  trade  secret  infor- 
mation, except  as  is  required  to  administer  or  enforce  the 
provisions  of  this  ordinance  and  to  perform  other  official 
duties. 

(e)  Nothwithstanding  any  other  provision  of  this  ordi- 
nance, the  fire  commissioner  or  his  designated  represent- 
ative, is  authorized  to  disclose  trade  secret  information 
when  such  action  is  necessary  to  protect  health,  safety  or 
property  in  an  emergency  situation. 

Section  1 1.  Waivers.  The  fire  commissioner  is  hereby 
authorized  to  establish  a  procedure  for  granting  to  re- 
search laboratories  a  waiver  from  the  requirements  im- 
posed by  this  ordinance.  Any  such  waiver  shall  be  granted 
only  upon  the  petition  of  the  research  laboratory  seeking 
such  waiver  and  after  a  hearing.  Any  such  waiver  shall 
specify  the  sections  of  this  ordinance  from  which  compli- 
ance by  the  research  laboratory  shall  be  excused,  together 
with  findings  by  the  commissioner  that  compliance  by  the 
research  laboratory  with  such  statutory  requirements 
would  be  infeasible  or  unreasonably  burdensome,  and 
that  comparable,  alternative  procedures  have  been 
adopted  and  are  maintained  by  the  research  laboratory  to 
assure  the  health  and  safety  of  any  affected  employees  and 
community  residents.  As  a  condition  for  the  granting  of 
such  waiver,  the  commissioner  may  impose  reasonable 
requirements  relative  to  the  alternative  procedures  main- 
tained by  any  research  laboratory  to  assure  the  health  and 
safety  of  such  employees  and  community  residents.  Vio- 
lation of  such  conditions  shall  be  punishable  under  the 
provisions  of  section  12  and  may,  in  the  discretion  of  the 
commissioner  constitute  grounds  for  revocation  of  the 
waiver.  The  commissioner  may  revoke  a  waiver  or  amend 
the  requirements  imposed  on  the  research  laboratory  as  a 
condition  for  the  granting  of  such  waiver  upon  a  finding 
that  such  action  is  appropriate  in  view  of  changed  circum- 
stances occurring  after  the  initial  grant  of  the  waiver. 

Section  12.  Penalties. 

Any  employer,  person,  firm,  corporation  or  other  busi- 
ness entity  that  violates  any  provision  of  this  ordinance 
shall  be  fined  not  more  than  $300  for  each  violation. 

Section  .13.  Severability.  The  provisions  of  this  ordi- 
nance are  severable  and  if  any  provision  shall  be  held  to  be 
unconstitutional  or  otherwise  invalid  by  any  court  of 
competent  jurisdiction,  then  such  provisions  shall  be  con- 
sidered separate  and  apart  from  the  remaining  provisions 
of  this  ordinance,  which  shall  remain  in  full  force  and 
effect. 

Section  14.  Publication.  The  provisions  of  the  City  of 
Boston  Code,  Ordinances,  Title  2,  section  752,  to  the 
contrary  notwithstanding,  this  ordinance  shall  be  pub- 
lished by  action  of  the  city  council  in  passing  same. 


Section  15.  Effective  Date.  This  ordinance  shall  take 
effect  on  January  1 ,  1984. 

The  report  was  accepted;  the  ordinance  in  the  new 
draft  was  passed.

mending that  the  order  be  rejected  without  prejudice. 

The  report  was  accepted;  the  order  was  rejected  with- 
out prejudice. 


INTERIM  REPORT  ON  ORDER  FOR  PUBLIC  HEAR- 
ING RE  CONCERTS  ON  THE  COMMON 

Coun.  LANGONE,  on  behalf  of  the  Committee  on  Ur- 
ban Resources,  submitted  the  following: 

Report  on  Docket  No.  0747,  order  for  a  public  hearing 
re  Concerts  on  the  Common  and  that  certain  officials  be 
invited  to  attend  (referred  May  1 8)  —  recommending  pas- 
sage of  the  following  order: 

A  public  hearing  was  held  on  Tuesday,  June  7,  1983,  in 
the  Council  Chamber  concerning  the  damage  and  prob- 
lems associated  with  the  "Concerts  on  the  Common"  se- 
ries (Docket  No.  0747). 

The  hearing  was  opened  at  7:35  p.m.  with  testimony 
given  by  Mr.  James  English  of  the  Parks  Department.  Mr. 
English  reported  to  the  Committee,  submitting  a  letter 
from  the  Commissioner  of  the  Parks  Department,  that  the 
grass  of  the  Boston  Common  area  used  during  the  concert 
series  will  not  be  permanently  damaged  as  long  as  a  proc- 
ess of  aeration  and  re-seeding  occur  after  the  upcoming 
summer  concerts  series  concludes. 

Chairman  Langone  asked  Mr.  English  if  the  organiza- 
tion conducting  the  "Concerts  on  the  Common"  had  ob- 
tained a  permit  as  required  by  the  City  of  Boston  Code, 
Ordinances,  Title  14,  section  450,  clause  (266a)  as 
amended?  Mr.  English  stated  that  the  Corporation  Coun- 
sel instructed  the  Parks  Department  that  this  ordinance 
was  not  valid  and  the  Concerts  on  the  Common  would 
only  need  to  seek  a  permit  from  the  Parks  Department. 
According  to  Mr.  English,  the  permit  for  the  first  concert 
(June  21,  1983)  has  not  been  issued  yet. 

Approximately  forty  to  fifty  citizens  attended  the  hear- 
ing, and  of  these  fourteeen  gave  public  testimony. 

Mose  of  the  speakers  (listed  below)  were  against  the 
concerts  being  held  on  the  Common  due  to  the  damage 
being  done  to  the  grass  and  surrounding  trees,  the  noise 
level,  the  traffic  and  parking  problem,  the  problem  of 
public  drinking,  the  sanitary  facilities  problems,  and  the 
small  financial  gain  accruded  from  the  first  concerts  se- 
ries.

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Mr.  Thomas  Geary  of  the  Tremont  on  the  Common 
Group  (Condominium  Owners  Association)  stated  that 
although  his  group  acknowledges  some  of  the  problems 
sited  above,  it  is  their  opinion  that  the  concerts  have  a 
positive  effect  on  this  particular  section  of  the  downtown 
area.  They  believe  that  the  problems  are  not  insurmounta- 
ble and  the  concerts  should  remain  on  the  Common. 

Chairman  Langone  recessed  the  hearing,  subject  to  the 
call  of  the  chair  at  9:20p.m. 


Whereas,  The  Committee  on  Urban  Resources  has 
held  numerous  public  hearings  with  regard  to  the  "Con- 
certs on  the  Common,"  Docket  No.  0747;  and 

Whereas,  Public  testimony  at  those  hearings  has 
strongly  favored  moving  the  site  of  the  concert  series  due 
to  numerous  problems;  and 

Whereas,  The  damage  to  the  grass  and  trees  in  the  spe- 
cific area  of  the  Common  is  irreparable;  and 

Whereas,  The  sound  level  is  extremely  high  and  intol- 
erable to  elderly  and  handicapped  residents  in  the  area; 
and 

Whereas,  The  noise  is  not  only  during  the  concert 
hours,  but  begins  at  approximately  12  noon  during  the 
warm-up  session;  and 

Whereas,  The  traffic  and  parking  problems  cause  ex- 
treme stress  on  the  narrow  streets  and  the  already  tight 
parking  situation  for  Beacon  Hill  residents;  and 

Whereas,  Residents  have  complained  about  wide- 
spread abuse  of  the  ban  against  public  consumption  of  al- 
cohol; and 

Whereas,  The  provisions  for  sanitary  public  facilities 
has  not  been  adequate  to  handle  the  crowd;  and 

Whereas,  Residents  of  the  area  have  testified  that  they 
believe  that  the  concerts  were  an  invasion  of  their  privacy 
and  right  to  a  peaceful  enjoyment  of  their  environment; 
be  it  therefore 

Ordered,  That  the  City  Council  take  all  necessary  legal 
steps  to  insure  that  the  organization  known  as  "Concerts 
on  the  Common"  adhere  to  provisions  of  the  City  of  Bos-

Stavis  proposes  to  lease  this  facility  for 
fifteen  years  from  EDIC  (with  two,  five-year  renewal  op- 
tions) and  plans  a  general  rehabilitation  of  the  building, 
construction  of  loading  docks,  and  installation  of  10,000 
square  feet  of  freezer  space  for  the  storage  of  frozen  sea- 
food. Equipment  appropriate  to  their  business  will  also  be 
purchased.  The  company  currently  employs  fifteen 
workers,  five  of  whom  are  Boston  residents,  and  plans  to 
add  five  employees  within  two  years. 

The  estimated  total  cost  of  the  project  is  $  1 ,476,00  of 
which  the  company  proposes  to  finance  up  to  $1 ,476,000 
through  industrial  revenue  bonds  issued  by  the  city,  acting 
by  and  through  the  Authority.  The  company  has  ex- 
pressed its  willingness  to  enter  into  agreements  whereby 
it  will  make  payment  to  the  city  sufficient  to  pay  the  prin- 
cipal of  and  interest  on  the  industrial  revenue  bonds  as 
they  come  due,  and  to  reimburse  the  city  against  any  cost 
or  expenses  incurred  hereafter  in  the  event  that  the  issu- 
ance and  sale  of  such  bonds  is  not  accomplished  as  con- 
templated. 

The  members  of  the  Authority  are  persuaded  that  this 
project  will  be  of  benefit  to  the  economy  and  in  the  best 
interest  of  the  City  of  Boston  ard  of  the  Commonwealth  of 
Massachusetts.  Accordingly,  we  respectfully  request  that 
you  recommend  to  the  Honorable  City  Council  that  it  ap- 
prove the  industrial  development  project  for  the  company, 
the  estimated  cost  thereof  and  the  financing  thereof  under 
chapter  40D  of  the  General  Laws  all  as  required  by  sec- 
tion 12(1)  of  said  chapter  40D.

Emergency  Jobs  Bill  CDBG  Program  Plan 

The  Jobs  Bill,  signed  by  the  president  on  March  24, 
1983,  provided  additional  funds  to  a  number  of  existing 
federal  programs  for  the  explicit  purpose  of  providing 
jobs  for  the  long-term  unemployed,  the  Community  De- 
velopment Block  Grant  Program  received  an  additional 
$1  billion,  to  be  allocated  by  formula  to  cities  over  50,000 
in  population  and  to  states.  Boston  is  to  receive 
$5,404,000.  This  is  a  special,  one-time  allocation,  sepa- 
rate from  the  regular  CDBG  allocation,  and  not  likely  to  ' 
be  repeated. 

The  city  has  developed  a  plan  for  the  use  of  "Jobs  Bill" 
funds  which  will  enable  it  to  further  most  of  the  commu- 
nity development  objectives  already  established  for  its 
annual  CDBG  entitlements.  In  keeping  with  the  federal 
government's  intent  that  these  funds  be  used  as  rapidly  as 
possible  so  as  to  assist  the  unemployed  and  the  needy,  the 
city  will,  to  the  extent  practicable,  utilize  its  Jobs  Bill 
funds  in  a  manner  which  maximizes  the  creation  of  new 
employment  opportunities. 
Construction  and  Job  Training  Program 

The  Supreme  Court  recently  upheld  the  Mayor's  Exec- 
utive Order  mandating  that  contractors  on  city-assisted 
construction  projects  hire  50  percent  Boston  residents,  25 
percent  minorities,  and  10  percent  women.  The  proposed 
Construction  and  Job  Training  Program  will  prepare  Bos- 
ton residents,  including  minorities  and  women,  for  em- 
ployment in  the  building  trades,  and  will  help  meet  the 
personnel  needs  of  local  contractors.  By  increasing  job 
skills  and  job  access  for  low-  and  moderate-income  Bos- 
ton residents,  the  Construction  and  Job  Training  Program 
directly  addresses  the  Congressional  intent  of  the  Emer- 
gency Jobs  Bill. 

The  Construction  and  Job  Training  Program  will  pre- 
pare Boston  residents  (including  minorities  and  women) 
for  union  or  non-union  employment  in  the  building 
trades,  facilitate  acceptance  into  the  unions,  and  their  em- 
ployment of  city-assisted  construction  sites.  In  order  to 
develop  a  construction  training  strategy  that  meets  these 
goals,  a  system  will  be  designed  that  involves  the  unions, 
provides  substantial  construction  skills  training  for  par- 
ticipants, and  achieves  a  significant  increase  in  the  num- 
bers of  residents,  minorities,  and  women  employed  on 
city-assisted  construction  projects. 

The  proposed  service  model  for  the  Construction  and 
Job  Training  Program  includes  a  Skills  Bank  which  will 
gather  information  on  and  establish  access  to  the  existing 
pool  of  skilled  construction  workers  who  are  residents, 
minorities,  or  women.  The  Skills  Bank  would  recruit  and 
provide  referrals  to  worksites  for  these  clients.  Pre-Ap- 
prenticeship  Training  would  prepare  clients  for  the  ap- 
prenticeship examination  and  interview.  This  is  a 
short-term  program  that  would  include  an  introduction  to 
tools  and  trades,  with  special  components  (counseling 
and  physical  fitness)  designed  to  meet  the  needs  of  minor- 
ities and  women .  Skills  Training  would  provide  the  partic- 
ipants with  training  in  a  particular  construction  skill, 
preferably  a  licensed  trade,  so  that  they  can  obtain  either 
union  or  non-union  employment.  This  training  will  in- 
clude an  on-the-job  component.  Follow-up  and  support 
mechanisms  will  exist  in  order  to  monitor  the  success  of 
the  program  and  better  serve  its  graduates. 
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Proposed  Jobs  Bill  Entitlement  Funding:  $2,177,000 
Rental  Rehabilitation  Program  Demonstration 

This  program,  begun  in  1983,  will  offer  below-market- 
rate  financing  for  repairs  in  primarily  investor-owned 
rental  housing  in  need  of  moderate  rehabilitation,  the  pro- 
gram, which  currently  operates  in  the  Highland  Park  and 
Meetinghouse  Hill  neighborhoods,  is  funded  by  CDBG 
funds  which  are  matched  by  section  8  rent  subsidy  certifi- 
cates fro  HUD.  The  program  subsidizes  the  principal  on  a 
rehabilitation  loan  to  a  level  that  provides  a  limited  return 
to  the  owner.  The  subsidy  amount  is  determined  on  a  case- 
by-case  "gap  financing"  basis.  This  subsidy  is  structured 
as  a  deferred  loan  which,  if  the  owner  continues  to  own 
the  property  fc*  at  least  five  years  after  repairs  are  made, 
become  a  direct  grant  (i.e. ,  no  repayment  required).  Sec- 
tion 8  rent  subsidies  are  given  to  tenant  households  who 
cannot  afford  the  after-rehabilitation  rents  in  their  build- 
ing. 

Proposed  Jobs  Bill  Entitlement  Funding:  $365,000 
Anchor  Commercial  Building  Program 

An  important  part  of  the  Development  Division's  com- 
mercial district  strategy  is  to  redevelop  key  vacant  or  un- 
derrutilized  neighborhood  building  for  residential, 
commercial,  industrial  or  mixed-use  purposes.  These 
structures,  because  of  their  size,  historical  importance, 
and  location,  for  example,  can,  when  successfully  rede- 
veloped, spur  further  private  investment  and  solidify 
neighborhood  confidence  in  these  targeted  areas.  This 
program  will  provide  funding  of  last  resort  to  those  pro- 
jects which,  after  substantial  work,  have  proven  more 
than  unusually  difficult  to  develop.  Such  projects  must: 
be  quickly  implementable;  provide  specific  benefits  to 
low-  and  moderate-income  people,  or  be  located  in  low- 
and  moderate-income  census  tracts  or  designated 
blighted  areas;  and  provide  construction  and  (if  applica- 
ble) permanent  jobs  to  low-  and  moderate-income  and  mi- 
nority city  residents.  The  subsidy  amount  would  be 
matched  to  each  project's  particular  needs.  However, 
gaps  in  project  financing  are  likely  to  average  between 
$75,000  and  $250,000. 

Proposed  Jobs  Bill  Entitlement  Funding:  $450,000 
Vacant  Lots  Program 

There  are  approximately  4,500  vacant,  city -owned  lots 
in  Boston.  In  many  neighborhoods  these  lots  are  as  much 
of  a  blighting  influence  as  vacant  and  abandoned  build- 
ings. In  almost  all  cases  they  represent  an  under-utilized 
resource  and/or  a  potential  development  opportunity.  In 
concert  will  its  CDBG  Year  IX  plans  to  reclaim  vacant 
abandoned  buildings,  the  NDEA  will  undertake  a  multi- 
faceted  program  to  address  the  problem  of  vacant  lots. 
This  program  will  underwrite  and  encourage  the  re-use  of 
selected  lots  for  a  public  purpose,  encourage  community 
input  and  commitment  to  those  public  improvements,  use 
CDBG  funds  to  lever  commitments  for  both  the  private 
sector  and  other  public  agencies,  and  provide  jobs  to  local 
residents.  The  program  will  have  three  components.  The 
first  will  entail  a  simple  clean-up  campaign  of  selected 
lots.  The  second  will  be  competitive,  whereby  commu- 
nity organizations  will  be  invited  to  submit  proposals  for 
pocket  parks,  community  gardens  and  so  on.  The  third 
will  be  structured  to  support  and  encourage  future  devel- 
opment through  site  preparation  and  parcel  assembly. 
Under  this  third  component  priority  will  be  given  to  the 
preparation  of  sites  for  manufactured  housing  and  com- 
mercial development. 

Proposed  Jobs  Bill  Entitlement  Funding:  $900,000 
Parks  Renovation 

The  Urban  Parks  and  Recreation  Recovery  Program 
(UPARR),  a  federal  parks  program  first  authorized  by 
Congress  in  1979,  has  served  as  a  catalyst  for  the  revital- 
ization  of  many  urban  neighborhoods.  UPARR  appropri- 
ations are  made  available  for  matching  grants  to  local 


governments  for  the  purpose  of  rebuilding,  remodeling, 
expanding  or  developing  existing  outdoor  or  indoor  rec- 
reation facilities.

The  fee  for  the  issu- 
ance of  a  Certificate  of  Design  Approval  and/or 
Exemption  by  the  secretary  of  the  Beacon  Hill  or  Back 
Bay  Architectural  Commissions  or  the  Boston  Land- 
marks Commission  (including  any  of  its  district  com- 
missions) or  any  commission  established  under  chapter 
40C  of  the  General  Laws  shall  be: 

a)  In  the  case  of  minor  modifications  to  the  exterior 
architectural  features  of  a  building,  including  paint- 
ing, cleaning  or  masonry,  signs  (inside  windows), 
masonry  repointing  and  alteration,  repair,  or  re- 
moval of  window  blinds  and  shutters,  planting  boxes 
and  parterres,  paving,  intercom  units,  storm  win- 
dows, lanterns  and  lighting  fixtures,  residential  win- 
dow grates,  screens,  benches,  and  plaques,  $10; 

b)  In  the  case  of  design  changes  to  the  facade  of  a 
building,  including,  changes  to  or  installation  of 
doors,  windows,  fire  balconies,  exterior  signs,  roof 
decks  and  deck  railings,  fences  and  masonry  walls,

0  In  cases  of  Certificate  of  Design  Approval  for  work 
on  a  designated  interior  space  not  requiring  a  build- 
ing permit  from  the  Inspectional  Services  Depart- 
ment, $10,  and  in  all  other  cases  $25. 

(102)  Environment  Department,  Order  of  Condi- 
tions. 

The  fee  for  an  application  for  an  order  of  conditions 
with  the  secretary  of  the  Conservation  Commission  for 


the  use  or  development  of  lands  or  waters  under  the 
control  and  jurisdiction  of  the  Conservation  Commis- 
sion under  Section  8c  of  chapter  40  of  the  General  Laws 
shall  be  in  accordance  with  the  following  schedule:  for

Whereas,  This  favors  the  large  contractors  who

Whereas,  These  street,  skim-coating  contracts 
should  be  bid  on  individual  streets  or  groups  of 
streets.

Whereas,  The  objection  to  this  is  that  it  is  more 
economical  but  it  also  eliminates  competition.

RESIDENT  JOBS  POLICY  AND  COMMISSION

Whereas,  There  is  a  high  rate  of  unemployment  in  the 
City  of  Boston,  in  particular  among  the  youth  of  the  city, 
both  white  and  minority;  and 

Whereas,  The  subsequent  multiplier  effect  of  this  high 
level  of  unemployment  has  a  direct  and  deleterious  effect 
upon  all  the  neighborhoods  of  the  City  of  Boston,  result- 
ing in  the  physical  deterioration  of  neighborhoods,  van- 
dalism, and  youth  crime;  and 

Whereas,  TheCity  of  Boston  expends  nearly  $1  billion 
in  contracts,  part  of  this  money  derived  from  taxes  paid  by 
city  residents;  and 

Whereas,  These  contracts  enable  private  developers  to 
obtain  state  and  federal  funds,  and  provides  such  devel- 
opers with  property  tax  and  other  benefits,  for  the  pur- 
pose of  constructing  public  works  projects  and  other 
projects  aimed  at  reviving  and  rebuildingblighted  and  un- 
productive areas  of  the  City  of  Boston;  and 

Whereas,  The  vast  majority  of  workers  employed  on 
such  projects  are  individuals  who  do  not  reside  in  the  City 
of  Boston;  and 

Whereas,  Many  of  the  permanent  employees  hired  to 
work  in  these  development  projects  after  construction  are 
not  residents  of  the  City  of  Boston;  and 

Whereas,  The  Boston  Resident  Jobs  Policy  has  been  an 
Executive  Order  since  September  11,  1979;  and 

Whereas,  The  Supreme  Court  of  the  United  States 
ruled  on  February  28,  1983,  that  the  Boston  Resident 
Jobs  Policy  to  be  a  legitimate  and  legally  valid  policy; 
therefore  be  it 

Ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston  as  follows: 
City  of  Boston 
In  the  Year  Nineteen  Hundred  and  Eighty-three 
An  Ordinance  Establishing  the  Boston  Resident  Jobs  Pol- 
icy and  Commission. 
Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston,  in  accord- 
ance with  the  provisions  of  Massachusetts  General 
Laws  chapter  43B,  section  1 3,  and  any  other  applica- 
ble law,  as  follows: 


Section  1.  the  City  of  Boston  Code,  Ordinances,  Title 
8,  is  hereby  amended  by  adding  after  chapter  13,  a  new 
chapter  to  be  known  as  chapter  15,  Boston  Residents  Jobs 
Policy  and  Commission  and  which  chapter  shall  read  as 
follows: 

Chapter  15  Boston  residents  Jobs  Policy  and  Commission 
Chapter  700.  On  any  construction  project  funded  in 
whole  or  in  part  by  city  funds,  or  funds  which,  in  accord- 
ance with  a  federal  grant  or  otherwise,  the  city  expends  or 
administers,  and  to  which  the  city  is  a  signatory  to  the 
construction  contract,  the  worker  hours  on  a  craft-by- 
craft  basis  shall  be  performed,  in  accordance  with  the 
contract  documents  established  herewith,  as  follows: 

a.  at  least  50  percent  by  bona  fide  Boston  residents; 

b.  at  least  25  percent  by  minorities; 

c.  at  least  10  percent  by  women. 

For  the  purposes  of  this  section,  worker  hours  shall  in- 
clude work  performed  by  persons  filling  apprenticeship 
and  on-the-job  training  positions.  For  the  purposes  of  this 
ordinance  the  term  residents  is  used  as  defined  in  the  City 
of  Boston  Code,  Ordinances,  Title  5,  section  101A. 

In  order  to  insure  compliance  with  the  ordinance,  the 
provisions  of  the  City  of  Boston  Supplemental  Minority 
Participation  and  Residents  Preference  Section  shall  be 
included  by  each  city  department  in  all  contracts  with  any 
private  corporation  or  individual  for  construction  pro- 
jects covered  by  this  ordinance. 

Section  70 1 .  There  shall  be  in  the  City  of  Boston  a  com- 
mission, known  as  the  Boston  Residents  Jobs  Commis- 
sion, hereinafter  called  the  Commission,  which  shall  be 
responsible  for  policy  oversight  of  this  ordinance. 

The  Commission  shall  consist  of  seven  members  ap- 
pointed by  the  Mayor,  subject  to  City  Council  approval, 
for  a  term  of  three  years,  provided  however,  that  the  mem- 
bers first  appointed  to  the  Commission  three  shall  be  ap- 
pointed for  a  term  of  one  year,  three  shall  be  appointed  for 
a  term  of  two  years,  and  the  director  of  the  NDEA  shall 
serve  ex  officio.  Thereafter,  the  mayor  shall  appoint  each 
successor  to  a  term  of  three  years.  Any  vacancy  occurring 
otherwise  than  by  expiration  of  term  shall  be  filled  by  the 
Mayor  for  the  unexpired  term. 

All  members  of  the  Commission  shall  be  residents  or 
the  City  of  Boston  at  the  time  of  their  appointments  and 
throughout  their  tenures.  At  least  one  commissioner  shall 
be  an  individual  who  is  a  member  of  a  local  construction 
associated  job  union,  at  least  one  commissioner  shall  be 
an  individual  regularly  engaged  in  the  business  of  con- 
struction contracting,  at  least  one  commissioner  shall  be 
an  individual  who  has  demonstrated  government  experi- 
ence in  the  award  of  contract  process  on  behalf  of  the  City 
of  Boston,  at  least  one  commissioner  shall  be  experienced 
in  career  employment  and  training  programs  such  as  one 
who  is  associated  with  Action  for  Boston  Community  De- 
velopment (ABCD),  at  least  one  commissioner  shall  be  a 
person  experienced  in  teaching  adult  education  in  skilled 
and/or  semi-skilled  professions  and  at  least  one  of  the 
commissioner  shall  be  a  member  of  a  minority,  commu- 
nity-based group  which  seeks  to  address  the  issue  of  un- 
employment in  the  City  of  Boston . 

A  Chairperson  of  the  Commission  shall  be  annually 
designated  by  the  Mayor  with  the  advice  of  the  Commis- 
sion. Five  members  shall  constitute  a  quorum  for  the  pur- 
pose of  conducting  business  thereof,  but  five  votes  shall 
be  required  to  pass  any  Commission  decision.  Reason- 
able per  diem  compensation  for  Commission  member 
shall  be  determined  by  ordinance  and  each  member  shall 
also  be  entitled  to  his/her  expeases  actually  necessarily 
incurred  in  the  performance  of  his/her  duties. 

Section  702.  Functions;  Powers  and  Duties  of  the  Com- 
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The  function  of  the  Commission  shall  be  to  oversee  and 
make  policy  suggestions  to  implement  the  Boston  Resi- 
dent Jobs  Policy,  and  to  encourage,  aid  and  simplify  the 
private  sector  employers  to  adopt  the  Boston  Resident 
Jobs  Policy  by  the  exercise  of  the  following  powers  and 
duties: 

1 .  To  receive  complaints  of  noncompliance  with  the 
Boston  Resident  Jobs  Policy  and  forward  them  to  the 
Neighborhood  Development  and  Employment  Agency 
(NDEA),  the  Massachusetts  Commission  Against  Dis- 
crimination (MCAD)  and/or  any  other  proper  body  for 
investigation. 

2.  To  supply  policy  analysis  and  options  to  various  City 
of  Boston  department  heads  involved  with  the  enforce- 
ment, application,  and/or  monitoring  of  the  Boston  Resi- 
dent Jobs  Policy. 

3.  To  issue  such  publications  and  research  as,  in  its 
judgment,  will  tend  to  promote  and  encourage  the  Boston 
Resident  Jobs  Policy  with  regard  to  enforcement,  appli- 
cation and/or  compliance.  All  records  shall  be  public  ex- 
cept those  that  are  necessary  to  insure  privacy  rights 
under  other  local,  state  or  federal  laws  and  those  records 
that  must  be  kept  confidential  in  compliance  with  laws 
and  rules  of  evidence. 

4 .  To  make  such  recommendations  to  the  Mayor  and  the 
City  Council  as,  in  its  judgment,  will  effectuate  the  policy 
of  this  ordinance  and  on  January  1 ,  and  July  1  to  make  a 
written  report  to  the  Mayor  and  the  City  Council  of  its 
activities. 

5.  To  compile,  maintain  and  update  a  list  of  construc- 
tion job  union  representatives,  Boston  resident  construc- 
tion contractors,  and  unemployed  skilled  laborers  in  the 
construction-related  fields.  The  directorof  the  Neighbor- 
hood Development  and  Employment  Agency  (NDEA), 
as  a  member  of  this  Commission,  through  his  agency, 
shall  provide  the  necessary  clerical  assistance.  This  serv- 
ice to  be  provided  by  the  NDEA  will  act  as  clearinghouse 
for  both  potential  employees  and  potential  private  sector 
employers  seeking  this  information. 

6.  The  City  of  Boston  shall  establish  ajob  training  pro- 
gram in  concert  with  the  craft  unions  if  possible,  to  train 
minorities,  Boston  residents  and  women  for  skilled  or 
semi-skilled  construction  jobs.  These  programs  shall  be 
supervised  by  the  Commission. 

7.  To  perform  such  other  duties  as  may  be  prescribed 
under  law. 

Section  703.  Relations  with  City  Agencies. 

So  far  as  practicable,  the  services  of  all  other  city  de- 
partments, agencies,  orcommissions  shall  be  made  avail- 
able to  the  Commission  for  effectuating  the  policy  of  this 
ordinance. 

The  head  of  any  department,  agency,  or  other  commis- 
sion shall  furnish  information  in  the  possession  of  such 
department,  agency  or  commission  when  the  Commis- 
sion so  requests  and  where  such  information  relates  to  the 
duties  and  responsibilities  of  the  Commission. 

Section  704.  Rules  and  Regulations  of  the  Commis- 
sion. 

The  Commission  may  adopt  rules  and  regulations  con- 
sistent with  this  ordinance  and  the  laws  of  the  Common- 
wealth to  carry  out  the  policy  and  provisions  of  this 
ordinance  and  the  powers  and  the  duties  of  the  Commis- 
sion in  connection  therewith. 

Section  705.  Severability. 

If  any  provision  or  section  of  this  ordinance  shall  be 
held  to  be  invalid,  then  such  provision  or  section  shall  be 
considered  separately  and  apart  from  the  remaining  pro- 
visions and  sections  of  this  ordinance,  which  shall  remain 
in  full  force  and  effect.

South  End,  and 
Mattapan  residents  spoke  of  the  need  for  street  and  side- 
walk improvements;  in  Allston-Brighton  there  was  testi- 
mony as  to  the  special  needs  of  Asiatic  residents:  Mission 
Hill  residents  drew  attention  to  the  special  transportation 
needs  of  their  area),  there  was  a  common  thread  running 
through  the  testimony: 

a.  Residents  in  all  of  our  neighborhoods  are  con- 
cerned about  crime  prevention.  They  seek  better  street 
lighting,  more  police  officers,  team  policing,  walking 
beats,  and  an  anti-arson  initiative. 

b.  the  lack  of  affordable  housing,  and  the  effect  that 
housing  deterioration  has  on  property  values  and 
neighborhood  confidence  is  a  problem  for  all  Bosto- 
nians.  Residents  expect  that  a  significant  portion  of 
these  funds  be  used  to  reclaim  abandoned  housing,  en- 
courage housing  rehabilitation,  and  prevent  deteriora- 
tion. Your  Committee  heard  testimony  from  tenants 
asking  that  such  funds  be  fairly  allocated  among  hous- 
ing of  varied  numbers  of  units  so  that  both  household- 
ers and  tenants  would  benefit. 

c.  Related  to  the  housing  situation  is  the  need  to  con- 
tinue support  for  public  housing  which  is  home  to 
nearly  10  percent  of  our  populace,  the  Council  — 
sometimes  against  opposition  of  the  administration  — 
has  in  every  CDBG  year  insisted  that  urgent  needs  of 
the  authority  be  funded.  Your  Committee  is  pleased  to 
inform  you  that  HUD  has  agreed  to  match  with  addi- 
tional funds  we  would  not  otherwise  receive,  a  signifi- 
cant portion  of  Year  IX  commitment.  Thus,  tenants  will 
receive  a  double  benefit  from  such  allocation. 

d.  Funding  cutbacks  and  the  state  of  the  economy  re- 
quire that  we  continue  support  of  neighborhood  human 
service  agencies.  Your  Committee  is  pleased  to  report 
that  agencies  funded  in  Year  VIII.  including  health  cen- 
ters, senior  citizen  programs,  community  schools,  etc.

I  am  submitting  herewith  for  your  consideration  an  ap- 
propriation order  in  the  amount  of  $5.2  million  for  gen- 
eral school  purposes  as  a  supplement  to  the  authorized 
spending  level  of  the  Boston  School  Committee  for  fiscal 
year  1983-84  of  $224. 5  million. 

Over  the  past  several  years  we  have  seen  much  progress 
in  the  financial  management  of  the  Boston  Public  Schools 
due  to  the  diligence  of  the  Superintendent  of  Schools  and  a 
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professional  administration,  supported  by  a  responsible 
School  Committee,  dedicated  to  improving  the  school 
system  within  some  very  severe  financial  constraints. 
This  diligence  and  dedication  has  been  met  with  the  atten- 
tion and  cooperation  of  the  business  community  and 
elected  officials  in  Boston,  including  yourselves,  putting 
the  School  Department  in  a  hopeful,  if  still  precarious, 
position  from  which  further  improvements  can  be  made. 

In  meeting  with  the  School  Committee  and  the  Superin- 
tendent over  the  past  several  weeks,  I  have  seen  that  the 
single  most  important  issue  in  maintaining  this  position  is 
the  stability  of  the  instruction  that  is  delivered  to  students 
in  the  classrooms.  This  stability,  to  the  extent  to  which  it 
can  be  achieved,  rests  on  the  presumption  that  further  lay- 
offs of  instructional  staff  can  be  prevented.  The  Superin- 
tendent and  the  School  Committee  have  convinced  me 
that  the  current  levels  of  teaching  staff  are  necessary  and 
must  be  maintained. 

As  you  well  know,  the  problem  is  that  our  financial  re- 
sources are  limited.  However,  the  need  for  educational 
stability  must  be  balanced  against  the  need  for  financial 
stability.  It  is  my  opinion,  notwithstanding  the  serious  fi- 
nancial issues  facing  the  city  at  this  time,  that  the  order 
submitted  by  me  today  should  be  adopted  in  the  amount  of 
$5.2  million.  This  amount,  by  the  analysis  of  School  De- 
partment staff  is  sufficient  to  avoid  lay-offs. 

It  is  urgent  that  you  act  on  this  order  without  delay.  Your 
favorable  action  will  prevent  the  School  Committee  from 
voting  the  lay-offs  before  June  30,  which  they  must  do  if 
sufficient  spending  authority  is  not  available.

Section  55  A  is  amended  by  striking  in  the 
first  sentence  the  phrase  "the  fourteenth  Tuesday"  and 
inserting  therefor  the  phrase  "May  1  st  or  the  first  regu- 
lar business  day  thereafter." 

Section  3.  Section  56  is  amended  by  striking  in  the 
third  paragraph,  first  sentence,  the  phrase  "the  elev- 
enth Tuesday"  and  inserting  thereof  "June  1st  or  the 
first  regular  business  day  thereafter." 

Section  4.  Section  57  is  amended  by  striking  in  the 
last  sentence  the  phrase  '  'the  fifty-fifth  day  "  and  insert- 
ing therefor  "July  15th  or  the  first  regular  business  day 
thereafter."

Whereas,  Tom  Hannon  was  one  who  never  forgot  his 
roots  in  the  Monadnock  Street  area  near  Dudley  Street 
and  Uphams  Comer;  and 


Whereas,  He  was  talented  in  sports,  playing  football 
and  baseball  for  the  old  Roxbury  Braves,  and  South  Bos-

Whereas,  The  son  of  an  ash  truck  owner,  he  learned  the 
satisfaction  of  labor  as  a  longshoreman  and  employee  of 
the  city  Public  Works  Department,  as  well  as  academic 
pursuits  at  Canisius  College,  Buffalo,  Catholic  Univer- 
sity in  Washington,  and  Northeastern  Law  School, 
changing  his  life's  goal  from  the  prieshood  to  public  serv- 
ice and  the  law;  and 

Whereas,  He  served  his  district  and  the  Savin  Hill  area 
as  representative  from  1934  to  1940,  the  last  term  as 
Democratic  floor  leader,  andabling  represented  Ward  13 
in  1955-56;  and

champion  of  public  employee's  rights  and  led  the  fight  for

Failure  to  adopt  this  ordinance  would  mean  that  further 
regulation  of  activities  in  Boston's  Adult  Entertainment 
District  would  continue,  if  at  all,  at  the  expense  of  an  al- 
ready overburdened  taxpayer  rather  than  at  the  expense  of 
the  profit-making  adult  entertainment  industry.

I  hereby  transmit  to  you  and  recommend  you  adopt  the 
accompanying  ordinance.  This  ordinance  would  clarify 
the  authority  of  the  Office  of  Consumer  Affairs  and  Li- 
censing to  establish  entertainment  license  fees  by  regula- 
tion. In  the  City  of  Boston,  fees  for  entertainment  licenses 
have  always  been  set  by  regulation,  most  currently  pursu- 
ant to  section  1  of  chapter  494  of  the  Acts  of  1908,  as 
amended,  that  fee  setting  power  being  specifically  ex- 
empt from  St.  1949, c. 222. 

Recently,  however,  Boston's  adult  entertainment  indus- 
try has  brought  a  federal  and  state  lawsuit  against  the  city, 
alleging  that  section  181  of  chapter  140  of  the  General 
Laws  purports  to  limit  the  maximum  amount  for  an  enter- 
tainment license  fee  to  $  1 00  per  premises  per  year,  even  if 
the  entertainment  license  is  issued  pursuant  to  the  special 
statutes  cited  above. 

Entertainment  enterprises  in  Boston  are  regulated 
through  the  licensing  process,  and  such  enterprises  are 
currently  made  to  bear  the  full  cost  of  this  regulation 
through  the  payment  of  license  fees.  Indeed,  the  adult  en- 
tertainment industry  will  pay  $122,000  annually  in  li- 
cense fees  if  the  two  pending  court  cases  are  unsuccessful .

bling the  amount  of  sulfur  emitted  from  that  facility;  and 

Whereas,  Boston  Edison  in  its  Draft  Environmental 
Impact  Report  (DEIR)  for  the  Mystic  Station  states  that 
numerous  respiratory  diseases,  including  respiratory 
cancer,  may  be  influenced  by  the  environment;  and 

Whereas,  according  to  statistics  used  by  Edison  in  the 
Draft  Environmental  Impact  Report  for  coal  conversion 
at  the  New  Boston  Station  in  South  Boston,  Charlestown 
has  the  highest  mortality  rate  for  respiratory  cancer  in  the 
City  of  Boston,  yet  this  fact  was  not  addressed  by  Edison 
in  the  DEIR  for  the  Mystic  Station;  and 

Whereas,  Of  the  twenty-one  sensitive  sites  within  one 
mile  of  the  Mystic  Station,  including  schools,  play- 
grounds and  appartments,  nine  are  located  in  Charles- 
town;  and 

Whereas,  Boston  Edison  has  maintained  that  a  taller 
smokestack  will  disperse  the  added  emissions  from  the 
plant  throughout  the  area,  but  does  not  address  the  impact 
of  a  temperature  inversion  or  downdraft  on  Charlestown; 
and 

Whereas,  In  addition  to  persons  at  risk  for  respiratory 
ailments,  over  1 7  percent  of  the  residents  of  Charlestown 
are  sixty  years  of  age  or  older;  and 

Whereas,  Boston  Edison  does  not  address  the  impact 
on  the  health  of  Charlestown  residents  or  the  effect  on 
their  environment  of  coal  conversion  of  the  Mystic  Sta- 
tion; now,  be  it  therefore

Residential  hotel  units,  rooming  and  board- 
ing houses  represent  a  vital  source  of  housing  for  the  City 
of  Boston,  not  only  because  they  provide  a  needed  source 
of  low-income  housing,  but  also  because  the  neighbor- 
hoods in  which  they  are  found  are  centrally  located  and 
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provide  close  proximity  to  needed  transportation,  shops 
and  services;  and

units  are  threatened  by  purchase  of  these  buildings  for 
purposes  of  investment  and  conversion  to  luxury-priced 
apartment  units  and  luxury  hotel  units;  and

not  presently  be  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Rent  Equity 
Ordinance  unless  over  one-half  of  the  housing  accommo-

INTERIM  REPORT  ON  TWO  PROPOSED  MAJOR 
TRANSPORTATION  PROJECTS:  DEPRESSION 
OF  CENTRAL  ARTERY  IN  NORTH  END  AND 
DOWNTOWN  AND  THIRD  HARBOR  TUNNEL 

Coun.  LANGONE.  on  behalf  of  the  Committee  on  Ur- 
ban Resources,  submitted  the  following: 

Last  week  your  Committee  on  Urban  Resources  held 
separate  evening  hearings  on  two  proposed  major  trans- 
portation projects:  depression  of  the  Central  Alter)  in  the 
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North  End  and  downtown  areas,  and  a  third  harbor  cross- 
ing between  the  South  Boston  waterfront  and  the  Bird  Is- 
land Flats  area  of  the  airport  in  East  Boston. 

From  testimony  received  at  the  North  End  hearing,  it  is 
obvious  that  depressing  the  Central  Artery,  a  project  cost- 
ing more  than  one  billion  dollars,  will  have  a  serious  im- 
pact on  the  North  Station,  North  End,  Waterfront,  Quincy 
Market  areas  as  well  as  the  intown  retail  shopping  district . 

During  the  construction  period,  which  could  take  up  to 
fifteen  years,  there  will  be  a  loss  to  small  businesses  in  the 
area  because  of  street  traffic  disruption.  There  could  be  a 
loss  of  approximately  2,000  parking  spaces  now  under 
and  adjacent  to  the  Central  Artery.  There  certainly  will  be 
a  constant  flow  of  heavy  construction  vehicles  and  equip- 
ment into  this  area,  causing  pollution  from  noise,  dirt  and 
dust. 

It  is  the  Committee  chairman's  opinion  that  state  and 
federal  officials  should  look  at  alternatives  to  the  Artery 
depression  proposal .  One  solution  would  be  Leverett  Cir- 
cle Connector  to  divert  the  heavy  volume  of  traffic  from 
Storrow  Drive.  At  present  the  Storrow  traffic  causes  the 
bottleneck  congestion  at  the  forking  of  Interstate  93  and  I- 
95  (Mystic  River  Bridge).  This  situation  blocks  traffic 
coming  from  the  Sumner  Tunnel,  the  impact  often  run- 
ning back  through  the  tunnel  and  into  East  Boston.  The 
one-way  toll  system  put  into  effect  for  the  existing  tunnels 
could  be  even  more  successful  if  Central  Artery  conges- 
tion at  the  bottleneck  could  be  alleviated. 

The  chairman  further  proposes  that  the  state  undertake 
construction  of  the  once-proposed  Inner  Belt  Circumfer- 
ential Highway  beginning  near  Boston  City  Hospital. 
This  would  divert  a  great  deal  of  through-traffic  from 
downtown  Boston.  We  should  note  that  Maguire  Associ- 
ates in  1946.  recommended  these  highway  improvements 
as  a  solution  to  our  massive  and  growing  highway  conges- 
tion problems.  The  Commonwealth,  however,  failed  to 
implement  the  Maguire  Plan.  As  a  result  we  now  face  a 
dilemma. 

Long  ago.  before  the  Central  Artery  was  built  as  an  ele- 
vated roadway  through  downtown  Boston,  the  Committee 
chairman  recommended  depressing  the  route.  But  state 
officials  at  the  time  would  not  hear  of  this;  they  refused  to 
pay  attention.  Now  we  are  in  the  process  of  compounding 
this  previous  planning  mistake.  We  should  heed  the  warn- 
ing on  buttons  now  appearing  in  the  North  End  which 
state:  "One  mistake  is  enough."  The  Committee  on  Ur- 
ban Resources  therefore  recommends  that  the  Federal 
Highway  Administration  and  the  Massachusetts  Depart- 
ment of  Public  Works  reconsider  their  positions  advocat- 
ing depression  of  the  Central  Artery  route  through  the 
downtown  area. 

In  regards  to  the  construction  of  a  third  vehicular  har- 
bor crossing,  the  East  Boston  hearing  evidenced  that  resi- 
dents have  genuine  concern  on  the  impact  it  might  have  on 
traffic.  The  area  is  already  suffering  from  airport  traffic 
congesting  local  streets  during  the  period  the  Chelsea 
Street  bridge,  damaged  last  November  by  a  foreign  ship, 
remains  out  of  commission. 

The  proposed  third  tunnel  from  near  the  Fish  Pier  in 
South  Boston  to  the  Bird  Island  Flats  in  East  Boston  will 
be  a  direct  link  to  the  airport.  However,  at  the  hearing  last 
week  the  state  did  not  seem  to  have  answers  for  residents 
as  to  the  scope  of  traffic  impact  on  the  community.  In  fact, 
they  don't  know  and  said  they  haven't  made  a  decision 
whether  the  third  tunnel  is  to  end  at  the  airport  or  is  to 
continue  on  to  link  into  Route  C-l  to  Bell  Circle,  Revere, 
and  points  north. 

If  the  third  tunnel  were  to  be  terminated  at  the  airport 
and  no  further  access  allowed,  there  arises  the  question 
whether  the  project  would  be  eligible  for  Federal  High- 
way funds,  which  are  supposed  to  be  restricted  to  helping 
interstate  highway  routes. 


During  several  hearing  in  East  Boston  starting  last  No- 
vember, the  committee  has  received  conclusive  testimony 
that  airport  traffic  does  clog  local  streets  whenever  the 
Callahan  Tunnel  is  slowed  because  of  excessive  time  to" 
collect  tolls  and/or  congestion  at  the  North  End  side.  This 
traces  to  the  Central  Artery  bottleneck  at  1-93  and  Mystic 
River  Bridge  routes. 

Unless  more  particulars  are  furnished  by  the  State  De- 
partment of  Transportation  at  its  upcoming  neighborhood 
hearings  on  the  two  projects,  Central  Artery  depression 
and  the  third  harbor  crossing,  we  shall  not  be  able  to  make 
an  informed  judgment  on  the  feasibility  of  the  undertak- 
ings. 

Therefore,  we  are  withholding  any  decision  on  these 
two  matters  until  the  informational  meetings  this  week 
and  through  next  Tuesday,  August  2,  are  held  in  China- 
town, South  Boston,  East  Boston,  and  the  North  End. 
Your  Committee,  however,  will  render  a  final  report  after 
the  informational  meetings  are  held  with  the  state  agency 
and  after  we  weigh  the  concern  of  residents  and  the  recep- 
tion given  in  the  neighborhoods  which  will  have  to  bear 
the  short-  and  long-range  effects  of  these  projects.

Ordered,  That  a  petition  to  the  General  Court,  accom- 
panied by  a  bill  for  a  special  law  relating  to  the  City  of 
Boston  to  be  filed  with  an  attested  copy  of  this  order  be, 
and  hereby  is,  approved  under  clause  (1)  of  section  8  of 
article  2,  as  amended,  of  the  Amendments  of  the  Consti- 
tution of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts,  to  the  end 
that  legislation  be  adopted  providing  precisely  as  follows, 
except  for  clerical  or  editorial  changes  of  form  only : 

Section  1 .  The  purpose  of  this  act  is  to  provide  an  effec- 
tive means  of  holding  valid  municipal  election  of  a  Mayor, 
several  City  Councillors  and  several  School  Committee 
Members  for  the  City  of  Boston  in  the  year  1 983  in  light  of 
the  recent  decision  of  the  United  States  District  Court  for 
the  District  of  Massachusetts  affecting  districts  hereto- 
fore established  by  ordinance  of  the  City  Council,  and  to 
this  end.  this  legislation  shall  be  liberally  construed  so  as 
to  give  effect  to  this  purpose.  The  following  sections  shall 
apply  to  the  election  of  municipal  officers  in  the  year  1983 
to  serve  for  the  municipal  years  1984  and  1985,  except, 
that  districts  established  hereunder  may  remain  in  effect 
for  future  elections,  until  such  time  as  the  City  Council 
shall  by  ordinance  provide  for  other  districts.  This  act 
shall  be  taken  to  supersede  any  general  or  special  law  of 
the  Commonwealth,  including  provisions  of  the  City 
Charter,  so-called,  so  as  to  give  effect  to  the  purpose 
hereof. 

Section  2.  The  City  of  Boston  shall,  by  ordinance,  es- 
tablish nine  districts  for  the  election  of  certain  members 
of  the  City  Council  and  the  School  Committee,  such  ordi- 
nance to  be  enacted  either  before  or  after  the  effective  date 
hereof,  and  enacted  comfortably  to  the  law  regarding  es- 
tablishing districts  for  such  purposes,  save  that  for  the 
purpose  of  determining  population  of  each  such,  the  Fed- 
eral Census  of  1 980  shall  be  employed ,  absent  evidence  of 
gross  error  therein.  In  making  such  division,  the  City 
Council  shall  attempt  to  disrupt  the  election  process  of  the 
city  to  the  minimum  extent  consistent  with  establishing 
districts  with  constitutionally  valid  considerations. 

Section  3.  Registration  of  voters  and  preparation  of  vot- 
ing lists  and  all  other  matters  incidental  to  the  holding  of  a 
municipal  election,  except  the  validity  of  absentee  ballots 
returned,  shall  be  determined  as  if  the  Preliminary  Elec- 
tion were  held  on  September  27,  1983,  and  the  Election, 
November  8,  1983.  Said  Preliminary  Election  shall  be 
held  on  October  4,  1983.  and  said  Election  shall  be  held 
on  November  8,  1983.  Every  person  who  would  have 
been  a  candidate  for  Mayor,  for  City  Councillor  At 
Large,  and  for  School  Committee  Member  At  Large, 
shall  be  a  candidate  for  election  at  said  preliminary  and 
election  as  if  this  act  had  not  been  passed   Every  person 
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desirous  of  being  a  candidate  for  the  office  of  City  Coun- 
cillor or  Member  of  the  School  Committee  from  a  dis- 
trict, shall  be  deemed  qualified  and  shall  be  a  candidate,  if 
a  voter  in  such  district,  and  if  he  or  she  shall  submit  nomi- 
nation papers  validly,  as  hereinafter  provided. 

Section  4.  On  the  first  business  day  after  the  establish- 
ment of  districts  as  above  provided,  the  Election  Commis- 
sion shall  distribute  nomination  petitions  in  such  forms  as 
it  shall  provide,  which  shall  not  have  preprinted  candi- 
dates names,  address,  etc.,  and  which  shall  not  provide 
for  a  committee  for  substitution,  no  such  substitutions  be- 
ing permitted  in  this  municipal  year.  No  person  shall  be 
required  to  sign  any  affidavit  or  certificate  of  candidacy 
prior  to  filing  such  petitions.  Any  person  desirous  of 
nomination  may,  but  shall  not  be  required  to,  reassert  any 
petition  filed  with  respect  to  a  district  heretofore  estab- 
lished, provided  however,  that  only  the  valid  signatures  of 
persons  residing  in  the  District  constituted  hereunder  and 
for  which  the  candidate  seeks  election  shall  be  deemed 
valid  for  the  purposes  hereof.  Every  paper  filed  pursuant 
to  this  section  shall  be  filed  with  the  Election  Commision 
not  later  than  the  tenth  day  following  the  first  day  of  distri- 
bution of  papers  hereunder,  and  each  such  shall  be  certi- 
fied by  the  commission  within  five  days  of  filing,  Sundays 
excluded.

matter;  and 

Whereas,  A  contradictory  report  in  the  Boston  City  Pa- 
per, researched  and  written  by  Paul  J.  Walkowski  was  the 
only  paper  in  the  city  to  examine  the  background  material 
and  methods  of  the  researchers  and  to  criticize  the  au- 
thors, the  Boston  Committee,  and  the  media  for  slanting 
the  findings  of  the  original  Fowler  study;  and 

Whereas,  The  report  by  Paul  J.  Walkowski  was  intelli- 
gently written  and  scholarly  in  content,  and  deserves 
wider  recognition;  and 

Whereas,  The  Walkowski  study,  "Perception,  Bias  and 
Reality,"  deals  effectively  with  the  entire  subject  of  bias  in 
research  and  bias  in  the  media  over  this  important  issue, 
and  offers  an  important  insight  into  the  subject  of  race 
relations  in  the  city,  and  how  the  Boston  Committee  in  this 
case,  along  with  the  researchers  Blackwell  and  Hart  dis- 
torted the  data  available  to  them;  and

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Coun.  TIERNEY,  on  behalf  of  the  Committee  of  the 
Whole,  submitted  the  following: 

Ordered,  That  a  petition  to  the  General  Court,  accom- 
panied by  a  bill  for  a  special  law  relating  to  the  City  of 
Boston  to  be  filed  with  an  attested  copy  of  this  order  be, 
and  hereby  is,  approved  under  clause  (1)  of  section  8  of 
article  2,  as  amended,  of  the  Amendments  to  the  Consti- 
tution of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts ,  to  the  end 
that  legislation  be  adopted  providing  precisely  as  follows, 
except  for  clerical  or  editorial  changes  of  form  only: 

Section  1.  In  the  City  of  Boston  for  the  year  1983  only, 
notwithstanding  any  general  or  special  law  to  the  con- 
trary, there  shall  be  a  municipal  election  for  the  office  of 
Mayor,  City  Council  consisting  of  nine  members  elected 
from  districts  and  four  at-large,  a  School  Committee  con- 
sisting on  nine  members  elected  from  districts  and  four 
at-large,  which  shall  beheld  on  November  15,  1983. 

Section  1  was  approved. 

Section  2.  The  City  Council  shall  adopt  an  ordinance 
after  public  hearing  providing  for  the  division  of  the  city 
into  districts.  Each  such  district  shall  be  compact  and 
shall  contain,  as  nearly  as  may  be,  an  equal  number  of 
inhabitants  as  determined  by  the  most  recent  census,  shall 
be  composed  of  contiguous  existing  precincts,  and  shall 
be  drawn  with  a  view  toward  preserving  the  integrity  of 
existing  neighborhoods.  If,  within  thirty  days  of  the  ef- 
fective date  of  this  act  the  City  Council  shall  fail  to  make  a 
division  of  the  city  into  districts  as  required  herein,  the 
Mayor  shall  propose  a  plan  of  districts  in  the  required 
number  to  the  local  election  distirct  review  commission, 
which  shall  approve  the  same  with  or  without  amend- 
ments as  it  deems  necessary  to  meet  constitutional  re- 
quirements, after  a  public  hearing. 

Section  2  was  approved. 

Section  3.  All  matters  except  registration  of  voters  and 
preparation  of  voting  lists  incidental  to  the  holding  of  a 
municipal  election,  except  the  validity  of  absentee  ballots 
returned,  shall  be  determined  as  if  the  Preliminary  Elec- 
tion were  held  on  September  27,  1983,  and  the  regular 
Municipal  Election,  November  8,  1983.  Said  Prelimi- 
nary Election  shall  be  held  on  October  1 1 ,  1983,  and  said 
regular  Municipal  Election  shall  be  held  on  November 
15,  1983.  Every  person  seeking  to  be  a  candidate  for  the 
office  of  City  Council  or  Member  of  the  School  Commit- 
tee from  a  district,  shall  be  deemed  qualified  and  shall  be 
a  candidate,  if  a  voter  in  such  district,  and  if  he  or  she  shall 
submit  nomination  papers  validly,  as  hereinafter  pro- 
vided. 

Coun.  BOLLING  moved  that  the  word  "except"  in 
Line  3  of  section  3  be  stricken  and  that  the  word  "and"  be 
substituted  therefor. 

Having  received  unanimous  consent  to  do  so,  Coun. 
BOLLING  withdrew  the  foregoing  motion. 

Coun.  BOLLING  moved  that  the  entire  first  sentence  of 
section  3  be  stricken  and  that  the  first  word  in  the  second 
sentence,  "Said"  be  replaced  by  the  word  "The."

TIERNEY  moved  that  the  word  "shall"  be 
stricken  in  the  third  sentence,  after  the  words  "qualified 
and,"  and  that  the  word  "may"  be  substituted  therefor. 

The  motion  was  carried. 

Section  3,  as  amended,  was  approved. 

Section  4.  Only  persons  who  have  filed  nomination  pe- 
titions for  the  office  of  Mayor  with  the  Election  Commis- 
sion before  5  o'clock  in  the  afternoon  of  July  12,  1983, 
and  certified  by  the  Election  Commission  and  not  suc- 
cessfully objected  to  by  August  9,  1983,  shall  be  deemed 
a  candidate  for  said  office.  All  persons  who  have  filed 
nomination  petitions  for  the  office  of  City  Council  At 
Large  and  School  Committee  At  Large  with  the  Election 
Commission  before  5  o'clock  in  the  afternoon  of  July  12, 
1983,  and  certified  by  the  Election  Commission  and  not 


successfully  objected  to  by  August  9,  1983,  shall  be 
deemed  a  candidate  of  said  office.  All  persons  who  have 
filed  nomination  petitions  for  the  office  of  district  City 
Council  or  district  School  Committee  member  may-  re- 
submit nomination  petitions  previously  filed  for  certifica- 
tion in  the  district  in  which  they  reside  or  submit  new 
nomination  papers  as  provided  herein  and  in  accordance 
with  law.  In  the  case  of  resubmitted  nomination  petitions, 
only  the  valid  signatures  of  the  persons  residing  in  the 
district  constituted  hereunder  and  for  which  the  candidate 
seeks  election  shall  be  deemed  valid  for  the  purposes 
hereof.  Further,  any  person  seeking  the  office  of  City 
Council  or  School  Committee,  regardless  of  At  Large  or 
District  office,  may  become  a  candidate  for  said  office  by 
complying  with  the  provisions  herein.  Any  person  certi- 
fied as  a  candidate  for  City  Councillor  or  School  Commit- 
tee Member  At  Large,  or  by  district,  who  shall  submit  or 
resubmit  nomination  petitions  for  a  different  At  Large  or 
District  office  shall  be  deemed  to  have  withdrawn  his  or 
her  candidacy  for  the  office  previously  certified,  no  per- 
son being  eligible  to  be  a  candidate  for  more  than  one 
office. 

Section  4  was  approved. 

Section  5.  On  the  first  business  day  after  the  effective 
date  hereof,  the  Election  Commission  shall  distribute 
nomination  petitions  in  such  form  as  it  shall  provide, 
which  shall  not  have  preprinted  candidate  information  as 
specified  in  c.  376  of  the  Acts  of  1951  s.  55 A  and  which 
shall  not  provide  for  a  committee  for  substitution,  no  such 
substitutions  being  permitted  in  this  municipal  year.  No 
person  shall  be  required  to  sign  any  affidavit  or  certificate 
of  candidacy  prior  to  filing  such  petitions.  Any  person 
seeking  a  nomination  for  the  office  of  City  Council  At 
Large,  School  Committee  At  Large,  District  City  Coun- 
cil or  District  School  Committee  may,  but  shall  not  be 
required  to,  have  prevously  submitted  nomination  signa- 
ture papers  certified  and  any  petition  filed  with  respect  to 
a  district  heretofore  established,  provided  however,  that 
only  the  valid  signatures  of  persons  residing  in  the  Dis- 
trict constituted  hereunder  and  for  which  the  candidate 
seeks  election  shall  be  deemed  valid  for  the  purposes 
hereof.  Every  paper  filed  pursuant  to  this  section  shall  be 
filed  with  the  Election  Commission  not  later  than  the 
tenth  day  following  the  first  day  of  distribution  of  papers 
hereunder,  and  each  shall  be  certified  by  the  said  commis- 
sion within  five  days  of  filing,  Sundays  excluded.  Each 
paper  certified  shall  immediately  be  open  to  inspection  of 
the  public  and  challenges  to  the  same  shall  be  entertained 
for  three  business  days  following  certification  and  no 
longer.  All  challenges  or  objections  relating  to  papers  or 
candidates  shall  be  settled  after  hearing,  with  notice  of  not 
less  than  twenty-four  hours  to  the  candidate  involved  and 
shall  be  settled  by  vote  of  the  city  Ballot  Law  Commission 
occurring  not  later  than  twenty-four  hours  following  such 
hearing. 

Coun.  BOLLING  moved  that  Section  5  be  amended  by 
striking  therefrom  the  third  sentence  in  its  entirely,  begin- 
ning with  the  word  "Any"  and  ending  with  the  word 
"hereof."

Section  7.  This  act  shall  take  effect  upon  passage.

sponsibility of  the  City  Council  to  act;  now,  therefore,  be 
it 

Ordered,  That  a  petition  to  the  General  Court,  accom- 
panied by  a  bill  for  a  special  law  relating  to  the  City  of 
Boston  to  be  filed  with  an  attested  copy  of  this  order  be, 
and  hereby  is,  approved  under  clause  (1)  of  section  8  of 
article  2,  as  amended,  of  the  Amendments  to  the  Consti- 
tution of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts,  to  the  end 
that  legislation  be  adopted  providing  substantially  as  fol- 
lows: 

Section  1 .  All  persons  who  have  filed  nomination  peti- 
tions for  City  Council  or  School  Committeemember  from 
a  district  with  the  Election  Commission  before  five 
o'clock  in  the  afternoon  of  July  12,  1983,  in  accordance 
with  the  City  Charter  shall,  upon  certification  by  the 
Election  Commission,  be  deemed  to  be  candidates  for 
City  Council  or  School  Committee  from  districts.  All 
candidates  so  certified  may  run  for  office  either  from  the 
district  in  which  they  reside  or  from  any  district  which 
comprises  a  portion  of  the  former  district  for  which  the 
person  obtained  nomination  signatures.  Each  such  per- 
son shall  file  a  signed  statement  with  the  Election  Com- 
mission before  five  o'clock  in  the  afternoon  of  the  sixth 
Tuesday  preceding  the  preliminary  election  stating  the 
district  from  which  said  person  shall  be  a  candidate. 

Section  2.  Any  person  who  is  a  registered  voter  of  the 
City  of  Boston  duly  qualified  to  vote  for  a  candidate  from 
a  district  for  City  Council  or  School  Committee  therein, 
may  be  a  candidate  for  nomination  to  such  office,  pro- 
vided, however,  that  a  petition  for  the  nomination  of  such 
person  is  obtained,  completed  and  filed  in  the  manner  set 
out  below. 

Section  3.  A  nomination  petition  shall  be  issued  only  to 
a  person  subscribing  after  the  sixth  Tuesday  and  before 
the  fifth  Tuesday  preceding  the  preliminary  election,  in  a 
book  kept  for  that  purpose  by  the  Election  Commission  a 
statement  of  candidacy  in  the  form  prescribed  by  section 
53  of  chapter  452  of  the  Acts  of  1948,  as  amended. 

Section  4.  Nomination  petitions  shall  be  issued  on  the 
fifth  Tuesday  preceding  the  preliminary  election,  and 
must  be  completed  in  accordance  with  section  56  of  chap- 
ter 452  of  the  Acts  of  1948.  as  amended,  provided  that  the 
number  of  signatures  of  registered  voters  which  must  be 
certified  by  the  Election  Commission  shall  be  either  200 
or  2  percent  of  the  vote  cast  for  Mayor  in  the  preceding 
mayoral  election  in  the  precincts  comprising  the  electoral 
district,  whichever  is  fewer.  All  such  nomination  peti- 
tions for  office  of  district  City  Councillor  or  School  Com- 
mitteemember shall  be  filed  with  the  Election 
Commission  no  later  than  five  o'clock  in  the  afternoon  of 
the  fourth  Tuesday  preceding  the  preliminary  election. 

Section  5.  The  Election  Commission  shall  certify  each 
such  nomination  petition  in  accordance  with  the  provi- 
sions of  section  57  of  chapter  452  of  the  Acts  of  1948,  as 
amended,  provided,  however,  that  the  certification  shall 
be  completed  no  later  than  five  o'clock  in  the  afternoon  of 
the  twenty-fifth  day  preceding  the  preliminary  election. 

Section  6.  Objections  to  certified  nomination  papers 


filed  in  accordance  with  section  4  and  certified  in  accord- 
ance with  section  5  shall  be  filed  with  the  Election  Com- 
mission as  provided  in  section  57  A  of  chapter  452  of  the 
Acts  of  1948,  as  amended,  provided,  however,  that  objec- 
tions shall  be  filed  no  later  than  five  o'clock  in  the  after- 
noon of  the  third  Tuesday  preceding  the  preliminary 
election. 

Section  7.  Any  district  candidate  for  City  Council  or 
School  Committee  who  has  filed  nomination  papers  in 
accordance  with  section  4  may  withdraw  his  or  her  name 
from  nomination  as  provided  in  section  57B  of  chapter 
452  of  the  Acts  of  1948,  as  amended,  provided  that  the 
deadline  for  withdrawal  is  five  o'clock  in  the  afternoon  of 
the  third  Tuesday  preceding  the  preliminary  election.  In 
addition,  substitutions  for  candidates  who  have  with- 
drawn or  are  deceased  shall  likewise  be  made  as  provided 
in  chapter  57B  of  the  Acts  of  1948,  as  amended,  provided 
that  the  deadline  for  substitutions  is  five  o'clock  in  the 
afternoon  of  the  third  Tuesday  preceding  the  preliminary 
election. 

Section  8.  This  act  shall  take  effect  upon  passage  and 
shall  remain  in  effect  until  December  31,  1983.

I  return  herewith,  without  my  signature  and  disap- 
proved, an  order  passed  by  your  Honorable  Body  on  July 
20,  1983,  pertaining  to  a  non-binding  public  advisory 
question  to  be  placed  on  the  ballot  at  the  1983  municipal 
election  in  all  precincts  of  Ward  1. 

My  reason  for  disapproval  is  that  there  is  no  authority 
for  such  an  action.  The  provisions  of  Massachusetts  Gen- 
eral Laws,  chapter  53,  section  18A  enunciates  that  non- 
binding  public  advisory  questions  may  be  place  on  a 
city-wide  ballot.  There  is  no  reference,  either  explicitly 
or  implicitly,  to  subdivisions  of  a  city.  Therefore  it  would 
be  improper  to  include  such  a  question  on  only  the  ballot 
of  Ward  1.

I  hereby  notify  you  that  I  will  not  sign  the  home  rule 
petition  passed  by  your  Honorable  Body  on  July  20, 
1983,  purporting  to  amend  section  13Bof  chapter  190  of 
the  Acts  of  1982. 

My  reasons  for  disapproval  are  that  the  proposed 
amendment  does  not  conform  with  the  context  existing 
legislation,  thereby  causing  patent  ambiguities. 

Presently,  the  law  provides  that  the  Parking  Clerk  may 
notify  the  Registrar  of  Motor  Vehicles  of  any  person  who 
fails  to  appear  before  the  Parking  Clerk  or  to  pay  any 
parking  violation  notice  within  twenty-one  days.  Cur- 
rently, the  time  between  the  original  notice  of  a  parking 
violation  and  the  notification  to  the  Registrar  involves  a 
minimum  of  1 10  days  and  an  average  of  150  days.  This 
schedule  ensures  that  only  scofflaws  are  affected. 

The  proposed  amendment  would  have  effect  of  protect- 
ing scofflaws  by  providing  them  with  up  to  four  opportu- 
nities to  violate  the  regulations  before  the  city  can  notify 
the  Registrar.  It  is  my  opinic.i  that  such  a  proposal  would 
thwart  progress  in  controlling  the  parking  conditions  in 
the  City  of  Boston. 

In  addition,  the  State  Legislature  has  recently  enacted  a 
law  which  provides  that  a  minimum  of  two  tickets  remain 
unpaid  before  the  city  may  resort  to  the  Registrar  for  as- 
sistance.

June  twentieth  of  the  taxable  year.  The  attached  order  pro-

Similar  acts  authoriz- 
ing additional  time  for  omitted  assessments  have  been  ap- 
proved by  the  General  Court  for  communities  which  were 
certified  late  in  the  fiscal  year  as  having  assessed  all  prop- 
erty at  full  and  fair  cash  value  (see  St.  1982,  c.  462,  An 
Act  Authorizing  an  Additional  Time  Period  of  the  City  of 
Newton  to  Add  Omitted  Property,  approved  November 
18.  1982).

COMMENDING  HORIZONS  FOR  YOUTH  AND  DE- 
CLARING SEPTEMBER  25,  1983  AS  "  HORI- 
ZONS FOR  YOUTH  CHOWDERFEST  DAY"  IN 
BOSTON 

Coun.  TIERNEY  offered  the  following: 

Whereas,  Since  1938,  Horizons  for  Youth  has  provided 
over  70,000  unfortunate  children  from  throughout  the 
Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts,  ages  eight  to  fifteen 
with  year-round  programs,  at  its  300-acre  facility,  that 
provide  them  with  future  hope  and  care;  and 

Whereas,  Horizons  for  Youth  will  conduct  the  1st  An- 
nual Budweiser  Light  Chowdertest  at  the  Cusick  Field, 
Boston  Common,  from  1 1  a.m.  to  7  p.m.,  Sunday,  Sep- 
tember 25th;  and 
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Whereas,  The  Chowderfest  will  be  a  family-oriented 
event,  which  will  be  attended  by  an  estimated  5,000  peo- 
ple, who  will  be  entertained  by  clowns,  magicians,  jug- 
glers and  several  musical  bands;  and 

Whereas,  Funds  realized  from  the  Chowderfest  will  be 
used  to  provide  program  services  to  children  from  Boston 
through  Horizons  for  Youth;  now,  therefore,  be  it 

Resolved,  That  the  Boston  City  Council ,  in  meeting  as- 
sembled, does  hereby  commend  Horizons  for  Youth  for 
its  dedicated  services  and  does  hereby  declare  Sunday, 
September  25,  1983  as  "Horizons  for  Youth  Chowderfest 
Day"  in  the  City  of  Boston. 

Adopted  under  suspension  of  the  rules. 


On  motion  of  Coun.  McDERMOTT  Rule  10  of  the 
Rules  of  the  City  Council  was  suspended  in  order  to  intro- 
duce the  following; 

REPORT  ON  ORDINANCE  ESTABLISHING  DIS- 
TRICTS FOR  CHOOSING  CERTAIN  CITY 
COUNCILLORS  AND  SCHOOL  COMMITTEE 
MEMBERS 

Coun.  McDERMOTT,  on  behalf  of  the  Special  Com- 
mittee on  Electoral  Districts,  submitted  the  following: 

On  July  26.  1983.  the  United  States  District  Court  for 
the  District  of  Massachusetts  held  the  1982  Boston  Dis- 
trict Plan  unconstitutional  as  in  violation  of  the  "one  per- 
son, one  vote"  standard  required  by  the  14th  Amendment 
to  the  United  States  Constitution.  The  court  ruled  that  the 
city  should  have  used  the  1980  Federal  Census  in  drawing 
the  new  district  lines,  not  the  1975  Massachusetts  census, 
and  that  the  maximum  District  population  variation  of 
over  20  percent  resulted  in  a  plan  which  was  per  se  in- 
valid. The  court,  therefore  enjoined  the  city  "from  con- 
ducting any  election  under,  enforcing  or  giving  any  effect 
to  the  new  plan  for  district  representation  as  it  currently 
exists." 

While  the  Mayor.  City  Council  and  Attorney  General 
of  the  Commonwealth  unsuccessfully  sought  a  stay  of  this 
order,  this  Committee  has  proceeded  in  the  period  since 
July  27.  1983.  as  instructed  by  the  Council,  to  explore 
and  consider  an  alternative  district  plan  which  would 
comply  with  the  court "s  "one  person,  one  vote"  order.  In 
view  of  the  timing  of  the  city  elections.  September  27th 
and  November  8th.  and  the  many  concerns  voiced  that  the 
court's  July  26th  order  had  thrown  the  elections  and  the 
election  process  into  chaos,  the  Committee  has  consid- 
ered swift  action  a  necessity.  The  Committee  has,  how- 
ever, been  equally  concerned  that  all  citizens  wishing  to 
be  heard  have  that  opportunity.  The  Committee  has.  in  its 
deliberations,  utilized  the  1980  Federal  Census  data  from 
Boston,  as  required  by  the  court,  and  as  converted  from 
census  blocks  and  tracts  to  wards  and  precincts  by  the 
Boston  Redevelopment  Authority.  We  have  also  con- 
sulted at  length  with  special  counsel  with  respect  to  the 
many  problems  and  legal  ramifications  arising  from  the 
redistricting  process. 

On  August  4.  1983.  a  public  hearing  was  held  which 
lasted  approximately  five  hours.  Testimony  was  given  by 
dozens  of  individuals  for  themselves  and  many  groups. 
All  Councillors  were  in  attendance.  On  August  10.  1983. 
at  the  initiation  of  the  Committee,  several  plaintiffs  in  the 
federal  court  action  and  their  counsel  met  with  the  Com- 
mittee at  length  to  give  their  views  on  a  new  plan  and  the 
principles  which  ought  to  guide  the  Committee  and  Coun- 
cil in  their  deliberations.  Again  all  Councillor  were  in  at- 
tendance. At  this  August  10th  meeting  we  also  heard  from 
two  minority  district  Council  candidates,  speaking  on  be- 
half of  themselves  and  others,  who  expressed  their  deeply 
heldconviction  that  the  Council  should  make  as  few 


changes  as  possible  in  the  plan  as  originally  drawn  and 
enacted.  These  candidates  stressed  theirbeliefthat.  based 
upon  extensive  informal  polling  in  the  black  community, 
their  sentiments  were  widely  shared  among  those  resi- 
dents. 

Much  of  the  testimony  at  the  August  4.  1983.  public 
hearing  mirrored  the  testimony  to  the  Council  at  the  origi- 
nal 19,82  hearings  on  the  plan.  The  Committee,  therefore, 
adopts  the  material  portions  of  its  earlier  report  dated 
February  23.  1982,  with  respect  to  this  testimony.  The 
Committee  stresses  its  continuing  efforts  to  comply  in  its 
deliberations  with  Massachusetts  General  Laws  c.  43  s. 
131  .*  especially  the  preservation  of  the  integrity  of  exist- 
ing Boston  neighborhoods,  and  to  retain  the  two  minority 
districts  established  by  the  1982  plan. 

The  Committee  has  also  been  influenced  by  the  elo- 
quent concerns  voiced  by  many  citizens  and  candidates 
that  as  little  change  as  possible  be  made  to  the  district 
lines  which  have  been  in  existence  for  eighteen  months 
and  around  which  all  district  council  and  school  commit- 
tee candidates  have  focused  their  campaigns .  In  our  view, 
fundamental  fairness  requires  no  less  than  full  consider- 
ation of  this  fact. 

We  understand  and  appreciate  that  it  is  legally  permissi- 
ble for  the  Council  to  consider  the  aspirations  of  the  black 
and  Hispanic  communities  of  this  city  for  access  to  elec- 
toral office.  We  have  done  so.  Some  court  decisions  have 
been  drawn  to  our  attention  which  suggest  that  in  other 
contexts,  cities  may  be  obliged  to  insure  that  at  least  65 
perenct  of  the  population  in  any  so-called  "minority  dis- 
trict" be  composed  of  residents  of  the  black  or  Hispanic 
communities.  Testimony  before  the  Committee  from 
plaintiffs  stressed  their  view  that  "minority  districts" 
should  range  from  65  percent  to  85  percent  minority.  To 
make  the  election  of  minority  candidates  from  such  dis- 
tricts substantially  certain,  the  Committee  has  taken  into 
account,  among  other  things,  the  fact  that  no  census  accu- 
rately measures  voter  turnout  and  the  minority  voter  turn- 
out has.  in  Boston,  historically  lagged  behind  the  turnout 
in  many  white  areas.  Further,  no  one  has  suggested  to  the 
Committee  any  way  in  which  the  city  could  in  fact  create  a 
third  secure  "minority  district."  We  note  in  this  respect, 
that  while  black  residents  are  heavily  concentrated  in  the 
central  portion  of  the  city,  the  emerging  Hispanic  commu- 
nity is  located  in  a  number  of  "pockets"  throughout  the 
city. 

With  these  considerations  in  mind,  we  have  again  es- 
tablished, as  in  our  previous  plan,  two  districts.  District  4 
and  District  7.  in  which  a  minority  population  constitutes 
a  majority  of  the  residents.  In  District  7  that  population  is 
80.4  percent  of  the  total  inhabitants  and  in  District  4  it  is 
87.7  percent.  By  way  or  comparison,  our  analysis  indi- 
cates that  the  plaintiffs'  plan  submitted  to  us  today,  the 
minority  population  of  these  two  districts  is  86.5  percent 
and  84. 1  percent  respectively.  In  our  \  iew,  however,  cer- 
tain other  aspects  of  plaintiffs'  proposed  plan  do  unac- 
ceptable violence  to  the  statutory  scheme.  Specifically, 
the  plan  divides  South  Boston,  combines  one  part  of 
South  Boston  with  the  downtown  neighborhood  oi  Bea- 
con Hill  and  Back  Bav.  divides  the  South  End.  divides 
Chinatown,  divides  Beacon  Hill,  and  effects  a  three-wav 
division  of  the  Meeting  House  neighborhood.  In  addi- 
tion, our  analysis  indicates  that  the  maximum  deviation 
between  the  least  and  most  populous  districts  under  plain- 
tiffs' plan  is  approximately  8Vs  percent,  whereas  the 
maximum  deviation  under  the  plan  we  have  recom- 
mended is  about  5 '  :  percent,  li  is  our  v  lew  that  had  we 
adopted  a  plan  with  a  deviation  of  more  than  8  percent .  we 
could  be  found  not  to  have  the  good-faith  and  honest  ef- 
fort which  we  are  obliged  to  undertake  io  create  districts 
of  equal  population,   "as  ncarlv  as  may  be." 

Given  the  enormous  complexity  of  draw  ing  an  accept- 
able district  plan,  we  reiterate  the  feeling  prev  louslv  ex 
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pressed  to  the  Council  in  the  Report  of  the  Special 
Committee  on  Electoral  Districts  of  February  24,  1982, 
that  any  final  plan  necessarily  involves  compromise 
amongst  diverse  views,  interests  and  constituencies  in  the 
city.  In  light  of  this  reality,  it  is  the  Committee's  recom- 
mendation that  its  recommended  plan,  with  a  maximum 
population  deviation  of  just  over  5  percent,  be  adopted 
because  it  is  more  consistent  with  the  mandate  of  Massa- 
chusetts General  Lawsc,  43,  s.  131.  than  any  alternative 
plan  of  which  we  are  aware.  We  believe,  in  the  total  cir- 
cumstances of  the  Boston  election  process,  that  this  plan 
offers  the  best  opportunity  to  receive  the  support  of  all  our 
citizens. 

The  time  has  come  to  put  litigation  and  the  threat  of 
litigation  over  this  issue  behind  up  and  to  work,  in  the 
spirit  of  the  referendum  vote  of  1981,  for  the  effective  op- 
eration of  a  City  Council  and  School  Committee  elected 
under  a  new  districting  plan. 

(Coun.  LANGONE  request  that  the  record  reflect  the 
fact  that  the  members  of  the  Council  met  on  August  8, 
1983,  intheCurley  Room  for  several  hours  and  went  over 
this  map  and  also  on  this  evening  spent  several  hours  in 
the  Curley  Room  with  people  who  wished  to  show  them 
maps.) 

The  report  was  accepted. 


"The  statute  specifically  recites  that  newly  drawn  dis- 
tricts "shall  be  compact  and  shall  contain,  as  nearly  as 
may  be.  an  equal  number  of  inhabitants,  shall  be  com- 
posed of  contiguous  existing  precincts,  and  shall  be 
drawn  with  a  view  toward  preserving  the  intergrity  of 
existing  neighborhoods." 

Report  on  Docket  No.  0991.  ordinance  establishing 
districts  for  choosing  certain  city  Councillors  and  School 
Committee  members  (referred  August  4)  —  recommend- 
ing passage  of  the  ordinance  in  the  following  new  draft:

District  One  —  Consisting  of  precincts  numbered  one 
through  fourteen  of  Ward  One.  precincts  numbered  one 
through  seven  of  Ward  Two.  and  precincts  numbered  one 
through  live  of  Ward  Three. 

District  Two  —  Consisting  of  precincts  numbered 
seven  and  eight  of  ward  three,  precincts  numbered  one 
through  four  of  Ward  4.  the  precincts  numbered  one  of 
Ward  Five,  precincts  numbered  one  through  nine  of  Ward 
Six.  precincts  numbered  one  through  nine  of  Ward  Seven, 
precincts  numbered  one  and  two  of  Ward  Eight,  and  pre- 
cincts numbered  one  and  two  of  Ward  Nine. 


District  Three  —  Consisting  of  precincts  numbered 
three,  and  six  through  ten  of  Ward  Thirteen,  precincts 
numbered  one  through  nine  of  Ward  Fifteen,  precincts 
numbered  one  through  twelve  of  Ward  Sixteen,  and  pre- 
cincts numbered  four,  nine,  and  eleven  through  fourteen 
of  Ward  Seventeen. 

District  Four  —  Consisting  of  precincts  numbered  one 
through  fourteen  of  Ward  Fourteen,  precincts  numbered 
one  through  three,  five  through  eight,  and  ten  of  Ward 
Seventeen,  and  precincts  numbered  one  through  five  and 
twenty -one  of  Ward  Eighteen. 

District  Five  —  Consisting  of  precincts  numbered  six 
through  twenty-two  and  twenty-three  of  Ward  Eighteen, 
precincts  numbered  seven,  ten  through  thirteen  of  Ward 
Nineteen,  and  precincts  numbered  one,  two,  four,  eight 
and  nine  of  Ward  Twenty. 

District  Six  —  Consisting  of  precincts  numbered  six 
through  nine  of  Ward  Ten,  precincts  numbered  six 
through  ten  of  Ward  Eleven,  precincts  numbered  one 
through  six.  and  eight  and  nine  of  Ward  Nineteen,  and 
precincts  numbered  three,  five,  six,  seven  and  ten 
through  twenty  of  Ward  Twenty. 

District  Seven  —  Consisting  of  precincts  numbered 
eight  and  nine  of  Ward  Four,  precinct  ten  of  Ward  Seven, 
precincts  numbered  three  through  seven  of  Ward  Eight, 
precincts  numbered  three  through  five  of  Ward  Nine,  pre- 
cincts numbered  one  through  five  of  Ward  Eleven,  pre- 
cincts numbered  one  through  nine  of  Ward  Twelve, 
precincts  numbered  one,  two,  four,  and  five  of  Ward  Thir- 
teen. 

District  Eight  —  Consisting  of  precincts  numbered  six 
of  Ward  Three,  precincts  numbered  five  through  seven 
and  ten  of  Ward  Four,  precincts  numbers  two  through  ten 
of  Ward  Five,  precincts  numbered  one  through  five  of 
Ward  Ten.  and  precincts  numbered  one  and  two  of  Ward 
Twenty-one.

As  you  know,  I  have  committed  my  last  six  months  in 
office  to  the  issues  of  housing,  education,  and  increased 
linkage  of  the  benefits  of  downtown  development  to 
neighborhood  needs.  This  package  constitutes  significant 
steps  forward  in  each  of  these  areas,  and  I  would  person- 
ally welcome  your  help  in  achieving  these  commitments 
before  I  leave  office.

GARAGE  AND  PROPOSED  USE  OF  SALE  PRO-

I  am  submitting  today,  for  your  review  and  approval, 
three  orders  relating  to  the  sale  of  the  Government  Center 
garage  and  use  of  proceeds  from  this  sale  for  housing, 
education,  and  fiscal  management.  This  action  marks  the 
beginning  of  the  process  to  sell  four  downtown  garages 
and  generate  $36.9  to  $59  million.  The  decision  to  dis- 
pose of  these  municipal  assets  originated,  as  you  will  re- 
member, from  recommendations  made  to  me  over  the 
past  two  years  by  the  Assets  Committee,  in  which  mem- 
bers of  the  City  Council  participated. 

The  expeditious  sale  of  these  assets  is  very  important  to 
the  city  for  three  reasons: 

•  First ,  it  is  a  key  element  in  our  efforts  to  manage  the 
city's  finances  within  the  constraints  of  proposition 
2'/2.  Consistent  with  state  law,  appropriation  orders 
will  be  submitted  to  City  Council  for  $  10  —  $  1 5  million 
to  pay  debt  service  on  outstanding  municipal  bonds. 

•  Second,  it  will  provide  for  the  long-awaited  refur- 
bishing of  the  Latin  School  and  a  permanent  home  for 
Latin  Academy.  Appropriation  orders  will  be  submit- 
ted to  City  Council  for  $2 1 .9  to  $35  million  to  achieve 
this.  As  we  have  built  new  high  schools  and  upgraded 
others,  these  exam  schools  have  continued  to  operate  in 
outmoded  facilities,  waiting  their  turn.  Investment  in 
these  schools  will  enhance  our  efforts  to  strengthen  the 
educational  system. 

•  Third,  it  will  provide  funds  to  establish  a  housing 
trust  dedicated  to  the  creation  of  decent  housing  affor- 
dable to  the  low  -and  moderate-income  residents  of 
Boston.  A  managing  committee  composed  of  repre- 
sentatives of  the  neighborhoods,  city  government,  fi- 
nancial institutions  and  the  development  community 
will  determine  allocation  of  trust  funds  for  rehabilita- 
tion and  construction  of  housing.  Appropriation  orders 
to  allocate  $5  to  $10  million  for  this  purpose  will  be 
submitted  to  the  Council.

Allowing  Appropriation  from  the  General  Fund  to  a  Trust 
Fund  the  Purpose  of  Which  is  to  Construct  or  Reha- 
bilitate Housing  for  Low-  or  Moderate  -Income  Resi- 
dents. 
Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston,  as  follows: 
Section  1 .  Definitions 

"Decadent  area,"  an  area  which  is  detrimental  to 
safety,  health,  morals,  welfare  or  sound  growth  of  a  com- 
munity because  of  the  existence  of  buildings  which  are  out 
of  repair,  physically  deteriorated,  unfit  for  human  habita- 
tion, or  obsolete,  or  in  need  or  major  maintenance  or  re- 
pair, or  because  buildings  have  been  torn  down  and  not 
replaced  and  in  which  under  existing  conditions  it  is  im- 
probable that  the  buildings  will  be  replaced,  or  because  of 
a  substantial  change  in  business  or  economic  conditions, 
or  because  of  inadequate,  light,  air  or  open  space,  or  be- 
cause of  excessive  land  coverage,  or  because  diversity  of 
ownership,  irregular  lot  sizes  or  obsolete  street  patterns 
make  it  improbable  that  the  area  will  be  redeveloped  by 
the  ordinary  operations  of  private  enterprise,  or  by  reason 
of  any  combination  of  the  foregoing  conditions. 

"Low  or  moderate  income  residents."  shall  mean  per- 
sons residing  in  the  City  of  Boston  whose  total  annual  in- 
come does  not  exceed  80  percent  of  the  median  income 
for  the  Boston  area  as  set  forth  in  regulations  promulgated 
from  time  to  time  by  the  United  States  Department  of 
Housing  and  Urban  Development  pursuant  to  the  Hous- 
ing and  Community  Development  Act  of  1974.  as 
amended. 

"Substandard  area."  an  area  wherein  dwellings  pre- 
dominate which,  by  reason  of  dilapidation,  overcrowd- 
ing, faulty  arrangement  or  design,  lack  of  ventilation, 
light,  or  sanitation  facilities,  or  an)  combination  of  these 
factors,  are  detrimental  to  the  safety,  health,  morals,  wel- 
fare or  sound  growth  of  the  City  oi'  Boston 
Section  2.  Findings 

It  is  hereby  declared  that  decadent  or  substandard  areas 
exist  in  the  City  of  Boston,  and  thai  each  ot  such  areas 
constitutes  a  serious  and  growing  menace,  injurious  and 
inimical  to  the  safety,  health,  morals  and  welfare  of  the 
residents  of  the  City  of  Boston  and  the  sound  growth  of  the 
City  of  Boston;  that  the  existence  of  each  of  such  areas 
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contributes  substantially  to  crime,  necessitating  exces- 
sive and  disproportionate  expenditure  of  public  funds  for 
the  preservation  of  the  public  health  and  safety,  for  crime 
prevention,  correction,  prosecution,  punishment,  and  the 
treatment  of  juvenile  deliquency  and  for  the  maintenance 
of  adequate  police,  fire  and  accident  protection  and  other 
public  services  and  facilities,  constitutes  and  economic 
and  social  liability,  substantially  impairs  or  arrests  the 
sound  growth  of  the  City  of  Boston,  and  retards  the  provi- 
sion of  residential  buildings;  that  each  of  such  areas  de- 
creases the  value  of  private  investments  and  threatens  the 
sources  of  public  revenue  and  the  financial  stability  of  the 
City  of  Boston;  that  because  of  the  economic  and  social 
interdependence  of  different  areas  within  the  City  of  Bos- 
ton the  redevelopment  of  buildings  and  land  not  only  in 
substandard  areas  but  also  in  decadent  areas  to  promote 
the  sound  growth  of  the  City  of  Boston  is  necessary  in 
order  to  achieve  permanent  and  comprehensive  elimina- 
tion of  existing  slums  and  substandard  and  decadent  con- 
ditions and  to  prevent  the  recurrence  of  such  substandard 
or  decadent  conditions  or  their  development  in  other  parts 
of  the  City  of  Boston;  that  the  menace  of  decadent  or  sub- 
standard areas  is  beyond  remedy  and  control  solely  by 
regulatory  process  in  the  exercise  of  the  police  power  and 
cannot  be  dealt  with  effectively  by  the  ordinary  opera- 
tions of  private  enterprise  without  the  provisions  herein 
provided;  that  abandonment  of  residential  buildings  in 
such  areas  exacerbates  decadent  or  substandard  condi- 
tions; that  the  development  of  property  for  the  purpose  of 
eliminating  decadent  or  substandard  conditions  in  the 
City  of  Boston  is  a  public  use  and  purpose  for  which  pub- 
lic money  may  be  expended;  that  a  public  exigency  exists 
which  makes  the  use,  acquisition,  rehabilitation  or  re- 
building of  such  decadent  or  substandard  areas  for  resi- 
dential buildings  a  public  use  and  benefit;  and  the 
necessity  in  the  public  interest  for  the  provisions  hereinaf- 
ter enacted  is  hereby  declared  as  a  matter  of  legislative 
determination. 

It  is  hereby  further  declared  that  in  many  areas  through- 
out the  City  of  Boston  there  is  a  shortage  of  decent,  safe 
and  sanitary  buildings  for  residential  purposes;  that  this 
condition  is  most  extreme  in  areas  where  substandard  ar- 
eas exist;  that  the  aforesaid  conditions  cannot  be  cor- 
rected by  the  ordinary  operations  or  private  enterprise 
without  the  provisions  herein  provided;  that  the  provi- 
sions of  this  chapter  will  stimulate  the  investment  of  pri- 
vate capital  in  substandard  areas,  and  in  the  private 
construction,  maintenance  and  operation  in  such  areas  of 
needed  decent,  safe  and  sanitary  residential  buildings; 
that  the  construction,  maintenance  and  operation  of  such 
buildings  will  assist  in  achieving  permanent  and  compre- 
hensive elimination  or  existing  slums  and  substandard 
conditions  and  in  preventing  the  recurrence  or  redevelop- 
ment of  such  conditions. 
Section  3.  Appropriations  For  Housing 

A.  Appropriation  may  be  made  from  the  general  fund 
to  a  trust  the  trustee  of  which  is  the  Collector-Treasurer  of 
the  City  of  Boston  and  the  sole  purpose  of  which  is  to 
make  contributions  or  either  cash  or  loans  to  public  or 
private  development  entities  for  the  construction  or  reha- 
bilitation of  residential  buildings  in  the  City  of  Boston 
which  are  to  be  occupied  by  low-  or  moderate-income 
residents.  In  any  fiscal  year  appropriations  made  hereun- 
der shall  not  exceed  the  sum  of  the  amount  by  which  the 
proceeds  from  the  disposition  of  surplus  property  during 
that  fiscal  year  are  in  excess  of  the  amount  which  must  be 
expended  for  the  purposes  for  which  the  city  is  authorized 
to  incur  debt  for  a  period  often  years  or  more  as  required

B.  Appropriation  made  hereunder  shall  be  made  only 
for  areas  previously  determined  to  be  urban  renewal  areas 
or  areas  determined  by  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  to  be 
decadent  or  substandard  areas. 


The  Neighborhood  Housing  Development  Trust 

Know  all  men  by  these  presents  that  the  Collector-Trea- 
surer of  the  City  of  Boston,  hereinafter  referred  to  as 
"Trustee,"  acknowledges  that  he  has  received  on  behalf 
of  the  Neighborhood  Housing  Development  Trust,  the 
sum  of  $1  from  a  donor,  whom  name,  together  with  the 
names  of  all  other  donors  to  this  trust  and  the  amounts 
contributed  to  each,  shall  be  kept  by  the  Trustees  in  a  per- 
manent record,  and  agrees  and  declares  for  himself,  that 
he  shall  hold  said  sum  and  all  other  gifts  made  to  him  as 
Trustee,  hereunder,  for  the  uses  and  purposes,  and  sub- 
ject to  the  duties  and  powers  herein  set  forth. 

Article  I 
Name  and  Purpose 

Section  1.1.  Name 

This  trust  shall  be  designated  and  known  as  "The 
Neighborhood  Housing  Development  Trust." 
Section  1.2.  Purpose 

This  trust  is  established  for  the  purpose  of  financing  the 
construction  or  rehabilitation  of  housing  which  benefits 
low-  or  moderate-income  residents  of  the  City  of  Boston, 
and  in  this  connection  to  accept  funds  by  gift,  devise  or 
otherwise,  to  carry  out  the  foregoing  purposes;  provided, 
however,  that  all  trust  property  both  principal  and  income 
shall  be  used  only  in  the  City  of  Boston,  and  that  no  part  of 
the  trust  property  or  the  earnings  thereof  shall  inure  to  the 
benefit  of  any  private  individual  nor  shall  this  trust  take 
part  in  any  political  campaign  on  behalf  of  any  candidate 
for  public  office.  As  used  in  this  instrument  "low-  and 
moderate-income  residents  of  the  City  of  Boston"  shall 
mean  households  located  in  the  City  of  Boston  whose  total 
annual  income  is  not  more  than  80  percent  of  the  median 
income  for  the  Boston  area  as  set  forth  in  regulations 
promulgated  from  time  to  time  by  the  United  States  De- 
partment of  Housing  and  Urban  Development  pursuant  to 
the  Housing  and  Community  Development  Act  of  1974, 
as  amended. 

Article  II 
Distribution  and  Use  of  Principal  and  Income 

Section  2.1.  Method 

All  distributions  and  payments  both  of  principal  and 
income,  shall  be  made  by  the  Trustee  upon  written  orders 
of  the  Committee  hereinafter  referred  to,  and  the  Com- 
mittee shall  exercise  all  powers,  duties  and  discretions 
conferred  upon  it  through  the  action  of  a  majority  of  its 
members. 
Section  2.2.  Purposes 

Except  as  provided  in  section  2.3  hereof,  the  net  in- 
come, together  with  so  much  of  the  principal  as  the  com- 
mittee shall  determine,  shall  annually  be  used  within  the 
City  of  Boston:.

To  benefit  low-  or  moderate-income  residents  of  the 
City  of  Boston  by  making  contributions  of  either  cash  or 
loans  to  public  or  private  development  entities  for  the 
construction  or  rehabilitation  of  housing  in  the  City  of 
Boston;  provided,  however  the  trust  shall  accept  no  appli- 
cation for  cash  or  loans  from  an  individual  nor  shall  the 
trust  directly  disburse  cash  or  loans  to  an  individual. 
Section  2.2.2 
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Notwithstanding  any  provision  in  this  section  to  the 
contrary,  neither  the  Trustee  nor  the  Committee  shall  en- 
gage in  any  activity  nor  shall  any  funds  be  disbursed  ex- 
cept in  a  manner  consistent  with  the  requirements  of  the 
Internal  Revenue  Code  of  1954,  as  amended,  or  similar 
provisions  of  subsequent  revenue  acts  at  they  may  pertain 
to  organizations  organized  and  operated  exclusively  for 
charitable  and  educational  purposes. 
Section  2.3.  Special  Gifts 

Where  the  donor  has  expressed  the  desire  that  the  prin- 
cipal be  kept  intact  and  only  the  income  or  part  thereof  be 
used,  if  such  a  gift  is  accepted,  the  committee  shall  re- 
spect such  expressed  desire. 

Article  III 
The  Managing  Committee 

Section  3.1.  Composition  of  the  Committee 

The  Managing  Committee  to  determine  distributions 
and  payments  shall  consist  of  seven  members  who  shall 
serve  without  compensation.  The  Managing  Committee 
shall  consist  of  the  following  persons,  each  of  whom  shall 
be  a  resident  of  Boston  and  shall  hold  office  until  the  ap- 
pointment and  qualification  of  his  successor: 

1 .  Director  of  the  Boston  Redevelopment  Authority,  ex 
officio. 

2.  Collector-Treasurer,  ex  officio. 

3.  President  of  the  Boston  City  Council,  ex  officio  or 
his  designee  who  shall  be  a  member  of  the  Boston  City 
Council. 

4.  Designee  of  the  Mayor  of  the  City  of  Boston  who  has 
expertise  in  the  administration  of  programs  regarding 
housing  needs  of  low-  and  moderate-income  persons. 
Said  designee  initially  shall  serve  a  term  of  five  years  and 
thereafter  each  successor  shall  serve  a  term  of  three  years. 
Any  vacancy  in  office  shall  be  filled  in  a  like  manner  for 
the  unexpired  term. 

5 .  Designee  of  the  Mayor  of  the  City  of  Boston  who  is 
affiliated  with  a  neighborhood-based  organization  oper- 
ating in  the  City  of  Boston  whose  purpose  relates  to  the 
low-  and  moderate-income  housing  needs  of  the  City  of 
Boston.  Said  designee  initially  shall  serve  a  term  of  four 
years  and  thereafter  each  successor  shall  serve  a  term  of 
three  years.  Any  vacancy  in  office  shall  be  filled  in  a  like 
manner  for  the  unexpired  term. 

6.  Designee  of  the  Mayor  of  the  City  of  Boston  who  is 
chosen  from  a  list  of  three  persons  compiled  by  the 
Greater  Boston  Real  Estate  Board.  Said  designee  shall 
serve  for  a  three-year  term.  Any  vacancy  in  office  shall  be 
filled  in  a  like  manner  for  the  unexpired  term. 

7.  Designee  of  the  Mayor  of  the  City  of  Boston  who  is 
employed  by  or  affiliated  with  a  financial  institution  lo- 
cated in  the  City  of  Boston  which  finances  residential  con- 
struction or  rehabilitation  in  the  City  of  Boston.  Said 
designee  shall  serve  for  a  two  years  and  thereafter  each 
successor  shall  serve  a  term  of  three  years.  Any  vacancy 
in  office  shall  be  filled  in  a  like  manner  for  the  unexpired 
term. 

Section  3.2.  Election  of  a  Chairman 

The  Committee  shall  elect  one  of  its  members  as  chair- 
man who  shall  serve  a  two-vear  term. 
I 
Section  3.3.  Organization  ot  the  Committee 

The  committee  shall  appoint  a  secretary,  who  may  or 
may  not  be  a  member  of  the  committee,  and  such  other 
officers  or  employees  as  it  shall  deem  necessary  or  disira- 
ble.  Subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Trustee,  the  committee 
shall  fix  the  compensation  to  be  paid  to  all  employees 
other  than  members  of  the  committee.  Such  compensa- 
tion and  all  expenses  of  the  committee  shall  be  paid  by  the 
Trustee  from  the  trust  property  upon  receipt  of  vouchers 
therefor  certified  by  the  committee  or  by  an  officer  desig- 
nated for  the  purpose.  The  committee  shall  kept  complete 


records  of  its  proceedings,  copies  of  which  shall  be  filed 
with  the  Trustee  in  January  of  each  year. 
Section  3.4.  Written  orders  to  the  Trustee 

Except  as  provided  in  section  2.3.  hereof,  all  distribu- 
tions and  payments  shall  be  made  by  the  Trustee  only 
upon  orders  signed  by  a  majority  of  the  committee  stating 
that  such  orders  were  authorized  by  votes  passed  at  prop- 
erly called  meetings  of  the  committee  and  such  orders 
shall  constitute  full  and  complete  authority  to  the  Trustee 
for  the  making  of  the  distributions  or  payments,  therein 
called  for.

In  general,  all  of  the 
provisions  of  this  trust  relating  to  the  committee  and  its 
members  shall  apply  to  such  a  corporation  and  its  mem- 
bers except  that  the  following  provisions,  even  though  in 
conflict  with  the  foregoing  provisions  of  this  trust,  shall 
govern:

The  corporation  may  appoint  such  employees  or  agents 
as  it  deems  necessary.  The  expenses  of  the  corporation,

Article  IV 
Powers  of  the  Trustee

To  determine  the  mode  in  which  expenses  incidental  to 
the  administration  of  the  trust  shall  be  borne  as  between 
principal  and  income,  and  to  apportion  the  same  between 
principal  and  income. 
Section  4.2.4 

To  amortize  any  premium  on  any  bonds  held  as  a  part  of 
the  trust  property  or  to  refrain  from  doing  so  as  he  shall 
determine. 
Section  4.2.5 

To  retain  and  hold  any  stock,  bond  or  other  security 
given  him  for  as  long  a  period  as  he  deems  advisable  sub- 
ject to  limitations  imposed  upon  the  gift. 
Section  4.2.6 

To  join  in  any  merger,  consolidation  or  reorganization 
of  any  corporation  or  association  whose  securities  shall 
be  held  as  part  of  the  trust  property;  to  pay  any  calls  and 
assessments  imposed  upon  the  owner  of  such  securities  as 
a  condition  of  participating  therein ;  and  to  consent  to  any 
contract,  lease,  mortgage,  purchase  or  sale  of  property, 
by  or  between  such  corporation  and  any  other  corporation 
or  person. 
Section  4.2.7 

To  deposit  any  security  with  any  protective  or  reorgani- 
zation committee  and  to  delegate  to  such  committee  such 
power  and  authority  with  relations  thereto  as  the  Trustee 
may  deem  proper,  and  to  agree  to  pay,  and  to  pay,  out  of 
the  property  of  this  trust,  such  portion  of  the  expenses  and 
compensation  of  such  committee  as  he  may  deem  proper. 

Section  4.2.8 

To  vote  all  stock  and  to  execute  and  deliver  proxies  or 
powers  of  attorney  to  such  person  or  persons  as  the 
Trustee  may  deem  proper,  granting  to  such  person  or  per- 
sons such  power  and  authority  with  relation  to  any  prop- 
erty or  securities  at  any  time  held  as  a  part  of  the  trust 
property  as  the  Trustee  deem  proper. 
Section  4.2.9 

To  exercise  all  powers  and  rights  of  subscription  or  oth- 
erwise which  in  any  manner  arise  out  of  ownership  of  se- 
curities held  as  part  of  the  trust  property. 
Section  4.2. 10 

To  extend  the  time  of  payment  of  any  obligation. 
Section  4.2.1 1 

To  compromise,  arbitrate  or  otherwise  adjust  claims  in 
favor  of  or  against  the  trust,  including  claims  for  taxes, 
either  in  total  or  partial  satisfaction  of  any  indebtedness  or 
other  obligation  and,  subject  to  the  provisions  hereof,  to 


continue  to  hold  the  same  for  such  period  of  time  as  the 
Trustee  may  deem  appropriate. 
Section  4.2. 12 

To  grant  such  terms  of  credit  as  he  may  deem  proper, 
with  or  without  security,  upon  the  occasion  of  making  any 
sale  or  disposition  of  any  asset  contained  in  the  trust  and 
to  give  and  receive  money  in  order  to  effect  equality  in 
price  upon  the  occasion  of  making  any  exchange. 
Section  4.2. 13 

To  register  and  carry  any  securities  or  property  of  this 
trust  in  the  name  of  a  nominee  or  nominees  without  desig- 
nation of  trust. 
Section  4.2. 14 

In  exercising  the  powers  and  authority,  whether  discre- 
tionary or  otherwise,  given  to  the  Trustee,  to  do  so 
through  agents  or  employees  appointed  by  him,  and  to 
select  and  employ  suitable  agents  and  employees,  and  to 
pay  their  reasonable  compensation  and  expenses. 

Article  V 
Accounts 


The  Trustee  shall  submit  an  annual  account  of  the  trust 
to  the  Division  of  Public  Charities  of  the  office  of  the  At- 
torney General  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts, 
or  to  such  other  office  of  said  Commonwealth  as  shall  be 
authorized  to  receive  accounts  of  public  charities.  Said 
accounts  shall  be  the  result  of  an  independent  audit. 

Article  VI 
Dissolution 

It  is  intended  that  this  Trust  shall  continue  in  perpetuity 
but  if,  for  any  reason,  it  becomes  impossible  so  to  do,  this 
Trust  may  be  terminated,  and  thereupon  the  entire  prop- 
erty then  held  as  part  of  this  fund  shall  be  paid  over  and 
conveyed  to  such  charitable  organization  as  the  commit- 
tee, by  vote  of  four-fifths  of  its  members,  shall  select,  pro-

In  the  City  of  Boston  for  the  fiscal  year  1983 
only,  notwithstanding  any  general  or  special  law  to  the 
contrary,  there  shall  be  a  municipal  election  for  the  office 
of  Mayor,  City  Council  consisting  of  nine  members 
elected  from  districts  and  four  at  large,  a  School  Commit- 
tee consisting  of  nine  members  elected  from  districts  and 
four  at  large,  which  shall  be  held  on  November  8,  1983. 

Section  2.  The  City  Council  shall,  before  or  after  the 
effective  date  hereof,  adopt  an  ordinance  after  public 
hearing  providing  for  the  division  of  the  city  into  districts. 
Each  such  district  shall  be  compact  and  shall  contain,  as 
nearly  as  may  be,  an  equal  number  of  inhabitants  as  deter- 
mined by  the  most  recent  census,  shall  be  composed  of 
contiguous  existing  precincts,  and  shall  be  drawn  with  a 
view  toward  preserving  the  integrity  of  existing  neighbor- 
hoods. 

Section  3.  The  Preliminary  Election  shall  be  held  on 
September  27.

Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston,  in  accord- 
ance with  the  provisions  of  Massachusetts  General 
Laws  chapter  43B ,  section  1 3 ,  and  any  other  applica- 
ble law,  as  follows: 

Section  1.  Preamble. 

Whereas,  There  is  a  very  high  rate  of  unemployment  in 
the  City  of  Boston  among  both  white  and  minority  resi- 
dents; 

Whereas,  The  subsequent  multiplier  effect  of  this  high 
level  of  unemployment  has  a  direct  and  deleterious  effect 
upon  all  the  neighborhoods  of  the  City  of  Boston,  result- 
ing in  the  physical  deterioration  of  neighborhoods,  van- 
dalism, and  crime; 

Whereas,  The  City  of  Boston  expends  nearly  $1  billion 
in  contracts,  part  of  this  money  derived  from  taxes  paid  by 
city  residents; 

Whereas,  These  contracts  enable  private  developers  to 
obtain  state  and  federal  funds,  and  provide  such  devel- 
opers with  property  tax  and  other  benefits,  for  the  pur- 
poses of  constructing  public  works  projects  and  other 
projects  aimed  at  reviving  and  rebuilding  blighted  and  un- 
productive areas  of  the  City  of  Boston; 

Whereas,  The  vast  majority  of  workers  employed  on 
such  projects  are  individuals  who  do  not  reside  in  the  City 
of  Boston; 

Whereas,  Black,  Hispanic,  Asian,  and  native  Ameri- 
can residents  of  the  City  of  Boston,  as  well  as  female  resi- 
dents, have  historically  been  systematically  excluded 
from  the  construction  trades  and  unions  in  the  City  of 
Boston;

Ordained  as  follows: 
Section  2.  Definitions. 

The  following  words  as  used  in  this  ordinance  shall, 
unless  the  context  otherwise  requires,  have  the  following 
meanings: 

"Minority  person"  shall  include  those  persons  who  are 
Black,  Hispanic,  Asian,  or  native  American. 

"Resident"  is  any  person  for  whom  the  principal  place 
where  that  person  normally  eats  and  sleeps  and  maintains 
his  or  her  normal  personal  and  household  effects  is  within 
the  city  limits  for  the  City  of  Boston. 

"Agency"  shall  mean  the  unit  of  government,  within 
the  structure  of  the  City  of  Boston  that  is  responsible  for 
the  application,  administration  and  execution  of  Commu- 
nity Development  Block  Grants,  projects  in  the  area  of 
housing  and  employment,  and  federal  affirmative  action 
programs,  currently  the  Neighborhood  Development  and 
Employment  Agency. 

"Contract  Compliance  Office"  is  that  office  within  the 
structure  of  the  City  of  Boston  government  that  has  pur- 
view over  the  areas  of  compliance  and  enforcement  for 
federal,  state  and/or  local  affirmative  action  programs. 
Section  3.  Policy. 

(a)  On  any  construction  project  funded  in  whole  or  in 
part  by  city  funds,  or  funds  which,  in  accordance  with  a 
federal  grant  or  otherwise,  the  city  expends  or  adminis- 


ters, or  which  the  city  is  a  signatory  to  the  construction 
contract,  the  worker  hours  on  a  craft-by-craft  basis  shall 
be  performed,  in  accordance  with  the  contract  documents 
provided  for  in  section  1(b)  below,  as  follows: 

a.  at  least  50  percent  by  bona  fide  Boston  residents; 

b.  at  least  25  percent  by  minorities; 

c.  at  least  10  percent  by  women. 

For  purposes  of  this  paragraph  worker  hours  shall  in- 
clude work  performed  by  persons  filling  apprenticeship 
and  on-the-job  training  positions. 

(b)  In  order  to  insure  compliance  with  the  ordinance, 
the  provisions  of  the  City  of  Boston  Supplemental  Minor- 
ity Participation  and  Residents  Perference  Section  shall 
be  included  by  each  city  department  in  all  contracts  with 
any  private  corporation  or  individual  for  construction 
projects  covered  by  this  ordinance. 
Section  4.  Compliance,  Enforcement,  Sanctions. 

(A)  The  Agency,  as  defined  in  section  2,  shall  be  desig- 
nated as  responsible  for  the  planning,  implementation 
and  enforcement  of  this  ordinance,  and  shall  have  the  fol- 
lowing duties: 

Planning  and  implementation.  Prior  to  the  com- 
mencement of  any  construction  project,  capital  work, 
or  city  economic  development  plan  covered  by  this  or- 
dinance, the  Agency  shall: 

(1)  review  spending  plans  for  such  project; 

(2)  identify  the  number  of  job  positions  to  be  created 
by  the  project: 

(3)  specify  training  needed  for  entry  level  and  semi- 
skilled positions  by  job  title; 

(4)  in  conjunction  with  appropriate  unions  and  their 
existing  collective  bargaining  agreements,  recruit 
employees  and  arrange  for  training  through  ex- 
tablished  union  apprenticeship  programs;  and 

(5)  establish  a  job  screening  and  referral  agency 
which  shall  refer  city  residents,  minorities,  and 
women  to  contractors  and  subcontractors  to  enable 
such  contractors  and  subcontractors  to  comply 
with  this  ordinance. 

(B)  The  Contract  Compliance  Office  for  the  City  of 
Boston  shall  be  responsible  for  enforcing  and  monitoring 
compliance  with  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance  and  the 
contract  provisions  established  in  accordance  therewith 
shall  have  the  following  duties: 

(1)  to  require  all  contractor  and  subcontractors  af- 
fected by  this  ordinance  to  submit  weekly 
workforce  charts  listing  workers  by  name,  resi- 
dential address,  craft,  job  category,  hours  worked, 
sex,  and  race.

(2)  to  negotiate  with  all  contractors/developers  in  or- 
derto  identify  and  classify  construction  jobs  by  job 
titles,  hiring  dates,  duration,  and  training. 

(3)  to  register  all  interested,  community-based  orga- 
nizations, and  notify  such  organizations  of  any 
pre-award  conferences  between  the  Agency  and 
developer/contractor  relating  to  hiring  require- 
ments and  goals  as  stated  herein. 

(C)  The  Agency  shall  have  the  power,  by  means  of  the 
contract  provisions  referred  to  in  section  (3)  above,  to  im- 
pose sanctions  upon  contractors  and  subcontractors 
found  to  be  in  noncompliance  with  this  ordinance.  Such 
sanctions  shall  include,  but  no  be  limited  to:  i)  suspension 
of  payments;  ii)  termination  of  the  contract;  iii)  recovery 
by  the  city  of  1  percent  of  the  contract  award  price  as  liqui- 
dated damages;  and  iv)  denial  of  right  to  participate  in 
future  projects  for  up  to  three  years. 

Section  5.  Liaison  Committee. 

The  Agency  shall  establish  a  liaison  committee  which 
shall  meet  monthly,  in  a  forum  open  to  the  public,  to  re- 
view the  Agency's  reports,  monitor  compliance  with  the 
provisions  of  the  ordinance,  and  make  recommendations 
to  the  Agency  and  the  City  Council  regarding  enforce- 
ment of  this  ordinance.  The  Agency  shall  accept  three 
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nominees  from  interested  groups  including,  but  not  lim- 
ited to:  union  contractors,  non-union  contractors,  Boston 
Building  Trades,  State  Office  of  Minority  Business  As- 
sistance, Contractor  Association  of  Boston,  training 
agency  personnel,  human  rights  activist  groups,  wom- 
en's organizations,  community -based  organizations  and 
the  Boston  Chamber  of  Commerce.  The  Agency  shall  se- 
lect one  member  from  those  names  submitted  by  each  or- 
ganization to  serve  without  compensation  for  a  term  of 
two  years .  This  nomination  and  selection  process  shall  be 
used  to  fill  any  vacancy. 
Section  6.  Training  Program. 

The  City  of  Boston  shall  establish  or  cause  to  be  estab- 
lished, either  independently  or  in  concert  with  craft  un- 
ions and  construction  contractors,  job-training  programs 
to  train  minorities,  Boston  residents,  and  women  for 
skilled  or  semi-skilled  construction  jobs .  These  programs 
shall  be  supervised  by  the  Agency. 
Section  7.  Fines. 

Any  person  or  corporation  that  violates  any  provision 
of  this  ordinance  or  provides  false  information  regarding 
his  or  her  residence  address  or  any  other  matter  in  con- 
nection with  this  ordinance  shall  be  subject  to  a  fine  of  not 
more  that  $300. 
Section  8.  Independent  Agencies. 

Any  and  all  activities  of  any  independent  agency,  oper- 
ating or  acting  on  behalf  of  the  City  of  Boston,  including, 
but  not  limited  to,  the  Boston  Redevelopment  Authority 
and  the  Economic  Development  and  Industrial  Corpora- 
tion shall  comply  with  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance. 
Section  9.  Publishing. 

Notwithstanding  the  provisions  of  the  City  of  Boston 
Code,  Ordinances,  Title  2,  section  752,  this  ordinance 
shall  be  published  by  action  of  the  City  Council  in  passing 
the  same.

Whereas,  The  result  of  such  parking  is  often  to  render 
parks  and  fields  in  a  condition  so  that  athletic  games  can- 
not be  played  there;  now,  therefore,  be  it 

Ordered,  That  the  Parks  and  Recreation  Commission 
pursuant  to  the  powers  vested  in  it  by  chapter  5,  Statute  7, 
section  100,  adopt  regulations  prohibiting  the  use  of  city 
parks  and  playing  fields  for  automobile  parking,  except 
when  explicitly  authorized  on  a  one-time  basis  by  a  vote 
of  the  City  Council.

Whereas,  James  Hooley  has  had  a  distinguished  career 
involving  the  delivery  of  health  care,  having  served  as  the 
director  of  the  Dorchester  House  Multi-Service  Center 
for  eleven  years,  the  Tufts  Urban  Health  Advisor  at  the 
Department  of  Health  and  Hospitals  for  two  years,  and  a 
member  of  the  Public  Health  Council  of  the  Common- 
wealth of  Massachusetts  for  eight  years,  having  been  ap-

Ordered,  The  the  Boston  City  Council  request  the 
Neighborhood  Development  and  Employment  Agency  to 
direct  the  Community  Development  Block  Grant  alloca- 
tion for  the  Protsmouth  playground  to  be  used  for  putting 
basketball  courts  into  the  playground,  and  changing  auto- 
mobile access  from  Portsmouth  Street  to  Centola  Street.

EAST  BOSTON  RE  PUBLIC  SAFETY

Whereas,  A  very  serious  explosion  occured  in  East 
Boston  in  the  early  morning  hours  of  Friday,  September 
23,  1983,  which  could  have  been  more  disastrous  than  it 
was;  and 

Whereas,  A  water  main  burst,  which  caused  dirt,  sand 
and  the  debris  in  sewers  to  clog  a  gas  regulator  on  Porter 
Street  in  East  Boston,  which  resulted  in  a  gas  explosion; 
and 

Whereas,  A  one-square-mile  area  of  East  Boston  was 
threatened  with  many  fires  and  gas  leakages  in  the  homes 
which  caused  all  residents  of  East  Boston  to  be  evacuated 
onto  the  streets;  and 

Whereas,  Nine  fire  alarms  were  sounded,  which  is  the 
highest  level  of  alarms  to  be  sounded.  Mutual  aid  assist- 
ance was  also  summoned  from  several  neighboring  cities 
and  towns;  and 

Whereas,  Much  damage  was  caused  to  homes  in  East 
Boston,  and  except  for  the  "grace  of  God,"  it  could  have 
been  more  devastating,  in  terms  of  loss  of  lives  and  inju- 
ries to  innocent  people  because  of  the  explosion  and  gas 
leakage;  and 

Whereas,  Because  of  the  sewer  systems  in  the  City  of 
Boston  being  combined  with  the  utility  systems,  the  po- 
tential exists  for  an  occurrence  of  this  type  in  any  part  of 
the  city,  particularly,  in  the  older  sections;  and 

Whereas,  Because  of  the  dirt  and  debris  in  the  sewers 
and  the  potential  of  water  entering  and  disrupting  the  utili- 
ties, there  have  been  many  power  failures  and  explosions 
in  all  parts  of  the  city;  therefore,  be  it 

Ordered,  That  the  Boston  City  Council  conduct  an  im- 
mediate investigation  into  the  overall  situation  in  East 
Boston,  as  well  as  the  potential  danger  to  the  public  safety 
in  the  entire  city,  not  only  in  property  damage,  but  in 
terms  of  health  and  lives  to  all  our  residents;  further 

Ordered ,  That  the  Boston  City  Council  summons  under 
M.G.L.  ch.  233  section  8  to  the  public  hearings,  all  city, 
state  and  federal  officials,  as  well  the  Boston  Water  and 
Sewer  Commissioners,  to  testify  to  all  matters  relating  to 
this  problem  and  the  potential  threat  of  others;  further 

Ordered,  That  records  and  documents  necessary  to  de- 
termine the  cause  of  the  explosion  in  East  Boston  be  pro- 
duced, as  well  as  any  plans  of  implementing  better  safety 
factors  to  prevent  any  further  occurrences;  and  further 

Ordered.  That  the  Boston  City  Council  authorizes  a 
public  hearing  to  be  held  on  Monday,  October  3,  1983,  at 
1 1  a.m.  in  the  City  Council  Chamber  and  that  the  appro- 
priate Committee  be  authorized  to  take  stenographic  re- 
cordings, as  well  as  to  advertise  publicly.

Whereas,  Mr.  Haley  recognizes  that  the  procedures  de- 
veloped must  conform  with  the  basic  merit  principles  as 
set  forth  by  the  Civil  Service  Reform  Act;  and 

Whereas,  The  potential  for  abuse  is  great  and  would 
work  a  hardship  on  all  CivTl  Service  employees  unless 
strict  procedures  are  developed;  now,  therefore,  be  it

BOSTON  RESIDENT  JOBS  POLICY 

Coun.  BOLLING,  for  the  Committee  on  Planning,  De- 
velopment and  Housing,  submitted  the  following: 

Report  on  Docket  No.  0847,  ordinance  establishing  the 
Boston  Resident  Jobs  Policy  (referred  June  15)  —  recom- 
mending passage  of  the  ordinance  in  the  following  new 
draft: 

City  of  Boston 
In  the  Year  Nineteen  Hundred  and  Eighty-three 
An  ordinance  Establishing  the  Boston  Residents  Jobs  Pol- 
icy 
Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston,  as  follows: 
Section  1 .  Preamble. 

Whereas,  There  is  a  very  high  rate  of  unemployment  in 
the  City  of  Boston  among  both  white  and  minority  resi- 
dents; 

Whereas,  The  subsequent  multiplier  effect  of  this  high 
level  of  unemployment  has  a  direct  and  deleterious  effect 
upon  all  the  neighborhoods  of  the  City  of  Boston,  result- 
ing in  the  physical  deterioration  of  neighborhoods,  van- 
dalism, and  crime; 

Whereas,  The  City  of  Boston  expends  nearly  $1  billion 
in  contracts,  part  of  this  money  derived  from  taxes  paid  by 
city  residents: 

Whereas,  These  contracts  enable  private  developers  to 
obtain  state  and  federal  funds,  and  provides  such  devel- 
opers with  property  tax  and  other  benefits,  for  the  pur- 
poses of  constructing  public  works  projects  and  other 
projects  aimed  at  reviving  and  rebuilding  blighted  and  un- 
productive areas  of  the  City  of  Boston; 

Whereas,  The  vast  majority  of  workers  employed  on 
such  projects  are  individuals  who  do  not  reside  in  the  City 
of  Boston ; 

Whereas,  Black,  Hispanic,  Asian,  and  native  Ameri- 
can residents  of  the  City  of  Boston,  as  well  as  female  resi- 
dents, have  historically  been  systematically  excluded 
from  the  construction  trades  and  unions  in  the  City  of 
Boston; 

Whereas,  The  Boston  Resident  Jobs  Policy  has  been  an 
Executive  Order  since  September  1 1 ,  1979;  and 

Whereas,  The  United  States  Supreme  Court  has  de- 
clared the  Boston  Residents  Jobs  Policy  to  be  a  legitimate 
and  legally  valid  policy;  therefore,  be  it 

Ordained  as  follows: 
Section  2.  Definitions. 

The  following  words  as  used  in  this  ordinance  shall, 
unless  the  context  otherwise  requires,  have  the  following 
meanings: 

"Minority  person"  shall  include  those  persons  who  are 
Black,  Hispanic,  Asian,  or  native  American. 

"Resident"  is  any  person  for  whom  the  principal  place 
where  that  person  normally  eats  and  sleeps  and  maintains 
his  or  her  normal  personal  and  household  effects  is  within 
the  city  limits  of  the  City  of  Boston. 

"Agency"  shall  mean  the  unit  of  government,  within 
the  structure  of  the  City  of  Boston  that  is  responsible  for 
the  application,  administration  and  execution  of  Commu- 
nity Development  Block  Grants,  projects  in  the  area  of 
housing  and  employment,  and  federal  affirmative  action 
programs,  currently  the  Neighborhood  Development  and 
Employment  Agency. 

"Contract  Compliance  Office"  is  that  office  within  the 
structure  of  the  City  of  Boston  government  that  has  pur- 
view over  the  areas  of  compliance  and  enforcement  for 
federal,  state  and/or  local  affirmative  action  programs. 
Section  3.  Policy. 
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(a)  On  any  construction  project  funded  in  whole  or  in 
part  by  city  funds,  or  funds  which,  in  accordance  with  a 
federal  grant  or  otherwise,  the  city  expends  or  adminis- 
ters, or  which  the  city  is  a  signatory  to  the  construction 
contract,  the  worker  hours  on  a  craft-by-craft  basis  shall 
be  performed,  in  accordance  with  the  contract  documents 
provided  in  section  3  (b)  below,  as  follows: 

a.  at  least  50  percent  of  the  total  employee  manhours 
in  each  trade  shall  be  by  bona  fide  Boston  residents; 

b.  at  least  25  percent  of  the  total  employee  manhours 
in  each  trade  shall  be  by  minorities; 

c.  at  least  10  percent  of  the  total  employee  manhours 
in  each  trade  shall  be  by  women. 

For  purposes  of  this  paragraph  worker  hours  shall  include 
work  performed  by  persons  filling  apprenticeship  and  on- 
the-job  training  positions. 

(b)  In  order  to  insure  compliance  with  the  ordinance, 
the  provisions  of  the  City  of  Boston  Supplemental  Minor- 
ity Participation  and  Residents  Preference  Section  shall 
be  included  by  each  city  department  in  all  contracts  with 
any  private  corporation  or  individual  for  construction 
projects  covered  by  this  ordinance. 

Section  4.  Compliance,  Enforcement,  Sanctions. 

(A).  The  agency,  as  defined  in  section  2,  shall  be  desig- 
nated as  responsible  for  the  planning,  implementation 
and  enforcement  of  this  ordinance,  and  shall  have  the  fol- 
lowing duties: 

Planning  and  Implementation.  Prior  to  the  com- 
mencement of  any  construction  project,  capital  works, 
or  city  economic  development  plan  covered  by  this  or- 
dinance, the  agency  shall: 

(1)  review  spending  plans  for  such  projects; 

(2)  identify  the  number  of  job  positions  to  be  created 
by  the  project: 

(3)  specify  training  needed  for  entry  level  and  semi- 
skilled positions  by  job  title; 

(4)  in  conjunction  with  appropriate  unions  and  their 
existing  collective  bargaining  agreements,  recruit  em- 
ployees and  arrange  for  training  through  established 
union  apprenticeship  programs;  and 

(5)  establish  a  job  screening  and  referral  agency 
"  which  shall  refer  city  residents,  minorities,  and  women 

to  contractors  and  subcontractors  to  enable  such  con- 
tractors and  subcontractors  to  comply  with  this  ordi- 
nance. 

(B)  The  Contract  Compliance  Office  for  the  City  of 
Boston  shall  be  responsible  for  enforcing  and  monitoring 
compliance  with  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance  and  the 
contract  provisions  established  in  accordance  therewith 
shall  have  the  following  duties: 

(1)  to  require  all  contractors  and  subcontractors  af- 
fected by  this  ordinance  to  submit  weekly  workforce 
charts  listing  workers  by  name,  residential  address, 
craft,  job  category,  hours  worked,  sex,  and  race.  These 
charts  shall  be  public  records. 

(2)  to  negotiate  with  all  contractors/developers  in  or- 
der to  identify  and  classify  construction  jobs  by  job  ti- 
tles, hiring  dates,  duration  and  training. 

(3)  to  register  all  interested  community-based  orga- 
nizations, and  notify  such  organizations  of  any  pre- 
award  conferences  between  the  agency  and 
developer/contractor  relating  to  hiring  requirements 
and  goals  as  stated  herein. 

(C)  The  agency  shall  have  the  power,  by  means  of  the 
contract  provisions  referred  to  in  section  (3)  above,  to  im- 
pose sanctions  upon  contractors  and  subcontractors 
found  to  be  in  noncompliance  with  this  ordinance.  Such 
sanctions  shall  include,  but  not  be  limited  to  :  i)  suspen- 
sion of  payments;  ii)  termination  of  the  contract;  iii)  re- 
covery by  the  city  of  1  percent  of  the  contract  award  price 
as  liquidated  damages;  and  iv)  denial  of  right  to  partici- 
pate in  future  projects  for  up  to  three  years. 


Section  5.  Liaison  Committee. 

The  agency  shall  establish  a  liaison  committee  which 
shall  meet  monthly,  in  a  forum  open  to  the  public,  to  re- 
view the  agency's  reports,  monitor  compliance  with  the 
provisions  of  the  ordinance,  and  make  recommendations 
to  the  agency  and  the  City  Council  regarding  enforce- 
ment of  this  ordinance.  The  agency  shall  accept  nomina- 
tions of  three  persons  from  interested  groups  including, 
but  not  limited  to:  Union  Contractors,  Non-Union  Con- 
tractors, Boston  Building  Trades,  State  Office  of  Minor- 
ity Business  Assistance,  Contractors  Association  of 
Boston,  training  agency  personnel,  human  rights  activist 
groups,  women's  organizations,  community-based  orga- 
nizations and  the  Boston  Chamber  of  Commerce.  The 
agency  shall  thereafter  select  one  person  from  those  nom- 
inations submitted  by  each  organization  to  serve  without 
compensation  for  a  term  of  two  years.  This  nomination 
and  selection  process  shall  be  used  to  fill  any  vacancy. 
Section  6.  Training  Program.

This  memorandum  summarizes  the  event  which  led  to 
the  administration's  decision  to  dispose  of  four  downtown 
garages,  including  Government  Center  garage,  for  fur- 
ther development. 

With  the  passage  of  Proposition  2  V2  in  November, 
1980,  the  city's  fiscal  picture  changed  dramatically.  Se- 
vere limits  were  placed  on  the  property  tax,  the  city's  ma- 
jor source  of  revenue.  The  challenge  to  the  government 
was  to  gain  greater  control  over  expenditures  through  im- 
proved management,  and  to  identify  new  sources  of  reve- 
nue and  innovative  mechanisms  of  self-support. 

Discussions  between  top  administration  officials  and 
members  of  the  City  Council  on  how  to  best  meet  this 
challenge  proceeded  over  the  fall  and  winter  of  1981. 
These  culminated  in  the  appointment  by  the  Mayor  of  a 
committee  composed  of  City  Councillors  and  administra- 
tion officials  to  explore  and  recommend  actions  to  be 
taken  to  improve  management  and  generate  new  revenue 
to  relieve  the  operating  budget  and  create  funds  for  capital 
projects. 

The  Assets  Committee,  as  it  was  named,  was  chaired 
by  David  Rosenbloom,  Commissioner  of  Health  and 
Hospitals,  with  membership  as  follows:  Councillor 
Christopher  A.  Ianneha;  Councillor  Frederick  C. 
Langone;  Councillor  Bruce  C~Bolling;  Donald  B.  Man- 
son,  Director,  Public  Facilities  Department. 

The  mandate  of  the  Committee  was  to  examine: 

ways  to  raise  revenue  to  generate  additional  operat- 
ing and  capital  funds: 
Use  of  provisions  of  1981  Tax  Act  through  sale  of 

lease  back  of  property; 
What  businesses  we  should  be  in  or  should  get  out  of, 

given  the  fiscal  constraints  of  Proposition  2'?2  and  the 

city's  economy. 
The  Committee  deliberated  and  submitted  recommenda- 
tions to  the  Mayor  in  February,  1982,  including  recom- 
mendations about  city-owned  real  estate.  In  terms  of 
municipal  parking  garages,  the  committee,  with  assist- 
ance from  the  Boston  Redevelopment  Authority  and  the 


Public  Facilities  Department,  reviewed  the  status  ot  sev- 
eral downtown  garages  to  determine  the  value  of  the  sites 
as  parking  garages  and  for  further  development.  The 
Committee  recommended  that  the  city  determine 
whether,  in  all  instances,  it  must  remain  in  the  off-street 
parking  business  or  whether  this  function  could  be  turned 
back  to  the  private  sector.  Specifically,  the  Assets  Com- 
mittee examined  the  garages  at  Government  Center,  St. 
James  Avenue,  Fort  Hill  Square,  and  Kilby  Street.  In  ad- 
dition, the  Committee  recommended  that  home  rule  leg- 
islation be  submitted  authorizing  the  disposition  of 
parking  garages  through  negotiation  rather  than  public 
auction  and  use  of  proceeds  for  general  municipal  pur- 
poses. 

Acting  on  the  advice  of  the  Committee  and  following 
further  analysis,  the  city  decided  to  offer  these  four  ga- 
rages for  sale  for  parking  and  mixed-use  development.  To 
that  end,  the  Real  Property  Board  voted  in  November, 
1982,  to  delegate  to  the  BRA  through  the  Public  Facilities 
Department  "full  authority  to  study  and  establish  goals 
and  criteria  for  the  disposition  and  potential  further  devel- 
opment of  the  Government  Center  garages,  the  St.  James 
Avenue  garage,  the  30  Kilby  Street  garage,  the  Kingston- 
Bedford  Street  garage,  and  the  Fort  Hill  Square  garage,  to 
advertise  or  otherwise  seek  developer  proposals,  to  con- 
tract for  consultant  and  other  services  necessary  and  ap- 
propriate for  these  purposes  and,  as  soon  as  possible,  to 
report  back  to  the  Real  Property  Board  with  their  findings 
and  recommendations. 

The  decision  to  proceed  with  the  study  to  dispose  of  the 
Government  Center  garage  for  development  was  based  on 
the  following  public  benefits: 

1 .  The  site  represents  a  development  opportunity  to 
create  office  space  for  support  services  and  thereby  re- 
tain or  capture  jobs  which  might  otherwise  be  moved  to 
suburban  locations  where  rents  are  substantially  lower 
than  those  in  prime  downtown  locations. 

2.  With  the  revitalization  of  North  Station  now  under 
way,  the  city  has  an  opportunity  to  link  the  Government 
Center  to  North  Station  through  pedestrian  improve- 
ments and  creation  of  retail  space  .When  the  garage  was 
built,  it  was  conceived  as  a  "wall,"  to  frame  the  Gov- 
ernment Center;  it  should  now  be  redeveloped  as  a 
"link"  to  the  North  Station. 

3 .  The  city  would  realize  significant  new  property  tax 
revenues  from  private  ownership  of  the  garage  and  air 
rights  development,  estimated  by  the  Collector-Trea- 
surer to  be  approximately  $500,000  per  year.

It  is  very  important  to  the  city's  fiscal  condition  that  the 
Government  Center,  Kilby  Street,  Fort  Hill,  and  St. 
James  Street  garages  be  declared  surplus  by  the  City 
Council  and  disposed  of  by  the  city.  Based  on  detailed 
bids  on  these  facilities,  the  city  stands  to  realize  $50  to 
$59  million  in  proceeds  from  this  disposition.  By  law.  a 
total  of  $17.5  million  must  be  utilized  to  pay  for  the  con- 
struction of  major  capital  improvements .  (This  is  the  total 
of  principal  and  interest  paid  in  the  past  or  still  to  be  paid 
in  the  future  on  these  four  garages,  and  by  the  terms  of  the 
Tregor  Law  (chapter  190  of  the  Acts  of  1982)  this  amount 
must  be  reinvested  in  capital  improvements.) 


Disposition  of  the  garages  will  allow  the  city  to  utilize  a 
moderate  portion  of  the  proceeds  to  pay  debt  service  com- 
ing due  this  year.  This  planned  use  of  approximately  $  1 5 
to  $20  million  is  a  reasonable  financial  technique,  not 
withstanding  the  fact  that  these  proceeds  are  revenues  of  a 
one-time  nature,  because  fiscal  1984  is  the  year  in  which 
the  property  tax  levy  in  Boston,  under  the  terms  of  Propo- 
sition 2  1/2,  will  be  the  lowest  during  the  decade.  It  may 
reasonably  be  anticipated  that  the  fiscal  year  1985  levy 
will  be  at  least  $30  to  $35  million  higher  than  in  fiscal 
1983.  Therefore,  using  a  portion  of  the  garage  sale  pro- 
ceeds is  a  reasonable  way  to  bridge  the  property  tax  levy 
low  point  which  the  city  will  experience  in  fiscal  year 
1983.  Without  the  use  of  those  funds,  $15  to  $20  million 
of  previously  approved  fiscal  year  1984  departmental  ap- 
propriations would  have  to  be  cut. 

The  Government  Center  garage  proposal  of  Rubin  As- 
sociates has  several  characteristics  which  make  it  very  at- 
tractive financially. 

1)  The  acquisition  price  of  $20.5  million  is  greater 
than  all  other  proposals  submitted  for  the  desired  reuse, 
after  other  offsetting  financial  considerations  are  factored 
in.  (One  of  the  other  proposals  assumed  use  of  several 
million  dollars  of  UDAG  funds  which  the  city  would  have 
to  help  the  developer  obtain . ) 

2)  The  developer  has  committed  to  expend  approxi- 
mately $2.5  million  on  public  area  improvements  includ- 
ing lighting,  sidewalks  and  landscaping.  To  get  this  same 
benefit,  the  city  would  have  to  borrow  these  funds  in  the 
capital  markets  and  repay  them  at  approximately  10  per- 
cent interest,  based  on  recent  bond  sale  interest  rates. 

3)  The  developer  is  committed  to  expending  more  than 
$15  million  to  develop  air  rights  over  the  garage  into  of- 
fice space  offering  large  amounts  of  square  footage  on 
single  floors;  this  type  of  space  is  very  rare  in  the  city  and 
will  enable  the  city  to  retain  "back  office"  jobs  which  it 
would  otherwise  probably  lose  to  the  suburbs.  (These 
jobs  are  more  likely  to  be  held  by  or  available  to  the  city 
residents  than  some  of  the  more  skilled  jobs  in  the  service 
sector.)  This  investment,  plus  the  value  of  the  parking  ga- 
rage, will  be  fully  taxable  to  the  city.  In  the  first  year  (fis- 
cal year  1985)  the  city  will  realize  approximately  $.6 
million  more  in  taxes  because  this  property  is  taxable;  in 
the  second  year,  the  city  will  realize  an  additional  $.6  mil- 
lion increase  in  the  city-wide,  tax  levy  because  of  devel- 
opment of  air  rights. 

Thereafter,  the  presence  of  this  property  alone  on  the 
tax  rolls,  underthe  terms  of  Proposition  2  1/2.  will  permit 
the  city's  tax  levy  to  grow  by  over  $20  thousand  each  year 
(the  garage  itself  will  pay  approximately  $1  million  in 
taxes  each  year). 

Because  of  these  factors,  the  disposition  of  this  garage 
is  very  attractive  to  the  city.  These  benefits  more  than  off- 
set the  loss  of  revenue  from  operation  of  the  garage  as  a 
city-owned  garage.

I  have  been  engaged  by  the  architect.  Mr.  Samuel 
Mintz,  to  make  a  study  of  trie  Government  Center  garage. 
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For  the  past  two  months ,  I  have  studied  all  the  construc- 
tion drawings,  specifications,  field  reports,  pile  driving 
records  and  concrete  cylinder  test  reports  of  the  existing 
Government  Center  garage.  I  have  also  made  my  own  cal- 
culations for  the  addition  of  153,000  square  feet  of  office 
space  on  two  partial  floors  above  the  existing  garage.  All 
my  calculations  conformed  to  the  latest  Massachusetts 
Building  Code.  I  am  convinced  without  any  doubt  that  the 
existing  garage  structure  and  its  foundation  will  take  the 
additional  loads  imposed  by  the  addition  of  153,000 
square  feet  of  office  space. 

We  are  also  making  additional  calculations,  perform- 
ing visual  inspections,  taking  concrete  tests  and  taking  X- 
rays  of  reinforcing  bars  to  determine  whether  we  can  add 
a  total  of  250,000  square  feet  of  office  space,  additional 
parking  and  retail  spaces.  Our  preliminary  calculations 
are  very  encouraging  and  we  should  complete  our  investi- 
gation on  or  about  October  5,  1983. 

At  this  stage  of  our  investigation,  I  certify  that  the  exist- 
ing Government  Center  Garage  is  structurally  safe  and 
able  to  accommodate  safely  an  additional  1 53,000  square 
feet  of  office  space  on  two  partial  floors  above  the  existing 
ninth  level  of  parking  at  elevation  98 '-8.  "

Your  Committee  of  the  Whole,  with  Councillor 
Langone  presiding,  held  a  hearing  Tuesday  afternoon, 
September  27,  1983,  on  Docket  No.  1 125  —  Order  for 
director  of  NDEA  and  an  assistant  corporation  counsel  to 
appear  with  records  of  the  CBDG  housing  improvement 
components  for  Program  Years  Six  through  Nine. 

Attending  under  summons  were  Paul  Grogan,  director 
of  the  Neighborhood  Development  and  Employment 
Agency,  and  Assistant  Corporation  Counsel  Steven  Kaye. 
Also  present  to  assist  Mr.  Grogan  was  Joseph  Courtney, 
director  of  the  Office  of  Housing. 

Director  Grogan  confirmed  to  the  Committee  that  his 
agency  now  has  implemented  a  policy  of  limiting  eligibil- 
ity for  CBDG  housing  improvement  assistance  to  certain 
neighborhoods  of  the  city  at  exclusion  of  other  sections. 
He  said  the  thrust  of  Year  IX  allocations  will  be  to  channel 
funds  to  "target  areas"  of  greater  need  in  hopes  that  hous- 
ing rehabilitation  will  encourage  neighbors  to  improve 
their  properties. 

In  questioning  by  the  chair,  the  NDEA  director  said 
housing  improvement  funds  will  not  be  granted  to  any  ap- 
plicants whatever  their  financial  status  if  they  reside  in 
any  part  of  West  Roxbury  or  Brighton  or  Roslindale  ex- 
cept for  the  Archdale  area.  Homeowners  in  East  Boston 
will  be  "red  lined"  if  they  live  between  Day  Square  and 
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the  Orient  Heights  sectors.  In  Allston  the  improvement 
funds  will  be  limited  to  the  sector  north  of  the  Massachu- 
setts Turnpike  Extension,  esentially  the  North  Harvard 
Street  area. 

Mr.  Grogan  also  revealed  in  response  to  questions  that  a 
substantial  Urban  Development  Action  Grant  estimated 
at  $10  million  will  be  needed  to  ensure  construction  of  the 
Tent  City  development  planned  adjacent  to  Copley  Place. 

This  sum  contrasts  with  some  $4  million  approved  so 
far  for  five  UDAG  housing  loans  in  neighborhoods  such 
as  Mattapan,  Jamaica  Plain,  Roxbury,  and  Dorchester's 
Fields  Corner  and  Codman  Square  sections.  The  acting 
committee  chairman  repeatedly  pointed  out  the  inequity 
of  devoting  such  a  large  grant  or  loan  to  a  single  project  in 
the  South  End  where  appreciated  property  values  should 
readily  attract  private  capital  investment.  It  was  noted  by 
the  chair  that  low-income  neighborhoods  elsewhere 
could  better  utilize  these  housing  improvement  subsidies 
with  greater  number  o  enefiting.  Logic 

calls  for  channeling  the  on  into  housing  in  neigh- 

borhoods, and,  if  necessary,  allocating  the  $4  million  for 
Tent  City  assistance. 

The  chair  expressed  apprehension  that  UDAG  monies 
might  go  toward  reimbursing  the  Copley  Place  developer 
all  or  much  of  the  $3.5  million  it  has  spent  to  acqui 
proposed  Tent  City  land. 

In  order  that  the  Council  may  have  a  comprehensive 
picture  of  housing  grants,  Mr.  Grogan  was  asked  to  pro- 
vide a  listing  of  the  nineteen,  UDAG  housing  applications 
he  said  have  been  submitted  or  approved  to  date.  We  shall 
look  forward  to  receiving  this  document  and  details  on 
finances  and  shall  be  happy  to  provide  a  copy  to  any 
Councillor  interested. 

Attached  at  this  time  is  a  compilation  of  Community 
Development  Block  Grant  housing  improvement  alloca- 
tions by  neighborhoods  for  the  past  three  program  years 
and  the  prospective  Year  Nine  disbursements.  The  docu- 
ment was  furnished  by  Mr.  Grogan  in  response  to  the 
Council  order  and  subsequent  summons. 

An  inspection  of  the  figures  will  reveal  how  the  new 
policy  to  husband  funds  for  "target"  areas  will  affect 
other  neighborhoods.  For  instance,  Allston  and  Brighton 
which  received  $101,000  in  Year  Eight  allocations  last 
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year  will  be  reduced  to  $64,750  in  housing  improvement 
monies  for  the  Allston  target  area  this  year;  Roslindale 
will  drop  from  $143,000  to  $83,000;  East  Boston  from 
$118,000  to  $94,000;  and  West  Roxbury  will  go  from 
$64,000  to  Zero. 

The  new  directives  mean  that  no  matter  how  needy  a 
homeowner,  no  matter  how  worthy  of  help  to  fix  up  a 
home  he  or  she  has  lived  in  for  years,  the  individual  is  red- 
lined  out  by  accident  of  geography. 

At  the  hearing,  the  committee  heard  from  Mr. 
Courtney  of  the  Office  of  Housing.  He  said  there  has  been 
a  "change  in  focus  of  the  (housing  improvement)  pro- 
gram." He  said  the  programs  formerly  involved  heavy 
emphasis  on  reimbursement  but  now  are  shifting  to  assist 
"cash  poor"  clients.  The  program  include  "cash  up 
front"  features  reserving  in  escrow  funds  to  encourage 
more  renovation  by  lower-income  property  owners.  As  a 
percentage  of  work  is  completed,  that  ratio  of  funds  is 
released. 

.  Mr.  Courtney  also  explained  the  focus  on  "deferred 
loans"  to  help  rehabilitation  and  turn  the  loan  into  a  grant 
providing  the  owner  stays  on  in  the  house  for  five  or  more 
years.  A  "home  loan  allocation"  provides  low-interest 
borrowing  by  using  CBDG  city  funds  in  place  of  the  with- 
drawn 3  percent,  so  called  312  federal  program. 

In  another  aspect  of  the  hearing,  Assistant  Corporation 
Counsel  Kaye  furnished  the  chair  a  copy  of  the  city's 
Amicus  Curiae  document  filed  in  the  NAACP  vs.  HUD 
case  now  five  and  a  half  years  in  federal  court.  The  filing 
recounts  steps  the  city  has  taken  to  provide  housing  for 
low-income  and  minority  residents  and  in  fair  housing  en- 
forcement. In  it,  the  city  notes  the  thrust  of  CBDG-as- 
sisted  housing  programs  has  changed.  It  states  that 
"proposed  plans  for  Year  IX  present  further  major 
changes." 

Should  the  judge  in  the  case  require  further  measures, 
the  result  could  be  more  tightening  of  housing  rehab  funds 
to  neighborhoods  that  have  heretofore  been  eligible.  The 
acting  chairman  of  the  Committee  suggested  that  restric- 
tions applied  too  narrowly  could  be  self-defeating  for  the 
city.  The  poorest,  the  elderly,  on  fixed  income,  those 
most  needy  should  continue  to  be  given  aid  to  improve 
their  homes  —  wherever  they  choose  to  live  in  the  city.

eligible  for  appointment  to  the  police  force. 

My  reasons  for  disapproval  are  that  this  legislation  is 
unwarranted  and  would  have  the  practical  effect  of  dilut- 
ing the  police  cadet  program.  Presently,  individuals  par- 
ticipating in  the  police  cadet  program  are  required  to 
complete  no  less  than  two  years  to  be  eligible  for  appoint- 
ment to  the  police  force.  The  police  program  is  a  prag- 
matic approach  to  training  individuals  for  service  to  the 
City  of  Boston  as  police  officers.  The  police  cadet  pro- 
gram provides  to  participants  structured  training,  rotating 
assignments  within  the  Police  Department,  discipline  and 
merit  testing;  all  essential  to  the  development  of  the  police 
officer.  Further,  the  police  cadet  program  assists  the  Po- 
lice Commissioner  in  making  a  rational  selection  when 
appointing  new  police  officers.  The  competitive  atmo- 
sphere and  structure  of  the  police  cadet  program  must  be 
preserved  as  it  is  in  the  best  interest  of  the  safety  and  well- 
being  of  the  residents  of  the  City  of  Boston.

LANGONE,  on  behalf  of  the  Committee  on  Ur- 
ban Resources,  submitted  the  following: 

Report  on  Docket  No.  1 160,  order  for  City  Council  to 
conduct  an  immediate  investigation  into  overall  situation 
in  East  Boston  re  public  safety  (referred  September  28)  as 
follows: 

A  public  hearing  was  held  Monday,  October  3 . 1 983 .  in 
the  Council  Chamber  by  the  Committee  on  Urban  Re- 
sources with  witnesses  summonsed  from  utilities  and 
public  safety  agencies  to  testify  on  Docket  No.  1 160  — 
Order  for  the  City  Council  to  conduct  an  investigation 
into  the  public  safety  of  East  Boston  threatened  by  the 
community-wide  gas  leak,  explosion  and  fires  the  early 
morning  of  September  23.  1983. 

Your  committee  heard  District  Fire  Chief  Joseph 
Houghton  describe  the  emergency  as  the  worst  he  had  en- 
countered in  his  twenty-seven  years  of  service  from  the 
point  of  view  of  total  incidents  reported.  Chief  Houghton 
said  although  204  separate  reports  came  in  from  all  parts 
of  East  Boston,  there  could  have  been  hundreds  more  at- 
tended to  by  fire  fighters  from  forty-five  fire  companies 
working  different  parts  of  the  district. 

Fire  fighters  stayed  in  the  area  about  eight  hours  after 
the  3  a.m.  emergency  erupted.  Fire  officials  testified  the\ 
had  to  deal  with  three,  major  multi-alarm  fires,  four  other 
working  fires  in  addition  to  calls  about  high  gas  pressure 
that  caused  gas  to  flare  up  in  households  from  the  Jeffries 
Point  to  Orient  Heights  sections. 

According  to  testimony,  the  emergency  was  caused  by 
water  from  a  pipe  rupture  flooding  gas  pressure  regula- 
tors near  Porter  and  Bremen  Streets.  The  primary  regula- 
tor in  the  below-ground  vault  was  affected  by  the  water 
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and  mud  carried  in  and  permitted  twice  the  normal  level 
of  a  quarter-pound  pressure  per  square  inch  to  flow  into 
residential  pipe  lines  and  into  buildings. 

The  build-up  in  the  Mama  Cantina's  Restaurant  near 
the  Sumner  Tunnel  entrance  evidently  was  the  factor 
causing  the  explosion  blowing  out  back  and  front  and  to- 
tally wrecking  the  building.  Fire  Officials  said  the  result- 
ing blaze  was  a  less  significant  aftermath. 

The  Committee  also  heard  from  representatives  of  the 
Boston  Arson  Squad  and  State  Fire  Marshal's  office  and 
from  the  Engineering  Department  of  the  State  Public 
Utilities  Department. 

An  official  of  Boston  Edison  Company  said  electric 
power  was  ordered  shut  off  during  the  crisis . 

Boston  Gas  Company  Senior  Vice-President  John  T. 
McKenna,  in  charge  of  operations,  explained  by  visual 
aids  the  working  of  primary  and  monitor  regulators.  He 
said  the  malfunctioning  of  the  primary  regulator  at  Porter 
and  Bremen  Streets  allowed  up  to  a  half-pound  of  gas 
pressure  to  saturate  pipelines  throughout  East  Boston  and 
three  other  regulator  stations  in  different  parts  of  the  com- 
munity. 

The  Committee  chairman  expressed  bewilderment  that 
none  of  the  other  regulator  stations  activated  to  exert  con- 
trols on  the  pressure  build-up. 

It  was  testified  that  Boston  Gas  Company's  central  con- 
trol station  in  Dorchester  noticed  the  build-up  of  pressure 
about  the  time  the  emergency  was  being  detected  by  resi- 
dents in  East  Boston.  But  there  was  no  way  of  instantly 
relieving  the  pressure  in  the  East  Boston  system,  isolated 
from  gas  lines  serving  other  parts  of  the  city. 

The  chairman  strongly  suggested  that  some  kind  of  re- 
lief mechanism  be  devised  that  would  enable  prompt  re- 
lief of  pressure  build-up  beyond  safe  levels.  Mr. 
McKenna  of  the  Gas  Company  said  they  were  studying 
"alternatives."  But  he  said  segregating  and  shutting  off 
areas  could  deprive  those  sections  of  needed  fuel  in  cold 
weather. 

The  Committee  chairman  said  he  has  been  in  touch 
with  Henry  M.  Shephard,  pipeline  accident  chief  for  the 
National  Transportation  Safety  Board  in  Washington  and 
will  send  him  a  full  transcript  of  the  Committee  hearing 
and  other  pertinent  reports.  A  transcript  of  Mr.  Shep- 
herd's on-site  investigation  with  Quinten  Johnson  of  the 
National  Safety  Board  arrived  during  the  Committee 
hearing  and  was  given  to  the  chairman. 

Also  called  was  the  executive  director  of  the  Water  and 
Sewer  Commission  who  designated  John  P.  Sullivan,  Jr., 
engineering  director,  to  testify  for  the  commission. 

Mr.  Sullivan  said  the  break  in  the  12-inch  thirty-year- 
old  water  main  on  Porter  Street  came  unexpectedly.  But 
he  said  the  break  was  detected  afterward  by  the  MDC's 
computerized  monitoring  system  recently  installed. 

The  chairman  said  he  will  recommend  the  Water  and 
Sewer  Commission  be  required,  as  with  other  public  utili- 
ties, to  make  periodic  survey  of  pipes  where  leaks  of  other 
factors  point  to  potential  trouble.  He  urged  immediate 
link-in  with  the  MDC  monitoring  system.  Mr.  Sullivan 
said  that  is  not  due  until  some  time  next  year. 

In  testimony  from  the  public,  one  citizen  said  there  was 
evidence  of  the  water  leak  as  early  as  9  p.m.  the  night 
before.  Another  resident,  a  stationary  engineer,  said  one 
of  the  pair  of  regulator  valves  should  have  functioned  to 
control  the  increased  gas  pressure. 

Fire  officials  and  the  chairman  said  only  luck  prevented 
the  emergency  from  becoming  a  tragedy.  Casualties 
would  have  been  certain  had  the  building  explosion  oc- 
curred at  a  time  when  it  was  crowded  with  patrons. 

After  three  hours  of  testimony,  the  chairman  recessed 
the  hearing  to  be  reconvened  at  the  call  of  the  chair. 

The  interim  report  was  accepted.

Whereas,  A  gas  leak  emergency  threatened  the  entire 
East  Boston  community  in  the  early  morning  hours  of 
September  23,  1983;  and 

Whereas,  The  cause  stemmed  from  a  broken  water 
main  whose  flooding  caused  malfunction  of  a  Boston  Gas 
Company  primary  regulator  and  monitor  regulator  pre- 
scribed to  meet  Federal  Department  of  Transportation 
standards;  and 

Whereas,  Gas  pressures  throughout  the  entire  commu- 
nity rose  to  double  the  prescribed  safety  levels  and  were 
not  controlled  by  three  other  regulator  linked  into  the 
pipeline  system;  and 

Whereas,  The  rapid  gas  pressure  build-up  was  regis- 
tered at  the  gas  company's  Dorchester  central  control  fa- 
cility, but  emergency  crews  could  not  shut  off  the 
malfunctioning  regulator  area  for  some  two  hours;  and 

Whereas,  Testimony  elicited  at  a  Council  Committee 
public  hearing  indicated  there  is  no  safety  discharge 
mechanism  to  vent  the  gas  and  bring  immediate  relief  of 
exessive  pressures  flowing  into  residential,  low-pressure 
services;  and 

Whereas,  The  situation,  which  compelled  an  investiga- 
tion by  the  National  Transportation  Safety  Board  in  Wash- 
ington, had  all  the  ingredients  for  a  catastrophe  had  it 
occurred  at  a  different  time;  and 

Whereas,  Public  safety  requires  a  city  law  ensuring  that 
backup  safeguards  be  in  readiness  in  event  of  emergency 
involving  any  public  utility  installations;  therefore 
City  of  Boston 
In  the  Year  Nineteen  Hundred  and  Eighty-three 
An  Ordinance  for  Safety  Control  Measures  in  Event  of 
Gas  Leak  or  Other  Emergency  Affecting  Public  Safety. 
Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston,  as  follows; 

Section  1 .  Public  utilities  or  licensed  companies  main- 
taining within  the  City  of  Boston  pipelines,  conduits, 
wires,  or  any  other  system  for  transmission  of  natural 
gas,  fuels,  water,  sewerage,  electricity,  acids  or  danger- 
ous substances  shall  provide  control  measures  to  isolate 
districts  or  neighborhoods  in  event  of  emergency  threat- 
ening spread  to  other  districts. 

Section  2 .  Gas  transmission  pipeline  systems  operating 
in  the  City  of  Boston  shall,  on  or  before  June  30,  1984,  in 
addition  to  any  other  control  or  regulator  devices,  be 
equipped  with  a  safety  relief  discharage  mechanism  for 
immediate  relief  of  gas  pressures  exceeding  prescribed 
tolerances  in  a  district,  neighborhood  or  community. 

Section  3 .  The  Boston  Water  and  Sewer  Commission 
shall  survey  by  means  of  recognized  testing  devices  all 
major  water  lines  and  sewer  lines  for  evidence  of  leakage 
at  least  semi-annually.  The  Commission  shall  also  utilize 
available  computerization  systems  for  constant  monitor- 
ing of  pipelines  flows. 

Section  4.  The  Public  Safety  Commission  of  the  City  of 
Boston  shall  enforce  provisions  of  this  ordinance  and 
shall  after  public  hearing  adopt  any  regulations  necessary 
to  this  purpose.

except  for  clerical  or  editorial  changes  of  form  only:

Section  15 A.  If  a  vacancy  occurs  from  among 
those  councillors  elected  by  district,  or  if  at  a  regular 
municipal  election  there  is  a  failure  to  elect  a  council- 
lor from  any  district  or  if  a  person  so  elected  resigns 
or  dies  before  taking  office,  the  city  clerk  shall  forth- 
with notify  the  city  council  thereof  and  within  fifteen 
days  thereafter  the  city  council  shall  issue  a  call  for  a 
special  preliminary  election  for  the  purpose  of  nomi- 
nating candidates  to  fill  the  unexpired  term  in  the  dis- 
trict in  which  said  vacancy  occurs.

ORDER  FOR  PETITION  FOR  SPECIAL  LAW  FOR 
THE  REVISION  OF  DISTRICT  AND  AT  LARGE 
ELECTIONS  FOR  THE  CITY  OF  BOSTON 

Coun.  BOLLING  offered  the  following: 

In  1981,  the  voters  of  Boston  approved  a  referendum 
question  to  change  the  charter  of  Boston  to  al  low  people  to 
be  elected  from  districts  as  well  as  at  large  for  School 
Committee  and  City  Council  for  the  government  of  this 
city.  The  obvious  reason  for  this  change  was  to  provide  a 
vehicle  by  which  all  citizens  would  have  representation  at 
both  levels  of  city  government  and  an  opportunity  to  run 
as  candidates  to  become  the  elected  representative  of  their 
districts  if  they  so  desire.  In  addition,  it  was  hoped  that  the 
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change  would  result  in  a  more  diverse  group  of  candidates 
plus  an  increased  interest  in  the  election  process. 

The  current  system  of  electing  School  Committee  and 
City  Council  members,  one  each  from  nine  districts  and 
four  at  large  has  not  generated  the  anticipated  interest  and 
involvement  of  the  electorate.  It  has  already  resulted  in 
large  expenditures  of  funds  for  additional  offices  and  fur- 
niture. These  expenditures  will  drastically  increase  in 
January  1984,  due  to  salaries  and  staffing. 

Ordered,  That  a  petition  to  the  General  Court,  accom- 
panied by  a  bill  for  a  special  law  relating  to  the  City  of 
Boston  to  be  filed  with  an  attested  copy  of  this  order  be, 
and  hereby  is,  approved  under  clause  (1)  of  section  8  of 
article  2,  as  amended,  of  the  Amendments  to  the  Consti- 
tution of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts,  to  the  end 
that  legislation  be  adopted  providing  precisely  as  follows , 
except  for  clerical  or  editorial  changes  of  form  only: 

Commencing  with  the  1985  elections  in  the  City  of 
Boston  for  the  office  of  School  Committee  and  City 
Council,  the  following  shall  be  in  effect: 

(1)  There  will  be  a  total  of  nine  people  elected,  four  at 
large  and  one  from  each  of  five  districts.  (2)  The  five  dis- 
tricts shall  be  contiguous  and  equally  populated.  (3)  The 
at  large  seats  will  be  four  year  terms  and  the  district  seats 
will  be  two  year  terms.  (4)  In  order  to  establish  a  pattern  of 
staggered  terms  for  at-large  seats  —  the  two  School  Com- 
mittee and  City  Council  candidates  who  receive  the  high- 
est number  of  votes  will  serve  a  four-year  term  and  the 
remaining  two  candidates  serve  a  two-year  term  and  all 
subsequent  at-large  elections  will  be  for  four  year  terms. 
Starting  in  1987,  there  will  be  an  at-large  election  for  a 
four-year  term  for  two  School  Committee  and  City  Coun- 
cil seats  and  this  will  be  combined  with  the  already  estab- 
lished procedure  of  elections  stated  above.  (5) 
Preliminary  Elections  at  Large  —  Eight  at-large  candi- 
dates will  be  nominated  for  School  Committee  and  eight 
at-large  candidates  will  be  nominated  for  the  City  Coun- 
cil. (6)  Preliminary  Elections  District  —  Two  district  can- 
didates will  be  nominated  for  School  Committee  and  two 
district  candidates  will  be  nominated  for  City  Council  in 
each  of  the  five  districts.  (7)  Final  Elections  at  Large  — 
Four  at-large  candidates  will  be  elected  for  School  Com- 
mittee and  four  at-large  candidates  will  be  elected  for  the 
City  Council  (subsequent  At-Large  Elections  will  be  for 
two  School  Committee  and  two  City  Council  seats).  (8) 
Final  Elections,  District  —  one  district  candidate  will  be 
elected  from  each  of  the  five  districts  for  School  Commit- 
tee and  City  Council.  (9)  Election  of  Officers  —  The  offi- 
cers of  the  School  Committee  and  City  Council  will  be 
elected  by  majority  vote  of  that  body  at  the  organizational 
meeting  to  be  held  early  in  January.  The  President  of  each 
body  must  be  chosen  from  the  ranks  of  the  at-large  mem- 
bers and  the  Vice-President  must  be  chosen  from  the 
ranks  of  those  elected  from  the  districts.  Both  at-large  and 
district  members  of  each  body  will  be  eligible  to  be 
elected  to  serve  as  Treasurer,  Clerk  or  any  other  officers' 
position  relevant  to  their  particular  group.  The  President 
will  be  responsible  for  the  appointment  of  all  committees 
including  the  chairperson.

Report  on  Docket  No.  1017,  message  of  the  Mayor  and 
ordinance  allowing  appropriations  from  the  General 
Fund  to  a  Trust  Fund,  the  purpose  of  which  is  to  construct 
or  rehabilitate  housing  for  low-  or  moderate-income  resi- 
dents (referred  August  17)  —  recommending  that  the  or- 
dinance be  rejected  without  prejudice. 

The  report  was  accepted;  the  ordinance  was  rejected 
without  prejudice. 


In  connection  with  the  foregoing,  on  motion  of  Coun. 
TIERNEY,  the  following  ordinance  was  submitted: 
City  of  Boston 
In  the  Year  Nineteen  Hundred  and  Eighty-three 
An  Ordinance  Allowing  Appropriations  from  the  Gen- 
eral Fund  to  a  Trust  Fund  the  Purpose  of  Which  Is  to 
Construct  or  Rehabilitate  Housing  for  Low-  or  Mod- 
erate-Income Residents. 
Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston,  as  follows: 

Section  1 .  Definitions 

"Decadent  area,"  an  area  which  is  detrimental  to 
safety,  health,  morals,  welfare  or  sound  growth  of  a  com- 
munity because  of  the  existence  of  buildings  which  are  out 
of  repair,  physically  deteriorated,  unfit  for  human  habita- 
tion, or  obsolete,  or  in  need  of  major  maintenance  or  re- 
pair, or  because  buildings  have  been  torn  down  and  not 
replaced  and  in  which  under  existing  conditions  it  is  im- 
probable that  the  buildings  will  be  replaced,  or  because  of 
a  substantial  change  in  business  or  economic  conditions, 
or  because  of  inadequate  light,  air,  or  open  space,  or  be- 
cause of  excessive  land  coverage,  or  because  diversity  of 
ownership,  irregular  lot  sizes  or  obsolete  street  patterns 
make  it  improbable  that  the  area  will  be  redeveloped  by 
the  ordinary  operations  of  private  enterprise ,  or  by  reason 
of  any  combination  of  the  foregoing  conditions. 


"Low-  or  moderate-income  residents,"  shall  mean  per- 
sons residing  in  the  City  of  Boston  whose  total  annual  in- 
come does  not  exceed  eighty  percent  (80%)  of  the  median 
income  for  the  Boston  area  as  set  forth  in  regulations 
promulgated  from  time  to  time  by  the  United  States  De- 
partment of  Housing  and  Urban  Development  pursuant  to 
the  Housing  and  Community  Development  Act  of  1974, 
as  amended. 

"Substandard  area,"  an  area  wherein  dwellings  pre- 
dominate which,  by  reason  of  dilapidation,  overcrowd- 
ing, faulty  arrangement  or  design,  lack  of  ventilation, 
light,  or  sanitation  facilities,  or  any  combination  of  these 
factors,  are  detrimental  to  the  safety,  health,  morals,  wel- 
fare or  sound  growth  of  the  City  of  Boston. 

Section  2 .  Findings 

It  is  hereby  declared  that  decadent  or  substandard  areas 
exist  in  the  City  of  Boston,  and  that  each  of  such  areas 
constitutes  a  serious  and  growing  menace,  injurious  and 
inimical  to  the  safety,  health,  morals  and  welfare  of  the 
residents  of  the  City  of  Boston  and  the  sound  growth  of  the 
City  of  Boston;  that  the  existence  of  each  of  such  areas 
contributes  substantially  to  crime,  necessitating  exces- 
sive and  disproportionate  expenditure  of  public  funds  for 
the  preservation  of  the  public  health  and  safety,  for  crime 
prevention,  correction,  prosecution,  punishment,  and  the 
treatment  of  juvenile  delinquency  and  for  the  mainte- 
nance of  adequate  police,  fire  and  accident  protection  and 
other  public  services  and  facilities,  constitutes  an  eco- 
nomic and  social  liability,  substantially  impairs  or  arrests 
the  sound  growth  of  the  City  of  Boston,  and  retards  the 
provision  of  residential  buildings;  that  each  of  such  de- 
creases the  value  of  private  investments  and  threatens  the 
source  of  public  revenue  and  the  financial  stability  of  the 
City  of  Boston;  that  because  of  the  economic  and  social 
interdependence  of  different  areas  within  the  City  of  Bos- 
ton the  redevelopment  of  buildings  and  land  not  only  in 
substandard  areas  but  also  in  decadent  areas  to  promote 
the  sound  growth  of  the  City  of  Boston  is  necessary  in 
order  to  achieve  permanent  and  comprehensive  elimina- 
tion of  existing  slums  and  substandard  and  decadent  con- 
ditions and  to  prevent  the  recurrence  of  such  substandard 
or  decadent  conditions  or  their  development  in  other  parts 
of  the  City  of  Boston;  that  the  menace  of  decadent  or  sub- 
standard areas  is  beyond  remedy  and  control  solely  by 
regulatory  process  in  the  exercise  of  the  police  power  and 
cannot  be  dealt  with  effectively  by  the  ordinary  opera- 
tions of  private  enterprise  without  the  provisions  herein 
provided;  that  abandonment  of  residential  buildings  in 
such  areas  exacerbates  decadent  or  substandard  condi- 
tions; that  the  development  of  property  for  the  purpose  of 
eliminating  decadent  or  substandard  conditions  in  the 
City  of  Boston  is  a  public  use  and  purpose  for  which  pub- 
lic money  may  be  expended;  that  a  public  exigency  exists 
which  makes  the  use,  acquisition,  rehabilitation  or  re- 
building of  such  decadent  or  substandard  areas  for  resi- 
dential buildings  a  public  use  and  benefit;  and  the 
necessity  in  the  public  interest  for  the  provisions  hereinaf- 
ter enacted  is  hereby  declared  as  a  matter  of  legislative 
determination. 

It  is  hereby  further  declared  that  in  many  areas  through- 
out the  City  of  Boston  there  is  a  shortage  of  decent,  safe 
and  sanitary  buildings  for  residential  purposes:  that  this 
condition  is  most  extreme  in  areas  where  substandard  ar- 
eas exist;  that  the  aforesaid  conditions  cannot  be  cor- 
rected by  the  ordinary  operations  or  private  enterprise 
without  the  provisions  herein  provided;  that  the  provi- 
sions of  this  chapter  will  stimulate  the  investment  of  pri- 
vate capital  in  substandard  areas;  and  in  the  private 
construction,  maintenance  and  operation  in  such  areas  ot 
needed  decent,  safe  and  sanitary  buildings;  that  the  con- 
struction, maintenance  and  operation  of  such  buildings 
will  assist  in  achieving  permanent  and  comprehensive 
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elimination  of  existing  slums  and  substandard  conditions 
and  in  preventing  the  recurrence  or  redevelopment  of 
such  conditions. 
Section  3.  Appropriations  for  Housing 

A .  Appropriations  may  be  made  from  the  general  fund 
to  a  trust  the  trustee  of  which  is  the  Collector- Treasurer  of 
the  City  of  Boston  and  the  sole  purpose  of  which  is  to 
make  contributions  of  either  cash  or  loans  to  public  or 
private  development  entities  for  the  construction  or  reha- 
bilitation of  residential  buildings  in  the  City  of  Boston 
which  are  to  be  occupied  by  low-  or  moderate-income 
residents.  In  any  fiscal  year  appropriations  made  hereun- 
der shall  not  exceed  the  sum  of  the  amount  by  which  the 
proceeds  from  the  disposition  of  surplus  property  during 
that  fiscal  year  are  in  excess  of  the  amount  which  must  be 
expended  for  the  purposes  for  which  the  city  is  authorized 
to  incur  debt  for  a  period  of  ten  years  or  more  as  required 
by  chapter  486  of  the  Acts  of  1 909,  as  amended  by  chapter 
642  of  the  Acts  of  1966  and  chapter  190  of  the  Acts  of 
1982,  and  the  amount  of  debt  service  which  is  payable 
during  the  fiscal  year  in  which  the  appropriation  is  made. 

B.  Appropriations  made  hereunder  shall  be  made  only 
for  areas  previously  determined  to  be  urban  renewal  areas 
or  areas  determined  by  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  to  be 
decadent  or  substandard  areas. 


Declaration  of  Trust 
the  Neighborhood  Housing  Trust 
Know  all  men  by  these  presents  that  the  Collector-Trea- 
surer of  the  City  of  Boston,  hereinafter  referred  to  as 
"Trustee,"  acknowledges  that  he  has  received  on  behalf 
of  the  Neighborhood  Housing  Trust,  the  sum  of  One  Dol- 
lar ($1 .00)  from  a  donor,  whose  name,  together  with  the 
names  of  all  other  donors  to  this  trust  and  the  amounts 
contributed  to  each,  shall  be  kept  by  the  Trusteess  in  a 
permanent  record,  and  agrees  and  declares  for  himself, 
that  he  shall  hold  said  sum  and  all  other  gifts  made  to  his 
as  Trustee,  hereunder,  for  the  uses  and  purposes,  and  sub- 
ject to  the  duties  and  powers  herein  set  forth. 

Article  I 
Name  and  Purpose 
Section  1 . 1     Name 

This  Trust  shall  be  designated  and  known  as  "The 
Neighborhood  Housing  Trust"  ("Trust"). 
Section  1 .2    Purpose 

This  Trust  is  established  for  the  purpose  of  financing 
the  construction  or  rehabilitation  of  housing  which  bene- 
fits low-  or  moderate-income  residents  of  the  City  of  Bos- 
ton, and  in  this  connection  to  accept  funds  by  gift,  devise 
or  otherwise,  to  carry  out  the  foregoing  purposes;  pro- 
vided, that  all  Trust  property,  both  principal  and  income 
shall  be  used  only  in  the  City  of  Boston,  and  that  no  part  of 
Trust  property  or  the  earnings  thereof  shall  inure  to  the 
benefit  of  any  private  individual  except  as  herein  pro- 
vided. This  Trust  shall  not  take  part  in  any  political  cam- 
paign on  behalf  of  any  candidate  for  public  office.  As 
used  in  this  instrument  "low-  or  moderate-income  resi- 
dents of  the  City  of  Boston"  shall  mean  households  lo- 
cated in  the  City  of  Boston  whose  total  annual  income  is 
not  more  than  eighty  percent  (80%)  of  the  median  income 
for  the  Boston  area  as  set  forth  in  regulations  promulgated 
from  time  to  time  by  the  United  States  Department  of 
Housing  and  Urban  Development  pursuant  to  the  Hous- 
ing and  Community  Development  Act  of  1974,  as 
amended. 

Article  II 
Distribution  and  Use  of  Principal  and  Income 
Section  2.1     Method 

All  distributions  and  payments,  both  of  principal  and 
income,  shall  be  made  by  the  Trustee  upon  written  orders 


of  the  Managing  Committee  hereinafter  referred  to,  and 
the  Managing  Committee  shall  exercise  all  powers,  duties 
and  discretions  conferred  upon  it  through  the  action  of  a 
majority  of  its  members.    . 
Section  2.2    Purposes 

Except  as  provided  in  Section  2.3  hereof,  the  net  in- 
come, together  with  so  much  of  the  principal  as  the  Man- 
aging Committee  shall  determine,  shall  annually  be  used 
within  the  City  of  Boston: 
Section  2.2.1 

To  benefit  low-  or  moderate-income  residents  of  the 
City  of  Boston  by  making  contributions  of  either  cash  or 
loans  to  public  or  private  development  entities  for  the 
construction  or  rehabilitation  of  housing  in  the  City  of 
Boston;  provided,  however,  the  Trust  shall  accept  no  ap- 
plication for  cash  or  loans  from  an  individual  nor  shall  the 
Trust  directly  disburse  cash  or  loans  to  an  individual. 
Section  2.2.2 

Notwithstanding  any  provision  in  this  section  to  the 
contrary,  neither  the  Trustee  nor  the  Managing  Commit- 
tee shall  engage  in  any  activity  nor  shall  any  funds  be  dis- 
bursed by  the  Managing  Committee  except  in  a  manner 
consistent  with  the  requirements  of  the  Internal  Revenue 
Code  of  1954,  as  amended,  or  similar  provisions  of  sub- 
sequent revenue  acts  as  they  may  pertain  to  organizations 
organized  and  operated  exclusively  for  charitable  and  ed- 
ucational purposes. 
Section  2.3    Special  Gifts 

Where  the  donor  has  expressed  the  desire  that  the  prin- 
cipal be  kept  intact  and  only  the  income  or  part  thereof  be 
used,  if  such  a  gift  is  accepted,  the  Managing  Committee 
shall  respect  such  expressed  desire. 

Article  III 
The  Managing  Committee 
Section  3 . 1     Composition  of  the  Committee 

The  Managing  Committee  which  shall  determine  all 
distributions  and  payments  of  Trust  property  shall  consist 
of  nine  (9)  members  who  shall  serve  in  fiduciary  capacity 
without  compensation;  provided,  however,  they  shall  be 
reimbursed  for  all  expenses  reasonably  incurred  by  them 
in  the  performance  of  their  duties.  The  Managing  Com- 
mittee shall  consist  of  the  following  persons,  each  of 
whom  shall  be  a  resident  of  Boston  and  shall  hold  office 
until  the  appointment  and  qualification  of  his  successor: 

1 .  Director  of  the  Boston  Redevelopment  Authority, 
ex  officio. 

2.  Collector-Treasurer,  ex  officio. 

3.  President  of  the  Boston  City  Council,  ex  officio,  or 
his  designee  who  shall  be  a  member  the  Boston  City 
Council. 

4.  Designee  of  the  Mayor  of  the  City  of  Boston  who  has 
expertise  in  the  administration  of  programs  serving 
the  needs  of  low-  and  moderate-income  persons. 
Said  designee  initially  shall  serve  a  term  of  five 
years  and  thereafter  each  successor  shall  serve  a 
term  of  three  years.  Any  vacancy  in  office  shall  be 
filled  in  a  like  manner  for  the  unexpired  term. 

5.  Two  (2)  designeesof  the  Mayor  of  the  City  of  Boston 
who  are  affiliated  with  a  neighborhood-based  orga- 
nization operating  in  the  City  of  Boston  whose  pur- 
pose relates  to  the  low-  and  moderate-income 
housing  needs  of  the  City  of  Boston.  Said  designees 
initially  shall  serve  a  term  of  four  years  and  thereaf- 
ter each  successor  shall  serve  a  term  of  three  years. 
Any  vacancy  in  office  shall  be  filled  in  a  like  manner 
for  the  unexpired  term. 

6.  Designee  of  the  Mayor  of  the  City  of  Boston  who  is 
chosen  from  a  list  of  three  persons  compiled  by  the 
Greater  Boston  Real  Estate  Board.  Said  designee 
shall  serve  for  a  three-year  term.  Any  vacancy  in 
office  shall  be  filled  in  a  like  manner  for  the  unex- 
pired term. 
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7 .  Designee  of  the  Mayor  of  the  City  who  is  employed 
by  or  affiliated  with  a  financial  institution  located  in 
the  City  of  Boston  which  finances  residential  con- 
struction or  rehabilitation  in  the  City  of  Boston. 
Said  designee  initially  shall  serve  a  term  of  two 
years  and  thereafter  each  successor  shall  serve  a 
term  of  three  years.  Any  vacancy  in  office  shall  be 
filled  in  a  like  manner  for  the  unexpired  term. 

8 .  Designee  of  the  Mayor  of  the  City  of  Boston  who  is  a 
low-  or  moderate-income  tenant  chosen  from  a  list 
of  three  persons  compiled  by  an  organization  whose 
purpose  relates  to  tenant  issues. 

Each  successor  shall  be  designated  within  sixty  (60) 
days  after  the  expiration  of  a  term.  If  such  a  designa- 
tion is  not  made,  the  member  whose  term  has  ex- 
pired shall  be  deemed  to  be  reappointed  for  another 
full  term. 
Section  3 . 2    Election  of  a  Chairman 

The  Managing  Committee  shall  elect  one  (1)  of  its 
members  as  Chairman  who  shall  serve  a  two  (2)-year 
term. 
Section  3 . 3    Organization  of  the  Committee 

The  Managing  Committee  shall  appoint  a  secretary, 
who  may  or  may  not  be  a  member  of  the  Managing  Com- 
mittee, and  such  other  officers  or  employees  as  it  shall 
deem  necessary  or  desirable.  The  secretary  shall  keep  a 
record  of  the  proceedings  of  the  Managing  Committee 
and  shall  be  the  custodian  of  books,  documents  and  pa- 
pers filed  with  the  Managing  Committee.  The  Managing 
Committee  shall  provide  for  regular  and  special  meet- 
ings. A  majority  of  the  Managing  Committee  shall  consti- 
tute a  quorum  and  the  act  of  a  majority  of  the  full 
Committee  shall  be  deemed  to  be  an  act  of  the  Managing 
Committee.  The  Managing  Committee  shall  have  the 
power  to  adopt  rules  for  the  regulations  of  its  affairs  and 
the  conduct  of  its  business  and  to  issue  rules,  regulations 
and  policies  in  connection  with  the  performance  of  its 
functions  and  duties.  The  Managing  Committee  shall  fix 
the  compensation  to  be  paid  to  all  employees  other  than 
members  of  the  Managing  Committee.  Such  compensa- 
tion and  all  expenses  of  the  Managing  Committee  shall  be 
paid  by  the  Trustee  from  Trust  property  upon  receipt  of 
vouchers  therefor  certified  by  the  Managing  Committee 
or  by  an  officer  designated  for  the  purpose. 
Section  3.4    Written  Orders  to  the  Trustee 

Except  as  provided  in  Section  2.3,  hereof,  all  distribu- 
tions and  payments  shall  be  made  by  the  Trustee  only 
upon  written  orders  signed  by  a  majority  of  the  Managing 
Committee  stating  that  such  orders  were  authorized  by 
votes  passed  at  properly  called  meetings  of  the  Managing 
Committee  and  such  orders  shall  constitute  full  and  com- 
plete authority  to  the  Trustee  for  the  making  of  the  distri- 
butions or  payments,  therein  called  for.  The  Managing 
Committee,  however,  may  in  its  rules  provide  for  pay- 
ments of  sums  less  then  two  hundred  dollars  ($200)  upon 
orders  signed  by  an  officer  designated  for  the  purpose  by 
the  Managing  Committee. 

Section  3 . 5  Incorporation  of  the  Managing  Committee 
If  the  Managing  Committee  deems  it  desirable,  the 
Managing  Committee  may  become  incorporated  as  a 
charitable  corporation  under  chapter  1 80  of  the  General 
Laws  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts,  or  under 
any  statutory  successor  to  said  chapter,  for  the  purpose  of 
performing  the  duties  and  powers  herein  given  to  the 
Managing  Committee,  and  the  charter  or  bylaws  of  such 
corporation  shall  include,  by  reference,  or  otherwise, 
such  of  the  limitations  and  provisions  hereof  as  relate  to 
such  corporation  or  its  members  and  such  as  relate  to  the 
Managing  Committee  and  apply  to  such  corporation  or  its 
members.  Except  as  otherwise  expressly  provided  by  said 
chapter  1 80,  the  members  of  the  corporation  shall  be  ap- 


pointed in  the  same  manner  as  provided  for  members  of 
the  Managing  Committee.  Such  corporation  shall  act  by  a 
majority  vote  of  its  members.  In  general,  all  of  the  provi- 
sions of  this  Trust  relating  to  the  Managing  Committee 
and  its  members  shall  apply  to  such  corporation  and  its 
members;  provided,  however,  that  the  following  provi- 
sions, even  though  in  conflict  with  the  foregoing  provi- 
sions of  this  trust,  shall  govern: 
Section  3.5.1 

The  corporation  may  appoint  such  employees  or  agents 
as  it  deems  necessary.  The  expenses  of  the  corporation, 
including  such  compensation  to  the  employees  or  agents 
thereof  as  the  corporation  may  fix  and  the  Trustee  ap- 
prove, shall  be  paid  by  the  corporation  out  of  Trust  prop- 
erty, but  the  members  of  the  corporation  shall  serve 
without  compensation;  provided,  however,  members 
shall  be  reimbursed  for  all  expenses  reasonably  incurred 
by  them  in  the  performance  of  their  duties.

The  accounts  of  said  corporation  showing  receipts  and 
disbursements  on  account  of  income  and  on  account  of 
principal  shall  annually  be  audited  by  an  auditor  em- 
ployed by  the  Trustee,  whose  reasonable  compensation 
shall  be  paid  by  the  Trustee  out  of  Trust  property.

Article  IV 
Powers  of  the  Trustee 
Section  4.1  General

shall  have  the  exclusive  power  and  authority  to  invest  and 
reinvest,  manage  and  hold  Trust  property  for  the  purpose

To  determine  the  mode  in  which  expenses  incidental  to 
the  administration  of  the  trust  shall  be  borne  as  between 
principal  and  income,  and  to  apportion  the  same  between 
principal  and  income. 
Section  4.2.4 

To  amortize  any  premium  on  any  bonds  held  as  a  part  of 
the  trust  property  or  to  refrain  from  doing  so  as  he  shall 
determine. 
Section  4.2.5 

To  retain  and  hold  any  stock,  bond  or  other  security 
given  to  the  Trust  for  as  long  a  period  as  he  deems  advisa- 
ble subject  to  limitations  imposed  upon  the  gift. 
Section  4.2.6 

To  join  in  any  merger,  consolidation  or  reorganization 
of  any  corporation  or  association  whose  securities  shall 
be  held  as  part  of  Trust  property;  to  pay  any  calls  and 
assessments  imposed  upon  the  owner  of  such  securities  as 
a  condition  of  participating  therein;  and  to  consent  to  any 
contract,  lease,  mortgage,  purchase  or  sale  of  property, 
by  or  between  such  corporation  and  any  other  corporation 
or  person. 
Section  4.2.7 

To  deposit  any  security  with  any  protective  or  reorgani- 
zation committee  and  to  delegate  to  such  committee  such 
power  and  authority  with  relation  thereto  as  the  Trustee 
may  deem  proper,  and  to  agree  to  pay,  and  to  pay,  out  of 
the  property  of  this  Trust,  such  portion  of  the  expenses 
and  compensation  of  such  committee  as  he  may  deem 
proper. 
Section  4.2.8 

To  vote  all  stock  and  to  execute  and  deliver  proxies  or 
powers  of  attorney  to  such  person  or  persons  as  the 
Trustee  may  deem  proper,  granting  to  such  person  or  per- 
sons such  power  and  authority  with  relation  to  any  prop- 
erty or  securities  at  any  time  held  as  a  part  of  the  trust 
property  as  the  Trustee  deem  proper. 
Section  4.2.9 

To  exercise  all  powers  and  rights  of  subscription  or  oth- 
erwise which  in  any  manner  arise  out  of  ownership  of  se- 
curities held  as  part  of  Trust  property. 
Section  4.2. 10 

To  extend  the  time  of  payment  of  any  obligation. 
Section  4.2. 11 

To  compromise,  arbitrate  or  otherwise  adjust  claims  in 
favor  of  or  against  the  trust,  including  claims  for  taxes, 
either  in  total  or  partial  satisfaction  of  any  indebtedness  or 
other  obligation  and,  subject  to  the  provisions  hereof,  to 
continue  to  hold  the  same  for  such  period  of  time  as  thr 
Trustee  may  deem  appropriate. 
Section  4.2. 12 

To  grant  such  terms  of  credit  as  he  may  deem  proper, 
with  or  without  security,  upon  the  occasion  of  making  any 
sale  or  disposition  of  any  asset  contained  in  this  trust  and 
to  give  and  receive  money  in  order  to  effect  equality  in 
price  upon  the  occasion  of  making  any  exchange. 
Section  4.2. 13 

To  register  and  carry  any  securities  or  property  of  this 
Trust  in  the  name  of  a  nominee  or  nominees  without  des- 
ignation of  trust. 
Section  4.2. 14 

In  exercising  the  powers  and  authority,  whether  discre- 
tionary or  otherwise,  given  to  the  Trustee,  to  do  so 
through  agents  or  employees  appointed  by  him,  and  to 
select  and  employ  suitable  agents  and  employees,  and  to 
pay  their  reasonable  compensation  and  expenses. 
Article  V 
Accounts 

The  Trustee  shall  submit  on  behalf  of  the  Managing 
Committee  an  annual  account  of  the  Trust  to  the  Division 


of  Public  Charities  of  the  office  of  the  Attorney  General  of 
the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts,  or  to  such  other 
office  of  said  Commonwealth  as  shall  be  authorized  to 
receive  accounts  of  public  eharities .  Said  account  shall  be 
the  result  of  an  independent  audit. 

Article  VI 
Dissolution 
It  is  intended  that  this  Trust  shall  continue  in  perpetuity ; 
provided,  however,  for  any  reason,  it  become  impossible 
so  to  do,  then  this  Trust  may  be  terminated,  and  thereupon 
the  entire  property  then  held  as  part  of  this  fund  shall  be 
paid  over  and  conveyed  to  such  charitable  organization  as 
the  Managing  Committee,  by  vote  of  seven-ninths  (7/9)  of 
its  members,  shall  select,  provided  that  such  organization 
shall  be  one  which  is  qualified  for  exemption  from  tax 
under  section  501  (c)(3)  of  the  United  States  Internal  Rev- 
enue Code  of  1954,  as  amended,  or  successor  provisions 
of  subsequent  revenue  acts,  and  whether  incorporated  or 
not,  shall  be  one,  the  greater  part  of  whose  activities  in  the 
opinion  of  the  Committee,  serves  the  purpose  set  forth  in 
Section  1.2  hereof. 

Article  VII 
Miscellaneous 
Section  7. 1  Titles  and  Subtitles 

Titles  of  the  articles  and  titles  and  subtitles  of  the  sec- 
tions are  placed  herein  for  reference  only,  and  in  case  of 
any  conflict,  the  text  of  this  instrument,  other  than  such 
titles  or  subtitles,  shall  be  controlling. 
Section  7.2.  Governed  by  Massachusetts  Law 

This  Trust  shall  at  all  times  be  governed,  construed  and 
administered  in  accordance  with  the  laws  of  the  Com- 
monwealth of  Massachusetts. 
Section  7.3  Counterpart  Copies 

This  Declaration  of  Trust  may  be  printed  and  executed 
in  as  many  counterparts  as  deemed  desirable,  each  of 
which  shall  be  original  and  entitled  to  record.  At  least  one 
copy  shall  always  be  kept  on  file  and  open  to  public  in- 
spection in  the  office  of  the  Boston  City  Clerk.

Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts.  Any  amendment  shall 
take  effect  only  when  so  recorded.

Interim  report  on  Docket  No.  0186,  environmental  no- 
tice on  depression  of  Central  Artery  (referred  January  20, 
1982)  —  recommending  the  following  ordinance: 

City  of  Boston 
In  the  Year  Nineteen  Hundred  and  Eighty-three 
An  Ordinance  Establishing  the  North  End  Historic  Dis- 
trict and  the  North  End  Historic  Commission. 
Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston,  as  follows: 
Section  1.  City  of  Boston  Code,  Ordinances,  Title  7, 
hereby  amended  by  inserting  the  following  new  chapter. 
Chapter  4.  North  End  Historic  District. 
The  purpose  of  this  ordinance  is  to  promote  the  edu- 
cational, cultural,  economic  and  general  welfare  of  the 
public  through  the  preservation  and  protection  of  the 
distinctive  characteristics  of  the  buildings  and  places 
significant  in  the  history  of  the  City  of  Boston  that  are 
located  in  the  area  known  as  the  North  End  Neighbor- 
hood of  Boston,  and  through  the  maintenance  and  im- 
provement of  settings  for  such  buildings  and  places  and 
the  encouragement  of  design  compatible  therewith. 

There  is  hereby  established  an  Historic  District  to  be 
known  as  the  North  End  Historic  District  under  the  pro- 
visions of  the  Historic  District  Act,  General  Laws, 
chapter  40C  and  chapter  772 ,  Acts  of  1 975 ,  the  bounda- 
ries of  which  are  shown  on  the  accompanying  map. 

The  North  End  Historic  District  shall  be  comprised 
of  the  area  encompassed  by  the  following:  Starting  at  a 
point  of  intersection  of  the  Charles  River  and  Washing- 
ton Street  North,  near  the  Charlestown  Bridge,  and 
proceeding  easterly  along  the  river  bank  and  southerly 
along  the  harbor  line  to  a  point  opposite  an  extension  of 
Central  Street  into  the  harbor;  thence  westerly  by  such 
extension  to  the  intersection  of  Central  Street  and  At- 
lantic Avenue;  thence  northerly  by  the  middle  of  Atlan- 
tic Avenue  to  the  point  of  intersection  with  State  Street; 
thence  westerly  by  the  middle  of  State  Street  to  the  in- 
tersection of  New  Congress  Street;  thence  northwest- 
erly of  New  Congress  Street  to  the  intersection  of  New 
Sudbury  Street;  thence  northeasterly  by  the  middle  of 
New  Sudbury  Street  to  the  intersection  of  Washington 
Street  North;  thence  following  the  middle  of  Washing- 
ton Street  North  in  a  northerly  direction  to  the  point  of 
beginning. 

Section  2.  Definitions.  As  used  in  this  ordinance,  the 
following  words  shall  have  the  following  meanings: 

1.  "Exterior  architectural  feature,"  the  architectural 
style  and  general  arrangement  of  such  portion  of  the  exte- 
rior of  a  structure  as  is  designed  to  be  open  to  view  from  a 
public  way,  including  all  elevations  intended  to  be  seen  on 
free-standing  buildings,  and  kind,  color  and  texture  of  the 
building  material  of  such  portion  and  type  of  all  windows, 
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doors,  lights,  signs,  and  other  fixtures  appurtenant  to 
such  portion  except  those  exempted  from  review  in  ac- 
cordance with  chapter  40C  of  the  General  Laws  and  this 
ordinance. 

2.  "Structure,"  a  combination  of  materials  assembled 
at  a  fixed  location  to  give  support  or  shelter,  such  as  a 
building,  bridge,  trestle,  tower,  framework,  retaining 
wall,  tank,  tunnel,  tent,  stadium,  reviewing  stand,  plat- 

.  form,  bin,  fence,  sign,  flagpole  or  the  like.  The  word 
"structure"  shall  be  construed,  where  the  context  allows, 
as  though  followed  by  the  words  "or  part  thereof." 

3.  "Building  Commissioner,"  Commissioner  of  In- 
spectional  Services  of  the  City  of  Boston  or  his  assignee. 

4.  "Sign,"  a  sign,  marquee,  awning  or  other  exterior 
feature  protruding  from  any  structure. 

5.  "Commission,"  the  North  End  Historic  District 
Commission. 

Section  3.  North  End  Historic  District  Commission. 

There  is  hereby  established  an  Historic  District  Com- 
mission, under  the  provisions  of  the  General  Laws,  chap- 
ter 40C,  and  chapter  772,  Acts  1975,  consisting  of  five 
members  and  three  alternate  members  to  be  appointed  by 
the  Mayor  and  confirmed  by  the  City  Council.  When  the 
commission  is  first  established,  one  member  shall  be  ap- 
pointed for  a  term  of  one  year,  two  shall  be  appointed  for  a 
term  of  two  years  and  two  shall  be  appointed  for  a  term  of 
three  years.  When  the  commission  is  first  established, 
one  alternate  member  shall  be  appointed  for  a  term  of  one 
year,  one  alternate  member  shall  be  appointed  for  a  term 
of  two  years  and  one  alternate  member  shall  be  appointed 
for  a  term  of  three  years.  Successors  to  members  and  to 
alternate  members  shall  be  appointed  for  a  term  of  three 
years,  except  that  members  and  alternate  members  may 
be  appointed  during  a  term  to  fill  vacancies  occurring  on 
the  commission  for  the  remaining  portion  of  the  term. 

The  membership  of  the  commission  shall  be  comprised 
of  one  member  from  two  nominees  submitted  by  the  Soci- 
ety for  the  Preservation  of  New  England  Antiquities;  one 
member  from  two  nominees  submitted  by  the  Boston  So- 
ciety of  Architects;  one  member  from  two  nominees  serv- 
ing on  the  Boston  Landmarks  Commission;  one  member 
from  two  nominees  submitted  by  the  Greater  Boston  Real 
Estate  Board;  one  member,  a  resident  of  the  North  End 
Historic  District;  two  alternate  members  from  four  nomi- 
nees who  are  residents  of  the  North  End  Historic  District; 
one  alternate  member  from  two  nominees  serving  on  the 
Boston  Landmarks  Commission. 

The  commission  shall  elect  annually  a  chair  and  vice- 
chair  from  its  own  number  and  a  secretary  from  within  or 
without  its  number. 

Alternates  shall  have  all  powers  and  duties  of  regular 
members  when  called  to  serve  by  the  chair  or  vice-chair 
of  the  commission . 

All  members  and  alternates  shall  serve  without  com- 
pensation. All  members  and  alternates  shall  be  residents 
of  the  City  of  Boston.  It  is  preferred  that  the  majority  of 
membership  be  residents  of  the  Historic  District. 

Without  regard  to  chapter  3 1  of  the  General  Laws  and 
under  the  provisions  of  chapter  772,  Acts  of  1975,  as 
amended,  the  City  of  Boston  Environment  Department 
shall  provide  the  commission  with  an  administrative  staff 
adequate  to  carry  on  the  functions  of  the  commission  as 
provided  for  in  this  ordinance. 

Such  staff  shall  be  employees  of  the  Environment  De- 
partment, and  notwithstanding  the  foregoing  the  com- 
mission may  contract  directly  for  such  professional  and 
expert  technical  assistance  as  such  business  shall  require. 

For  the  purposes  of  chapter  268  A  of  the  General  Laws, 
every  member  of  the  Commission,  and  every  person  who 
shall,  on  a  part-time  and  consultative  basis,  perform  any 
professional  services  for  the  commission,  such  as  serv- 
ices of  architect,  attorney,  engineer,  architectural  histo- 
rian, planner,  environmentalist  or  expert  on  construction, 


finance,  real  estate  or  traffic,  shall  be  deemed  to  be  a  spe- 
cial municipal  employee. 

The  commission  shall  adopt  bylaws  which  specify  the 
standards  and  criteria  included  in  the  Historic  District 
Study  Report.  Amendments  to  criteria  may  be  estab- 
lished by  amendments  to  the  bylaws  of  the  Commission. 

Section  4.  Administration  of  Historic  Districts.  No 
building,  or  property,  or  structure  within  the  Historic 
District  shall  be  constructed,  demolished,  moved  or  al- 
tered in  any  way  that  affects  exterior  architectural  fea- 
tures, and  no  building  shall  be  moved  into  the  Historic 
District  unless  the  commission  shall  first  have  issued  a 
Certificate  of  Appropriateness,  a  Certificate  of  Hardship 
or  a  Certificate  of  Non- Applicability  with  respect  to  such 
construction,  demolition,  alteration  or  movement.  The 
building  commissioner  shall  not  issue  a  permit  within  a 
Historic  District  unless  one  of  the  certificates  noted  above 
has  first  been  issued  by  the  Commission  or  the  proposed 
■improvement  is  exempted  from  these  provisions  by  sec- 
tion 78. 

Section  5 .  Exemptions  to  Review. 

The  Authority  of  the  Commission  is  not  extended  to  the 
review  of  the  following: 

1 .  Temporary  structures  or  signs,  subject,  however,  to 
such  conditions  as  to  duration  of  use,  location,  light- 
ing, removal  and  similar  matters  as  the  commission 
may  reasonably  specify  in  the  standards  and  criteria. 

2.  Decorative  lighting  fixtures  within  entryways. 

3.  Paint  or  stain  of  any  color  not  on  any  masonry  or 
brick  surface. 

4 .  Ordinary  maintenance  or  repair  of  an  exterior  archi- 
tectural feature  which  involves  no  change  in  design, 
material  or  outward  appearance  thereof. 

5.  Construction,  reconstruction,  alteration  or  demoli- 
tion of  any  such  feature  which  the  building  commis- 
sioner shall  certify  is  required  by  the  public  safety 
because  of  an  unsafe  or  dangerous  condition. 

6.  Rear  elevations  except  on  free-standing  buildings. 

Section  6.  Applications  for  Certificates  from  Historic 
District  Commission. 

Any  person  who  is  required  to  obtain  a  certificate  from 
the  commission  shall  file  with  the  commission,  an  appli- 
cation for  a  Certificate  of  Appropriateness,  a  certificate 
of  Non-Applicability,  or  a  Certificate  of  Hardship,  as  the 
case  may  be,  in  such  form  as  the  commission  may  reason- 
ably determine,  together  with  such  plans,  elevations, 
specifications,  material  and  other  information,  includ- 
ing, in  the  case  of  demolition  or  removal,  a  statement  of 
the  proposed  condition  and  appearance  of  the  property 
thereafter,  as  may  be  reasonably  deemed  necessary  by  the 
commission  to  enable  it  to  make  a  determination  on  the 
application. 

Within  eight  days  after  the  filling  for  a  Certificate  of 
Appropriateness,  Saturdays,  Sundays,  and  legal  holidays 
excluded,  the  commission  shall  determine  the  properties 
materially  affected  by  the  application.  Unless  a  public 
hearing  on  such  application  is  waived  in  writing  by  all 
persons  entitled  to  a  notice,  the  commission  shall  require 
its  secretary  to  give,  by  mail,  reasonable  notice  of  a  public 
hearing  before  the  commission  on  such  application  to  the 
applicant,  the  owners  of  all  property  determined  by  the 
commission  to  be  materially  affected  as  they  appear  on 
the  most  recent  real  estate  tax  list,  and  any  persons  filling 
a  written  request  for  notice  of  hearings,  such  requests  to 
be  renewed  yearly  in  December. 

The  commission,  as  soon  as  may  be  convenient  follow- 
ing such  public  hearing,  or  the  waiver  thereof,  but  within 
thirty  days,  Saturdays,  Sundays,  and  legal  holidays  ex- 
cluded, after  the  filing  of  the  application  for  the  Certifi- 
cate of  Appropriateness,  or  within  such  further  time  as 
the  applicant  may  in  writing  allow,  shall  determine 
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whether  or  not  the  construction,  reconstruction,  altera- 
tion, or  demolition  of  the  exterior  architectural  feature  is 
consistent  with  the  purpose  of  this  ordinance  and 
whether,  notwithstanding  that  it  may  be  inappropriate 
owing  to  conditions  especially  affecting  the  structure  in- 
volved but  not  affecting  the  historic  North  End  district 
generally,  failure  to  issue  a  Certificate  of  Appropriateness 
will  involve  a  substantial  hardship  to  the  applicant  and 
such  a  certificate  may  be  issued  without  substantial  detri- 
ment to  the  public  welfare  and  without  substantial  deroga- 
tion from  the  intent  and  purposes  of  this  ordinance. 

In  passing  upon  appropriateness,  the  commission  shall 
consider,  in  addition  to  other  pertinent  factors  as  speci- 
fied in  the  standards  and  criteria  section  of  the  bylaws,  the 
historical  and  architectural  value  and  significance,  archi- 
tectural style,  general  design,  arrangement,  texture  and 
material  of  the  exterior  architectural  feature  involved  and 
the  relationship  thereof  to  the  exterior  architectural  fea- 
tures of  other  structures  in  the  immediate  neighborhood. 

If  the  commission  determines  that  a  Certificate  of  Ap- 
propriateness should  be  granted,  the  secretary  of  the  com- 
mission shall  issue  to  the  applicant  a  Certificate  of 
Appropriateness.  If  the  commission  fails  to  make  a  deter- 
mination within  the  time  hereinafter  prescribed,  the  sec- 
retary of  the  commission  shall  issue  to  the  applicant  a 
Certificate  of  Hardship.  If  the  commission  determines 
that  a  certificate  not  be  issued,  then  the  commission  shall 
include  in  its  records  the  reason  for  such  determination 
and  recommendation  it  may  have.  The  secretary  shall 
then,  by  mail,  give  notice  of  such  determination  to  the 
applicant  and  to  every  person  filing  a  written  request  for 
such  notice,  enclosing  with  it  an  attested  copy  of  the  rea- 
sons and  recommendations  as  contained  in  the  records  on 
the  commission. 

Every  person  about  to  apply  to  the  Building  Commis- 
sioner for  a  permit  to  construct  any  structure  in  the  His- 
toric District  or  to  reconstruct,  alter  or  demolish  any 
structure  now  or  hereafter  in  said  district  shall  deposit 
with  the  secretary  of  the  commission  his  application  for 
such  permit  together  with  such  plans,  specifications  and 
other  material  as  the  commission  may  from  time  to  time 
prescribe.  Within  eight  days  thereafter,  Saturdays,  Sun- 
days, and  legal  holidays  excluded,  the  commission  shall 
consider  such  application,  plans  specifications  and  other 
material  and  determine  whether  any  exterior  architec- 
tural feature  is  involved.  If  it  is  so  determined  that  no  exte- 
rior architectural  feature  is  involved,  the  secretary  of  the 
commission  shall  endorse  on  the  application  a  Certificate 
of  Non-Applicability  and  return  the  application,  plans, 
specifications  and  other  material  to  the  applicant. 

Section  7.  Appears. 

Under  the  provision  of  the  General  Laws,  chapter  40C, 
section  12A,  any  applicant  aggrieved  by  a  determination 
of  the  commission,  may,  within  twenty  days  after  the  fil- 
ing of  the  notice  of  such  determination  or.  such  finding 
with  the  City  Clerk,  appeal  to  the  Superior  Court  for  Suf- 
folk County.  The  court  shall  hear  all  pertinent  evidence 
and  shall  annul  the  determination  of  the  commission  if  it 
finds  the  decision  of  the  commission  to  be  unsupported  by 
the  evidence,  or  to  exceed  the  authority  of  the  commis- 
sion, or  may  remand  the  case  for  further  action  by  the 
commission,  or  make  such  other  decree  as  justice  and  eq- 
uity may  require.  The  remedy  provided  by  this  section 
shall  be  exclusive;  but  the  parties  shall  have  all  rights  of 
appeal  and  exception  as  in  other  equity  cases.  Costs  shall 
not  be  allowed  against  the  commission  unless  it  shall  ap- 
pear to  the  court  that  the  commission  acted  with  gross 
negligence,  in  bad  faith  or  with  malice  in  the  matter  from 
which  the  appeal  was  taken.  Costs  shall  not  be  allowed 
against  the  party  appealing  from  such  determination  of 
the  commission  unless  it  shall  appear  to  the  court  that  the 
appellant  acted  in  bad  faith  or  with  malice  in  making  the 
appeal  to  the  court. 


Section  8.  Enforcement. 

Whoever,  without  the  certificate  required  by  and  effec- 
tive in  accordance  with  this  act,  shall  undertake  any  con- 
struction, reconstruction,  restoration,  exterior 
execution,  exterior  replacement  or  alteration  or  demoli- 
tion with  respect  to  any  exterior  architectural  feature  in 
Bay  Village  Historic  District  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  of 
not  less  than  fifty  dollars  nor  more  than  five  hundred  dol- 
lars, and  whoever,  after  having  received  from  the  Com- 
missioner appropriate  notice  to  desist,  shall,  in  violation 
of  this  act,  permit  any  exterior  architectural  feature  in  the 
historic  district  to  continue  to  exist  shall  be  punished  by  a 
fine  of  not  less  than  fifty  dollars  nor  more  than  five  hun- 
dred dollars.  A  separate  offense  shall  occur  every  day 
during  any  portion  of  which  any  such  violation  shall  tran- 
spire. 

Upon  petition  of  the  Commission,  the  superior  court 
for  Suffolk  County  may  restrain  any  construction,  recon- 
struction, restoration,  exterior  replacement,  alteration, 
or  demolition  in  violation  of  this  act  and  may  order  the 
removal  in  whole  or  in  part  of  any  exterior  architectural 
feature  permitted  to  exist  in  violation  of  this  act  and  may 
order  such  reconstruction  or  restoration  as  may  be  neces- 
sary or  desirable  to  redress  any  alterations  or  demolition 
undertaken  in  violation  of  this  act. 

Section  9.  Fees. 

The  fee  that  shall  accompany  an  application  for  a  Cer- 
tificate of  Appropriateness  form  the  North  End  Histoic 
District  Commission  shall  be  set  by  ordinance. 

Section  10.  Other  Functions  of  Commission. 

The  commission  shall  adopt  rules  and  regulations  for 
the  conduct  of  its  business,  not  inconsistent  with  chapter 
40C  of  the  General  Laws,  or  with  the  purpose  of  this  ordi- 
nance. The  commission  with  approval  of  the  Mayor  and 
City  Council  may  receive  and  accept  appropriations, 
grants  and  gifts  for  the  furthering  of  the  purposes  of  this 
ordinance.  It  may  establish  an  historic  marker  program, 
publish  guides,  maps  and  other  appropriate  publication  to 
illustrate  historical  and  architectural  resources  of  the  His- 
toric District.  The  commission  may  propose  changes  in 
the  North  End  Historic  District  boundaries  and  additional 
historic  districts  as  it  deems  appropriate,  subject  to  the 
General  Laws,  chapter  40C  and  to  chapter  772,  Acts  of 
1975,  as  amended. 

Section  1 1 .  Severability. 

In  case  any  section,  paragraph  or  part  of  this  ordinance 
be  for  any  reason  declared  invalid  or  unconstitutional  by 
any  court  of  last  resort,  every  other  section,  paragraph  or 
part  shall  continue  in  full  force  and  effect. 

Section  Two.  the  Commission  shall  notify,  by  mail,  all 
property  owners  in  the  historic  district  of  the  establish- 
ment of  the  district.  After  passage  of  this  ordinace,  and 
prior  to  establishment  of  the  North  End  Historic  District 
Commission,  the  Boston  Landmarks  Commission  may 
assume  the  powers  and  responsibilities  of  the  Commis- 
sion. 

Section  Three,  this  ordinance  shall  take  effect  thirty 
days  following  approval  by  the  Mayor.

ORDER  FOR  PETITION  FOR  SPECIAL  LAW  RE 
ABOLISHING  THE  BRA 

Coun.  FLYNN  offered  the  following: 

Ordered,  That  a  petition  to  the  General  Court,  accom- 
panied by  a  bill  for  a  special  law  relating  to  the  City  of 
Boston  to  be  filed  with  an  attested  copy  of  this  order  be, 
and  hereby  is,  approved  under  clause  (1)  of  section  8  of 
Article  2,  as  amended,  of  the  Amendments  to  the  Consti- 
tution of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts,  to  the  end 
that  legislation  be  adopted  providing  precisely  as  follows, 
except  for  clerical  or  editorial  changes  of  form  only: 

Section  1.  Chapter  751  of  the  Acts  of  1969  is  further 
amended  by  inserting  after  the  third  paragraph  of  section 
4  the  following:  "The  Boston  Redevelopment  Authority 
is  hereby  abolished;  and  all  property  of  the  City  of  Boston 
in  the  custody  of  the  Boston  Redevelopment  Authority 
and  all  appropriations  of  the  City  of  Boston  for  the  use  of 
said  authority  are  hereby  transferred  to  and  vested  in  a 
Department  of  Planning  and  Development,  the  powers 
and  duties  of  which  may  be  redefined  and  reallocated  by 
city  ordinance;  and  all  persons  appointed  by  or  holding 
by,  through  or  under,  said  authority  are  hereby  transfer- 
red to  and  made  employees  of  said  Department  of  Plan- 
ning and  Developmet  without  reduction  in  their  rank  or 
compensation,  or  impairment  of  their  Civil  Service 
rights,  or  their  retirement  rights,  or  their  vacation,  holi- 
day or  sick  leave  rights.  The  provisions  of  this  section 
regarding  the  transfer  of  employees  of  the  Boston  Rede- 
velopment Authority  to  the  Department  of  Planning  and 
Development  do  not  apply  to  the  members  of  the  govern- 
ing board  of  said  Authority,  established  under  section  5  of 
chapter  75 1  of  the  Acts  of  1969.  The  director  of  this  de- 
partment will  be  appointed  by  the  Mayor  to  serve  at  his 
pleasure.  All  powers  and  duties  of  the  governing  board  of 
the  Boston  Redevelopment  Authority  are  hereby  transfer- 
red to  the  Department  of  Planning  and  Development  and 
the  director  thereof  is  authorized  to  assume  these  powers. 
Subsequent  changes  in  powers  and  duties  of  the  Depart- 
ment of  Planning  and  Development  and  the  duties  of  the 
director  shall  be  made  by  ordinance  with  the  approval  of 
the  Mayor.  Chapter  31  of  the  General  Laws  of  Massachu- 
setts and  rules  made  thereunder  shall  continue  to  apply  to 
every  person  transferred  to  the  Department  of  Planning 
and  Development,  if  at  the  time  of  such  transfer  such  per- 
sons hold  an  office  or  position  under  a  permanent  Civil 
Service  appointment  and  are  not  still  serving  their  proba- 
tionary periods.  Said  chapter  31  and  rules  made  thereun- 
der shall  govern  promotions  among  those  to  whom  they 
continue  to  apply.

Whereas,  An  article  in  the  Boston  Globe  Magazine  of 
Sunday,  October  23,  1983.  by  James  P.  Brady,  director  of 
research  for  the  Boston  Arson  Strike  Force,  dealt  the  eco- 
nomic causes  of  arson  for  profit;  and 

Whereas,  During  the  course  of  the  interviews  Mr. 
Brady  conducted  with  Boston  Fire  Commissioner  George 
Paul,  Boston  Fire  Marshal  John  White,  and  State  Fire 
Marshal  Joseph  O'Keefe,  these  officials  were  quoted  as 
having  expressed  the  view  that  arson  was  a  problem  with 
certain  ethnic  and  minority  groups,  and  in  one  instance  a 
flatly  racist  remark  was  attributed  to  one  official;  and 

Whereas,  There  is  clearly  no  room  for  even  the  hint  of 
ethnic  and  racial  slurs  on  the  part  of  public  officials  in  the 
City  of  Boston,  and  this  becomes  all  the  more  reprehensi- 
ble when  such  heinous  crimes  as  arson  are  involved:  and 

Whereas,  Commissioner  Paul.  Chief  White,  and  Chief 
O'Keefe  should  offer  a  full  explanation  of  their  statements 
to  the  people  of  the  City  of  Boston  and  deserve  to  have  a 
forum  to  air  that  explanation:  now.  therefore,  be  it 

Ordered.  That  the  Boston  City  Council  convene  a 
Committee  of  the  Whole  hearing  on  Wednesday.  October 
26.  1983,  at2:30p.m.  for  the  purpose  of  investigating  the 
statements  of  Boston  and  state  fire  officials  quoted  by  Mr. 
Brady  in  the  Globe  Magazine,  and  that  Fire  Commis- 
sioner George  Paul.  Boston  Fire  Marshal  John  White, 
and  State  Fire  Marshal  Joseph  O'Keefe  be  summond  and 
invited  to  attend;  and  further,  be  it 

Ordered,  That  the  author  of  this  article.  Mr.  John 
Brady,  also  be  invited  to  attend.

subjecting  them  to  breaking  and  entry  and  theft;  and 

Whereas,  The  practical  solution  to  the  problem  raised 
by  these  regulations  would  be  to  require  the  posting  on  the 
vehicle  of  the  name,  address  and  telephone  number  of  the 
principal  for  whom  the  owner  of  the  commercial  vehicle 
is  an  agent;  now,  therefore,  be  it 

Ordered,  That  the  Department  of  Traffic  and  Parking 
revise  the  regulations  which  took  effect  on  Tuesday,  Oc- 
tober 25,  1983,  to  require  the  posting  of  the  name,  ad- 
dress and  telephone  number  of  the  business  which  owns 
the  commercial  vehicle  or  which  employs  the  owner  of 
the  commercial  vehicle,  in  letter  not  less  than  two  inches 
in  height  on  each  side  of  said  vehicle.

I  enclose  herewith  and  urge  you  to  adopt  certain  orders 
which  would  authorize  the  city  to  enter  into  a  long-term 
contract  for  the  disposal  of  city's  residential  rubbish  at  a 
resource  recovery  facility  to  be  constructed  in  the  City  of 
Boston  on  the  site  of  the  existing  city  incinerator. 

After  a  thorough  selection  process,  the  Commissioner 
of  Public  Works  has  recommended  that  the  city  contract 
with  a  joint  venture  partnership  between  Air  Products  and 
Chemicals,  Inc.,  and  Browning-Ferris  Industries,  Inc., 
for  the  development  of  a  steam  and  electricity  generating 
incinerator  which  would  guarantee  a  solution  to  Boston's 
solid  waste  disposal  problem  well  into  the  twenty-first 
century.  There  is  no  question  that  the  city  must  address 
the  solid  waste  problem;  there  is  no  location  within  the 
city  which  is  appropriate  for  dumping  rubbish,  and  the 
option  of  dumping  in  landfills  in  other  communities  will 
be  increasingly  unavailable  in  the  future.  By  supporting 
this  project  through  tax-exempt  industrial  development 
bonds,  based  solely  on  the  credit  of  the  private  parties,  the 
city  can  make  progress  toward  the  long-term  solution  that 
is  now  standard  in  many  European  countries  and  becom- 
ing standard  throughout  the  United  States. 

When  your  Honorable  body  holds  a  hearing  on  this 
matter,  Commissioner  Casazza  will  present  to  you  the  de- 
tails of  the  project .

and  hereby  is,  approved  under  clause  (1)  of  section  8  of 
article  2,  as  amended,  of  the  Amendments  to  the  Consti- 
tution of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts,  to  the  end 
that  legislation  be  adopted  providing  precisely  as  follows, 
except  for  clerical  or  editorial  changes  of  form  only: 

Section  1 .  Discrimination  in  the  sale  or  rental  of  hous- 
ing on  the  basis  of  the  distinctions  specified  in  the  ordi- 
nance creating  the  Boston  Fair  Housing  Commission 
(BFHC)  is  hereby  declared  to  be  unlawful.  In  any  pro- 
ceeding before  the  BFHC  in  which  the  BFHC  finds  that  a 
respondent  has  engaged  in  any  such  discrimination,  the 
BFHC  is  hereby  empowered  to  issue  and  cause  to  be 
served  on  such  respondent  an  order  requiring  such  re- 
spondent to  cease  and  desist  from  such  discrimination, 
and  may  further  issue  and  cause  to  be  served  on  such  re- 
spondent an  order  requiring  on  the  part  of  the  respondent 
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attirmative  action  including,  but  not  limited  to,  payment 
of  compensatory  damages  to  the  person  aggrieved  by 
such  discrimination,  payment  of  a  civil  penalty  of  no 
more  than  $10,000,  payment  of  reasonable  attorney's 
fees,  or  other  civil  remedy  as,  in  the  judgment  of  the 
BFHC,  will  effectuate  the  purposes  of  the  Boston  ordi- 
nance creating  the  BFHC. 

Section  2.  Judicial  review  of  BFHC  orders  shall  be  in 
accordance  with  G.L.  c.  30A,  s.  14.  The  Corporation 
Counsel  for  the  City  of  Boston  is  hereby  empowered  to 
file  a  civil  action  in  Superior  Court  to  enforce  any  order  of 
the  BFHC. 

Section  3 .  The  director,  and  such  other  employees  of 
the  BFHC  as  the  City  Council  shall  from  time  to  time  des- 
ignate by  ordinance,  shall  be  exempt  from  the  provisions 
of  G.L.  c.  31. 

Section  4.  The  provisions  of  the  Boston  Fair  Housing 
ordinance  shall  apply  to  housing  accommodations  within 
the  City  of  Boston  except  those  housing  accommodations 
in  any  building  or  structure  containing  two  dwelling  units 
or  three  dwelling  units,  one  of  which  is  occupied  by  the 
owner  thereof  as  his  permanent  residence;  provided, 
however,  that  two  or  more  adjoining  buildings  or  struc- 
tures of  two  or  three  dwelling  units  under  common  legal 
or  beneficial  ownership  shall  constitute  a  single  building 
or  structure  for  this  purpose;  and  provided,  further,  that 
no  building  or  structure  shall  be  considered  occupied  by 
the  owner  thereof  unless  all  beneficial  owners  occupy  one 
or  more  dwellings  therein  as  their  permanent  residence. 

Section  5.  The  Boston  Fair  Housing  Commission  may 
adopt  rules  and  regulations  consisteny  with  the  ordinance 
and  the  laws  of  the  Commonwealth  to  carry  out  the  policy 
and  provisions  of  the  ordinance  and  the  powers  and  duties 
of  the  commission  in  connection  therewith,  provided,

Massachusetts  Avenue  in  Roxbury. 

1010  Massachusetts  Avenue  Trust  proposes  to  pur- 
chase the  land  and  building  as  1010  Massachusetts  Ave- 
nue. The  57,000  square-foot,  first  floor  of  the  building 
will  be  rehabilitated  for  light  industrial  jobs.

The  Boston  Industrial  Development  Financing  Author- 
ity has  reviewed  and  considered  an  industrial  develop- 
ment project  proposed  by  1010  Massachusetts  Avenue 
Realty  Trust. 

1010  Massachusetts  Avenue  Realty  Trust  is  a  nominee 
trust  owned  equally  by  Boston  Realty  Advisors,  Inc.

Attached  is  a  proposed  City  Council  order  permitting 
the  city  to  apply  for  approximately  $1 ,650,000  in  Urban 
Development  Action  Grant  (UDAG)  funds  to  create  1 12 
housing  units  for  low-  and  moderate-income  persons  (one 
resident  superintendent's  apartment)  in  the  Charlestown 
Navy  Yard.  This  project  consists  of  the  conversion  and 
substantial  rehabilitation  of  Building  103,  the  anchor  and 
chain  storage  building  into  an  elderly  residential  complex 
to  bring  the  total  number  of  newly  created  housing  units  in 
the  Charlestown  Navy  Yard  to  479.  The  UDAG  would  be 
used  to  help  finance  the  project. 

The  BRA  has  worked  closely  with  the  developers, 
Building  103  Associates,  a  limited  partnership  with  Mel 
A.  Barkan,  managing  general  partner,  Louis  N.  Garfield, 
general  partner  and  Immobiliare,  New  England,  general 
partner,  to  assemble  a  financial  package  that  will  allow 
sufficient  rent  subsidy  to  enable  low-  and  moderate-in- 
come elderly  to  be  afford  the  proposed  units.  This  project 
will  utilize  the  newly  appropriated  Massachusetts  interest 
subsidy  program  funds.  The  Massachusetts  Housing  Fi- 
nance Authority  (MHFA)  will  provide  a  thirty-year  mort- 
gage for  $3,429,000  for  this  project. 

This  project  is  significant  because  it  allows  the  city  to 
realize  a  longstanding  commitment  to  the  Charlestown 
community  to  provide  subsidized  elderly  housing  in  the 
Navy  Yard.

Ordered,  That  a  petition  to  the  General  Court,  accom- 
panied by  a  bill  for  a  special  law  relating  to  the  City  of 
Boston  to  be  filed  with  an  attested  copy  of  this  order  be, 
and  hereby  is,  approved  under  clause  (1)  of  section  8  of 
article  2,  as  amended  of  the  Amendments  to  the  Constitu- 
tion of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts,  to  the  end 
that  legislation  be  adopted  providing  precisely  as  follows, 
except  for  clerical  or  editorial  errors. 
Changes  of  form  only: 

It  is  hereby  found  and  declared  that,  as  a  result  of  in- 
creased demand  and  decreased  supply,  there  is  presently 
in  the  City  of  Boston  an  inadequate  supply  of  safe,  decent 
and  affordable  housing  for  low-or  moderate-income  per- 
sons. This  inadequate  supply  of  safe,  decent  and  afforda- 
ble housing  results  in  housing  presently  occupied  by-low 
or  moderate-income  persons  which  is  overcrowded,  out 
of  repair,  in  need  of  major  repair,  physically  deteriorated, 
obsolete  and  unfit  for  human  habitation.  The  existence  of 
such  overcrowded,  out  of  repair,  in  need  of  major  repair, 
physically  deteriorated,  obsolete,  and  unfit  housing  is 
detrimental  to  the  safety,  health,  morals,  welfare  and 
sound  growth  of  the  City  of  Boston.  Certain  private  real 
estate  development  projects  in  the  City  of  Boston,  while 
increasing  employment  opportunities  and  revenue  for  the 
City  of  Boston,  also  create  an  increased  demand  for,  and 
have  a  detrimental  effect  on  the  existing  supply  of  safe, 
decent  and  affordable  housing  for  low-or  moderate-in- 


come persons.  Private  enterprise,  in  its  ordinary  opera- 
tion, cannot  adequately  rehabilitate  existing  housing  for 
occupancy  by  low-or  moderate-income  persons  nor  ade- 
quately meet  the  demand  for  construction  of  safe,  decent 
and  affordable  housing  for  low-or  moderate-income  per- 
sons. 

It  is  further  found  that  it  is  in  the  public  interest  of  the 
City  of  Boston  to  benefit  the  general  health,  welfare  and 
safety  of  its  residents,  a  public  purpose  for  which  public 
money  may  be  expended,  by  increasing  the  supply  of 
safe,  decent,  and  affordable  housing  for  low-or  moder- 
ate-income persons  by  assisting  in  financing  the  con- 
struction and  the  rehabilitation  of  such  housing. 
Therefore,  as  a  result  of  the  foregoing,  the  City  of  Boston 
is  authorized  to  impose  an  excise  upon  certain  private  real 
estate  development  projects  pursuant  to  the  following  or 
pursuant  to  an  ordinance  not  inconsistent  with  the  follow- 
ing. 

Section  1 . 

The  following  words  and  phrases,  as  used  in  this  act, 
shall  unless  the  context  otherwise  requires,  have  the  fol- 
lowing meanings: 
City,  means  the  City  of  Boston. 

Development  Project,  means  the  planned  construction, 
expansion  or  substantial  rehabilitation,  or  any  combina- 
tion of  the  foregoing,  in  excess  of  100,000  gross  square 
feet  of  all  space  other  than  residential  or  industrial  space 
in  the  City  of  Boston. 

Direct  Displacement,  means  the  substantial  reduction 
as  defined  in  regulations  to  be  promulgated  by  the  Boston 
Redevelopment  Authority,  in  the  supply  of  housing  units 
for  low-or  moderate-income  persons. 
Gross  Square  Feet,  means  the  sum  of  areas  of  all  floors  of 
a  structure,  as  measured  by  the  exterior  faces  of  the  walls, 
but  excluding  parking  space  which  is  enclosed  within  the 
structure  or  accessory  to  the  structure. 

Housing  Units,  means  a  room  or  group  of  rooms  form- 
ing a  habitable  unit  with  facilities  used  or  intended  to  be 
used  for  living,  sleeping,  cooking  and  eating.  For  resi- 
dential structure  not  divided  into  housing  units,  each  two 
sleeping  rooms  for  single  or  double  occupancy  and  each 
four  beds  in  sleeping  rooms  that  contain  beds  for  more 
than  two  persons  shall  be  deemed  to  constitute  one  hous- 
ing unit. 

Industrial  Development  Project,  means  the  planned 
construction,  expansion  or  substantial  rehabilitation,  or 
any  combination  of  the  foregoing,  in  excess  of  100,000 
gross  square  feet  of  industrial  space  in  the  City  of  Boston. 

Industrial  Space,  means  space  used  for  giving  new 
shapes,  new  qualities  or  new  combinations  to  matter  as 
material  product  or  to  the  assembly,  processing,  preser- 
vation, storage,  handling  or  transportation  of  manufac- 
tured or  material  products  or  space  which  is  subject  to  an 
Economic  Development  Plan  as  defined  under  chapter 
1 097  of  the  Acts  of  1 97 1 ,  as  amended . 

Low-or  Moderate-Income  Persons,  means  persons  re- 
siding in  the  City  of  Boston  whose  total  annual  income 
does  not  exceed  80  percent  of  the  median  income  for  the 
Boston  area  as  set  forth  in  regulations  promulgated  from 
time  to  time  by  the  United  states  Department  of  Housing 
and  Urban  Development  pursuant  to  the  Housing  and 
Community  Development  Act  of  1974,  as  amended. 

Neighborhood  Housing  Trust,  means  a  Massachusetts 
charitable  trust. 

Owner,  means  the  individual,  corporation,  firm,  joint 
venture,  partnership,  association  or  any  other  legally  rec- 
ognized entity,  or  any  combination  of  the  foregoing  and 
successors  in  interest,  having  a  legal  interest  in  a  develop- 
ment project,  industrial  development  project  or  residen- 
tial development  project,  but  excluding  the  United  States, 
Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  and  political  subdivi- 
sion thereof. 
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Residential  Development  Project,  means  the  planned 
construction,  expansion  or  substantial  rehabilitation,  or 
any  combination  of  the  foregoing,  in  excess  of  100,000 
gross  square  feet  of  residential  space  in  the  City  of  Bos- 
ton. 

Residential  Space,  means  space  used  or  intended  for 
the  use  of  permanent  human  habitation,  including  with- 
out limitation,  single-  two-  and  multi-family  housing 
units;  group  care  residences;  dormitories;  fraternity  or 
sorority  houses;  lodging  or  boarding  houses  and  apart- 
ment hotels,  but  not  including  hotels  or  motels. 

Substantial  Rehabilitation,  means  alterations  or  repairs 
to  a  structure,  within  any  twelve  month  period,  so  that 
such  alterations  or  repairs  cost  in  excess  of  50  percent  of 
the  physical  value  of  the  structure.  Physical  value  shall  be 
based  upon  the  assessed  value  as  recorded  in  the  City  of 
Boston  Assessor's  Office. 

Section  2 . 

(a)  An  owner  of  a  development  project,  or  of  an  indus- 
trial development  project  or  residential  development  pro- 
ject which  results  in  direct  displacement,  in  addition  to  all 
other  taxes  and  fees,  shall  be  required  to  pay  a  fee,  to  be 
known  as  the  "Neighborhood  Impact  Excise,"  in  the 
amount  of  $5  per  gross  square  foot  in  excess  of  100,000 
gross  square  feet,  in  accordance  with  section  (b)  hereof, 
to  the  Neighborhood  Housing  Trust  to  be  used  solely  for 
the  purposes  of  making  contributions  of  either  cash  or 
loans  secured  by  real  property,  for  the  construction  and 
the  rehabilitation  of  housing  to  be  occupied  by  low-or 
moderate-income  persons,  including  without  limitation, 
the  acquisition  of  real  property  and  all  costs  directly  re- 
lated to  such  construction  or  rehabilitation. 

(b)  the  Neighborhood  Excise  shall  also  be  imposed 
upon  an  owner  who  is  eighteen  consecutives  months  on 
the  same  parcel  or  on  contiguous  parcels  plans  to  develop 
in  excess  of  100,000  gross  square  feet,  provided;  how- 
ever, the  portion  of  said  plan  which  provides  for  residen- 
tial space  or  industrial  space  must  also  result  in  direct 
displacement. 

(c)  Development  projects,  or  industrial  development 
projects  or  residential  development  projects  which  result 
in  direct  displacement  which,  as  of  the  date  of  enactment 
of  this  act,  have  received  a  building  or  use  and  occupancy 
permit  and  construction  under  such  permit  commences 
within  six  months  after  its  issuance  and  said  construction 
proceeds  continually  to  completion,  and  all  such  projects 
for  which,  as  of  the  date  of  enactment  of  this  act,  construc- 
tion or  permanent  financing  has  been  secured,  as  evi- 
denced by  an  irrevocable  written  commitment  of  a 
lending  institution  or  a  recorded  mortgage  indenture  and 
by  the  borrower's  bona  fide  payment  of  a  loan  commit- 
ment fee,  shall  be  exempt  from  the  provisions  of  the  act.

Memorandum  of  Understanding 

Memorandum  of  Understanding  made  this  thirteenth 
day  of  December,  1983,  by  and  between  the  Boston  Land- 
marks Commission  (the  "Commission")  and  the  South 
End  Study  Committee  (the  "Study  Committee"): 

Whereas,  The  Commission  on  November  14,  1983, 
following  recommendation  of  the  Study  Committee, 
voted  to  designate  the  South  End  Landmarks  District  and 
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the  South  End  Protection  Area,  which  designations  were 
approved  by  the  Mayor  on  November  16,  1983:  and 

Whereas,  The  Commission  and  the  Committee  are 
aware  of  the  concerns  have  been  expressed  about  the  pos- 
sible economic  burden  which  such  designations  might 
impose  on  the  long-term,  low-income  and  elderly  resi- 
dents of  the  South  End;  and 

Whereas,  The  Commission  and  the  Study  Committee 
recognize  that  one  of  the  unique  attributes  of  the  South 
End  over  the  years  has  been  the  heterogeneous  nature  of 
its  population,  and  wish  to  ensure  that  implementation  of 
the  standards  and  criteria  adopted  for  the  districts  will  not 
adversely  affect  the  racial,  ethnic  and  cultural  diversity  of 
its  population  or  to  narrow  the  wide  spectrum  of  socio- 
economic groups  who  currently  reside  in  this  area:  now, 
therefore,  for  the  good  and  valuable  consideration,  the 
parties  agree  as  follows: 

1 .  That  as  part  of  the  bylaws  and  regulations  to  be 
adopted  by  the  District  Commission,  a  system  shall  be 
developed  to  recognize  cases  of  economic  hardship. 
While  clear  and  concise  criteria  will  be  developed  to  de- 
fine such  cases,  the  bylaws  shall  provide  that  economic 
hardship  shall  at  least  include  resident  homeowners 
whose  annual  income  meets  the  low-or  moderate-income 
standards  in  section  8  of  the  HUD  guidelines  and  may  also 
include  those  who  are  sixty  years  or  older  or  those  who 
are  long-term  residents  of  the  South  End.  The  bylaw  shall 
provide  that,  when  making  necessary  repairs  or  repairs 
required  for  building  code  compliance,  resident  home- 
owners who  demonstrate  economic  hardship  shall  be  en- 
titled to  a  Certificate  of  Exemption,  financial  assistance, 
or  some  other  form  of  relief  to  eliminate  the  economic 
burden  of  complying  with  the  Specific  Standards  and  Cri- 
teria. 

2.  That  when  the  economic  hardship  provisions  of  the 
bylaw  are  drafted,  the  Commission  will  actively  solicit 
community  input  particularly  from  low-income,  elderly, 
and  long-term  residents,  who  are  likely  to  be  affected. 

3.  That  routine  maintenance  and  repair  not  materially 
affecting  the  building  or  which  is  necessary  for  public 
safety  is  not  subject  to  review. 

4.  That  subject  to  budgetary  constraints,  the  Commis- 
sion will  establish  a  resource  bank  of  technical  informa- 
tion on  the  repair  and  restoration  of  South  End  buildings, 
and  will  work  with  local  organization  to  develop  informa- 
tional materials  to  assist  South  End  owners  and  residents 
in  such  work. 

5.  That  the  Commission  will  work  with  local  public  and 
private  nonprofit  organizations  to  develop  or  modify  pro- 
grams of  financial  assistance  to  low-income  homeowners 
so  as  to  reduce  any  economic  burden  which  might  result 
from  implementation  of  the  standards  and  criteria  for  the 
districts. 

6.  That  when  new  construction  on  a  parcel  in  Category 
B  is  intended  to  provide  housing  for  low-income  resi- 
dents, the  standards  set  forth  herein  shall  not  obstruct  or 
delay  efforts  to  build  or  rehabilitate  such  housing. 

7.  That  the  Commission  and  the  Committee  recognize 
that  these  districts,  which  will  be  the  largest  in  the  city, 
will  require  additional  staff  and  other  resourcers  to  ad- 
minister the  districts  and  carry  out  the  provisions  of  this 
memorandum  and  will  seek  financial  assistance  including 
an  increase  in  the  departmental  appropriation  of  the  Envi- 
ronment Department  for  this  purpose.

Whereas,  It  is  the  intention  of  the  City  of  Boston  that  its 
citizens  be  given  notice  of  intended  changes  in  traffic  pat- 
terns affecting  their  immediate  areas;  and 

Whereas,  Residents  should  also  be  afforded  the  oppor- 
tunity of  community  input  at  a  public  hearing  before  any 
regulation  impacting  on  the  normal  flow  of  traffic  is  put 
into  operation;  and 

Whereas,  Safeguards  of  these  types  would  help  mini- 
mize disruption  in  a  neighborhood  through  a  set  standard 
of  procedure  to  be  followed  by  the  Traffic  and  Parking 
Commissioner  of  the  City  of  Boston. 


City  of  Boston 
In  the  Year  Nineteen  Hundred  and  Eighty-three 
An  Ordinance  Requiring  Notice  to  Abutters  on  Streets 

Before  Changes  Affecting  Traffic  Flow  Patterns  Are 

Implemented. 

Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston,  in  accord- 
ance with  the  provisions  of  Massachusetts  General 
Laws  chapter  43B ,  section  1 3 ,  and  any  other  applica- 
ble law,  as  follows: 

Section  1 .  —  The  Commissioner  of  Traffic  and  Parking 
shall  be  empowered  to  make  determination  that  unusual 
problems  on  a  street  or  group  of  streets  warrant  a  change 
in  the  normal  flow  to  vehicular  traffic. 

Section  2.  —  Whenever  such  change  involves  the  clos- 
ing or  blockading  of  a  public  street  under  jurisdiction  of 


the  City  of  Boston  or  change  involves  restriction  or  rever- 
sal of  the  direction  of  traffic,  no  regulation  shall  be  imple- 
mented unless  the  Commissioner  of  Traffic  and  Parking 
complies  with  the  following  procedure: 

A.  Notification  to  each  owner  whose  property  abuts 
streets  or  portions  of  streets  to  be  affected  by  proposed 
changes  in  traffic  patterns.  Addressees  shall  be  re- 
quested to  post  the  notice  for  inspection  by  tenants. 

B.  Details  of  time  and  place  of  a  public  hearing  to  be 
held  by  the  Commissioner  of  Traffic  and  Parking  or  his 
or  her  designee  at  least  fourteen  days  prior  to  the  date 
for  implementing  the  changes. 

Section  3 .  —  In  the  event  any  state  agency,  authority  or 
federal  government  agency  notifies  the  city  of  intent  to 
close  all  or  part  of  any  city  street  or  impose  changes  im- 
pacting on  established  traffic  flow,  the  Commissioner  of 
Traffic  and  Parking  shall  notify  abutting  property  owners 
on  the  streets  to  be  affected.  The  Commissioner  in  hold- 
ing the  public  hearing  prescribed  above  shall  invite  the 
appropiate  state  or  federal  agency  or  authority  to  present 
its  proposal  at  the  forum. 

Section  4.  —  The  provisions  of  this  ordinance  shall  not 
apply  if  the  Commissioner  of  Traffic  and  Parking  deter- 
mine a  public  safety  emergency  exists.  Any  changes  in 
the  established  traffic  flow  pattern  shall  not  remain  in  ef- 
fect after  cessation  of  the  public  safety  emergency.

Ordered,  That  the  entire  membership  of  the  Boston 
City  Council,  vote  this  day,  to  order  Commissioner  John 
Vitagliano,  Traffic  and  Parking  Commissioner  of  the  City 
of  Boston,  to  remove  the  barriers  that  have  been  blocking 
the  following  streets  in  East  Boston.  This  order  shall  be 
carried  out  within  twenty-four  hours  of  receipt  of  the  or- 
der. 

Special  Note:  The  Port  Authority,  a  separate  Authority, 
has  absolutely  no  right  to  block  any  street  in  the  City  of 
Boston  without  full  consent  of  the  City  of  Boston  Officials 
(the  Mayor,  and  the  Boston  City  Council).  They  have 
gone  right  ahead  and  blocked  the  following  streets  in  this 
city:  Geneva  Street,  Porter  Street,  Wellington  Street,  and 
Maverick  Street. 

Taxpayers,  and  homeowners  have  had  no  say  whatso- 
ever in  this  so-called  experiment  by  the  Massachusetts 
Port  Authority,  and  they  went  right  ahead  and  blocked  off 
these  streets  without  consulting  with  the  neighbors  or  any 
elected  official  in  this  city.  They  are  hurting  various  busi- 
ness people  and  homeowners  in  East  Boston,  and  could 
care  less.  After  attending  a  hearing  in  East  Boston  (Urn- 
ana  School)  the  filer  of  this  order  heard  the  many  com- 
plaints by  the  residents  of  East  Boston,  and  now  this 
Council  will  adhere  to  the  requests  of  the  people  of  East 
Boston. 

Coun.  O'NEIL  moved  that  the  foregoing  order  be 
amended  as  follows: 

That  the  barriers  that  were  placed  on  Geneva  Street, 
Porter  Street,  Wellington  Street,  and  Maverick  Street  by

Whereas,  The  Project  will  be  owned  by  Eagle  (the 

"Borrower"),  which  term  includes  any  related  entity 

controlled  by  Eagle  or  by  the  shareholders  of  Eagle  and/ 

or  their  families);  and 

Whereas,  The  Borrower  has  expressed  its  willingness 
to  make  payments  sufficient  to  pay  the  principal  of  and 
interest  on  industrial  development  bonds  of  the  city  issued 
to  pay  up  to  $  1 ,200,000  of  the  cost  of  the  Project  and  the 
current  expenses  of  the  city,  acting  by  and  through  this 
Authority,  incurred  in  connection  therewith  and  to  reim- 
burse the  city  for  or  indemnify  the  city  against  any  such 
expenses  or  costs  incurred  hereafter  in  the  event  that  issu- 
ance and  sale  of  such  bonds  is  not  accomplished  as  con-

Whereas,  Eagle  presently  employs  sixty-five  persons 
and  the  Project  upon  completion  as  projected  by  the  com-

Whereas,  Eagle  has  undertaken  to  cooperate  with  pub- 
lic and  community  agencies  engaged  in  manpower  re- 
cruitment and  training  to  pursue  as  a  goal,  to  the  extent 
consistent  with  state  and  federal  law,  and  to  the  extent  ap- 
propriate to  this  Project,  the  furnishing  of  at  least  50  per-

Whereas,  The  estimated  cost  of  the  Project  is  at  least 
$1,200,000  and  the  Borrower  has  indicated  its  willing- 
ness to  finance  any  costs  of  the  Project  in  excess  of 
$ 1 ,200,000  other  than  by  the  issue  of  these  industrial  de- 
velopment bonds  and  it  appears  that  the  cost  of  the  Project 
or  such  portion  thereof  as  is  not  financed  through  other 
sources  may  be  financed  through  the  issue  of  industrial 
development  bonds  by  the  city,  acting  by  and  through  this 
Authority,  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  chapter  40D  of 
the  Massachusetts  General  Laws  (the  "Act");  and 

Whereas,  The  financing  in  part  or  in  whole  of  this  Pro- 
ject through  the  issuance  and  sale  of  industrial  develop- 
ment bonds  is  intended  to  be  inducement  for  the  Borrower 
to  acquire,  and  improve  the  proposed  Project  in  the  City 
of  Boston  for  its  benefit; 

Whereas,  This  Council,  by  adopting  the  order  set  forth 
herein  or  by  taking  other  action  in  connection  with  the 
Project  or  the  related  bonds  (including  the  issuance  by  the 
City  of  Boston,  acting  by  and  through  its  Industrial  Devel- 
opment Financing  Authority,  of  such  bonds)  does  not  and 
cannot  provide  any  assurance  that  the  Project,  the  Bor- 
rower or  Eagle  is  financially  viable  or  sound,  that 
amounts  owing  on  such  bonds  will  be  paid,  that  any  col- 
lateral which  may  be  pledged  to  secure  such  bonds  would 
be  sufficient  to  repay  holders  of  such  bonds  in  the  event  of 
default  and  foreclosure,  to  that  interest  on  the  bonds  will 
be  exempt  from  federal  or  Massachusetts  income  taxa- 
tion; and  neither  the  Borrower  not  any  prospective  pur- 
chaser of  such  bonds  nor  any  other  person  shall  rely  upon 
the  City  of  Boston  (including  without  limitation  this 
Council)  with  respect  to  such  matters;  now,  therefore,  be

Ordered,  That  the  Project  hereinabove  described,  its 
estimated  cost  and  the  financing  of  the  Project  through 
industrial  development  bonds  issued  by  the  city,  acting  by 
and  through  the  Boston  Industrial  Development  Financ- 
ing Authority,  pursuant  to  the  Act,  in  a  principal  amount 
not  to  exceed  $1 ,200,000  be,  and  the  same  hereby  are, 
provided;  provided,  however,  that  such  bonds  shall  not 
constitute  a  pledge  of  the  faith  and  credit  of  the  City  of 
Boston;  and  be  it  further 

Ordered,  That  it  is  intended  that  this  approval  shall  con- 
stitute official  action  toward  the  issuance  of  the  aforesaid 
bonds  to  the  extent,  if  any,  required  by  the  regulations

Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston,  in  accord- 
ance with  the  provisions  of  Massachusetts  General 
Laws  chapter  43B,  section  13,  and  any  other  applica- 
ble law,  as  follows: 
Section  1.  Chapter  13  of  the  Ordinances  of  1976,  as 
amended  by  chapter  4  of  the  Ordinances  of  1981,  is 
hereby  further  amended  by  striking  the  third  "Whereas" 
and  inserting  in  its  place  the  following: 

Whereas,  In  order  to  protect  the  health  of  the  resi- 
dents of  the  City  of  Boston  with  a  better  system  of  refuse 
treatment  and  disposal  facilities  by  local  authorities; 
Section  2.  Chapter  13  of  the  Ordinances  of  1976,  as 
amended  by  chapter  4  of  the  Ordinances  of  1981,  is 
hereby  further  amended  by  striking  in  section  1  the  words 
"a  refuse  transfer  station,"  as  they  appear  in  the  second 
sentence. 

Section  3.  Said  chapter  13  is  further  amended  by  strik- 
ing, in  section  2,  the  words  "refuse  incinerator"  and  sub- 
stituting therefor  the  words  "waste  to  energy  recovery 
facility." 

Section  4.  Said  chapter  13  is  further  amended  by  add- 
ing the  following  new  section: 

Section  4.  Every  new  refuse  transfer  station  shall  be 
in  a  completely  enclosed,  covered  structure  and  be  lo- 
cated in  an  area  zoned  for  industrial  use. 
Section  5.  Said  chapter  13  is  further  amended  by  add- 
ing: 

Section  5.  This  ordinance  shall  take  effect  upon  pas- 
sage.

REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE  ON  URBAN  RE- 
SOURCES 

Coun.  LANGONE,  on  behalf  of  the  Committee  on  Ur- 
ban Resources,  submitted  the  following: 

One  of  the  most  important  and  far-reaching  issues  that 
came  before  the  Committee  on  Urban  Resources  in  this 
calendar  year  was  that  of  sol  ving  Boston 's  solid  waste  dis- 
posal through  a  waste-to-energy  treatment  concept. 

The  growing  volume  of  residential  solid  waste  and  the 
diminishing  availability  of  landfill  sites  for  disposal  can 
be  a  "time  bomb"  in  the  near  future  unless  the  problem  is 
addressed. 

In  1975,  our  municipal  incinerator  in  the  South  Bay 
area  was  shut  down  by  order  of  the  State  Department  of 
Environmental  Quality  Engineering  (DEQE).  Two  years 
ago,  our  Gardner  Street  landfill  site  was  filled  to  capacity 
and  had  to  be  closed,  leaving  Boston  no  facility  within  the 
city  for  residential  waste  disposal  exceeding  200,000  tons 
a  year. 
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We  have  experienced  a  sharp  escalation  in  the  cost  to 
taxpayers  to  dispose  of  this  refuse  from  Boston  house- 
holds. The  costs  continue  to  soar  as  solid  waste  landfills  in 
outlying  communities  start  to  reach  capacity  and  face  clo- 
sure. Indeed,  this  trend  has  been  going  on  for  the  past  six 
or  seven  years.  It  is  a  reality  we  must  recognize. 

In  testimony  elicited  at  committee  hearings,  it  was 
shown  that  European  countries  are  further  advanced  that 
the  United  States  in  the  technology  of  solid  waste  dis- 
posal. Germany,  in  fact,  leads  the  world  in  the  safe  dis- 
posal by  incineration  of  solid  waste. 

Boston  must  give  serious  thought  to  treating  its  residen- 
tial solid  waste  through  modern  technology  and  reclaim- 
ing maximum  energy  resources.  But  the  precise  solution 
and  myriad  details  accompanying  must  be  thoroughly  ex- 
plored prior  to  executing  binding  commitments. 

Therefore,  the  Committee  on  Urban  Resources  today 
reports  on  waste-to-energy  proposals  that  have  been  sub- 
ject to  open  public  hearings  this  year. 

Our  records  show  that  the  first  public  session  was  held 
on  June  28,  to  discuss  the  ordinance  that  would  amend 
chapter  13  of  1976  to  remove  the  bar  to  establishment  of  a 
facility  that  would  produce  energy  as  a  byproduct  of  re- 
ducing the  volume  of  residential  household  solid  waste. 
Some  of  this  waste  must  now  be  transported  as  far  as  land- 
fills 80  miles  distant. 

Notices  of  the  hearing  were  circulated  to  all  neighbor- 
hood groups  we  could  reach  in  the  South  End,  South  Bos- 
ton and  Roxbury  areas  which  touch  on  the  vicinity  of  the 
abandoned  South  Bay  incinerator.  At  the  first  public  hear- 
ing, Public  Works  Commissioner  Joseph  Casazza  con- 
firmed that  the  old  incinerator  site  was  the  contemplated 
one  for  a  new  facility.  In  fact,  he  informed,  requests  for 
proposals  were  already  prepared  and  distributed  with  this 
as  the  likely  target  site.  He  said  submissions  were  due  to 
be  opened  within  two  months,  in  August. 

Therefore,  the  Committee,  on  June  29,  recommended 
Docket  No.  0675  be  rejected  without  prejudice  because 
no  action  would  allow  it  to  become  law  automatically. 
This  motion  was  voted  in  Council  and  immediately  the 
Chairman  of  Urban  Resources  filed  the  same  ordinance 
as  Docket  No.  0983  to  keep  the  matter  alive  for  a  contin- 
ued committee  hearing. 

On  August  10.  1983,  five  bidders  responded  with  pro- 
posals. They  were:  Signal  Resco,  Inc.,  of  Des  Plaines, 
Illinois;  Browning  Ferris  Industries,  Inc.,  of  Houston. 
Texas;  Ogden-Martin  Systems;  Inc..  of  Rosemont,  Illi- 
nois; Energy  Answers,  Inc.,  of  Albany.  New  York;  and 
Boston  Resources  Recovery  Group  of  Boston. 

In  subsequent  testimony.  Commissioner  Casazza  said 
that  the  city  made  its  determination  after  examining  all  the 
applications  and  judged  BFI's  submission  as  most  advan- 
tageous to  the  City  of  Boston. 

On  November  23,  the  Mayor  submitted  two  matters  to 
the  City  Council. 

1 .  Financing  package  for  up  to  $  1 75  million  of  pri- 
vate funding  through  the  Boston  Industrial  Financing 
Agency  of  the  Economic  Development  and  Industrial 
Corporation  to  allow  tax-exempt  bonding  as  prelude 
to  construction. 

2.  Empowering  the  Public  Works  Commissioner  to 
enter  into  a  service  contract  for  disposal  services 
over  a  twenty-year  period  at  the  South  Bay  incinera- 
tor site. 

Because  of  the  time  factor,  the  Committee  on  Urban 
Resources  scheduled  hearings  this  month  at  the  request  of 
the  Commissioner  of  Public  Works.  Two  hearings,  both 
of  an  informational  and  public  participatory  nature  were 
held  in  Faneuil  Hall  on  December  13  and  17.  Each  lasted 
more  than  three  hours. 

Notices  were  sent  to  neighborhood  groups  in  the  South 
End,  South  Boston  and  Roxbury.  to  various  officials,  to 
Councillors-elect,  as  well  as  many  organizations  such  as 


the  Boston  Municipal  Research  Bureau,  Boston  Finance 
Commission,  Greater  Boston  Chamber  of  Commerce, 
Health  and  Hospitals  Department,  Law  Department, 
State  DEQE  Solid  Waste  Disposal  Division  and  Boston 
Housing  Authority. 

Letters  of  support  were  read  into  the  record  from  the 
Research  Bureau,  Chamber  of  Commerce  through  their 
representatives  and  from  Housing  Director  Harry 
Spence,  who  was  not  present  for  the  hearing. 

There  was  also  opposition  to  a  vote  in  the  waning  days 
of  the  Council  session  for  the  proposal  that  could  have 
binding  consequences.  Councillor-elect  James  M.  Kelly 
of  South  Boston,  in  whose  new  district  the  proposed  site  is 
located,  appealed  for  the  matter  to  be  put  over  for  decision 
by  the  1984  Council  and  new  Mayor. 

Neighborhood  opposition  to  the  site  was  voiced  by 
Fernando  Requena  of  the  Worcester  Square  Neighbor- 
hood Association.  Mr.  Requena,  an  engineer  by  profes- 
sion and  somewhat  familar  with  environmental  matters, 
had  several  questions  of  experts  engaged  as  consultants 
by  the  proposed  developer. 

Other  reservations  about  locating  the  facility  in  the 
South  Bay  area  were  voiced  by  Betty  Johnson,  a  South 
End  resident  and  official  of  the  American  Lung  Associa- 
tion; by  Harold  Snyder,  representing  the  New  England 
Wholesale  Meat  Dealers'  Association;  by  Paul  Kennedy 
who  operates  a  food  processing  firm  in  the  area;  by  a  rep- 
resentative of  Agar  Food  Supply  and  by  Attorney  Harold 
Widett.  representing  the  meat  wholesalers. 

For  the  proponents.  Commissioner  Casazza  said  Bos- 
ton would  save  up  to  $  100  million  in  waste  disposal  costs 
over  the  two  decades  following  scheduled  1987  opening 
of  the  facility.  He  noted  the  byproduct  of  steam  generated 
could  be  supplied  to  Boston  Edison  Company  through 
steam  pipes  already  existing  in  the  area. 

Councillors  Bruce  Boiling  and  Raymond  Flynn  partici- 
pated in  part  of  the  hearings  and  expressed  their  concerns 
about  problems  of  disposal  and  related  issues. 

Councillor  Boiling  was  disturbed  by  the  continuing 
problem  of  refuse  transfer  stations  in  the  neighboring  vi- 
cinity. Most  glaring  is  the  station  adjacent  to  the  Orchard 
Park  Public  Housing  Development  in  Roxbury.  a  concern 
that  also  is  shared  by  Mr.  Spence  of  the  Housing  Author- 
ity. 

Such  transfer  stations  receive  refuse  and  raw  garbage 
from  local  collection  trucks  and  the  waste  is  stored  for 
eventual  transhipment.  The  storage  attracts  rodents  and 
creates  noisome  problems  affecting  the  public  health  of 
nearby  residents. 

Councillor  Flynn  cited  his  concern  over  a  1977  "death 
zone"  report  in  New  England  Medical  Journal  that 
showed  a  high  mortality  rate  in  areas  surrounding  the  pro- 
posed incinerator  site  and  a  high  incidence  of  respirator) 
illnesses.  Mr.  Flynn  and  Mr.  Boiling  recently  conducted 
an  inspection  of  the  Orchard  Park  transfer  station  site. 
There  was  agreement  that  steps  should  be  taken  as  soon  as 
possible  to  alleviate  if  not  eliminate  this  problem. 

The  Committee  is  today  proposing  a  solution  to  this 
kind  of  problem  as  part  of  the  amended  ordinance  that 
would  legitimize  a  waste-to-energy  treatment  facility. 

Because  of  the  time  constraints  facing  the  Committee, 
and  because  of  the  fact  that  we  cannot  schedule  hearings 
in  each  neighborhood  to  be  impacted,  the  Committee 
feels  that  it  would  be  inappropriate  to  take  action  now  on 
the  two  important  commitments  filed  less  than  a  month 
ago. 

To  try  to  schedule  public  hearings  before  the  session 
ends  would  be  an  imposition  on  citizens  during  the  holi- 
da\  season  and  such  timing  could  properh  be  critisttd. 

Therefore,  the  Committee  recommends  that  consider- 
ation on  two  matters: 

Docket  No.  1310  —  Order  authorizing  the  Boston 

Industrial  Development  Financing  Authorit)  to  finance 
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solid  waste  disposal  facilities  under  chapter  40-D  of  the 
General  Laws 

Docket  No.   1311  —  Order  authorizing  Commis- 
sioner of  Public  Works  to  contract  with  Air  Products 
and  Chemicals,  Inc.,  and  Browning-Ferris  Industries, 
Inc.,  for  disposal  of  solid  waste  collected  by  the  city  be 
postponed  and  be  referred  to  the  incoming  City  Council 
The  Committee  feels  that  no  new  major  facility  should 
be  authorized  without  extensive  hearings  by  the  Health 
and  Hospitals  Department,  as  well  as  involvement  of  the 
state  DEQE  under  the  chapter  30  Environmental  Protec- 
tion Act. 

At  the  same  time,  this  Council  can  advance  the  solution 
by  adopting  the  amendments  to  existing  chapter  13  ordi- 
nance and  allow  a  waste-to-energy  modern  concept  of 
treating  Boston's  household  wastes.  The  amendment  also 
requires  that  the  nuisances  of  refuse  transfer  stations  be 
mitigated  by  making  them  operate  within  closed  areas. 

This  is,  we  emphasize,  just  the  beginning  step.  The  re- 
sponsibility implementing  a  waste-to-energy  concept 
goes  to  the  new  City  Council  and  new  administration  that 
is  inaugurated  January  2,  1984.

Also  the  re- 
moval of  asbestos  and  renovations  of  the  heating  and  ven- 
tilation systems  were  required.  Your  Committee  is 
concerned  that  this  need  has  been  exaggerated  to  the  point 
that  tax  monies  are  being  expended  to  create  a  palatial 
Council  area  when  these  monies  are  so  urgently  needed 
for  the  benefit  of  the  public. 

3.  With  respect  to  die  Council  Chamber: 

Your  Committee  regrets  that  a  contract  already 
awarded  —  and  work  already  done  —  has  reduced  by  a  full 
third  the  number  of  seats  available  to  the  public.  Many 
times  in  the  past  when  major  questions  were  before  this 
body,  the  Chamber  has  been  filled  to  overflowing.  With 
reduced  seating  capacity,  the  public's  right  to  confront 
their  elected  officials  will  be  frustrated. 

The  specifications  prepared  by  the  RFC.  call  for  the 
purchase  of  an  immovable  "horseshoe"  desk  at  which  all 
thirteen  Councillors  would  sit.  Such  a  desk  would  effec- 
tively preclude  use  of  the  Chamber  for  public  hearings 
and  constitutes  an  unnecessary  expenditure.  Your  Com- 
mittee recommends  that  this  item  be  canceled  and  in- 
stead, three  desks  and  three  chairs,  matching  the  existing 
furnishings,  be  provided.  This  would  avoid  the  above 
problem  and  cost  taxpayers  considerably  less.  Council- 
lors' desks  would  be  placed  four  to  a  side  rather  than  the 
three  at  present,  with  the  presiding  councillor  at  the  ros- 
trum. 

4.  With  respect  to  the  new  Reception  Area: 

The  specifications  prepared  by  the  RFC.  call  for  the 
purchase  of  new  furniture  for  this  area,  including  two  so- 
fas bid  at  nearly  $5,000  each.  Your  Committee  recom- 
mends that  the  existing  furnishings  be  relocated  and  the 
sofas  and  chairs  for  this  area  not  be  purchased.
